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PREFATORY  NOTE. 


This  volume  contains  38  appropriation  acts , commencing  with  the 
act  of  March  3,  1883 ; also  the  special  war  or  deficiency  appropriation 
acts  of  June  15,  and  October  6, 1917,  March  28,  April  26,  and  June  4, 
1918 ; the  personnel  law  approved  March  3,  1899 ; the  war  personnel 
law  approved  Majr  22,  1917.  . 

Of  the  appropriation  acts  from  1884  to  1914,  inclusive,  only  so 
much  is  printed  as  is  needed  to  show  the  changes  from  year  to  year. 
The  appropriation  acts  from  1915  to  1921,  inclusive,  are  printed  in 
full  in  order  that  the  book  may  show  the  appropriation  legislation 
since  the  beginning  of  the  World  War.  The  new  language  in  the 
appropriation  acts  of  June  4,  1920,  and  July  12,  1921,  is  printed  in 
italics. 

The  following  are  also  printed  in  full : The  appropriation  act  of 
March  3, 1883 ; the  temporary  act  of  July  7, 1884 ; the  special  increase 
of  the  Navy  act  of  August  3,  1886;  the  special  act  of  July  26,  1918; 
the  act  temporarily  increasing  the  commissioned  and  warrant  and 
enlisted  strength  ot  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps , approved  May  22, 
1917 ; the  acts  providing  for  temporary  promotion  of  commissioned 
officers  of  the  Marine  Corps  serving  with  the  Army , and  for  the 
purchase  of  umiforms , approved  January  12,  1919;  the  act  providing 
for  the  award  of  medals , approved  February  4,  1919;  the  act  per- 
mitting retention  of  vmforms  and  personal  equipment , approved 
February  28,  1919 ; and  the  act  granting  pay  and  allowances  during 
' the  period  of  voluntary  captivity. 

A separate  chapter  is  devoted  to  the  personnel  act  of  March  3, 1899, 
and  changes  authorized  by  various  subsequent  acts. 

To  supplement  this  abbreviated  text  and  to  facilitate  comparison 
of  any  particular  year  with  any  other,  ks  well  as  to  give  the  total 
cost  of  the  new  Navy  and  other  facts  of  a statistical  nature,  there 
are  appended  a series  of  tables,  a list  of  which  is  given  on  page  761.

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INTRODUCTION. 


The  initial  legislation  for  rebuilding  the  Navy  commenced  with 
the  act  of  August  5,  1882  (Statutes,  vol.  22,  p.  291),  which  stipu- 
lated, under  limitations,  that  no  more  money  should  be  spent  upon 
old  wooden  vessels  and  provided  for  the  appointment  of  a Naval 
Advisory  Board.  The  following  are  the  important  features  of 
the  act: 

t 

* * * Provided,  That  no  part  of  this  sum  [the  regular  annual  appropriation 
for  the  Bureau  of  Construction  and  Repair]  shall  be  appUed  to  the  repairs  of  any 
wooden  ship  when  the  estimated  cost  of  such  repairs  shall  exceed  thirty  per 
centum  of  the  estimated  cost  of  a new  ship  of  the  same  size  and  like  material : 
Provided,  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  deprive  the  Secretary  of  the  authority 
to  order  repairs  of  ships  damaged  in  foreign  waters  or  on  the  high  seas,  so  far  as 
may  be  necessary  to  bring  them  home.  Any  portion  of  said  sum  not  required  for 
the  purposes  aforesaid  may  be  applied  toward  the  construction  of  two  steam 
cruising  vessels  of  war,  which  are  hereby  authorized,  at  a total  cost,  when  fully 
completed,  not  to  exceed  the  amount  estimated  by  the  late  Naval  Advisory 
Board  for  such  vessel,  the  same  to  be  constructed  of  steel,  of  domestic  manu- 
facture, having  as  near  as  may  be  a tensile  strength  of  not  less  than  sixty-thou- 
sand pounds  to  the  square  inch,  and  a ductility  in  eight  inches  of  not  less  than 
twenty-five  per  centum ; said  vessels  to  be  provided  with  full  sail-power  and  full 
steam-power.  One  of  said  vessels  shall  be  of  not  less  than  five  thousand  nor 
more  than  six  thousand  tons  displacement,  and  shall  have  the  highest  attainable 
speed,  and  shall  be  adapted  to  be  armed  with  not  more  than  four  breech-loading 
rifled  cannon,  of  high  power,  of  not  less  than  eight-inch  caliber,  or  two  of  ten- 
inch  caliber,  and  not  more  than  twenty-one  breech-loading  rifled  cannon,  of 
high  power,  of  not  less  than  six-inch  caliber ; one  of  said  vessels  shall  be  of  not 
less  than  four  thousand  three  hundred  nor  more  than  four  thousand  seven 
hundred  tons  displacement,  and  shall  have  the  highest  attainable  speed,  and 
shall  be  adapted  to  be  armed  with  four  breech-loading  rifled  cannon,  of  high 
power,  of  not  less  than  eight-inch  caliber,  or  two  of  ten-inch  caliber,  and  not 
more  than  fifteen  breech-loading  rifled  cannon,  of  high  power,  of  not  less  than 
six-inch  caliber.  The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  empowered  and  directed 
to  organize  a board  of  naval  officers  and  experts  for  his  advice  and  assistance, 
to  be  called  the  “Naval  Advisory  Board,”  to  serve  during  the  period  required 
for  the  construction,  armament,  and  trial  of  the  vessels  hereby  authorized  to  be 
constructed,  and  no  longer.  Said  board  shall  consists  of  five  officers  on  the  active 
list  of  the  Navy  in  the  line  and  the  staff,  to  be  detailed  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  without  reference  to  rank  and  with  reference  only  to  character,  experi- 
ence, knowledge,  and  skill,  and  two  persons  of  established  reputation  and  stand- 
ing, as  experts  in  naval  or  marine  construction,  to  be  selected  from  civil  life, 
and  employed  for  this  sole  duty  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and  to  be  paid 
such  sum,  out  of  the  appropriation  hereby  made,  not  exceeding  eleven  thousand 
dollars,  as  he  may  direct : Provided  however , That  no  person  shall  be  a member 
of  said  board  who  has  any  interest,  direct  or  indirect,  in  any  invention,  device, 
or  process,  patented  or  otherwise,  to  be  used  in  the  construction  of  said  vessels, 
their  engines,  boilers,  or  armament,  nor  in  any  contract  for  the  same.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  advise  and  assist  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  in  his 
office  or  elsewhere,  in  all  matters  referred  to  them  by  him  relative  to  the  designs, 
models,  plans,  specifications,  and  contracts  for  said  vessels  in  all  their  parts, 
and  relative  to  the  materials  to  be  used  therein  and  to  the  construction  thereof, 
and  especially  relative  to  the  harmonious  adjustment,  respectively,  of  their  hulls, 
machinery,  and  armament ; and  they  shall  examine  all  materials  to  be  used  iu 
said  vessels,  and  inspect  the  work  on  the  same  as  it  progresses,  and  have  general 
supervision  thereof,  under  the  direction  of  said  Secretary.  But  said  board  shall 
have  no  power  to  make  or  enter  into  any  contract,  nor  to  direct  or  control  any 
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officer  of  the  Navy,  the  chief  of  any  bureau  of  the  Navy,  or  any  contractor. 
Neither  of  the  vessels  hereby  authorized  to  be  built  shall  be  contracted  for  or 
commenced  until  full  and  complete  detail  drawings  and  specifications  thereof,  in 
all  its  parts,  including  the  hull,  engines,  and  boilers,  shall  have  been  provided  or 
adopted  by  the  Navy  Department,  and  shall  have  been  approved,  in  writing,  by 
said  board,  or  by  a majority  of  the  members  thereof,  and  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy;  and  after  said  drawings  and  specifications  have  been  provided, 
adopted,  and  approved  as  aforesaid,  and  the  work  has  been  commenced  .or  a 
contract  made  for  it,  they  shall  not  be  changed  in  any  respect,  when  the  cost  of 
such  change  shall  in  the  construction  exceed  five  hundred  dollars,  except  upon 
the  approval  of  said  board,  or  a majority  of  the  members  thereof,  in  writing, 
and  upon  the  written  order  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy ; and,  if  changes  are 
thus  made,  the  actual  cost  thereof  and  the  damage  caused  thereby  shall  be 
ascertained,  estimated,  and  determined  by  said  board ; and  in  any  contract  made 
pursuant  to  this  act  it  shall  be  provided  in  the  terms  thereof  that  the  contractor 
shall  be  bound  by  the  determination  of  said  board,  or  a majority  thereof,  as  to 
the  amount  of  the  increased  or  diminished  compensation  said  contractor  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive,  if  any,  in  consequence  of  such  change  or  changes.  The 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  the  said  cruising  vessels  of 
war  aforesaid  to  be  provided  with  interior  deflective  steel  armor,  if  the  same, 
upon  full  investigation,  shall  seem  to  be  practicable  and  desirable,  and  if  the 
same  shall  be  approved  by  said  board,  or  a majority  thereof,  in  writing.  Before 
any  of  the  vessels  hereby  authorized  shall  be  contracted  for  or  commenced  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall,  by  proper  public  advertisement  and  notice,  invite 
all  engineers  and  mechanics  of  established  reputation,  and  all  reputable  manu- 
facturers of  vessels,  steam-engines,  boilers,  and  ordnance,  having  or  controlling 
regular  establishments,  and  being  engaged  in  the  business,  all  officers  of  the 
Navy,  and  especially  all  naval  constructors,  steam-engineers,  and  ordnance 
officers  of  the  Navy,  having  plans,  models,  or  designs  of  any  vessels  of  the 
classes  hereby  authorized,  or  of  any  part  thereof,  within  any  gflven  period,  not 
less  than  sixty  days,  to  submit  the  same  to  said  board ; and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  said  board  to  carefully  and  fully  examine  the  same  and  to  hear  any  proper 
explanation  thereof,  and  to  report  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  in  writing, 
whether,  in  their  opinion,  any  such  plan,  model,  or  design,  or  any  suggestion 
therein,  is  worthy  of  adoption  in  the  construction  of  said  vessels,  their  engines, 
boilers,  or  armament ; and  if  in  such  construction  any  such  plan,  model,  design, 
or  suggestion  shall  be  adopted,  for  the  use  of  which  any  citizen  not  an  officer 
of  the  Navy  would  have  a just  claim  for  compensation,  the  contractor  shall 
bind  himself  to  discharge  the  government  from  all  liability  on  account  of  such 
adoption  and  use:  Provided , That  said  Naval  Advisory  Board  herein  provided 
for  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  prepare  plans,  draw- 
ings, and  specifications  for  vessels,  their  machinery,  and  armament,  recom- 
mended by  the  late  Naval  Advisory  Board  not  herein  authorized  to  be  built

AN  ACT  Making  appropriations  for  the  naval  service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 

June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-four,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  following 
sums  be,  and  they. are  hereby,  appropriated,  to  be  paid  out  of  any 
money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  naval 
service  of  the  government  for  the  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-four,  and  for  other  purposes: 

For  the  pay  of  the  Navy,  for  the  active-list,  namelv:  Na^  &°ctivl 
For  one  Admiral,  one  Vice-Admiral,  ten  rear-admirals,  ust.  ’ 
eight  chiefs  of  bureaus,  twenty-four  commodores,  forty- 
eight  captains,  ninety  commanders,  eighty  lieutenant- 
commanders,  two  hundred  and  eighty  lieutenants,  one 
hundred  masters,  the  title  of  which  grade  is  hereby  Title  of  mas- 
changed  to  that  of  lieutenants,  and  the  masters  now  on  uTutenwft!4  t0 
the  list  shall  constitute  a junior  grade  of  and  be  com- 
missioned as  lieutenants,  having  the  same  rank  and  pay 
as  now  provided  by  law  for  masters;  but  promotion  to 
and  from  said  grade  shall  be  by  examination  as  provided 
by  law  for  promotion  to  and  from  the  grade  of  master, 
and  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
increase  the  pay  now  allowed  bylaw  to  any  officer  in  the 
line  or  staff;  one  hundred  ensigns,  ninety-one  midship- 
men, the  title  of  which  grade  is  hereby  changed  to  that  of  Title  of 
ensign,  and  the  midshipmen  now  on  the  list  shall  consti-  SiLngeV  t^en1- 
tute  a junior  grade  of,  and  be  commissioned  as,  ensigns, sign* 
having  the  same  rank  and  pay  as  now  provided  by  law 
for  midshipmen,  but  promotions  to  and  from  said  grade 
shall  be  under  the  same  regulations  and  requirements  as 
now  provided  by  law  for  promotion  to  and  from  the 
grade  of  midshipmen,  and  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  so  construed  as  to  increase  the  pay  now  allowed  by 
law  to  any  officer  of  said  grade  or  of  any  officer  of  rela- 
tive rank;  fourteen  medical  directors,  fifteen  medical 
inspectors,  fifty  surgeons,  eighty  passed  assistant  sur- 
geons, twelve  assistant  surgeons,  two  assistant  surgeons 
not  in  the  line  of  promotion  who  shall  hereafter,  after  fif- 
teen years’  service,  be  entitled  to  receive,  as  annual  pay, 
when  at  sea,  two  thousand  one  hundred  dollars,  when  on 
shore  duty,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars,  and  when 
on  leave  or  waiting  orders  one  thousand  six  hundred  dol- 
lars, thirteen  pay  directors^  twelve  pay  inspectors,  fifty 
paymasters,  thirty  past  assistant  paymasters,  twenty  as- 
sistant paymasters,  sixty-nine  chief  engineers,  ninety-

nine  past  assistant  engineers,  sixty-two  assistant  engi- 
neers, sixty-two  cadet  engineers,  twenty-three  chaplains, 
eleven  professors  of  mathematics,  ten  naval  constructors, 
six  assistant  naval  constructors,  ten  civil  engineers,  one 
hundred  and  ninety-five  warrant  officers,  forty  mates, 
three  hundred  and  thirty-five  naval  cadets;  in  all,  three 
million  nine  hundred  and  forty  thousand  eight  hundred 
dollars:  Hereafter  only  one-half  of  the  vacancies  in  the 
various  grades  in  the  staff  corps  of  the  navy  shall  be  filled 
by  promotion  until  such  grades  shall  be  reduced  to  the 
numbers  fixed  for  the  several  grades  of  the  staff  corps  of 
the  navy  by  the  act  of  August  fifth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  eignty-two,  making  appropriations  for  the  naval 
service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty  three,  and  for  other  purposes. 

For  pay  of  the  retired  list,  namely : For  forty -six  rear- 
admirals,  twenty-one  commodores,  eleven  captains,  ten 
commanders,  sixteen  lieutenant-commanders,  nine  lieu- 
tenants, eleven  masters,  six  ensigns,  one  midshipman, 
twenty-two  medical  directors,  two  medical  inspectors,  two 
surgeons,  four  passed  assistant  surgeons,  seven  assistant 
surgeons,  seven  pay-directors,  two  pay-inspectors,  four 
paymasters,  two  passed  assistant  paymasters,  one  assist- 
ant paymaster,  ten  chief  engineers,  twenty-one  passed 
assistant  engineers,  twenty-five  assistant  engineers,  eight 
chaplains,  six  professors  of  mathematics,  one  chief  con- 
structor, three  civil  engineers,  eleven  boatswains,  nine 
gunners,  eleven  carpenters,  and  nine  sailmakers;  in  all. 
seven  hundred  and  three  thousand  one  hundred  and 
eighty  dollars: 

For  pay  to  petty  officers,  seamen,  ordinary  seamen, 
landsmen,  and  boys,  including  men  in  the  engineers’ 
force,  and  for  the  Coast  Survey  Service,  not  exceeding 
eight  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  in  all,  two  million 
four  hundred  and  ninety  thousand  dollars. 

For  two  secretaries,  one  to  the  Admiral  and  one  to  the 
Vice-Admiral,  clerks  to  paymasters,  clerks  at  inspections, 
navy-yards,  and  stations,  and  extra  pay  to  men  enlisted 
under  honorable  discharge;  commission  and  interest, 
transportation  of  funds,  exchange,  mileage  to  officers 
while  traveling  under  orders  in  the  United  States,  and  for 
actual  personal  expenses  of  officers  while  traveling  abroad 
under  orders ; and  for  actual  and  necessary  traveling  ex- 
penses of  naval  cadets  while  proceeding  from  their  homes: 
to  the  Naval  Academy  for  examination  and  appointment 
as  cadets  and  for  the  payment  of  any  such  officers  as  may 
be  in  service,  either  upon  the  active  or  retired  list,  dur- 
ing the  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-tour,  in  excess  of  the  numbers  of  each  class  pro- 
vided for  in  this  act,  and  for  any  increase  of  pay  arising 
from  different  duty,  as  the  needs  of  the  service  may  re- 
quire, three  hundred  thousand  dollars.  And  all  officers 
of  the  Navy  shall  be  credited  with  the  actual  time  they 
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• 

may  have  served  as  officers  or  enlisted  men  in  the  regular 
or  volunteer  Army  or  Navy,  or  both,  and  shall  receive  all 
the  benefits  of  such  actual  service  in  all  respects  in  the 
same  manner  as  if  all  said  service  had  been  continuous 
and  in  the  regular  Navy  in  the  lowest  grade  having 
graduated  pay -held  by  such  officer  since  last  entering  the 
service : Provided , That  nothing  in  this  clause  shall  be  so 
construed  as  to  authorize  any  change  in  the  dates  of 
commission  or  in  the  relative  rank  of  such  officers : Pro- 
vided  further , That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so 
construed  as  to  give  any  additional  pay  to  any  such  officer 
during  the  time  of  his  service  in  the  volunteer  army  or 
navy. 

For  contingent  expenses  of  the  Navy,  namely : For  rent  contingent 
and  furniture  of  buildings  and  offices  not  in  navy-vards; 
expenses  of  courts-martial  and  courts  of  inquiry,  boards 
of  investigation,  examining  boards,  with  clerks’  and  wit- 
nesses’ fees,  and  traveling  expenses  and  costs ; stationery 
and  recording;  expenses  of  purchasing-paymasters’  offices 
at  the  various  cities,  including  clerks,  furniture,  fuel,  sta- 
tionery, and  incidental  expenses;  newspapers  and  adver- 
tising; foreign  postage;  telegraphing,  foreign  and  do- 
mestic; telephones;  copying;  care  of  library;  mail  and 
express  wagons,  and  livery  and  express  fees;  costs  of 
suits:  commissions,  warrants,  diplomas,  and  discharges; 
reliex  of  vessels  in  distress,  and  pilotage ; recovery  of  val- 
uables from  shipwrecks;  quarantine  expenses;  care  and 
transportation  of  the  dead ; for  putting  in  order  and  pre- 
serving the  grave  of  Paul  Hamilton,  a former  Secretary 
of  the  Navy,  the  expenditure  therefor  not  to  exceed  one 
hundred  dollars;  reports,  professional  investigation,  cost 
of  special  instruction,  and  information  abroad,  and  the 
collection  and  classification  thereof ; and  all  other  emer- 
gencies and  extraordinary  expenses,  arising  at  home  or 
abroad,  but  impossible  to  be  anticipated  or  classified,  ex- 
clusive of  personal  services  in  the  Navy  Department  or 
any  of  its  subordinate  bureaus  or  offices  at  Washington, 

District  of  Columbia,  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

BUREAU  OF  NAVIGATION. 

For  foreign  and  local  pilotage  and  towage  of  ships  of  Navigation 
war;  services  and  materials  m correcting  compasses  on 
board  ship,  and  for  adjusting  and  testing  compasses  on 
shore;  nautical  and  astronomical  instruments,  nautical 
books,  maps,  charts,  and  sailing  directions,  and  repairs 
of  nautical  instruments  for  ships  of  war;  books  for  libra- 
ries for  ships  of  war;  naval  signals  and  Apparatus, 
namely,  signal-lights,  lanterns,  rockets,  running-lights, 
drawings,  and  engravings  for  signal-books;  compass-fit- 
tings, including  binnacles,  tripods,  and  other  appendages 
of  ships’  compasses;  logs  and  other  appliances  for  meas- 
uring the  ship’s  ways,  and  leads  and  other  appliances  for 
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sounding ; lanterns  and  lamps,  and  their  appendages,  for 
general  use  on  board  ship,  including  those  for  the  cabin, 
ward-room,  and  steerage,  for  the  holds  and  spirit-room, 
for  decks  and  quartermasters’  use ; bunting  and  other  ma- 
terials for  flags,  and  making  and  repairing  flags  of  all 
kinds ; oil  for  ships  of  war,  other  than  that  used  for  the 
engineer  department;  candles  when  used  as  a substitute 
for  oil  in  binnacles  and  running-lights;  for  chimneys  and 
wicks ; and  soap  used  in  navigation  department ; station- 
ery for  commanders  and  navigators  of  vessels  of  war,  and 
for  use  of  courts-martial ; musical  instruments  and  music 
for  vessels  of  war;  steering-signals  and  indicators,  and 
for  speaking-tubes  and  gongs  for  signal  communication 
on  board  vessels  of  war ; and  for  introducing  electric 
lights  on  board  vessels  of  war,  not  exceeding  nve  thou- 
sand dollars ; in  all,  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

For  special  ocean  surveys  and  the  publication  thereof, 
ten  thousand  dollars. 

For  contingent  expenses  of  the  Bureau  of  Navigation, 
namely:  For  freight  and  transportation  of  navigation 
materials;  postage  and  telegraphing  on  public  business; 
advertising  for  proposals;  packing-boxes  and  materials; 
and  all  other  contingent  expenses,  four  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  civil  establishment  at  navy-yards  and  stations, 
five  thousand  dollars. 

BUREAU  OF  ORDNANCE. 

For  procuring,  producing,  and  preserving  ordnance 
material ; for  the  armament  of  ships,  and  for  fuel,  tools, 
materials  and  labor  to  be  used  in  the  general  work  of  the 
Ordnance  Department  for  these  purposes,  one  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars.  And  any  balance  of  the  ap- 
propriation made  for  commencing  the  manufacture  of 
steel  rifled  breech-loading  guns,  with  carriages  and  am- 
munition, that  may  be  unexpended  during  the  fiscal  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-three,  is  hereby  re-appropri- 
ated and  made  available  for  continuing  that  service  dur- 
ing the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  eighty-four. 

For  necessary  repairs  to  ordnance  buildings,  magazines, 
gun  parks,  boats,  lighters,  wharves,  machinery,  and  other 
objects  of  the  like  character,  including  breakwaters  at  the 
magazine,  Ellis  Island,  New  York,  and  the  erection  of 
a shell-filling  house  at  the  Bellevue  magazine,  Washing- 
ton, fifteen  thousand  dollars. 

That  the  President  of  the  United  States  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  requested  to  select  from  the  Army  and  Navy 
six  officers,  who  shall  constitute  a board  for  the  purpose 
of  examining  and  reporting  to  Congress  which  of  the 
navy-yards  or  arsenals,  owned  by  the  government  has 
the  best  location  and  is  best  adapted  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a government  foundry,  or  what  other  method, 
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if  any,  should  be  adopted  for  the  manufacture  of  heavy 
ordnance  adapted  to  modern  warfare,  for  the  use  of  the 
Army  and  Navy  of  the  United  States,  the  cost  of  all 
buildings,  tools,  and  implements  necessary  to  be  used  in 
the  manufacture  thereof,  including  the  cost  of  a steam- 
hammer  or  apparatus  of  sufficient  size  for  the  manufac- 
ture of  the  heaviest  guns;  and  that  the  President  is  fur- 
ther requested  to  report  to  Congress  the  finding  of  said 
board  at  as  early  a date  as  possible:  Provided , That  no 
extra  compensation  shall  be  paid  the  officers  serving  on 
the  board  hereby  created. 

For  miscellaneous  items,  namely : For  freight  to  for- 
eign and  home  stations,  advertising  and  auctioneers’  fees, 
cartage  and  express  charges,  repairs  to  fire-engines,  gas 
and  water  pipes,  gas  and  water  tax  at  magazines,  toll, 
ferriage,  foreign  postage,  and  telegrams,  three  thousand 
dollars. 

For  the  civil  establishment  at  navy-yards  and  stations, 
five  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  torpedo  corps,  namely:  For  labor,  material, 
and  freight  and  express  charges;  general  repairs  to 
grounds,  buildings,  and  wharves;  boats’  instruction,  in- 
struments, tools,  experiments,  and  general  torpedo  out- 
fits, fifty  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  purchase  and  manufacture,  after  full  investi- 
gation and  test  in  the  United  States  under  the  direction 
of  . the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  of  torpedoes  adapted  to 
naval  warfare,  or  of  the  right  to  manufacture  the  same 
and  for  the  fixtures  and  machinery  necessary  for  oper- 
ating the  same,  one  hundred  thousand  dollars : Provided , 
That  no  part  of  said  money  shall  be  expended  for  the 
purchase  or  manufacture  of  any  torpedo  or  of  the  right 
to  manufacture  the  same  until  the  same  shall  have  been 
approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  after  a favorable 
report  to  be  made  to  him  by  a board  of  naval  officers  to 
be  created  by  him  to  examine  and  test  said  torpedoes  and 
inventions.

For  equipment  of  vessels:  For  coal  for  steamers’  and 
ships’  use,  including  expenses  of  transportation,  storage, 
and  handling;  hemp,  wire,  hides,  and  other  materials 
for  the  manufacture  of  rope  and  cordage;  iron  for  manu- 
facture of  cables,  anchors,  galleys,  and  chains;  canvas 
for  the  manufacture  of  sails,  awnings,  bags,  and  ham- 
mocks; heating  apparatus  for  receiving-ships;  and  for 
the  purchase  of  all  other  articles  of  equipment  at  home 
and  abroad,  and  for  the  payment  of  labor  in  equipping 
vessels  and  manufacture  of  equipment  articles  in  the 
several  navy-yards,  eight  hundred  thousand  dollars ; and 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  authorized  and  empowered, 
within  his  discretion,  to  constitute  and  introduce,  as  a 
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portion  of  the  equipment  of  the  Navy,  the  life  saving 
dress  adopted  and  approved  by  the  Life  Saving  Service 
of  the  United  States. 

For  expenses  of  recruiting:  For  expenses  of  recruiting, 
rent  of  rendezvous,  and  expenses  of  maintaining  the  same, 
advertising  for  men  and  boys,  and  all  other  expenses  at- 
tending the  recruiting  for  the  naval  service,  and  for  the 
transportation  of  enlisted  men  and  boys,  at  home  and 
abroad,  twenty-five  thousand  dollars. 

For  contingent  expenses  equipment  and  recruiting:  For 
extra  expenses  of  training-ships,  freight  and  transporta- 
tion of  equipment  stores,  printing,  advertising,  telegraph- 
ing, books  and  models,  postage,  car-tickets,  ferriage,  ice, 
apprehension  of  deserters  and  stragglers,  assistance  to 
vessels  in  distress,  continuous-service  certificates  and 
good-conduct  badges  for  enlisted  men,  school  books  for 
training-ships,  extra  medals  for  boys,  and  emergencies 
arising  under  cognizance  of  Bureau  of  Equipment  and 
Recruiting  unforeseen  and  impossible  to  classify,  ten 
thousand  dollars. 

For  the  civil  establishment  at  navv-yards  and  stations, 
nine  thousand  dollars. 

BUREAU  OF  YARDS  AND  DOCKS. 

, For  general  maintenance  of  yards  and  docks,  namely : 
For  freight  and  transportation  of  materials  and  stores, 
books,  models,  maps,  and  drawings;  purchase  and  repair 
of  fire-engines;  machinery,  repairs  on  steam  fire  engines, 
and  attendance  on  the  same;  purchase  and  maintenance 
of  oxen  and  horses,  and  driving  teams,  carts,  and  timber- 
wheels,  and  all  vehicles  for  use  in  the  navy-yards,  and 
tools  and  repairs  of  the  same;  dredging;  postage  on  let- 
ters and  other  mailable  matter  on  public  service  and  tele- 
grams; furniture  for  government  houses  and  offices  in 
the  navy-yards ; coal  and  other  fuel ; candles,  oil,  and  gas ; 
cleaning  and  clearing  up  yards,  and  care  of  public  build- 
ings; attendance  on  fires;  lights;  fire  engines  and  appa- 
ratus; for  clerical  and  incidental  labor  at  navy -yards; 
water-tax,  and  for  toll  and  ferriages;  rent  of  officers’ 
quarters  at  League  Island;  pay  of  the  watchmen  in  the 
navy-yards;  and  for  awning  and  packing-boxes  and  ad- 
vertising, two  hundred  and  sixty-iour  thousand  dollars, 
of  which  sum  sixty- four  thousand  dollars  shall  be  imme- 
diately available.

For  preservation  and  completion  of  vessels  on  the 
rtocks  and  in  ordinary;  purchase  of  materials  and  stores 
of  all  kinds ; labor  in  navy-yards  and  on  foreign  stations ; 
preservation  of  materials;  purchase  of  tools;  wear,  tear, 
and  repair  of  vessels  afloat,  and  for  general  care,  increase, 
and  protection  of  the  Navy  in  the  line  of  construction  and 
repair,  and  incidental  expenses,  namely,  advertising  and 
foreign  postage,  one  million  one  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars: Provided , That  no  part  of  this  sum  shall  be  applied

For  repairs,  completion,  and  preservation  of  machin- 
ery and  boilers,  including  steam  steerers,  steam  capstans, 
steam  windlasses,  and  so  forth,  in  vessels  on  the  stocks 
and  in  ordinary;  purchase  and  preservation  of  all  mate- 
rials and  stores ; purchase,  fitting,  and  repair  of  machin- 
ery and  tools  in  the  navy-yards  and  stations;  wear,  tear, 
and  repair  of  machinery  and  boilers  of  naval  vessels ;

per  centum  of  the  estimated  cost  of  a new  ship  of  the 
same  size  and  material.

For  the  civil  establishment,  ten  thousand  dollars. 

INCREASE  OF  THE  NAVY. 

To  be  applied  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  under  the 
appropriate  bureaus : For  engines  and  machinery  for  the 
double-turreted  iron-clads,  in  accordance  with  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Naval  Advisory  Board,  one  million 
dollars. 
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The  execution  of  no  contract  shall  be  entered  upon  for 
the  completion  of  the  engines  and  machinery  of  either  of 
these  vessels  until  the  terms  thereof  shall  be  approved  by 
said  Board,  who  shall  approve  only  contracts  which  may  bo^proval 
be  to  the  best  advantages  of  the  government,  and  fair  and  oar  * 
reasonable,  according  to  the  lowest  market  price  for  simi- 
lar work.  And  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  take 
possession  of  the  double-turreted  iron-clads,  and  if  he 
thinks  best,  remove  the  same  to  the  government  navy- 
vards;  and  he  shall  ascertain  the  amounts  which  ought  to 
be  paid  to  the  contractors  severally  for  the  use  and  occu- 
pation of  their  yards  with  said  ships,  and  for  the  care 
thereof,  and  report  the  same,  with  all  the  facts  connected 
therewith,  to  Congress. 

For  the  construction  of  the  steel  cruiser  of  not  less  than  steel  cruisers 
four  thousand  three  hundred  tons  displacement  now  spe-  boat  (Chicago! 
cially  authorized  by  law,  two  steel  cruisers  of  not  more  ^ta  and  Doi- 
than  three  thousand  nor  less  than  two  thousand  five  hun-  phin). 
dred  tons  displacement  each,  and  one  dispatch  boat,  as 
recommended  by  the  Naval  Advisory  Board  in  its  report 
of  December  twentieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
two,  one  million  three  hundred  thousand  dollars;  and 
for  the  construction  of  all  which  vessels,  except  their 
armament,  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  invite  pro-  Proposals, 
posals  from  all  American  ship-builders  whose  ship-yards 
are  fully  equipped  for  building  or  repairing  iron  and 
steel  steamships,  and  constructors  of  marine  engines,  ma- 
chinery, and  boilers;  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is 
authorized  to  construct  said  vessels  and  procure  their 
armament  at  a total  cost  for  each  Qot  exceeding  the  Armament, 
amounts  estimated  by  the  Naval  Advisory  Board  in  said 
report,  and  in  the  event  that  such  vessels  or  any  of  them 
shall  be  built  by  contract,  such  building  shall  be  under 
contracts  with  the  lowest  and  best  responsible  bidder  or 
bidders,  made  after  at  least  sixty  days’  advertisement, 
published  in  five  of  the  leading  newspapers  of  the  United 
States,  inviting  proposals  for  constructing  said  vessels, 
subject  to  all  such  rules,  regulations,  superintendence, 
and  provisions  as  to  bonds  and  security  for  the  due  com- 
pletion of  the  work  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall 
prescribe;  and  no  such  vessel  shall  be  accepted  unless 
completed  in  strict  conformity  with  the  contract,  with 
the  advice  and  assistance  of  the  Naval  Advisory  Board, 
and  in  all  respects  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  act  of  August  fifth,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
two,  except  as  they  are  hereby  modified ; and  the  author- 
ity to  construct  the  same  shall  take  effect  at  once ; and  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  may,  in  addition  to  the  appropria- 
tion hereby  made,  apply  to  the  constructing  and  finishing 
of  tiie  vessels  in  this  clause  referred  to  any  balance  of  the 
appropriation  made  to  the  Bureaus  of  Construction  and

of  the  sums  of  money  (and  for  the  like  purposes  and  con- 
tinuing the  same  provisions  relating  thereto)  as  were 
appropriated  for  the  service  of  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty  four,  by  the 
act  entitled  “An  act  making  appropriations  for  the  naval 
service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty- four  and  for  other  purposes”  ap- 
proved March  third  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty  three 
(except  as  hereinafter  declared),  subject  to  all  the  limita- 
tions and  conditions  in  respect  to  the  disbursement  of 
the  appropriations  hereby  made  that  were  imposed  by 
said  act  and  the  other  laws  of  the  United  States  upon  or

“ For  completing  equipment  outfits  of  three  new  cruis- 
ers and  one  dispatch-boat,  now  in  course  of  construction  - 
seventy  eight  thousand  six  hundred  dollars.” 

“For  navigation  outfit  of  the  four  new  steel  cruisers, 
thirty  thousand  dollars.” 

“For  ordnance  outfit  of  the  three  new  steel  cruisers 
and  one  dispatch  boat,  five  hundred  thousand  dollars.” 

Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  as  appro- 
priating money  for  or  authorizing  the  continuation  of 
work  on  four  work  upon  the  double-turreted-monitors,  Monadnock, 
wbitedf8  pr°"  Terror,  Amphitrite,  and  Puritan,  and  any  unexpended 
balance  now  remaining  of  the  appropriation  contamed  in 
said  act  approved  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty  three,  for  engines  and  machinery  for  the  said 
double  turreted  monitors  shall  be  covered  into  the  Treas- 
ury, except  such  part  thereof  as  may  be  required  under 
existing  contracts  made  for  the  engines  and  machinery 
of  the  three  last  named  monitors.

AN  ACT  To  increase  the  Naval  establishment. 


Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled ■,  That  the  President 
is  hereby  authorized  to  have  constructed,  as  hereinafter  provided — 

First.  Two  sea-going  double-bottomed  armored  vessels  sel^f mored  ves’ 
of  about  six  thousand  tons  displacement,  designed  for  a 
speed  of  at  least  sixteen  knots  an  hour,  with  engines  hav- 
ing all  necessary  appliances  for  working  under  forced 
draught,  and  costing,  including  engines  and  machinery 
and  excluding  armament,  not  more  than  two  million  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars  each.  Said  vessels  shall  have 
each  a complete  torpedo  outfit  and  be  armed  in  the  most 
effective  manner. 

Second.  One  protected  double-bottomed  cruiser  of  not  Cruiser, 
less  than  three  thousand  five  hundred  nor  more  than  five 
thousand  tons  displacement,  designed  to  have  the  highest 
practicable  speed  and  furnished  with  the  best  type  of 
modem  engines,  furnished  with  necessary  appliances  for 
working  under  forced  draught.  Said  vessel  shall  cost, 
including  engines  and  machinery  and  excluding  arma- 
ment, not  exceeding  one  million  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars. 

Third.  One  first  class  torpedo-boat,  costing  in  the  ag- 
gregate not  more  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  vessels  hereinbefore  authorized  to  be 
constructed  shall  be  built  of  steel  of  domestic  manu- 
facture, having  a tensile  strength  of  not  less  than  sixty 
thousand  pounds  per  square  inch,  and  an  elongation  in 
eight  inches  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  per  centum. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  President  is  hereby  authorized  to 
direct  the  completion,  as  hereinafter  provided,  of  the 
double-turreted  monitors  Puritan,  Amphitrite,  Monad- 
nock,  and  Terror,  at  a total  cost,  exclusive  of  armament, 
not  to  exceed  three  million  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
eight  thousand  and  forty-six  dollars. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  armor  used  in  constructing  said 
armored  vessels  and  for  completing  said  monitors  shall  factureV 
be  of  the  best  obtainable  quality  and  of  domestic  manu- 
facture, provided  contracts  for  furnishing  the  same  in  a 
reasonable  time,  at  a reasonable  price,  and  of  the  re- 
quired quality  can  be  made  with  responsible  parties. 

Such  armor  shall  be  accepted  only  after  passing  such 
tests  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
and  inserted  in  the  contracts. 
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Sec.  5.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  cause  one 
or  more  of  the  new  vessels  hereinbefore  provided  for  to 
be  constructed  and  one  or  more  of  the  said  monitors  to  be 
completed  in  one  or  more  of  the  navy-yards  of  the  United 
States;  and  if  he  shall  be  unable  to  contract  with  re- 
sponsible parties  to  construct  or  complete,  at  reasonable 
prices,  all  or  any  of  the  vessels  hereinbefore  provided 
for,  he  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  constructed  or  com- 
pleted in  such  of  the  navy-yards  of  the  United  States  as 
may  be  best  adapted  thereto. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  engines,  boilers,  and  machinery  of  all 
the  new  vessels  provided  for  by  this  act  shall  be  of  do- 
mestic manufacture  and  procured  by  contract,  unless  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  be  unable  to  obtain  the  same 
at  fair  prices,  in  which  case  he  may  'construct  the  same, 
or  any  portion  thereof,  in  the  navy-yards  of  the  United 
States:  Provided , That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may 
purchase  abroad  only  such  shafting  as  it  may  be  im- 
possible to  obtain  in  the  United  States  in  time  tor  use  in 
the  construction  of  the  vessels  herein  provided  for. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  not  con- 
tract for  the  construction  or  completion  of  any  of  said 
vessels,  or  of  their  engines,  machinery,  or  boilers,  until 
drawings  and  specifications  of  the  same  shall  have  been 
provided  or  adopted  by  him;  and  after  said  drawings 
and  specifications  shall  have  been  provided,  adopted,  and 
approved  as  aforesaid,  and  work  shall  have  been  com- 
menced on  any  contract  made  therefor,  such  plans  and 
specifications  shall  not  be  changed  in  any  respect  when 
the  cost  of  such  change  in  the  execution  of  the  work  ex- 
ceeds five  hundred  dollars,  except  upon  the  written  order 
of  the  Secretary  or  Acting  Secretary  of  the  Navy;  and  if 
changes  are  thus  made,  the  actual  cost  thereof  and  the 
damage  caused  thereby  shall  be  ascertained,  estimated, 
and  determined  by  a board  of  naval  officers  to  be  pro- 
vided for  in  the  contract ; and  in  any  contract  made  pur- 
suant to  this  act  it  shall  be  provided  in  the  terms  thereof 
that  the  contractor  shall  be  bound  by  the  determination 
of  said  board,  or  a majority  thereof,  as  to  the  amount  of 
increase  or  diminished  compensation  said  contractor  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive,  if  any,  in  consequence  of  such 
change  or  changes.  In  every  contract  to  be  made  under 
this  act  there  shall  be  prescribed  a period  within  which 
the  work  provided  for  in  said  contract,  or  specified  por- 
tions thereof,  shall  be  completed,  and  the  completion  of 
such  work  within  the  periods  prescribed  shall  be  insured 
by  penal  provisions.  For  the  construction  or  completion 
of  such  vessels  hereinbefore  provided  for  as  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy  shall  propose  to  have  constructed  or  com- 
pleted by  contract,  as  well  as  also  for  the  engines,  boilers, 
and  machinery  hereinbefore  provided  for,  he  shall  invite 
proposals  from  every  American  shipbuilder  and  other 
person  who  shall  show  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Secre- 
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tary  of  the  Navy  that  within  three  months  from  the  date 
of  the  contract  he  will  be  possessed  of  the  necessary  plant 
for  the  performance  of  the  work  in  the  United  States 
which  he  shall  offer  to  undertake,  and  such  contract  shall 
be  let  to  the  lowest  and  best  responsible  bidder  or  bidders, 
after  at  least  sixty  days’  advertisement,  published  in  five 
leading  papers  of  the  United  States,  inviting  proposals 
for  the  work  proposed,  which  work  shall  be  subject  to 
all  such  rules,  regulations,  superintendence  by  naval  offi- 
cers during  construction,  and  provisions  as  to  bonds  and 
security  for  the  quality  and  due  completion  of  the  work 
as  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  prescribe;  and  no  ves- 
sel, boiler,  engine,  machinery,  or  portion  thereof  shall  be 
accepted  unless  completed  in  strict  conformity  with  the 
contract ; and  the  authority  given  hereby  shall  take  effect 
at  once.  The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  have  the  power 
to  reject  any  or  all  bids  made  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  sum  of  one  million  dollars  is  hereby 
appropriated  towards  the  armament  of  the  vessels  au- 
thorized by  the  act  of  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-five,  of.  the  vessels  authorized  by  section  one  of  this 
act,  and  of  the  unfinished  monitors  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned, and  of  the  Miantonomoh;  and  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized  to  direct  the  application 
of  such  portions  of  this  sum  as  may  be  necessary  to  the 
manufacture  or  purchase  of  such  tools  and  machinery  or 
the  erection  of  such  structures  as  may  be  required  for  use 
in  the  manufacture  of  such  armament,  or  any  part  there- 
of : Provided , That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  con- 
tract with  domestic  manufacturers  for  the  construction 
of  such  portion  of  the  heavy  guns  herein  provided  for  as 
may  not  be  built  by  the  Government. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  contract  with  the  Pneumatic  Dynamite-Gun 
Company  of  New  York  for  one  dynamite-gun  cruiser,  as 
follows : Said  cruiser  to  be  not  less  than  two  hundred  and 
thirty  feet  long,  twenty-six  feet  breadth  of  beam,  seven 
and  one-half  feet  draught,  three  thousand  two  hundred 
horse-power,  and  guaranteed  to  attain  a speed  of  twenty 
knots  an  hour,  and  to  be  equipped  with  three  pneumatic 
dynamite-guns  of  ten  and  one-half  inch  caliber,  and 
guaranteed  to  throw  shells  containing  two  hundred 
pounds  of  dynamite  or  other  high  explosives  at  least  one 
mile,  each  gun  to  be  capable  of  being  discharged  once  in 
two  minutes,  at  a price  not  to  exceed  three  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars ; said  contract  to  be  made  only  on 
condition  that  there  shall  be  a favorable  report  made  by 
the  existing  Naval  Board  on  the  system;  to  be  paid  for  as 
the  work  progresses,  and  upon  the  report  of  such  board 
or  boards  of  inspectors  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may 
for  that  purpose  appoint,  reserving  thirty  per  centum  on 
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all  such  payments  until  the  whole  work  is  completed  and 
accepted  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

The  Pneumatic  Dynamite-Gun  Company  shall  furnish 
bonds  satisfactory  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  its  contract,  and  for  the  refund- 
ing of  the  money  paid  hereunder  in  case  of  the  non- 
performance of  the  same,  and  shall  further  agree  with 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  upon  a limit  of  price  which 
shall  not  be  exceeded  in  any  future  contracts  which  the 
Government  may  desire  to  enter  into  for  the  purchase  of 
the  company’s  guns. 

Sec.  10.  That  towards  the  construction  and  comple- 
tion of  the  vessels  hereinbefore  mentioned,  including  the 
vessel  and  guns  mentioned  in  section  nine,  the  sum  of 
two  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  is  hereby 
appropriated,  of  which  not  more  than  seventy-five  thou- 
Bxpe^men^t  sand  dollars  may  be  expended  in  manufacturing,  pur- 
orp  oes.  cjiag*ng^  an(j  experimenting  with  torpedoes  of  domestic 
manufacture  and  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars  may  be  expended,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  in  improving  the  plant  of 
such  of  the  navy-yards  as  he  may  select.

[In  this  act  the  method  of  dealing  with  civil  establishment  at  navy 
yards  and  stations  differs  from  the  plan  hitherto  followed,  in  that  the 
positions  and  salaries  of  the  several  employees  are  specifically  men- 
tioned. Publishing  the  statutory  positions  of  clerical,  drafting,  in- 
spection and  messenger  service  at  navy  yards  and  stations  is  not 
deemed  to  be  of  sufficient  importance  to  refer  to  here.  Accordingly 
provisions  relating  to  civil  establishment,  in  so  far  as  they  relate  to 
individual  positions,  are  omitted  until  such  time  as  the  subject  is  later 
treated  generally.

To  enable  the  President  to  further  increase  the  Naval 
Establishment  of  the  United  States  he  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  have  constructed  by  contract  one  armored  steel 
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cruising  monitor,  of  not  less  than  three  thousand  tons 
displacement,  at  a cost  of  not  exceeding  one  million  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars — exclusive  of  armament,  and 
of  any  premium  which  may  be  paid  for  increased  speed —

guarantee  that  the  collective  horse-power  developed  by 
the  engines  of  said  vessel  shall  equal  seven  thousand  five 
hundred  indicated  horse-power,  and  that  said  vessel  when 
completed  and  tested  for  speed,  under  conditions  to  be 
prescribed  by  the  Navy  Department,  shall  exhibit  a maxi-  g a x * mum 
mum  speed  of  not  less  than  seventeen  knots  per  hour;  spee 
and  the  contract  for  said  vessel  shall  contain  a further 
provision  that  for  every  quarter  of  knot  of  speed  so  ex- 
hibited above  said  guaranty  of  seventeen  knots  the  con- 
tractor shall  receive  a premium,  over  and  above  the  con- . 
tract  price,  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  for  every 
quarter-knot  that  said  vessel  fails  of  reaching  said  guar- 
anteed speed  there  shall  be  deducted  from  the  contract 
price  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars.  The  material,  Materlal* 
boilers,  engines,  and  machinery  shall  be  of  domestic  man- 
ufacture and  of  the  latest  and  most  approved  quality  and 
type.

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International  Naval  Rendezvous  and  Review:  For 
the  expenses  of  the  International  Rendezvous  and  Re- 
view, including  assembling  and  preparation  of  ships  and 
such  temporary  increase  of  the  force  of  enlisted  men  and 
marines  as  may  be  required,  and  such  other  necessary  ex- 
penses as  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  authorize,  to  be 
immediately  available,  three  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary ; and  the  number 
of  persons  who  may  at  one  time  be  enlisted  into  the  Navy 
of  the  United  States,  including  seamen,  ordinary  seamen, 
landsmen,  mechanics,  firemen,  and  coal  heavers,  and  in- 
cluding one  thousand  five  hundred  apprentices  and  boys, 
hereby  authorized  to  be  enlisted  annually,  shall  not  ex- 
ceed nine  thbusand.  And  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  be, 
and  he  is  hereby,  authorized,  empowered,  and  directed  to 
define  and  establish  suitable  anchorage  grounds  in  Hamp- 
ton Roads  and  in  New  York  harbor  during  the  continu- 
ance of  the  naval  rendezvous  and  review  to  be  held  in 
pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  section  eight  of  the  act  of 
Congress,  approved  April  twenty-fifth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety,  creating  the  World’s  Columbian  Exposition ; 
and  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  further  author- 
ized to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  regarding  the 
movements  of  all  vessels  in  the  roadstead  and  harbor 
named  as  may  be  necessary  in  order  to  insure  the  proper 
and  orderly  conduct  of  said  naval  rendezvous  and  review 
and  provide  for  the  safety  of  the  vessels  participating 
therein;  and  such  rules  and  regulations  when  so  issued 
and  published  shall  have  the  force  and  effect  of  law. 

INCREASE  OF  THE  NAVY. 

That  for  the  purpose  of  further  increasing  the  Naval 
Establishment  of  the  United  States,  the  President  is 
hereby  authorized  to  have  constructed,  by  contract,  three 
light-draft  protected  gunboats  of  about  one  thousand 
two  hundred  tons  displacement  each,  to  cost,  exclusive  of 
armament,  not  more  than  four  hundred  thousand  dollars 
each,  excluding  any  premium  that  may  be  paid  for  in- 
creased speed  and  the  cost  of  armament.  The  contract 
for  the  construction  of  either  of  said  gunboats  shall  con- 
tain such  provisions  as  to  speed  and  premiums  and  pen- 
alties affected  by  speed  as  may  in  the  judgment  oi  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  be  deemed  proper  and  fitting. 
In  the  construction  of  said  vessels  all  the  provisions  of 
the  act  of  August  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six, 
entitled  u An  act  to  increase  the  Naval  Establishment,” 
as  to  material  for  said  vessels,  their  engines,  boilers,  and 
machinery,  the  contract  under  which  they  are  built?  the 
notice  of  and  proposals  for  the  same,  the  plans,  drawmgs, 
specifications  therefor,  and  the  method  of  executing  said 
contracts,  shall  be  observed  and  followed,  and  said  vessels 
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shall  be  built  in  compliance  with  the  terms  of  said  act, 
save  that  in  all  their  parts  said  vessel  shall  be  of  domestic 
manufacture : Provided , however , That  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy  shall  not  receive  or  consider  bids  from  any 
party  or  parties  not  provided  with  a plant  suitable  to  do 
Proposals  the  work : And  provided  fwrther , That  in  awarding  the 
for‘  contract  for  any  one  of  these  ships,  the  Secretary  of  the 

Navy  shall  award  the  contract  at  the  price  of  the  lowest 
bid  to  that  one  of  the  parties  bidding  on  any  such  ship 
which  in  his  judgment  it  is  in  the  interest  of  the  Govern- 
ment to  have  to  do  the  work.  If  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  shall  be  unable  to  contract  at  reasonable  prices  for 
the  building  of  said  vessels,  then  he  may  build  such  ves- 
sels in  such  navy-yard  as  he  may  designate.

It  is  provided  “ that  all  officers  who  have  been  ap-  ranl^n  trIng 
pointed  to  any  corps  of  the  Navy  after  service  in  a dif-  fer.  on  an8‘ 
ierent  branch  of  the  Navy,  shall  have  all  the  benefits  of 
their  previous  service  in  the  same  manner  as  if  said  ap- 
pointments were  a re-entry  into  the  Navy.  Any  alien  of 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and  upward  who  has  enlisted 
or  may  enlist  in  the  United  States  Navy  or  Marine  Corps, 
and  has  served  or  may  hereafter  serve  five  consecutive 
years  in  the  United  States  Navy  or  one  enlistment  in  the 
United  States  Marine  Corps,  and  has  been  or  may  here- 
after be  honorably  discharged,  shall  be  admitted  to  be- 
come a citizen  of  the  United  States  upon  his  petition,  citizenship, 
without  any  previous  declaration  of  his  intention  to  be- 
come such;  and  the  court  admitting  such  alien  shall,  in 
addition  to  proof  of  good  moral  character,  be  satisfied  by 
competent  proof  of  such  person’s  service  in  and  honor-, 
able  discharge  from  the  United  States  Navy  or  Marine 
Corps : Provided  further , That  in  order  to  nil  vacancies

the  vacancy  exists,  who  shall  have  been  for  at  least  two 
years  immediately  preceding  the  date  of  his  appointment 
an  actual  and  bona  fide  resident  of  the  district  in  which 
the  vacancy  exists  and  of  the  legal  qualification  under 
the  law  as  now  provided.  The  candidate  allowed  for  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  all  the  candidates  appointed 
at  large,  shall  be  selected  by  the  President. 

“That  every  Member  or  Delegate  of  Congress  whose 
district  or  territory  is  now  unrepresented  at  the  Naval 
Academy  by  a cadet  who  is  not  an  actual  resident  of  the 
district  shall  be  permitted  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
September,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- four,  to  recom- 
mend a candidate  for  appointment  as  a cadet  at  the  Naval 
Academy,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  nominate 
such  candidate  for  appointment  to  the  Academy,  subject 
to  qualifications  now  prescribed  by  law.  Such  caaets 
when  appointed  to  be  in  addition  to  the  number  of  cadets 
now  allowed,  and  the  sum  of  five  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  is  necessary,  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated for  the  additional  number  of  cadets  herem 
authorized.”

hundred  and  ninety-five,  subject  to  the  qualifications  now 
prescribed  by  law.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be 
construed  to  increase  the  number  of  cadets  at  said  Naval 
Academy  as  now  provided  by  law.

for  said  six  gunboats,  one  million  three  hundred  and 
eighty  thousand  dollars,  exclusive  of  armament,  and  not 
more  than  two  of  said  gunboats  shall  be  built  in  one 
yard,  or  by  one  contracting  party,  and  in  each  case  the 
contract  shall  be  awarded  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
to  the  lowest  best  responsible  bidder;  and  three  tor- 
pedo boats,  at  a cost  of  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred and  seventy-five  thousand  dollars  each;  and, 
subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  made,  one  sea- 
going battle  ship  and  one  of  said  torpedo  boats 
shall  be  built  on  or  near  the  coast  of  the  Pacific  Ocean, 
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or  in  the  waters  connecting  therewith,  and  one  tor- 
pedo boat  on  the  Mississippi  River,  and  one  torpedo 
boat  on  the  coast  of  the  Gull  of  Mexico ; and  in  the  con- 
struction of  all  said  vessels  all  of  the  provisions  of  the 
act  of  August  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six, 
entitled  “An  act  to  increase  the  naval  establishment,”  as 
to  materials  for  said  vessels,  their  engines,  boilers,  and 
machinery,  the  ’contracts  under  which  they  are  built,  ex- 
cept as  to  premiums,  which  are  not  to  be  offered,  the 
notice  of  any  proposals  for  the  same,  the  plans,  drawings, 
and  specifications  therefor,  and  the  method  of  executing 
said  contracts,  shall  be  observed  and  followed,  and  said 
vessels  shall  be  built  in  compliance  with  the  terms  of  said 
act,  save  that  in  all  their  parts  said  vessels  shall  be  of 
domestic  manufacture:  Provided , That  if  it  shall  appear 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
from  the  biddings  for  the  contracts  for  either  of  said 
torpedo  boats,  and  for  one  of  the  foregoing  battle  ships 
to  be  built  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  when  the  same  shall  be 
opened  and  examined  by  him,  that  the  said  torpedo  boats 
or  battle  ships  can  not  be  constructed  at  a fair  cost  at  the 
places  fixed  in  the  propqsals  and  biddings,  he  may  au- 
thorize the  construction  of  said  torpedo  boats,  or  any  of 
them,  or  the  battle  ship  the  biddings  for  which  provide 
for  building  upon  the  Pacific  Coast,  elsewhere  in  the 
United  States,  subject  to  the  limitations  as  to  cost  herein- 
before provided  ; and  any  of  the  ships,  gunboats,  and 
torpedo  boats  provided  for  in  this  act  may  be  constructed 
of  steel  or  other  metal,  or  of  alloy,  except  where  it  is 
otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  and  one  of  said  batttle 
ships  shall  be  named  Kearsarge.

It  is  provided  “ Whenever,  within  the  next  twelve  officers  from 
months,  an  exigency  may  exist  which,  in  the  judgment  of  poYntmeift  otT 
the  President,  renders  their  services  necessary,  he  is 
hereby  authorized  to  appoint  from  civil  life  and  com- 
mission such  officers  of  the  line  and  staff,  not  above  the 
rank  or  relative  rank  of  commander,  and  warrant  offi- 
cers including  warrant  machinists,  and  such  officers  of 
the  Marine  Corps  not  above  the  rank  of  captain,  to  be 
appointed  from  the  non-commissioned  officers  of  the 
Corps  and  from  civil  life,  as  may  be  requisite : Provided , 

That  such  officers  shall  serve  only  during  the  continu- 
ance of  the  exigency  under  which  their  services  are  re- 
quired in  the  existing  war : And  provided  further , That 
such  officers  so  appointed  shall  be  assigned  to  duty  with 
rank  and  pay  of  the  grades  established  by  existing  law; 
and  warrant  machinists  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  one 
thousand  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

“To  enable  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  enlist,  at  any  increased en- 
time  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  as  many  additional  thorny  Wf11’ 
seamen,  landsmen,  and  boys  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to 
man  the  ships  of  the  Navy,  or  in  use  by  the  Navy,  as  a 
temporary  force  therefor  during  the  existing  war,  and 
for  pay  of  the  same  and  of  the  temporary  ad<Etional  offi- 
cers and  warrant  machinists  hereinbefore  authorized,

ticable speed  for  vessels  of  their  class,  and  to  cost,  exclu- 
sive of  armor  and  armament,  not  exceeding  three  million 
dollars  each,  one  of  said  battle  ships  to  be  named  the 
Maine.  Maine;  and  four  harbor-defense  vessels  of  the  monitor 
defense  vessels]  type,  each  having  one  or  two  turrets,  and  to  cost,  exclu- 
monitors.  ' give  of  armament,  not  exceeding  one  million  two  hundred 
pedo^boat  *d£  an<^  fifty  thousand  dollars  each ; and  sixteen  torpedo  boat 
stroyers.  destroyers  of  about  four  hundred  tons  displacement, 
pedo^boats.tor"  and  twelve  torpedo  boats  of  about  one  hundred  and  fifty 
one  gunboat,  tons  displacement,  to  have  the  highest  practicable  speed, 
and  to  cost  in  all,  exclusive  of  armament,  not  exceeding

said  vessels  all  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  August 
third,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six,  entitled  “An  act 
• to  increase  the  naval  establishment,”  and  amendments 
subsequently  made  thereto  as  to  materials  for  said  ves- 
sels, their  engines,  boilers,  and  machinery,  the  contracts 
under  which  they  are  built,  except  as  to  premiums,  which 
are  not  to  be  offered,  the  notice  of  any  proposals  for  the 
same,  the  plans,  drawings,  and  specifications  therefor, 
and  the  method  of  executing  said  contracts,  shall  be  ob-

going battle  ships,  and  one  and  not  more  than  one  of  the 
aforesaid  harbor-defense  vessels,  shall  be  built  on  or  near 
the  coast  of  the  Pacific  Ocean  or  in  the  waters  connecting 
h*  therewith : Provided , That  if  it  shall  appear  to  the  satis-

It  is  fur- 
ther provided  that  the  said  railroad  company  shall  use 
and  occupy  only  sixty  feet  of  the  width  or  the  said  basin

placement, carrying  the  heaviest  armor  and  most  power- 
ful ordnance  for  vessels  of  their  class,  to  be  sheathed  and 
coppered,  and  to  have  the  highest  practicable  speed  and 
great  radius  of  action,  and  to  cost,  exclusive  of  armor  and 
armament,  not  exceeding  four  million  dollars  each;  and 
six  protected  cruisers  of  about  two  thousand  five  hundred  Cruisers.°tected 
tons  trial  displacement,  to  be  sheathed  and  coppered,  and 
to  have  the  highest  speed  compatible  with  good  cruising 
qualities,  great  radius  of  action,  and  to  carry  the  most 
powerful  ordnance  suited  to  vessels  of  their  class,  and  to 
cost,  exclusive  of  armament,  not  exceeding  one  million 
one  hundred  and  forty-one  thousand  eight  hundred  dol- 
lars each ; and  the  contracts  for  the  construction  of  each 
of  said  vessels  shall  be  awarded  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  to  the  lowest  best  responsible  bidder,  having  in 
view  the  best  results  and  most  expeditious  delivery ; and 
not  more  than  two  of  the  seagoing  battle  ships  and  not 
more  than  two  of  the  armored  cruisers  herein  provided 
for  shall  be  built  in  one  yard  or  by  one  contracting  party ; 
and  in  the  construction  of  all  said  vessels  all  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  act  of  May  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-eight,  entitled  “An  act  making  appropriations  for 
the  naval  establishment  for  the  fiscal  year  ending* June 
thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  and  for 
other  purposes,”  shall  be  observed  and  followed;  and, 
subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  made,  one  and  not 
more  than  one  of  the  aforesaid  seagoing  battle  ships,  and 
one  and  not  more  than  one  of  the  aforesaid  armored 
cruisers  shall  be  built  on  or  near  the  coast  of  the  Pacific 
Ocean  or  in  the  waters  connecting  therewith : Provided , 

That  if  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  President

dollars. 

Armor  and  armament:  Toward  the  armament  and 
armor  of  domestic  manufacture  for  the  vessels  author- 
ized by  the  act  of  July  twenty-sixth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety- four,  of  the  vessels  authorized  under  the  act 
of  March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  of 
those  authorized  by  the  act  of  June  tenth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-six,  of  those  authorized  by  the  act  of 
March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  of  those 
authorized  by  the  act  of  May  fourth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-eight,  and  of  those  authorized  by  this  act, 
four  million  dollars : Provided , That  in  procuring  armor 
for  the  seagoing  coast-line  battle  ships  and  the  harbor  de- 
fense vessels  of  the  monitor  type,  authorized  by  the  act 
making  appropriations  for  the  naval  service  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
nine,  and  for  other  purposes,  approved  May  fourth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  may  contract  for  suitable  armor  for  said  vessels 
under  the  limitations  as  to  price  for  the  same  as  fixed  by 
this  act:  And  provided  further , That  no  contracts  for 
the  armor  for  any  vessels  authorized  by  this  act  shall  be 
made  at  an  average  rate  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars 
per  ton  of  two  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty  pounds, 
including  royalties,  and  in  no  case  shall  a contract  be 
made  for  the  construction  of  the  hull  of  any  vessel  au- 
thorized by  this  act  until  a contract  has  been  made  for  the 
armor  of  such  vessel. 

The  President  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint,  by  se- 
lection and  promotion,  an  Admiral  of  the  Navy,  who 
shall  not  be  placed  upon  the  retired  list  except  upon  his 
own  application;  ana  whenever  such  office  shall  be  va- 
cated* by  death  or  otherwise  the  office  shall  cease  to  exist.

One  pound  and  a quarter  salt  or  smoked  meat,  with  three 
ounces  of  dried  or  six  ounces  of  canned  fruit,  and  three 
gills  of  beans  or  peas,  or  twelve  ounces  of  flour;  or  one 
pound  of  preserved  meat,  with  three  ounces  of  dried  or 
six  ounces  of  canned  fruit,  and  twelve  ounces  of  rice  or 
eight  ounces  of  canned  vegetables  or  four  ounces  of 
desiccated  vegetables;  together  with  one  pound  of  bis- 
cuit, two  odftes  of  butter,  four  ounces  of  sugar,  two 
ounces  of  coffee  or  cocoa  or  one-half  ounce  of  tea  and 
one  ounce  of  condensed  milk  or  evaporated  cream  ; and  a 
weekly  allowance  of  one-half  pound  of  macaroni,  four 
ounces  of  cheese,  four  ounces  of  tomatoes,  one-half  pint 
of  vinegar,  one-half  pint  of  pickles,  one-half  pint  of 
molasses,  four  ounces  of  salt,  one-quarter  ounce  of  pepper, 
and  one-half  ounce  of  dry  mustard.  Five  pounds  of 
lard  or  a suitable  substitute  shall  be  allowed  for  every 
hundred  pounds  of  flour  issued  as  bread,  and  such  quan- 
tities of  yeast  as  may  be  necessary.’  ” 

That  section  fifteen  hundred  and  eighty-one  of  the  Re- 
vised Statutes  of  the  United  States  be,  and*  the  same  is 
hereby,  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

“ Sec.  1581.  The  following  substitution  for  the  com- 
ponents of  the  ration  may  be  made  when  deemed  neces- 
sarv  by  the  senior  officer  present  in  command : 

“For  one  and  one-quarter  pounds  of  salt  or  smoked 
meat  or  one  pound  of  preserved  meat,  one  and  three- 
quarters  pounds  of  fresh  meat;  in  lieu  of  the  article 
usually  issued  with  salt,  smoked,  or  preserved  meat,  fresh 
vegetables  of  equal  value;  for  one  pound  of  biscuit,  one 
and  one-quarter  pounds  of  soft  bread,  or  eighteen  ounces 
of  flour;  for  three  gills  of  beans  or  peas,  twelve  ounces 
of  flour  or  rice  or  eight  ounces  of  canned  vegetables,  and 
for  twelve  ounces  of  flour  or  rice  or  eight  ounces  of 
canned  vegetables,  three  gills  of  beans  or  peas.”

offlcers.warrant  restrictions  imposed  by  existing  law,  be  appointed  from 
the  boatswains,  gunners,  and  warrant  machinists  of  the

app'ofntments  There  shall  be  allowed  at  the  Naval  Academy  two 
of.  midshipmen  for  each  Senator,  Representative,  and  Dele- 

gate in  Congress,  two  for  the  District  of  Columbia,  and

enth Congress,  may  immediately  upon  the  passage  of 
this  act  make  the  additional  appointments  herein  pro- 
vided for. 


The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  the  fifth  day  of  March  in  each  year  notify  in  writ- 
ing each  Senator,  Representative,  and  Delegate  in  Con- 
gress of  any  vacancy  which  may  be  regarded  as  existing 
in  the  State,  District,  or  Territory  which  he  represents, 
and  the  nomination  of  a candidate  to  fill  such  vacancy 
shall  be  made  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Senator, 
Representative,  or  Delegate.  Such  recommendation  shall

effectually  prevent  the  practice  of  hazing;  and  any  cadet 
found  guilty  of  participating  in  or  encouraging  or 
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countenancing  such  practice  shall  be  summarily  expelled 
from  the  Academy,  and  shall  not  thereafter  be  reap- 
pointed to  the  Corps  of  Cadets  or  be  eligible  for  appoint- 
ment as  a commissioned  officer  in  the  Army  or  Navy  or 
Marine  Corps  until  two  years  after  the  graduation  of  the 
class  of  which  he  was  a member.

That  after  January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  four,  ^Ageofadmis- 
all  candidates  for  admission  to  the  Naval  Academy  at  Academy.  av 
the  time  of  their  examination  must  be  between  the  ages 
of  sixteen  and  twenty  years. 

Nothing  contained  m this  act  shall  affect  the  officers 
of  the  Navy  who  may  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be 
advanced  in  rank  under  existing  provisions  of  law  by 
which  they  become  extra  numbers  in  their  respective 
grades,  or  operate  to  vacate  the  commission  of  any  officer 
now  in  the  service.

captain,  one  sergeant-major,  forty  quartermaster-ser- 
geants, twelve  first  sergeants,  sixty-five  sergeants,  fifty- 
five  corporals,  ten  drummers,  ten  trumpeters,  and  five 
hundred  and  twenty-seven  privates  : Provided , That  the 
vacancies  now  existing  in  the  line  and  the  staff  depart- 
ments of  the  Marine  Corps  and  those  created  by  this  act 
below  the  grade  of  brigadier-general  shall  be  filled,  re- 
spectively, first  by  promotion  by  seniority  and  then  by 
selection  and  appointment  as  now  provided  by  law,  ex- 
cepting that  vacancies  in  the  grade  of  second  lieutenant 
shall  be  filled  first,  as  far  as  practicable,  from  graduates 
of  the  Naval  Academy  each  year  on  completing  the  pre- 
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scribed  course  at  the  Naval  Academy,  exclusive  of  the 
probationary  tour  of  sea  service  before  final  graduation, 
then  from  meritorious  noncommissioned  officers  and  from 
civil  life  between  the  ages  of  twenty-one  and  twenty- 
seven  years : Provided , That  the  commissions  of  officers 
now  in  the  Marine  Corps  shall  not  be  vacated  by  this  act : 
And  provided  further , That  officers  selected  for  appoint- 
ment to  fill  vacancies  in  the  grade  of  field  officers  in  any 
of  the  staff  departments  shall  be  taken  from  officers  on 
the  active  list  not  below  the  grade  of  captain  and  who 
have  seen  not  less  than  seven  years’  service  as  commis- 
sioned officers  in  the  Marine  Corps.  And  that  appoint- 
ments to  the  grade  of  captain  in  any  of  the  staff  depart- 
ments shall  be  made  from  officers  on  the  active  list  of  the 
Marine  Corps  not  below  the  grade  of  first  lieutenant.

by authorized  to  have  constructed  by  contract  or  in  navy- 
yards  as  hereinafter  provided  three  firct-class  battle  ships 
carrying  the  heaviest  armor  and  most  powerful  ordnance 
for  vessels  of  their  class  upon  a trial  displacement  of  not 
more  than  sixteen  thousand  tons,  and  to  have  the  highest 
practicable  speed  and  great  radius  of  action,  and  to  cost, 
exclusive  of  armor  and  armament,  not  exceeding  four 
million  two  hundred  and  twelve  thousand  dollars  each; 
two  first-class  battle  ships,  carrying  the  heaviest  armor 
and  most  powerful  ordnance  for  vessels  of  their  class, 
upon  a trial  displacement  of  not  more  than  thirteen  thou- 
sand tons,  and  to  have  the  highest  practicable  speed  and 
great  radius  of  action,  and  to  cost,  exclusive  of  armor 
and  armament,  not  exceeding  three  million  five  hundred 
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thousand  dollars  each;  two  steel  ships,  to  be  used  in 
training  landsmen  and  apprentices,  to  be  propelled  by 
sail,  and  to  cost,  exclusive  of  armament,  not  exceeding 
three  hundred  and  seventy  thousand  dollars  each;  one 
wooden  brig,  to  be  used  for  training  landsmen  and  ap- 
prentices at  stations,  to  be  propelled  by  sail,  and  to  cost, 
exclusive  of  armament,  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars; and  the  contract  for  the  construction  of  each  of 
said  vessels  shall  be  awarded,  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  to  the  lowest  best  responsible  bidder,  having  in 
view  the  best  results  and  most  expeditious  delivery ; and 
in  the  construction  of  all  of  said  vessels  the  provisions 
of  the  act  of  August  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
six,  entitled  “An  act  to  increase  the  naval  establishment,” 
as  to  materials  for  said  vessels,  their  engines,  boilers,  and 
machinery,  the  contracts  under  which  they  are  built,  the 
notice  of  any  proposals  for  the  same,  the  plans,  drawings, 
specifications  therefor,  and  the  method  of  executing  said 
contracts  shall  be  observed  and  followed,  and,  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  all  said  vessels  shall  be  built  in 
compliance  with  the  terms  of  said  act,  and  in  all  their 
parts  shall  be  of  domestic  machinery ; and  the  steel  ma- 
terial shall  be  of  domestic  manufacture,  and  of  the 
quality  and  characteristics  best  adapted  to  the  various 
purposes  for  which  it  may  be  used,  in  accordance  with 
specifications  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy;

son or  competition,  or  both,  with  a Government  subsur- 
face or  submarine  torpedo  boat  or  any  private  competi- 
tor, provided  there  be  any  such,  and  thereupon  the  board 
appointed  for  conducting  such  tests  shall  report  the  re- 
sult of  said  competition  or  comparison,  together  with  its 
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recommendations,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  who  may 
purchase  or  contract  for  subsurface  or  submarine  torpedo 
boats  in  a manner  that  will  best  advance  the  interests  of 
the  United  States  in  submarine  warfare:  And  provided 
further , That  before  any  subsurface  or  submarine  torpedo 
boat  is  purchased  or  contracted  for  it  shall  be  accepted 
by  the  Navy  Department  as  fulfilling  alL.  reasonable  re- 
quirements for  submarine  warfare  and  shall  have  been 
fully  tested  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy.  To  carry  out  the  purpose  aforesaid  the  sum  of 
five  hundred  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  out 
of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropri- 
ated.

One  first-class  battle  ship,  carrying  the  heaviest  armor 
and  most  powerful  armament  for  a vessel  of  its  class 
upon  a trial  displacement  of  not  more  than  sixteen  thou- 
sand tons;  to  have  the  highest  practicable  speed  and 
great  radius  of  action,  and  to  cost,  exclusive  of  armor  and 
armament,  not  exceeding  four  million  four  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars. 

Two  first-class  armored  cruisers,  of  not  more  than  four- 
teen thousand  five  hundred  tons  trial  displacement,  carry- 
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ing  the  heaviest  armor  and  most  powerful  armament  for 
a vessel  of  its  class ; to  have  the  highest  practicable  speed 
and  great  radius  of  action,  and  to  cost,  exclusive  of 
armor  and  armament,  not  exceeding  four  million  four 
hundred  thousand  dollars  each. 

Three  scout  cruisers,  of  not  more  than  three  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  fifty  tons  trial  displacement,  carrying 
the  most  powerful  ordnance  of  vessels  of  their  class ; to 
have  the  highest  speed  compatible  with  good  cruising 
qualities  and  great  radius  of  action,  and  to  cost  exclusive 
of  armament,  not  exceeding  one  million  eight  hundred 
thousand  dollars  each. 

Two  colliers,  to  be  capable  of  accompanying  the  battle 
fleet;  to  carry  five  thousand  tons  of  cargo  coal,  loaded, 
and  to  have  a trial  speed  of  not  less  than  sixteen  knots, 
to  cost  not  exceeding  one  million  two  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars  each.  Said  colliers  shall  be  built  in 
navy-yards,  one  on  the  Pacific  and  the  other  on  the 
Atlantic  coast,  the  same  to  be  designated  bv  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy. 

And  the  contract  for  the  construction  of  said  vessels 
shall  be  awarded  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  the 
lowest  best  responsible  bidder,  having  in  view  the  best 
results  and  most  expeditious  delivery;  and  in  the  con- 
struction of  all  of  said  vessels  the  provisions  of  the  act 
of  August  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six,  en- 
titled “An  act  to  increase  the  naval  establishment,”  as  to 
materials  for  said  vessels,  their  engines,  boilers,  and  ma- 
chinery, the  contracts  under  which  they  are  built,  the 
notice  of  any  proposals  for  the  same,  the  plans,  drawings, 
specifications  therefor,  and  the  method  of  executing  said 
contracts  shall  be  observed  and  followed,  and,  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  all  said  vessels  shall  be  built 
in  compliance  with  the  terms  of  said  act,  and  in  all  their 
parts  shall  be  of  domestic  manufacture;  and  the  steel 
material  shall  be  of  domestic  manufacture,  and  of  the 
quality  and  characteristics  best  adapted  to  the  various 
purposes  for  which  it  may  be  used,  in  accordance  with 
specifications  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy; 
and  not  more  than  two  of  the  vessels  provided  for  in  this 
act  shall  be  built  by  one  contracting  party:  Provided . 
That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  build  any  or  all  oi 
the  vessels  herein  authorized  m such  navy-yards  as  he 
may  designate,  and  shall  build  any  of  the  vessels  herein 
authorized  in  such  navy-yards  as  he  may  designate, 
should  it  reasonably  appear  that  the  persons,  firms,  or 
corporations,  or  the  agents  thereof,  bidding  for  the  con- 
struction of  any  of  said  vessels  have  entered  into  any 
combination,  agreement,  or  understanding  the  effect,  ob- 
ject, or  purpose  of  which  is  to  deprive  the  Government 
of  fair,  open,  and  unrestricted  competition  in  letting  con- 
tracts for  the  construction  of  any  of  said  vessels. 


Three  scout 
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Submarines,  The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized,  in 
9 * for*  his  discretion,  to  contract  for  or  purchase  subsurface  or

best  advance  the  interests  of  the  United  States  in  torpedo 
or  submarine  warfare:  And  provided  further , That  be- 
fore any  subsurface  or  submarine  torpedo  boat  is  pur- 
chased or  contracted  for  it  shall  be  accepted  by  the  Navy 
Department  as  fulfilling  all  reasonable  requirements  for 
submarine  warfare  and  shall  have  been  fully  tested  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy.

herein  authorized  in  such  navy-yards  as  he  may  desig- 
nate, and  shall  build  any  of  the  vessels  herein  authorized 
in  such  navy-yards  as  he  may  designate,  should  it  reason- 
ably appear  that  the  persons,  firms,  or  corporations,  or 
the  agents  thereof,  bidding  for  the  construction  of*  any 
of  said  vessels  have  entered  into  any  combination,  agree- 
ment, or  understanding  the  effect,  object,  or  purpose  of

It  is  “ Provided , That  sections  fifteen  hundred  and 
eighty  and  fifteen  hundred  and  eighty-one,  Bevised  Stat- 
utes, be  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

“ 6 Sec.  1580.  The  navy  ration  shall  consist  of  the  fol- 
lowing daily  allowance  of  provisions  to  each  person: 
One  pound  and  a quarter  oi  salt  or  smoked  meat,  with 
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three  ounces  of  dried  or  six  ounces  of  canned  or  pre- 
served fruit,  and  three  gills  of  beans  or  pease,  or  twelve 
ounces  of  flour;  or  one  pound  of  preserved  meat,  with 
three  ounces  of  dried  or  six  ounces  of  canned  or  preserved 
fruit  and  eight  ounces  of  rice  or  twelve  ounces  of  canned 
vegetables,  or  six  ounces  of  desiccated  vegetables;  to- 
gether with  one  pound  of  biscuit,  two  ounces  of  butter, 
tour  ounces  of  sugar,  two  ounces  of  coffee  or  cocoa,  or 
one-half  ounce  of  tea  and  one  ounce  of  condensed  milk 
or  evaporated  cream;  and  a weekly  allowance  of  one- 
quarter  pound  of  macaroni,  four  ounces  of  cheese,  four 
ounces  of  tomatoes,  one-half  pint  of  vinegar  or  sauce, 
one-quarter  pint  of  pickles,  one-quarter  pint  of  molasses, 
four  ounces  of  salt,  one-half  ounce  of  pepper,  one-eighth 
ounce  of  spices,  and  one-half  ounce  of  dry  mustard. 
Seven  pounds  of  lard,  or  a suitable  substitute,  shall  be 
allowed  for  every  hundred  pounds  of  flour  issued  as 
bread,  and  such  quantities  of  yeast  and  flavoring  extracts 
as  may  be  necessary. 

44 4 Sec.  1581.  The  following  substitution  for  the  com- 
ponents of  the  ration  may  be  made  when  deemed  neces- 
sary by  the  senior  officer  present  in  command:  44  For  one 
and  one-quarter  pounds  of  salt  or  smoked  meat  or  one

of  canned  vegetables,  three  gills  of  beans  or  pease ; in  lieu 
of  the  weekly  allowance  of  one-quarter  pound  of  maca- 
roni, four  ounces  of  cheese,  one-half  pint  of  vinegar  or 
sauce,  one-quarter  pint  of  pickles,  one-quarter  pint  of 
molasses,  and  one-eighth  ounce  of  spices,  three  pounds  of 
sugar,  or  one  and  a half  pounds  of  condensed  milk,  or 
one  pound  of  coffee,  or  one  and  a half  pounds  of  canned 
fruit,  or  four  pounds  of  fresh  vegetables,  or  four  pounds 
of  flour. 

“ 4 44 An  extra  allowance  of  one  ounce  of  coffee  or  cocoa, 
two  ounces  of  sugar,  four  ounces  of  hard  bread  or  its 
equivalent,  and  four  ounces  of  preserved  meat  or  its 
equivalent  shall  be  allowed  to  enlisted  men  of  the  engineer 
and  dynamo  force  who  stand  night  watches  between 
eight  o’clock  postmeridian  and  eight  o’clock  antimeridian, 
under  steam.””

a p po^ nt me nt  Hereafter  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall,  as  soon  as 
of.  possible  after  the  first  day  of  June  of  each  year  preceding 

the  graduation  of  midshipmen  in  the  succeeding  year, 
notify  in  writing  each  Senator,  Representative,  and  Dele- 
gate in  Congress  of  any  vacancy  that  will  exist  at  the 
Naval  Academy  because  of  such  graduation,  or  that  may 
occur  for  other  reasons  and  whicn  he  shall  be  entitled  to 
fill  by  nomination  of  a candidate  and  one  or  more  alter- 
nates therefor.  The  nomination  of  a candidate  and 
alternate  or  alternates  to  fill  said  vacancy  shall  be  made 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Senator,  Representative, 
or  Delegate,  if  such  recommendation  is  made  by  the 
fourth  day  of  March  of  the  year  following  that  in  which 
said  notice  in  writing  is  given,  but  if  it  is  not  made  by 
that  time  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  fill  the  vacancy 
by  appointment  of  an  actual  resident  of  the  State,  Con- 
gressional district,  or  Territory,  as  the  case  may  be,  in 
which  the  vacancy  will  exist,  who  shall  have  been  for  at 
least  two  years  immediately  preceding  the  date  of  his 
appointment  an  actual  and  bona  fide  resident  of  the 
State,  Congressional  district,  or  Territory  in  which  the 
vacancy  will  exist  and  of  the  legal  qualification  under  the 
law  as  now  provided.

That  for  the  purpose  of  further  increasing  the  naval 
establishment  oi  the  United  States,  the  President  is 
hereby  ruthorized  to  have  constructed  by  contract  or  in 
navy-yards  as  hereinafter  provided — 

One  first-class  battle  ship,  carrying  as  heavy  armor  One  battie- 
and  as  powerful  armament  as  any  known  vessel  of  its  ship* 
class,  to  have  the  highest  practicable  speed  and  greatest 
practicable  radius  of  action,  and  to  cost,  exclusive  of 
armament  and  armor,  not  exceeding  six  million  dollars : 

Provided , That  before  approving  any  plans  or  specifica- 
tions for  the  construction  of  such  battle  ship  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy  shall  afford,  by  advertisement  or  other- 
wise, in  his  discretion,  a reasonable  opportunity  to  anj 
competent  constructor  who  may  desire  so  to  do,  to  submit 
plans  and  specifications  for  his  consideration,  for  which 
said  plans,  should  the  same  be  used  by  the  Department 
and  be  not  submitted  by  or  on  behalf  of  a successful  bid- 
der for  the  contract,  such  compensation  shall  be  paid  as 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  deem  just  and  equitable 
out  of  the  amount  herein  appropriated  under  the  head 
“ Contingent,  Navy”  : Provided , That  before  any  pro- 
posals for  said  battle  ship  shall  be  issued  or  any  bids  re- 
ceived and  accepted  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall 
report  to  Congress  at  its  next  session  full  details  covering 
the  type  of  such  battle  ship  and  the  specifications  for  the 
same,  including  its  displacement,  draft,  and  dimensions, 
and  the  kind  and  extent  of  armor  and  armament  therefor. 

Three  torpedo-boat  destroyers,  to  have  the  highest  Three  tor- 
practicable  speed,  and  to  cost,  exclusive  of  armament,  not  foyers*  de~ 
to  exceed  seven  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  each. 

And  the  contract  for  the  construction  of  said  vessels 
shall  be  awarded  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  the 
lowest  best  responsible  bidder,  having  in  view  the  best 
results  and  most  expeditious  delivery:  Provided , That 
any  bid  for  the  construction  of  any  of  said  vessels  upon 
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the  Pacific  coast  shall  have  a differential  of  four  per 
centum  in  its  favor,  which  shall  be  considered  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Navy  in  awarding  contracts  for  the  con- 
struction of  said  vessels ; and  in  the  construction  of  all  of 
said  vessels  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  August  third, 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six,  entitled  “An  act  to 
increase  the  naval  establishment,”  as  to  materials  for  said 
vessels,  their  engines,  boilers,  and  machinery,  the  con- 
tracts under  which  they  are  built,  the  notice  of  any  pro- 
posals for  the  same,  the  plans,  drawings,  specifications 
therefor,  and  the  method  of  executing  said  contracts  shall 
be  observed  and  followed,  and,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  all  said  vessels  shall  be  built  in  compliance 
with  the  terms  of  said  act,  and  in  all  their  parts  shall  be 
of  domestic  manufacture;  and  the  steel  material  shall  be 
of  domestic  manufacture,  and  of  the  quality  and  char- 
acteristics best  adapted  to  the  various  purposes  for  which 
it  may  be  used,  in  accordance  with  specifications  ap- 
proved by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy;  and  not  more  than 
one  of  the  vessels  provided  for  in  this  act  shall  be  built 
by  one  contracting  party : Provided , That  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy  may  build  any  or  all  of  the  vessels  herein 
authorized  in  such  navy-yards  as  he  may  designate,  and 
shall  build  any  of  the  vessels  herein  authorized  in  such

Connecticut.  elusive  of  armor  and  armament,  of  the  battle  ship  Con- 
necticut, authorized  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved 
July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  be  increased  to  four 
million  six  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  that  the  limit 
of  cost,  exclusive  of  armor  and  armament,  of  each  of  the 
two  training  vessels  authorized  by  the  act  of  Congress 
approved  March  third,  nineteen  hundred  and  three,  be 
increased  to  four  hundred  and  ten  thousand  dollars : And 
provided  further , That  the  limit  of  cost,  exclusive  of 
armor  and  armament,  of  each  of  the  two  colliers  author- 
ized by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  April  twenty-sev- 
enth, nineteen  hundred  and  four,  be  increased  to  one 
million  five  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

Sabmarines,  The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized,  in

submarine  torpedo  boats,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding

Armor  and  armament:  Toward  the  armament  and 
armor  of  domestic  manufacture  for  vessels  authorized, 
fifteen  million  one  hundred  and  forty-five  thousand  dol- 
lars : Provided , That  no  part  of  this  appropriation  shall 
be  expended  for  armor  for  vessels  except  upon  contracts 
for  such  armor  when  awarded  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  having  in  view  the 
best  results  and  most  expeditious  delivery.

It  is  “ Provided , That  hereafter  privates  regularly  de- 
tailed and  serving  as  cooks,  shall  receive,  in  addition  to 
the  pay  otherwise  allowed  by  law,  the  following:  First- 
class  cooks,  ten  dollars  per  month;  second-class  cooks, 
eight  dollars;  third-class  cooks,  seven  dollars;  ana 
fourth-class  cooks,  five  dollars.”

INCREASE  OF  THE  NAVY. 

That,  for  the  purpose  of  further  increasing  the  naval 
establishment  of  the  United  States,  the  President  is 
hereby  authorized  to  have  constructed,  by  contract  or  in 
navy-yards,  as  hereinafter  provided,  one  first  class  battle 
ship. to  cost,  exclusive  of  armor  and  armament,  not  ex- 
ceeding six  million  dollars,  similar  in  all  essential  char- 
acteristics, and  additional  to,  the  battle  ship  authorized 
by  the  act  making  appropriations  for  the  naval  service 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  seven,  plans  and  specifications  for  which  last- 
named  vessel  have  already  been  prepared  and  submitted 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  for  the  information  of 
Congress,  as  required  by  the  provisions  of  the  aforesaid 
act. 

Two  torpedo  boat  destroyers,  to  have  the  highest  prac- 
ticable speed,  and  to  cost,  exclusive  of  armament,  not  to 
exceed  eight  hundred  thousand  dollars  each:  Provided ', 
That  the  cost  of  the  three  torpedo  boat  destroyers  pro- 
vided for  in  the  act  making  appropriations  for  the  naval 
service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  seven,  exclusive  of  armament,  shall  not 
exceed  eight  hundred  thousand  dollars  each. 
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And  the  contract  for  the  construction  of  said  vessels 
shall  be  awarded  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  the 
lowest  best  responsible  bidder,  having  in  view  the  best 
results  and  most  expeditious  delivery;  and  in  the  con- 
struction of  all  of  said  vessels  the  provisions  of  the  act  of 
August  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six,  entitled 
“An  act  to  increase  the  naval  establishment,”  as  to  ma- 
terials for  said  vessels,  their  engines,  boilers^  and  machin- 
ery, the  contracts  under  which  they  are  built,  the  notice 
of  any  proposals  for  the  same ; the  plans,  drawings,  speci- 
fications therefor,  and  the  method  of  executing  said  con- 
tracts shall  be  observed  and  followed,  and,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  all  said  vessels  shall  be  built  in 
compliance  with  the  terms  of  said  act,  and  in  all  their 
parts  shall  be  of  domestic  manufacture;  and  the  steel 
material  shall  be  of  domestic  manufacture,  and  of  the 
quality  and  characteristics  best  adapted  to  the  various 
purposes  for  which  it  may  be  used,  in  accordance  with 
specifications  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy; 
and  of  the  vessels  provided  for  in  this  act  and  the  act 
making  appropriations  for  the  naval  service  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven, 
and  for  other  purposes,  not  more  than  one  battle  ship  and 
one  torpedo  boat  destroyer,  or  two  torpedo  boat  destroy- 
ers, shall  be  built  by  one  contracting  party:  Provided , 
That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  build  any  or  all  of 
the  vessels  herein  authorized  m such  navy-yards  as  he 
may  designate,  and  shall  build  any  of  the  vessels  herein 
authorized  in  such  navy-yards  as  he  may  designate  should 
it  reasonably  appear  that  the  persons,  firms,  or  corpora- 
tions, or  the  agents  thereof,  bidding  for  the  construction 
of  any  of  said  vessels  have  entered  into  any  combination, 
agreement,  or  understanding  the  effect,  object,  or  purpose 
of  which  is  to  deprive  the  Government  of  fair,  open,  and 
unrestricted  competition  in  letting  contracts  for  the  con- 
struction of  any  of  said  vessels. 

That  the  provision  in  the  Naval  Appropriation  Act 
approved  June  twenty-ninth,  nineteen  hundred  and  six, 
authorizing  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  contract  for 
subsurface  or  submarine  boats  after  certain  tests  to  be 
completed  by  March  twenty-ninth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
seven,  is  hereby  amended,  in  accordance  with  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  so  as  to  extend 
the  test  period  until  May  twenty-ninth,  nineteen  hundred 
and  seven;  and  the  limit  of  cost  provided  for  in  the  au- 
thorization aforesaid  is  hereby  increased  to  three  million 
dollars,  and  the  sum  of  one  million  dollars,  which  in- 
cludes the  half  million  dollars  heretofore  appropriated, 
is  hereby  appropriated,  and  to  remain  available  until  ex- 
pended, no  part  of  this  appropriation  to  be  expended  for 
any  boat  that  does  not  in  such  test  prove  to  be  equal  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  the  best

boat  now  owned  by  the  United  States  or  under  contract 
therefor,  and  no  penalties  under  this  limitation  shall  be 
imposed  by  reason  of  any  delay  in  the  delivery  of  said 
boat  due  to  the  submission  or  participation  in  the  com- 
parative trials  aforesaid. 

Construction  and  machinery:  On  account  of  hulls 
and  outfits  of  vessels  and  steam  machinery  of  vessels 
heretofore  authorized,  twelve  million  seven  hundred  and 
thirteen  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifteen  dollars. 

Armor  and  armament:  Toward  the  armament  and 
armor  of  domestic  manufacture  for  vessels  authorized, 
ten  million  dollars. 

Increase  of  the  Navy,  Equipment  : Toward  the  com- 
pletion of  the  equipment  outfit  of  the  new  vessels  author- 
ized, five  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Total  increase  of  the  Navy,  twenty-three  million  seven 
hundred  and  thirteen  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifteen 
dollars. 

That  no  part  of  any  sum  appropriated  by  this  act  shall 
be  used  for  any  expense  of  the  Navy  Department  at 
Washington  unless  specific  authority  be  given  for  such 
expenditure.

AN  ACT  Making  appropriations  for  the  naval  service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  and  for  other  purposes. 

[Provision  is  made  for  the  Naval  Establishment,  and  under  the 
headings — ] 

PAY  OF  THE  NAVY, 

Is  added:  “Hereafter  all  commissioned  officers  of  the 
active  list  of  the  Navy  shall  receive  the  same  pay  and  Navy,  active 
allowances  according  to  rank  and  length  of  service,  and  8 * 
the  annual  pay  of  each  grade  shall  be  as  follows:  For 
Admiral,  thirteen  thousand  five  hundred  dollars;  rear- 
admiral,  first  nine,  eight  thousand  dollars ; rear-admiral, 
second  nine,  or  commodore,  six  thousand  dollars ; captain, 
four  thousand  dollars;  commander,  three  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars;  lieutenant-commander,  three  thousand 
dollars;  lieutenant,  two  thousand  four  hundred  dollars; 
lieutenant,  junior  grade,  two  thousand  dollars;  ensign, 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars.  There  shall  be 
allowed  and  paid  to  each  commissioned  officer  below  the 
rank  of  rear-admiral  ten  per  centum  of  his  current  ye&rly 
pay  for  each  term  of  five  years  service  in  the  Army, 

Navy,  and  Marine  Corps.  The  total  amount  of  such 
increase  for  length  of  service  shall  in  no  case  exceed  forty 
per  centum  on  the  yearly  pay  of  the  grade  as  provided 
by  law : Provided , That  the  annual  pay  of  captain  shall 
not  exceed  five  thousand  dollars  per  annum;  of  com- 
mander, four  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum; 
and  of  lieutenant-commander,  four  thousand  dollars  per 
annum.  All  officers  on  sea  duty  and  all  officers  on  shore 
duty  beyond  the  continental  limits  of  the  United  States 
shall  while  so  serving  receive  ten  per  centum  additional a 
of  their  salaries  and  increase  as  above  provided,  and  such 
increase  shall  commence  from  the  date  of  reporting  for 
duty  on  board  ship  or  the  date  of  sailing  from  the 
United  States  for  shore  duty  beyond  the  seas  or  to  join 
a ship  in  foreign  waters.  The  pay  of  midshipmen  shall 
hereafter  be  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum  while  at  the 
Naval  Academy,  and  one  thousand  four  hundred  dollars 
per  annum  after  graduation  from  the  Naval  Academy. 

* “ In  computing  the  pay  of  retired  officers  of  the  navy,  the  10  per  cent 
additional  pay  allowed  for  sea  duty  or  for  shore  duty  beyond  the  conti- 
nental limits  of  the  United  States  shall  not  be  Included,  and  the  pay  of 
commodore  shall  be  the  same  in  all  respects  as  that  of  rear-admiral,  second 
nine.” — Deficiency  act,  May  30,  1908. 
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The  pay  of  all  warrant  officers  and  mates  is  hereby  in- 
creased twenty-five  per  centum,  and  all  paymasters’  clerks 
shall,  while  on  duty,  receive  the  same  pay  and  allowances 
as  warrant  officers  of  like  length  of  service  in  the  Navy. 
The  pay  of  all  active  and  retired  enlisted  men  of  the 
Navy  is  hereby  increased  ten  per  centum:  Provided  fur- 
ther, That  the  pay  and  allowances  of  chiefs  of  bureaus  in 
the  Navy  Department  shall  be  the  highest  pay  of  the 
grade  to  which  they  belong,  and  not  below  that  of  rear- 
admiral  of  the  lower  nine,  and  that  the  pay  and  allow- 
ances of  chaplains  in  the  Navy  shall  in  no  case  exceed 
that  provided  for  lieutenant-commanders.  Aids  to  rear- 
admirals  embraced  in  the  nine  lower  numbers  of  that 
grade  shall  each  receive  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
additional  per  annum,  and  aids  to  all  other  rear-admirals, 
two  hundred  dollars  additional  per  annum  each.  When 
an  officer  of  the  Navy  has  been  thirty  years  in  the  service, 
he  may,  upon  his  own  application,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  President,  be  retired  from  active  service  and  placed 
upon  the  retired  list  with  three- fourths  of  the  highest  pay 
or  his  grade:  And  provided  further , That  any  officer  of 
the  Navy  who  is  now  serving  or  shall  hereafter  serve  as 
chief  of  a bureau  in  the  Navy  Department,  and  shall  sub- 
sequently be  retired,  shall  be  retired  with  the  rank,  pay, 
and  allowances  authorized  by  law  for  the  retirement  of 
such  bureau  chief.  The  pay  of  all  commissioned,  war- 
rant, and  appointed  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy 
now  on  the  retired  list  shall  be  based  on  the  pay,  as  herein 
provided  for,  of  commissioned,  warrant,  .and  appointed 
officers  and  enlisted  men  of  corresponding  rank  and  serv- 
ice on  the  active  list;  and  all  pay  herein  provided  shall 
remain  in  force  until  changed  by  act  of  Congress.  Noth- 
ing herein  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  reduce  the  pay  or 
allowances  now  authorized  by  law  for  any  commissioned, 
warrant,  or  appointed  officer  or  any  enlisted  man  of  the 
active  or  retired  lists  of  the  Navy,  and  all  laws  incon- 
sistent with  this  provision  are  hereby  repealed. 

That  hereafter  immediately  upon  official  notification 
of  the  death  from  wounds  or  disease  contracted  in  line 
of  duty  of  any  officer  or  enlisted  man  on  the  active  list 
of  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  the  Paymaster-General 
of  the  Navy  shall  cause  to  be  paid  to  the  widow  of  such 
officer  or  enlisted  man,  or  any  person  previously  desig- 
nated by  him,  an  amount  equal  to  six  months’  pay  at  the 
rate  received  by  such  officer  or  enlisted  man  at  the  date 
of  his  death,  less  seventy-five  dollars  in  the  case  of  an 
officer  and  thirty-five  dollars  in  the  case  of  an  enlisted 
man,  to  defray  expenses  of  interment,  and  the  residue,  if 
any,  of  the  amount  reserved  shall  be  paid  subsequently  to 
the  designated  person.  The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall 
establish  regulations  requiring  each  officer  and  enlisted 
man  to  designate  the  proper  person  to  whom  this  amount 
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shall  be  paid  in  case  of  death,  and  said  amount  shall  be 
paid  to  that  person  from  funds  appropriated  for  the  pay 
of  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps. 

PAY,  MISCELLANEOUS. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  send  to  Congress  at  the 
beginning  of  its  next  regular  session  a complete  schedule 
or  list  showing  the  amoujit  in  money  of  all  pay  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  and  for  all  allowances  for  each 
grade  of  officers  in  the  Navy,  including  retired  officers, 
and  for  all  officers  included  in  this  act  and  for  all  en- 
listed men  so  included. 

The  estimates  for  the  support  of  the  Navy  shall  here- 
after show,  under  the  head  of  Pay  of  the  Navy,  the  sums 
allowed  for  pay  of  officers  belonging  to  the  line,  to  the 
several  departments  of  the  staff,  and  to  the  retired  list; 
the  estimates  to  show  under  each  head  the  amount  al- 
lowed for  pay  proper,  for  increases  due  to  longevity  and 
foreign  service,  and  for  pay  at  sea  rates  to  officers  em- 
ployed on  shore ; together  with  the  total  number  of  war- 
rant and  petty  officers  and  seamen  of  the  several  grades 
and  designations,  including  as  to  each  class  the  amount 
allowed  for  pay  proper  and  for  longevity  or  service  in- 
creases. The  estimates  shall  include  a list  giving  the  rates 
of  pay  for  all  petty  officers  and  other  enlisted  men  of  the 
Navy.

The  appointment  of  superintendent,  chief  nurses, 
nurses,  and  reserve  nurses  shall  be  subject  to  an  examina- 
tion as  to  their  professional,  moral,  mental,  and  physical 
fitness,  and  that  they  shall  be  eligible  for  duty  at  naval 
hospitals  and  on  board  of  hospital  and  ambulance  ships 
and  for  such  special  duty  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  by 
the  Surgeon-General  of  the  Navy.

nel; one  assistant  quartermaster,  with  the  rank  of  major; 
and  three  assistant  quartermasters,  with  the  rank  of  cap- 
tain ; one  assistant  paymaster,  with  the  rank  of  major ; one 
assistant  paymaster,  with  the  rank  of  captain ; two  ser- 
geant-majors;  fifteen  quartermaster-sergeants,  five  of 
whom  are  to  serve  in  the  pay  department;  twenty  first 
sergeants;  fifty  sergeants;  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
corporals;  ten  drummers;  ten  trumpeters;  and  five  hun- 
dred and  eighteen  privates:  Provided , That  hereafter 
the  number  of  enlisted  men  in  the  United  States  Marine 
Corps  shall  be  such  as  the  Congress  may  from  time  to 
time  authorize.

INCREASE  OF  THE  NAVY. 

That,  for  the  purpose  of  further  increasing  the  naval  sh^.°  battle_ 
establishment  of  the  United  States,  the  President  is 
hereby  authorized  to  have  constructed,  two  first-class 
battle  ships  to  cost,  exclusive  of  armor  and  armament,  not 
exceeding  six  million  dollars  each,  similar  in  all  essen- 
tial characteristics  to  the  battle  ship  authorized  by  the 
act  making  appropriations  for  the  naval  service  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
eight.  At  least  one  of  such  battle  ships  shall  be  built  and 
constructed  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  at  one  of  the  navy-yards;  the  other  of  said  battle 
ships  may  also  be  constructed  at  one  of  the  navy-yards 
in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  or  by 
contract  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Ten  torpedo-boat  destroyers,  to  have  the  highest  prac-  Ten  torpedo- 
ticable  speed,  and  to  cost,  exclusive  of  armament,  not  to  e™*  e8troy" 
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exceed  eight  hundred  thousand  dollars  each,  to  be  built 
by  contract,  not  more  than  three  by  any  one  contractor. 

Two  fleet  colliers,  of  fourteen  knots  trial  speed,  when 
carrying  not  less  than  twelve  thousand  five  hundred  tons 
of  cargo  and  bunker  coal.  One  of  said  colliers  to  be 
built  in  such  government  yard  on  the  Pacific  coast  as  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  direct.  Cost  not  to  exceed 
one  million  eight  hundred  thousand  dollars  each,  and 
toward  the  construction  of  both,  one  million  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  in  his  discretion,  is  hereby 
authorized  to  purchase  three  new  steam  colliers  of  Amer- 
ican registry,  having  a cargo  carrying  capacity  of  ap- 
proximately seven  thousand  two  hundred  tons  dead 
weight  each,  at  a cost  not  exceeding  five  hundred  and 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars  each;  and  the  sum  of  one 
million  five  hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand  dollars 
is  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  purchase  of  the  col- 
liers above  authorized. 

And  the  contract  for  the  construction  of  said  vessels 
shall  be  awarded  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  the 
lowest  best  responsible  bidder,  having  in  view  the  best 
results  and  most  expeditious  delivery;  and  in  the  con- 
struction of  all  of  said  vessels  the  provisions  of  the  act 
of  August  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six,  en- 
titled “An  act  to  increase  the  naval  establishment,”  as  to 
materials  for  said  vessels,  their  engines,  boilers,  and 
machinery,  the  contracts  under  which  they  are  built,  the 
notice  of  any  proposals  for  the  same;  the  plans,  draw- 
ings, specifications  therefor,  and  the  method  of  executing 
said  contracts  shall  be  observed  and  followed,  and,  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  all  .said  vessels  shall 
be  built  in  compliance  with  the  terms  of  said  act,  and  in 
all  their  parts  shall  be  of  domestic  manufacture ; and  the 
steel  material  shall  be  of  domestic  manufacture,  and  of 
the  quality  and  characteristics  best  adapted  to  the  various 
purposes  for  which  it  may  be  used,  in  accordance  with 
specifications  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

For  eight  submarine  torpedo  boats?  m an  amount  not 
exceeding  in  the  aggregate  three  million  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  and  the  sum  of  three  million  dollars  is 
hereby  appropriated  toward  said  purpose  and  for  the 
completion  oi  submarine  boats  heretofore  authorized. 

Construction  and  machinery:  On  account  of  hulls 
and  outfits  of  vessels  and  steam  machinery  of  vessels 
heretofore  authorized,  nine  million  eight  Jiundred  and 
thirty-two  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixty-two  dollars. 

Armor  and  armament:  Toward  the  armor  and  arma- 
ment of  domestic  manufacture  for  vessels  authorized, 
seven  million  dollars. 

Toward  the  construction  and  machinery  and  armor 
and  armament  of  the  vessels  herein  authorized,  seven 
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million  dollars:  Provided , That  no  part  of  this  appro- 
priation shall  be  expended  for  armor  for  vessels  except 
upon  contracts  for  such  armor  when  awarded  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidders, 
having  in  view  the  best  results  and  most  expeditious  de- 
livery. 

Increase  of  the  Navy,  equipment  : Toward  the  com- 
pletion of  the  equipment  outfit  of  the  new  vessels  au- 
thorized, four  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Total  increase  of  the  Navy,  thirty  million  three  hun- 
dred and  seven  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixty-two 
dollars. 

That  no  part  of  any  sum  appropriated  by  this  act 
shall  be  used  for  any  expense  of  the  Navy  Department 
at  Washington  unless  specific  authority  is  given  by  law 
for  such  expenditure. 

So  much  of  the  act  entitled  “An  act  making  appro- 
priations for  the  naval  service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  and  for 
other  purposes,”  approved  May  fourth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-eight,  as  provides  that  monitors  owned  by  the 
United  States  shall  oe  named  for  the  States,  and  shall 
not  be  named  for  any  city,  place,  or  person  until  the 
names  of  the  States  shall  have  been  exhausted,  is  hereby 
repealed,  and  monitors  now  owned  by  the  United  States 
or  hereafter  built  may  be  named  as  the  President  may 
direct.

Provides  for  “Pay  of  the  Nurse  Corps;  rent  of  quar-  Misceiiane* 
ters  for  members  of  the  Nurse  Corps;  prizes  to  beous  tems* 
awarded  to  the  engineer  divisions  of  the  ships  in  commis- 
sion for  general  efficiency  and  for  economy  in  coal  con- 
sumption under  such  rules  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
may  formulate,  * * 

The  provisions  of  the  act  approved  June  twenty-ninth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  six,  entitled  “An  act  making  ap- 
propriations for  the  naval  service  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven,  and 
for  other  purposes,”  providing  for  the  retirement  in  the  Retirement, 
next  higher  grade  of  officers  of  the  navy  who  served  dur- 
ing the  civil  war,  shall  not  operate  to  deprive  any  officer 
of  the  navy  who  has  been,  or  may  be,  retired,  since  the 
passage  of  that  act,  of  the  right  to  increased  rank  and 
pay  to  which,  but  for  the  passage  of  said  act,  he  would 
have  been  entitled. 

The  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  directed  to  allow,  in  the  settlement  of 
accounts  of  disbursing  officers  involved,  payments  made 
to  officers  of  the  navy  while  on  temporary  leaves  of  ab- 
sence since  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
nine,  not  involving  detachment  from  duty,  and  not  in 
excess  of  leaves  of  absence  allowed  by  law  to  officers  of 
the  army  without  reduction  in  pay.

six  million  dollars  each,  similar  in  all  essential  character- 
istics to  the  battle  ship  authorized  by  the  act  making  ap- 
propriations for  the  naval  service  for  the  fiscal  year  end- 
mg  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eight. 

Five  torpedo-boat  destroyers,  to  have  the  highest  prac-  b0atvedestro°~ 
ticable  speed,  and  to  cost,  exclusive  of  armament,  not  to  ers.  es  roy‘ 
exceed  eight  hundred  thousand  dollars  each. 

One  fleet  collier,  of  fourteen  knots  trial  speed,  when  one  collier, 
carrying  not  less  than  twelve  thousand  five  hundred  tons 
of  cargo  and  bunker  coal,  to  cost  not  exceeding  nine  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars. 

And  the  contract  for  the  construction  of  said  vessels  Contract, 
shall  be  awarded  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  the  awurd  of* 
lowest  best  responsible  bidder,  having  in  view  the  best

chinery, the  contracts  under  which  they  are  built,  the 
notice  of  any  proposals  for  the  same;  the  plans,  draw- 
ings, specifications  therefor,  and  the  method  of  executing 
said  contracts  shall  be  observed  and  followed,  and,  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  all  said  vessels  shall  be 
built  in  compliance  with  the  terms  of  said  act,  and  in  all 
their  parts  shall  be  of  domestic  manufacture;  and  the 
steel  material  shall  be  of  domestic  manufacture,  and  of 
the  quality  and  characteristics  best  adapted  to  the  vari- 
ous purposes  for  which  it  may  be  used,  in  accordance 
with  specifications  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  provided  contracts  for  furnishing  *the  same  in  a 
reasonable  time,  at  a reasonable  price,  and  of  the  required 
quality  can  be  made  with  responsible  parties,  and  of  the 
two  first-class  battle  ships  provided  tor  in  this  act,  not 
more  than  one  shall  be  built  by  one  contracting  party. 

For  four  submarine  torpedo  boats,  in  an  amount  not 
exceeding  in  the  aggregate  two  million  dollars,  and  the 
sum  of  three  million  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  to- 
ward said  purpose  and  for  the  completion  of  submarine 
boats  heretofore  authorized:  Provided , That  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy  may  build  any  or  all  of  the  vessels  au- 
thorized in  this  act  in  such  navy-yards  as  he  may  des- 
ignate, and  shall  build  any  of  the  vessels  herein  author- 
ized in  such  navy-yards  as  he  may  designate,  should  it 
reasonably  appear  that  the  persons,  firms,  or  corporations, 
or  the  agents  thereof,  bidding  for  the  construction  of  any 
of  said  vessels,  have  entered  into  any  combination,  agree- 
ment, or  understanding,  the  effect,  object,  or  purpose  of 
which  is  to  deprive  the  Government  of  fair,  open,  and 
unrestricted  competition  in  letting  contracts  for  the  con- 
struction of  any  of  said  vessels. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized,  in  his 
discretion,  to  contract  for  or  purchase  one  destroyer 
whose  vitals  are  located  below  the  normal  load  water 
line,  such  vessel  to  cost  not  to  exceed  four  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  and  to  have  a speed  not  less  than  twenty-two 
knots;  also  two  small  vessels  of  similar  construction  hav- 
ing a speed  of  not  less  than  Sixteen  knots  and  to  cost  not 
to  exceed  twenty-two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  each :

Increase  of  the  navy,  equipment:  Toward  the  com-  Equipment* 
pletion  of  the  equipment  outfit  of  the  new  vessels  author- 
ized, six  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Total  increase  of  the  navy,  thirty-eight  million  eight 
hundred  and  nineteen  thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety- 
five  dollars. 

Provided , That  no  part  of  any  sum  hereby  appropri-  Be^aessifiec" 
ated  under  “ Increase  of  the  navy  ” shall  be  used  for  the  ser  ce‘ 
payment  of  any  clerical,  drafting,  inspection,  and  mes- 
senger service,  or  for  pay  of  any  of  the  other  classified 
force,  under  the  various  bureaus  of  the  Navy  Department 
in  Washington,  District  of  Columbia. 

That  no  part  of  any  sum  appropriated  by  this  act  shall 
be  used  for  any  expense  or  the  Navy  Department  at 
Washington  unless  specific  authority  is  given  by  law  for 
such  expenditure,  except  that  draftsmen  and  other  tech- 
nical employees  heretofore  paid  from  “Public  works” 
and  “Increase  of  the  navy”  and  employed  in  the  Navy 
Department  at  Washington  may  be  continued  in  employ- 
ment in  the  Navy  Department  at  Washington  and  paid 
from  appropriations  “Maintenance,”  “Construction  and 
repair,”  “ Steam  machinery,”  “ Ordnance  and  ordnance 
stores,”  and  “ Equipment  of  vessels,”  respectively.

[Provision  is  made  for  the  Naval  Establishment,  and  under  the 
headings — ] 

PAY  OF  THE  NAVY. 

* * * * * 

The  provision  of  the  act  approved  May  thirteenth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  eight,  entitled  “ An  act  making 
appropriations  for  the  naval  service  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  re- 
lating to  the  pay  of  paymasters’  clerks,  is  hereby  amend- 
ed so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

“All  paymasters’  clerks  shall,  while  holding  appoint-  cle^a8ypafind 
ment  in  accordance  with  law,  receive  the  same  pay  and  retirement  of. 
allowances  and  have  the  same  rights  of  retirement  as 
warrant  officers  of  like  length  of  service  in  the  navy.” 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  authorized,  in  his  dis-  commutation 
cretion,  to  allow  members  of  the  Nurse  Corps  (female)  of  quarters  for. 
of  the  navy  fifteen  dollars  per  month  in  lieu  of  quarters 
when  government  quarters  are  not  available,  and  that 
the  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  directed  to  allow  in  the  accounts  of  dis- 
bursing officers  of  the  navy  all  payments  heretofore 
made  by  them  in  accordance  with  orders  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy  for  commutation  of  quarters  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Nurse  Corps  (female)  of  the  navy  at  the  rate 
herein  specified.

Contingent,  Navy  : * * * Provided  further.  That  Accounting 

thirty  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  lishment  of. 
necessary  of  this  appropriation,  shall  be  used  for  the  hire 
of  expert  accountants  for  establishing  accounting  and 
cost  of  work  offices  at  navy-yards  and  stations  according 
to  the  plan  and  methods  established  at  the  Boston  Navy- 
Yard:  Provided  further , That  in  fixing  the  cost  of  work  j^ostof  work, 
under  the  various  naval  appropriations,  the  direct  and  pnse  incident 
indirect  charges  incident  thereto  shall  be  included  in  such  *°- 
cost : And  provided  further , That  the  Bureau  of  Supplies 
and  Accounts  shall  keep  the  money  accounts  of  the  naval 
establishment  in  such  manner  as  to  show  such  charges 
and  shall  report  the  same  annually  for  the  information 
of  Congress,  and  for  no  other  purposes. 
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The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized  to  con- 
sider, ascertain,  adjust  and  determine  the  amounts  due 
on  all  claims  for  damages,  where  the  amount  of  the  claim 
does  not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  here- 
after occasioned  bv  collision,  for  which  collisions  vessels 
of  the  navy  shall  be  found  to  be  responsible,  and  report 
the  amounts  so  ascertained  and  determined  to  be  due  the 
claimants  to  Congress  at  each  session  thereof  through 
the  Treasury  Department  for  payment  as  legal  claims 
out  of  appropriations  that  may  be  made  by  Congress 
therefor. 

The  pay  and  allowances  of  chiefs  of  bureaus  of  the 
Navy  Department  shall  be  the  highest  shore-duty  pay 
and  allowances  of  the  rear-admiral  of  the  lower  nine; 
and  all  officers  of  the  navy  who  are  now  serving  or  shall 
hereafter  serve  as  chief  of  bureau  in  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment and  are  eligible  for  retirement  after  thirty  years’ 
service,  shall  have,  while  on  the  active  list,  the  rank,  title, 
and  emoluments  of  a chief  of  bureau,  in  the  same  manner 
as  is  already  provided  by  statute  law  for  such  officers 
upon  retirement  by  reason  of  age  or  length  of  service, 
and  such  officers,  after  thirty  years’  servic^  shall  be  en- 
titled to  and  shall  receive  new  commissions  in  accordance 
with  the  rank  and  title  hereby  conferred.

hereby  amended  so  that  accumulations  in  the  files  of  ves- 
sels of  the  Navy  of  papers  that,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
commander  in  chief  of  the  fleet,  are  not  needed,  or  useful  , 
in  the  transaction  of  current  business  and  have  no  per- 
manent value  or  historical  interest  may  be  disposed  or  by 
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the  commander  in  chief  of  the  fleet  by  sale,  after  adver- 
tisement for  proposals,  as  waste  papers  if  practicable,  or 
if  not  practicable,  then  otherwise,  as  may  appear  best  for

That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  Deposits  by 
authorized  and  directed  to  pay  to  the  several  enlisted  Georgia,  Te - 
men  of  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  then  attached  to  the  Payment  of- 
United  States  ship  Georgia  the  respective  sums  of  money 
placed  by  said  enlisted  men  on  deposit  for  safe-keeping  • 
with  the  pay  officer  of  said  ship  as  permitted  by  article 
thirteen  hundred  and  thirty-one  of  the  Navy  Regula- 
tions, which  said  sums  were  stolen  on  February  tenth  or 
eleventh,  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  by  one  Edward 
V.  Lee,  clerk  of  said  pay  officer;  and  the  sum  of  four 
thousand  three  hundred  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any 
money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to 
carrv  out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

That  the  term  of  enlistment  of  all  enlisted  men  of  the  Enlistment, 
United  States  Navy  other  than  those,  who  are  enlisted  terms’  of* 
during  minority  shall  be  four  years. 

That  the  term  of  enlistment  of  any  enlisted  man  in  the 
Navy  may,  by  his  voluntary  written  agreement,  under 
such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy  with  the  approval  of  the  President,  be  ex- 
tended for  a period  of  either  one,  two,  three,  or  four  full 
years  from  the  date  of  expiration  of  the  then  existing

tion of  a four-year  term  of  enlistment. 

That  section  fifteen  hundred  and  seventy-three  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States  as  amended  by 
section  sixteen  of  an  act  entitled  “An  act  to  reorganize 
and  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  personnel  of  the  Navy 
and  Marine  Corps  of  the  United  States,”  approved 
4832°— S.  Doc.  428,  66-3 22 
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March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  amended  to  read  as  follows : “ If  any 
enlisted  man  or  apprentice,  being  honorably  discharged, 
shall  reenlist  for  four  years  within  four  months  there- 
after, he  shall,  on  presenting  his  honorable  discharge  or 
on  accounting  in  a satisfactory  manner  for  its  loss,  be 
entitled  to  a gratuity  of  four  months’  pay  equal  in 
amount  to  that  which  he  would  have  received  if  he  had 
been  employed  in  actual  service : Provided , That  any  en- 
listed man  in  the  Navy  whose  term  of  enlistment  has 
been  extended  for  an  aggregate  of  four  years  shall,  after 
the  expiration  of  the  preceding  four-year  term  of  en- 
listment upon  which  the  extension  is  made  and  if  other- 
wise entitled  to  an  honorable  discharge,  be  paid  the  gra- 
tuity above  provided : And  provided,  That  any  man  who 
has  received  an  honorable  discharge  from  his  last  term 
of  enlistment,  or  who  has  received  a recommendation  for 
reenlistment  upon  the  expiration  of  his  last  term  of  en- 
listment, who  reenlists  for  a term  of  four  years  within 
four  months  from  the  date  of  his  dicharge,  shall  receive 
an  increase  of  one  dollar  and  thirty-six  cents  per  month 
to  the  pay  prescribed  for  the  rating  in  which  he  serves 
for  each  successive  reenlistment : And  provided  further, 
That  an  extension  of  the  period  of  enlistment  as  herein- 
before authorized,  aggregating  four  years,  shall  be  held 
and  considered  as  equivalent  to  continuous  service  with 
respect  to  all  rights,  privileges,  and  benefits  granted  for 
such  service  pursuant  to  law.” 

That  under  such  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  the

listment : Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  held 
to  reduce  or  increase  the  pay  and  allowances  of  enlisted 
men  of  the  Navy  now  authorized  pursuant  to  law.

It  is  “ Provided , That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  au- 
thorized to  transfer  all  the  lepers  of  Guam  now  segre- 
gated, and  other  cases  that  may  later  appear,  to  the  island 
of  Culion,  in  the  Philippines,  and  to  pay  the  cost  of  their 
transfer  and  maintenance  from  this  appropriation.” 

BUREAU  or  NAVIGATION. 

* * * * * 

It  is  “ Provided , That  authority  is  hereby  granted  to 
employ  the  services  of  an  advertising  agency  in  advertis- 
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ing  for  recruits  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  are 
most  advantageous  to  the  Government.” 

* * * * * 

All  moneys  belonging  to*a  deceased  inmate  of  the  Naval 
Home  or  derived  from  the  sale  of  his  personal  effects,  and 
which  are  not  claimed  by  his  next  of  kin,  shall  be  depos- 
ited in  the  Treasury  by  the  governor  of  the  home,  as 
agent,  and  if  any  sum  so  deposited  has  been  or  shall  here- 
after be  unclaimed  for  a period  of  five  years  from  the 
death  of  such  inmate  it  shall  be  covered  into  the  Treasury 
as  miscellaneous  receipts : Provided,  That  the  governor  of 
the  Naval  Home  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  under 
such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy,  to  make  diligent  inquiry  in  every  instance  after 
the  death  of  an  inmate  to  ascertain  the  wherabouts  of  his 
next  of  kin : And  provided  further.  That  claims  may  be 
presented  hereunder  at  any  time,  and  when  supported  by 
competent  proof  in  any  case  more  than  five  years  after  the 
death  of  an  inmate  shall  be  certified  to  Congress  for  con- 
sideration.

United  States  Government’s  share  for  paving  and  grad- 
ing said  streets  shall  not  exceed  one-fourth  of  the  total 
cost  thereof;  in  all,  thirty-five  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars. 

The  unexpended  balance  of  the  appropriation  made  in 
the  naval  Act  approved  March  second,  nineteen  hundred 
and  seven,  “For  construction  of  two  officers’  quarters, 
navy  yard,  Pensacola,  Florida,  ten  thousand  dollars,”  and 
the  naval  act  approved  May  thirteenth,  nineteen  hundred 
and  eight,  “To  complete  officers’  quarters,  marine  bar-

thousand  dollars ; in  all,  eighty  thousand  dollars. 

Navy  yard,  Puget  Sound,  Washington  : Eailroad  ex- 
tension, ten  thousand  dollars ; Pier  Numbered  Four,  one 
hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand  dollars;  new  foundry 
equipment,  twenty  thousand  dollars;  electric  crane,  four 
thousand  dollars;  two  officers’  quarters,  eighteen  thou- 
sand dollars;  in  all,  navy  yard,  Puget  Sound,  Washing- 
ton, two  hundred  and  twenty-seven  thousand  dollars. 

The  appropriation  made  by  the  naval  Act  approved 
June  twenty-fourth,  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  for  a tor- 
pedo station  near  the  Pacific  coast  of  the  United  States, 
is  hereby  reappropriated  and  such  part  as  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy  may  deem  necessary  is  made  available  for 
expenditure  for  the  same  purposes  at  the  naval  station, 
Puget  Sound,  Washington. 

Naval  station,  Pearl  Harbor,  Hawaii:  Dry  dock 
(limit  of  cost  is  hereby  increased  to  three  million  four 
hundred  and  eighty-six  thousand  five  hundred  dollars), 
to  continue,  one  million  and  fifty  thousand  dollars;  water- 
front development,  one  hundred  thousand  dollars ; street 
paving,  twenty-five  thousand  dollars ; water  system,  'sev- 
enteen thousand  dollars;  power  distribution,  mains  and 
conduits,  seventy-five  thousand  dollars ; metal  and  lumber 
storehouse,  twenty- five  thousand  dollars;  paint  and  rig- 
ging loft,  twenty- five  thousand  dollars;,  pattern  shop, 
sixty  thousand  dollars;  storehouses,  one  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars;  latrines,  ten  thousand  dollars;  railroad 
equipment,  forty-five  thousand  dollars ; floating  crane,  to 
complete,  two  hundred  and  ten  thousand  dollars;  in  all, 
one  million  seven  hundred  and  forty-two  thousand 
dollars. 

For  the  proper  control,  protection,  and  defense  of  the 
naval  station,  harbor,  and  entrance  channel  at  Pearl  Har- 
bor, Territory  of  Hawaii,  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is 
hereby  authorized,  empowered,  and  directed  to  adopt  and 
prescribe  suitable  rules  and  regulations  governing  the 
navigation,  movement,  and  anchorage  of  vessels  of  what- 
soever character  in  the  waters  of  Pearl  Harbor,  island  of 
Oahu,  Hawaiian  Islands,  and  in  the  entrance  channel  to 
said  harbor,  and  to  take  all  necessary  measures  for  the 
proper  enforcement  of  such  rules  and  regulations. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  authorized  to  purchase, 
from  the  appropriation  “ Naval  station,  Pearl  Harbor, 
Hawaii,  fresh-water  system,”  made  by  the  act  of  March 
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fourth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  one  acre,  more  or 
less,  of  land  in  the  island  of  Oahu,  Territory  of  Hawaii, 
for  the  location  of  wells  for  supplying  fresh  water  to  the 
Naval  Station,  Pearl  Harbor,  Hawaii,  at  a cost  not  ex- 
ceeding one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  and  to  ac- 
quire a right  of  way  for  a pipe  line  from  such  wells  to 
the  naval  station. 

Buildings  and  grounds,  Naval  Academy:  For  remov- 
ing overhead  wires,  providing  underground  conduits, 
sixty  thousand  dollars;  reenforced  concrete  bridge  across 
Dorsey  Creek  (to  cost  fifty  thousand  dollars),  twenty- 
five  thousand  dollars ; in  all,  eighty-five  thousand  dollars. 

The  appropriation  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars, 
made  by  the  act  approved  March  fourth,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  eleven,  entitled  “An  act  making  appropriations 
for  the  naval  service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve,  and  for  other 
purposes,”  for  a new  drawbridge  across  Dorsey  Creek, 
is  herebv  reappropriated  and  made  available  for  the  re- 
enforced concrete  bridge  herein  authorized. 

Naval  training  station,  Rhode  Island,  buildings: 
Repairs  to  barracks  “ B ” and  “ C,”  ten  thousand  dollars; 
underground  conduit  and  lighting  system,  to  extend,  five 
thousand  dollars;  in  all,  fifteen  thousand  dollars. 

Naval  training  station,  California,  buildings  : 
Buildings  in  connection  with  dispensary,  one  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars. 

Naval  Observatory:  For  cleaning,  repair,  and  upkeep 
of  grounds  and  roads,  five  thousand  dollars. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized  to 
arrange  for  the  exchange  of  data  with  such  foreign  al- 
manac offices  as  he  may  from  time  to  time  deem  desirable 
with  a view  to  reducing  the  amount  of  duplication  of 
work  in  preparing  the  different  national  nautical  and 
astronomical  almanacs  and  increasing  the  total  data 
which  may  be  of  use  to  navigators  and  astronomers  avail- 
able for  publication  in  the  American  Ephemeris  and 
Nautical  Almanac:  Provided , That  any  such  arrange- 
ment shall  be  terminable  on  one  year’s  notice:  Provided 
further , That  the  work  of  the  Nautical  Almanac  Office 
during  the  continuance  of  any  such  arrangement  shall  be 
conducted  so  that  in  case  of  emergency  the  entire  portion 
of  the  work  intended  for  the  use  of  navigators  may  be 
computed  by  the  force  employed  by  that  office,  and  with- 
out any  foreign  cooperation  whatsoever:  Provided  fur- 
ther, That  any  employee  of  the  Nautical  Almanac  Office 
who  may  be  authorized  in  any  annual  appropriation  bill 
and  whose  services  in  whole  or  in  part  can  be  spared 
from  the  duty  of  preparing  for  publication  the  annual 
volumes  of  the  American  Ephemeris  and  Nautical  Al- 
manac may  be  emploved  by  said  office  in  the  duty  of  im- 
proving the  tables  of  the  planets,  moon,  and  stars,  to  be 
used  in  preparing  for  publication  the  annual  volumes  of 
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the  office:  Provided  further , That  section  four  hundred 
and  thirty-five,  Revised  Statutes,  is  hereby  repealed. 

Naval  proving  Ground,  Indian  Head,  Maryland  : Re- 
pairs to  wharf  and  coal-handling  plant  at  powder  fac- 
tory, ten  thousand  dollars;  new  surveillance  magazine, 
one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars;  two  dry  houses  for 
smokeless  powder,  seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars;

two  hundred  dollars ; one  set  of  double  quarters  for  com- 
missioned officers,  twelve  thousand  dollars;  in  all,  naval 
proving  ground,  Indian  Head,  thirty-one  thousand  two 
hundred  dollars.

the  present  public  road  across  this  reservation  and  the 
transferring  of  all  right,  title,  and  interest  therein  to  the 
United  States. 

For  the  purchase  of  the  necessary  land  required  in  the 
development  of  a rifle  range  in  the  vicinity  of  the  naval 
station,  Bremerton,  Washington,  seven  thousand  dollars.

BUREAU  OF  MEDICINE  AND  SURGERY. 

* * * * * 

That  a Medical  Reserve  Corps,  to  be  a constituent  part 
of  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Navy,  is  hereby  estab- 
lished under  the  same  provisions,  in  all  respects  (except 
as  may  be  necessary  to  adapt  the  said  provisions  to  the 
Navy),  as  those  providing  a Medical  Reserve  Corps  for 
the  Army,  and  as  set  forth  in  the  act  to  increase  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  Medical  Department  of  the  United  States 
Army,  approved  April  twenty-third,  nineteen  hundred 
and  eight. 

That  the  appointment  of  not  more  than  thirty  assistant 
dental  surgeons  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  authorized, 
said  assistant  dental  surgeons  to  be  a part  of  the  Medical 
Department  of  the  United  States  Navy,  to  serve  profes- 
sionally the  personnel  of  the  naval  service,  and  to  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  competent 
authority. 
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That  all  original  appointments  herein  authorized  shall  gig^acnttin|en^ 
be  made  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  in  the  grade  of  act-  surgeons,  ap- 
ing assistant  dental  surgeon,  and  all  appointees  to  such  pointment  of* 
grade  shall  be  citizens  of  the  United  States,  between 
twenty-four  and  thirty-two  years  of  age,  and  shall  be 
graduates  of  standard  medical  or  dental  colleges  trained 
m the  several  branches  of  dentistry,  of  good  moral  char- 
acter, of  unquestionable  professional  repute,  and  before 
appointment  shall  pass  satisfactory  physical  and  profes- 
sional examinations,  including  tests  of  skill  in  practical 
dentistry,  of  proficiency  in  the  several  usual  subjects  in  a 
standard  dental  college  course,  and  in  such  other  subjects 
of  general  education  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  re- 
quired for  admission  to  the  Medical  Corps  of  the  Navy. 

That  at  the  end  of  three  years  from  the  passage  of  this  ^commissions 
act  all  acting  assistant  dental  surgeons  who  have  had  two 
or  more  years’  service  under  their  original  appointment, 
as  herein  provided,  shall  undergo  such  physical  and  com- 
petitive professional  examinations  as  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  may  prescribe  to  determine  their  fitness  to  receive 
commissions  in  the  Navy,  and  if  found  qualified  they  shall 
be  appointed  assistant  dental  surgeons,  with  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  (junior  grade),  in  the  order  of  standing  as  de- 
termined by  the  professional  examinations  provided  for 
in  this  act. 

That  after  the  competitive  examinations  provided  for  Probationary 
in  section  three  of  this  act  have  been  held,  acting  assistant  per  0 * 
dental  surgeons  thereafter  appointed  shall  serve  a pro- 
bationary period  of  three  years,  and  upon  the  completion 
of  such  period  shall  undergo  such  examinations  as  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  prescribe  to  determine  their 
fitness  to  receive  commissions  in  the  Navy,  and,  if  found 
qualified,  they  snail  be  appointed  assistant  dental  sur- 
geons, with  the  rank  of  lieutenant  (junior  grade). 

That  if  any  acting  assistant  dental  surgeon  shall  fail  Discharge, 
upon  the  examinations  prescribed  in  this  act  he  shall  be 
honorably  discharged  from  the  naval  service,  and  the  ap- 
pointment of  an  acting  dental  surgeons  may  be  revoked 
at  any  time  in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  the 

That  all  appointees  authorized  by  act  shall  take  r^*d°nkce  and 
rank  and  precedence  in  the  same  manner  in  all  respects  prece  ence* 
as  in  the  case  of  appointees  to  the  Medical  Corps  of  the 
Navy,  and  shall  not  exercise  command  over  persons  in 
the  Navy  other  than  dental  surgeons  and  such  enlisted 
men  as  may  be  detailed  to  assist  them  by  competent  au- 
thority. 

That  all  officers  of  the  dental  corps  authorized  by  this  ti0n°mpensa‘ 
act  shall  receive  the  same  pay  and  allowances  as  officers 
of  corresponding  rank  and  length  of  service  in  the  Med- 
ical Corps  of  the  Navy. 
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That  all  officers  of  the  dental  corps  authorized  by  this 
act  shall  be  eligible  to  retirement  in  the  same  manner 
and  under  the  same  conditions  as  officers  of  the  Medical 
Corps  of  the  Navy : Provided , That  section  fourteen  hun- 
dred and  forty-five  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United 
States  shall  not  be  applicable  to  the  officers  herein  au- 
thorized: And  provided  further , That  the  dentist  now 
employed  at  the  Naval  Academy  shall  not  be  displaced 
by  the  operation  of  this  act  and  he  shall  have  the  same 
official  status,  pay,  and  allowances  as  may  be  provided 
for  the  senior  dental  surgeon  at  the  Military  Academy. 

That  the  Secretary  or  the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized 
to  appoint,  for  temporary  service,  suitably  qualified  act- 
ing dental  surgeons  when  necessary  to  the  health  and  effi- 
ciency of  the  personnel  of  the  Naval  Service:  Provided , 
That  the  total  strength  of  the  dental  corps,  including 
those  appointed  for  temporary  service  under  this  act, 
shall  not  exceed  the  proportion  of  one  to  each  thousand 
of  the  authorized  enlisted  strength  of  the  Navy  and  Ma- 
rine Corps : Provided  further , That  appointments  issued 
under  authority  of  this  act  may  be  revoked  at  any  time, 
shall  have  no  legal  force  or 'effect  except  for  the  time  the 
temporary  appointee  is  in  active  service,  and  shall  in- 
clude no  right  of  retirement. 

That  all  appointments  authorized  by  this  act,  except 
the  appointment  of  acting  dental  surgeons,  shall  be  made 
by  the  President,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate. 

That  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  re- 
pealed: Provided , That  the  tests  of  qualifications  for 
appointment  to  the  said  reserve  corps, and  to  the  dental 
corps  may  be  varied  to  suit  the  subjects  of  such  branch 
of  the  healing  art  or  specialty  of  surgery  of  which  spe- 
cialists may  be  required  and  in  the  discretion  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Navy  such  specialists  may  be  grouped  sepa- 
rately: Provided  further , That  of  the  dental  surgeons 
hereby  authorized  to  be  appointed  to  said  Medical  Re- 
serve Corps  and  to  the  said  Dental  Corps,  the  whole  num- 
ber ordered  to  active  duty  shall  not  exceed  the  number 
the  Secretary  W^he  Navy  may  deem  actually  necessary 
to  the  health  and  efficiency  of  the  personnel  of  the  Navy 
and  Marine  Corps  and,  in  time  of  peace,  the  number  shall 
not  exceed  the  proportion  of  one  dental  officer  to  one 
thousand  of  said  personnel. 

That  pharmacists  shall,  after  six  years  from  date  of 
warrant,  be  commissioned  chief  pharmacists  after  pacing 
satisfactorily  such  examination  as  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  may  prescribe,  and  shall,  on  promotion,  nave  the 
rank,  pay,  and  allowances  of  chief  boatswains.

That  for  the  purpose  of  further  increasing  the  Naval  one  battie- 
Establishment  of  the  United  States  the  President*  is shlp# 
hereby  authorized  to  have  constructed  one  first-class 
battleship,  carrying  as  heavy  armor  and  as  powerful

which  may,  as  advantage  may  offer,  be  built  elsewhere 
than  on  the  Great  Lakes  or  their  connecting  waters.

Increase  of  the  Navy;  colliers:  On  account  of  two 
fleet  colliers  heretofore  authorized,  five  hundred  and 
eighty-one  thousand  three  hundred  and  twenty-one  dol- 
lars and  forty-eight  cents. 

Increase  of  the  Navy;  equipment:  Toward  the  com- 
pletion of  equipment  outfit  of  the  vessels  heretofore  and 
herein  authorized,  three  hundred  and  fifty-five  thousand 
dollars. 

Increase  of  the  Navy;  armor  and  armament:  To- 
ward the  armor  and  armament  for  vessels  heretofore  and 
herein  authorized,  se^en  million  two  hundred  and  sixty- 
five  thousand  two  hundred  dollars. 

Total  increase  of  the  Navy  heretofore  and  herein  au- 
thorized, tweny  million  five  hundred  and  sixty-nine  thou- 
sand three  hundred  and  seventy-three  dollars  and  forty- 
eight  cents. 

The  act  entitled  “An  act  limiting  the  hours  of  daily 
service  of  laborers  and  mechanics  employed  upon  work 
done  for  the  United  States,  or  for  any  Territory  or  for 
the  District  of  Columbia,  and  for  other  purposes,”  ap- 
proved June  nineteenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve, 
shall  be  in  force  as  to  all  contracts  authorized  by  this 
act  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act.

asylum  for  disabled  and  decrepit  Navy  officers,  seamen, 
and  marines:  Provided , That  hereafter  no  sites  shall  be 
procured  or  hospital  buildings  erected  or  extensions  to  ex- 
isting hospitals  made  unless  hereafter  authorized  by  Con- 
gress : Provided , That  the  sum  of  $70,000  is  appropriated, 
to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  other- 
wise appropriated,  for  the  building  of  a new  power  plant 
at  the  Naval  Hospital,  Chelsea,  Massachusetts,  said  sum 
of  money  to  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  from  the  proceeds 
of  sale  of  land  authorized  by  the  naval  Act  of  June 
twenty-ninth,  nineteen  hundred  and  six.”

. It  is  “ Provided , That  a Navy  Dental  Reserve  Corps  is 
hereby  authorized  to  be  organized  and  operated  under  the

sixty rfour  years,  be  entitled  to  retired  pay.”

An  Act  Making  appropriations  for  the  naval  service  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled , That  the  following  sums  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  appropriated,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in 
the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  naval  service  of 
the  Government  for  the  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  fifteen,  and  for  other  purposes: 


FAT,  MISCELLANEOUS. 


The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  send  to  Congress  at  the  beginning 
of  its  next  regular  session  a complete  schedule  or  list  showing  the 
amount  of  money  of  all  pay  and  for  all  allowances  for  each  grade  of 
officers  in  the  Navy,  including  retired  officers,  and  for  all  officers 
included  in  this  Act  and  for  all  enlisted  men  so  included. 

For  Commissions  and  interest;  transportation  of  funds;  exchange; 
mileage  to  officers  while  traveling  under  orders  in  the  United  States, 
and  for  actual  personal  expenses  of  officers  while  traveling  abroad 
under  orders,  and  for  traveling  expenses  of  civilian  employees,  and 
for  actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses  of  midshipmen  while 
proceeding  from  their  homes  to  the  Naval  Academy  for  examination 
and  appointment  as  midshipmen;  for  actual  traveling  expenses  of 
female  nurses-  actual  expenses  of  officers  while  on  shore  patrol  duty; 
for  rent  of  buildings  and  offices  not  in  navy  yards,  including  the  rental 
of  offices  in  the  District  of  Columbia ; expenses  of  courts-martial, 
prisoners  and  prisons,  and  courts  of  inquiry,  boards  of  inspection, 
examining  boards,  with  clerks'  and  witnesses'  fees,  and  traveling 
expenses  and  costs;  stationery  and  recording;  religious  books;  ex- 
penses of  purchasing  paymasters’  offices  of  the  various  cities*  includ- 
ing clerks,  furniture,  fuel,  stationery,  and  incidental  expenses; 
newspapers  and  periodicals  for  the  naval  service;  all  advertising  for 
the  Navy  Department  and  its  bureaus  (except  advertising  for  recruits 
for  the  Bureau  of  Navigation);  copying;  care  of  library*  including 
the  purchase  of  books,  photographs,  prints,  manuscripts,  and  peri- 
odicals; ferriage;  tolls;  costs  of  suits;  commissions,  warrants,  diplo- 
mas, and  discharges;  relief  of  vessels  in  distress;  recovery  of  valu- 
ables from  shipwrecks;  quarantine  expenses;  reports;  professional 
investigation;  cost  of  special  instruction  at  home  and  abroad,  includ- 
ing maintenance  of  students  and  attaches;  information  fro!m  abroad, 
and  the  collection  and  classification  thereof;  all  charges  pertaining 
to  the  Navy  Department  and  its  bureaus  for  ice  for  the  cooling  of 
drinking  water  on  shore  (except  at  naval  hospitals),  telephone  rentals 
and  tolls,  telegrams,  cablegrams,  and  postage,  foreign  and  domestic, 
and  post-office  box  rentals;  and  other  necessary  and  incidental 
expenses:  Provided , That  the  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  this  appropria- 
tion, under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy;  for  clerical, 
4832°— S.  Doc.  428, 66-3 24  369 
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inspection,  and  messenger  service  in  navy  yards,  naval  stations,  Mid 
purchasing  pay  offices  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  fifteen,  shall  not  exceed  $280,000;  in  all,  $1,000,000: 
Provided , That  hereafter  no  mileage  shall  be  paid  to  any  officer  where 
Government  transportation  is  furnished  such  officer. 

Contingent,  Navy:  For  all  emergencies  and  extraordinary  ex- 
penses, exclusive  of  personal  services  in  the  Navy  Department,  or 
any  of  its  subordinate  bureaus  or  offices  at  Washington,  District  of 
Columbia,  arising  at  home  or  abroad,  but  impossible  to  be  antici- 
pated or  classified,  to  be  expended  on  the  approval  and  authority  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and  for  such  purposes  as  he  may  deem 
proper,  $150,000:  Provided,  That  the  accounting  officers  of  the 
Treasury  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  allow,  in  the  settle- 
ment of  accounts  of  disbursing  officers  involved,  payments  made 
under  the  appropriation  ° 1 Contingent,  Navy,”  to  civilian  employees 
appointed  by  the  Navy  Department  for  duty  in  arid  serving  at  naval 
stations  maintained  in  the  island  possessions  during  the  fiscal  year 
nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen:  Provided  further,  That  the  sum  of  $104,- 
000,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  be  expended,  on  the 
approval  and  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  for  entertain- 
ing the  officers  and  crews  of  foreign  fleets  which  may  be  sent  to  attend 
and  participate  in  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition  in 
consequence  of  the  invitation  of  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
extended  in  pursuance  of  the  authority  contained  in  the  joint*  resolu- 
tion of  Congress  approved  February  fifteenth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
eleven,  and  of  the  authority  contained  in  the  Act  making  appropria- 
tions for  the  naval  service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  twelve,  and  for  other  purposes,  approved 
March  fourth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  and  for  defraying  such 
other  expenses  incident  to*  the  visit  of  the  said  foreign  fleets  as  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  deem  proper,  and  the  said  sum  shall  be 
available  until  November  fifteenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen. 

That  the  tolls  that  have  been  or  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Presi- 
dent, in  pursuance  of  the  authority  contained  in  the  Panama  Canal 
Act,  approved  August  twenty-fourth,  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve, 
to  be  levied  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States  for  the  use  of 
the  Panama  Canal  shall  not  be  assessed  against  nor  collected  from 
any  war  vessel  of  any  foreign  nation  which  may  pass  through  the 
Panama  Canal  en  route  to  or  in  returning  from  the  Panama-Pacific 
International  Exposition:  Provided , That  such  vessel  has  been  sent 
by  its  Government  to  attend  and  participate  in  the  said  exposition 
in  consequence  of  the  invitation  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  extended  in  pursuance  of  the  authority  contained  in  the  joint 
resolution  of  Congress  approved  February  fifteenth,  nineteen  hundred 
and  eleven,  and  of  the  authority  contained  in  the  Act  making  appro- 
priations for  the  naval  service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  twelve,  and  for  other  purposes,  approved 
March  fourth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
define  and  establish  suitable  anchorage  grounds  in  Hampton  Roads, 
Virginia,  and  the  adjacent  waters  for  the  combined  fleets  of  the 
United  States  and  foreign  Governments  which  may  rendezvous  there 
prior  to  proceeding  to  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition, 
to  be  held  at  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  California,  in  the 
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year  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen,  as  well  as  to  define  and  establish 
suitable  anchorage  grounds  in  the  Bay  of  San  Francisco  and  the 
approaches  and  waters  adjacent  thereto  during  the  continuance  of  the 
said  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition,  and  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy  is  hereby  further  authorized  to  make  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations regarding  the  movements  of  all  vessels  in  all  of  the  waters 
named  as  may  be  necessary  in  order  to  insure  the  proper  and  orderly 
conduct  of  sudh  features  as  may  be  planned  for  tne  combined  fleets 
and  to  provide  for  the  safety  of  the  vessels  participating  therein; 
and  such  rules  and  regulations  when  so  issued  and  published  shall 
have  the  force  and  effect  of  law. 

That  officers  who  now  perform  engineering  duty  on  shore  only  and 
officers  of  the  Construction  Corps  shall  be  eligible  for  any  shore  duty 
compatible  with  their  rank  ana  grade  to  which  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  may  assign  them. 

Care  of  lepers,  islands  of  Guam  and  Culion:  Naval  station, 
island  of  Guam:  Maintenance  and  care  of  lepers,  special  patients,  and 
for  other  purposes,  including  cost  of  transfer  of  lepers  from  Guam  to 
the  island  of  Culion,  in  tne  Philippines,  and  their  maintenance, 
$14,000. 

BUREAU  OF  NAVIGATION. 

Transportation:  For  travel  allowance  of  enlisted  men  discharged 
on  account  of  expiration  of  enlistment;  transportation  of  enlisted 
men  and  apprentice  seamen  and  applicants  for  enlistment  at  home 
and  abroad,  with  subsistence  and  transfers  en  route,  or  cash  in  lieu 
thereof;  transportation  to  their  homes,  if  residents  of  the  United 
States,  of  enlisted  men  and  apprentice  seamen  discharged  on  medical 
survey,  with  subsistence  and  transfers  en  route,  or  cash  in  lieu  thereof; 
transportation  of  sick  or  insane  enliste’d  men  and  apprentice  seamen 
to  hospitals,  with  subsistence  and  transfers  en  route,  or  cash  in  lieu 
thereof;4  apprehension  and  delivery  of  deserters  and  stragglers,  and 
for  railway  guides  and  other  expenses  incident  to  transportation, 
$850,000. 

Recruiting:  Expenses  of  recruiting  for  the  naval  service;  rent  of 
rendezvous  and  expenses  of  main  taming  the  same;  advertising  for 
and  obtaining  men  and  apprentice  seamen;  actual  and  necessary 
expenses  in  lieu  of  mileage  to  officers  on  duty  with  traveling  recruit- 
ing parties,  $130,000:  Provided,  That  no  part  of  this  appropriation 
shall  be  expended  in  recruiting  seamen,  ordinary  seamen,  or  appren- 
tice seameh  unless,  in  case  of  minors,  a certificate  of  birth  or  a verified 
written  statement  by  the  parents,  or  either  of  them,  or  in  case  of  their 
death  a verified  written  statement  by  the  legal  guardian,  be  first 
furnished  to  the  recruiting  officer,  showing  applicant  to  be  of  age 
required  by  naval  regulations,  which  shall  be  presented  with  the 
application  for  enlistment;  except  in  cases  where  such  certificate  is 
unobtainable,  enlistment  may  be  made  when  the  recruiting  officer  is 
convinced  that  oath  of  applicant  as  to  age  is  credible;  but  when  it  is 
afterwards  found,  upon  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  Nav£  Depart- 
ment, that  recruit  has  sworn  falsely  as  to  age,  and  is  under  eighteen 
years  of  age  at  the  time  of  enlistment,  he  shall,  upon  request  of  either 

{>arent,  or,  in  case  of  their  death,  by  the  legal  guardian,  be  released 
rom  service  in  the  Navy,  upon  payment  of  fuu  cost  of  first  outfit, 
unless,  in  any  given  case,  the 'Secretary,  in  his  discretion,  shall  relieve 
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said  recruit  of  such  payment:  Provided,  That  authority  is  hereby 
granted  to  employ  the  services  of  an  advertising  agency  or  agencies 
m advertising  for  recruits  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  are 
most  advantageous  to  the  Government. 

Any  alien  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and  upward  who  may, 
under  existing  law,  become  a citizen  of  the  United  States,  who  has 
served  or  may  hereafter  serve  for  one  enlistment  of  not  less  than  four 
years  in  the  United  States  Navy  or  Marine  Corps,  and  who  has 
received  therefrom  an  honorable  discharge  or  an  ordinary  discharge, 
with  recommendation  for  reenlistment,  or  who  has  completed  four 
years  in  the  Revenue-Cutter  Service  and  received  therefrom  an  hon- 
orable discharge  or  an  ordinary  discharge  with  recommendation  for 
reenlistment,  or  who  has  completed  four  yearn  of  honorable  service 
in  the  naval  auxiliary  service,  shall  be  admitted  to  become  a citizen 
of  the  United  States  upon  his  petition  without  any  previous  declara- 
tion of  his  intention  to  become  such,  and  without  proof  of  residence 
on  shore,  and  the  court  admitting  such  alien  shall,  in  addition  to 
proof  of  gpod  moral  character,  be  satisfied  by  competent  proof  from 
naval  or  revenue-cutter  sources  of  such  service:  Provided , That  an 
• honorable  discharge  from  the  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  Revenue-Cu  tter 
Service,  or  the  naval  auxiliary  service,  or  an  ordinary  discharge  with 
recommendation  for  reenlistment,  shall  be  accepted  as  proof  of  good 
moral  character:  Provided  further,  That  any  court  which  now  has  or 
may  hereafter  be  given  jurisdiction  to  naturalize  aliens  as  citizens  of 
the  United  States  may  immediately  naturalize  any  alien  applying 
under  and  furnishing  tne  proof  prescribed  by  the  foregoing  provisions. 

Contingent:  Ferriage,  continuous-service  certificates,  discharges, 
good-conduct  badges,  and  medals  for  men  and  boys;  purchase  of 
gymnastic  apparatus;  transportation  of  effects  of  deceased  officers 
and  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy;  books  for  training  apprentice  seamen 
and  landsmen;  maintenance  of  gunnery  and  other  training  classes: 
packing  boxes  and  materials;  books  and  models;  stationery;  and 
other,  contingent  expenses  and  emergencies  arising  under  cognizance 
of  the  Bureau  of  Navigation,  unforeseen  and  impossible  to  classify, 
*15,000. 

Gunnery  exercises:  Prizes,  trophies,  and  badges  for  excellence  in 
gunnery  exercises  and  target  practice;  for  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  shooting  galleries,  target  houses,  targets,  and  ranges; 
for  hiring  established  ranges,  and  for  transportation  of  civilian  as- 
sistants and  equipment  to  and  from  ranges,  $115,000, 

Steaming  exercises:  Prizes,  trophies,  and  badges  for  excellence  in 
steaming  exercises,  to  be  awarded  to  the  ships  in  commission  for  gen- 
eral efficiency  and  for  economy  in  coal  consumption,  under  such 
rules  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  formulate,  and  for  the  pur- 
pose of  classifying,  compiling,  ana  pubfishing  the  results  of  the  com- 
petition, $6,500. 

Aviation  experiments : For  experimental  work  in  the  development 
of  aviation  for  naval  purposes,  $10,000. 

Outfits  on  first  enlistment:  Outfits  for  all  enlisted  men  and 
apprentice  seamen  of  the  Navy  on  first  enlistment,  at  not  to  exceed 
*60  each,  $800,000:  Provided , That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is 
authorized  to  issue  a clothing  outfit  to  all  enlisted  men  serving  in 
their  second  enlistment  who  tailed  to  receive  an  outfit  of  the  value 
authorized  by  law  on  their  first  enlistment,  or  who,  having  received 
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such  outfit,  were  required  to  refund  its  value  on  account  of  discharge 
prior  to  expiration  of  enlistment:  Provided  further.  That  the  net  cost 
to  the  Government  of  clothing  outfits  furnished  any  one  enlisted 
man  shall  not  exceed  $60. 

Maintenance  of  naval  auxiliaries:  Pay,  transportation,  ship- 
ping, and  subsistence  of  civilian  officers  and  crews  of  naval  auxiliaries, 
ana  all  expenses  connected  with  naval  auxiliaries  employed  in 
emergencies  which  can  not  be  paid  from  other  appropriations, 
$800,000. 

Instruments  and  supplies:  Supplies  for  seamen’s  quarters;  avia- 
tion outfits;  and  for  the  purchase  of  all  other  articles  of  equipage  at 
home  and  abroad,  and  for  the  payment  of  labor  in  equipping  vessels 
therewith  and  manufacture  of  such  articles  in  the  several  navy 
yards;  all  pilotage  and  towage  of  ships  of  war;  canal  tolls,  wharfage, 
dock  and  port  charges,  and  other  necessary  incidental  expenses  of  a 
similar  nature;  services  and  materials  in  repairing,  correcting,  adjust- 
ing, and  testing  compasses  on  shore  and  on  boara  ship;  nautical  and 
astronomical  instruments  and  repairs  to  same;  libraries  for  ships  of 
war,  professional  books,  schoolbooks,  and  papers;  compasses,  com- 
pass fittings,  including  binnacles,  tripods,  and  other  appendages  of 
ship’s  compasses;  logs  and  other  appliances  for  measuring  the  ship’s 
way,  and  leads  and  other  appliances  for  sounding;  photographs,  pho- 
tographic instruments  and  materials,  printing  outfit  and  materials, 
$305,000. 

Ocean  and  lake  surveys.— Hydrographic  surveys,  including  the 
pay  of  the  necessary  hydrographic  surveyors,  cartographic  draftsmen 
ana  recorders,  and  for  the  purchase  of  nautical  booxs,  charts,  and 
sailing  directions,  $90,000:  Provided , That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
is  authorized  to  detail  such  naval  officers  not  exceeding  four  as  may 
be  necessary  to  the  Hydrographic  Office. 

Naval  training  station,  California:  Maintenance  of  naval 
training  station,  Yerba  Buena  Island,  California,  namely:  Labor  and 
material;  buildings  and  wharves;  general  care,  repairs,  and  improve- 
ments of  grounds,  buildings,  and  wharves;  wharfage,  ferriage,  and 
street  car  fare;  purchase  ana  maintenance  of  live  stock,  and  attend- 
ance on  same;  wagons,  carts,  implements,  and  tools,  and  repairs  to 
same;  fire  engines  and  extinguishers*  gymnastic  implements,  models 
and  other  articles  needed  in  instruction  of  apprentice  seamen;  print- 
ing outfit  and  materials,  and  maintenance  of  same;  heating  and 
lighting;  stationery,  books,  schoolbooks,  and  periodicals;  freshwater, 
and  washing;  packing  boxes  and  materials;  and  all  other  contingent 
expenses;  maintenance  of  dispensary  building;  lectures  and  suitable 
entertainments  for  apprentice  seamen*  in  all,  $70,000. 

Naval  training  station,  Rhode  Island:  Maintenance  of  naval 
training  station,  Coasters  Harbor  Island,  Rhode  Island,  namely: 
Labor  and  material;  buildings  and  wharves;  dredging  channels;  ex- 
tending sea  wall;  repairs  to  causeway  and  sea  wall;  general  care, 
repairs,  and  improvements  of  grounds,  buildings,  and  wharves; 
wharfage,  ferriage,  and  street  car  fare;  purchase  and  maintenance  of 
live  stock,  and  attendance  on  same;  wagons,  carts,  implements,  and 
tools,  and  repairs  to  same;  fire  engines  and  extinguishers;  gymnastic 
implements;  models  and  other  articles  needed  in  instruction  of  ap- 
prentice seamen;  printing  outfit  and  materials,  and  maintenance  of 
same;  heating  ana  lighting;  stationery,  bonks,  schoolbooks,  and  pe- 
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riodicals;  fresh  water,  and  washing;  packing  boxes  and  materials; 
and  all  other  contingent  expenses;  lectures  and  suitable  entertain- 
ments for  apprentice  seamen;  in  all,  $85,000:  Provided , That  the 
sum  to  be  paid  out  of  this  appropriation  under  the  direction  of  Ahe 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  for  clerical,  drafting,  inspection,  and  messenger 
service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred 
and  fifteen,  shall  not  exceed  $5,701.60. 

Naval  training  station,  Great  Lakes:  Maintenance  of  naval 
training  station:  Labor  and  material;  general  care,  repairs,  and  im- 
provements of  grounds,  buildings,  and  piers;  street  car  fare;  pur- 
chase and  maintenance  of  live  stock,  and  attendance  on  same; 
motor-propelled  vehicles,  wagons,  carts,  implements,  and  tools,  and 
repairs  to  same;  fire  apparatus  and  extinguishers ; gymnastic  imple- 
ments; models  and  otner  articles  needed  in  instruction  of  apprentice 
seamen;  printing  outfit  and  material,  and  maintenance  of  same; 
heating  and  lighting,  and  repairs  to  power-plant  equipment,  distribut- 
ing mains,  tunnel,  and  conduits*  stationery,  boohs,  schoolbooks,  and 
periodicals;  washing;  packing  ooxes  and  materials;  lectures  and 
suitable  entertainments  for  apprentice  seamen;  and  all  other  con- 
tingent expenses:  Provided , That  the  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  this  ap- 
propriation under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navyfor  clerical, 
araiting,  inspection,  and  messenger  service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen,  shall  not  exceed  $1,500; 
in  all,  naval  training  station,  Great  Lakes,  $98,457. 

Naval  training  station,  Saint  Helena:  Maintenance  of  naval 
training  station;  labor  and  material,  general  care,  repairs,  and  im- 
provements; schoolbooks;  and  all  other  incidental  expenses,  $25,000. 

Naval  War  College,  Rhode  Island:  For  maintenance  of  the 
Naval  War  College  on  Coasters  Harbor  Island,  and  care  of  grounds 
for  same,  $25^250;  services  of  a lecturer  on  international  law,  $2,000; 
services  of  civilian  lecturers,  rendered  at  the  War  College,  $300;  care 
and  preservation  of  the  library,  including  the  purchase,  binding,  and 
repair  of  books  of  reference  and  periodicals,  $1,300:  Provided , That 
the  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  this  appropriation  under  the  direction  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy, for  clerical,  inspection,  drafting,  and  mes- 
senger service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  fifteen,  shall  not  exceed  $12,500.  In  all,  Naval  War  College, 
Rhode  Island,  $28,850. 

Naval  Home,  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  pay  of  employees: 
One  secretary,  $1,600;  one  foreman  mechanic,  $1,500;  one  superin- 
tendent of  grounds,  at  $720;  one  steward,  at  $720;  one  store  laborer, 
at  $480;  one  matron,  at  $420;  one  beneficiaries’  attendant,  at  $300;

under  honorable  discharge,  $964,812;  interest  oil  deposits  by  men, 
$34,568;  pay  of  petty  officers,  Seamen,  landsmen,  and  apprentice 
seamen,  including  men  in  the  engineers*  force  and  men  detailed  for 
duty  .with  Naval  Militia,  and  for  the  Fish  Commission,  forty-eight 
thousand  men,  $23,027,777.40;  and  the  number  of  enlisted  men 
shall  be  exclusive  of  those  undergoing  imprisonment  with  sentence 
of  dishonorable  discharge  from  the  service  at  expiration  of  such 
confinement,  $283,854.60;  and  as  many  machinists  as  the  President 
may  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary  to  appoint,  not  to  exceed 
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twenty  in  any  one  year,  $200,000;  and  three  thousand  five  hundred 
apprentice  seamen  under  training  at  training  stations,  and  on  board 
training  ship 3,  at  the  pay  prescribed  by  law,  $275,808;  pay  of  the 
Nurse  Corps,  $116,580;  rent  of  quarters  for  members  of  the  Nurse 
Corps,  $1,000;  in  all,  $40,010,724:  and  the  money  herein  specifically 
appropriated  for  “Pay  of  the  Navy”  shall  be  disbursed  and  ac- 
counted for  in  accordance  with  existing  law  as  “Pay  of  the  Navy,” 
and  for  that  purpose  shall  constitute  one  fund:  Provided , That 
hereafter  the  number  of  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps 
provided  for  shall  be  construed  to  mean  the  daily  average  number 
of  enlisted  men  in  the  naval  service  during  the  fiscal  year. 

The  grade  of  acting  chaplain  in  the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized 
and  created,  and  hereafter  original  appointments  shall  be  made  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  not  to  exceed  the  number  hereinafter 
provided,  in  the  grade  of  acting  chaplains  in  the  Navy  after  such 
examination  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 
and  while  so  serving  acting  chaplains  shall  have  the  rank,  pay,  and 
allowances  of  lieutenant,  junior  grade,  in  the  Navy.  After  three 
years'  sea  service  on  board  ship  each  acting  chaplain  before  receiv- 
ing a commission  in  the  Navy  shall  establish  to  the  satisfaction 
. th.e  Secretary  of  the  Navy  by  examination  by  a board  of  chaplains 
and  medical  officers  of  the  Navy  his  physical,  mental,  moral,  and 
professional  fitness  to  perform  tne  duties  of  chaplain  in  the  Navy, 
and  if  found  so  qualified,  shall  be  commissioned  a chaplain  in  the 
Navy  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant,  junior  grade.  If  any  acting  chap-* 
lain  shall  fail  on  the  examinations  herein  prescribed  he  shall  be  hon- 
orably discharged  from  the  naval  service,  and  the  appointment  of 
any  acting  chaplain  may  be  revoked  at  any  time  in  the  discretion 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

Hereafter  the  total  number  of  chaplains  and  acting  chaplains  in  the 
Navy  shall  be  one  to  each  twelve  hundred  and  fifty  of  the  total  per- 
sonnel of  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  as  fixed  by  law,  including  mid- 
shipmen, apprentice  seamen,  and  naval  prisoners,  and  of  the  total 
number  of  chaplains  and  acting  chaplains  herein  authorized  ten  per 
centum  thereof  shall  have  the  rank  of  captain  in  the  Navy,  twenty 

Eer  centum  the  rank  of  commander,  twenty  per  centum  the  rank  of 
eutenant  commander,  and  the  remainder  to  have  the  rank  of  lieu- 
tenants and  lieutenants,  junior  grade. 

Naval  chaplains  hereafter  commissioned  from  acting  chaplains  shall 
have  the  rank,  pay,  and  allowances  of  lieutenant,  junior  grade,  in  thq 
Navy  until  they # shall  have  completed  four  years'  service  in  that 
grade,  when,  subject  to  examination  as  above  prescribed,  they  shall 
nave  the  rank,  pay,  and  allowances  of  lieutenant  in  the  Navy,  and 
chaplains  with  the  rank  of  heu tenant  shall  have  at  least  four  years' 
service  in  that  grade  before  promotion  to  the  grade  of  lieutenant 
commander,  after  which  service^  chaplains  shall  be  promoted  as 
vacancies  occur  to  the  grades  of  lieutenant  commander,  commander, 
and  captain:  Provided,  That  not  more  than  seven  acting  chaplains 
shall  be  commissioned  chaplains  in  any  one  year:  And  provided 
further , That  no  provision  or  this  section  shall  operate  to  reduce  the 
rank,  pay,  or  allowances  that  would  have  been  received  by  any  person 
in  the  Navy  except  for  the  passage  of  this  section,  and  that  all  laws  or 
parts  of  laws  inconsistent  with  tne  provisions  of  this  section  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby,  repealed- 
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Provisions,  Navy:  For  provisions  and  commuted  rations  for  the 
seamen  and  marines,  which  commuted  rations  may  be  paid  to  caterers 
of  messes,  in  case  of  death  or  desertiom  upon  orders  or  the  command- 
ing officers,  commuted  rations  for  officers  on  sea  duty  (other  than 
commissioned  officers  of  the  line,  Medical  and  Pay  Corps,  chaplains, 
chief  boatswains,  chief  gunners,  chief  carpeiiters,  chief  machinists, 
and  chief  sailmakers)  ana  midshipmen,  and  commuted  rations  stopped 
on  account  of  sick  in  hospital  and  credited  at  the  rate  of  50  cents  per 
ration  to  the  naval  hospital  fund;  subsistence  of  officers  and  men 
unavoidably  detained  or  absent  from  vessels  to  which  attached  under 
orders  (during  which  subsistence  rations  to  be  stopped  on  board  ship 
and  no  credit  for  commutation  therefor  to  be  given);  and  for  sub- 
sistence of  female  nurses,  and  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  general  courts- 
martial  prisoners  undergoing  imprisonment  with  sentences  of  dis- 
honorable discharge  from  the  service  at  the  expiration  of  such  con- 
finement: Provided , That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  authorized  to 
commute  rations  for  such  general  courts-martial  prisoners  in  such 
amounts  as  seem  to  him  proper,  which  may  vary  in  accordance  with 
the  location  of  the  naval  prison,  but  which  shall  in  no  case  exceed  30 
cents  per  diem  for  each  ration  so  commuted;  and  for  the  purchase 
of  United  States  Army  emergency  rations  as  required;  in  all, 
$7,713,954.50,  to  be  available  until  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen. 

Provisions,  Navy:  The  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasuiy  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  allow  members  of  the  Navy  Nurse 
Corps  the  amounts  which  as  commutation  of  subsistence  have  been 
at  any  time  checked  against  their  accounts  or  withheld  from  them 
as  the  result  of  the  decisions  of  the  comptroller  dated  December 
twenty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve,  and  April  twenty-ninth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  and  to  pay  said  sums  out  of  any  ap- 
propriation for  provisions,  Navy. 

Maintenance,  Bureau  of  Supplies  and  Accounts:  For  fuel; 
the  removal  and  transportation  of  ashes  from  ships  of  war;  books, 
blanks,  and  stationery,  including  stationery  for  commanding  and 
navigating  officers  of  snips,  chaplains  on  shore  and  afloat,  and  for 
the  use  of  courts-martial  on  board  ship;  purchase,  repair,  and  ex- 
change of  typewriters  for  ships;  packing  ooxes  and  materials;  interior 
fittings  for  general  storehouses,  pay  offices,  and  accounting  offices  in 
navy  yards;  coffee  mills  and  repairs  thereto;  expenses  of  naval  cloth- 
ing factory  and  machinery  for  the  same;  modernizing  laboratory 
equipment  and  bringing  the  same  up  to  date;  purchase  of  articles  of 
equipage  at  home  and  abroad  under  the  cognizance  of  the  Bureau  of 
Supplies  and  Accounts,  and  for  the  payment  of  labor  in  equipping 
vessels  therewith,  and  the  manufacture  of  such  articles  in  the  severiu 
navy  yards;  muscial  instruments  and  music;  mess  outfits;  soap  on 
board  naval  vessels;  athletic  outfits;  tolls,  ferriages,  yeomen’s  stores, 
safes,  newspapers,  and  other  incidental  expenses;  labor  in  general 
storehouses,  paymasters’  offices,  and  accounting  offices  in  navy  yards 
and  naval  stations,  including  naval  stations  maintained  in  island 

Eossessions  under  the  control  of  the  United  States,  and  expenses  in 
andling  stores  purchased  and  manufactured  under  “Genera!  account 
of  advances”;  and  reimbursement  to  appropriations  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  of  cost  of  inspection  of  meats  and  meat  food 
products  for  the  Navy  Department:  Provided,  That  the  sum  to  be 
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paid  out  of  this  appropriation,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy,  for  chemists  and  for  clerical,  inspection,  and  messenger 
service  iti  the  general  storehouses,  paymasters’  offices,  and  accounting 
offices  of  the  navy  yards  and  naval  stations  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen,  shall  not  exceed  $643,000; 
in  all,  $2,031,487.25. 

Freight,  Bureau  op  Supplies  and  Accounts:  All  freight  and 
express  charges  pertaining  to  the  Navy  Department  and  its  bureaus, 
except  the  transportation  of  coal  for  the  Bureau  of  Supplies  and 
Accounts,  $525,000. 

Coal  and  transportation:  Coal  and  other  fuel  for  steamers’  and 
ships’  use,  including  expenses  of  transportation,  storage^  and  handling 
the  same;  maintenance  and  general  operation  of  machinery  of  naval 
coaling  depots  and  coaling  plants;  water  for  all  purposes  on  board 
naval  vessels;  and  ice  for  the  cooling  of  water,  including  the  expense, 
of  transportation  and  storage  of  botn,  $4,800,000. 

Those  portions  of  the  Acts  of  June  twenty-fifth,  nineteen  hundred 
and  ten,  and  March  fourth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  which 
create  the  “Naval  supply  account”  under  the  Bureau  of  Supplies  and 
Accounts,  are  hereby  so  modified  and  amended  that  hereafter  the 
appraised  value  of  all  stores,  equipage,  and  supplies  turned  in  from 
ships,  and  ships’  equipage  turned  in  from  yards  or  stations  (except 
salvage),  shall  be  credited  to  the  current  appropriations  concerned, 
and  the  amounts  so  credited  shall  be  available  for  expenditures  for 
the  same  purposes  as  the  appropriations  credited;  and  all  Acts  or 
parts  of  Acts  m so  far  as  they  conflict  with  this  provision  are  hereby 
repealed, 

BUREAU  OF  CONSTRUCTION  AND  REPAIR. 

Construction  and  repair  of  vessels:  For  preservation  and 
completion  of  vessels  on  the  stocks  and  in  ordinary;  purchase  of  mate- 
rials and  stores  of  all  kinds*  steam  steerers,  pneumatic  steerers,  steam 
capstans,  steam  windlasses,  air  craft,  and  all  other  auxiliaries;  labor 
in  navy  yards  and  on  foreign  stations;  purchase  of  machinery  and 
tools  for  use  in  shops;  carrying  oil  work  of  experimental  model  tank; 
designing  naval  Vessels;  construction  and  repair  of  yard  craft,  lighters, 
and  barges;  wear,  tear,  and  repair  of  vessels  afloat;  general  care, 
increase,  and  protection  of  the  Navy  in  the  line  of  construction  ana 
repair;  incidental  expenses  for  vessels  and  navy  yards,  inspectors’ 
offices,  such  as  photographing,  books,  professional  magazines,  plans, 
stationery,  and  instruments  for  drafting  room,  and  for  pay  of  classified 
force  under  the  bureau;  for  hemp,  wire,  iron,  and  other  materials  for 
the  manufacture  of  cordage,  anchors,  cables,  galleys,  and  chains; 
specifications  for  purchase  thereof  shall  be  so  prepared  as  shall  give 
fair  and  free  competition;  canvas  for  the  manufacture  of  sails,  awn- 
ings, hammocks,  and  other  work;  interior  appliances  and  tools  for 
manufacturing  purposes  in  navy  yards  and  naVal  stations ; and  for  the 

J purchase  of  all  other  articles  of  equipage  at  home  and  abroad;  and 
or  the  payment  of  labor  in  equipping  vessels  therewith  and  manufac- 
ture Of  such  articles  in  the  several  navy  yards;  naval  signals  and 
apparatus,  other  than  electric,  namely,  signals,  lights,  lanterns,  rock- 
ets, running  lights,  lanterns  and  lamps  and  their  appendages  for  gen- 
eral use  on  board  ship  for  illuminating  purposes,  and  oil  and  candles 
used  in  connection  therewith;  bunting  and  other  materials  for  making 
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and  repairing  flags  of  all  kinds;  for  all  permanent  galley  fittings  and 
equipage;  rugs,  carpets,  curtains,  and  hangings  on  board  naval  ves- 
sels, $9,788,000 : Provided , That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  be  author- 
ized at  his  discretion  to  issue  free  of  cost  the  national  nag  (United 
States  national  ensign  No.  7)  used  for  draping  the  coffin  of  any  officer 
or  enlisted  man  of  the  Navy  or  Marine  Corps  whose  death  occurs 
while! in  the  service  of  the  United  States  Navy  or  Marine  Corps,  upon 
request,  to  the  relatives  of  the  deceased  officer  or  enlisted  man  or 
upon  request,  to  a school,  patriotic  order,  or  society  to  which  the 
deceased  officer  or  man  belonged:  Provided!  further*  That  no  part  of 
this  sum  shall  be  applied  to  the  repair  of  any  wooaen  ship  when  the 
estimated  cost  of  such  repairs,  to  be  appraised  by  a competent  board 
of  naval  officers,  shall  exceed  ten  per  centum  of  the  estimated  cost, 
appraised  in  like  manner,  of  a new  ship  of  the  same  size  and  like  mate- 
rial: Provided  further , That  no  part  of  this  sum  shall  be  applied  to 
*the  repair  of  any  other  ship  when  the  estimated  cost  of  such  repairs, 
to  be  appraised  by  a competent  board  of  naval  officers,  shall  exceea 
twenty  per  centum  of  the  estimated  cost,  appraised  in  like  manner,  of 
a new  snip  of  the  same  size  and  like  material:  Provided  further , That 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  deprive  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  of 
the  authority  to  order  repairs  of  ships  damaged  in  foreign  waters  or 
on  the  high  seas,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  bring  them  home. 
And  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  expendi- 
tures from  appropriate  funds  under  the  various  bureaus  for  repairs 
and  changes  on  the  vessel  herein  named  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
the  sum  specified  for  said  vessel,  Constellation,  $50,000:  Provided 
further , That  the  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  this  appropriation,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  for  clerical,  drafting,  inspection, 
watchmen  (ship  keepers),  and  messenger  service  in  navy  yards,  naval 
stations,  and  offices  of  superintending  naval  constructors  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen,  shall  not 
exceed  $958,100:  Provided  further , That  the  Secretary  of  the,  Navy 
is  hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  contract  for  the  use  by  the  Govern- 
ment of  drydocks  at  Hunters  Point,  San  Francisco,  California,  one  of 
which  docks  shall  be  capable  of  docking  the  largest  vessel  that  can 
be  passed  through  the  locks  of  the  Panama  Canal,  for  a period  not  to 
exceed  six  years  from  completion  of  such  dock,  at  a compensation  of 
$50,000  per  annum  during  said  period  of  six  years,  the  right  of  the 
Government  to  the  use  of  said  docks  in  time  of  war  to  be  prior  and 
paramount:  Provided , That  the  construction  of  the  large  dock  shall 
be  undertaken  immediately  upon  entering  into  this  contract  and  shall 
be,  completed  within  twenty7four  months  thereafter:  And  provided 
further , That  said  contract  shall  provide  for  docking  rates  not  in 
excess  of  commercial  rates,  and  for  such  other  conditions  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  prior  to  entering  into  such 
contract:  And  provided  further ■ That  in  the  event,  during  the  said 
contract  period  of  six  years,  the  necessities  of  the  fleet  require  the 
docking  of  vessels  which  will  necessitate  a charge  greater  than  $50,000 
per  annum,  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  authorized  to  have  said 
vessel  docked  at  a rate  of  charge  not  greater  than  price  stipulated  in 
said  contract. 

Improvement  of  construction  plants:  For  repairs  and  improve- 
ment of  machinery  and  implements  at  plant  at  navy  yard,  Ports- 
mouth, New  Hampshire,  $10,000, 
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For  repairs  and  improvement  of  machinery  and  implements  at 
plant  at  navy  yard,  Boston,  Massachusetts,  $10,000. 

For  repairs  and  improvement  of  machinery  and  implements  at 
plant  at  navy  yard,  New  York,  New  York,  $20,000. 

For  repairs  and  improvement  of  machinery  and  implements  at 
plant  at  navy  yard,  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  $15,000. 

For  repairs  and  improvement  of  machinery  and  implements  at 
plant  at  navy  yard,  Norfolk,  Virginia,  $15,000. 

For  repairs  and  improvement  of  machinery  and  implements  at 
plant  at  navy  yard,  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  $15,000. 

For  repairs  and  improvement  of  machinery  and  implements  at 
plant  at  navy  yard,  Mare  Island,  California,  $15,000. 

For  repairs  and  improvement  of  machinery  and  implements  at 
plant  at  navy  yard,  Puget  Sound,  Washington,  $10,000. 


BUREAU  OF  STEAM  ENGINEERING. 

Engineering:  For  repairs,  preservation,  and  renewal  of  ma- 
chinery, auxiliary  machinery,  and  boilers  of  naval  vessels,  yard 
craft,  ships’  boats,  and  air  craft;  distilling  and  refrigerating  appa- 
ratus; repairs,  preservation,  and  renewal  of  electric  interior  ana  ex- 
terior signal  communications  and  all  electrical  appliances  of  whatso- 
ever nature  on  board  naval  vessels,  except  range  finders,  battle  order 
and  range  transmitters  and  indicators,  and  motors  and  their  con- 
trolling apparatus  used  to  operate  machinery  belonging  to  other 
bureaus;  maintenance  of  coast  signal  service,  including  the  purchase 
of  land  as  necessary  for  sites  for  radio  shore  stations;  equipage,  sup- 
plies, and  materials  under  the  cognizance  of  the  bureau  required  for 
the  maintenance  and  operation  of  naval  vessels,  yard  craft,  ships* 
boats,  and  air  craft;  purchase,  installation,  repair,  and  preservation 
of  machinery,  tools,  and  appliances  in  navy  yards  and  stations;  pay 
of  classified  force  under  tne  bureau;  incidental  expenses  for  naval 
vessels,  navy  yards  and  stations,  inspectors  * offices,  the  engineering 
experiment  station,  such  as  photographing,  technical  books  and 
periodicals,  stationery,  and  instruments;  instruments  and  apparatus, 
supplies,  and  technical  books  and  periodicals  necessary  to  carry  on 
experimental  and  research  work  m radiotelegraphy  at  the  naval 
radio  laboratory:  Provided } That  the  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  this 
appropriation,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  for 
clerical,  drafting,  inspection,  and  messenger  service  in  navy  yards, 
naval  stations,  and  offices  of  United  States  inspectors  of  machinery 
and  engineering  material  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen,  shall  not  exceed  $650,000:  Provided 
further , That  the  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  this  appropriation  for  the  pur- 
chase of  land  for  sites  for  radio  shore  stations  shall  not  exceed  $50,000: 
Provided  further,  That  the  total  expenditures  under  this  appropriation 
at  the  naval  radio  laboratory  shall  not  exceed  $5,000. 

In  all,  engineering,  $8,080,000. 

Toward  the  purchase  and  preparation  of  necessary  sites,  purchase 
and  erection  of  towers  and  buildings,  and  the  purchase  and  installation 
of  machinery  and  apparatus  of  high  power  radio  stations  (cost  not  to 
exceed  $1,000,000),  to  be  located  as  follows:  One  in  the  Isthmian 
Canal  Zone,  one  on  the  California  coast,  one  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands, 
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one  in  American  Samoa,  one  on  the  island  of  Guam,  and  one  in  the 
Philippine  Islands,  $400,000,  to  be  available  until*  expended. 

The  unobligated  and  unexpended  balances  of  appropriation 
“ Steam  machinery”  for  the  fiscal  years  nineteen  hundred  ana  twelve 
and  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  not  exceeding  in  amount  $250,000, 
which  were  made  available  by  the  Act  of  March  fourth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  thirteen,  for  the  development  of  a heavy-oil  engine  for 
one  of  the  fuel  ships  provided  by  that  Act,  shall  be  considered  avail- 
able for  that  purpose  until  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
sixteen. 

Engineering  experiment  station,  United  States  Naval  Academy, 
Annapolis,  Maryland — Experimental  and  research  work:  For  original 
investigation  and  extended  experimentation  of  naval  appliances;  and 
for  the  purchase  of  such  machines  and  auxiliaries  considered  applicable 
for  test  and  use  in  the  naval  service,  and  for  maintenance  oi  build- 
ings and  grounds,  $60,000. 

Equipment  of  building:  For  extension  of  steam,  air,  and  water 
lines,  and  electric  circuits;  for  foundations  for  machinery;  for  pur- 
chase and  installation  of  additional  testing  instruments  and  appa- 
ratus, $20,000. 

The  Bureau  of  Equipment  of  the  Navy  Department  is  hereby 
abolished,  and  the  duties  assigned  by  law  to  that  bureau  shall  be 
distributed  among  the  other  bureaus  and  offices  of  the  Navy  De- 
partment as  herein  provided,  and  all  available  funds  heretofore  ap- 
propriated for  that  bureau  and  such  civil  employees  of  that  bureau 
as  were  heretofore  authorized  by  law  are  hereby  assigned  and  trans- 
ferred to  the  other  bureaus  and  offices  as  herein  provided:  Provided , 
That  nothing  herein  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  authorize  the  ex- 
penditure of  any  appropriation  for  purposes  other  than  those  specific- 
ally provided  by  the  terms  of  the  appropriations  heretofore  ana  herein 
made. 

NAVAL  ACADEMY. 

Pay  of  professors  and  others.  Naval  Academy:  One  professor 
of  mathematics,  one  of  mechanical  drawing,  one  of  English,  one  of 
French,  and  one  of  Spanish,  at  $3,000  each. 

Three  professors,  namely,  one  of  English,  one  of  French,  and  one  of 
Spanish,  at  $2,640  each. 

Five  instructors,  at  $2,400  each. 

Four  instructors,  at  $2,160  each. 

Ten  instructors,  at  $1,800  each. 

That  no  part  of  any  sum  in  this  Act  appropriated  shall  be  expended 
in  the  pay  or  allowances  of  any  commissioned  officer  of  the  Navy 
detailed  for  duty  as  an  instructor  at  the  United  States  Naval  Academy 
to  perform  duties  which  were  performed  by  civilian  instructors  on 
January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen. 

One  swordmaster,  $1,600;  one  assistant,  $1,200;  and  two  assist- 
ants, at  $1,000  each;  two  instructors  in  physical  training,  at  $1,500 
each;  and  one  assistant  instructor  in  physical  training,  at  $1,000;

charged enlisted  men  and  for  prizes  for  excellence  in  gunnery  exer- 
cise and  target  practice,  both  afloat  and  ashore.  In  all,  $2,807,215.08. 

For  pay  and  allowances  prescribed  by  law  of  enlisted  men  on  the 
retired  ; list:  For  four  sergeants  major,  one  drum  major,  twenty- 
seven  gunnery  sergeants,  twenty-eight  quartermaster  sergeants,

Mileage:  For  mileage  to  officers  traveling  under  orders  without 
troops,  $55,000:  Provided , That  hereafter  no  mileage  shall  be  paid 
to  any  officer  where  Government  transportation  is  furnished  such 
officer. 

For  commutation  of  quarters  of  officers  on  duty  without  troops 
where  there  are  no  public  quarters,  $42,000. 

Pay  of  civil  force:  In  the  office  of  the  major  general  command- 
ant: One  chief  clerk,  at  $2,000;  one  clerk,  at  $1,400;  one  messenger, 
at  $971.28.  * 

In  the  office  of  the  paymaster:  One  chief  clerk,  at  $2,000;  one 
clerk,  at  $1,500;  one  clerk,  at  $1,200.

Provisions,  Marine  Corps:  For  noncommissioned  officers,  musi- 
cians, and  privates  serving  ashore;  subsistence  and  lodging  of  enlisted 
men  when  traveling  on  duty,  or  cash  in  lieu  thereof;  commutation 
of  rations  to  enlisted  men  regularly  detailed  as  clerks  and  messen- 
gers; payments  of  board  ana  lodging  of  applicants  for  enlistment 
while  neld  under  observation,  recruits,  and  recruiting  parties;  trans- 
portation of  provisions,  and  the  employment  of  necessary  labor 
connected  therewith*  ice  machines  and  their  maintenance  where 
required  for  the  healtn  and  comfort  of  the  troops  and  for  cold  storage  * 
ice  for  offices  and  preservation  of  rations,  $890,000.  No  law  shall 
be  construed  to  entitle  enlisted  men  on  shore  duty  to  any  rations 
or  commutation  therefor  other  than  such  as  are  now  or  may  here- 
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after  be,  allowed  enlisted  men  in  the  Army:  Provided,  however,  That 
when  it  is  impracticable  or  the  expense  is  found  greater  to  supply 
marines  serving  on  shore  duty  in  the  island  possessions  and  on 
foreign  stations  with  the  Army  ration,  such  marines  may  be  allowed 
the  Navy  ration  or  commutation  therefor:  Provided,  That  hereafter 
so  much  of  this  appropriation  as  may*  be  necessary  may  be  applied

purchase  and  marking  of  prizes  for  excellence  in  gunnery  and  rifle 

Ixractice;  good-conduct  badges;  medals  awarded  to  officers  and  en- 
isted  men  by  the  Government  for  conspicuous,  gallant,  and  special 
service;  incidental  expenses  of  schools  of  application;  construction, 
equipment,  and  maintenance  of  school,  library,  and  amusement 
rooms  and  gymnasiums  for  enlisted  men,  and  tne  purchase  and  re- 
pair of  all  articles  of  field  sports  for  enlisted  men;  purchase  and  re- 
pair of  signal  equipment  and  stores;  establishment  and  maintenance 
of  targets  and  ranges,  renting  ranges,  construction  of  buildings  for 
temporary  shelter  and  preservation  of  stores,  and  entrance  fees  in 
competitions;  procuring,  preserving,  and  handling  ammunition  and 
other  necessary  military  supplies;  in  all,  $307,737. 

Transportation  and  recruiting,  Marine  Corps:  For  transpor- 
tation of  troops,  and  of  applicants  for  enlistment  between  recruiting 
stations  and  recruit  depots  or  posts,  including  ferriage  and  transfers 
en  route,  or  cash  in  lieu  thereof;  toilet  kits  for  issue  to  recruits  upon 
their  first  enlistment  and  the  expense  of  the  recruiting  service, 
$317,000.  . 

Repairs  of  barracks,  Marine  Corps:  Repairs  and  improvements 
to  barracks,  quarters,  and  other  public  buildings  at  posts  and  sta- 
tions; for  the  renting,  leasing,  improvement,  and  erection  of  buildings 
in  the  District  of  Columbia,  ana  at  such  other  places  as  the  public 
exigencies  require;  and  for  per  diem  to  enlisted  men  employed  under 
the  direction  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department  on  the  repair  of 
barracks,  quarters,  ana  other  public  buildings  on  constant  labor  for 
periods  of  not  less  than  ten  days,  $140,000. 
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Forage,  Marine  Corps:  For  forage  in  kind  and  stabling  for  pub- 
lic animate  of  the  Quartermaster’s  Department  and  the  authorized 
number  of  officers’  horses,  $22,200. 

Commutation  of  quarters,  Marine'  Corps:  Commutation  of 
quarters  for  officers  serving  with  troops  where  there  are  no  public 
quarters  belonging  to  the  Government,  and  where  there  are  not  suffi- 
cient quarters  possessed  by  the  United  States  to  accommodate  them; 
commutation  of  quarters  for  enlisted  men  employed  as  clerks  and 
messengers  in  the  offices  of  the  commandant,  adjutant  and  inspector, 
paymaster,  and  quartermaster,  and  the  offices  of  the  assistant  adjutant 
and  inspectors,  assistant  paymasters,  assistant  quartermasters,  at  $21 
each  per  month,  and  for  enlisted  men  employed  as  messengers  in  said 
offices,  at  $10  each  per  month,  $79,000. 

Contingent,  Marine  Corps:  For  freight,  expressage,  tolls,  cart- 
age, advertising,  washing  of  bed  sacks,  mattress  covers,  pillowcases, 
towels,  and  sheets,  funeral  expenses  of  officers  and  marines,  including 
the  transportation  of  bodies  and  their  arms  and  wearing  apparel  from 
the  place  of  demise  to  the  homes  of  the  deceased  in  the  United  States; 
stationery  and  other  paper,  printing  and  binding;  telegraphing,  rent 
of  telephones;  purchase,  repair,  and  exchange  or  typewriters;  appre- 
hension of  stragglers  and  deserters;  per  diem  of  enlisted  men  em- 
ployed on  constant  labor  for  periods  of  not  less  than  ten  days;  employ- 
ment of  civilian  labor;  purchase,  repair,  and  installation  and  main- 
tenance of  gas,  electric,  sewer,  and  water  pipes  and  fixtures  ; office  and 
barracks  furniture,  camp  and  garrison  equipage  and  implements ; mess 
utensils  for  enlisted  men;  packing  boxes,  wrapping  paper,  oilcloth, 
crash,  rope,  twine,  quarantine  fees,  camphor  and  carbolized  paper, 
carpenters’  tools,  tools  for  police  purposes,  safes;  purchase,  repair, 
and  maintenance  of  such  harness,  wagons,  motor  wagons,  carts,  drays, 
and  other  vehicles  as  are  required  for  the  transportation  of  troops  and 
supplies  and  for  official  military  and  garrison  purposes;  purchase  of 
public  horses  and  mules;  services  of  veterinary  surgeons,  and  medi- 
cines for  public  animals,  and  the  authorized  number  of  officers’  horses ; 
purchase  of  mounts  and  horse  equipment  for  all  officers  below  the 
grade  of  major  required  to  be  mounted;  shoeing  for  public  animals 
and  the  authorized  number  of  officers’  horses;  purchase  and  repair  of 
hose,  fire  extinguishers,  hand  grenades,  carts,  wheelbarrows,  ana  lawn 
mowers;  purchase,  installation,  and  repair  of  cooking  and  heating 
stoves  and  furnaces ; purchase  of  towels,  soap,  combs,  and  brushes 
for  offices;  postage  stamps  for  foreign  and  registered  postage;  books, 
newspapers,  and  periodicals;  improving  parade  grounds;  repair  of 
pumps  and  wharves;  water;  straw  for  beading,  mattresses;  mattress 
covers,  pillows,  sheets;  furniture  for  Government  quarters  and  repair 
of  same;  packing  and  crating  officers’  allowance  of  oaggage  on  change 
of  station;  deodorizers,  lubricants,  disinfectants;  and  for  all  emer- 
gencies and  extraordinary  expenses  arising  at  home  and  abroad,  but 
impossible  to  anticipate  or  classify,  $460,000. 

In  all,  for  the  maintenance  of  Quartermaster’s  Department,  Marine 
Corps,  $3,000,000;  and  the  money  herein  specifically  appropriated  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  Quartermaster’s  Department^  Marine  Corps, 
shall  be  disbursed  and  accounted  for  in  accordance  with  existing  law 
as  maintenance,  Quartermaster’s  Department,  Marine  Corps,  and  for 
that  purpose  shall  constitute  one  fund. 

Total  Marine  Corps,  exclusive  of  public  works,  $7,345,469.86. 
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That  for  the  purpose  of  further  increasing  the  Naval  Establishment 
of  the  United  States,  the  President  is  hereby  authorized  to  have  con- 
structed two  first-class  battleships  carrying  as  heavy  armor  and  as 
powerful  armament  as  any  vessel  of  their  class,  to  have  the  highest 
practicable  speed  and  greatest  desirable  radius  of  action,  and  to  cost, 
exclusive  of  armor  and  armament,  not  to  exceed  $7,800,000  each. 
One  of  the  battleships  hereby  authorized  shall  be  built  and  constructed 
at  a Government  navy  yard. 

Six  torpedo-boat  destroyers,  to  have  the  highest  practicable  speed, 
to  cost,  exclusive  of  armor  and  armament,  not  to  exceed  $925,000 
each. 

Eight  or  more  submarines,  one  to  be  of  seagoing  type  to  have  a sur- 
face speed  of  not  less  than  twenty  knots,  seven  or  more  to  be  of  coast 
and  harbor  defense  type*  to  cost  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate 
$4,460,000,  and  the  sum  oi  $1,825,000  is  hereby  appropriated  for  said 
purpose,  to  be  available  until  expended.  The  appropriation  made  in 
the  naval  Act  approved  March  fourth,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen, 
“ Wrecking  pontoon:  For  construction  or  purchase  of  a testing  and 
wrecking  pontoon  for  submarines,  to  be  available  until  expended, 
$300,000/' is  hereby  made  available  until  expended  for  the  construc- 
tion of  said  eight  or  more  submarine  boats. 

Three  of  the  coast-defense  submarine  torpedo  boats  herein  author- 
ized shall  be  built  on  the  Pacific  coast:  Provided , That  the  cost  of  con- 
struction on  the  Pacific  coast  does  not  exceed  the  cost  of  construction 
on  the  Atlantic  coast,  plus  the  cost  of  transportation  from  the  Atlantic 
to  the  Pacific;  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  requested  to  consider 
the  advisability  of  stationing  the  four  small  submarine  torpedo  boats 
herein  authorized  on  the  coast  of  the  United  States  in  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico  as  a proper  naval  defense  thereof. 

Hereafter  there  shall  be  charged  against  the  several  appropriations 
for  the  support  of  the  Naval  Establishment  the  overhead  charges  inci- 
dent to  upkeep  and  to  industrial  work  at  navy  yards  and  stations. 
The  total  sum  so  charged  shall  be  distributed  in  accordance  with  the 
work  done  in  the  various  yards  and  stations  in  order  that  the  cost  of 
work  may  be  determined. 

Except  where  otherwise  directed,  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall 
build  any  of  the  vessels  herein  authorized  in  such  navy  yards  as  he  may 
designate,  should  it  reasonably  appear  that  the  persons,  firms,  or  cor- 
porations, or  the  agents  thereof,  bidding  for  the  construction  of  any  of 
said  vessels  have  entered  into  any  combination,  agreement,  or  under- 
standing the  effect,  object,  or  purpose  of  which  is  to  deprive  the  Gov- 
ernment of  fair,  open,  and  unrestricted  competition  in  letting  contracts 
for  the  construction  of  any  of  said  vessels. 

Construction  and  machinery:  On  account  of  hulls  and  outfits  of 
vessels  and  machinery  of  vessels  heretofore  and  herein  authorized,  to 
be  available  until  expended,  $17,647,617. 

Increase  of  the  Navy;  torpedo  boats:  On  account  of  submarine 
torpedo  boats  heretofore  authorized,  to  be  available  until  expended, 
$1,685,617. 

Increase  of  the  Navy;  equipment:  Toward  the  completion  of 
equipment  outfit  of  the  vessels  heretofore  and  herein  authorized,  to 
be  available  until  expended,  $421,000. 
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Increase  of  the  Nayy;  armor  and  armament:  Toward  the  armor 
and  armament  for  vessels  heretofore,  and  herein  authorized,  to  be 
available  until  expended,  $14,877,500. 

A committee  is  hereby  appointed,  to  consist  of  the  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Naval  Affairs  of  the  Senate  and  the  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Naval  Affairs  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  one 
naval  officer  to  be  selected  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  investigate 
and  report  at  the  next  regular  session  of  Congress  upon  the. cost  of  erec- 
tion of  an  armor  plant  to  enable  the  United  States  to  manufacture  its 
own  armor  plate  and  special  treatment  steel,  capable  of  standing  all 
ballistic  ana  other  necessary  tests  required  for  use  in  vessels  of  the 
Navy,  at  the  lowest  possible  cost  to  the^Government,  taking  into  con- 
sideration all  of  the  elements  necessary  for  the  economical  and  success- 
ful operation  of  such  a plant.  Said  report  shall  contain  the  estimated 
cost  of  a plant  and  site  sufficient  to  accommodate  a plant  having  an 
annual  output  capacity  of  twenty  thousand  tons,  and  also  a plant  hav- 
ing an  output  of  ten  thousand  tons,  and  also  an  itemized  statement  of 
the  estimated  cost  of  the  necesiary  buildings,  machinery,  and  accesso- 
ries for  each,  and  the  estimated  annual  cost  and  maintenance  of  each, 
and  the  estimated  cost  of  the  finished  product. 

Said  committee  is  authorized  to  sit  during  the  recess  of  Congress,  to 
send  for  persons  and  papers,  and  to  administer  oaths. 

The  sum  of  $5,000  is  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  money  in  the 
Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  pay  the  expenses  of  said  com- 
mittee, payable  upon  vouchers  signed  by  the  chairman  of  said  com- 
mittee. 

Total  increase  of  the  Navy  heretofore  and  herein  authorized, 
$36,456,734. 

Of  each  of  the  sums  appropriated  by  this  Act,  except  such  amounts 
as  may  be  required  to  meet  obligations  authorized  in  previous  Acts  and 
for  which  contracts  have  been  made,  no  part  shall  be  used  to  procure 
through  purchase  or  contract  any  vessels,  armament,  articles,  or  mate- 
rials which  the  navy  yards,  gun  factories;  or  other  industrial  plants 
operated  by  the  Navy  Department  are  equipped  to  supply,  unless  such 
Government  plants  are  operated  approximately  at  their  full  capacity 
for  not  less  than  one  regular  shift  each  working  day,  except  when  con- 
tract costs  are  less  than  costs  in  said  Government  plants,  and  except 
when  said  Government  plants  are  unable  to  complete  the  work  within 
the  time  required,  and  except  in  cases  of  emergency. 

That  no  part  of  any  sum  herein  appropriated  shall  be  expended  for 
the  purchase  of  structural  steel,  ship  plates,  armor,  armament,  or 
machinery  from  any  persons,  firms,  or  corporations  who  have  com- 
bined or  conspired  to  monopolize  the  interstate  or  foreign  commerce 
or  trade  of  the  United  States,  or  the  commerce  or  trade  between  the 
States  and  any  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  in  any  of  the 
articles  aforesaid,  and  no  purchase  of  structural  steel,  ship  plates,  or 
machinery  shall  be  made  at  a price  in  excess  of  a reasonable  profit 
above  the  actual  cost  of  manufacture.  But  this  limitation  shall  in  no 
case  apply  to  any  existing  contract. 

That  no  part  of  any  sum  herein  appropriated  under  u Increase  of  the 
Navy”  shall  be  used  for  the  payment  oi  any  clerical,  drafting,  inspec- 
tion, or  messenger  service,  or  for  the  pay  oi  any  of  tne  other  classified 
force  under  the  various  bureaus  of  the  Navy  Department,  Washing- 
ton, District  of  Columbia. 
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That  no  part  of  any  sum  appropriated  by  this  Act  shall  be  used 
for  any  expense  of  the  Navy  Department  at  Washington,  District  of 
Columbia,  unless  specific  authority  is  given  by  law  for  such  expendi- 
ture. 

The  President  may,  in  his  discretion,  direct  the  sale,  in  such  manner, 
at  such  price  not  less  than  the  original  cost  price  and  upon  such  terms 
as  he  may  deem  proper,  of  the  two  battleships  Idaho  and  Mississippi. 
All  moneys  received  from  the  sale  of  said  vessels  shall  be  deposited  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  in  the  Treasury.  After  said  sale,  in  addition 
to  the  two  battleships  hereinbefore  authorized,  the  President  is  hereby 
authorized  to  have  constructed  a first-class  battleship  carrying  as 
heavy  armor  and  as  powerful  armament  as  any  vessel  of  its  class,  to 
have  the  highest  practicable  speed  and  the  greatest  desirable  radius  of 
action,  and  to  cost,  exclusive  of  armor  and  armament,  not  to  exceed 
$7,800,000.  Out  of  the  money  when  so  deposited  in  the  Treasury 
there  is  hereby  appropriated  toward  the  construction  of  said  battle- 
ship on  account  of  “Increase  of  the  Navy”:  “ Construction  and  ma- 
chinery,” $2,000,000;  " Armor  and  armament”  $2,535,000;  and 
“ Equipment,”  $100,000:  Provided,  That  no  vessel  shall  be  sold  under 
this  authorization  unless  such  sale,  or  the  agreement  therefor,  shall 
have  been  made  prior  to  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen.

An  Act  Making  appropriations  for  the  naval  service  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled , That  the  following  sums  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  appropriated,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in 
the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  naval  service  of 
the  Government  for  the  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred 
and  sixteen,  and  for  other  purposes: 

PAY,  MISCELLANEOUS. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  send  to  Congress  at  the  beginning- 
of  its  next  regular  session  a complete  schedule  or  list  showing  the 
amount  of  money  of  all  pay  and  for  all  allowances  for  each  grade 
of  officers  in  the  Navy,  including  retired  officers,  and  for  all  officers 
included  in  this  Act  and  for  all  enlisted  men  so  included. 

For  commissions  and  interests;  transportation  of  funds;  exchange; 
mileage  to  officers  while  traveling  under  orders  in  the  United  States, 
and  for  actual  personal  expenses  of  officers  while  traveling  abroad 
under  orders,  and  for  traveling  expenses  of  civilian  employees,  and 
for  actual' and  necessary  traveling  expenses  of  midshipmen  while 
proceeding  from  their  homes  to  the  Naval  Academy  for  examination 
and  appointment  as  midshipmen;  for  actual  traveling  expenses  of 
female  nurses;  actual  expenses  of  officers  while  on  shore  patrol 
duty;  for  rent  of  buildings  and  offices  not  in  navy  yards,  including 
the  rental  of  offices  in  the  District  of  Columbia;  expenses  of  courts- 
martial,  prisoners  and  prisons,  and  courts  of  inquiry,  boards  of  inspec- 
tion, examining  boards,  with  clerks'  and  witnesses'  fees,  and  trav- 
eling expenses  and  costs;  stationery  and  recording;  religious  books; 
expenses  of  purchasing  paymasters'  offices  of  the  various  cities, 
including  clerks,  furniture,  fuel,  stationery,  and  incidental  expenses; 
newspapers  and  periodicals  for  the  naval  service  (hereafter  subscrip- 
tions may  be  paid  for  in  advance);  all  advertising  for  the  Navy 
Department  and  its  bureaus  (except  advertising  for  recruits  for  the 
Bureau  of  Navigation);  copying;  care  of  library,  including  the  pur- 
chase of  books,  photographs,  prints,  manuscripts,  and  periodicals; 
ferriage;  tolls;  costs  of  suits;  commissions,  warrants,  diplomas, 
and  discharges;  relief  of  vessels  in  distress;  recovery  of  valuables 
from  shipwrecks;  quarantine  expenses;  reports;  professional  inves- 
tigation; cost  of  special  instruction  at  home  and  abroad,  including 
maintenance  of  students  and  attaches;  information  from  abroad, 
and  the  collection  and  classification  thereof;  all  charges  pertaining 
to  the  Navy  Department  and  its  bureaus  for  ice  for  the  cooling  of 
drinking  water  on  shore  (except  at  naval  hospitals),  telephone  rentals 
and  tolls,  telegrams,  cablegrams,  and  postage,  foreign  and  domestic, 
and  post-office  box  rentals;  and  other  necessary  and  incidental 
expenses:  Provided , That  the  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  this  appropria- 
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tion,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  for  clerical, 
inspection,  and  messenger  service  in  navy  yards,  naval  stations,  and 
purchasing  pay  offices  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  sixteen,  shall  not  exceed  $290,000;  in  all,  $1,000,000. 

There  shall  be  a Chief  of  Naval  Operations,  who  shall  be  an  officer 
on  the  active  list  of  the  Navy  appointed  by  the  President,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  tne  Senate,  from  among  the  officers 
of  the  line  of  the  Navy  not  below  the  grade  of  captain  for  a period 
of  four  years,  who  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  be  charged  with  the  operations  of  the  fleet,  and  with  the 
preparation  and  readiness  of  plans  for  its  use  in  war:  Provided , That 
if  an  officer  of  the  grade  of  captain  be  appointed  Chief  of  Naval 
Operations,  he  shall  have  the  rank,  title,  and  emoluments  of  a rear 
admiral  while  holding  that  position. 

During  the  temporary  absence  of  the  Secretary  and  the  Assistant 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  the  Chief  of  Naval  Operations  shall  be  next 
in  succession  to  act  as  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

Contingent,  Navy:  For  all  emergencies  and  extraordinary  ex- 
penses, exclusive  of  personal  services  in  the  Navy  Department,  or 
any  of  its  subordinate  bureaus  or  offices  at  Washington,  District  of 
Columbia,  arising  at  home  or  abroad,  but  impossible  to  be  antici- 
pated or  classified,  to  be  expended  on  the  approval  and  authority 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and  for  such  purposes  as  he  may  deem 
proper,  $46,000:  Provided , That  the  Act  “To  authorize  and  provide 
for  the  disposal  of  useless  papers  in  the  executive  departments/ 9 
approved  February  sixteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  is 
hereby  amended  so  that  accumulations  in  the  files  of  navy  yards  and 
naval  stations  that,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Secretary  oi  the  Navy, 
are  not  needed  or  useful  in  the  transaction  of  current  business  and 
have  no  permanent  value  or  historical  interest  may  be  disposed  of  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  by  sale,  after  advertisement  for  proposals 
ais  waste  paper  if  practicable,  or  if  not  practicable  then  otherwise  as 
may  appear  best  ipr  the  interests  of  the  Government,  the  said  Sec- 
retary to  make  detailed  report  to  the  Congress  in  every  case  of  the 
papers  destroyed;  provided  always  that  no  papers  less  than  two 
years  old  from  the  date  of  the  last  indorsement  thereon  shall  be  de- 
stroyed or  disposed  of  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  except  in  the 
manner  provided  in  said  act  of  February  sixteenth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  eighty-nine. 

Hereafter  officers  who  now  perform  engineering  duty  on  shore 
only  and  officers  of  the  Construction  Corps  shall  be  eligible  for  any 
shore  duty  compatible  with  their  rank  and  grade  to  which  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy  may  assign  them. 

Aeronautics;  The  sum  of  $1,000,000  is  hereby  reapprppriated  out 
of  the  unobligated  balances  of  the  appropriations  “Construction  and 
repair  of  vessels  and  steam  machinery”  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  and  made  available 
for  aeronautics,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy  for  procuring,  producing,  constructing,  operating,  pre- 
serving, storing,  and  handling  aircraft  and  appurtenances,  mainte- 
nance of  aircraft  stations  and  experimental  work  in  development  of 
aviation  for  naval  purposes. 

An  Advisory  Committee  for  Aeronautics  is  hereby  established, 
and  the  President  is  authorized  to  appoint  not  t6  exceed  twelve 
members,  to  consist  of  two  members  from  the  War  Department, 
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from  the  office  in  charge  of  military  aeronautics ; two  members  from 
the  Navy  Department,  from  the  office  in  charge  of  naval  aeronautics  • 
a representative  each  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  of  the  United 
States  Weather  Bureau,  and  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Stand- 
ards; together  with  not  more  than  five  additional  persons  who  shall 
be  acquainted  with  the  needs  of  aeronautical  science,  either  civil  or 
military,  or  skilled  in  aeronautical  engineering  or  its  allied  sciences: 
Provided,  That  the  members  of  the  Advisory  Committee  for  Aeronau- 
tics, as  such,  shall  Serve  without  compensation:  Provided  farther, 
That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Advisory  Committee  for  Aeronautics 
to  supervise  and  direct  the  scientific  study  of  the  problems  of  flight, 
with  a view  to  their  practical  solution,  and  to  determine  the  problems 
which  should  be  experimentally  attacked,  and  to  discuss  their  solu- 
tion and  their  application  to  practical  questions.  In  the  event  of  a 
laboratory  or  laboratories,  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  being  placed 
under  the  direction  of  the  committee,  the  committee  may  direct  and 
conduct  research  and  experiment  in  aeronautics  in  such  laboratory 
or  laboratories:  And  provided  further,  That  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  conduct  of  the  work  of  the  committee  shall  be  formulated  by  the 
committee  and  approved  by  the  President. 

That  the  sum  of  $5,000  a year,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary,  for  five  years  is  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  money  in 
the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  be  immediately  available, 
for  experimental  work  and  investigations  undertaken  by  the  com- 
mittee, clerical  expenses  and  supplies,  and  necessary  expenses  of 
members  of  the  committee  in  going  to,  returning  from,  and  while 
attending,  meetings  of  the  committee:  Provided , That  an  annual 
report  to  the  Congress  shall  be  submitted  through  the  President, 
including  an  itemized  statement  of  expenditures. 

Arming  and  equipping  Naval  Militia  : For  the  pay,  subsist- 
ence, and  transportation  of  such  portion  of  the  Naval  Militia  as  shall 
engage  in  actual  service  or  instruction  afloat  or  on  shore,  and  for  pay, 
transportation,  and  subsistence  of  any  part  of  the  Naval  Militia  as 
shall  participate  in  any  cruise,  maneuvers,  field  instruction,  or  encamp- 
ment of  any  part  of  the  Regular  Navy  afloat  or  on  shore;  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  for  issue  to  the  Naval  Militia  any  stores  and 
supplies  or  publications  which  are  supplied  to  the  Navy  by  any  depart- 
ment; for  the  actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses,  together  with 
a per  diem  not  to  exceed  $4  to  be  established  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  of  the  Naval  Militia  Board  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  ; and  for  the  necessary  clerical  and  office  expenses  of  the  Divi- 
sion of  Naval  Militia  Affairs  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 
$250,000. 

The  President  of  the  United  States  is  hereby  empowered  to  prepare 
a suitable  medal  of  honor  to  be  awarded  to  any  officer  of  the  Navy, 
Marine  Corps,  or  Coast  Guard  who  shall  have  distinguished  himself 
in  battle  or  displayed  extraordinary  heroism  in  the  line  of  his 
profession. 

Care  of  lepers,  islands  of  Guam  and  Culion:  Naval  station, 
island  of  Guam:  Maintenance  and  care  of  lepers,  special  patients, 
and  for  other  purposes,  including  cost  of  transfer  of  lepers  from 
Guam  to  the  island  of  Culion,  in  the  Philippines,  and  their  mainte- 
nance, $14,000. 

Hurricane  damages,  American  Samoa:  For  the  relief  of  the 
inhabitants  of  American  Samoa,  to  be  immediately  available,  $10,000. 
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BUREAU  OF  NAVIGATION. 

Transportation:  For  travel  allowance  of  enlisted  men  discharged 
on  account  of  expiration  of  enlistment;  transportation  of  enlisted 
men  and  apprentice  seamen  and  applicants  for  enlistment  at  home 
and  abroad,  with  subsistence  and  transfers  en  route,  or  cash  in  lieu 
thereof;  transportation  to  their  homes,  if  residents  of  the  United 
States,  of  enlisted  men  and  apprentice  seamen  discharged  on  medical 
survey,  with  subsistence  and  transfers  en  route,  or  cash  m lieu  thereof ; 
transportation  of  sick  or  insane  enlisted  men  and  apprentice  seamen 
to  hospitals,  with  subsistence  and  transfers  en  route,  or  cash  in  lieu 
thereof;  apprehension  and  delivery  of  deserters  and  stragglers,  and 
for  railway  guides  and  other  expenses  incident  to  transportation, 
$750,000. 

Recruiting:  Expenses  of  recruiting  for  the  naval  service;  rent  of 
rendezvous  and  expenses  of  maintaining  the  same;  advertising  for 
and  obtaining  men  and  apprentice  seamen;  actual  and  necessary  ex- 
penses in  lieu  of  mileage  to  officers  on  duty  with  traveling  recruiting 
parties,  $130,000:  Provided , That  hereafter  no  part  of  any  appropria- 
tion for  the  naval  service  shall  be  expended  in  recruiting  seamen, 
ordinary  seamen,  or  apprentice  seamen  unless,  in  case  of  minors,  a 
certificate  of  birth  or  a verified  written  statement  by  the  parents,  or 
either  of  them,  or  in  case  of  their  death  a verified  written  statement  by 
the  legal  guardian,  be  first  furnished  to  the  recruiting  officer,  showing 
applicant  to  be  of  age  required  by  naval  regulations,  which  shall  be 
presented  with  the  application  for  enlistment;  except  in  cases  where 
such  certificate  is  unobtainable,  enlistment  may  be  made  when  the 
recruiting  officer  is  convinced  that  oath  of  applicant  as  to  age  is 
credible;  but  when  it  is  afterwards  found,  upon  evidence  satisfactory 
to  the  Navy  Department,  that  recruit  has  sworn  falsely  as  to  age,  and 
is  under  eighteen  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  enlistment,  he  shall,  upon 
request  of  either  parent,  or,  in  case  of  their  death,  by  the  legal 
guardian,  be  released  from  service  in  the  Navy,  upon  payment  of 
full  cost  of  first  outfit,  unless,  in  any  given  case,  the  Secretary,  in  his 
discretion,  shall  relieve  said  recruit  of  such  payment. 

Contingent:  Ferriage,  continuous-service  certificates,  discharges, 
good-conduct  badges,  and  medals  for  men  and  boys;  purchase  of 
gymnastic  apparatus;  transportation  of  effects  of  deceased  officers 
and  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy;  books  for  training  apprentice  seamen 
and  landsmen;  maintenance  of  gunnery  and  other  training  classes, 
packing  boxes  and  materials;  books  and  models;  stationery;  and 
other  contingent  expenses  and  emergencies  arising  under  cognizance 
of  the  Bureau  of  Navigation,  unforeseen  and  impossible  to  classify, 
$10,000. 

Gunnery  exercises:  Prizes,  trophies,  and  badges  for  excellence  in 
gunnery  exercises  and  target  practice;  for  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  shooting  galleries,  target  houses,  targets,  and  ranges; 
for  hiring  established  ranges,  and  for  transportation  of  civilian 
assistants  and  equipment  to  and  from  ranges,  $99,800. 

Steaming  exercises:  Prizes,  trophies,  and  badges  for  excellence 
in  steaming  exercises,  to  be  awarded  to  the  ships  m commission  for 
general  efficiency  and  for  economy  in  coal  consumption,  under  such 
rules  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  formulate,  and  for  the  purpose 
of  classifying,  compiling,  and  publishing  the  results  of  the  com- 
petition! $3,000, 
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Outfits  on  first  enlistment:  Outfits  for  all  enlisted  men  and 
apprentice  seamen  of  the  Navy  on  first  enlistment,  at  not  to  exceed 
$60  each,  $750,000:  Provided,  That  hereafter  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  is  authorized  to  issue  a clothing  outfit  to  all  enlisted  men  serving 
in  their  second  enlistment  who  failed  to  receive  an  outfit  of  the  value 
authorized  by  law  on  their  first  enlistment,  or  who,  having  received 
such  outfit,  were  required  to  refund  its  value  on  account  of  discharge 
prior  to  expiration  of  enlistment:  Provided  further.  That  the  net  cost 
to  the  Government  of  clothing  outfits  furnished  any  one  enlisted 
man  shall  not  exceed  $60. 

Maintenance  of  naval  auxiliaries:  Pay,  transportation,  ship- 
ping, and  subsistence  of  civilian  officers  and  crews  of  naval  auxiliaries, 
ana  all  expenses  connected  with  naval  auxiliaries  employed  in  emer- 
gencies which  can  not  be  paid  from  other  appropriations,  $800,000. 

Instruments  and  supplies:  Supplies  for  seamen's  quarters;  and  for 
the  purchase  of  all  other  articles  of  equipage  at  home  and  abroad; 
and  for  the  payment  of  labor  in  equipping  vessels  therewith  and  man- 
ufacture of  such  articles  in  the  several  navy  yards;  all  pilotage  and 
towage  of  ships  of  war;  canal  tolls,  wharfage,  dock  and  port  charges, 
and  other  necessary  incidental  expenses  of  a similar  nature;  services 
and  materials  in  repairing,  correcting,  adjusting,  and  testing  com- 
passes on  shore  and  on  board  ship;  nautical  and  astronomical  instru- 
ments and  repairs  to  same;  libraries  for  ships  of  war,  professional 
books,  schoolbooks,  and  papers;  compasses,  compass  fittings,  includ- 
ing binnacles,  tripods,  ana  other  appendages  of  ship's  compasses; 
logs  and  other  appliances  for  measuring  the  ship's  way,  ana  leads 
and  other  appliances  for  sounding;  photographs,  pnotographic  instru- 
ments and  materials,  printing  outfit  ana  materials,  $270,000. 

Ocean  and  lake  surveys:  Hydrographic  surveys,  including  the 
pay  of  the  necessary  hydrographic  surveyors,  cartographic  drafts- 
men and  recorders,  and  for  the  purchase  and  printing  of  nautical 
books,  charts,  and  sailing  directions,  $105,000:  Provided,  That  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  authorized  to  detail  such  naval  officers  not 
exceeding  four  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  Hydrographic  Office. 

Naval  training  station,  California:  Maintenance  of  naval 
training  station,  Yerba  Buena  Island,  California,  namely:  Labor

general  inspectors  of  the  Pay  Corps,  $3,625;  one  clerk  to  pay  officer 
m charge  of  deserters’  rolls,  $2,000;  not  exceeding  ten  clerks  to 
accounting  officers  at  yards  and  stations,  $17,355;  dental  surgeon  at 
Naval  Academy,  $2,400;  commutation  of  quarters  for  officers  on 
shore  not  occupying  public  quarters,  including  boatswains,  gunners, 
carpenters,  sailmakers,  machinists,  pharmacists,  and  mates,  naval 
constructors  and  assistant  naval  constructors,  $550,000;  and  also 
members  of  Nurse  Corps  (female),  $1,000;  for  hire  of  quarters  for 
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officers  serving  with  troops  where  there  are  no  public  auarters  belong- 
ing to  the  Government,  and  where  there  are  not  sufficient  quarters 
possessed  by  the  United  States  to  accommodate  them,  or  commuta- 
tion of  quarters  not  to  exceed  the  amount  which  an  officer  would 
receive  were  he  not  serving  with  troops,  $1,000;  pay  of  enlisted  men 
on  the  retired  list,  $340,000;  extra  pay  to  men  reenlisting  under 
honorable  discharge,  $927,000;  interest  on  deposits  by  men,  $15,520; 
pay  of  petty  officers,  seamen,  landsmen,  and  apprentice  seamen, 
including  men  in  the  engineers'  force  and  men  detailed  for  duty  with 
the  Fish  Commission,  forty-eight  thousand  men,  and  for  the  pay  of 
enlisted  men  detailed  for  duty  with  the  Naval  Militia,  $23,616,000; 
and  the  number  of  enlisted  men  shall  be  exclusive  of  those  under- 
going imprisonment  with  sentence  of  dishonorable  discharge  from 
the  service  at  expiration  of  such  confinement,  $200,000;  and  as  many 
machinists  as  the  President  may  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary 
to  appoint,  not  to  exceed  twenty  in  any  one  year,  $200,000;  and 
three  thousand  five  hundred  apprentice  seamen  under  training  at 
training  stations,  and  on  board  training  ships,  at  the  pay  prescribed 
by  law,  $742,560;  pay  of  the  Nurse  Corps,  $116,940;  rent  of  quarters 
for  members  of  the  Nurse  Corps,  $15,480;  in  all,  $41,240,563;  and  the 
money  herein  specifically  appropriated  for  “Pay  of  the  Navy"  shall 
be  disbursed  and  accounted  for  in  accordance  with  existing  law  as 
“Pay  of  the  Navy,"  and  for  that  purpose  shall  constitute  one  fund. 

Section  nine  of  the  naval  personnel  Act  of  March  third,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-nine,  entitled,  “An  Act  to  reorganize  and  in- 
crease the  efficiency  of  the  personnel  of  the  Navy  ana  Marine  Corps 
of  the  United  States,"  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed. 

That  the  President  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized,  within  two 
years  of  the  date  of  the  approval  of  this  Act,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Senate,  to  transfer  to  the  active  list  of  the  Navy 
or  Marine  Corps  any  officer  who  may  have  been  transferred  from  the 
active  to  the  retirea  list  of  the  Navy  under  the  provisions  of  section 
nine  of  said  personnel  Act:  Provided , That  such  officer  shall  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  place  on  the  active  list  which  he  would  have  held  if  he 
had  not  been  retired  and  shall  be  carried  as  an  additional  number  in 
the  grade  to  which  he  may  be  transferred  or  at  any  time  thereafter 

? promoted:  Provided  further , That  such  officer  shall  stand  a satis- 
actory  physical  and  professional  examination  as  now  prescribed  by 
law:  And  provided  further,  That  any  officer  transferred  to  the  active 
list  shall  not  by  the  passage  of  this  Act  be  entitled  to  back  pay  or 
allowances  of  any  kind. 

That  the  President  of  the  United  States  be,  and  he  is  hereby, 
authorized  to  restore  Constantine  Marrast  Perkins,  now  a lieutenant 
colonel  on  the  retired  list,  to  the  active  list  of  the  Marine  Corps,  in  the 
grade  of  colonel,  to  take  rank  in  said  grade  next  after  George  Barnett, 
who  was  the  officer  immediately  above  the  said  Constantine  Marrast 
Perkins  in  the  list  of  lieutenant  colonels  at  the  date  said  Constantine 
Marrast  Perkins  was  retired . from  active  service  with  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  colonel:  Provided,  That  the  said  Constantine  Marrast 
Perkins  shall  establish  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 
by  examination  pursuant  to  law,  his  physical,  mental,  moral,  and 
professional  fitness  to  perform  the  duties  of  colonel:  Provided  further, 
That  the  said  Constantine  Marrast  Perkins  shall  be  carried,  while  on 
the  active  list,  as  additional  to  the  number  in  the  grade  to  which  he 
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may  be  advanced  pursuant  to  this  Act  until  such  time  as  a vacancy 
occurs  in  said  grade:  And  provided  further,  That  the  said  Constantine 
Marrast  Perkins  shall  not,  by  the  passage  of  this  Act,  be  entitled  to 
any  back  pay  or  allowances. 

Hereafter  officers  of  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  appointed  student 
naval  aviators,  while  lawfully  detailed  for  duty  involving  actual 
flying  in  air  craft,  including  balloons,  dirigibles,  and  aeroplanes,  shall 
receive  the  pay  and  allowances  of  their  rank  and  service  plus  thirty- 
five  per  centum  increase  thereof;  and  those  officers  who  have  hereto- 
fore qualified,  or  may  hereafter  qualify,  as  naval  aviators,  under  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  have  been  or  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy,  shall,  while  lawfully  detailed  for  duty  involving 
actual  flying  in  air  craft,  receive  the  pay  and  allowances  oi  their  rank 
and  service  plus  fifty  per  centum  increase  thereof.  Hereafter 
enlisted  men  of  the  Navy  or  Marine  Corps,  while  detailed  for  duty 
involving  actual  flying  in  air  craft,  shall  receive  the  pay,  and  the 
permanent  additions  thereto,  including  allowances,  of  their  rating 
and  service,  or  rank  and  service,  as  the  case  may  be,  plus  fifty  per 
centum  increase  thereof:  Provided , That  not  more  than  a yearly 
average  of  forty-eight  officers  and  ninety-six  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy 
and  twelve  officers  and  twenty-four  enlisted  men  of  the  Marine  Corps, 
detailed  for  duty  involving  actual  flying  in  air  craft,  shall  receive 
any  increase  in  pay  while  on  duty  involving  actual  flying  in  air  craft, 
nor  shall  any  officer  in  the  Navy  senior  in  rank  to  commander,  nor 
any  officer  in  the  Marine  Corps  senior  in  rank  to  major,  receive  any 
increase  in  pay  or  allowances  by  reason  of  such  detail  or  duty. 

In  the  event  of  the  death  of  an  officer  or  enlisted  man  of  tne  Navy 
or  Marine  Corps  from  wounds  or  disease,  the  result  of  an  aviation 
accident,  not  tne  result  of  his  own  misconduct,  received  while  engaged 
in  actual  flying  in  or  in  handling  air  craft,  the  gratuity  to  be  paid 
undqr  the  provisions  of  the  Act  approved  August  twenty-second, 
nineteen  hundred  and  twelve,  entitled “ An  Act  making  appropriations 
for  the  naval  service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  thirteen,  and  for  other  purposes,”  shall  be  an  amount 
equal  to  one  year's  pay  at  the  rate  received  by  such  officer  or  enlisted 
man  at  the  time  of  the  accident  resulting  in  his  death.  In  all  cases 
where  an  officer  or  enlisted  man  of  the  Navy  or  Marine  Corps  dies, 
or  where  an  enlisted  man  of  the  Navy  or  Marine  Corps  is  disabled  by 
reason  of  any  injury  received  or  disease  contracted  in  line  of  duty, 
the  result  of  an  aviation  accident,  received  while  employed  in  actual 
flying  in  or  in  handling  air  craft,  the  amount  of  pension  allowed  shall 
be  double  that  authorized  to  be  paid  should  death  pr  the  disability 
have  occurred  by  reason  of  an  injury  received  or  disease  contracted 
in  line  of  duty,  not  the  result  of  an  aviation  accident. 

All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  in  so  far  as  they  are  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed. 

The  Paymaster  General  of  the  Navy  shall  cause  to  be  paid  to  Mrs. 
Connie  Billingsley,  mother  of  the  late  William  D.  Billingsley,  ensign, 
United  States  Navy,  an  amount  equal  to  six  months'  pay  at  the  rate 
received  by  that  officer  at  the  date  of  his  death,  less  not  exceeding 
$75,  expenses  of  interment. 

There  is  hereby  established  a United  States  naval  reserve,  which 
shall  consist  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  who  have  been  or  may 
be  entitled  to  be  honorably  discharged  from  the  Navy  after  not  less 
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than  one  four-year  term  of  enlistment  or  after  a term  of  enlistment 
during  minority.  The  naval  reserve  shall  be  organized  under  the 
Bureau  of  Navigation  and  shall  be  governed  by  the  Articles  for  the 
Government  of  the  Navy  and  by  the  Naval  Regulations  and  Instruc- 
tions. Whenever  actively  employed  with  the  Navy,  or  whenever 
employed  in  authorized  travel  to  and  from  prescribed  active  duty 
with  the  Navy,  its  members  shall  be  employed  as  membera  of  .the 
naval  reserve  and  shall  while  so  employed  be  held  and  considered 
to  be  in  all  respects  in  the  same  status  as  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy 
on  active  duty,  except  that  they  shall  not  be  advanced  in  rating  in 
time  of  peace.  When  not  actively  employed  with  the  Navy,  mera- 
bers  of  the  naval  reserve  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  pay,  bounty, 
gratuity,  or  pension  except  the  pay  expressly  provided  for  membera 
of  the  naval  reserve  by  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  nor  shall  they  be 
entitled  to  retirement  by  reason  of  such  service  in  the  naval  reserve. 

Enlistments  in  the  naval  reserve  shall  be  made  in  the  rating  in 
which  last  honorably  discharged  from  the  Navy  for  a period  of  tour 
years  unless  sooner^  discharged  by  competent  authority.  No  man 
shall  be  first  enlisted  in  the  naval  reserve  after  eight  years  from  the 
date  of  his  last  discharge  from  the  Navy  nor  unless  he  be  found  to  be 
physically  fit  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  rating  in  which  last  dis- 
charged, nor  shall  any  man  whose  last  service  in  the  Navy  was 
terminated  by  any  means  other  than  by  an  honorable  discharge  be 
eligible  for  enlistment  in  the  naval  reserve.  Reenlistments  in  the 
naval  reserve  shall  be  made  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

Enlistments  in  the  naval  reserve  shall  be  made  in  two  classes. 
Class  one  shall  consist  of  those  men  who  enlist  in  the  naval  reserve 
within  four  months  from  the  date  of  their  last  honorable  discharge 
from  the  Navy.  Class  two  shall  consist  of  those  men  who  enlist 
in  the  naval  reserve  after  four  months  and  within  eight  years  from 
the  date  of  their  last  honorable  discharge  from  the  Navy. 

In  addition  to  the  enlistments  in  the  naval  reserve  above  provided, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  authorized  to  transfer  to  the  naval 
reserve  at  the  expiration  of  an  enlistment  any  enlisted  man  of  the 
Navy  who  may,  alter  two  years  from  the  date  of  approval  of  this  Act, 
complete  service  in  the  Navy  of  sixteen,  or  twenty  or  more  years 
and  oe  entitled  at  the  expiration  of  his  enlistment  to  an  honorable 
discharge.  Such  transfers  shall  only  be  made  upon  voluntary  ap- 
plication and  in  the  rating  in  whicn  then  serving,  and  the  men  so 
transferred  shall  be  continued  in  the  naval  reserve  until  discharged 
by  competent  authority. 

Members  of  the  naval  reserve  of  class  one  and  men  transferred 
to  the  naval  reserve  shall  be  required  to  keep  on  hand  such  part  of 
the  uniform  clothing  outfit  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy,  and  all  members  of  the  naval  reserve  shall  be  issued  a 
distinctive  badge  or  button  which  may  be  worn  with  civilian  dress. 

Members  of  class  one  who  have  served  less  than  eight  years  in  the 
Navy  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  $30  per  annum,  and  those  who  have 
served  eight  or  more  years  and  less  than  twelve  years  in  the  Navy 
shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  $60  per  annum  ana  those  who  have 
served  twelve  or  more  years  in  the  Navy,  $100  per  annum.  All 
members  of  the  naval  reserve  of  class  two  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate 
of  $12  per  annum,  and  when  first  called  into  active  service  on  board 
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a vessel  of  the  Navy  shall  receive  an  allowance  for  an  outfit  Of  cloth- 
ing not  exceeding  $30  in  value,  to  be  expended  under  regulations 
prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

Members  of  the  naval  reserve  who  nave,  when  transferred  to  the 
naval  reserve,  completed  service  in  the  Navy  of  sixteen,  or  twenty 
or  more  years  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  one-third,  and  one-half, 
respectively,  of  the  base  pay,  plus  permanent  additions  thereto, 
which  they  were  receiving  at  the  close  of  their  last  service  in  the 
Navy. 

Members  of  the  naval  reserve  may,  in  time  of  peace,  be  required 
to  perform  not  less  than  one  month’s  active  service  on  board  a vessel 
of  the  Navy,  during  each  year  of  service  in  the  naval  reserve,  and 
such  active  service  shall  not  exceed  two  months  in  any  one  year: 
Provided , That  the  aforesaid  active  service  with  the  Navy  may  be 
required  at  any  time  after  entrance  in  the  naval  reserve.  In  time 
of  war  they  may  be  required  to  perform  active  service  with  the  Navy 
throughout  the  war,  not  to  exceed  the  term  of  enlistment  in  the  case 
of  those  enlisted  in  the  naval  reserve.  Any  pay  which  may  be  due 
any  member  of  the  naval  reserve  shall  be  forfeited  when  so  ordered 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  upon  the  failure,  under  such  conditions 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  of  such  man  to 
report  for  muster  and  inspection. 

Those  members  of  the  naval  reserve  of  class  one,  and  those  members 
who  have  been  transferred  to  the  naval  reserve,  who  reenlist  in  the 
Navy  within  four  months  from  the  date  of  their  discharge  from  the 
naval  reserve,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  a gratuity  of  four  months’  pay, 
but  their  reenlistment  in  the  Navy  shall  be  held  and  considered  to 
have  been  made  within  four  months  from  the  date  of  discharge  from 
the  Navy  for  the  purpose  of  <x>ntinuous-service  pay.  The  period  of 
time  during  which  members  of  the  naval  reserve  were  actively 
employed  with  the  Navy  while  enlisted  in  the  naval  reserve  shall,  for 
the  purposes  of  retirement,  be  counted  as  active  service  in  the  Navy 
in  the  case  of  those  who  reenlist  in  the  Navy  after  service  in  the 
naval  reserve. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  authorized  in  time  of  war,  or  when, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  President,  war  is  threatened,  to  call  any  enlisted 
man  on  the  retired  list  into  active  service  for  such  duty  as  he  may  be 
able  to  perform.  While  so  employed  such  enlisted  men  shall  receive 
the  same  pay  and  allowances  they  were  receiving  when  placed  on  the 
retired  li^t:  Provided , That  enlisted  men  on  the  retired  list  shall  not 
be  eligible  for  enlistment  in  or  transfer  to  the  naval  reserve. 

The  sum  of  $130,000  is  hereby  appropriated  to  carry  into  effect 
the  foregoing  provisions  relating  to  a naval  reserve. 

That  hereafter  the  commander  in  chief  of  the  United  States  Atlantic 
Fleet,  the  commander  in  chief  of  the  United  States  Pacific  Fleet,  and 
the  commander  in  chief  of  the  Asiatic  Fleet,  respectively,  shall  each, 
after  being  designated  as  such  commander  in  chief  by  the  President, 
and  from  the  date  of  assuming  command  of  such  fleet  until  his 
relinquishment  of  such  command,  have  the  rank  and  pay  of  an 
admiral;  and  in  each  of  the  above-named  fleets  the  officer  serving 
as  second  in  command  thereof  shall  each,  after  being  designated  as 
such  second  in  command  by  the  President,  and  from  the  date  of 
assuming  duty  as  such  second  in  command  until  his  relinquishment 
of  such  duty,  nave  the  rank  and  pay  of  a vice  admiral;  and  the  grades 
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of  admiral  and  vice  admiral  in  the  Navy  are  hereby  reestablished 
and  authorized  for  the  purposes  of  this  section.  The  annual  pay  of 
an  admiral  shall  be  $10,000,  and  of  a vice  admiral  $9,000:  Provided, 
That  in  time  of  peace  officers  to  serve  as  commander  in  chief  and  as 
second  in  command  of  the  three  said  fleets  shall  be  designated  from 
among  the  rear  admirals  on  the  active  list  of  the  Navy:  Provided 
further , That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  create  any  vacancy  in 
any  grade  in  the  Navy  nor  increase  the  total  number  of  officers 
allowed  by  existing  law,  and  that  when  an  officer  is  detached  from 
duty  as  such  commander  in  chief  or  as  such  second  in  command,  as 
above  provided,  he  shall  return  to  his  regular  rank  in  the  list  of  rear 
admirals  and  snail  thereafter  receive  only  the  pay  and  allowances 
of  such  regular  rank. 

The  title  of  paymaster’s  clerk  in  the  United  States  Navy  is  hereby 
changed  to  pay  clerk,  and  hereafter  all  pay  clerks  shall  be  warranted 
from  acting  pay  clerks,  who  shall  be  appointed  from  enlisted  men  in 
the  Navy  holding  acting  or  permanent  appointments  as  chief  petty 
officers  who  have  served  at  least  three  years  as  enlisted  men,  at  least 
two  years  of  which  service  must  have  been  on  board  a cruising  vessel 
of  the  Navy.  All  appointments  as  acting  pay  clerks  shall  be  made 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and  all  such  appointees,  in  addition  to 
the  qualifications  above  set  forth,  must  be  citizens  of  the  United 
States.  All  acting  appointments  herein  provided  for  shall  be  made 

Sermanent  under  regulations  established  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
favy:  Provided,  That  paymasters’  clerks  now  in  the  Navy  whose 
total  service  as  such  is  less  than  one  year  and  who  are  citizens  of  the 
United  States  may,  upon  the  passage  of  this  Act,  be  given  appoint- 
ments as  acting  pay  clerks  without  previous  service  as  enlisted  men: 
Provided  further , That  paymasters’  clerks  now  in  the  service  and 
former  paymasters’  clerks  whose  appointments  have  been  revoked 
within  six  months  next  preceding  the  passage  of  this  Act,  who  have 
had  not  less  than  one  year’s  actual  service  as  such,  and  who  are  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States,  may,  upon  the  passage  of  this  Act,  be 
warranted  as  pay  clerks  without  previous  service  as  enlisted  men 
or  as  acting  pay  clerks:  And  provided  further,  That  pay  clerks  and 
acting  pay  clerks  shall  have  the  same  pay,  allowances,  and  other 
benefits  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  allowed  other  warrant  officers 
and  acting  warrant  officers,  respectively. 

That  all  pay  clerks  shall,  after  six  years’  service  as  such,  be  com- 
missioned chief  pay  clerks  and  shall  on  promotion  have  the  rank, 
pay,  and  allowances  of  chief  boatswain:  Provided , That  in  com- 

Jmtine  the  six  years’  service  herein  provided  for  credit  shall  be  given 
or  all  service  m the  Navy  as  pay  clerk,  acting  pay  clerk,  and  pay- 
master’s clerk:  Provided  further , That  paymasters’  clerks  now  m 
the  Navy  and  former  paymasters’  clerks  whose  appointments  have 
been  revoked  within  six  months  next  preceding  the  passage  of  this 
Act,  who  have  had  not  less  than  six  years’  actual  service  as  such,  and 
who  are  citizens  of  the  United  States,  may,  upon  the  passage  of  this 
Act,  be  commissioned  as  chief  pay  clerks  without  previous  service  as 
enlisted  men,  acting  pay  clerks,  or  pay  clerks. 

That  the  total  number  of  chief  pay  clerks,  pay  clerks,  and  acting  pay 
clerks  allowed  by  this  Act  shall  not  exceed  one  for  each  two  hundred 
and  fifty  enlisted  men  in  the  United  States  Navy  now  or  hereafter 
allowed  by  law,  and  such  chief  pay  clerks,  pay  clerks,  and  acting  pay 
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clerks  shall  be  assigned  to  duty  with  pay  officers  under  such  rules  as 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  prescribe:  Provided , That  no  person 
shall  be  appointed  a chief  pay  clerk,  pay  clerk,  or  acting  pay  clerk 
under  any  provisions  contained  in  this  Act  until  his  physical,  mental, 
moral,  and  professional  qualifications  have  been  satisfactorily  estab- 
lished by  examination  before  a board  of  examining  officers  appointed 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  from  officers  of  the  pay  corps  wnen  prac- 
ticable and  according  to  such  regulations  as  he  may  prescribe:  Pro- 
vided further 2 That  no  person  shall  be  appointed  a chief  pay  clerk,  pay 
clerk,  or  actmg  pay  clerk  unless  his  accumulated  previous  service  in 
the  Army,  Navy,  and  Marine  Corps,  together  with  nis  possible  future 
service  prior  to  attaining  the  age  of  sixty-two  years,  will  amount  to  at 
least  thirty  years,  except  that  this  proviso  shall  not  apply  to  such  per- 
sons as  were  serving  in  the  Navy  as  paymasters’  clerks  during  the 
period  from  September  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  to  Octo- 
Der  thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen. 

That  the  limitation  as  to  age  contained  in  section  thirteen  hundred 
and  seventy-nine  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  relating 
to  appointment  of  assistant  paymasters  in  the  United  States  Navy, 
shall  not  apply  to  chief  pay  clerks  and  pay  clerks  appointed  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  who  must  be  between  the  ages  of  twenty-one 
and  thirty-five  years  at  the  time  of  appointment  as  assistant  paymas- 
ters in  the  United  States  Navy:  Provided , That  this  shall  not  be  con- 
strued as  giving  any  preference  in  said  appointment  of  assistant  pay- 
masters to  said  chief  pay  clerks  and  pay  clerks  except  as  to  the  limita- 
tion of  age. 

That  sections  thirteen  hundred  and  eighty-six,  thirteen  hundred  and 
eighty-seven,.  and  thirteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight  of  the  Revised 
Statutes,  and  all  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts,  so  far  as  they  are  in  conflict 
with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed. 

Provisions,  Navy:  For  provisions  and  commuted  rations  for  the 
seamen  and  marines,  which  commuted  rations  may  be  paid  to  caterers 
of  messes,  in  case  of  death  or  desertion,  upon  orders  of  the  command- 
ing officers,  commuted  rations  for  officers  on  sea  duty  (other  than  com- 
missioned officers  of  the  line,  Medical  and  Pay  Corps,  chaplains,  chief 
boatswains,  chief  gunners,  chief  carpenters,  chief  machinists,  and  chief 
sailmakers)  and  midshipmen,  and  commuted  rations  stopped  on  ac- 
count of  sick  in  hospital  and  credited  at  the  rate  of  50  cents  p*er  ration 
to  the  naval  hospital  fund;  subsistence  of  officers  and  men  unavoid- 
ably detained  or  absent  from  vessels  to  which  attached  under  orders 
(during  which  subsistence  rations  to  be  stopped  on  board  ship  and  no 
credit  for  commutation  therefor  to  be  given);  and  for  subsistence  of 
female  nurses,  and  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  general  courts-martial 
prisoners  undergoing  imprisonment  with  sentences  of  dishonorable  dis- 
charge from  the  service  at  the  expiration  of  such  confinement:  Pro- 
vided, That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  authorized  to  commute  rations 
for  such  general  courts-martial  prisoners  in  such  amounts  as  seem  to 
him  proper,  which  may  vary  in  accordance  with  the  location  of  the 
naval  prison,  but  which  shall  in  no  case  exceed  30  cents  per  diem  for 
each  ration  so  commuted;  and  for  the  purchase  of  United  States  Army 
emergency  rations  as  required;  in  all,  $7;601,014  to  be  available  until 
the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
seventeen. 
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Maintenance,  Bureau  of  Supplies  and  Accounts:  For  fuel; 
the  removal  and  transportation  of  ashes  from  ships  of  war;  books, 
blanks,  and  .stationery,  including  stationery  for  commanding  and 
navigating  officers  of  ships,  chaplains  on  shore  and  afloat,  and  for  the 
use  of  courts-martial  on  board  ship;  purchase,  repair,  and  exchange 
of  typewriters  for  ships;  packing  boxes  and  materials;  interior  fit- 
tings for  general  storehouses,  pay  offices,  and  accounting  offices  in 
navy  yards;  coffee  mills  and  repairs  thereto;  expenses  of  naval  cloth- 
ing factory  and  machinery  for  the  same;  modernizing  laboratory 
equipment  and  bringing  the  same  up  to  date;  purchase  of  articles  of 
equipage  at  home  and  abroad  under  the  cognizance  of  the  Bureau  of 
Supplies  and  Accounts,  and  for  the  payment  of  labor  in  equipping 
vessels  therewith,  and  the  manufacture  of  such  articles  in  the  several 
navy  yards;  musical  instruments  and  music;  mess  outfits;  soap  on 
board  naval  vessels;  athletic  outfits;  tolls,  ferriages,  yeomen’s  stores, 
safes,  newspapers,  and  other  incidental  expenses;  labor  in  general 
storehouses,  paymasters’  offices,  and  accounting  offices  in  navy  yards 
and  naval  stations,  including  naval  stations  maintained  in  island 

Possessions  under  the  control  of  the  United  States,  and  expenses  in 
andling  stores  purchased  and  manufactured  under  “General  ac- 
count of  advances”;  and  reimbursement  to  appropriations  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  of  cost  of  inspection  of  meats  and  meat 
food  products  for  the  Navy  Department:  Provided , That  the  sum  to 
be  paid  out  of  this  appropriation,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy,  for  chemists  and  for  clerical,  inspection,  and  messenger 
service  in  the  general  storehouses,  paymasters’  offices,  and  accounting 
offices  of  the  navy  yards  and  naval  stations  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  shall  not  exceed 
$643,000;  in  all,  $1,829,400.55. 

Freiqht,  Bureau  of  Supplies  and  Accounts:  All  freight  and 
express  charges  pertaining  to  the  Navy  Department  and  its  bureaus, 
except  the  transportation  of  coal  for  the  Bureau  of  Supplies  and 
Accounts,  $625,000. 

Fuel  and  transportation:  Coal  and  other  fuel  for  steamers’  and 
ships’  use,  including  expenses  of  transportation,  storage,  and  hand- 
ling the  same;  maintenance  and  general  operation  of  machinery  of 
naval  coaling  depots  and  coaling  plants*  water  for  all  purposes  on 
board  naval  vessels;  and  ice  for  the  cooling  of  water,  including^  the 
expense  of  transportation  and  storage  of  both,  $4,500,000:  Provided , 
That  hereafter,  when  the  lowest  obtainable  cost  of  transportation 
of  fuel  between  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  coasts  of  the  United  States 
by  merchant  carriers  is  considered  excessive,  the  appropriation  “Fuel 
and  transportation”  may  be  charged  with  the  expense  of  pay,  trans- 
portation, shipping,  and  subsistence  of  civilian  officers  ana  crews,

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capstans,  steam  windlasses,  and  all  other  auxiliaries;  labor  in  navy 
yards  and  on  foreign  stations;  purchase  of  machinery  and  tools  for 
use  in  shops;  carrying  on  work  of  experimental  model  tank  and  wind 
tunnel;  designing  naval  vessels;  construction  and  repair  of  yard  craft, 
lighters,  ana  barges;  wear,  tear,  and  repair  of  vessels  afloat;  general 
care,  increase,  and  protection  of  the  Navy  in  the  line  of  construction 
and  repair;  incidental  expenses  for  vessels  and  navy  yards,  inspectors' 
offices,  such  as  photographing,  books,  professional  magazines,  plans, 
stationery,  and  instruments  for  drafting  room,  and  for  pay  of  classified 
force  under  the  bureau;  for  hemp,  wire,  iron,  and  other  materials  for 
the  manufacture  of  cordage,  anchors,  cables,  galleys,  and  chains; 
specifications  for  purchase  thereof  shall  be  so  prepared  as  shall  give 
fair  and  free  competition;  canvas  for  the  manufacture  of  sails,  awn- 
ings, hammocks,  and  other  work;  interior  appliances  and  tools  for 
manufacturing  purposes  in  navy  yards  and  naval  stations;  and  for 
the  purchase  of  all  other  articles  of  equipage  at  home  and  abroad;  and 
for  file  payment  of  labor  in  equipping  vessels  therewith  and  manufac- 
ture of  such  articles  in  the  several  navy  yards;  naval  signals  and 
apparatus,  other  than  electric,  namely,  signals,  lights,  lanterns,  rock- 
ets, running  lights,  lanterns  and  lamps  and  their  appendages  for  gen- 
eral use  on  board  ship  for  illuminating  purposes,  and  oil  and  candles 
used  in  connection  therewith;  bunting  and  other  materials  for  making 
and  repairing  flags  of  all  kinds;  for  all  permanent  galley  fittings  ana 
equipage;  rugs,  carpets,  curtains,  and  hangings  on  board  navS  ves- 
sels, $9,106,127:  Provided , That  no  part  of  this  sum  shall  be  applied 
to  the  repair  of  any  wooden  ship  when  the  estimated  cost  of  such 
repairs,  to  be  appraised  by  a competent  board  of  naval  officers,  shall 
exceed  ten  per  centum  of  the  estimated  cost,  appraised  in  like  manner, 
of  a new  ship  of  the  same  size  and  like  material:  Provided  further,  That 
no  part  of  this  sum  shall  be  applied  to  the  repair  of  any  other  ship 
when  the  estimated  cost  of  such  repairs,  to  be  appraised  by  a compe- 
tent board  of  naval  officers,  shall  exceed  twenty  per  centum  of  the 
estimated  cost,  appraised  in  like  manner,  of  a new  ship  of  the  same 
size  and  like  material:  Provided  further , That  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  deprive  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  of  the  authority  to 
order  repairs  of  ships  damaged  in  foreign  waters  or  on  the  high  seas, 
so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  bring  them  home.  And  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  expenditures  from  appro- 
priate funds  under  the  various  bureaus  for  repairs  and  changes  on  a 
submarine  torpedo  boat  of  the  “E”  type  in  a sum  not  to  exceed 
$100,000:  Provided  further,  That  the  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  this  appro- 
priation, under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  for  clerical, 
drafting,  inspection,  watchmen  (ship  keepers),  and  messenger  service 
in  navy  yards,  naval  stations,  ana  offices  of  supei  intending  naval 
constructors  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  sixteen,  shall  not  exceed  $958,100. 

Improvement  of  construction  plants:  For  repairs  and  im- 

Jrovement  of  machinery  and  implements  at  plant  at  navy  yard, 
Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire,  $10,000. 

For  repairs  and  improvement  of  machinery  and  implements  at 
plant  at  navy  yard,  Boston,  Massachusetts,  $10,000. 

For  repairs  and  improvement  of  machinery  and  implements  at 
plant  at  navy  yard,  New  York,  New  York,  $20,000. 
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For  repairs  and  improvement  of  machinery  and  implements  at 
plant  at  navy  yard,  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  $15,000. 

For  repairs  and  improvement  of  machinery  ana  implements  at 
plant  at  navy  yard,  Norfolk,  Virginia,  $15,000. 

For  repairs  and  improvement  of  machinery  and  implements  at 
plant  at  navy  yard,  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  $15,000. 

For  repairs  and  improvement  of  machinery  and  implements  at 
plant  at  navy  yard,  Mare  Island,  California,  $15,000. 

For  repairs  and  improvement  of  machinery  and  implements  at 
plant  at  navy  yard,  Puget  Sound,  Washington,  $10,000. 

Officers  of  the  line  of  the  Navy  who  have  had  not  less  than  three 
years*  service  in  the  grade  of  ensign  and  have  taken  or  are  taking  satis- 
f actorily  a post-graduate  course  in  naval  architecture  under  orders  from 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  be  eligible  for  transfer  to  the  grade 
of  assistant  naval  constructor:  Provided,  That  there  shall  not  be 
more  than  five  such  transfers  in  any  one  calendar  year  and  that  the 
total  increase  in  the  number  of  naval  constructors  and  assistant 
naval  constructors  by  reason  of  such  transfers  shall  not  exceed 
twenty-four.

operation  of  naval  vessels,  yard  craft,  and  ships*  boats;  purchase, 
installation,  repair,  and  preservation  of  machinery,  tools,  and  ap- 
liances  in  navy  yards  ana  stations;  pay  of  classified  force  under  the 
bureau;  incidental  expenses  for  naval  vessels,  navy  yards  and  sta- 
tions, inspectors*  offices,  the  engineering  experiment  station,  such  as 
photographing,  technical  books,  and  periodicals,  stationery,  and 
instruments;  instruments  and  apparatus,  supplies,  and  technical 
books  and  periodicals  necessary  to  carry  on  experimental  and  research 
work  in  radiotelegraphy  at  the  naval  radio  laboratory:  Provided, 
That  the  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  this  appropriation,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  for  clerical,  drafting,  inspection, 
and  messenger  service  in  navy  yards,  naval  stations,  and  offices  oi 
United  States  inspectors  of  machinery  and  engineering  material  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  nundrea  and  sixteen, 
shall  not  exceed  $650,000:  Provided  further , That  the  sum  to  be  paid 
out  of  this  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  land  for  sites  for  radio 
shore  stations  shall  not  exceed  $10,000:  Provided  further,  That  the 
total  expenditures  under  this  appropriation  at  the  naval  radio  labo- 
ratory shall  not  exceed  $5,000*  in  all,  engineering,  $7,742,973. 

High-power  radio  stations:  Toward  the  purchase  and  preparation

instruments,  stores,  machinery,  tools,  fittings,  apparatus,  and  mate- 
• rials  for  instruction  purposes,  $28,000. 

Purchase,  binding,  and  repair  of  books  for  the  library  (to  be  pur- 
chased in  the  open  market  on  the  written  order  of  the  superintendent), 
$2,500. 

Expenses  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Naval  Academy,  being 
actual  expenses  while  engaged  upon  duties  as  members  of  the  board 
not  to  exceed  $5  a day  and  actual  expenses  of  travel  by  the  shortest 
mail  routes,  and  for  clerk  hire,  and  other  incidental  and  necessary 
expenses  of  the  board,  $500.

Maintenance  and  repairs,  Naval  Academy:  For  general  main- 
tenance and  repairs  at  the  Naval  Academy,  namely  : For  necessary 
repairs  of  public  buildings,  wharves,  and  walls  inclosing  the  grounds 
of  the  Naval  Academy,  improvements,  repairs,  and  fixtures;  for  books, 
periodicals,  maps,  models,  and  drawings;  purchase  and  repair  of  fire 
engines;  fire  apparatus  and  plants;  machinery;  purchase  and  main- 
tenance of  all  norses  and  vehicles  for  use  at  the  academy,  including 
the  maintenance,  operation,  and  repair  of  three  horse-drawn  passen- 
ger-carrying vehicles  to  be  used  only  for  official  purposes;  seeds  and 
plants;  tools  and  repairs  of  the  same;  stationery;  furniture  for  Gov- 
ernment buildings  and  offices  at  the  academy;  coal  and  other  fuel;

MARINE  CORPS. 

Pat,  Marine  Corps:  For  pay  and  allowances  prescribed  by  law  of 
officers  on  the  active  list,  including  clerks  for  assistant  paymasters, 
five,  $980,799.50:  Provided,  That  the  increased  compensation  as  now 
fixed  by  law  for  the  Marine  Corps  for  foreign  shore  service  shall  here- 
after be  paid  to  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  that  corps  while  on 
sea  duty,  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  conditions  as  is 
provided  by  the  Act  approved  May  thirteenth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
eight,  for  officers  of  the  Navy. 

For  pay  of  officers  prescribed  by  law,  on  the  retired  list:  For  three 
major  generals,  four  brigadier  generals,  six  colonels,  five  lieutenant 
colonels,  ten  majors,  nineteen  captains,  twelve  first  lieutenants,  four 
second  lieutenants,  and  one  paymaster’s  clerk,  and  for  officers  who 
may  be  placed  thereon  during  the  year,  including  such  increased  pay 
as  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  provided  for  retired  officers  regularly 
assigned  to  active  duty,  $189,702.50. 

Pay  of  enlisted  men,  active  list:  Pay  of  noncommissioned  officers, 
musicians,  and  privates,  as  prescribed  by  law,  and  the  number  of 
enlisted  men  shall  be  exclusive  of  those  undergoing  imprisonment 
with  sentence  oi  dishonorable  discharge  from  the  service  at  the 
expiration  of  such  confinement,  and  for  the  expenses  of  clerks  of  the 
United  States  Marine  Corps  traveling  under  orders,  and  including 
additional  compensation  for  enlisted  men  of  the  Marine  Corps  regu- 
larly detailed  as  gun  captains,  gun  pointers,  mess  sergeants,  cooks, 
messmen,  signalmen,  or  holding  good-conduct  medals,  pins,  or  bars, 
including  interest  on  deposits  by  enlisted  men,  post-exchange  debts 
of  deserters,  under  such  rules  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  pre- 
scribe, and  the  authorized  travel  allowance  of  discharged  enlisted 
men  and  for  prizes  for  excellence  in  guimery  exercise  and  target 
practice,  both  afloat  and  ashore:  Provided , That  the  number  of 
gunnery  sergeants  heretofore  authorized  is  increased  by  twenty; 
that  the  number  of  sergeants  heretofore  authorized  is  increased  by 
twenty;  that  the  number  of  corporals  heretofore  authorized  is 
increased  by  seventy*  and  that  the  number  of  privates  heretofore 
authorized  is  decreased  by  one  hundred  and  ten.  In  all,  $2,932,764.05. 

For  pay  and  allowances  prescribed  by  law  of  enlisted  men  on  the 
retired  list:  For  six  sergeants  major,  one  drum  major,  twenty-six 
gunnery  sergeants,  twenty-nine  quartermaster  sergeants,  thirty-six 
first  sergeants,  seventy-one  sergeants,  twenty  corporals,  twenty 
first-class  musicians,  one  drummer,  one  trumpeter,  one  fifer,  and 
twenty-six  privates,  and  for  those  who  may  be  retired  during  the 
fiscal  year,  $160,857.

Fuel,  Marine  Corps:  For  heat  and  light  for  the  authorized 
allowance  of  quarters  for  officers  and  enlisted  men,  and  other  build- 
ings and  grounds  pertaining  to  the  Marine  Corps;  fuel,  electricity, 
and  oil  for  cooking,  power,  and  other  purposes;  and  sales  to  officers, 
$164,000. 

Military  stores,  Marine  Corps:  Pay  of  chief  armorer,  at  $4  per 
diem;  one  mechanic,  at  $3  per  diem;  two  mechanics,  at  $2.50  each 
per  diem;  one  chief  electrician,  at  $4  per  diem,  and  one  assistant 
electrician,  at  $3.50  per  diem;  per  diem  of  enlisted  men  employed 
on  constant  labor  for  periods  of  not  less  than  ten  days;  purchase  of 
military  equipments,  such  as  rifles,  revolvers,  cartridge  boxes,  bayo- 
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net  scabbards,  haversacks,  blanket  bags,  canteens,  rifle  slings,  swords, 
drums,  trumpets,  flags,  waistbelts,  waist  plates,  cartridge  belts,  spare 
parts  ior  repairing  rifles,  machetes,  purchase  and  repair  of  tents,  field 
cots,  field  ovens,  and  stoves  for  tents;  purchase  ana  repair  of  instru- 
ments for  bands,  purchase  of  music  and  musical  accessories;  pur- 
chase and  marking  of  prizes  for  excellence  in  gunnery  and  rifle  prac- 
tice; good-conduct  badges;  medals  awarded  to  officers  and  en- 
listed men  by  the  Government  for  conspicuous,  gallant,  and  special 
service;  incidental  expenses  of  schools  of  application;  construction, 
equipment,  and  maintenance  of  school,  library,  and  amusement 
rooms  ana  gymnasiums  for  enlisted  men,  and  the  purchase  and 
repair  of  all  articles  of  field  sports  for  enlisted  men;  purchase  and 
repair  of  signal  equipment  and  stores;  establishment  and  mainte- 
nance of  targets  and  ranges,  renting  ranges,  construction  of  build- 
ings for  temporary  shelter  and  preservation  of  stores,  and  entrance 
fees  in  competitions;  procuring,  preserving,  and  handling  ammuni- 
tion and  other  necessary  military  supplies;  in  all,  $307,737. 

Transportation  and  recruiting,  Marine  Corps:  For  trans- 
portation of  troops,  and  of  applicants  for  enlistment  between  recruit- 
ing stations  and  recruit  depots  or  posts,  including  ferriage  and  trans- 
fers en  route,  or  cash  in  lieu  thereof;  toilet  kits  for  issue  to  recruits 
upon  their  first  enlistment  and  the  expense  of  the  recruiting  service, 
$317,000. 

Repairs  op  Barracks,  Marine  Corps:  Repairs  and  improve- 
ments to  barracks,  quarters,  and  other  public  buildings  at  posts  and 
stations;  for  the  renting,  leasing,  improvement,  and  erection  of 
buildings  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  at  such  other  places  as  the 
public  exigencies  require;  and  for  per  diem  to  enlisted  men  em- 
ployed under  the  direction  of  the  Quartermaster’s  Department  on 
the  repair  of  barracks,  quarters,  and  other  public  buildings  on  con- 
stant labor  for  periods  of  not  less  than  ten  days,  $140,000. 

Forage,  Marine  Corps  : For  forage  in  kind  and  stabling  for  public 
ftTnmalfl  of  the  Quartermaster’s  Department  and  the  authorized  num- 
ber of  officers’  horses,  $22,200. 

Commutation  of  quarters,  Marine  Corps:  Commutation  of 
quarters  for  officers  serving  with  troops  where  there  are  no  public 
quarters  belonging  to  the  Government,  and  where  there  are  not 
sufficient  quarters  possessed  by  the  United  States  to  accommodate 
them;  commutation  of  quarters  for  enlisted  men  employed  as  clerks 
and  messengers  in  the  offices  of  the  commandant,  adjutant  and  in- 
spector, paymaster,  and  quartermaster,  and  the  offices  of  the  assistant 
adjutant  and  inspectors,  assistant  paymasters,  assistant  quarter- 
masters, at  $21  each  per  month,  ana  for  enlisted  men  employed  as 
messengers  in  said  offices,  at  $10  each  per  month,  $79,000. 

Contingent,  Marine  Corps:  For  freight,  expressage,  tolls,  cart- 
age, advertising,  washing  of  bed  sacks,  mattress  covers,  pillow- 
cases, towels,  and  sheets,  funeral  expenses  of  officers  and  enlisted 
men  and  retired  enlisted  men  of  the  Marine  Corps,  including  the 
transportation  of  bodies  and  their  arms  and  wearing  apparel  from 
the  place  of  demise  to  the  homes  of  the  deceased  in  tne  United 
States;  stationery  and  other  paper,  printing  and  binding;  tele- 
graphing, rent  of  telephones;  purchase,  repair,  and  exchange  of 
typewriters;  apprehension  of  stragglers  and  deserters:  per  diem  of 
enlisted  men  employed  on  constant  labor  for  periods  oi  not  less  than 
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ten  days;  employment  of  civilian  labor;  purchase,  repair,  and  installa- 
tion and  maintenance  of  gas,  electric,  sewer,  and  water  pipes  and 
fixtures;  office  and  barracks  furniture,  camp  and  garrison  equipage 
and  implements;  mess  utensils  for  enlisted  men;  packing  boxes, 
wrapping  paper,  oilcloth,  crash,  rope,  twine,  quarantine  fees,  camphor 
and  carbolized  paper,  carpenters*  tools,  tools  for  police  purposes, 
safes;  purchase,  repair,  and  maintenance  of  such  harness,  wagons, 
motor  wagons,  carts,  drays,  motor-propelled  and  horse-drawn 
passenger-carrying  vehicles,  to  be  usea  only  for  official  purposes, 
and  other  vehicles  as  are  required  for  the  transportation  of  troops 
and  supplies  and  for  official  military  and  garrison  purposes;  purchase 
of  public  horses  and  mules;  services  of  veterinary  surgeons,  and 
medicines  for  public  animals,  and  the  authorized  number  of  officers’ 
horses;  purchase  of  mounts  and  horse  equipment  for  all  officers  below 
the  grade  of  major  required  to  be  mounted;  shoeing  for  public  ani- 
mals and  the  authorized  number  of  officers’  horses;  purchase  and 
repair  of  hose,  fire  extinguishers,  hand  grenades,  carts,  wheelbar- 
rows, and  lawn  mowers  • purchase,  installation,  and  repair  of  cooking 
and  heating  stoves  ana  furnaces;  purchase  of  towels,  soap,  combs, 
and  brushes  for  -offices;  postage  stamps  for  foreign  and  registered 
postage;  books,  newspapers,  and  periodicals;  improving  parade 
grounds;  repair  of  pumps  and  wharves;  water;  straw  for  bedding, 
mattresses;  mattress  covers,  pillows,  sheets;  furniture  for  Govern- 
ment quarters  and  repair  of  same;  packing  and  crating  officers’ 
allowance  of  baggage  on  change  of  station;  deodorizers,  lubricants, 
disinfectants;'  ana  for  all  emergencies  and  extraordinary  expenses 
arising  at  home  and  abroad,  but  impossible  to  anticipate  or  classify, 
$460,000. 

In  all,  for  the  maintenance  of  Quartermaster’s  Department,  Marine 
Corps,  $3,000,000;  and  the  money  herein  specifically  appropriated 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  Quartermasters  Department,  Marine 
Corps,  shall  be  disbursed  and  accounted  for  in  accordance  .with 
existing  law  as  maintenance,  Quartermaster’s  Department,  Marine 
Corps,  and  for  that  purpose  shall  constitute  one  fund. 

Total  Marine  Corps,  exclusive  of  public  works,  $7,510,834.33. 

INCREASE  OF  THE  NAVY. 

That  for  the  purpose  of  further  increasing  the  Naval  Establishment 
of  the  United  States  the  President  is  hereby  authorized  to  have 
constructed  two  first-class  battleships,  carrying  as  heavy  armor  and 
as  powerful  armament  as  any  vessel  of  their  class,  to  have  the  highest 
practicable  speed  and  greatest  desirable  radius  of  action,  and  to 
cost,  exclusive  of  armor  and  armament,  not  to  exceed  $7,800,000  each. 

Six  torpedo-boat  destroyers,  to  have  a speed  of  not  less  than  thirty 
knots  per  hour  and  to  cost,  exclusive  of  armor  and  armament,  not  to 
exceed  $925,000  each. 

Provided,  That  three  of  said  torpedo-boat  destroyers  herein  author- 
ized shall  be  built  on  the  Pacific  coast:  Provided  further,  That  the- 
cost  of  construction  on  the  Pacific  coast  does  not  exceed  the  cost 
of  construction  on  the  Atlantic  coast  plus  the  cost  of  transportation 
from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific. 

Two  submarines  to  be  of  seagoing  type  to  have  a surface  speed  of 
twenty-five  knots  or  more  if  possible,  but  not  less  than  twenty 
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knots,  to  cost,  exclusive  of  armor  and  armament,  not  exceeding 
$1,500,000  each,  and  sixteen  submarines  to  cost,  exclusive  of  armor 
and  armament,  not  exceeding  $550,000  each,  and  the  sum  of 
$4,090,000  is  hereby  appropriated  for  said  purposes  to  be  available 
until  expended. 

The  following  sums  are  hereby  reappropriated  out  of  the  unobli- 

Sated  balances  of  the  following  appropriations  for  the  Naval  Estab- 
shment  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred 
and  fourteen: 

“Equipment  of  vessels,”  $625,000;  “ Steam  machinery,”  $175,000, 
and  made  available  for  the  construction  of  the  submarine  torpedo 
boats  herein  authorized. 

Five  of  the  submarine  torpedo  boats  herein  authorized  shall  be 
built  on  the  Pacific  coast:  Provided , That  the  cost  of  construction  on 
the  Pacific  coast  does  not  exceed  the  cost  of  construction  on  the 
Atlantic  coast  plus  the  cost  of  transportation  from  the  Atlantic  to 
the  Pacific, 

One  oil  fuel  ship,  to  cost,  exclusive  of  armor  and  armament,  not  to 
exceed  $1,140,000. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  build  any  of  the  vessels  herein 
authorized  in  such  navy  yards  as  he  may  designate  should  it  reason- 
ably appear  that  the  persons,  firms,  or  corporations,  or  the  agents 
thereof,  bidding  for  tne  construction  of  any  of  said  vessels  have 
entered  into  any  combination,  agreement,  or  understanding  the  effect, 
object,  or  purpose  of  which  is  to  deprive  the  Government  of  fair,  open, 
and  unrestricted  competition  in  letting  contracts  for  the  construction 
of  any  of  said  vessels:  Provided , That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is 
hereby  authorized  to  build  any  of  the  vessels  herein  authorized  in 
such  navy  yards  as  he  may  designate. 

Construction  and  machinery:  On  account  of  hulls  and  outfits  of 
vessels  and  machinery  of  vessels  heretofore  and  herein  authorized,  to 
be  available  until  expended,  $20,664,-459. 

Increase  of  the  Navy;  torpedo  boats:  On  account  of  subma- 
rine torpedo  boats  heretofore  authorized,  to  be  available  until  ex- 
pended, $1,341,344. 

Increase  of  the  Navy,  equipment:  The  unexpended  balance  on 
June  thirtieth,,  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen,  shall  be  transferred  to 
appropriation  “Increase  of  the  Navy,  construction  and  machinery,” 
and  beginning  with  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen,  equip- 
ment outfits  snail  be  charged  to  appropriation  “Increase  of  the  Navy, 
construction  and  machinery.” 

Increase  of  the  Navy;  armor  and  armament:  Toward  the 
armor  and  armament  for  vessels  heretofore  and  herein  authorized,  to 
be  available  until  expended,  $18,957,998:  Provided,  That  the  com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  Act  of  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
fourteen,  (Public,  numbered  one  hundred  and  twenty-one)  is  hereby 
continued  to  the  regular  session  of  Congress  convening  in  December, 
nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen,  for  the  purpose  of  making  such  further 
investigation  and  report  as  may  be  deemed  advisable. 

Total  increase  of  the  Navy  heretofore  and  herein  authorized, 
$45,053,801. 

. The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  directed  to  submit  to  the  next 
regular  session  of  Congress  a report  on  building  four  warships  of  the 
type,  power,  and  speed  which,  in  his  judgment  based  on  the  knowledge 
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gained  from  the  prevailing  war  in  Europe,  are  best  suited  for  war  on 
Ine  sea;  also  to  report,  in  the  light  of  that  war,  the  value  and  uses 
in  naval  warfare  of  aeroplanes,  airigibles,  balloons,  and  submarines. 

Of  each  of  the  sums  appropriated  by  this  Act,  except  such  amounts 
as  may  be  required  to  meet  obligations  authorized  m previous  Acts 
and  for  which  contracts  have  been  made,  no  part  shall  be  used  to 
prooure  through  purchase  or  contract  any  vessels,  armament,  articles, 
or  materials,  which  the  navy  yards,  gun  factories,  or  other  industrial 
plants  operated  by  the  Navy  Department  are  equipped  to  supply, 
unless  such  Government  plants  are  operated  approximately  at  their  full 
capacity  for  not  less  than  one  regular  shift  each  working  day,  except 
when  contract  costs  are  less  than  costs  in  said  Government  plants,  and 
except  when  said  Government  plants  are  unable  to  complete  the  work 
within  the  time  required,  and  except  in  cases  of  emergency:  Provided , 
That  no  part  of  the  appropriations  made  in  this  Act  snail  be  available 
for  the  salary  or  pay  of  any  officer,  manager,  superintendent,  foreman, 
or  other  person  having  charge  of  the  work  of  any  employee  of  theUnited 
States  Government  while  making  or  causing  to  be  made  with  a stop 
watch  or  other  time-measuring  device  a time  study  of  any  job  of 
any  such  employee  between  the  starting  and  completion  thereof,  or 
of  the  movements  of  any  such  employee  while  engaged  upon  such 
work;  nor  shall  any  part  of  the  appropriations  made  in  this  Act  be 
available  to  pay  any  premium  or  bonus  or  cash  reward  to  any  em- 
ployee in  addition  to  ms  regular  wages,  except  for  suggestions  result- 
ing in  improvements  or  economy  in  the  operation  of  any  Government 
plant. 

That  no  part  of  any  sum  herein  appropriated  shall  be  expended 
for  the  purchase  of  structural  steel,  ship  plates,  armor,  armament, 
or  machinery  from  any  persons,  firms,  or  corporations  who  have  com- 
bined or  conspired  to  monopolize  the  interstate  or  foreign  commerce 
or  trade  of  the  United  States,  or  the  commerce  or  trade  between  the 
States  and  any  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  in  any  of  the 
articles  aforesaid,  and  no  purchase  of  structural  steel,  ship  plates,  or 
machinery  shall  oe  made  at  a price  in  excess  of  a reasonable  profit 
above  the  actual  cost  of  manufacture.  But  this  limitation  shall  in 
no  case  apply  to  any  existing  contract. 

That  no  part  of  any  sum  herein  appropriated  under  “Increase  of 
the  Navy”  shall  be  used  for  the  payment  of  any  clerical,  drafting, 
inspection,  or  messenger  service,  or  for  the  pay  of  any  of  the  other 
classified  force  under  the  various  bureaus  of  the  Navy  Department, 
Washington,  District  of  Columbia. 

That  no  part  of  any  sum  appropriated  by  this  Act  shall  be  used 
for  any  expense  of  the  Navy  Department  at  Washington,  District 
of  Columbia,  unless  specific  authority  is  given  by  law  for  such  ex- 
penditure.

An  Act  Making  appropriations  for  the  naval  service  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  following  sums 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appropriated,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  money 
in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  naval  service  of 
the  Government  for  the  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  seventeen,  and  for  other  purposes: 


PAY,  MISCELLANEOUS. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  send  to  Congress  at  the  beginning 
of  its  next  regular  session  a complete  schedule  or  list  showing  the 
amount  of  money  of  all  pay  and  for  all  allowances  for  each  grade  of 
officers  in  the  Navy,  including  retired  officers,  and  for  all  officers  in- 
cluded in  this  Act  and  for  all  enlisted  men  so  included. 

For  commissions  and  interests;  transportation  of  funds;  exchange; 
mileage  to  officers  while  traveling  under  orders  in  the  United  States, 
and  for  actual  personal  .expenses  of  officers  while  traveling  abroau 
under  orders,  and  for  traveling  expenses  of  civilian  employees, 
and  for  actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses  of  midshipmen  while 
proceeding  from  their  homes  to  the  Naval  Academy  for  examina- 
tion and  appointment  as  midshipmen;  for  actual  traveling  expenses 
of  female  nurses;  actual  expenses  of  officers  while  on  shore  patrol 
duty;  hire  of  launches  or  other  small  boats  in  Asiatic  waters;  for 
rent  of  buildings  and  offices  not  in  navy  yards,  including  the  rental 
of  offices  in  the  District  of  Columbia;  expenses  of  courts-martial, 
prisoners  and  prisons,  and  courts  of  inquiry,  boards  of  inspection, 
examining  boards,  with  clerks'  and  witnesses'  fees,  and  traveling 
expenses  and  costs;  expenses  of  naval  defense  districts*  stationery  ana 
recording;  religious  books;  newspapers  and  periodicals  for  the  naval 
service;  all  advertising  for  the  Navy  Department  and  its  bureaus 
(except  advertising  for  recruits  for  the  Bureau  of  Navigation);  copy- 
ing; ferriage;  tolls;  costs  of  suits;  commissions,  warrants,  diplomas, 
and  discharges;  relief  of  vessels  in  distress;  recovery  of  valuables 
from  shipwrecks;  quarantine  expenses;  reports;  professional  investi- 
gation; cost  of  special  instruction  at  home  ana  abroad,  including 
maintenance  of  students  and  attaches;  information  from  abroad  ana 
at  home,  not  exceeding  $50,000,  and  the  collection  and  classification 
thereof ; all  charges  pertaining  to  the  Navy  Department  and  its  bureaus 
for  ice  for  the  cooling  of  drinking  water  on  shore  (except  at  naval 
hospitals),  telephone  rentals  and  tolls,  telegrams,  cablegrams,  and 
postage,  foreign  and  domestic,  and  post-office  box  rentals;  and  other 
necessary  and  incidental  expenses:  Provided , That  the  sum  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  appropriation,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  for  clerical,  inspection,  and  messenger  service  in  navy  yards, 
naval  stations,  and  purchasing  pay  offices  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
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June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  shall  not  exceed 
$190,000,  and  for  necessary  expenses  for  the  interned  persons  and 
prisoners  of  war  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Navy  Department, 
including  funeral  expenses  for  such  interned  persons  or  prisoners  of 
war  as  may  die  while  under  such  jurisdiction;  in  all,  $915,000:  Pro- 
vided, That  hereafter  expenditures  from  the  appropriation  for  obtain- 
ing information  from  abroad  and  at  home  snail  be  accounted  for 
specifically,  if,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  they 
may  be  made  public,  and  he  shall  make  a certificate  of  the  amount 
of  such  expenditures  as  he  may  think  it  advisable  not  to  specify,  and 
every  such  certificate  shall  be  deemed  a sufficient  voucher  for  the 
sum  therein  expressed  to  have  been  expended:  Provided  further.  That 
hereafter  any  civilian  employee  of  the  Navy  Department  who  is  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States  and  employed  at  any  station  outside  the 
continental  limits  of  the  United  States  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  after  at  least  two  years’  continuous,  faithful, 
and  satisfactory  service  abroad,  and  subject  to  the  interests  of  the 
public  service,  be  granted  accrued  leave  of  absence,  with  pay,  for 
each  year  of  service,  and  if  an  employee  should  elect  to  postpone  the 
taking  of  any  or  all  of  the  leave  to  which  he  may  be  entitled  in  pur- 
suance hereof  such  leave  may  be  allowed  to  accumulate  for  a period 
of  not  exceeding  four  years,  the  rate  of  pay  for  accrued  leave  to  be  the 
rate  obtaining  at  the  time  the  leave  is  granted. 

Hereafter  interned  persons  and  prisoners  of  war,  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Navy  Department,  who  are  or  may  become  insane,  shall 
be  entitled  to  admission  for  treatment  to  the  Government  Hospital 
for  the  Insane. 

Hereafter  the  Chief  of  Naval  Operations,  while  so  serving  as  such 
Chief  of  Naval  Operations,  shall  have  the  rank  and  title  of  admiral, 
to  take  rank  next  after  The  Admiral  of  the  Navy,  and  shall,  while  so 
serving  as  Chief  of  Naval  Operations,  receive  the  pay  of  $10,000  per 
annum  and  no  allowances.  All  orders  issued  by  the  Chief  of  Naval 
Operations  in  performing  the  duties  assigned  him  shall  be  performed 
under  the  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and  his  orders  shall , 
be  considered  as  emanating  from  the  Secretary,  and  shall  have  full  * 
force  and  effect  as  such.  To  assist  the  Chief  oi  Naval  Operations  in 
performing  the  duties  of  his  office  there  shall  be  assigned  for  this 
exclusive  duty  not  less  than  fifteen  officers  of  and  above  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  commander  of  the  Navy  or  major  of  the  Marine  Corps: 
Provided , That  if  an  officer  of  the  grade  of  captain  be  appointed  Chief 
of  Naval  Operations  he  shall  have  the  rank  and  title  of  admiral,  as 
above  provided,  while  holding  that  position:  Provided  further,  That 
should  an  officer,  while  serving  as  Chief  of  Naval  Operations,  be 
retired  from  active  service  he  shall  be  retired  with  the  lineal  rank 
and  the  retired  pay  to  which  he  would  be  entitled  had  he  not  been 
serving  as  Chief  of  Naval  Operations. 

Hereafter  an  officer  of  the  Corps  of  Civil  Engineers  may  be  detailed 
as  assistant  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Yards  and  Docks  and  an 
officer  of  the  Corps  of  Naval  Constructors  as  assistant  to  the  Chief  of 
Bureau  of  Construction  and  ^Repair;  and,  in  case  of  death,  resigna- 
tion, absence,  or  sickness  of  the  chief  of  bureau,  shall,  unless  other- 
wise directed  by  the  President,  as  provided  by  section  one  hundred 
and  seventy-nine  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  perform  the  duties  of  such 
chief  until  nis  successor  is  appointed  or  such  absence  or  sickness  shall 
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cease;  and  hereafter  an  officer  of  the  line  of  the  Navy  or  Marine 
Corps  may  be  detailed  as  assistant  to  the  Judge  Advocate  General  of 
the  Navy,  who  shall,  under  similar  conditions,  perform  the  duties  of 
the  Judge  Advocate  General. 

Hereafter  such  amount  may  be  expended  annually  for  pay  of  draft- 
ing, technical,  and  inspection  force  from  the  seveial  lump  sum  appro- 
priations in  which  specific  authority  for  such  expenditure  is  given,  as 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  deem  necessary  within  the  limitation 
of  appropriation  provided  for  such  service  in  said  lump  3um  appro- 
priations at  such  rates  of  compensation  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
may  prescribe;  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  each  year,  in  the 
annual  estimates,  report  to  Congress  the  number  of  persons  so  em- 
ployed, their  duties,  and  the  amount  paid  to  each. 

Contingent,  Navy:  For  all  emergencies  and  extraordinary 
expenses,  exclusive  of  personal  services  m the  Navy  Department,  or 
any  of  its  subordinate  bureaus  or  offices  at  Washington,  District  of 
Columbia,  arising  at  home  or  abroad,  but  impossible  to  be  antici- 
pated or  classified,  to  be  expended  on  the  approval  and  authority  of 
.the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,,  and  for  such  purposes  as  he  may  deem 
proper,  $46,000. 

For  actual  expenses  incurred  by  and  in  connection  with  the  civilian 
Naval  Consulting  Board,  $25,000. 

Fuel  oil:  For  an  investigation  of  fuel  oil  and  gasoline  adapted  to 
naval  requirements,  including  the  question  of  supply  and  storage  and 
the  availability  economically  and  otherwise  of  such  supply  as  may  be 
afforded  by  the  naval  reserves  on  the  public  domain,  and  for  the 
purchase  of  necessary  instruments  and  appliances  and  the  extension 
of  the  naval  fuel-oil  equipment  plant  at  the  navy  yard,  Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania,  and  the  temporary  employment  of  civilian  fuel-oil 
experts  and  assistants,  $60,000. 

Aviation:  For  aviation,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  for  procuring,  producing,  constructing,  operat- 
ing, preserving,  storing,  and  handling  aircraft,  including  rigid  dirigi- 
bles, and  appurtenances,  maintenance  of  aircraft  stations  and  experi- 
mental worlc  in  development  of  aviation  for  naval  purposes, 
$3,500,000:  Provided,  That  the  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  this  appropria- 
tion under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  for  drafting, 
clerical,  inspection,  and  messenger  service  for  aircraft  stations  shall 
not  exceed  $25,000. 


Advisory  committee  for  aeronautics:  For  traveling  expenses  of 
members  and  employees,  $2,000;  two  technical  assistants,  at  $2,500 
each;  one  clerk,  at  $1,500;  one  clerk,  at  $1,000;  one  draftsman,  at

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transportation,  and  subsistence  of  any  part  of  the  Naval  Militia  as 
shall  participate  in  any  cruise,  maneuvers,  field  instruction,  or 
encampment  of  any  part  of  the  Regular  Navy  afloat  or  on  shore;  for 
prizes,  trophies,  and  badges  for  excellence  in  gunnery  exercises  and 
target  practice  of  the  Naval  Militia;  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
for  issue  to  the  Naval  Militia  any  stores  and  supplies  or  publications 
which  are  supplied  to  the  Navy  by  any  department  for  the  actual 
and  necessary  traveling  expenses,  together  with  a per  diem  not  to 
exceed  $10  to  be  established  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  of  the 
Naval  Militia  Board  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy;  and  for 
the  necessary  clerical  and  office  expenses  of  the  Division  of  Naval 
Militia  Affairs  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and  for 
retainer  pay  of  officers  and  enlisted  men,  and  traveling  and  other 
necessary  expenses  of  the  Naval  Militia  and  National  Naval  Volunteers 
herein  authorized,  $1,270,737.73. 

For  the  purchase,  repair,  and  alteration  of  a ship  for  the  Naval 
Militia  of  Illinois,  $125,000;  for  the  repair  of  the  United  States  ship 
Topeka  for  the  Naval  Militia  of  Minnesota,  $165,000;  in  all,  $290,000. 

State  marine  schools:  To  reimburse  the  State  and  the  city  of. 
New  York,  $125,000,  and  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  $125,000,  for 
expenses  incurred  in  the  maintenance  and  support  of  marine  schools 
in  those  States  in  accordance  with  section  two  of  the  Act  entitled  “ An 
Act  for  the  establishment  of  marine  schools,  and  for  other  purposes/’ 
approved  March  fourth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven ; in  all,  $250,000. 

Care  of  lepers,  islands  of  Guam  and  Culion:  Naval  station, 
island  of  Guam:  Maintenance  and  care  of  lepers,  special  patients,  and 
for  other  purposes,  including  cost  of  transfer  of  lepers  from  Guam  to 
the  island  of  Culion,  in  the  Philippines,  and  their  maintenance, 
$14,000. 

Lease  of  naval  lands:  That  authority  be,  and  is  hereby,  given 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  when  in  his  discretion  it  will  be  for  the 
public  good,  to  lease  for  periods  not  exceeding  five  years  and  revocable 
at  any  time,  such  property  of  the  United  States  under  his  control  as 
may  not  for  the  tune  being  be  required  for  public  use  and  for  the 
leasing  of  which  there  is  no  authority  under  existing  law,  and  such 
leases  shall  be  reported  annually  to  Congress:  Provided,  That  the 
authority  herein  granted  shall  not  be  hela  to  apply  to  oil,  mineral, 
or  phosphate  lands:  Provided  further , That  all  moneys  received  from 
sucn  leases  shall  be  covered  into  the  Treasury  as  miscellaneous 
receipts.

Recruiting:  Expenses  of  recruiting  for  the  naval  service;  rent  of 
rendezvous  and  expenses  of  maintaining  the  same;  advertising  for 
and  obtaining  men  and  apprentice  seamen;  actual  and  necessary 
expenses  in  lieu  of  mileage  to  officers  on  duty  with  traveling  recruit- 
ing parties,  $244,228.84:  Provided , That  any  person  who  may  here- 
after enlist  in  the  Navy  for  the  first  time  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  if  he 
so  elects,  receive  discharge  therefrom  without  cost  to  himself  during 
the  month  of  June  or  December,  respectively,  following  the  comple- 
tion of  one  year’s  service  at  sea.  An  honorable  discharge  may  be 
granted  under  this  provision;  but  when  so  granted  shall  not  entitle

material  at  the  Naval  Home,  which  was  originally  purchased  from 
moneys  appropriated  from  the  income  from  the  naval  pension  fund, 
and  all  moneys  derived  from  the  rental  of  Naval  Home  property, 
shall  be  turned  into  the  naval  pension  fund. 

BUREAU  OP  ORDNANCE. 

Ordnance  and  ordnance  stores:  For  procuring,  producing, 
preserving,  and  handling  ordnance  material;  for  the  armament  of 
ships;  for  fuel,  material,  and  labor  to  be  used  in  the  general  work 
of  the  Ordnance  Department;  for  furniture  at  naval  magazines,  tor- 
pedo stations,  and  proving  grounds;  for  maintenance  of  the  proving 
ground  and  powder  factory  and  for  target  practice;  for  the  mainte- 
nance, repair,  or  operation  of  horse-drawn  passenger-carrying  vehicles, 
and  one  motor-propelled  passenger-carrying  vehicle,  to  be  used  only 
for  official  purposes  at  naval  magazines,  the  naval  proving  groundf, 
Indianhead,  Maryland,  and  naval  torpedo  stations,  and  for  pay  of 
chemists,  clerical,  drafting,  inspection,  and  messenger  service  in 
navy  yards,  naval  stations,  ana  naval  magazines:  Provided , That 
the  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  thi3  appropriation  under  the  direction  of 
the  Secretary  oi  the  Navy  for  chemists,  clerical,  drafting,  inspection, 
watchmen,  and  messenger  service  in  navy  yards,  naval  stations,  and 
naval  magazines  for  the  fiscal  year  endmg  June  thirtieth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  seventeen,  shall  not  exceed  $505,000;  in  all,  $6,402,485. 

Purchase  and  manufacture  of  smokeless  powder,  $1,800,000: 
Provided.,  That  no  part  of  any  money  appropriated  by  this  Act  shall 
be  expended  for  the  purchase  of  powder  other  than  small  arms  pow- 
der at  a price  in  excess  of  53  cents  a pound:  Provided  further,  That  in 
expenditures  of  thi3  appropriation,  or  any  part  thereof,  for  powder, 
no  powder  shall  at  any  time  be  purchased  unless  the  powder  factory 
at  Indianhead,  Maryland,  shall  be  operated  on  a basis  of  not  less 
than  its  full  maximum  capacity. 

For  Naval  Gun  Factory,  Washington,  District  of  Columbia: 
New  and  improved  machinery  for  existing  shops,  $150,000. 

Naval  Magazine,  Puget  Sound,  Washington:  For  the  purchase 
of  a fight  automobile  for  carrying  passengers,  to  be  used  only  for 
official  purposes,  $600. 

Projectile  plant:  Toward  the  erection  and  equipment  of  a plant 
for  the  manufacture  of  projectiles,  on  a site  to  be  selected  by  the  Presi- 
dent, including  the  employment  of  all  necessary  expert,  drafting,  and 
clerical  assistance  (to  cost  when  completed  not  exceeding  $1,411,222), 
$705,611,  to  be  available  until  expended. 

Armor  plant  : The  Secretary  oi  the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  provide,  either  by  the  erection  of  a factory  or  by  the  pur- 
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chase  of  a factory,  or  both,  for  the  manufacture  of  armor  for  the 
vessels  of  the  Navy;  said  factory  or  factories  to  have  an  annual 
capacity  of  not  less  than  20,000  tons  of  armor;  to  be  located  at  a place 
or  places  approved  by  the  General  Board  of  the  Navy,  with  especial 
reference  to  considerations  of  safety  in  time  of  war;  and  the  sum  of 
$11,000,000  is  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  be  immediately  available,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  this  paragraph.  And  if  the  United  States  owns  no  suitable 
site  or  sites,  authority  is  hereby  given  to  acquire  by  purchase,  con- 
demnation, or  gift  such  site  or  sites  as  may  be  necessary.  The 
expenditures  for  drafting,  technical,  expert,  and  clerical  assistance 
necessary  shall  be  paid  from  the  appropriation  herein  made. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  keep  accurate  and  itemized 
account  of  the  cost  per  ton  of  the  product  of  such  factory  or  factories 
and  report  the  same  to  Congress  m his  annual  report. 

New  batteries  for  ships  of  the  Navy:  For  liners  for  eroded 
guns,  to  be  available  until  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
eighteen,  $100,000. 

Batteries  for  merchant  auxiliaries:  For  batteries  for  mer- 
chant auxiliaries  (to  cost  not  exceeding  $3,300,000),  to  be  available 
until  expended,  $1,650,000. 

Ammunition  for  ships  of  the  Navy:  For  procuring,  producing, 
preserving,  and  handling  ammunition  for  issue  to  ships,  $13,720,000, 
to  be  available  until  expended. 

Torpedoes  and  appliances:  For  the  purchase  and  manufacture 
of  torpedoes  and  appliances,  to  be  available  until  June  thirtieth, 
nineteen  hundred  ana  nineteen,  $800,000. 

Air  compressors  for  destroyers:  For  the  purchase  and  manu- 
facture of  air  compressors  and  equipment  for  destroyers,  $195,000. 

Torpedo  nets  for  battleships:  For  the  purchase  and  manufac- 
ture of  torpedo  nets  and  equipment,  $480,000. 

Reserve  ordnance  supplies:  For  a reserve  of  ordnance  supplies 
to  be  available  until  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen, 
$4,503,524. 

Torpedo  station,  Newport,  Rhode  Island:  For  labor  and 
material;  general  care  of  and  repairs  to  grounds,  buildings,  and 
wharves;  boats,  instruction,  instruments,  tools,  experiments,  and 
general  torpedo  outfits,  $100,000. 

For  new  and  improved  machinery  and  tools  for  torpedo  factory, 

$100,000. 

Experiments,  Bureau  of  Ordnance:  For  experimental  work  in 
the  development  of  armor-piercing  and  torpedo  shell  and  other  pro- 
jectiles, fuses,  powders,  and  high  explosives,  in  connection  with  prob- 
lems of  the  attack  of  armor  with  direct  and  inclined  fire  at  various 
ranges,  including  the  purchase  of  armor,  powder,  projectiles,  and  fuses 
for  the  above  purposes  and  of  all  necessary  material  and  labor  in  con- 
nection therewith;  and  for  other. experimental  work  under  the  cogni- 
zance of  the  Bureau  of  Ordnance  in  connection  with  the  development 
of  ordnance  material  for  the  Navy,  $100,000. 

Contingent  building  fund:  For  minor  extensions  and  improve- 
ments of  public  works  under  the  cognizance  of  the  Bureau  oi  Ord- 
nance, $10,000. 
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Repairs  Bureau  of  Ordnance:  For  necessary  repairs  to  ord- 
nance buildings,  magazines,  wharves,  machinery,  and  other  items  of 
like  character,  $30,000. 

Contingent,  Bureau  of  Ordnance:  For  miscellaneous  items, 
namely,  cartage,  expenses  of  light  and  water  at  magazines  and  stations, 
tolls,  ferriage,  technical  books,  and  incidental  expenses  attending 
inspection  of  ordnance  material,  $9,500. 

BUREAU  OF  YARDS  AND  DOCKS. 

Maintenance,  Bureau  of  Yards  and  Docks:  For  general  main- 
tenance of  yards  and  docks,  namely:  For  books,  maps,  models,  and 
drawings;  purchase  and  repair  of  fire  engines;  fire  apparatus  and

orses  and  driving  teams;  carts,  timber  wheels,  and  all  vehicles, 
including  motor-propelled  and  horse-drawn  passenger-carrying  vehi- 
cles to  be  used  only  for  official  purposes,  and  including  motor-pro- 
pelled vehicles  for  freight-carrying  purposes  only  for  use  in  the  navy 
yards;  tools  and  repair  of  the  same;  stationery;  furniture  for  Govern- 
ment houses  and  offices  in  navy  yards  and  naval  stations;  coal  and 
other  fuel;  candles,  oil,  and  gas;  attendance  on  light  and  power  plants; 
cleaning  and  clearing  up  yards  and  care  of  buildings;  attendance  on 
fires,  lights,  fire  engines,  and  fire  apparatus  and  plants;  incidental 
labor  at  navy  yards;  water  tax,  tolls,  and  ferriage;  pay  of  watchmen 
in  navy  yards;  awnings  and  packing  boxes;  and  for  pay  of  employees 
on  leave,  $1,774,000:  Provided , That  the  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  this 
appropriation  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  for 
clerical,  inspection,  drafting,  messenger,  and  other  classified  work  in 
the  navy  yards  and  naval  stations  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  shall  not  exceed  $625,000: 
Provided  further , That  hereafter  worn-out  motor-propelled  vehicles 
for  the  Naval  Establishment  may  be  exchanged  as  a part  of  the  pur- 
chase price  of  new  ones. 

Contingent,  Bureau  of  Yards  and  Docks:  For  contingent 
expenses  and  minor  extensions  and  improvements  of  public  works  at 
navy  yards  and  stations,  $50,000. 

PUBLIC  WORKS,  BUREAU  OF  YARDS  AND  DOCtfs. 

Navy  yard,  Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire:  Toilet  and  locker 
facilities,  $3,000. 

Navy  yard,  Boston,  Massachusetts:  Additional  air-compressor 
plant,  $37,500;  dredging,  to  continue,  $10,000;  ventilating  system, 
$5,000;  toilet  and  locker  facilities,  $12,000;  in  all,  $64,500. 

Navy  yard,  New  York,  New  York:  Dredging,  to  continue, 
$50,000  ; general  distributing  systems,  $15,000;  paving  to  continue, 
$10,000;  ventilating  system,  $11,000;  toilet  and  locker  facilities, 
$7,000;  improvements  to  heating  system,  $8,000;  improvements  to

Navy  yard,  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania:  Ventilating  system,

$25,000;  dry  dock  (limit  of  cost,  not  exceeding  $3,500,000),  $500,000; 
in  all,  $538,000. 
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For  the  purchase  of  ground  adjoining  Quartermaster’s  Depot, 
Marine  Corps,  Philadelphia,  Pennsyslvania,  and  the  erection  thereon 
of  an  addition  to  said  depot,  to  cost,  ground  and  building,  not  to

For  the  acquisition  by  purchase  or  condemnation  of  such  lands  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  navy  yard,  Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  as 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  it  shall  be  deemed 
necessary  or  expedient  to  acquire  for  additions  to  said  navy  yard,

and  of  the  appropriation  m the  Act  of  June  twenty-fourth,  nineteen 
hundred  ana  ten  (Thirty-sixth  Statutes,  pages  six  hundred  and  fif- 
teen to  six  hundred  and  sixteen),  authorizing  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  Philadelphia,  Baltimore  and 
Washington  Railroad  Company  for  the  construction  of  a track  con- 
nection to  the  Washington  Navy  Yard,  and  the  acquisition  of  land 
or  property  necessary  m connection  therewith,  are  Hereby  reappro- 
priitea  and  made  available  for  the  acquisition  of  such  additional 
lands,  and  the  several  provisions  of  said  Act  of  June  twenty-fourth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  so  authorizing  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
to  enter  into  said  agreement,  are  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
“The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  an 
agreement  or  agreements  with  such  railroad  company  or  companies 
as  he  may  deem  proper  for  the  purpose  of  establishing,  maintaining, 
and  operating  a sufficient  and  satisfactory  track  connection  or  con- 
nections with  the  railroad  track  system  of  the  Washington  Navy 
Yard  as  said  system  is  now  or  may  be  hereafter  established : Provided, 
That  so  much  of  said  track  connection  or  connections  as  can  not  be 
constructed  over  any  right  of  way  or  property  now  or  hereafter  owned 
or  occupied  by  such  railroad  company  or  companies  shall  be  con- 
structed wholly  upon  a suitable  and  satisfactory  right  of  way  to  be 
provided  by  the  United  States,  the  title  to  which  at  all  times  remain 
in  the  United  States:  Provided  further,  That  so  far  as  may  be  con- 
sistent with  the  public  interests  said  track  connection  or  connec- 
tions, with  appurtenant  turnouts  and  sidings,  may  be  located  and 
constructed  in,  upon,  over,  and  through  public  grounds,  space,  and 
streets  of  the  United  States  as  the  same  are  now  or  may  be  hereafter 
ascertained  and  established:  Provided  further,  That  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized  to  acquire  any  part  of  the  land  or 
property  necessary  for  said  right  of  way  by  purchase  or  condemna- 
tion, and  to  secure  the  construction  oi  the  connections,  sidetracks, 
turnouts,  switches,  and  so  forth,  necessary  to  the  proper  operation 
of  the  yard  system  in  connection  with  the  said  track  connection  or 
connections,  and  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  said  right  of  way  such 
part  of  the  sums  herein  appropriated  for  additions  to  said  navy  yard 
as  may  be  necessary  are  nereby  made  available:  Provided  further, 
That  authority  is  hereby  granted  to  the  railroad  company  or  corn-

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panies,  and  its  or  their  successors  and  assigns,  entering  into  the 
agreement  aforesaid,  to  construct,  maintain,  and  operate  a bridge 
and  approaches  thereto  for  such  track  connection  across  the  Anacostia 
River,  District  of  Columbia,  at  a pojnt  suitable  to  the  interests  of 
navigation  to  an  available  point  within  or  in  the  vicinity  of  the  said 
navy  yard,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  entitled  ‘An 
Act  to  regulate  the  construction  of  bridges  over  navigable  waters/ 
approved  March  twenty-third,  nineteen  hundred  and  six::  Provided 
further , That  pending  the  completion  of  the  track  connection  herein- 
before authorized  and  provided  for  the  Philadelphia,  Baltimore  and 
Washington  Railroad  Company  is  hereby  authorized  to  maintain  its 
track  connection  with  the  said  navy  yard  as  at  present  existing  and 
to  continue  the  operation  thereof  under  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  may  be  established  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Col- 
umbia for  the  governance  thereof:  Provided , That  within  thirty  days 
after  the  completion  of  the  new  track  connection  with  the  said 
navy  yard  herembefore  authorized  and  provided  for  said  Philadelphia, 
Baltimore  and  Washington  Railroad  Company  shall,  at  its  own 
expense,  remove  said  existing  track  connection  east  of  the  west 
building  line  of  Second  Street  east  and  restore  and  make  the  surface

{ loses:  Provided  further,  That  upon  the  acquisition  of  the  additional 
ands  hereby  authorized  to  be  acquired  all  portions  of  public  streets 
on  which  any  squares  acquired  so  abut  and  lying  between  the  same, 
and  all  public  alleys  witnin  said  squares,  together  with  such  por- 
tions of  streets  and  public  alleys  as  he  between  the  present  navy  yard 
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and  the  lands,  or  any  part  thereof,  so  acquired,  are  hereby  abandoned 
and  closed,  and  said  portions  of  said  streets  and  public  alleys,  together 
with  the  Government-owned  land  lying'  south  of  the  north  line  of 
Potomac  Avenue  between  the  west  boundary  of  the  navy  yard  and 
the  east  line  of  Second  Street  east  prolonged  in  a southerly  direc- 
tion, and  such  other  Government-owned  land  along  the  water  front 
of  the  Anacostia  River  lying  between  the  east  line  of  the  said  navy

railroad-track  system  thereof  and  connections  thereto:  Provided 
further , That  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  are 
authorized  to  lease,  for  periods  not  exceeding  ten  years,  such  por- 
tions of  Potomac  Avenue  and  P Street  between  One-half  Street  and 
First  Street  southeast,  together  with  public  reservation  numbered

Buildings  and  grounds,  Naval  Academy:  Sea  wall,  $70,000. 

Marine  Recruiting  Station,  Port  Royal,  South  Carolina: 
For  a new  building  for  the  naval  hospital  and  for  necessary  changes  in 
existing  buildings  and  equipment,  $15,000. 

Navy  yard,  Charleston,  South  Carolina:  Dredging,  to  con- 
tinue, $12,000;  toilet  and  locker  facilities,  $8,000;  in  all,  $20,000. 

Dredging  Cooper  River,  approach  to  navy  yard,  Charleston,  South 
Carolina,  $175,000.  — 

Navy  Aeronautic  Station,  Pensacola,  Florida:  To  repair  and 
reconstruct,  where  necessary,  public  works  damaged  by  storm  of 
July,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  $420,000. 

Naval  station,  New  Orleans,  Louisiana:  To  repair  and  recon- 
struct where  necessaiy  public  works  damaged  in  September,  nineteen 
hundred  and  fifteen,  by  hurricane,  $150,000,  and  the  accounting  offi- 
cers of  the  Treasury  are  hereby  authorized  to  transfer  from  this 
appropriation  to  the  appropriation  “Naval  station,  New  Orleans,

dred and  thirty-two  acres  of  land  on  or  near  the  Bay  of  San  Diego, 
San  Diego  County,  California,  to  be  used  for  advance  base,  expedi- 
tionary and  aviation  purposes,  to  cost  not  exceeding  $250,000:  Pro- 
vided, That  at  the  same  time  the  city  of  San  Diego,  San  Diego 
County,  California,  donates,  free  of  encumbrance,  to  the  United 
States  Government  a parcel  of  five  hundred  acres  of  adjoining  tide 
lands  of  the  Bay  of  San  Diego,  known  as  Dutch  Flat,  without  cost 
to  the  United  States  Government  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a 
naval  base  thereon. 

Navy  yard,  Puget  Sound,  Washington  : Dredging,  to  continue, 
$15,000;  toilet  and  locker  facilities,  $3,000;  in  all,  $18,000. 

Naval  station,  Pearl  Harbor,  Hawaii:  Dry  dock,  to  continue, 
$700,000. 

The  following-described  part  of  the  military  reservation  of  Henry 
Barracks,  at  Cayey,  Porto  Kifeo,  is  hereby  transferred  to  and  placed 
under  the  control  and  jurisdiction  of  the  Navy  Department  for  use  for 
naval  purposes:

Secretary  of  the  Navy  (limit  of  cost  not  to  exceed  $1,500,000), 
$1,000,000:  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  as  pre- 
venting or  interfering  with  the  continuation  or  undertaking  of  neces- 
sary experimental  work  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  as  heretofore  conducted  under  other 
appropriations:  Provided  further,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
snail  make  detailed  reports  to  the  Congress  not  later  than  June  thir- 
tieth, nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  and  annually  thereafter, 
showing  the  manner  in  which  all  expenditures  hereunder  have  been 
made. 

Naval  training  station,  San  Francisco,  California:  Water 
supply  improvements,  to  be  immediately  available,  $32,475. 

Naval  Hospital,  New  York,  New  York:  Remodeling  house 
numbered  four,  $10,000. 

Repairs  and  preservation  at  navy  yards  and  stations:  For 
repairs  and  preservation  at  navy  yards,  coaling  depots,  coaling 
plants,  and  stations,  $1,100,000. 

Total  public  works,  $8,350,875,  and  the  amounts  herein  appropri- 
ated therefor,  except  for  repairs  and  preservation  at  navy  yards  and 
stations,  shall  be  available  until  expended. 

The  President  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  a commission  of  five 
officers  of  the  Navy  not  below  the  rank  of  commander  to  investigate 
and  report  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  regular  session  of  Congress  if 
practicable,  and  if  not,  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  as  to  the 
necessity,  desirability,  and  advisability  of  establishing  an  additional 
navy  yard  or  naval  station  on  the  Pacific  coast  of  the  United  States. 
And  if  such  a navy  yard  or  naval  station  be  recommended  as  neces- 
sary and  advisable,  said  report  shall  designate  the  most  suitable  site 
and  the  estimated  cost  thereof,  together  with  a detailed  statement  of 
the  reasons  for  such  designation  and  the  nature  and  scope  of  the  activi- 
ties for  naval  purposes  of  such  yard  or  station.  In  arriving  at  such 
designation  the  commission  shall  take  into  consideration  all  strategical 
and  other  military  considerations  as  well  as  aU  industrial  elements 
necessary  for  the  economical  and  successful  operation  of  such  a yard 
or  station,  including  local  conditions  as  to  labor  and  material.  Said 
report  shall  also  contain  an  estimated  cost  of  the  necessary  buildings, 
shops,  piers,  sea  walls,  and  equipment  of  said  yard  or  station  together 
with  the  estimated  annual  cost  of  maintenance  thereof. 

Said  commission  shall  also  investigate  and  report  upon  the  neces- 
sity, desirability,  and  advisability  of  improving  existing  or  estab- 
lishing an  additional  navy  yard  or  naval  station  on  the  Atlantic  coast 
south  of  Caps  Hatteras  or  on  or  near  the  United  States  coast  of  the 
Gulf  of  Mexico  or  in  the  Caribbean  Sea  of  a character  adequate  for  the 

ner  naval  defense  of  that'  portion  of  the  country.  Said  report 
contain  all  the  information  of  like  character  as  directed  in  the 
preceding  paragraph  relating  to  the  investigation  and  report  as  to 
the  Pacific  coast. 

Said  commission  shall  also  investigate  and  report  as  to  the  neces- 
sity, desirability,  and  advisability  of  establishing  submarine  and 
aviation  bases  on  the  Atlantic,  Gun  of  Mexico!  and  Pacific  coasts  and 
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other  possessions  of  the  United  States,  and  as  to  the  cost  and  location 
thereof: 

Provided , That  the  sum  of  #10,000  is  hereby  appropriated  to  defray 
the  expenses  of  said  commission,  including 'drafting,  technical  and 
clerical  assistance  in  the  Navy  Department  or  ekewnere. 

Said  commission  shall  also  investigate  and  report  as  to  the  neces- 
sity, desirability,  and  advisability  of  abolishing  any  existing  navy 
yard  or  naval  station,  and  if  such  action  is  recommended,  to  report 
fully  the  reasons  therefor  and  the  advantages  to  be  obtained  thereby. 

BUREAU  OP  MEDICINE  AND  SURGERY. 

Medical  Department:  For  surgeons1  necessaries  for  vessels  in 
commission,  navy  yards,  naval  stations.  Marine  Corps,  and  for  the 
civil  establishment  at  the  several  naval  nospitals,  navy  yards,  naval 
medical  supply  depots,  Naval  Medical  School,  Washington,  and 
Naval  Academy,  and  toward  the  accumulation  of  a reserve  supply  of 
medical  stores,  $921,740. 

Contingent,  Bureau  of  Medicine  and  Surgery:  For  tolls  and 
ferriages;  care,  transportation,  and  burial  of  the  dead;  purchase  of 
books  and  stationery,  binding  of  medical  records,  unbound  books, 
and  pamphlets;  hygienic  and  sanitary  investigation  and  illustration; 
sanitaTy  and  hygienic  instruction;  purchase  and  repairs  of  non- 
passenger-carrying wagons,  automobile  ambulances,  and  harness; 
purchase  of  and  feed  for  horses  and  cows;  purchase,  maintenance, 
repair,  and  operation  of  two  passenger-carrying  motor  vehicles  for 
naval  dispensary,  Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  to  be  used  only 
for  official  purposes;  trees,  plants,  care  of  grounds,  garden  tools,  and 
seeds;  incidental  articles  for  the  Naval  Medical  School  and  naval 
dispensaiy,  Washington;  naval  medical  supply  depots,  sick  quarters 
at  Naval  Academy  and  marine  barracks;  washing  for  medical 
department  at  Naval  Medical  School  and  naval  dispensary,  Washing- 
ton; naval  medical  supply  depots,  sick  quarters  at  Naval  Academy  and 
marine  barracks,  dispensaries  at  navy  yards  and  naval  stations,  and 
ships;  and  for  minor  repairs  on  buildings  and  grounds  of  the  United 
States  Naval  Medical  School  and  naval  medical  supply  depots;  rent 
of  rooms  for  naval  dispensary,  Washington,  District  of  Columbia, 
not  to  exceed  $1,200;  for  the  care,  maintenance,  and  treatment 
of  the  insane  of  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  on  tne  Pacific  coast, 
including  supernumeraries  held  for  transfer  to  the  Government 
Hospital  for  the  Insane;  for  dental  outfits  and  dental  material,  not  to 
exceed  $38,000,  and  all  other  necessary  contingent  expenses;  in  all, 
$241,080:  Provided,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  in  his  dis- 
cretion, may  expend  $25,000  of  said  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of 
a dairy  herd,  land  for  pasturage,  and  erection  of  necessary  buildings 
for  the  naval  hospital  at  Las  Animas,  Colorado. 

Transportation  of  remains:  To  enable  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  in  his  discretion,  to  cause  to  be  transferred  to  their  homes  the 
remains  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps 
who  die  or  are  killed  in  action  ashore  or  afloat,  and  also  to  enable  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  in  his  discretion,  to  cause  to  be  transported  to 
their  homes  the  remains  of  civilian  employees  who  die  outside  of  the 
continental  limits  of  the  United  States,  $24,908:  Provided , That 
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no  deduction  shall  hereafter  be  made  from  the  six  months1  gratuity 
pay  allowed  under  the  naval  Act  of  August  twenty-second,  nineteen 
hundred  and  twelve,  on  account  of  expenses  for  funeral,  interment, 
or  for  expenses  of  preparation  and  transportation  of  the  remains: 
Provided  jurther,  That  the  sum  herein  appropriated  shall  be  available 
for  payment  for  transportation  of  the  remains  of  officers  and  men  who 
have  died  while  on  duty  at  any  time  since  April  twenty-first,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-eight,  ana  shall  be  available  until  June  thirtieth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen. 

In  all,  Bureau  of  Medicine  and  Surgery,  $1,187,728. 

HOSPITAL  CORPS. 

Hereafter  the  authorized  strength  of  the  Hospital  Corps  of  the 
Navy  shall  equal  three  and  one-half  per  centum  of  the  authorized 
enlisted  strength  of  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps,  and  shall  be  in, 
addition  thereto,  and  as  soon  as  the  necessary  transfers  or  appoint- 
ments may  be  effected  the  Hospital  Corps  of  the  United  States 
Navy  shall  consist  of  the  following  grades  and  ratings:  Chief  phar- 
macists, pharmacists,  and  enlisted  men  classified  as  chief  phar- 
macists' mates;  pharmacists'  mates,  first  class;  pharmacists'  mates, 
second  class;  pharmacists'  mates,  third  class;  hospital  apprentices, 
first  class;  and  hospital  apprentices,  second  class;  such  classifica- 
tions in  enlisted  ratings  to  correspond  respectively  to  the  enlisted 
ratings,  seamen  branch,  of  chief  petty  officers;  petty  officers,  first 
class;  petty  officers,  second  class;  petty  officers,  third  class;  seamen, 
first  class;  and  seamen,  second  class:  Provided , That  enlisted  men  of 
other  ratings  in  the  Navy  and  in  the  Marine  Corps  shall  be  eligible 
for  transfer  to  the  Hospital  Corps,  and  men  of  that  corps  to  other 
ratings  in  the  Navy  ana  the  Marine  Corps. 

The  President  may  hereafter,  from  time  to  time,  appoint  as  many 
pharmacists  as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  from  the  rating  of  chief 
pharmacist's  mate,  subject  to  such  moral,  physical,  and  professional 
examinations  and  requirements  as  to  length.  of  service  as  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy  may  prescribe:  Provided , That  the  pharmacists 
now  in  the  Hospital  Corps  of  the  United  States  Navy  or  hereafter 
appointed  therein  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall 
have  the  same  rank,  pay,  and  allowances  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter 
be  allowed  other  warrant  officers. 

Pharmacists  shall,  after  six  years  from  the  date  of  warrant,  be 
commissioned  chief  pharmacists  after  passing  satisfactorily  such  ex- 
aminations as  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  prescribe,  and  shall, 
when  so  commissioned,  have  the  same  rank,  pay,  and  allowances  as 
now  or  mayhereafter  be  allowed  other  commissioned  warrant  officers : 
Provided,  That  the  pharmacists  at  present  in  the  service  who  have 
served  or  may  hereafter  serve  six  or  more  years  in  that  grade  shall 
be  eligible  for  promotion  to  the  grade  of  chief  pharmacist  upon 
satisfactorily  passing  the  examinations  provided  for  in  this  Act. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  empowered  to  limit  and  fix  the 
numbers  in  the  various  ratings. 

Section  three  of  an  Act  entitled  “An  Act  to  organize  a Hospital 
Cprps  of  the  Navy  of  the  United  States;  to  define  its  duties  and  regu- 
late its  pay,"  approved  June  seventeenth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
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ninety-eight,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed,  and  the  pay,  allow- 
ances, and  emoluments  of  the  enlisted  men  of  the  Hospital  Corps  shall 
be  the  same  as  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be,  allowed  for  respective 
corresponding  ratings,  except  the  rating  of  turret  captain  of  tne  first 
class  in  the  seaman  branch  of  the  Navy:  Provided,  That  the  pay  of 
the  rating  of  the  chief  pharmacist’s  mate  shall  be  the  same  as  that  now 
allowed  for  the  existing  rating  of  hospital  steward. 

Hospital  and  ambulance  service  with  such  commands  and  at  such 
places  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  shall  be 
performed  by  members  of  said  corps,  and  the  corps  shall  be  a con- 
stituent part  of  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Navy;  and  the  enlisted 
men  thereof  shall  be  a part  of  the  enlisted  force  provided  by  law  for 
the  Navy. 

Officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Navy, 
serving  with  a body  of  marines  detached  for  service  with  the  Army  m 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  sixteen  hundred  and  twenty- 
one  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  shall,  while  so  serving,  be  subject  to  tne 
rules  and  articles  of  war  prescribed  for  the  government  of  the  Army 
in  the  same  manner  as  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Marine  Corps  while 
so  serving. 

NAVAL  DENTAL  CORPS.  , 

That  the  President  of  the  United  States  is  hereby  authorized  to 
appoint  and  commission,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate,  dental  surgeons  in  the  Navy  at  the  rate  of  one  for  each  one 
thousand  of  the  authorized  enlisted  strength  of  the  Navy  and  Marine 
Corps,  who  shall  constitute  the  Naval  Dental  Corps,  and  shall  be  a 
part  of  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Navy.  Original  appoint- 
pents  to  the  Naval  Dental  Corps  shall  be  probationary  for  a period 
of  two  years  and  may  be  revoked  at  any  time  during  the  probationary 
period  by  the  President;  Provided , That  the  rank  of  such  officers  of 
the  same  date  of  appointment  among  themselves  at  the  end  of  said 
probationary  period  shall  be  determined  by  the  recommendations  of 
an  examining  board  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  which 
board  shall  conduct  a competitive  examination,  based  upon  both 
service  record  and  professional  attainments,  in  accordance  with  such 
regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and 
the  rank  of  such  officers  so  determined  shall  be  as  of  date  of  original 
appointment  with  reference  to  other  appointments  to  the  naval 
service:  Provided  further,  That  all  appointees  to  the  grade  of  dental 
surgeon  shall  be  citizens  of  the  United  States  between  twenty-four 
ana  thirty  years  of  age,  and  shall  be  graduates  of  standard  medical 
or  dental  colleges  and  trained  in  the  several  branches  of  dentistry, 
and  who  shall,  before  appointment,  have  successfully  passed  moral, 
physical,  and  professional  examinations  before  medical  and  profes- 
sional examining  boards  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 
and  have  been  recommended  for  appointment  by  such  boards. 

Dental  surgeons  shall  have  the  rank,  pay,  and  allowances  of 
lieutenants  (junior  grade)  until  they  shall  have  completed  five  years1 
service.  Dental  surgeons  of  more  than  five  but  less  than  twenty 
years’  service  shall,  subject  to  such  examinations  as  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy  may  prescribe,  have  the  rank,  pay,  and  allowances  of 
lieutenant.  Dental  surgeons  of  more  than  twenty  years’  service 
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shall,  subject  to  such  examinations  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
may  prescribe,  have  the  rank,  pay,  and  allowances  of  lieutenant  com- 
mander: Provided , That  the  total  number  of  dental  surgeons  with 
the  rank,  pay,  ana  allowances  of  lieutenant  commander  shall  not  at 
any  time  exceed  ten. 

All  officers  now  in  the  Dental  Corps  (including  the  officers  appointed 
for  temporary  service)  appointed. under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
August  twenty-second,  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve,  entitled  “ An 
Act  making  appropriations  for  the  Naval  Service  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  and  for  other 
purposes,”  and  all  officers  now  in  active  service  appointed  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  of  March  fourth,  nineteen  hundred  and  thir- 
teen, who  were  elibible  for  appointment  to  the  Dental  Corps  under 
the  provisions  of  said  Act,  shall  be  appointed  dental  surgeons  in  the 
Dental  Corps  without  further  examination  and  without  regard  to  the 
age  qualifications  herein  prescribed;  Provided , That  the  officers  so 
appomted  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  provisions  herein  prescribed  for 
probationary  service  for  a ‘period  of  two  years:  Provided  further , 
That  such  officers  shall,  after  appointment  as  herein  prescribed,  rank 
from  date  of  commission  and  take  seniority  among  themselves  in  the 
order  of  their  original  appointment  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  as 
shown  on  the  Navv  list  on  the  date  of  approval  of  this  Act:  And 
provided  further , That  no  dental  surgeon  appointed  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  who  on  original  appointment  to  the 
Dental  Corps  was  over  forty  years  of  age  shall  be  eligible  for  retire- 
ment before  he  has  reached  the  age  of  seventy  years,  except  for  physi- 
cal disability  incurred  in  the  line  of  duty. 

Dental  surgeons  who  shall  have  lost  numbers  on  the  Navy  list  by 
sentence  of  court-martial  or  by  failure  upon  examination  for  promo- 
tion shall  be  considered  to  have  lost  service  accordingly  for  purposes 
of  advancement  in  rank  with  increased  pay  and  allowances. 

DENTAL  RESERVE  CORPS. 


That  a Navy  Dental  Reserve  Corps  is  hereby  authorized  to  be 
organized  and  operated  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  approved 
August  twenty-second,  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve,  providing  for 
the  organization  and  operation  of  a Navy  Medical  Reserye  Corps, 
and  differing  therefrom  in  no  respect  other,  than. that  the  qualifica- 
tion requirements  of  the  appointees  shall  be  dental  surgeons  and 
graduates  of  reputable  schools  of  medicine  or  dentistry  instead  of 
“reputable  schools  of  medicine,”  and  so  many  of  said  appointees 
may  be  ordered  to  temporary  active  seryice  as  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  may  deem  necessary  to  the  health  and  efficiency  of  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps,  provided  the  whole  number  of 
both  Naval  Dental  Corps  and  Naval  Dental  Reserve  Corps  officers 
in  active  service  shall  not  exceed  in  time  of  peace  one  to  one  thou- , 
sand  of  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps: 
Provided , That  all  officers  now  in  the  Navy  Dental  Reserve  Corps 
shall  be  recommissioned  in  the  Navy  Dental  Reserve  Corps  provided 
in  .this  Act,  in  the  order  of  their  original  appointment  in  said  Corps, 
and  hereafter  when  ordered  to  active  duty  officers  of  the  Medical » 
Reserve  Corps  and  officers  of  the  Dental  Reserve  Corps  shall  receive 
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promotion  in  rank  in  the  respective  Reserve  Corps  under  the  same 
relative  conditions  and  provisions  of  active  service  as  is  provided 
in  this  Act  for  the  Naval  Dental  Corps. 

BUREAU  OF  SUPPLIES  AND  ACCOUNTS. 

Pay  of  the  Navy:  Pay  and  allowances  prescribed  by  law  of  officers 
on  sea  duty  and  other  duty,  $12,927,735.36;  officers  on  waiting 
orders,  $175,000;  officers  on  the  retired  list,  $3,124,527:  commuta- 
tion of  quarters  for  officers  on  shore  not  occupying  public  quarters, 
including  boatswains,  gunners*,  carpenters,  sailmakers,  machinists, 
pharmacists,  pay  clerks,  and  mates,  naval  constructors,  and  assistant 
naval  constructors,  $510,000;  and  also  members  of  Nurse  Corps 
(female),  $1,000;  for  hire  of  quarters  for  officers  serving  with  troops 
where  there  are  no  public  quarters  belonging  to  the  Government,  and 
where  there  there  are  not  sufficient  quarters  possessed  by  the  United 
States  to  accommodate  them,  or  commutation  of  quarters  not  to 
exceed  the  amount  which  an  officer  would  receive  were  he  not  serving 
with  troops,  and  hire  of  quarters  for  officers  and  enlisted  men  on  sea 
duty  at  such  times  as  they  may  be  deprived  of  their  quarters  on  board 
ship  due  to  repairs  or  other  conditions  which  may  render  them  unin- 
habitable, $3,000;  pay  of  enlisted  men  on  the  retired  list,  $443,134; 
extra  pay  to  men  reenlisting  under  honorable  discharge,  $1,016,000; 
interest  on  deposits  by  men,  $12,000;  pay  of  petty  officers,  sea- 
men, landsmen,  and  apprentice  seamen,  including  men  in  the  engi- 
neers' force  and  men  detailed  for  duty  with  the  Fish  Commission, 
sixty-eight  thousand  seven  hundred  men,  and  the  President  is  here- 
after authorized,  whenever  in  his  judgment  a sufficient  national 
emergency  exists,  to  increase  the  authorized  enlisted  strength  of  the 
Navy  .to  eighty-seven  thousand  inen;  and  pay  of  enlisted  men  of  the 
Hospital  Corps,  and  for  the  pay  of  enlisted  men  detailed  for  duty 
with  the  Naval  Militia,  $30,655,704.29;  pay  of  enlisted  men  under- 
going sentence  of  court-martial,  $225,000,  and  hereafter  the  number 
of  enlisted  'men  of  the  Navy  shall  be  exclusive  of  those  sentenced 
by  court-martial  to  discharge;  and  as  many  machinists  as  the  Presi- 
dent may  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary  to  appoint;  and  six 
thousand  apprentice  seamen  under  training  at  training  stations,  and 
on  board  training  ships,  at  the  pay  prescribed  by  law,  $999,630;  pay 
of  the  Nurse  Corps,  $119,182;  rent  of  quarters  for  members  of  the 
Nurse  Corps,  $15,000;  in  all  $50,226,912.65;  and  the  money  herein 
specifically  appropriated  for  “ Pay  of  the  Navy”  shall  be  disbursed 
and  accounted  for  in  accordance  with  existing  law  as  " Pay  of  the 
Navy,”  and  for  that  purpose  shall  constitute  one  fund:  Provided L 
That  the  enlisted  strength  of  the  Navy  authorized  in  this  Act  shall 
be  deemed  to  include  all  enlistments  heretofore  made  during  this 
calendar  year  which  may  have  been  in  excess  of  the  number  author- 
ized by  law  at  the  time:  Provided  further.  That  the  designation  of  the 
rating  of  coal  passer  be  changed  to  fireman,  third  class,  and  that  of 
ordinary  seaman  to  seaman,  second  class,  without  change  of  pay; 
and  that  the  Bureau  of  Navigation  be  authorized  under  rules  estao- 
lished  for  the  advancement  of  other  enlisted  men,  to  advance  printers 
to  the  ratings  of  printer,  first  class,  and  chief  printer,  which  ratings 
are  hereby  authorized  with  same  pay  and  increases  allowed  to  yeo- 
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men,  first  class,  and  chief  yeomen,  respectively:  And  provided  further, 
That  the  rating  of  storekeeper  is  hereby  established  in  the  artificer 
branch  with  the  following  rates  of  pay  per  month:  Chief  petty 
officer,  $50;  petty  officer,  first  class,  $40;  petty  officer,  second  class, 
$35;  petty  officer,  third  class,  $30,  subject  to  such  increases  of  pay 
and  allowances  as  are  or  may  hereafter  be  authorized  by  law  for  the 
enlisted  men  of  the  Navy. 

Hereafter  in  addition  to  the  appointment  of  midshipmen  to  the 
United  States  Naval  Academy,  as  now  prescribed  by  law,  the  Presi- 
dent is  hereby  allowed  fifteen  appointments  annually  instead  of  ten 
as  now  prescribed  by  law,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  allowed 
twenty-five  appointments  annually,  instead  of  fifteen  as  now  pre- 
scribed by  law,  the  latter  to  be  appointed  from  the  enlisted  men  ol  the 
Navy  who  are  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  not  more  than  twenty 
years  of  age  on  the  date  of  entrance  to  the  Naval  Academy,  and  who 
shall  have  served  not  less  than  one  year  as  enlisted  men  on  the  date 
of  entrance:  Providedf  That  such  appqjntments  shall  be  made  in  the 
order  of  merit  from  candidates  who  have  in  competition  with  each 
other  passed  the  mental  examination  now  or  hereafter  required  by 
law  for  entrance  to  the  Naval  Academy,  and  who  passed  the  physical 
examinations  required  before  entrance  under  existing  laws. 

That  hereafter  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  authorized  to  permit 
not  exceeding  fonr  Filipinos,  to  be  designated,  one  for  each  class,  by 
the  Governor  General  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  to  receive  instruction 
at  the  United  States  Naval  Academy  at  Annapolis,  Maryland: 
Provided , That  the  Filipinos  undergoing  instruction^  as  herein 
authorized,  shall  receive  the  same  pay,  allowances,  and  emoluments, 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  same  appropriations,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the 
same  rules  and  regulations  governing  admission,  attendance,  dis- 
cipline, resignation,  discharge,  dismissal,  and  graduation  as  are 
authorized  by  law  and  regulation  for  midshipmen  appointed  from 
the  United  States,  but  the  Filipino  midshipmen  herein  authorized 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  appointment  to  any  commissioned  office  in 
the  United  States  Navy  by  reason  of  their  graduation  from  the 
Naval  Academy. 

COMMISSIONED  PERSONNEL. 

Hereafter  the  total  number  of  commissioned  officers  of  the  active 
list  of  the  line  of  the  Navy,  exclusive  of  commissioned  warrant 
officers,  shall  be  four  per  centum  of  the  total  authorized  enlisted 
strength  of  the  active  list,  exclusive  of  the  Hospital  Corps,  prisoners 
undergoing  sentence  of  discharge,  enlisted  men  detailed  for  duty 
with  the  Naval  Militia,  and  the  Flying  Corps:  Provided , That  the 
total  number  of  commissioned  line  officers  on  the  active  Hst  at  any 
one  time;  exclusive  of  commissioned  warrant  officers,  shall  be  dis- 
tributed m the  proportion  of  one  of  the  grade  of  rear  admiral  to  four 
in  the  grade  of  captain,  to  seven  in  the  grade  of  commander,  to  four- 
teen in  the  grade  of  lieutenant  commander,  to  thirty-two  and  one- 
half  in  the  grade  of  lieutenant,  to  forty-one  and  one-half  in  the 
grades  of  lieutenant  (junior  grade)  and  ensign,  inclusive:  Provided 
further , That  lieutenants  (junior  grade)  shall  have  had  not  less  than 
three  years’  service  in  that  grade  before  being  eligible  for  promotion 
to  the  grade  of  lieutenant. 
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The  total  authorized  number  of  commissioned  officers  of  the  active 
list  of  the  following  staff  corps,  exclusive  of  commissioned  warrant 
officers,  shall  be  based  on  percentages  of  the  total  number  of  com- 
missioned officers  of  the  active  list  oi  the  line  of  the  Navy  as  follows: 

Pay  Corps,  twelve  per  centum;  Construction  Corps,  five  per  cen- 
tum; Corps  of  Civil  Engineers,  two  per  centum;  and  that  the  total 
authorized  number  of  commissioned  officers  of  the  Medical  Corps 
shall  be  sixty-five  one  hundredths  of  one  per  centum  of  the  total 
authorized  number  of  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy  and 
Marine  Corps,  including  midshipmen,  Hospital  Corps,  prisoners 
undergoing  sentence  of  discharge,  enlisted  men  detailed  for  duty  with 
the  Naval  Militia,  and  the  Flying  Corps.  Officers  of  the  lower  grades 
of  the  Medical  Corps,  Pay  Corps,  Construction  Corps,  and  Corps  of 
Civil  Engineers  shall  be  advanced  in  rank  up  to  and  including  the 
rank  of  lieutenant  commander  with  the  officers  of  the  fine  with  whom 
or  next  after  whom  they  take  precedence  under  existing  law:  Pro- 
vided, That  all  assistant  surraons  shall  from  date  of  their  original 
appointment  take  rank  ana  precedence  with  lieutenants  (junior 
grade):  Provided  further,  That  to  determine  the  authorized  number 
of  officers  in  the  various  grades  and  ranks  of  the  fine  and  of  the  staff 
corps  as  herein  provided,  computations  shall  be  made  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy  semiannually,  as  of  July  first  and  January  first  of 
each  year,  and  the  resulting  numbers  in  the  various  grades  and  ranks, 
as  so  computed,  shall  be  held  and  considered  for  all  purposes  as  the 
authorized  number  of  officers  in  such  various  grades  and  ranks  and 
shall  not  be  varied  between  such  dates. 

The  total  number  of  commissioned  officers  of  the  active  list  of  the 
following  mentioned  staff  corps  at  any  one  time,  exclusive  of  com- 
missioned warrant  officers,  shall  be  distributed  in  the  various  grades 
of  the  respective  corps  as  follows: 

Medical  Corps:  One-half  medical  directors  with  the  rank  of  rear 
admiral  to  four  medical  directors  with  the  rank  of  captain,  to  eight 
medical  inspectors  with  rank  of  commander,  to  eighty-seven  and  one- 
half  in  the  grades  below  medical  inspector:  Provided , That  hereafter 
appointees  to  the  grade  of  assistant  surgeon  shall  be  between  the 
ages  of  twenty-one  and  thirty-two  at  the  time  of  appointment. 

Pat  Corps:  One-half  pay  directors  with  the  rank  of  rear  admiral 
to  four  pay  directors  with  the  rank  of  captain,  to  eight  pay  inspectors 
with  the  rank  of  commander,  to  eighty-seven  and  one-half  in  the 
grades  below  pay  inspector. 

Construction  Corps:  One-half  naval  constructors  with  the  rank 
of  rear  admiral  to  eight  and  one-half  naval  constructors  with  the  rank 
of  captain,  to  fourteen  naval  constructors  with  the  rank  of  com- 
mander, to  seventy-seven  naval  constructors  and  assistant  naval 
constructors  with  rank  below  commander:  Provided , That  vacancies 
in  the  Construction  Cores  shall  be  filled  in  the  manner  now  prescribed 
by  law,  at  such  annual  rate  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  pre- 
scribe: Provided  further , That  hereafter  ensigns  of  not  less  than  one 

Sear's  service  as  such  shall  be  eligible  for  transfer  to  the  Construction 
ores. 

Corps  op  Civil  Engineers:  One^half  civil  engineers  with  the  rank 
of  rear  admiral  to  five  and  one-half  civil  engineers  with  the  rank  of 
captain,  to  fourteen  civil  engineers  with  the  rank  of  commander*  to 
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eighty  civil  engineers  and  assistant  civil  engineers  with  the  rank 
below  commander. 

Hereafter  no  further  appointments  shall  be  made  to  the  Corps  of 
Professors  of  Mathematics,  and  that  corps  shall  cease  to  exist  upon 
the  death,  resignation,  or  dismissal  of  the  officers  now  carried  in  that 
corps  on  the  active  and  retired  lists  of  the  Navy. 

When  there  is  an  odd  number  of  officers  in  the  grade  or  rank  of  rear 
admiral  in  the  line  or  in  each  corps,  the  lower  division  thereof  shall 
include  the  excess  in  number,  except  where  there  is  but  one. 

Whenever  a final  fraction  occurs  in  computing  the  authorized  num- 
ber of  any  corps,  grade  or  rank  in  the  naval  service,  the  nearest  whole 
number  shall  be  regarded  as  the  authorized  number:  Provided,  That 
at  least  one  officer  shall  be  allowed  in  each  grade  or  rank. 

For  the  purpose  of  determining  the  authorized  number  of  officers 
in  any  grade  or  rank  of  the  line  or  of  the  staff  corps,  there  shall  be 
excluded  from  consideration  those  officers  carried  by  law  as  addi- 
tional numbers,  including  staff  officers  heretofore  permanently  com- 
missioned with  the  rank  of  rear  admiral,  and  nothing  contained  herein 
shall  be  held  to  reduce  below  that  heretofore  authorized  by  law  the 
number  of  officers  in  any  grade  or  rank  in  the  staff  corps. 

Hereafter  pay  and  allowances  of  officers  in  the  upper  half  of  the 
grade  or  rank  of  rear  admiral,  including  the  staff  corps  and  including 
staff  officers  heretofore  permanently  commissioned  with  the  rank  of 
rear  admiral,  shall  be  that  now  allowed  by  law  for  the  first  nine  rear 
admirals,  and  the  pay  and  allowances  of  officers  in  the  lower  half  of 
the  grade  or  rank  of  rear  admiral,  including  the  staff  corps,  shall  be 
that  now  allowed  by  law  for  the  second  nine  rear  admirals:  Provided , 
That  officers  shall  take  rank  in  each  staff  corps  according  to  the  dates 
of  commission  in  the  several  grades,  excepting  in  cases  where  they 
have  gained  or  lost  numbers. 

Hereafter  chief  boatswains,  chief  gunners,  chief  machinists,  chief 
carpenters,  chief  sail  makers,  chief  pharmacists,  and  chief  pay  clerks, 
on  the  active  list  with  creditable  records,  shall,  after  six  years  from 
date  of  commission,  receive  the  pay  and  allowances  that  are  now  or 
may  hereafter  be  allowed  a lieutenant  (junior  grade),  United  States 
Navy:  Provided,  That  chief  boatswains,  chief  gunners,  chief  machin- 
ists, chief  carpenters,  chief  sail  makers,  chief  pharmacists,  and  chief 
pay  clerks,  on  the  active  list  with  creditable  records,  shall,  after 
twelve  years  from  date  of  commission,  receive  the  pay  and  allow- 
ances that  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  allowed  a lieutenant,  United 
States  Navy. 

Warrant  officers  shall  receive  the  same  allowances  of  heat  and  light 
as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  allowed  an  ensign,  United  States 
Navy. 

Warrant  officers  shall  be  allowed  such  leave  of  absence,  with  full 
pay,  as  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  allowed  other  officers  of  the  United 
States  Navy. 

Hereafter  all  promotions  to  the  grades  of  commander,  captain,  and 
rear  admiral  of  the  line  of  the  Navy,  including  the  promotion  of  those 
captains,  commanders,  and  lieutenant  commanders  who  are,  or  may 
be,  earned  on  the  Navy  list  as  additional  to  the  numbers  of  such 
grades,  shall  be  by  selection  only  from  the  next  lower  respective  grade 
upon  the  recommendation  of  a board  of  naval  officers  as  herein 
provided. 
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The  board  shall  consist  of  nine  rear  admirals  on  the  active  list  of 
the  line  of  the  Navy  not  restricted  by  law  to  the  performance  of 
shore  duty  only,  and  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  and  convened  during  the  month  of  December  of  each  year  and 
as  soon  after  the  first  day  of  the  month  as  practicable. 

Each  member  of  said  board  shall  swear,  or  affirm,  that  he  will, 
without  prejudice  or  partiality,  and  having  in  view  solely  the  special 
fitness  oi  officers  and  the  efficiency  of  the  naval  service,  perform  the 
duties  imposed  upon  him  as  herein  provided. 

The  board  shall  be  f vanished  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  with  the 
number  of  vacancies  in  the  grades  of  rear  admiral,  captain,  and 
commander  to  be  filled  during  the  following  calendar  year,  including 
the  vacancies  existing  at  the  time  of  the  convening  of  the  board  and 
those  that  will  occur  by  operation  of  law  from  the  date  of  convening 
until  the  end  of  the  next  calendar  year,  and  with  the  names  of  all 
officers  who  are  eligible  for  consideration  for  selection  as  herein 
authorized,  together  with  the  record  of  each  officer:  Provided , That 
toy  officer  eligible  for  consideration  for  selection  shall  have  the 
right  to  forward  through  official  channels  at  any  time  not  later  than 
ten  days  after  the  convening  of  said  board  a written  communication 
inviting  attention  to  any  matter  of  record  in  the  Navy  Department 
concerning  himself  which  he  deems  important  in  the  consideration 
of  his  case:  Provided , That  such  communication  shall  not  contain 
any  reflection  upon  the  character,  conduct,  or  motives  of  or  criticism 
of  any  officer:  Provided  further,  That  no  captains,  commanders,  or 
lieutenant  commanders  who  shall  have  had  less  than  foiir  years’ 
service  in  the  grade  in  which  he  is  serving  on  November  the  thirtieth 
of  the  year  of  the  convening  of  the  board  shall  be  eligible  for  con- 
sideration by  the  board : Provided  further,  That  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  board  in  the  case  of  officers  of  the  former  Engineer  Corps 
who  are  restricted  by  law  to  the  performance  of  shore  duty  only  and 
in  that  of  officers  who  may  hereafter  be  assigned  to  engineering  duty 
only  shall  be  based  upon  their  comparative  fitness  for  the  duties  pre- 
scribed for  them  by  law.  Upon  promotion  they  shall  be  carried 
as  additional  numbers  in  grade. 

The  board  shall  recommend  for  promotion  a number  of  officers  in 
each  grade  equal  to  the  number  of  vacancies  to  be  filled  in  the  next 
higher  grade  during  the  following  calendar  year:  Provided , That  no 
officer  shall  be  recommended  for  promotion  unless  he  shall  have 
received  the  recommendation  of  not  less  than  six  members  of  said 
board:  Provided  further,  That  the  increase  in  the  number  of  captains 
herein  authorized  shall  be  made  at  the  rate  of  not  more  than  ten 
captains  in  any  one  year. 

The  report  of  the  board  shall  be  in  writing  signed  by  all  of  the 
members  and  shall  certify  that  the  board  has  carefully  considered 
the  case  of  every  officer  eligible  for  consideration  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  law,  and  that  in  the  opinion  of  at  least  six  of  the  members, 
the  officers  therein  recommended  are  the  best  fitted  of  all  those  under 
consideration  to  assume  the  duties  of  the  next  higher  grade,  except 
that  the  recommendation  of  the  board  in  the  case  of  officers  of  the 
former  Engineer  Corps  who  are  restricted  by  law  to  the  performance 
of  shore  duty  only,  and  in  that  of  officers  who  may  hereafter  be 
assigned  to  engineering  duty  only,  shall  be  based  upon  their  compara-' 
tive  fitness  for  the  duties  prescribed  for  them  by  law. 
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The  report  of  the  board  shall  be  submitted  to  the  President  for 
approval  or  disapproval.  In  case  any  officer  of  officers  recommended 
by  the  board  are  not  acceptable  to  the  President,  the  board  shall  be 
informed  of  the  name  of  such  officer  or  officers,  and  shall  recommend 
a number  of  officers  equal  to  the  number  of  those  found  not  acceptable 
to  the  President  and  if  necessarv  shall  be  reconvened  for  this  purpose. 
When  the  report  of  the  board  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Presi- 
dent, the  officers  recommended  therein  shall  be  deemed  eligible  for 
selection,  and  if  promoted  shall  take  rank  with  one  another  in  accord- 
ance with  their  seniority  in  the  grade  from  which  promoted:  Provided , 
That  any  officers  so  selected  shall  prior  to  promotion  be  subject  in  all 
respects  to  the  examinations  prescribed  by  law  for  officers  promoted 
by  seniority,  and  in  case  of  failure  to  pass  the  required  professional 
examination  such  officer  shall  thereafter  be  ineligible  for  selection 
and  promotion.  And  should  any  such  officer  fail  to  pass  the  required 
physical  examination  he  shall  not  be  considered,  in  the  event  of 
retirement,  entitled  to  the  rank  of  the  next  higher  grade. 

On  and  after  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and,  twenty,  no 
captain,  commander,  or  lieutenant  commander  shall  be  promoted 
unless  he  has  had  not  less  than  two  years’  actual  sea  seryice  on  sea- 
going ships  in  the  grade  in  which  serving  or  who  is  more  than  fifty- 
six,  fifty,  or  forty-five  years  of  age,  respectively:  Provided , That  the 
qualification  of  sea  service  shall  not  apply  to  officers  restricted  to  the 
performance  of  engineering  duty  only:  Provided  further , That  cap- 
tains, commanders,  and  lieutenant  commanders  who  become  ineli- 
gible for  promotion  on  account  of  age  shall  be  retired  on  a percentage 
of  pay  equal  to  two  and  one-half  per  centum  of  their  shore-duty 
pay  for  each  year  of  service:  Provided  further,  That  the  total  retired 
pay  shall  not  exceed  seventy-five  per  centum  of  the  shore-duty  pay 
they  were  entitled  to  receive  while  on  the  active  fist, 

Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  hereafter  the  age  for  retire- 
ment oi  all  officers  of  the  Navy  shall  be  sixty-four  years  instead  of 
sixty-two  years  as  now  prescribed  by  law. 

Nothing  contained  in  this  Act  snail  be  construed  to  reduce  the 
rank,  pay,  or  allowances  of  any  officer  of  the  Navy  or  Marine  Corps 
as  now  provided  by  law. 


OFFICERS  FOR  ENGINEERING  DUTY  ONLY. 

Officers  of  the  line  of  the  Navy  not  below  the  grade  of  lieutenant 
niav,  upon  application,  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  be  assigned  to  engineering  duty  only,  and  that  when  so  assigned 
and  until  they  reach  tne  grade  of  commander,  they  shall  perform 
duty,  as  prescribed  in  section  four  of  the  Personnel  Act  approved 
March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  and  thereafter  shore 
duty  only  as  now  prescribed  for  officers  transferred  to  the  line  from 
the  former  engineer  corps,  except  that  commanders  may  be  assigned 
to  duty  as  fleet  and  sqyadron  engineers:  Provided , That  when  so 
assigned  they  shall  retain  their  place  with  respect  to  other  line  officers 
in  tne  grades  they  now  or  may  hereafter  occupy,  and  also  the  right 
to  succession  to  command  on  snore  in  accordance  with  their  seniority, 
and  shall  be  promoted  as  vacancies  occur  subject  to  physical  exami- 
nation and  to  such  examination  in  engineering  as  tne  Secretary  of 
the  Navy  may  prescribe:  Provided  further , That  the  number  of  officers 
4832°— S.  Doc.  428,66-3 29 
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so  assigned  in  any  one^  year  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  service  as  determined  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy: 
And  provided  further,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  appoint  annually  in  the  line  of  the  Navy  for  a period  of  ten 
years  following  the  passage  of  this  Act,  in  the  order  of  merit  deter- 
mined by  such  competitive  examination  as  he  may  prescribe,  thirty 
acting  ensigns  for  the  performance  of  engineering  duties  only.  Per- 
sons so  appointed  must  have  received  a degree  of  mechanical  or 
electrical  engineer  from  a college  or  university  of  high  standing  or  be 
graduates  of  technical  schools  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 
must  have  been  found  physically  qualified  by  a board  of  medical 
officers  of  the  Navy  for  the  performance  of  the  duties  required,  and 
must  at  the  time  of  appointment  be  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more 
than  twenty-six  years  of  age.  Such  appointments  shall  be  for  a 
probationary  period  of  three  years,  and  may  be  revoked  at  any  time 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

Such  acting  ensigns  shall,  upon  the  completion  of  the  probationary 
period  of  three  years,  of  which  two  years  shall  have  been  spent  on 
board  Cruising  vessels  and  one  year  pursuing  a course  of  instruction 
at  the  Naval  Academy  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  be 
commissioned  in  the  grade  of  lieutenant  of  the  junior  grade  after 
satisfactorily  passing  such  examination  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and  having  been  recommended  for  promo- 
tion by  the  examining  board  and  found  physically  qualified  by  a 
board  of  medical  officers  of  the  Navy. 

Such  officers  shall  thereafter  be  required  to  perform  engineering 
duties  only,  and  shall  be  eligible  for  advancement  to  the  higher  grades 
in  the  manner  herein  provided  for  line  officers  assigned  to  engineering 
duty  only. 

Hereafter  no  officer  or  enlisted  man  in  the  Navy  or  Marine-Corps 
in  active  service  who  shall  be  absent  from  duty  on  account  of  sickness 
or  disease  resulting  from  his  own  intemperate  use  of  drugs  or  alco- 
holic liquors,  or  other  misconduct,  shall  receive  pay  for  the  period  of 
such  absence,  the  time  so  absent  and  the  cause  thereof  to  be  ascer- 
tained under  such  procedure  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy:  Provided , That  an  enlistment  shall  not 
be  regarded  as  complete  until  the  enlisted  man  shall  have  made  good 
any  time  in  excess  of  one  day  lost  on  account  of  sickness  or  disease 
resulting  from  his  own  intemperate  use  of  drugs  or  alcoholic  liquors, 
or  other  misconduct.  • * f 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized  to  grant  furlough 
without  pay  to  enlisted  men  for  a period  covering  the  unexpired  por- 
tion of  their  enlistment:  Provided , That  such  furlough  be  granted 
under  the  same  conditions  and  in  lieu  of  discharge  by  purchase  or  by 
special  order  of  the  department.  Enlisted  men  so  furloughed  shall 
be  subject  to  recall  in  time  of  war  or  national  emergency  to  complete 
the  unexpired  portion  of  their  enlistment,  and  shall  be  in  addition 
to  the  authorized  number  of  enlisted  men  ofcthe  Navy. 

Hereafter  the  authorized  number  of  surgeons  in  the  United  States 
Navy  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  increased  by  one;  and  that  hereafter  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  detail  one 
or  more  officers  of  the  Medical  Corps  of  the  United  States  Navy  for 
duty  with  the  Military  Relief  Division  of  the  American  National  Red 
Cross. 
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The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  to  be  paid 
to  Mrs.  Sophia  Gompers,  mother  of  the  late  William  Gompers,  seaman, 
United  States  Navy,  $176.40,  being  the  amount  equal  to  six  months' 
pay  at  the  rate  received  by  that  seaman  at  the  date  of  his  death,  less 
expenses  of  interment. 

That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  cause  to  be  paid  to  Mrs.  Eliza  Orr,  mother  of  the  late  William  Orr, 
fireman,.  United  States  Navy,  an  amount  equal  to  six  months'  pay 
at  the  rate  received  by  him  at  the  date  of  his  death,  less  expenses  of 
interment. 

No  officer  who,  after  having  commanded  a fleet  in  active  com- 
mission, has  been  retired  for  age  and  whom,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  the  public  interests  make  it  necessary  to 
retain  for  a time  after  said  retirement  and  who  is  performing  active 
duty  as  chairman  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  General  Board, 
shall,  for  the  period  so  retained,  suffer  any  reduction  in  the  emolu- 
ments he  was  receiving  at  the  time  of  his  retirement:  Provided , That 
hereafter  any  retired  officer  of  the  naval  service  who  shall  be  detailed 
on  active  duty  shall,  while  so  serving,  receive  the  active  duty  pay 
and  allowances  of  the  grade,  not  above  that  of  lieutenant  commander 
in  the  Navy  or  of  major  in  the  Marine  Corps,  that  he  would  have 
attained  in  due  course  of  promotion  if  he  haa  remained  on  the  active 
list  for  a period  beyond  the  date  of  his  retirement  equal  to  the  total 
amount  of  time  during  which  he  has  been  detailed  on  active  duty 
since  his  retirement:  i Provided,  That  nothing  herein  shall  be  con- 
strued to  reduce  the  pay  of  any  retired  officer  on  active  duty  whose 
retired  pay  exceeds  the  active  duty  pay  and  allowances  for  the  grade 
of  lieutenant  commander. 

Hereafter  all  commissioned  officers  of  the  active  list  of  the  Navy 
shall  receive  the  same  pay  and  allowances  according  to  rank  and 
length  of  service:  Provided , That  this  provision  shall  not  be  con- 
strued to  reduce  the  pay  and  allowances  of  commissioned  warrant 
officers  as  herein  authorized. 

That  the  accounting  officers  of  the  United  States  Treasury  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  allow  in  the  accounts  of  disbursing 
officers  of  the  Navy  all  payments  for  telephones  in  Government 
quarters  which  have  been  disallowed  under  section  seven  of  the  Act 
of  August  twenty-third,  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve  (Thirty-seventh 
Statutes,  pages  one  and  four  hundred  and  fourteen),  by  decision  of 
the  Comptroller. 

That  the  accounting  officers  of  the  United  States  Treasury  are 
hereby  authorized  to  credit  to  the  account  of  Paymaster  George  R. 
Crapo,  United  States  Navy,  the  sum  of  $360,  which  amount  was  paid 
by  the  said  Paymaster  Crapo  for  a passenger-carrying  vehicle  for 
official  use  at  the  Naval  Station,  Key  West,  Florida,  on  September 
twenty-second,  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  under  a mistake 
of  law.  * 

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
credit  in  the  accounts  of  Passed  Assistant  Paymaster  James  C. 
Hilton,  United  States  Navy,  the  sum  of  $6,033.61,  being  the  amount 
stolen  from  United  States"  funds  by  a person  or  persons  unknown 
and  charged  against  the  accounts  of  the  said  James  C.  Hilton,  passed 
assistant  paymaster,  on  the  books  of  the  Treasury  Department. 
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^ The  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  allow  in  the  accounts  of  Paymaster  T.  D.  Harris,  United 
States  Navy,  credit  for  the  full  payment  of  the  contract  price  made 
by  him  to  James  Morrow  under  contract  of  May  twenty-ninth,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  nine,  and  to  Carson,  Pirie,  Scott  and  Company, 
James  Corse,  N.  H.  Dow  Manufacturing  Company,  The  Sneaa  and 
Company  Iron  Works,  and  Original  Cabinet  Company  under  con- 
tracts of  March,  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  pertaining  to  the  naval 
training  station,  Great  Lakes,  Illinois. 

That  the  President  of  the  United  States  is  hereby  authorized  to 
cause  Ensign  Harold  Harrison  Little,  United  States  Navy,  to  be 
examined  for  promotion  to  the  grade  of  lieutenant  (junior  grade), 
United  States  Navy,  and  subject  to  his  successfully  passing  such  re- 
examination to  promote  him  to  the  grade  of  lieutenant  (junior  grade), 
to  take  place  on  the  Navy  list  in  such  grade  next  after  Lieutenant 
(Junior  Grade)  William  G.  Greenman,  United  States  Navy,  who  was 
the  officer  immediately,  above  the  said  Harold  Harrison  Little  in  the 
list  of  lieutenants  (junior  grade)  at  the  date  said  Harold  Harrison 
Little  became  due  for  promotion  to  the  grade  of  lieutenant  (junior 
grade),  United  States  Navy:  Provided , That  no  back  pay,  allowances, 
or  emoluments  shall  accrue  by  reason  of  the  passage  of  this  Act. 

Hereafter  Assistant  Paymaster  John  D.  P.  Hodapp,  United  States 
Navy,  shall  be  regarded  as  having  been  appointed  as  an  assistant 
paymaster  in  the  United  States  Navy  on  the  same  date  as  the  officer 
now  next  above  him  in  grade:  Provided , That  nothing  herein  shall  be 
construed  to  entitle  the  said  Assistant  Paymaster  John  D.  P.  Hodapp, 
United  States  Navy,  to  any  back  pay,  allowances,  or  other  emolu- 
ments. 

Section  six  of  an  Act  entitled  “An  Act  making  appropriations  for 
the  legislative,  executive,  and  judicial  expenses  of  tne  Government 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven- 
teen, namely :”  approved  May  tenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen, 
is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

“Sec.  6.  That  unless  otherwise  specially  authorized  by  law,  no 
money  appropriated  by  this  or  any  other  Act  shall  be  available  for 
payment  to  any  person  receiving  more  than  one  salary  when  the 
combined  amount  of  said  salaries  exceeds  the  sum  of  $2,000  per 
annum,  but  this  shall  not  apply  to  retired  officers  or  enlisted  men  of 
the  Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  or  Coast  Guard,  or  to  officers  and 
enlisted  men  of  the  Organized  Militia  and  Naval  Militia  in  the  several 
States,  Territories,  and  the  District  of  Columbia:  Provided , That  no 
such  retired  officer,  officer,  or  enlisted  man  shall  be  denied  or  deprived 
of  any  of  his  pay,  salary,  or  compensation  as  such,  or  of  any  other 
salary  or  compensation  for  services  heretofore  rendered,  by  reason 
of  any  decision  or  construction  of  said  section  six .” 

NAVAL  FLYING  CORPS. 

The  Naval  Flying  Corc>s  shall  be  composed  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  officers  and  three  hundred  and  fifty  enlisted  men,  detailed, 
appointed,  commissioned,  enlisted,  and  distributed  in  the  various 
grades,  ranks,  and  ratings  of  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  as  hereafter 
provided.  The  said  number  of  officers,  studont  flyers,  and  enlisted 
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men  shall  be  in  addition  to  the  total  number  of  officers  and  enlisted 
men  which  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  provided  by  law  for  the  other 
branches  of  the  naval  service. 

The  number  of  officers  detailed  to  duty  in  aircraft  involving  actual 
flying  in  any  one  year  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  requirements* pf 
the  Air  Service  as  determined  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy:  Provided , 
That  the  officers  so  detailed  from  the  line  of  the  Navy  and  from  the 
Marine  Corps  shall  not  exceed  the  total  number  herein  prescribed  for 
the  Naval  Flying  Corps:  Provided  further.  That  the  proportion  of  line 
officers  of  the  Navy  and  of  the  Marine  Corps  thus  detailed  shall  be  the 
same  as  the  proportion  established  for  the  regular  services:  And  pro- 
vided further,  That  the  student  flyers  hereinafter  provided  for  shall  be 
in  addition  to  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  comprising  the  Naval 
Flying  Corps. 

The  officers  detailed  and  the  enlisted  men  of  the  Naval  Flying  Corps 
shall  receive  the  same  pay  and  allowances  that  are  now  provided  by 
law  for  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  same  grade  or  rank  and  rating 
in  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  detailed  to  duty  with  aircraft  involving 
actual  flying. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  annually 
in  the  line  of  the  Navy  and  the  Marine  Corps  for  a period  of  two  years 
following  the  passage  of  this  Act,  in  order  of  merit  as  determined  by 
such  competitive  examinations  as  he  may  prescribe,  fifteen  acting 
ensigns  or  acting  second  lieutenants  for  the  performance  of  aeronautic 
duties  only.  Persons  so  appointed  must  be  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  ana  may  be  appointed  from  warrant  officers  or  enlisted  men 
of  the  naval  service  or  from  civil  life,  and  must,  gt  the  time  of  appoint- 
ment, be  not  less  than  eighteen  or  more  than  twenty-four  years  of  age: 
Provided,  That  no  person  shall  be  so  appointed  ,un til  he  has  been  found 
physically  qualified  by  a board  of  medical  officers  of  the  Navy  for  the 
performance  of  the  duties  required:  Provided  further,  That  the  number 
of  such  appointments  to  the  line  of  the  Navy  and  of  the  Marine  Corps 
shall  be  m the  proportion  decided  for  the  regular  services.  Such 
appointments  shall  be  for  a probationary  period  of  three  years  and 
may  be  revoked  at  any  time  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

Such  acting  ensigns  and  acting  second  lieutenants  shall  be  detailed 
to  duty  in  the  Naval  Flying  Corps  in  aircraft  involving  actual  flying. 

Such  acting  ensigns  of  the  Navy  and  acting  second  lieutenants  of 
the  Marine  Corps  shall,  upon  completion  of  the  probationary  period  of 
three  years,  be  appointed  acting  lieutenants  of  the  junior  grade,  or 
acting  first  lieutenants,  respectively,  by  the  Secretary  of  tne  Navy 
for  the  performance  of  aeronautic  duties  only,  after  satisfactorily 
passing  such  examinations  as  he  may  prescribe,  and  after  having  been 
recommended  for  promotion  by  the  examining  board  and  found 
physically  qualified  by  a board  of  medical  officers  of  the  Navy.  Such 
appointments  shall  be  for  a probationary  period  of  four  years  and  may 
be  revoked  at  any  time  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

Such  acting  lieutenants  (junior  grade)  and  acting  first  lieutenants 
may  elect  to  qualify  for  aeronautic  duty  only  or  to  qualify  for  all  the 
duties  of  officers  of  the  same  grade  in  the  Navy  and  in  the  Marine 
Corps,  respectively.  Those  officers  who.  elect  to  qualify  for  aeronautic 
duty  only  shall  be  detailed  to  duty  in  the  Naval  Flying  Corps  involving 
actual  flying  in  aircraft.  Those  officers  who  elect  to  qualify  for  the 
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regular  duties  of  their  grade  shall  be  detailed  to  duty  in  the  regular 
service  for  at  least  two  years  to  allow  them  to  prepare  for  such  quali- 
fication. 

. Such  acting  lieutenants  (junior  grade)  and  acting  first  lieutenants 
who  have  elected  to  qualify  for  aeronautic  duty  only  shall,  upon  com- 
pletion of  the  probationary  period  of  four  years,  be  commissioned  in 
the  grade  of  lieutenant  of  the  line  of  the  Navy  or  captain  of  the 
Marine  Corps  for  aeronautic  duties  only,  after  satisfactorily  passing 
such  competitive  examination  as  may  be  precribed  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy  to  determine  their  moral,  physical,  and  professional  qualifi- 
cations for  such  commissions  and  the  order  of  rank  in  which  they 
shall  be  commissioned.  Such  lieutenants  for  aeronautic  duty  only 
shall  be  borne  on  the  list  as  extra  numbers,  taking  rank  with  ana 
next  after  officers  of  the  same  date  of  commission. 

Such  acting  lieutenants  (junior  grade)  and  acting  first  lieutenants 
who  have  elected  to  qualify  for  the  regular  duties  of  the  line  of  the 
Navy  and  of  the  Marine  Corps,  respectively,  shall,  upon  completion  of 
the  probationary  period  of  four  years,  two  years  of  which  snail  have 
been  on  such  regular  duties,  be  commissioned  in  the  grade  of  the  line 
of  the  Navy  or  Marine  Corps  according  to  his  length  of  service,  after 
passing  satisfactorily  such  competitive  examinations  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  Secretary  of  tne  Navy  to  determine  their  moral, 
physical,  and  professional  qualifications  for  such  commissions  and  to 
determine  the  order  of  rank  in  which  they  shall  be  commissioned. 
Such  officers  of  the  line  of  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corp3  will  be  borne 
upon  the  lists  of  their  respective  corps  as  extra  numbers,  taking  rank 
with  and  next  after  officers  of  the  regular  services  of  the  same  date  of 
commissions. 

Acting  lieutenants  (junior  grade)  of  the  line  of  the  Navy  for  aero- 
nautic duties  only  and  acting  first  Ueu  ten  ants  of  the  Marine  Corps  for 
aeronautic  duty  only  who  have  completed  the  probationary  period  of 
four  years  may,  upon  examination  for  commissions  to  the  next  higher 
grade,  if  recommended  by  the  board  of  examination,  be  transferred 
to  the  Naval  Reserve  Flying  Corps  and  commissioned  in  the  same 
grade  or  the  next  higher  grade  as  may  be  recommended  in  accordance 
with  their  qualifications  as  determined  by  the  examination:  Provided , 
That  at  any  time  during  such  probationary  period  any  such  officer  can, 
upon  his  own  request,  if  his  record  warrants  it,  be  transferred  to  the 
Naval  Reserve  Flying  Corps  and  commissioned  in  the  acting  grade  he 
then  holds.  Any  officer  of  the  N aval  Flying  Corps  holding  an  appoint- 
ment of  student  fiver  or  acting  ensign,  second  lieutenant,  lieutenant 
(junior  grade),  or  first  lieutenant,  who,  upon  examination  for  promo- 
tion, is  found  not  qualified  shall,  if  not  recommended  by  the  examin- 
ing board  for  transfer  to  the  Naval  Reserve  Flying  Corps,  be  honor- 
ably discharged  from  the  naval  service. 

Officers  commissioned  for  aeronautic  duty  only  shall  be  eligible  for 
advancement  to  the  higher  grades,  not  above  captain  in  the  Navy 
or  colonel  in  the  Marine  Corps,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  officers 
whose  employment  is  not  so  restricted,  except  that  they  shall  be  eli- 
gible to  promotion  without  restriction  as  to  sea  duty,  and  their  pro- 
fessional examinations  shall  be  restricted  to  the  duty  to  which 
personally  assigned:  Provided , That  any  such  officer  must  serve  at 
least  three  years  in  any  grade  before  being  eligible  to  promotion  to 
the  next  higher  grade. 
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Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  detail 
of  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  other  branches  of  the  Navy  as  student 
aviators  or  student  airmen  in  such  numbers  as  the  needs  of  the  service 


Such  officers  and  enlisted  men,  while  detailed  as  student  aviators 
and  student  airmen  involving  actually  flying  in  aircraft,  shall  receive 
the  same  pay  and  allowances  that  are  now  provided  by  law  for  offi- 
cers and  enlisted  men  of  the  same  grade  or  rank  and  rating  in  the 
Navy  detailed  for  duty  with  aircraft. 

The  Secretaiy  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  annually 
for  a period  of  four  years,  from  enlisted  men  of  the  naval  service, 
or  from  citizens  of  the  United  States  in  civil  life,  not  to  exceed  thirty 
student  flyers  for  instruction  and  training  in  aeronautics  who  shall 
receive  the  same  pay  and  allowances  as  midshipmen  at  the  United 
States  Naval  Academy:  Provided,  That  persons  so  appointed  must, 
at  the  time  of  appointment,  be  not  less  than  seventeen  or  more  than 
twenty-one  years  of  age:  Provided  further,  That  no  pc/son  shall  be 
appointed  a student  flyer  until  he  shall  have  qualified  therefor  by 
such  examination  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy. 

The  appointment  of  student  flyers  shall  continue  in  force  for  two 
years,  unless  sooner  revoked  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  in  his 
discretion,  and  at  the  end  of  such  period  student  flyers  shall  be  ex- 
amined for  qualification  as  qualified  aviators:  Provided,  That  if 
such  student  flyers  are  not  qualified,  their  appointment  will  be 
revoked,  or,  if  recommended  by  the  examining  board,  they  shall 
be  transferred  to.  the  Naval  Reserve  Flying  Corps  and  commissioned 
as  ensigns  therein. 

Student  flyers  shall,  after  receiving  a certificate  of  qualification 
as  an  aviator  for  actual  flying  in  aircraft,  rank  with  midshipmen  and 
shall  receive  the  same  pay  and  allowances  as  midshipmen,  plus 
fifty  per  centum  thereof:  Provided,  That  student  flyers  who  have 
qualified  as  aviators  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  com- 
. missioned  acting  ensigns  for  aeronautic  duties  only,  after  three 
years’  service:  Provided f urther,  That  they  shall  have  been  examined 


competitive  examination  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
their  moral,  physical,  and  professional  fitness  and  the  order  of  rank 
in  which  they  shall  be  commissioned:  And  provided  further,  That 
any  student  flyer  qualified  as  an  aviator  may  at  any  time,  in  the 
discretion  of  tne  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  if  his  record  warrants  it, 
at  his  own  request,  be  transferred  to  the  Naval  Reserve  Flying 
Corps  and  be  commissioned  as  ensign  therein:  And  provided  further, 
That  student  flyers  not  considered  qualified  for  commissions  as 
acting  ensigns  for  aeronautic  duties  only  may,  upon  recommenda- 
tion of  the  examining  board,  be  transferred  to  the  Naval  Reserve 
Flying  Corps  and  be  commissioned  as  ensigns  therein. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized  to  establish  aero- 
nautic schools  for  the  instruction  and  training  of  student  flyers  and 
prescribe  the  course  of  instruction  and  qualifications  for  certificate 
of  graduation  as  a qualified  aviator. 
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Nothing  in  this  or  any  other  Act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  pre- 
vent the  temporary  detail  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  any  branch 
of  the  Navy  for  duty  with  aircraft. 

In  the  event  of  the  death  of  an  officer  or  enlisted  man  or  student 
fiver  of  the  Naval  Flying  Corps  from  wounds  or  disease,  the  result 
oi  an  aviation  accident,  not  the  result  of  his  own  misconduct,  re- 
ceived while  engaged  in  actual  flying  in  or  in  handling  aircraft,  the 
gratuity  to  be  paid  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  approved  August 
twenty-second,  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve,  entitled  “An  Act 
making  appropriations  for  the  naval  service  for  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  and  for  other 
purposes,”  shall  b©  an  amount  eaual  to  one  year’s  nay  at  the  rate 
received  by  such  officer  or  enlistea  man  or  student  flyer  at  the  time 
of  the  accident  resulting  in  his  death.  In  all  cases  where  an  officer 
or  enlisted  man  or  stuaent  flyer  of  the  Navy  or  Marine  Corps  dies, 
or  where  a student  flyer  or  an  enlisted  man  of  the  Navy  or  Marine 
Corps  is  disabled  by  reason  of  any  injury  received  or  disease  con- 
tracted in  line  of  duty,  the  result  of  an  aviation  accident,  received 
while  employed  in  actual  flying  in  or  in  handling  aircraft,  the  amount 
of  pension  allowed  shall  be  double  that  authorized  to  be  paid  should 
death  or  the  disability  have  occurred  by  reason  of  an  injury  received 
or  disease  contracted,  in  line  of  duty  not  the  result  of  an  aviation 
accident. 

Student  flyers  and  the  acting  ensigns  and  acting  lieutenants 
(junior  grade)  and  acting  second  and  first  lieutenants  lor  aeronautic 
duties  only  provided  for  herein  shall  be  subject  to  the  laws  and  regu- 
tions  and  orders  for  the  government  of  the  Navy,  but  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  retirement  or  retired  pay. 

The  enlisted  personnel  of  the  Naval  Flying  Corps  shall  be  dis- 
tributed by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  in  the  various  ratings  as 
now  obtain  in  the  Navy  m so  far  as  such  ratings  are  applicable  to 
duties  connected  with  aircraft. 

Within  the  first  two  years  after  the  approval  of  this  Act  enlisted 
men  may  be  transferred  from  other  branches  of  the  Naval  Service 
to  the  Naval  Flying  Co^ps,  under  regulations  established  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  governing  such  transfer  and  the  qualifications 
for  this  corps:  Provided , That  the  number  so  transferred  shall  not 
exceed  one-half  the  total  number  of  enlisted  men  allowed  by  this  Act. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  establish  regulations  governing 
the  term  of  enlistment,  the  qualifications,  and  advancement  of  the 
enlisted  men  of  the  Flying  Corps. 

Any  enlisted  man  who  passes  satisfactorily  the  prescribed  exami- 
nation and  is  recommended  by  a board  of  officers  may  be  appointed 
a student  flyer  as  herein  provided. 

ADMINISTRATION  OF  JUSTICE. 

/ 

Hereafter  all  officers  of  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  who  are  author- 
ized to  order  either  general  or  summary  courts-martial  may  order 
deck  courts  upon  enlisted  men  under  their  command,  and  shall  have 
the  same  authority  to  inflict  minor  punishments  as  is  conferred  by 
law  upon  the  commander  of  a naval  vessel. 

Summary  courts-martial  may  be  ordered  upon  enlisted  men  in  the 
naval  service  under  his  command  by  the  commanding  officer  of  any 
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brigade,  regiment,  or  separate  or  detached  battalion,  or  other  sepa- 
rate or  detached  command,  and,  when  empowered  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy,  by  the  commanding  officer  or  officer  in  charge  of  any 
command  not  spepifically  mentioned  in  the  foregoing:  Provided , That 
when  so  empowered  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  order  summary 
courts-martial,  the  commanding  officer  of  a naval  hospital  or  hospital 
ship  shall  be  empowered  to  order  such  courts  and  deck  courts,  and 
inflict  the  punishments  which  the  commander  of  a naval  vessel  is 
authorized  Dy  law  to  inflict,  upon  all  enlisted  men  of  the  naval  serv- 
ice attached  thereto,  whether  for  duty  or  as  patients. 

No  sentence  of  a summary  court-martial  shall  be  carried  into  exe- 
cution until  the  proceedings  end  sentence  have  been  approved  by 
the  officer  ordering  the  court,  or  his  successor  in  office,  and  by  his 
immediate  superior  in  command : Provided , That  if  the  officer  ordering 
the  court,  or  his  successor  in  office,  be  the  senior  officer  present,  such 
sentence  may  be  carried  into  execution  upon  his  approval  thereof. 

When  empowered  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  general  courts- 
martial  may  be  convened  by  the  commanding  officer  of  a squadron, 
of  a division,  of  a flotilla,  or  of  a larger  naval  force  afloat,  and  of  a 
brigade  or  larger  force  of  the  naval  service  on  shore  beyond  the 
continental  limits  of  the  United  States:  Provided,  That  in  time  of 
war,  if  then  so  empowered  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  general 
courts-martial  may  be  convened  by  the  commandant  of  any  navy 
yard  or  naval  station,  and  by  the  commanding  officer  of  a brigade 
or  larger  force  of  the  Navy  or  Marine  Corps  on  shore  not  attached 
to  a navy  yard  or  naval  station. 

Courts  of  inquiry  may  be  convened  by  any  officer  of  the  naval 
service  authorized  by  law  to  convene  general  courts-martial. 

When  & force  of  marines  is  embarked  on  a naval  vessel,  or  vessels, 
as  a separate  organization,  not  a part  of  the  authorized  complement 
thereof,  the  authority  and  powers  of  the  officers  of  such  separate 
organization  of  mariiies  shall  he  the  same  as  though  such  organization 
were  serving  at  a navy  yard  on  shore,  but  nothing  herein  shall  be 
construed  as  impairing  the  paramount  authority  of  the  commanding 
officer  of  any  naval  vessel  over  the  vessel  under  his  command  and  afl 
persons  embarked  thereon. 

NAVAL  RESERVE  FORCE. 

There  is  hereby  established,  under  the  Department  of  the  Navy, 
a Naval  Reserve  Force,  to  consist  of  six  classes,  designated  as  follows 
and  as  hereinafter  described: 

First.  The  Fleet  Naval  Reserve. 

Second.  The  Naval  Reserve. 

Third.  The  Naval  Auxiliary  Reserve. 

Fourth.  The  Naval  Coast  Defense  Reserve. 

Fifth.  The  Volunteer  Naval  Reserve. 

Sixth.  Naval  Reserve  Flying  Corps. 

The  Naval  Reserve  Force  shall  be  composed  of  citizens  of  the 
United  States  who,  by  enrolling  under  regulations  prescribed  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  or  by  transfer  thereto  as  in  this  Act  provided, 
obligate  themselves  to  serve  in  the  Navy  in  time  of  war  or  during 
the  existence  of  a national  emergency,  declared  by  the  President: 
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Provided,  That  citizens  of  the  insular  possessions  of  the  United  States 
may  enroll  in  the  Naval  Auxiliary  Reserve. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  make  all  necessary  and  proper 
regulations  not  inconsistent  with  law  for  the  administration  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  which  relate  to  the  Naval  Reserve  Force. 

Members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  may  be  ordered  into  active 
service  in  the  Navy  by  the  President  in  time  of  war  or  when,  in  his 
opinion,  a national  emergency  exists. 

There  shall  be  allowed  in  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  the  various 
ratings,  grades,  and  ranks,  not  above  the  rank  of  lieutenant  com- 
mander, corresponding  to  those  in  the  Navy.  Officers  of  the  line  may 
be  appointed  for  deck  or  engineering  duties,  as  they  may  elect. 

Members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  appointed  to  commissioned 
grades  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  President  alone,  and  members 
of  such  force  appointed  to  warrant  grades  shall  be  warranted  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy:  Provided,  That  officers  so  warranted  or 
commissioned  shall  not  be  deprived  of  the  retainer  pay,  allowances, 
or  gratuities  to  which  they  would  otherwise  be  entitled.  Officers  of 
the  Naval  Reserve  Force  shall  rank  with  but  after  officers  of  corre- 
sponding rank  in  the  Navy.  # 

Enrollment  and  reenrollment  shall  be  for  terms  of  four  years,  but 
members  shall  in  time  of  peace,  when  no  national  emergency  exists, 
be  discharged  upon  their  own  request  upon  reimbursing  the  Govern- 
ment for  any  clothing  gratuity  that  may  have  been  furnished  them 
during  their  current  enrollment. 

Persons  enrolling  shall  be  required  to  take  the  oath  of  allegiance 
to  the  United  States. 

When  first  enrolled  members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force,  except 
those  in  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve,  shall  be  given  a provisional  grade, 
rank  or  rating  in  accordance  with  their  qualifications  determined  by 
examination.  They  may  thereafter,  upon  application,  be  assigned 
to  active  service  in  the  Navy  for  such  periods  of  instruction  and 
training  as  may  enable  them  to  qualify  for  and  be  confirmed  in  such 
grade,  rank  or  rating. 

No  member  shall  be  confirmed  in  his  provisional  grade,  rank  or 
rating  until  he  shall  have  performed  the  minimum  amount  of  active 
service  required  for  the  class  in  which  he  is  enrolled,  nor  until  he  has 
duly  qualified  by  examination  for  such  rank  or  rating  under  regula- 
tions prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

No  person  shall  be  appointed  or  commissioned  as  an  officer  in  any 
rank  in  any  class  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force,  or  promoted  to  a 
higher  rank  therein,  unless  he  shall  have  been  examined  and  recom- 
mended for  such  appointment,  commission,  or  promotion  by  a board 
of  three  naval  officers  not  below  the  rank  of  lieutenant  commander, 
nor  until  he  shall  have  been  found  physically  qualified  by  a board  of 
medical  officers  to  perform  the  duties  required  m time  of  war,  except 
that  former  officers  and  midshipmen  of  the  Navy,  who  shall  have  left 
the  service  under  honorable  conditions  and  who  shall  have  enrolled 
in  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  may  be  appointed  in  the  grade  and  rank 
last  held  by  them  without  examination  other  than  the  physical 
examination  above  prescribed 

The  retainer  pay  of  all  members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force,  except 
the  Volunteer  Naval  Reserve,  while  enrolled  in  a provisional  rank 
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or  rating,  and  until  such  time,  as  they  shall  have  heen  confirmed  in 
such  rank  or  rating,  shall  be  $12  per  annum.  Thereafter,  the  retainer 
pay  shall  be  that  prescribed  for  members  in  the  various  classes. 

Retainer  pay  shall  be  in  addition  to  any  pay  to  which  a member 
may  be  entitled  by  reason  of  active  service. 

Ketainer  pay  shall  only  be  paid  to  members  of  the  Naval  Reserve 
Force  upon  their  making  such  reports  concerning  their  movements 
and  occupations  as  maybe  required  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

Members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  who  reenroll  for  a term  of 
four  years  within  four  months  from  the  date  of  the  termination  of 
their  last  term  of  enrollment,  and  who  shall  have  performed  the 
minimum  amount  of  active  service  required  during  the  preceding 
term  of  enrollment,  shall,  for  each  such  reenrollment,  receive  an 
increase  of  twenty-five  per  centum  of  their  base  retainer  pay:  Pro- 
vided, That  enrolled  members  who  shall  have  completed  twenty  years 
of  service  in  the  Naval  Reserve  Force,  and  who  shall  have  performed 
the  minimum  amount  of  active  service  required  in  their  class  for 
maintaining  efficiency  during  each  term  of  enrollment,  shall,  upon 
their  own  application,  be  retired  with  the  rank  or  rating  held  by 
them  at  the  time,  and  shall  receive  in  lieu  of  any  pay,  a cash  gratuity 
equal  to  the  total  amount  of  their  retainer  pay  during  the  last  term 
of  their  enrollment. 

Retainer  pay  shall  be  paid  annually  or  at  shorter  intervals,  as  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  in  his  discretion,  may  direct. 

No  existing  law  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  any  member  of  the 
Naval  Reserve  Force  from  accepting  employment  in  any  branch  of 
the  public  service,  except  as  an  officer  or  enlisted  man  in  any  branch 
of  the  military  service  of  the  United  States  or  any  State  thereof, 
nor  from  receiving  the  pay  and  allowances  incident  to  such  employ- 
ment in  addition  to  his  retainer  pay. 

Enrolled  members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  shall  be  subject  to 
the  laws,  regulations,  and  orders  for  the  government  of  the  Regular 
Navy  only  (hiring  such  time  as  they  may  by  law  be  required  to  serve 
in  the  Navy,  in  accordance  with  their  obligations,  and  when  on  active 
service  at  their  own  request  as  herein  provided,  and  when  employed 
in  authorized  travel  to  and  from  such  active  service  in  the  Navy. 
Members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  shall  be  issued  a distinctive 
badge  or  button  which  may  be  worn  with  civilian  dress,  and  whoever, 
not  oeing  a member  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  of  the  United  States 
and  not  entitled  under  the  law  to  wear  the  same,  willfully  wears  or 
uses  the  badge  or  button  or  who  uses  or  wears  the  same  to  obtain  aid 
or  assistance  thereby,  shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  more  than 
$20  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  thirty  days  or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

All  members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  shall,  when  actively 
employed  as  set  forth  in  this  Act,  be  entitled  to  the  same  pay,  allow- 
ances, gratuities,  and  other  emoluments  as  officers  and  enlisted  men 
of  the  naval  service  on  active  duty  of  corresponding  rank  or  rating 
and  of  the  same  length  of  service.  When  not  actively  employed  in 
the  Navy,  members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  shall  not  be  entitled 
to  any  pay,  bounty,  gratuity,  or  pension  except  as  expressly  provided 
for  members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  by  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

Enrolled  members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  may,  in  time  of  war 
or  national  emergency,  be  required  to  perform  active  service  in  the 
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Navy  throughout  the  war  or  until,  the  national  emergency  ceases 
to  exist. 

Members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  shall,  upon  first  reporting 
for  active  service  for  training  during  each  period  of  enrollment,  be 
credited  with  a uniform  gratuity  of  $50  for  officers  and  of  $30  for  men. 

Upon  reporting  for  active  service  in  time  of  war  or  national  emer- 
gency the  uniform  gratuity  shall  bo  $150  for  officers  and  $60  for  men, 
or  the  difference  between  these  amounts  and  any  amounts  that  may 
have  been  credited  as  a uniform  gratuity  during  the  current  enroll- 
ment: Provided , That  should  any  member  of  the  Naval  Reserve 
Force  sever  his  connection  with  the  service  without  compulsion  on 
part  of  the  Government  before  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  enroll- 
ment, the  amount  so  credited  shall  be  deducted  from  any  money  that 
may  be  or  may  become  due  him. 

Hereafter,  in  shipping  officers  and  men  for  service  on  board  United 
States  auxiliary  vessels,  preference  shall  be  given  to  members  of  the 
Naval  Reserve  Force,  ana;  after  two  years  from  the  date  of  approval 
of  this  Act,  no  person  shall  be  shipped  for  such  service  who  is  not  a 
member  6f  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  herein  provided. 

Members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  may,  upon  application,  be 
transferred  from  one  class  to  another  class  for  which  qualified  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act ; and  may  in  time  of  war  volunteer  for  and 
be  assigned  to  duties  prescribed  for  any  class  which  they  may  be 
deemed  competent  to  perform. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  prescribe  a suitable  flag,  or  pen- 
nant, that  may  be  flown  as  an  insignia  on  private  vessels  or  vessels 
of  the  merchant  service  commanded  by  officers  of  the  Naval  Reserve 
Force:  Provided , That  it  shall  not  be  flown  in  lieu  of  the  National 
ensign. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized  to  establish  schools 
or  camps  of  instruction  at  such  times  and  in  such  localities  as  he  may 
deem  advisable  for  the  purpose  of  instructing  members  and  applicants 
for  membership  in  the  Naval  Reserve  Force.  No  applicant  shall 
be  accepted  for  instruction  unless  he  agrees  to  abide  by  the  regulations 
of  the  school  and  pursue  the  course  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy.  Persons  who  satisfactorily  complete  the  course  will  be  given 
certificates  of  qualification  for  the  rank  or  rating  for  which  duly 
qualified,  and  may  be  permitted  to  enroll  in  the  proper  class  of  the 
reserve  in  such  rank  or  rating.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  into 
effect  this  paragraph  of  the  Act  there  is  hereby  appropriated,  out  of 
any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  $30,000, 
which  is  hereby  made  available  to  be  expended  as  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy  may  direct  in  the  necessary  equipment  and  maintenance 
of  such  schools  and  camps. 

FLEET  NAVAL  RESERVE. 

All  former  officers  of  the  United  States  naval  service,  including 
midshipmen,  who  have  left  that  service  under  honorable  conditions, 
and  those  citizens  of  the  United  States  who  have  been,  or  may  be 
entitled  to  be,  honorably  discharged  from  the  nayal  service  after  not 
less  than  one  four-year  term  of  enlistment  or  after  a term  of  enlist- 
ment during  minority,  and  who  shall  have  enrolled  in  the  Naval 
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Reserve  Force  shall  be  eligible  for  membership  in  the  Fleet  Naval 
Reserve. 

In  addition  to  the  enrollments  in  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve  above 

Srovided,  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  authorized  to  transfer  to  the 
leet  Naval  Reserve  at  any  time  within  his  discretion  any  enlisted 
man  of  the  naval  service  with  twenty  or  more  years’  naval  service, 
and  any  enlisted  man,  at  the  expiration  of  a term  of  enlistment  who 
may  be  then  entitled  to  an  honorable  discharge,  after  sixteen  years’ 
naval  service : Provided , That  such  transfers  shall  only  be  made  upon 
voluntary  application  and  in  the  rating  in  which  then  serving",  and 
the  men  so  transferred  shall  be  continued  in  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve 


until  discharged  bv  competent  authority. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  authorized  to  assign  any  member  of 
the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve  to  active  duty  for  training  on  board  ship, 
upon  the  application  of  such  member,  but  any  member  who  has 
failed  to  perform  three  months’  active  service  with  the  Navy  in  any 
term  of  enrollment  shall,  on  the  next  reenrollment,  receive  retainer 
pay  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  annum  until  such  time  as  he  shall  have 
completed  three  months’  active  service.  The  three  months’  active 
service  with  the  Navy  may  be  taken  in  one  or  more  periods,  at  the 
election  of  the  member:  Provided , That  no  member  shall  be  entitled 
to  travel  allowance  unless  the  period  of  such  active  service  is  for  not  less 
than  one  month,  or  unless  specifically  provided  for  by  such  regulations 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

Men  enrolled  in  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve  with  less  than  eight 
years’  naval  service  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  $50  per  annum;  those 
with  eight  or  more  years  and  less  than  twelve  years’  naval  service 
shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  $72  per  annum;  and  those  with  twelve  or 
more  years’  naval  service  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  $100  per  annum, 
such  pay  to  be  considered  as  retainer  pay  for  the  obligation  on  the 
part  of  such  members  to  serve  In  the  Navy  in  time  of  war  or  national 
emergency:  Provided , That  for  all  purposes  of  this  Act  a complete 
enlistment  during  minority  and  any  enlistment  terminated  within 
three  months  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  enlistment  by 
special  order  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  be  considered  as  four 
years’  service.  The  annual  retainer  pay  of  officers  of  the  Fleet  Naval 
Reserve  shall  be  two  months’  base  pay  of  the  corresponding  rank  in 
the  Navy. 

Reenrollments  in  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve  shall  be  for  four  years. 
Officers  and  men  enrolling  in  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve  T0fthin  four 
months  of  the  date  of  the  termination  of  their  last  naval  service  or 
reenrolling  within  four  months  of  the  date  of  the  termination  of  their 
last  term  of  enrollment  shall  receive  an  increase  of  twenty-fiveper 
centum  of  their  retainer  pay  for  each  such  enrollment:  Provided , That 
men  who  have  enrolled  in  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve  within  four  months 
of  the  date  of  their  discharge  from  the  regular  naval  service  shall, 
upon  reenlistment  in  the  regular  naval  service  within  four  months  of 
the  date  of  discharge  from  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve,  be  entitled  to  the 
same  gratuity  ana  additional  pay  as  if  they  had  reenlisted  in  the 
regular  naval  service  within  four  months  of  discharge  therefrom. 

Members  of  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve  who  have,  wnen  transferred 
to  the  Fleet  Navdl  Reserve,  completed  naval  service  of  sixteen  or 
twenty  or  more  years  shall  be  paid  a retainer  at  the  rate  of  one-third 
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and  one-half,  respectively,  of  the  base  pay  they  were  receiving  at  the 
close  of  their  last  naval  service  plus  all  permanent  additions  thereto: 
Provided , That  the  pay  authorized  in  this  paragraph  as  a retainer 
shall  be  increased  ten  per  centum  for  all  men  who  may  be  credited 
with  extraordinary  heroism  in  the  line  of  duty  or  whose  average 
marks  in  conduct  for  twenty  years  or  more  shall  not  be  less  than 
ninety-five  per  centum  of  the  maximum.  * 

Any  pay  which  may  be  due  any  member  of  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve 
shall  be  forfeited  when  so  ordered  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  upon 
the  failure,  under  such  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  of  such  man  to  report  for  inspection. 

Members  of  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve  who  have  established  their 
qualifications  by  examination  to  the  satisfaction  of.  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy  may  be  given  warrants  or  commissions  in  the  Fleet  Naval 
Reserve  in  the  grades  of  boatswain,  gunner,  carpenter,  machinist, 
pharmacist,  pay  clerk,  ensign  for  deck  or  engineering  duties,  or  in 
the  lowest  grades  of  the  staff  corps:  Provided  further.  That  those 
so  warranted  or  commissioned  shall  not  be  deprived  *of  the  retainer 
pay,  allowances,  or  gratuities  to  which  they  would  be  otherwise 
entitled. 

Men  transferred  to  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve  shall  be  governed  by  the 
laws  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  Navy  and  shall  not 
be  discharged  from  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  without  their  consent, 
except  by  sentence  of  a court-martial.  They  may,  upon  their  own 
request,  upon  completing  thirty  years’  service,  including  naval  and 
fleet  naval  reserve  service,  be  placed  on  the  retired  list  of  the  Navy 
with  the  pay  they  were  then  receiving  plus  the  allowances  to  which 
enlisted  men  of  the  same  rating  are  entitled  on  retirement  after 
thirty  years’  naval  service.  They  shall  be  required  to  keep  on  hand 
such  part  of  the  uniform-clothing  outfit  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy.  - * 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  authorized  in  time  of  war  or  when  a 
national  emergency  exists  to  call  any  enlisted  man  on  the  retired 
list  into  active  service  for  such  duty  as  he  may  be  able  to  perform; 
While  so  employed  such  enlisted  men  shall  receive  the  same  pay  and 
allowances  they  were  receiving  when  placed  on  the  retired  list. 

NAVAL  RESERVE. 

Membej^l  of  4he  Naval  Reserve  Force  who  have  been  or  may  be 
engaged  in  the  seagoing  profession,  and  who  have  enrolled  for  general 
service,  shall  be  eligible  for  membership  in  the  Naval  Reserve.  No 
person  shall  be  first  enrolled  in  this  class  who  is  less  than  eighteen 
or  fiaore  than  thirty-five  years  of  age,  nor  unless  he  furnishes  satis- 
factory evidence  as  to  hi3  ability  ana  character;  nor  shall  any  person 
be  appointed  an  officer  in  this  class  unless  he  shall  have  had  not  less 
than  two  years’  experience  as  an  officer  on  board  of  lake  or  ocean 
going  vessels. 

The  minimum  active  service  required  of  members  to  qualify  for 
confirmation  in  their  rank  or  rating  m this  class  shall.be  three  months. 

The  minimum  active  service  required  for  maintaining  the  efficiency 
of  a member  of  this  class  is  three  months  during  #ach  term  of  enroll- 
ment. This  active  service  may  be  iu  one  period  or  in  periods  of  not 
less  than  three  weeks  each  year. 
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The  annual  retainer  pay  of  members  in  this  class  after  confirmation 
in  rank  or  rating  shall  be  two  months'  base  pay  of  the  corresponding 
rank  or  rating  in  the  Navy. 

NAVAL  AUXILIARY  RESERVE. 

Members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  of  the  seagoing  profession 
who  shall  have  been  or  may  be  employed  on  American  vessels  of  the 
merchant  marine  of  suitable  type  for  use  as  naval  auxiliaries  and 
which  shall  have  been  listed  as  such  by  the  Navy  Department  for 
use  in  war,  shall  be  eligible  for  membership  in  the  Naval  Auxiliary 
Reserve. 

In  time  of  war  or  during  the  existence  of  a national  emergency, 
persons  in  this  class  shall  be  required  to  serve  only  in  vessels  of  the 
merchant  ship  type,  except  in  cases  of  emergency,  to  be  determined 
by  the  senior  officer  present,  when  said  officer  may,  in  his  discretion, 
detail  them  for  temporary  duty  elsewhere  as  the  exigencies  of  the 
service  may  require. 

# The  requirement  as  to  qualifications  of  officers  and  men  for  con- 
firmation in  rank  or  rating,  and  as  to  the  maintenance  of  efficiency  in 
rank  or  rating,  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  and 
shall  be  limited  to  the  requirements  for  the  proper  organization, 
discipline,  maneuvering,  navigation,  and  operation  of  vessels  of  the 
merchant  ship  type  wmle  performing  auxiliary  service  to  the  fleet 
in  time  of  war,  and  length  of  time  of  employment  on  board  such 
vessels  in  the  merchant  service. 

Officers  in  the  Naval  Auxiliary  Reserve  shall  exercise  military 
comniand  only  on  board  the  ships  to  which  they  are  attached  and  in 
the  naval  auxiliary  service. 

The  annual  retamer  pay  of  members  in  this  class  after  confirmation 
in  rank  or  rating  shall  be  for  officers,  one  month's  base  pay  of  the 
corresponding  rank  in  the  Navy,  and  for  men,  two  months'  base  pay 
of  the  corresponding  rating  in  the  Navy.  • 

NAVAL  COAST  DEFENSE  RESERVE. 

Members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  who  may  be  capable  of  per- 
forming special  useful  service  in  the  Navy  or  in  connection  with  the 
NaVy  in  defense  of  the  coast,  shall  be  eligible  for  membership  in  the 
Naval  Coast  Defense  Reserve. 

Persons  may  enroll  in  this  class  for  service  in  connection  with  the 
naval  defense  of  the  coast,  such  as  service  with  coast-defense  vessels, 
torpedo  craft,  mining  vessels,  patrol  vessels  or  as  radio  operators, 
in  various  ranks  or  ratings  corresponding  to  those  of  the  Navy  for 
which  they  shall  have  qualified  under  regulations  prescribed  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  : Provided , That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may 
permit  the  enrollment  in  this  class  of  owners  and  operators  of  yachts 
and  motor  power  boats  suitable  for  naval  purposes  in  the  naval 
defense  of  the  coast;  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  contract 
with  the  owners  of  such  power  boats  and  other  craft  suitable  for 
war  purposes  to  take  over  the  same  in  time  of  war  or  national  emer- 
gency upon  payment  of  a reasonable  indemnity.

The  amount  of  active  service  required  for  confirmation  in  rank  and 
rating  and  for  maintaining  efficiency  in  rank  and  rating  shall  be  the 
same  as  that  required  for  members  of  the  Naval  Reserve. 

The  annual  retainer  pay  of  members  of  this  class  shall  be  the  same 
as  that  of  members  of  the  Naval  Reserve. 

VOLUNTEER  NAVAL  RESERVE. 

The  Volunteer  Naval  Reserve  shall  be  composed  of  those  members 
of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  who  are  eligible  for  membership  in  any 
one  of  the  other  classes  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force,  and  who  obligate 
themselves  to  serve  in  the  Navy  in  any  one  of  said  classes  without 
retainer  pay  and  uniform  gratuity  in  time  of  peace. 

NAVAL  RESERVE  FLYING  CORPS. 

The  Naval  Reserve  Flying  Corps  shall  be  composed  of  officers  and 
student  flyers  who  have  been  transferred  from  the  Naval  Flying 
Corps  to  the  Naval  Reserve  Flying  Corps  and  of  enlisted  men  wh# 
shall  have  been  so  transferred  under  the  same  conditions  as  thosepro- 
vided  by  law  for  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy  transferred  to  the  Fleet 
Naval  Keserve:  Provided , That  surplus  graduates  of  the  aeronautic 
school  may  be  commissioned  as  ensigns  in  the  Naval  Reserve  Flying 
Corps  and  promoted  therein  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  President.  Members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force 
skilled  in  the  flying  of  aircraft  or  in  their  design,  building,  or  opera- 
tion, shall  be  eligible  for  membership  in  the  Naval  Reserve  Flying 
Corps.  The  amount  of  active  service  required  for  confirmation  in 

grade,  rank,  or  rating,  and  for  maintaining  efficiency  therein,  shall 
e the  same  as  that  required  for  members  of  the  Naval  Reserve. 
The  retainer  pay  of  members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Flying  Corps 
shall  be  the  same  as  that  of  members  of  the  Naval  Reserve. 

m 

MARINE  CORPS  RESERVE. 

A United  States  Marine  Corps  Reserve,  to  be  a constituent  part  of 
the  Marine  Coiys  and  in  addition  to  the  authorized  strength  thereof, 
is  hereby  established  under  the  same  provisions  in  all  respects  (except 
as  may  be  necessary  to  adapt  the  said  provisions  to  the  Marine  Corps) 
as  those  providing  for  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  in  this  Act:  Provided, 
That  the  Marine  Corps  Reserve  may  consist  of  not  more  than  five 
classes,  corresponding,  as  near  as  may  be,  to  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve, 
the  Naval  Reserve,  tne  Naval  Coast  Defense  Reserve,  the  Volunteer 
Naval  Reserve,  and  the  Naval  Reserve  Flying  Corps,  respectively. 

All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  relating  to  the  Naval  Reserve  which  are 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  <3  this  Act  relating  to  the  Naval 
Reserve  Force  are  hereby  repealed. 

Naval  Reserve  Force:  For  the  authorized  expenses  of  organizing 
the  Naval  Reserve  Force,  $130,000,  and  the  unexpended  balance  of 
the  appropriation  for  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
March  third,  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen,  relating  to  a Naval  Reserve, 
be,  and  it  is  hereby,  made  immediately  available  to  carry  into  effect 
the  foregoing  provisions  relating  to  a Naval  Reserve  Force.  The 
retainer  pay  and  active  service  pay  of  members  of  the  Naval  Reserve 
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Force  shall  be  paid  from  the  appropriation  “Pay — the  Navy,”  and  the 
retainer  pay  and  active  service  pay  of  the  Marine  Corps  Reserve  shall 
be  paid  from  the  appropriation  “Pay,  Marine  Corps. 

NAVAL  MILITIA  AND  NATIONAL  NAVAL  VOLUNTEERS. 


Each  commissioned  and  warrant  officer  on  the  active  list  of  the 
Na vsl  Militia  shall  receive  compensation  for  his  services,  referred  to 
hereinafter  as  retainer  pay,  except  during  periods  of  service  for  which 
he  may  become  lawfully  entitled  to  the  same  pay  as  an  officer  of  cor- 
responding grade  of  the  United  States  Navy  or  Marine  Corps,  at  the 
following  rates  per  annum,  namely: 

To  officers  of  or  above  the  naval  rank  or  equivalent  rank  of  lieu- 
tenant, $500; 

To  officers  of  the  naval  rank  or  equivalent  rank  of  lieutenant 
(junior  grade),  $240; 

To  officers  of  the  naval  rank  or  equivalent  rank  of  ensign,  $200; 

To  warrant  officers,  $120: 

Provided , That  no  commissioned  or  warrant  officer  of  the  Naval 
Militia  shall  be  entitled  to  any  retainer  pay  for  any  period  during 
which  he  has  not  attended  the  minimum  number  of  drills  prescribed 
in  section  fifteen  of  an  Act  entitled  “An  Act  to  promote  the  efficiency 
of  the  Naval  Militia,  and  for  other  purposes,  approved  February 
sixteenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  or  equivalent  official  duty 
duly  authorized  in  lieu  thereof  in  accordance  with  such  regulations  as 
may  be  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

That  each  enlisted  man  on  the  active  fist  of  the  Naval  Militia  shall 


receive  compensation  for  his  services,  referred  to  hereinafter  as 
retainer  pay,  except  during  periods  of  service  for  which  he  may 
become  lawfully  entitled  to  the  same  pay  as  an  enlisted  man  of  cor- 
responding rate  or  rank  of  the  United  States  Navy  or  Marine  Corps, 
at  a rate  equal  to  twenty-five  per  centum  of  the  base  pay  now,  or  as 
may  be  hereafter,  provided  by  law  for  an  enlisted  man  of  correspond- 
ing rate  or  rank  in  the  United  States  Navy  or  Marine  Corps,  but  not 
to  exceed  $120  per  annum:  Provided , That  such  enlisted  man  shall 
receive  the  full  retainer  pay  represented  by  said  twenty-five  per 
centum  of  said  base  pay  only  if  he  shall  have  attended,  during  any  one 
year,  the  maximum  number  of  assemblies  for  drill,  instruction,  and 
target  practice,  but  for  the  purpose  of  computing  pay.  not  to  exceed 
forty-eight  (or  equivalent  official  duty),  which  he  shall  have  been  duly 
required  to  attend,  and  a proportionate  amount  for  attendance  at  a 
lesser  number  of  the  same,  being  in  no  case  less  than  fifty  per  centum 
of  said  maximum,  nor  less  than  the  minimum  total  number  of  assem- 
blies for  drill,  instruction,  and  target  practice  provided  for  by  section 
fifteen  of  an  Act  entitled  “An  Act  to  promote  the  efficiency  of  the 
Naval  Militia,  and  for  other  purposes,”  approved  February  sixteenth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  or  duly  authorized  equivalent 
official  duty.  % 

That  no  member  of  the  Naval  Militia  shall  be  entitled  to  the 


“retainer  pay  herein  provided  for  until  he  has  been  found  qualified, 
both  physically  and  professionally,  in  accordance  with  the  standard 
prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and  until  he  has  enrolled 
m the  National  Naval  Volunteers  hereinafter  provided  for.

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That  thq  compensation  provided  for  herein  shall  be  computed  for 
quarterly  periods  under  such  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  may  prescribe,  beginning  the  first  days  of  January,  April, 
July,  and  October,  respectively,  of  each  year,  in  proportion  to  the 
number  of  said  assemblies  attended,  and  no  compensation  shall  be 
paid  to  any  enlisted  man  during  the  first  semiannual  period  of  any 
year  unless  he  shall  have  attended  during  said  period  at  least  fifty 

(>er  centum  of  said  minimum  of  assemblies;  but  attendance  at  any 
esser  number  of  said  assemblies  during  said  period  shall  be  reckoned 
with  the  said  assemblies  attended  during  the  second,  third,  and 
fourth  quarterly  periods  in  computing  the  compensation,  if  any, 
due  him  for  that  year:  Provided , That  when  any  enlisted  man 
enters  into  an  enlistment  he  shall  be  entitled  to  proportional  com- 
pensation for  that  year  if  during  the  remainder  of  the  year  he  shall 
attend  a number  of  said  assemblies  whose  ratio  to  said  minimum  is 
not  less  than  the  ratio  of  the  part  of  the  year  so  served  to  the  whole 
year;  and  when  the  enlistment  of  any  man  shall  expire  the  com- 
pensation, if  any,  to  which  he  may  be  entitled  shall  be  determined 
in  like  manner:  And  provided  further , That  periods  of  any  actual 
military  duty  equivalent  to  the  assemblies  hereinabove  particularly 
referred  to,  except  those  periods  of  service  for  which,  under  existing 
or  future  laws,  members  of  the  Naval  Militia  may  become  entitled 
to  the  same  pay  as  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  corresponding 
ranks,  grades,  or  rates  in  the  United  States  Navy  and  Marine  Corps, 
may  be  accepted  as  service  in  lieu  of  such  drills,  when  approved  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

Whenever  a member  of  the  Naval  Militia  who  is  employed  under  a 
department  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States  attends  drills, 
cruises,  or  other  ordered  duty  of  the  Naval  Militia,  he  shall  receive 
the  amount  of  the  salary  or  wages  he  would  have  earned  when  so 
employed,  in  addition  to  the  amount  provided  for  by  law  as  a mem- 
ber of  the  said  Naval  Militia:  Provided , however , That  such  attend- 
ance shall  not  affect  his  efficiency  rating  in  said  department,  nor 
shall  he  suffer  demotion  or  loss  of  position  during  or  at  the  termina- 
tion of  any  naval  or  military  service  when  ordered  upon  special  or 
active  duty  of  any  kind. 

That  the  retainer  pay  provided  above  shall  be  paid  quarterly, 
except  as  otherwise  above  provided,  to  officers  and  enlisted  men  of 
the  Naval  Militia  through  the  disbursing  officer  provided  for  under 
section  eleven  of  an  Act  to  promote  the  efficiency  of  the  Naval 
Militia,  and  for  other  purposes,  approved  February  sixteenth,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  fourteen,  who  shall  be  an  officer  of  the  pay  corps 
of  the  Naval  Militia.  The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized 
to  pay  to  such  disbursing  officer  so  much  of  the  amount  appropriated 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the 
above  purposes.  When  disbursing  officers  are  traveling  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  official  duties  under  orders  issued  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy  they^hall  be  reimbursed  for  their  actual  and  necessary 
traveling  expenses,  the  same  to  be  made  a charge  against  the  appro- 
priation “Arming  and  equipping  Naval  Militia.” 

The  governor  of  each  State  and  Territory,  and  the  commanding 
general  of  the  District  of  Columbia  Militia,  shall  appoint  either  the 
above-described  disbursing  officer  or  such  other  officer  of  the  pay 
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corps  of  the  Naval  Militia  as  he  may  elect  as  accounting  officer  for 
each  battalion  thereof,  or,  at  his  option,  for  each  larger  unit  or  com- 
bination of  units  of  the  same,  who  shall  be  responsible  for  the  proper 
accounting  for  all  property  belonging  to  the  United  States  issued  to 
and  for  the  use  of  such  battalion,  or  larger  unit  or  combination  of 
units. 

Accounting  officers  shall  render  accounts  as  prescribed  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  and  shall  be  required  to  give  good  and  sufficient 
bonds  to  the  United  States  in  such  sums  as  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  may  direct,  conditioned  upon  the  faithful  accounting  for  all 
property  belonging  to  the  United  States  and  for  the  safekeeping  of 
such  part  thereof  as  may  be  in  the  personal  custody  of  such  officer. 
Accounting  officers  may  issue  any  or  all  such  property  to  other 
officers  or  enlisted  men  of  the  Naval  Militia  unaer  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  may  be  prescribed : And  provided  further , That  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  cause  an  inspection  of  the  accounts  and 
records  of  the  accounting  officers  to  be  made  by  an  officer  of  the 
Navy  at  least  once  each  year. 

When  accounting  officers  are  traveling  in  the  performance  of  their 
official  duties  under  orders  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  they 
shall  be  reimbursed  for  their  actual  and  necessary  traveling  ex- 
penses, the  same  to  be  made  a charge  against  the  appropriation 
* 4 Arming  and  equipping  Naval  Militia.”  ' - 

That  officers  ana  enlisted  men  of  the  Naval  Militia  to  whom 
property  has  been  issued  as  herein  provided  for  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  safe-keeping  and  return  thereof.  Stoppages  may  be  made 
against  the  compensation  payable  to  any  officer  or  enlisted  man  of 
the  Naval  Militia  to  cover  the  cost  of  public  property  lost  or  destroyed 
by  and  chargeable  to  such  officer  or  enlisted  man. 

That  no  part  of  the  Naval  Militia  which  is  entitled  to  compensa- 
tion under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  disbanded  without  the 
consent  of  the  President. 

That  to  provide  a force  for  use  in  any  emergency,  including  that 
of  actual  or  imminent  war,  requiring  the  U3e  of  naval  forces  in  addi- 
tion to  those  of  the  Regular  Navy,  of  which  emergency  the  President 
shall  be,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  the  sole  judge,  there  is  hereby 
created  a force,  to  be  known  as  the  “National  Naval  Volunteers, 
into  which  the  President  alone  is  authorized,  under  such  regulations 
as  he  may  prescribe,  to  at  any  time  enroll,  by  commission,  warrant, 
and  enlistment,  respectively,  and  without  examination,  such  number 
of  the  officers  and  men  of  the  various  branches  of  the  Naval  Militia 
as  he  may  decide  to  so  enroll  from  among  those  of  the  Naval  Militia 
who  have  theretofore  conformed  to  the  standard  of  professional  and 
physical  examination  prescribed  for  such  officers  and  men  under 
section  five  of  an  Act  entitled  “An  Act  to  promote  the  efficiency  of 
the  Naval  Militia,  and  for  other  purposes,”  approved  February 
sixteenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  and  who  may  volunteer 
for  such  enrollment;  and  may  also  similarly  enroll,  immediately 
upon  the  occurrence  of  any  such  emergency  (subject  to  their  first  or 
subsequently  passing  examinations  satisfactory  to  him,  or  may,  if 
he  shall  think  best,  enroll  without  any  examination),  such  further 
number  of  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Naval  Militia  as  may  so  volun- 
teer from  among  those  of  the  Naval  Militia  who  have  not  theretofore 
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conformed  to  said  standards.  Such  officers  and  men,  so  enrolled  by 
commission,  warrant,  or  enlistment,  shall  be  eligible  and  liable  for 
call  for  immediate  service  in  the  event  of  any  such  emergency. 

That  the  President  may  also,  in  the  event  of  such  emergency, 
draft  into  the  naval  service  of  the  United  States  and  enroll  as  members 
of  the  said  Volunteers  as  many  officers  and  men  of  the  Naval  Militia 
as  he  may  think  best,  and  with  or  without  examination,  as  he  may 
decide,  from*  among  those  of  the  Naval  Militia  who  shall  not  there- 
tofore have  volunteered  and  been  enrolled  in  said  Volunteers:  Pro - 
vided , That  no  commissioned  or  warrant  officer  drafted  or  otherwise 
enrolled  shall  be  compelled  to  serve  in  said  Volunteers  in  a lower 
rank  or  grade  than  that  which  he  held  in  the  Naval  Militia  at  the 
time  of  being  drafted  or  otherwise  enrolled:  Provided  further,  That 
the  President  may  commission,  warrant,  or  rate  in  said  Volunteers 
any  person  who  shall  be  so  enrolled  as  above. 

That  when  the  National  Naval  Volunteers  are  ordered  by  the 
President  into  the  active  service  they  will,  from  the  date  such  orders 
are  issued  until  such  time  as  they  may  be  discharged  from  such 
service,  be  subject  to  the  laws  for  the  government  of  the  Navy  in 
so  far  as  those  laws  may  properly  be  applied  to  persons  not  in  the 
regular  permanent  naval  service. 

That  all  persons  so  enrolled  shall  be  held  to  service  in  said  Volun- 
teers during  the  continuance  of  any  such  emergency  and  during  the 
period  of  any  existing  or  thereafter  ensuing  war,  unless  sooner 
relieved  by  order  of  the  President  or  until  reaching  the  age  of  sixty- 
two  years  for  those  in  the  naval  branch  and  the  age  of  sixty-four 
years  for  those  in  the  Marine  Corps  branch,  upon  attaining  which 
ages  such  persons,  respectively,  shall  be  relieved  from  such  enroll- 
ment: Provided , That  during  the  continuance  of  any  such  emer- 
gency or  war  any  enrolled  person  who  shall  fail  to  obev  the  call  to 
service  of  the  President  may  be  arrested  and  compelled  to  serve, 
and,  in  addition  thereto,  may  be  tried  by  court-martial  as  a deserter 
and  punished  as  such  in  such  manner  as  said  court-martial  may 
lawfully  direct. 

That  any  person  so  enrolled  may  tender  his  resignation  to,  or 
request  his  discharge  from,  the  President,  who  may,  in  his  discre- 
tion, accept  such  resignation  or  grant  such  discharge  and  disenroll 
such  person,  and  any  person  so  enrolled  may  be  disenrolled  by  the 
President  for  any  cause:  Provided , That  no  person  so  enrolled  shall 
be  held  against  his  will  to  such  enrollment  for  a longer  continuous 
period  than  three  years,  except  during  the  pendency  or  duration  of 
the  emergency  or  of  war  hereinabove  referred  to.  Any  person 
enrolled  may  subsequently,  upon  his  own  application  while  so  enrolled 
and  if  still  a member  of  the  Naval  Militia,  be  reenrolled  in  any  rank, 
grade,  or  rating  for  which  he  shall  have  been  found  qualified  under 
the  provisions  of  section  five  of  an  Act  entitled  “An  Act  to  promote 
the  efficiency  of  the  Naval  Militia,  and  for  other  purposes,”  approved 
February  sixteenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  and  for  which 
he  shall  also  have  been  duly  commissioned,  warranted,  enlisted,  or 
rated,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  the  Naval  Militia. 

That  every  person  enrolled  in  said  Volunteers  shall,  from  the  date 
of  the  call  oi  the  President,  and  during  the  continuance  of  his  active 
service  under  said  call,  stand  relieved  from  all  duty  as  a member  of 
the  Naval  Militia,  and  shall,  during  said  period,  have  in  said  Volun- 
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teers  all  the  authority  and  obligations  of  a person  of  similar  rank, 
grade,  or  rate  in  the  United  States  Navy  or  Marine  Corps,  shall  be 
governed  by  the  laws  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the 
Navy,  and  shall,  during  his  time  of  active  service,  be  entitled  to  the 
same  pay  and  allowances  as  are,  or  may  be  hereafter,  provided  by 
law  for  a person  of  similar  rank,  grade,  or  rate  in  the  United  States 
Navy  and  Marine  Corps,  respectively. 

That  the  members  of  the  said  Volunteers  may  be  ordered  to  duty 
with  the  Navy  or  separately,  and  either  within  or  without  the 
territorial  limits  of  the  United  States,  and  when  so  serving  shall 
rank  with  but  after  those  of  corresponding  rank,  grades,  or  rates  in 
the  United  States  Navy  or  Marine  Corps,  except  that  for  the  pur- 

?>ose  of  determining  who  shall  exercise  command  over  a combined 
orce,  composed  of  vessels  commanded  by  officers  of  said  Volunteers, 
and  of  vessels  commanded  by  officers  of  the  United  States  Navy, 
acting  in  conjunction,  and  for  the  purpose  of  determining  who  shall 
exercise  command  on  shore  over  a combined  force  composed  of  mili- 
tary units  commanded  by  officers  of  said  Volunteers  and  officers 
of  the  United  States  Navy  or  Marine  Corps,  acting  in  conjunction, 
all  officers  of  said  Volunteers  of  or  above  the  rank  of  lieutenant 
commander  (naval  branch)  or  major  (Marine  Corps  branch)  will 
be  regarded  as  junior  to  lieutenant  commanders  of  the  Navy  and 
majors  of  the  United  States  Marine  Corps,  respectively,  and  pro- 
vided that  as  between  themselves  officers  of  the  said  Volunteers 
shall  take  rank  and  precedence  as  of  the  dates  of  the  commissions 
in  the  Naval  Militia  under  which  enrolled  in  said  Volunteers. 

That  when  serving  under  the  call  of  the  President,  officers  of  said 
Volunteers  may  serve  on  courts-martial  for  the  trial  of  officers  and 
men  of  the  United  States  naval  or  Naval  Militia  service,  or  of  said 
Volunteers,  but  in  the  cases  of  courts-martial  convened  for  the  trial 
of  officers  or  enlisted  men  of  the  United  States  Navv  or  Marine 
Corps,  the  majority  of  the  members  shall  be  officers  of  the  regular 
naval  service,  and  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  said  Volunteers 
may  be  tried  by  courts-martial,  the  members  of  which  are  members 
of  the  regular  naval  service,  or  of  said  Volunteers,  or  any  or  all  of 
the  same. 

That  when  any  officer  or  enlisted  man  of  the  said  Volunteers  is 
disabled  by  reason  of  wounds  or  disabilities  received  in  the  active 
service  of  the  United  States,  when  called  to  duty  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  benefits  of  the  pension  laws 
existing  at  the  time  of  his  service  for  the  benefit  of  members  oi  the 
United  States  Navy  or  Marine  Corps,  respectively,  and  in  case  such 
officer  or  enlisted  man  dies  in  the  active  service  of  the  United  States, 
or  in  returning  to  his  place  of  residence  after  being  relieved  from 
such  active  service,  or  at  any  time  in  consequence  of  wounds  or  dis- 
abilities received  in  such  active  service,  his  widow  and  children,  or 
previously  designated  dependent  relative,  if  any,  shall  be  entitled 
to  all  the  benefits  of  such  pension  laws. 

That  the  President  may  relieve  any  and  all  persons  in  the  National 
Naval  Volunteers  from  active  service  when  their  services  are  no  longer 
needed. 

That  no  distinction  shall  he  made  between  the  regular  naval  service 
and  the  National  Naval  Volunteers  when  in  active  service  under  the 
call  of  the  President,  in  respect  to  promotions  or  rewards  for  valorous 
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conduct,  or  to  the  conferring  upon  officers  ’or  enlisted  men  of  brevet 
rank,  medals  of  honor,  or  other  rewards  for  distinguished  conduct. 

That  the  Naval  Militia  shall  consist  of  the  regularly  enlisted  militia 
between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  forty-five  years,  organized  as  pre- 
scribed for  the  Naval  Militia  by  law,  and  commissioned  officers 
between  the  ages  of  twenty-one  and  sixty-two  years  (naval  branch), 
and  twenty-one  and  sixty-four  years  (Marine  Corps  branch):  Pro- 
vided, however , That  enlisted  men  may  continue  in  service  after  the 
age  of  forty-five  years,  and  until  the  age  of  sixty-two  years  (naval 
branch),  or  sixty-four  years  (Marine  Corps  branch),  provided  the 
service  is  continuous. 

That  hereafter  the  period  of  enlistment  in  the  Naval  Militia  shall 
be  three  years.  An  enlisted  man  who  has  served  honorably  for  the 
full  term  of  his  enlistment  may  reenlist  for  a term  of  one,  two,  or 
three  years,  as  he  may  elect.  When  a man  reenlists  within  thirty 
days,  from  the  date  of  the  expiration  of  his  prior  enlistment  his  term 
of  service  shall  be  considered  as  continuous,  and  shall  be  so  dated. 

That  courts-martial  in  the  Naval  Militia  of  the  several  States  and 
Territories  and  in  the  District  of  Columbia  shall,  except  when  the 
Naval  Militia  shall  have  been  called  into  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  consist  of  general  courts-martial,  summary  courts-martial, 
and  deck  courts. 

That  general  courts-martial  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  three  nor 
more  than  thirteen  officers,  and  may  be  convened  by  order  of  the 

fovemor  of  a State  or  Territory,  or  the  commanding  general  of  the 
)istrict  of  Columbia  Militia. 

That  summary  courts-martial  may  be  ordered  by  the  governor  of 
a State,  or  Territory  or  by  the  commanding  general  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  Militia,  or  by  the  commanding  officer  of  a Naval  Militia 
battalion  or  brigade. 

That  deck  courts  may  be  ordered  by  the  commanding  officer  of  a 
Naval  Militia  battalion  or  brigade,  or  by  a Naval  Militia  officer  in 
command  of  Naval  Militia  forces  on  shore  or  on  any  vessel  loaned  to 
a State,  Territory,  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  on  any  vessel  on 
which  said  forces  may  be  serving. 

That  the  above  courts-martial  and  deck  courts  herein  provided  for 
shall  be  constituted  and  have  cognizance  of  the  same  subjects  and 
possess  like  powers,  except  as  to  punishments,  as  similar  courts  pro- 
vided for  in  the  Navy  of  the  United  States,  and  the  proceedings  of 
courts-martial  of  *the  Naval  Militia  shall  follow  the  forms  and  modes 
of  procedure  prescribed  for  such  courts  in  the  Navy  of  the  United 
States. 

That  every  precept  or  order  for  the  convening  of  any  such  court 
may  authorize  said  court  to  sit  at  any  place  or  places  within  the 
territorial  limits  of  the  State,  Territory,  or  District  where  such  Naval 
Militia  may  be  located,  or  organized,  as  the  convening  authority  may 
designate,  and  may  further  provide  that  any  such  court  may  be  con- 
vened and  sit  on  board  any  such  naval  or  other  vessel,  wherever  the 
same  may  from  time  to  time  happen  to  be,  or  at  such  place  or  places 
ashore,  outside  the  territorial  limits  referred  to  above,  as,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  said  convening  authority,  may  be  convenient  or 
desirable  for  the  purposes  of  sucn  courts-martial. 

That  general  courts-martial  shall  have  power  to  impose  fines  not 
exceeding  $200,  to  sentence  to  forfeiture  of  pay  and  allowances,  to  a 
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reprimand,  to  dismissal  or  dishonorable  discharge  from  the  service, 
to  reduction  in  rank  or  rating;  or  any  two  or  more  of  such  punish- 
ments may  be  combined  in  the  sentences  imposed  by  such  courts. 

That  summary  courts-martial  shall  have  the  same  powers  of  punish- 
ment as  general  courts-martial,  except  that  fines  imposed  by  summary 
courts-martial  shall  not  exceed  $100. 

That  deck  courts  may  impose  fines  not  exceeding  $50  for  any  single 
offense,  may  sentence  enlisted  men  to  reduction  in  rank  or  rating,  to 
forfeiture  of  pay  and  allowances,  to  a reprimand,  to  discharge  with 
other  than  dishonorable  discharge,  or  to  a fine  in  addition  to  any  one 
of  the  other  sentences  specified. 

.That  all  courts-martial  of  the  Naval  Militia,  including  deck  courts, 
shall  have  the  power  to  sentence  to  confinement  in  lieu  of  fines 
authorized  to  be  imposed:  Provided , That  such  sentences  shall  not 
exceed  one  day  for  each  dollar  of  fine  authorized. 

That  no  sentence  of  dismissal  or  dishonorable  discharge  from  the 
Naval  Militia,  shall,  except  when  the  Naval  Militia  shall  have  been 
called  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  be  executed  without  the 
approval  of  the  governor  of  the  State  or  Territory  or  the  commanding 
general  of  the  District  of  Columbia  Militia. 

That  presidents  of  general  courts-martial,  senior  members  of  sum- 
mary courts-martial,  and  deck-court  officers  of  the  Naval  Militia 
shall  have  the  power  to  issue  warrants  to  arrest  accused  persons 
and  to  bring  them  before  the  court  for  trial  whenever  such  persons 
have  disobeyed  an  order  in  writing  from  the  convening  authority  to 
appear  before  such  court,  a copy  of  the  charge  or  charges  having 
been  delivered  to  the  accused  with  such  order,  and  to  issue  subpoenas 
and  subpoenas  duces  tecum,  and  to  enforce  by  attachment  attend- 
ance of  witnesses  and  the  production  of  books  and  papers,  and  to 
sentence  for  a refusal  to  be  sworn  or  to  answer,  all  as  authorized  for 
similar  proceedings  for  courts-martial  m the  Navy  of  the  United 
States. 

That  all  processes  and  sentences  of  said  courts-martial  shall  be 
executed  by  such  civil  or  other  officers  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
laws  of  the  several  States  and  Territories,  except  as  hereinafter,  alter- 
natively provided,  and  in  any  State  where  no  provisions  have  been 
made  for  such  action  and  in  the  Territories  and  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia the  same  shall  be  executed  by  a United  States  marshal,  or  by 
his  duly  appointed  deputy,  and  it  shall  further  be  the  duty  in  any 
case  of  any  United  States  marshal,  when  so  required  by  the  conven- 
ing authority  of  any  such  court-martial,  to  execute  all  such  processes 
and  sentences  and  make  return  thereof  to  the  officer  issuing  or  im- 
posing the  same. 

That  the  Naval  Militia  shall  be  subject  to  the  system  of  discipline 
prescribed  for  the  United  States  Navy  and  Marine  Corps,  ana  the 
commanding  officer  of  a Naval  Militia  battalion  or  brigade,  and  the 
Naval  Militia  officer  in  command  of  Naval  Militia  forces  on  shore  or 
on  any  vessel  of  the  Navy  loaned  to  the  States,  Territories,  and  the 
District  of  Columbia,  or  on  any  vessel  on  which  such  forces  are 
training,  shall  have  the  power,  without  trial  by  courts-martial,  to 
impose  upon  members  of  the  Naval  Militia  the  punishments  which 
the  commanding  officer  of  a vessel  of  the  Navy  is  authorized  by  law 
tp  impose. 
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That  the  amount  of  any  fine  imposed  under  sentence  of  the  courts 
heretofore  named  on  any  member  of  the  Naval  Militia  may  be  col- 
lected from  him,  or  may  be  deducted  from  any  amount  due  said 
member  as  accrued  pay  or  retainer  pay  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  or  otherwise. 

That  all  fines  assessed  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and  collected 
or  withheld  shall  be  paid  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  Naval 
Militia  brigade,  battalion,  or  separate  unassigned  unit  of  which  the 
person  against  whom  such  fine  shall  have  been  assessed  is  a member, 
to  be  used  by  said  commanding  officer  to  replace  lost  or  damaged 
property  or  for  such  other  purposes  of  his  Naval  Militia  organiza- 
tion as  he  may  decide,  subject  to  such  regulations  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy.  Upon  the  receipt  of  a cer- 
tificate from  the  authority  convening  the  court  as  to  any  fine  assessed 
by  it,  any  United  States  disbursing  officer  concerned  shall  pay  over 
any  funds  due  the  said  member  not  exceeding  the  amount  of  such 
fine  to  said  commanding  officer  upon  the  sole  receipt  of  said  com- 
manding officer. 

That  courts  of  inquiry  in  the  Naval  Militia  shall  be  instituted, 
constituted,  and  conducted  in  the  same  manner  and  shall  have  like 
powers  and  duties  as  similar  courts  in  the  Navy  of  the  United  States, 
except  that  in  the  Naval  Militia  courts  of  inquiry  shall  be  ordered  by 
the  governor  of  the  State  or  Territory,  the  commanding  general  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  Militia,  or  the  commanding  officer  of  a 
Naval  Militia  brigade  or  battalion. 

That  officers  of  the  United  States  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  may, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  be  elected  or  ap- 
pointed and  commissioned  as  officers  of  the  Naval  Militia  without 
prejudice  to  their  position  or  status  in  the  regular  service:  Provided , 
That  such  officers  so  commissioned  shall,  when  directed  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Navy,  tender  their  resignations  of  such  State  com- 
missions: And  provided  further,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
limit  the  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  over  such  officers 
so  commissioned. 

That  line  officers  of  the  Naval  Militia  may  be  for  line  duties  only, 
for  engineering  duties  only,  or  for  aeronautic  duties  only. 

That,  under  such  regulations  as  the  President  may  prescribe,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  may,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  gov- 
ernor of  any  State  or  Territory,  or  the  commanding  general  of  the 
National  Guard  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  authorize  a limited 
number  of  selected  officers  or  enlisted  men  of  the  Naval  Militia  to 
attend  and  pursue  a regular  course  of  study  at  any  Navy  or  Marine 
Corps  service  school  of  the  United  States,  except  the  United  States 
Naval  Academy;  or  to  be  attached  to  any  Navy  or  Marine  Corps 
command  for  routine  practical  instruction;  and  such  officer  or  en- 
listed man  shall  receive,  out  of  any  Naval  Militia  allotment  of  funds 
available  for  the  purpose,  the  same  travel  allowances  and  quarters, 
or  commutation  of  quarters,  and  the  same  pay,  allowances,  and  sub- 
sistence to  which  an  officer  or  enlisted  man  of  the  naval  service 
would  be  entitled  for  attending  such  school,  college,  or  practical 
course  of  instruction  under  orders  from  proper  naval  authority,  while 
in  actual  attendance  at  such  school,  college,  or  practical  course  of 
instruction:  Provided , That  in  no  case  shall  the  pay  and  allowances 
authorized  by  this  section  exceed  those  of  a lieutenant  in  the  Navy. 
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That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  cause  to  be  estimated  annu- 
ally the  amount  necessary  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  and  no  money  shall  be  expended  under  said  provisions,  except 
as  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  appropriated  for  carrying  them  out. 

That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized  to  sell  at 
cost  and  issue  lubricating  oil  and  gasoline  to  vessels  of  the  Volunteer 
Patrol  Squadrons  duly  enrolled  in  the  several  naval  districts;  and 
that  during  maneuvers  or  practice  drills  when  any  of  the  vessels  of 
said  Patrol  Boat  Squadrons  shall  be  acting  singly  or  as  squadrons 
under  the  direct  command  or  control  of  an  officer  or  officers  of  the 
United  States  Navy,  gasoline  fuel  shall  be  supplied  to  them  free  of 
charge. 

COAST  GUARD. 

Whenever,  in  time  of  war,  the  Coast  Guard  operates  as  a part  of 
the  Navy  in  accordance  with  law,  the  personnel  of  that  service  shall 
be  subject  to  the  laws  prescribed  for  the  government  of  the  Navy: 
Provided , That  in  the  initiation,  prosecution,  and  completion  of 
disciplinary  action,  including  remission  and  mitigation  of  punish- 
ments for  any  offense  Committed  by  any  officer  or  enlisted  man  of 
the  Coast  Guard,  the  jurisdiction  shall  hereafter  depend  upon  and 
be  in  accordance  with  the  laws  and  regulations  of  the  department  hav- 
ing jurisdiction  of  the  person  of  such  offender  at  the  various  stages 
of  such  action:  Provided  further,  That  any  punishment  imposed  and 
executed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
not  exceed  that  to  which  the  offender  was  liable  at  the  time  of  the 
commission  of  his  offense. 

Hereafter  whenever,  in  accordance  with  law,  the  expenses  of  the 
Coast  Guard  are  paid  by  the  Navy  Department,  any  naval  appro- 

firiations  from  wniclj  payments  are  so  made  shall  be  reimbursed 
rom  available  appropriations  made  by  Congress  for  the  expenses 
of  the  Coast  Guard. 

Whenever  the  personnel  of  the  Coast  Guard,  or  any  part  thereof, 
is  operating  with  the  personnel  of  the  Navy  in  accordance  with  law, 
precedence  between  commissioned  officers  of  corresponding  grades 
m the  two  services  shall  be  determined  by  the  date  of  commissions 
in  those  grades. 

Any  commissioned  or  warrant  officer,  petty  officer,  or  other  en- 
listed man  in  the  Coast  Guard  may  be  assigned  to  any  duty  which 
may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  Coast  Guard;  and 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  in  time  of  peace  and  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  in  time  of  war  may,  in  his  discretion,  man  any  Coast  Guard 
station  during  the  entire  year,  or  any  portion  thereof,  maintain  any 
house  of  refuge  as  a Coast  Guard  station,  and  change,  establish,  and 
fix  the  limits  of  Coast  Guard  districts  and  divisions. 

That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  construct  and  equip  two  steam  Coast  Guard  cutters  for 
service  on  the  Pacific  coast  and  in  Alaskan  waters,  at  a total  cost  not 
to  exceed  the  sum  of  $700,000;  one  steam  Coast  Guard  cutter  for 
service  as  an  anchorage  patrol  boat  in  New  York  Harbor,  at  a cost 
not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  $125,000,  such  vessel  to  be  especially  con- 
structed for  ice  breaking;  to  purchase  or  const tuct  and  equip  two  or 
more  cutters  for  service  in  harbors  and  shoal  waters,  at  a total  cost

not  to  exceed  $50,000;  to  purchase  or  construct  and  equip  three  light- 
draft  river  steamboats,  including  lifeboats  and  such  other  life-saving 
appliances  and  equipment' as  may  be  necessary,  to  be  used  in  rescuing 
lives  and  property  and  in  distributing  food  and  clothing  to  marooned 
people  during  flood  times  on  the  Mississippi  and  Ohio  Rivers  and  their 
tributaries,  for  patrolling  said  waters  for  the  enforcement  of  naviga- 
tion and  motor-boat  laws,  and  for  rendering  aid  to  vessels  in  distress, 
at  a total  cost  not  to  exceed  $240,000.  On  account  of  Coast  Guard 
vessels  herein  authorized,  to  be  available  until  expended,  $400,000: 
Provided , That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  at  the  request  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  is  hereby  authorized  to  build  the  vessels 
herein  authorized,  or  any  Coast  Guard  vessels  hereafter  authorized, 
at  such  navy  yards  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  designate. 

That  for  the  purpose  of  saving  life  and  property  along  the  coasts 
of  the  United  States  and  at  sea  contiguous  thereto,  and  to  assist  in 
the  national  defense,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  authorized  to 
establish,  equip,  and  maintain  aviation  stations,  not  exceeding  ten 
in  number,  at  such  points  on  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  coasts,  the 
Gulf  of  Mexico,  and  the  Great  Lakes  as  he  may  deem  advisable,  and 
to  detail  for  aviation  duty  in  connection,  therewith  officers  and 
enlisted  men  of  the  United  States  Coast  Guard.  At  one  of  these 
stations  there  may  be  instituted  a school  for  the  purpose  of  special 
instruction  in  aeronautics,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is 
hereby  authorized  to  employ  one  expert  instructor  in  aeronautics,  at 
a salary  of  $4,000  per  annum,  and  one  assistant  instructor,  also 
skilled  in  aeronautics,  at  a salary  of  $3,000  per  annum. 

At  the  request  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  the  Secretaries  of 
War  and  Navy  are  authorized  to  receive  officers  and  enlisted  men  of 
the  Coast  Guard  for  instruction  in  aviation  at  any  aviation  school 
maintained  by  the  Army  and  Navy,  and  such  officers  and  enlisted 
men  shall  be  subject  to  the  regulations  governftig  such  schools. 

Hereafter  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Coast  Guard,  when 
detailed  for  aviation  duty,  shall  receive  the  same  percentages  of 
increases  in  pay  and  allowances  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  pre- 
scribed by  law  for  officers  and  men  of  the  Navy  detailed  for  aviation 
duty:  Provided , That  no  more  than  a yearly  average  of  fifteen 
commissioned  officers  and  a total  of  forty  warrant  officers  and  enlisted 
men  of  the  Coast  Guard  detailed  for  duty  involving  actual  flying  in 
aircraft  shall  receive  any  increase  in  pay  or  allowances  by  reason 
of  such  detail  or  duty  : Provided  further , That  the  number  of  third 
lieutenants  and  third  lieutenants  of  engineers  now  authorized  by  law 
for  the  Coast  Guard  is  hereby  increased  ten  and  five,  respectively, 
and  such  portion  of  the  Act  approved  August  twenty-fourth,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  twelve,  which  provides  that  no  additional  appoint- 
ments as  cadets  or  cadet  engineers  shall  be  made  in  the  Revenue- 
Cutter  Service  unless  hereafter  authorized  by  Congress  is  hereby 
revoked. 

LIGHTHOUSE  SERVICE. 

The  President  is  hereby  authorized,  whenever  in  his  judgment  a 
sufficient  national  emergency  exists,  to  transfer  to  the  service  and 
jurisdiction  of  the  Navy  Department,  or  of  the  War  Department, 
such  vessels,  equipment,  stations,  and  personnel  of  the  Lighthouse 
Service  as  he  may  deem  to  the  best  interest  of  the  country,  and  after 
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such  transfer  all  expenses  connected  therewith  shall  he  defrayed  out 
of  the  appropriations  for  the  department  to  which  transfer  is  made: 
Provided,  That  such  vessels,  equipment,  stations,  and  personnel  shall 
be  returned  to  the  Lighthouse  Service  when  such  national  emergency 
ceases  in  the  opinion  of  the  President,  and  nothing  in  this  Act  shall 
be  construed  as  transferring  the  Lighthouse  Service  or  any  of  its 
functions  from  the  Department  of  Commerce  except  in  time  of  na- 
tional emergency  ana  to  the  extent  herein  provided:  Provided 
further , That  any  of  the  personnel  of  the  Lighthouse  Service  who  may 
be  transferred  as  herein  provided  shall,  while  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Navy  Department  or  War  Department,  be  subject  to  the  laws, 
regulations,  ana  orders  for  the  government  of  the  Navy  or  Army,  as 
the  case  may  be,  in  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  applicable  to  persons 
whose  retention  permanently  in  the  military  service  of  the  United 
States  is  not  contemplated  by  law. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  the  Secretary 
of  Commerce  shall  jointly  prescribe  regulations  governing  the  duties 
to  be  performed  by  the  Lighthouse  Service  in  time  of  war,  and  for  the 
cooperation  of  that  service  with  the  Navy  and  War  Departments  in 
time  of  peace  in  preparation  for  its  duties  in  war,  and  this  may  include 
arrangements  for  a direct  line  of  communication  between  the  officers 
.or  bureaus  of  the  Navy  and  War  Departments  and  the  Bureau  of 
Lighthouses  to  provide  for  immediate  action  on  all  communications 
from  these  departments. 

That  the  President  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  appoint  the 
following-named  officers  now  on  the  retired  list  of  the  United  States 
Navy  to  the  grade  and  rank  on  the  active  list  of  the  United  States 
Navy,  as  hereinafter  provided: 

Commodore  Ten  Eyck  De  Witt  Veeder,  retired,  to  be  a rear  admiral 
on  the  active  list,  to  take  rank  next  after  Rear  Admiral  Austin  M. 
Knight,  United  States  Navy;  Captain  Templin  Morris  Potts,  retired, 
to  be  a rear  admiral  on  the  active  list,  to  take  rank  next  after  Rear 
Admiral  William  B.  Caperton,  United  States  Navy;  Captain  John 
Henry  Gibbons,  retired,  to  be  a captain  on  the  active  hst,  to  take 
rank  next  after  Captain  Frank  M.  Bennett,  United  States  Navy; 
Captain  Frank  Kinsey  Hill,  retired,  to  be  a captain  on  the  active  list, 
to  take  rank  next  after  Captain  Clarence  S.  Williams,  United  States 
Navy;  Captain  Armistead  Rust,  retired,  to  be  a captain  on  the  active 
! list,  to  take  rank  next  after  Captain  Robert  L.  Russell,  United  States 
Navy;  Captain  John  Gardner  Quinby,  retired,  to  be  a rear  admiral 
on  the  active  list,  to  take  rank  next  after  Rear  Admiral  Thomas  S. 
Rodgers,  United  States  Navy;  Captain  John  Morris  Ellicott,  retired, 
to  be  a captain  on  the  active  list,  to  take  rank  next  after  Captain 
Robert  B.  Higgins,  United  States  Navy;  Captain  Frank; W.  Kellogg, 
retired,  to  be  a captain  on  the  active  list  to  take  rank  next  after 
Captain  Thomas  Snowden,  United  States  Navy;  Commander  Allen 

M.  Cook,  retired,  to  be  a commander  on  the  active  list  and  to  take 
rank  next  after  Commander  John  R.  Brady,  United  States  Navy; 
Commander  Emmet  R.  Pollock,  retired,  to  be  a commander  on  the 
active  list,  to  take  rank  next  after  Commander  Andre  Morton  Procter, 
United  States  Navy;  Captain  Washington  Irving  Chambers,  retired, 
to  be  a rear  admiral  on  the  active  hst,  to  take  rank  next  after  Rear 
Admiral  Walter  McLean,  United  States  Navy;  Commander  George 

N.  Hayward,  retired,  to  be  a captain  on  the  active  hst  to  take  rank 
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next  after  Captain  Lloyd  H.  Chandler,  United  States  Navy:  Provided, 
That  the  aforesaid  officers  shall  establish  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  by  the  usual  examination  prescribed  by  law, 
their  physical,  mental,  moral,  and  professional  fitness  to  perform  the 
duties  of  the  grade  on  the  active  fist  to  which  they  are  hereby  restored: 
j Provided  further,  That  the  aforesaid  officers  shall  be  carried  as  addi- 
tional numbers  in  the  grade  to  which  they  may  be  appointed  under 
this  Act,  or  at  any  time  thereafter  promoted:  Provided  further,  That 
the  aforesaid  officers  shall  not  by  the  passage  of  this  Act  be  entitled 
to  back  pay  or  allowances  of  any  kind. 

Provisions,  Navy:  For  provisions  and  commuted  rations  for  the 
seamen  and  marines,  which  commuted  rations  may  be  paid  to  caterers 
of  messes,  in  case  of  death  or  desertion,  upon  orders  of  the  command- 
ing officers,  commuted  rations  for  officers  on  sea  duty  (other  than 
commissioned  officers  of  the  line,  Medical  and  Pay  Corps,  chaplains, 
chief  boatswains,  chief  gunners,  chief  carpenters,  chief  machinists, 
chief  pay  clerks,  and  chief  sailmakers)  and  midshipmen,  and  com- 
muted rations  stopped  on  account  of  sick  in  hospital  and  credited  at 
the  rate  of  50  cents  per  ration  to  the  naval  hospital  fund;  subsistence 
of  officers  and  men  unavoidably  detained  or  absent  from  vessels  to 
which  attached  under  orders  (during  which  subsistence  rations  to  be 
stopped  on  board  ship  and  no  credit  for 'commutation  therefor  to  b$ 

given);  and  for  subsistence  of  female  nurses,  and  Navy  and  Marine 
orps  general  courts-martial  prisoners  undergoing  imprisonment 
with  sentences  of  dishonorable  discharge  from  the  serviee  at  the 
expiration  of  such  confinement:  Provided,  That  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  is  authorized  to  commute  rations  for  such  general  courts- 
martial  prisoners  in  such  amounts  as  seem  to  him  proper,  which  may 
vary  in  accordance  with  the  location  of  the  naval  prison,  but  which 
shall  in  no  case  exceed  30  cents  per  diem  for  each  ration  so  commuted; 
and  for  the  purchase  of  United  States  Army  emergency  rations  as 
required;  in  all,  $9,820,900.25,  to  be  available  until  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen. 

For  the  purchase  of  necessary  additional  land,  cattle,  and  work 
animals,  machinery  and  implements,  erection  of  new  buildings, 
repairs  and  alterations  of  buildings  now  on  the  farm  for  clearing  and 
improving  the  land  and  for  all  other  purposes  necessary  for  the  com- 
plete installation  of  the  Naval  Academy  dairy  and  farm,  located  at 
Uambrills,  Maryland,  $100,000:  Provided , That  the  cost  of  said  land 
shall- not  exceed  $15,000:  Provided  further,  That  the  amount  appro- 
priated for  this  purpose  shall  be  treated  as  an  advance  to  the  mid- 
shipmen's store  fund  at  the  Naval  Academy,  to  be  ultimately  returned 
to  the  United  States:  Provided  further , That  expenditures  hereunder 
shall  be  reported  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Supplies  and  Accounts 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  in  the  same  manner  as  now  preseribed 
by  law  for  the  midshipmen's  store  fund. 

Maintenance,  Bureau  of  Supplies  and  Accounts:  For  fuel;  the 
removal  and  transportation  of  ashes  and  garbage  from  ships  of  war; 
books,  blanks,  and  stationery,  including  stationery  for  commanding 
and  navigating  officers  oL  ships,  chaplains  on  shore  and  afloat,  and 
for  the  use  of  eourts-martial  on  board  ship;  purchase,  repair,  and 
exchange  of  typewriters  for  ships;  packing  boxes  and  materials; 
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interior  fittings  for  general  storehouses,  pay  offices,  and  accounting 
offices  in  navy  yards;  expenses  of  disbursing  officers ; coffee  mills  and 
repairs  thereto;  expenses  of  naval  clothing  factory  and  machinery 
for  the  same;  laboratory  equipment;  purchase  of  articles  of  equipage 
at  home  and  abroad  under  the  cognizance  of  the  Bureau  of  Supplies 
and  Accounts,  and  for  the  payment  of  labor  in  equipping  vessels 
therewith,  and  the  manufacture  of  such  articles  in  the  several  navy 
yards;  musical  instruments  and  music;  mess  outfits;  soap  on  board 
naval  vessels;  athletic  outfits;  tolls,  ferriages,  yeomen’s  stores,  safes, 
and  other  incidental  expenses;  labor  in  general  storehouses,  pay- 
masters’ offices,  and  accounting  offices  in  navy  yards  and  naval  sta- 
tions, including  naval  stations  maintained  in  island  possessions  under 
the  control  of  the  United  States,  and  expenses  in  handling  stores 
purchased  and  manufactured  under  “ General  account  of- advances”; 
and  reimbursement  to  appropriations  of  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture of  cost  of  inspection  of  meats  and  meat  food  products  for  the 
Navy  Department  : Provided , That  the  sum  to*  be  paid  out  of  this 
appropriation,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  for 
chemists  and  for  clerical,  inspection,  storeman,  store  laborer,  and  * 
messenger  service  in  the  general  storehouses,  paymasters’  offices,  and 
accounting  offices  of  the  navy  yards  and  naval  stations  and  disburs- 
ing offices  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred 
and  seventeen,  shall  not  exceed  $1,183,000;  in  all,  $2,623,640. 

Freight,  Bureau  of  Supplies  and  Accounts:  All  freight  and 
express  charges  pertaining  to  the  Navy  Department  and  its  bureaus, 
except  the  transportation  of  coal  for  the  Bureau  of  Supplies  and 
Accounts,  $725,000. 

Section  six  of  an  Act  entitled  “An  Act  to  regulate  commerce,” 
approved  February  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  as 
amended  March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  and 
June  twenty-ninth,  nineteen  hundred  and  six,  which  reads: 

“That  in  time  of  war  or  threatened  war  preference  and  precedence 
shall,  upon  demand  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  be  given 
over  all  other  traffic  for  the  transportation  of  troops  and  material  of 
war,  and  carriers  shall  adopt  every  means  within  their  control  to 
facilitate  and  expedite  the  military  traffic,” 
be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

“That  in  time  of  war  or  threatened  war  preference  and  precedence 
shall,  upon  demand  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  be  given 
over  all  other  traffic  for  the  transportation  of  troops  and  material 
of  war,  and  carriers  shall  adopt  every  means  withm  their  control 
to  facilitate  and  expedite  the  military  traffic.  And  in  time  of  peace 
shipments  consigned  to  agents  of  the  United  States  for  its  use  shall 
be  delivered  by  the  carriers  as  promptly  as  possible  and  without 
regard  to  any  embargo  that  may  have  been  declared,  and  no  such 
embargo  shall  apply  to  shipments  so  consigned.” 

Fuel  and  transportation:  Coal  and  other  fuel  for  steamers’  and 
ships’  use,  including  expenses  of  transportation,  storage,  and  han- 
dling the  same;  maintenance  and  general  operation  of  machinery  of 
naval  coaling  depots  and  coaling  plants;  water  for  all  purposes  on 
board  naval  vessels;  and  ice  for  the  cooling  of  water,  including  the 
expense  of  transportation  and  storage  of  both,  $5,000,000. 
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BUREAU  OF  CONSTRUCTION  AND  REPAIR. 

Construction  and  repair  of  vessels:  For  preservation  and 
completion  of  vessels  on  the  stocks  and  in  ordinary;  purchase  of 
materials  and  stores  of  all  kinds;  steam  steerers,  pneumatic  steerers, 
steam  capstans,  steam  windlasses,  and  all  other  auxiliaries;  labor 
in  navy  yards  and  on  foreign  stations;  purchase  of  machinery  and 
tools  for  use  in  shops ; carrying  on  work  of  experimental  model  tank 
and  wind  tunnel;  designing  naval  vessels;  construction  and  repair  of 
yard  craft,  lighters,  and  barges;  wear,  tear,  and  repair  of  vessels 
afloat;  general  care,  increase,  and  protection  of  the  Navy  in  the  line 
of  construction  and  repair;  incidental  expenses  for  vessels  and  navy 
yards,  inspectors’  offices,  such  as  photographing,  books,  professional 
magazines,  plans,  stationery,  ana  instruments  for  drafting  room, 
ana  for  pay  of  classified  force  under  the  bureau;  for  hemp,  wire,  iron, 
and  other  materials  for  the  manufacture  of  cordage,  anchors,  cables, 
galleys,  and  chains;  specifications  for  purchase  thereof  shall  be  so 
prepared  as  shall  give  fair  and  free  competition;  canvas  for  the 
manufacture  of  sails,  awnings,  hammocks,  and  other  work;  interior 
appliances  and  tools  for  manufacturing  purposes  in  navy  yards 
and  naval  stations;  and  for  the  purchase  oi  all  other  articles  of 
equipage  at  home  and  abroad;  and  for  the  payment  of  labor  in 
equipping  vessels  therewith  and  manufacture  of  such  articles  in 
the  several  navy  yards;  naval  signals  and  apparatus,  other  than 
electric,  namely,  signals,  lights,  lanterns,  rockets,  running  lights, 
lanterns,  and  lamps  and  their  appendages  for  general  use  on  board 
ship  for  illuminating  purposes,  and  oil  and  candles  used  in  connec- 
tion therewith;  bunting  and  other  materials  for  making  and  repairing 
flags  of  all  kinds;  for  all  permanent  galley  fittings  and  equipage; 
rugs,  carpets,  curtains,  and  hangings  on  board  naval  vessels,  installing 
gun  foundations  on  Panama  Canal  colliers  Ulysses  and  Achilles, 
$10,071,069.16:  Provided , That  no  part  of  this  sum  shall  be  applied 
to  the  repair  of  any  wooden  ship  when  the  estimated  cost  of  such 
repairs,  to  be  appraised  by  a competent  board  of  naval  officers,  shall 
exceed  ten  per  centum  of  the  estimated  cost,  appraised  in  like  manner, 
of  a new  snip  of  the  same  size  and  like  material:  Provided  further , 
That  no  part  of  this  spin  shall  be  applied  to  the  repair  of  any  other 
ship  when  the  estima/ed  cost  of  such  repairs,  to  be  appraised  by  a 
competent  board  of  naval  officers,  shall  exceed  twenty  per  centum 
of  the  estimated  cost,  appraised  in  like  manner,  of  a new  skip  of  the 
same  size  and  like  material:  Provided  further , That  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  deprive  ths  Secretary  of  the  Navy  of  the  authority 
to  order  repairs  of  ships  damaged  in  foreign  waters  or  on  the  high 
seas,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  bring  them  home.  And  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  expenditures 
from  appropriate  funds  under  the  various  bureaus  for  repairs  and 
changes  on  the  vessels  herein  named,  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
the  sum  specified  for  each  vessel,  respectively,  as  follows:  North 
Dakota,  $730,000;  Georgia,  $525,000;  Virginia,  $525,000;  Salem, 
$430,000;  Cincinnati,  $285,000;  Saratoga,  $335,000;  Henley,  $150,000; 
Mayrant,  $150,000;  F-l,  $205,000:  F-2,  $205,000;  F-3,  $205,000: 
Pontiac,  $20,000;  Constitution,  $150,000;  in  all,  $3,915,000:  Pro- 
vided furtfoer,  That  the  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  this  appropriation,  under 
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the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  for  clerical,  drafting, 
inspection,  watchmen  (ship  keepers),  and  messenger  service  in 
navy  yards,  naval  stations,  and  officers  of  superintending  naval  con- 
structors for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred 
and  seventeen,  shall  not  exceed  $1,300,000. 

The  statutory  limit  of  $200,000  for  repairs  and  changes  to  capital 
ships  of  the  Navy,  as  provided  in  the  Act  making  appropriations 
for  the  naval  service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  eight,  approved  March  second,  nineteen  hundred  and 
seven,  is  hereby  changed  to  $300,000. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized  to  sell  any  or  all 
of  the  auxiliary  ships  of  the  Navy  classified  as  colliers,  transports, 
tenders,  supply  ships,  special  types,  and  hospital  ships,  which  are 
eighteen  years  and  over  in  age,  which  he  deems  unsuited  to  present 
needs  of  the  Navy  and  which  can  be  disposed  of  at  an  advantageous 
price,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  fifty  per  centum  of  their  original 
cost,  the  money  obtained  from  such  sale  to  be  covered  into  the 
Treasury  as  miscellaneous  receipts. 

Improvement  of  construction  plants:  For  repairs  and  improve- 
ment of  machinery  and  implements  at  plant  at  navy  yard,  Ports- 
mouth, New  Hampshire,  $10,000. 

For  repairs  and  improvement  of  machinery  and  implements  at 
plant  at  navy  yard,  Boston,  Massachusetts,  $25,000. 

For  repairs  and  improvement  of  machinery  and  implements  at 
plant  at  navy  yard,  New  York,  New  York,  $35,000. 

For  repairs  and  improvement  of  machinery  and  implements  at 
plant  at  navy  yard,  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  $25,000. 

For  repairs  and  improvement  of  machinery  and  implements  at 
plant  at  navy  yard,  Norfolk,  Virginia,  $35,000. 

For  repairs  and  improvement  of  machinery  and  implements  at 
plant  at  navy  yard,  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  $10,000. 

For  repairs  and  improvement  of  machinery  and  implements  at 
plant  at  navy  yard,  Mare  Island,  California,  $35,000. 

For  repairs  and  improvement  of  machinery  and  implements  at 
plant  at  navy  yard,  Puget  Sound,  Washington,  $25,000. 

BUREAU  OF  STEAM  ENGINEERING. 

Engineering  : For  repairs,  preservation,  and  renewal  of  machinery, 
auxiliary  machinery,  and  boilers  of  naval  vessels,  yard  craft,  and 
ships’  boats,  distilling  and  refrigerating  apparatus;  repairs,  preserva- 
tion, and  renewal  of  electric  interior  and  exterior  signal  communica- 
tions and  all  electrical  appliances  of  whatsoever  nature  on  board 
naval  vessels,  except  range  finders,  battle  order  and  range  trans- 
mitters and  indicators,  and  motors  and  their  controlling  apparatus 
used  to  operate  machinery  belonging  to  other  bureaus;  maintenance 
and  operation  of  coast  signal  service,  including  expenses  of  office  of 
superintendent  of  radio  service  and  the  purchase  of  land  as  necessary 
for  sites  for  radio  shore  stations;  equipage,  supplies,  and  materials 
under  the  cognizance  of  the  bureau  required  for  the  maintenance 
and  operation  of  naval  vessels,  yard  craft,  and  ships’  boats;  purchase, 
installation,  repair,  and  preservation  of  machinery,  tools,  and  appli- 
ances in  navy  yards  and  stations;  pay  of  classified  force  under  the 
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bureau;  incidental  expenses  for  naval  vessels,  navy  yards  and  stations, 
inspectors'  offices,  the  engineering  experiment  station,  such  as 
photographing,  technical  books,  and  periodicals,  stationery,  and 
instruments;  instruments  and  apparatus,  supplies,  and  technical 
books  and  periodicals  necessary  to  carry  on  experimental  and  research 
work  in  radiotelegraphy  at  the  naval  radio  laboratory:  Provided , 
That  the  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  this  appropriation,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  for  clerical,  drafting,  inspection,  and 
messenger  service  in  navy  yards,  naval  stations,  ana  offices  of  United 
States  inspectors  of  machinery  and  engineering  material  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  shall 
not  exceed  $801,876.28:  Provided  further,  That  the  sum  to  be  paid 
out  of  this  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  land  for  sites  for  radio 
shore  stations  shall  not  exceed  $10,000:  Provided  further,  That  such 
land  of  the  United  States  under  the  control  of  a particular  department 
or  other  branch  of  the  Government  that  has  been  or  may  hereafter 
be  mutually  selected  as  a site  for  a naval  radio  station  may,  by 
direction  of  the  President,  be  transferred  to  and  placed  under  the 
control  and  jurisdiction  of  the  Navy  Department  for  use  as  a naval 
radio  station  or  other  naval  purposes:  Provided  further , That  the 
total  expenditures  under  this  appropriation  at  the  naval  radio 
laboratory  shall  not  exceed  $5,000:  Provided  further,  That  so  much 
of  the  foregoing  and  of  current  appropriations  as  may  be  necessary 
.may  be  used  to  complete  the  construction  of  the  machinery  of  the 
fuel  ship  Maumee:  Provided  further,  That  an  expenditure  under  this 
appropriation  of  not  exceeding  $10,000  for  the  purchase  and  con- 
struction of  antennae  and  supports  for  the  State,  War,  and  Navy 
Department  Buildings  for  the  use  of  the  naval  radio  service  is  hereby 
authorized;  in  all,  engineering,  $9,056,376.28:  Provided  further, 
That  an  expenditure  under  this  appropriation  of  not  exceeding 
$4,500  is  authorized  for  the  installation  of  a pneumatic  tube  between 
the  communication  office  in  the  State,  War,  and  Navy  Building, 
and  the  branch  communication  office  in  the  Navy  annex. 

High-power  radio  stations:  For  the  completion  of  high-power 
radio  stations  (cost  not  to  exceed  $1,500,000),  to  be  located  as  fol- 
lows: One  in  the  Isthmian  Canal  Zone,  one  on  the  California  coast, 
one  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  one  in  American  Samoa,  one  on  the 
island  of  Guam,  and  one  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  $300,000,  to  be 
available  until  expended. 

For  the  construction  of  propelling  engines  for  the  North  Dakota, 
Salem,  Mayrant,  and  Henley,  to  be  available  until  expended, 
$1,000,000. 

Engineering  experiment  station,  United  States  Naval  Academy, 
Annapolis,  Maryland — Experimental  and  research  work:  For  original 
investigation  and  extended  experimentation  of  naval  appliances;  and 
for  the  purchase  of  such  machines  and  auxiliaries  considered  appli- 
cable for  test  and  use  in  the  naval  service,  and  for  maintenance  of 
buildings  and  grounds,  $85,000. 

Equipment  of  building:  For  extension  of  steam,  air,  and  water 
lines,  and  electric  circuits;  for  foundations  for  machinery;  for  pur- 
chase and  installation  of  additional  testing  instruments  and  appara- 
tus, $20,000. 

Machinery  plants:  For  repairs  and  improvements  of  machinery 
plants  at  navy  yards  at  Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire,  $25,000;  Bos-

NAVAL  ACADEMY. 

Pay  of  professors  and  others,  Naval  Academy:  Pay  of  pro- 
fessors and  instructors,  $175,000:  Provided , That  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy  is  authorized  to  employ  at  the  Naval  Academy  such  number 
of  professors  and  instructors,  including  one  professor  as  librarian,  as, 
in  his  opinion,  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  instruction  of  the 
midshipmen;  and  that  professors  and  instructors  so  employed  shall 
receive  such  compensation  for  their  services  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  : Provided  further,  That  the  total  amount 
so  paid  shall  not  exceed  $175,000  annually:  And  provided  further , 
That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  report  to  Congress  each  year 
the  number  of  professors  and  instructors  so  employed  and  the  amount 
of  compensation  prescribed  for  each. 

No  part  of  any  sum  in  this  Act  appropriated  shall  be  expended  in 
the  pay  or  allowances  of  any  commissioned  officer  of  the  rJavy  de- 
tailed for  duty  as  an  instructor  at  the  United  States  Naval  Academy 
to  perform  duties  which  were  performed  by  civilian  instructors  on 
January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen.

maintenance  of  all  horses  and  vehicles  for  use  at  the  academy,  includ-

MARINE  CORPS. 

Pay,  Marine  Corps:  Pay  of  officers,  active  list:  For  pay  and 
allowances  prescribed  by  law  of  officers  on  the  active  list,  including 
clerks  for  assistant  paymasters,  nine,  and  for  the  following  additions 
officers  hereby  authorized,  $1,421,849. 

Hereafter  the  total  number  of  commissioned  officers  of  the  active 
list  of  the  line  and  staff  of  the  Marine  Corps,  exclusive  of  officers  borne 
on  the  Navy  list  as  additional  numbers,  shall  be  four  per  centum  of 
the  total  authorized  enlisted  strength  of  the  active  list  of  the  Marine 
Corps,  exclusive  of  the  Marine  Band,  and  of  men  under  sentence  of 
discharge  by  court-martial,  distributed  in  the  proportion  of  one 
officer  with  rank  senior  to  colonel  to  four  with  the  rank  of  colonel, 
to  five  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant  colonel,  to  fourteen  with  the  rank  of 
major,  to  thirty-seven  with  the  rank  of  captain,  to  thirty-one  with  the 
rank  of  first  lieutenant,  to  thirty-one  with  the  rank  of  second  lieuten- 
ant: Provided  further , That  brigadier  generals  shall  be  appointed 
from  officers  of  the  Marine  Corps  senior  m rank  to  lieutenant  colonel: 
Provided  further , That  the  promotion  .to  the  grade  of  brigadier  gen- 
eral of  any  officer  now  or  hereafter  carried  as  an  additional  number 
in  the  grade  or  with  the  rank  of  colonel  shall  be  held  to  fill  a vacancy 
in  the  grade  of  brigadier  general:  Provided  further.  That  in  deter- 
mining the  officers  with  ranx  senior  to  colonel  there  shall  be  included 
the  officer  serving  as  major  general  commandant:  And  provided  fur- 
ther , That  appointments  hereafter  made  to  the  position  of  major  gen- 
eral commandant  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  approved  Decem- 
ber nineteenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  entitled  “An  Act  to 
make  the  tenure  of  office  of  the  major  general  commandant  of  the 
Marine  Corps  for  a term  of  four  years,"  shall  be  made  from  officers 
of  the  active  list  of  the  Marine  Corps  not  below  the  rank  of  colonel: 
Provided  further,  That  the  officers  serving  in  the  senior  grade  of  the 
Adjutant  and  Inspector’s,  Quartermasters,  and  Paymaster’s  Depart- 
ments shall,  while  serving  therein,  have  the  rank,  pay,  and  allow- 
ances of  a brigadier  general:  And  provided  further,  Tnat  for  the  pur- 
pose of  determining  the  number  of  officers  in  the  various  ranks  as 
nerein  provided  such  staff  officers  shall  be  counted  as  being  of  the 
rank  oi  colonel:  And  provided  further,  That  officers  holding  perma- 
nent appointments  in  the  staff  departments  shall  not  be  eligible 
for  appointment  to  the  grade  of  brigadier  general  of  the  line  as 
hereinbefore  provided. 
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The  total  commissioned  personnel  of  the  active  list  of  the  staff 
departments,  whether  serving  therein  under  permanent  appoint- 
ments or  under  temporary  detail,  as  herein  provided,  shall  be  eight 

Ser  centum  of  the  authorized  commissioned  strength  of  the  Marine 
orps,  and  of  this  total  one-fifth  shall  constitute  the  adjutant  and 
inspector’s  department,  one-fifth  the  paymaster's  department,  and 
three-fifths  the  quartermaster’s  department. 

No  further  permanent  appointments  shall  be  made  in  any  grade 
in  any  staff  department.  Any  vacancy  hereafter  occurring  in  the 
lower  grade  of  any  staff  department  shall  be  filled  by  the  detail  of 
an  officer  of  the  line  for  a period  of  four  years  unless  sooner  relieved; 
any  vacancy  hereafter  occurring  in  the  upper  grade  of  any  staff 
department  shall  be  filled  by  the  appointment  of  an  officer  with  the 
rank  of  colonel  holding  a permanent  appointment  in  the  staff  depart- 
ment in  which  the  vacancy  exists,  or  of  some  other  officer  holding  a 
permanent  appointment  in  such  staff  department  in  case  there  be  no 
permanent  staff  officer  with  the  rank  of  colonel  in  that  department, 
or  of  a colonel  of  the  fine  in  case  there  be  no  officer  holding  a perma- 
nent appointment  in  such  staff  department.  Such  appointments 
shall  be  made  by  the  President  and  be  for  a term  of  four  years, 
and  the  officer  so  appointed  shall  be  recommissioned  in  the  grade  to 
which  appointed. 

That  prior  to  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen,  an 
officer  holding  a permanent  appointment  in  any  staff  department  may, 
upon,  t his  own  application,  with  the  approval  of  the  President,  be 
reappointed  in  the  lino  of  the  Marine  Corps  in  the  grade  and  with  the 
ran Jk  he  would  hold  on  the  date  of  his  reappointment  if  he  had  re- 
mained continuously  in  the  line : Provided , That  no  officer  holding  a 
permanent  appointment  in  any  staff  department  shall  be  recommis- 
sioned in  the  hue  with  the  rank  of  colonel  or  lieutenant  colonel:  Pro- 
videdfurther , That  such  staff  officer  shall,  before  being  reappointed  in 
the  line  of  the  Marine  Corps  as  above  provided,  perform  fine  duties  for 
one  year,  at  the  expiration  of  which  time  he  shall  as  a prerequisite  to 
reappointment  in  the  fine  be  required  to  establish  to  the  satisfaction 
of  an  examining  board  consisting  of  lino  officers  of  the  Marine  Corps 
his  physical,  mental,  and  professional  fitness  for  the  performance  of 
hue  duty. 

Tha£  for  the  purpose  of  advancement  in  rank  to  and  including  the 
grade  of  colonel,  all  commissioned  officers  of  the  fine  and  staff  oi  the 
Marine  Corps  shall  be  placed  on  a common  list  in  the  order  of  seniority 
each  would  hold  had  he  remained  continuously  in  the  line.  All  acl- 
vancements  in  rank  to  captain,  major,  lieutenant  colonel,  and  colonel 
shall,  subject  to  the  usual  examinations,  be  made  from  officers  with 
the  next  junior  respective  rank,  whether  of  the  line  or  staff,  in  the 
order  in  which  their  names  appear  on  said  list. 

Appointees  to  the  grade  of  second  lieutenant,  if  appointed  from  civil 
fife,  shall  be  between  the  ages  of  twenty  and  twenty-five  years,  and 
before  receiving  a commission  in  the  Marine  Corps,  each  appointee 
shall  establish  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  his 
mental,  physical,  moral,  and  professional  qualifications  for  such  com- 
mission : Provided , The  President  of  the  United  States  be,  and  hereby 
is,  authorized,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  to 
appoint  as  second  lieutenants  on  the  active  list  in  the  United  States 
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Marine  Corps,  to  take  rank  at  the  foot  of  the  list  of  second  lieutenants 
as  it  stands  at  the  date  of  reinstatement,  former  officers  of  the  Marine 
Corps  who  resigned  from  the  naval  service  in  good  standing:  Provided , 
That  they  shall  establish  their  moral,  physical,  mental,  and  profes- 
sional qualifications  to  perform  the  duties  of  that  grade  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy:  Provided  further,  That  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy,  in  his  discretion,  may  Waive  the  age  limit  in  favor 
of  the  aforesaid  former  officers  of  the  Marine  Corps:  Provided further, 
That  the  prior  service  of  such  officers  and  the  service  after  reinstate- 
ment shall  be  not  less  than  thirty  years  before  the  age  of  retirement. 
That  appointments  from  noncommissioned  officers  of  the  Marine  Corps 
and  from  civil  life  shall  be  for  a probationary  period  of  two  years  and 
may  be  revoked  at  any  time  during  that  period  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy:  Provided  further,  That  the  rank  of  such  officers  of  the  same 
date  of  appointment  among  themselves  at  the  end  of  said  probation- 
ary period  shall,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  be 
determined  by  the  report  of  a board  of  Marine  officers  who  shall  con- 
duct a competitive  professional  examination  under  such  rules  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  and  the  rank  of  such  offi- 
cers so  determined  shall  be  as  of  date  of  original  appointment  with 
reference  to  other  appointments  to  the  Marine  Corps:  Provided  fur* 
ther,  That  no  midshipman  at  the  United  States  Naval  Academy  or 
cadet  at  the  United  States  Military  Academy  who  fails  to  graduate 
therefrom  shall  be  eligible  for  appointment  as  a commissioned  officer 
in  the  Marine  Corps  until  after  the  graduation  of  the  class  of  which  he 
was  a member. 

That  the  warrant  grades  of  marine  gunner  and  quartermaster  clerk 
are  hereby  established,  and  the  appointment  as  herein  prescribed  of 
twenty  marine  gunners  and  twenty  auartermaster  clerks  is  hereby 
authorized.  Officers  in  those  grades  snail  have  the  rank  and  receive 
the  pay,  allowances  and  privileges  of  retirement  of  warrant  officers  in 
the  Navy.  They  shall  be  appointed  from  the  noncommissioned*  offi- 
cers of  the  Marine  Corps  ana  clerks  to  quartermasters  now  serving  as 
such  and  who  have  performed  field  service. 

That  officers  of  the  Marine  Corps  with  the  rank  of  colonel  who  shall 
have  served  faithfully  for  forty-five  years  on  the  active  list  shall,  when 
retired,  have  the  rank  of  brigadier  general ; and  such  officers  who  shall 
hereafter  be  retired  at  the  age  of  sixty-four  years  before  having  served 
for  forty-five  years,  but  who  shall  have  served  faithfully  on  the  active 
list  until  retired,  shall,  on  the  completion  of  forty  years  from  their 
entry  in  the  naval  service,  have  the  rank  of  brigadier  general. 

The  President  is  hereby  authorized,  within  two  years  after  the  ap- 
proval of  this  Act,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate, 
to  transfer  to  the  active  list  of  the  Marine  Corps  or  Navy  Pay  Corps 
any  officer  under  fifty  years  of  age  who  may  have  been  transferred 
from  the  active  list  to  the  retired  list  of  the  Marine  Corps  or  Navy  Pay 
Corps  by  the  action  of  any  retiring  board  for  physical  disability  in- 
curred in  the  line  of  duty:  Provided , That  such  officer  shall  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  place  on  the  active  list  which  he  would  have  had  if  he 
had  not  been  retired,  and  shall  be  carried  as  an  additional  number  in 
the  grade  to  which  he  may  be  transferred  or  at  any  time  thereafter 
promoted:  Provided  further,  That  such  officer  shall  establish  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  his  mental,  moral,  profes- 
sional, and  physical  qualifications  to  perform  the  duties  on  the  active 
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list  of  the  grade  to  which  he  is  transferred.  The  provisions  of  sections 
fourteen  hundred  and  ninety-three  and  fourteen  nundred  and  ninety- 
four  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States  shall  apply  to  the 
Marine  Corps. 

In  lieu  of  suspension  from  promotion  of  any  officer  of  the  Marine 
Corps  who  hereafter  fails  to  pass  a satisfactory  professional  examina- 
tion for  promotion,  or  who  is  now  under  suspension  from  promotion 
by  reason  of  such  failure,  such  officer  shall  suffer  loss  of  numbers,  upon 
approval  of  the  recommendation  of  the  examining  board,  in  the  re- 
spective ranks,  as  follows:  Lieutenant  colonel,  one;  major,  two;  cap- 
tain, three;  first  lieutenant,  five;  second  lieutenant,  eight:  Provided , 
That  any  such  officer  shall  be  reexamined  as  soon  as  may  be  expedient 
after  the  expiration  of  six  months  if  he  in  the  meantime  again  becomes 
due  for  promotion,  and  if  he  does  not  in  the  meantime  again  become 
due  for  promotion  he  shall  be  reexamined  at  such  time  anterior  to 
again  becoming  due  for  promotion  as  may  be  for  the  best  interests  of 
the  service:  Provided  further , That  if  any  such  officer  fails  to  pass  a 
satisfactory  professional  reexamination  he  shall  be  honorably  dis- 
charged with  one  year’s  pay  from  the  Marine  Corps. 

For  pay  of  officers  prescribed  by  law,  on  the  retired  list:  For  two 
major  generals,  four  brigadier  generals,  six  colonels,  four  lieutenant 
colonels,  ten  majors,  nineteen  captains,  twelve  first  lieutenants,  three 
second  lieutenants,  and  one  paymaster’s  clerk,  and  for  officers  who 
may  be  placed  thereon  during  the  year,  including  such  increased  pay 
as  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  provided  for  retired  officers  regularly 
assigned  to  active  duty,  $180,872.50. 

Pay  of  enlisted  men,  active  list:  Pay  and  allowances  of  noncom- 
missioned officers,  musicians,  and  privates,  as  prescribed  by  law, 
and  for  the  following  additional  enlisted  men  hereby  authorized: 
Twenty-eight  sergeants  major,  one  hundred  and  seventeen  quarter- 
master sergeants,  one  hundred  and  seven  first  sergeants,  one  hun- 
dred and  seven  gunnery  sergeants,  five  hundred  sergeants,  eight  hun- 
dred and  thirty-five  corporals,  fifty  drummers,  fifty  trumpeters, 
three  thousand  two  hundred  and  thirty-five  privates;  and  hereafter 
the  number  of  enlisted  men  of  the  Marine 'Corps  shall  be  exclusive  of 
those  sentenced  by  court-martial  to  discharge,  and  for  the  expenses  of 
clerks  of  the  United  States  Marine  Corps  traveling  under  orders,  and 
including  additional  compensation  for  enlisted  men  of  the  Marine  Corps 
regularly  detailed  as  gun  captains,  gun  pointers,  mess  sergeants,  cooks, 
messmen,  signalmen,  or  holding  good-conduct  medals,  pins,  or  bars, 
including  interest  on  deposits  by  enlisted  men,  post-exchange  debts 
of  deserters,  under  such  rules  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  pre- 
scribe, and  the  authorized  travel  allowance  of  discharged  enlisted 
men  and  for  prizes  for  excellence  in  gunnery  exercise  and  target 
practice,  both  afloat  and  ashore.  In  all,  $3,665,942.52. 

The  President  is  authorized,  when,  in  his  judgment,  it  becomes 
necessary  to  place  the  country  in  a complete  state  of  preparedness, 
to  further  increase  the  enlisted  strength  of  the  Marine  Corps  to  sev- 
enteen thousand  four  hundred:  And  provided , That  the  distribution 
in  the  various  grades  shall  be  in  the  same  proportion  as  that  author- . 
ized  at  the  time  when  the  President  avails  himself  of  the  authority 
herein  granted. 

That  the  band  of  the  United  States  Marine  Corps  shall  consist  of 
one  leader,  whose  pay  and  allowances  shall  be  those  of  a captain  in 
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the  Marine  Corps;  one  second  leader,  whose  pay  shall  be  $150  per 
month  and  who  shall  have  the  allowances  of  a sergeant  major;  ten 
principal  musicians,  whose  pay  shall  be  $125  per  month;  twenty- 
five  first-class  musicians,  whose  pay  shall  be  $100  per  month;  twenty 
second-class  musicians,  whose  pay  shall  be  $85  per  month;  and  ten 
third-class  musicians,  whose  pay  shall  be  $70  per  month;  suchjnusi- 
cians  of  the  band  to  have  the  allowances  of  a sergeant  and  to  have 
no  increase  in  the  rates  of  pay  on  account  of  length  of  service:  Pro- 
vided, That  a member  of  tne  said  band  shall  not,  as  an  individual, 
furnish  music,  or  accept  an  engagement  to  furnish  music,  when  sucn 
furnishing  of  music  places  him  in  competition  with  any  civilian 
musician  or  musicians,  and  shall  not  accept  or  receive  remuneration 
for  furnishing  music  except  under  special  circumstances  when  author- 
ized by  the  President.

~ In  all.  for  pay  of  civil  force,  $34,111.28,  ana  the  monev  herein 
specifically  appropriated  for  pay  of  the  Marine  Corps  shall  be  dis- 
bursed and  accounted  for  in  accordance  with  existing  law  as  pay  of 
the  Marine  Corps,  and  for  that  purpose  shall  constitute  one  fund.

MAINTENANCE,  QUARTERMASTER’S  DEPARTMENT,  MARINE  CORPS. 

Provisions,  Marine  Corps:  For  noncommissioned  officers,  musi- 
cians, and  privates  serving  ashore;  subsistence  and  lodging  of  enlisted 
men  when  traveling  on  duty,  or  cash  in  lieu  thereof;  commutation  of 
rations  to  enlisted  men  regularly  detailed  as  clerks  and  messengers; 
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payments  of  board  and  lodging  of  applicants  for  enlistment  while  held 
under  observation,  recruits,  and  recruiting  parties,  or  in  lieu  of  board, 
commutation  of  rations  to  recruiting  parties;  transportation  of  pro- 
visions, and  the  employment  of  necessary  labor  connected  therewith; 
ice  machines  and  tneir  maintenance  where  required  for  the  health 
and  comfort  of  the  troops  and  for  cold  storage;  ice  for  offices  and 
preservation  of  rations,  $1,491,621.90.  No  law  shall  be  construed 
to  entitle  enlisted  men  on  snore  duty  to  any  rations  or  commutation 
therefor  other  than  such  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  allowed  en- 
listed men  in  the  Army:  Provided , That  when  it  is  impracticable  or 
the  expense  is  found  greater  to  supply  marines  serving  on  shore

Fuel,  Marine  Corps:  For  heat,  light,  and  commutation  thereof 
for  the  authorized  allowance  of  quarters  for  officers  and  enlisted  men, 
and  other  buildings  and  grounds  pertaining  to  the  Marine  Corps; 
fuel,  electricity,  and  oil  for  cooking,  power,  and  other  purposes;  and 
sales  to  officers,  $243,561.92. 

Military  stores*,  Marine  Corps:  Pay  of  chief  armorer,  at  $4  per 
diem;  one  mechanic,  at  $3  per  diem;  two  mechanics,  at  $2.50  each 
per  diem;  one  chief  electrician,  at  $4  per  diem,  and  one  assistant 
electrician,  at  $3.50  per  diem;  per  diem  of  enlisted  men  employed  on 
constant  labor  for  periods  of  not  less  than  ten  days;  purchase  of  two 
armored  automobiles,  to  cost  not  exceeding  $10,000  each,  military 

Sments,  such  as  rifles,  revolvers,  cartridge  boxes,  bayonet  scab- 
, haversacks,  blanket  bags,  canteens,  rifle  slings,  swords,  drums, 
trumpets,  flags,  waistbelts,  waist  plates,  cartridge  belts,  spare  parts 
for  repairing  rifles,  machetes;  purchase  and  repair  of  tents,  field,  cots, 
field  ovens,  and  stoves  for  tents;  nurchase  ana  repair  of  instruments 
for  bands;  purchase  of  music  and  musical  accessories;  purchase  and 
marking  of  prizes  for  excellence  in  gunnery  and  rifle  practice;  good- 
conduct  badges;  medals  awarded  to  officers  and  enlisted  men  by  the 
Government  for  conspicuous,  gallant,  and  special  service;  incidental 
expenses  of  schools  of  application;  construction,  equipment,  and 
maintenance  of  school,  library,  and  amusement  rooms  and  gymna- 
siums for  enlisted  men,  and  the  purchase  and  repair  of  all  articles 
of  field  sports  for  enlisted  men;  purchase  and  repair  of  signal  equip- 
ment ana  stores;  establishment  and  maintenance  of  targets  and  ranges, 
renting  ranges,  construction  of  buildings  for  temporary  shelter  ana 
preservation  of  stores,  and  entrance  fees  in  competitions;  procuring, 
preserving,  and  handling  ammunition  and  other  necessary  military 
supplies,  including  a reserve  supply  of  small-arms  ammunition;  in 
all, $1,657,021.74 

Camps  of  instruction:  The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby 
authorized  to  establish  and  maintain  at  such  places  as  he  may  desig- 
nate, and  prescribe  regulations  for  the  government  thereof,  Marine 
Corps  training  camps  for  the  instruction  of  citizens  of  the  United 
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States  who  make  application  and  are  designated  for  such  training; 
no  such  camps  to  be  in  existence  for  a period  longer  than  six  weeks 
in  each  fiscal  year,  except  in  time  of  actual  or  threatened  war;  to  use 
Marine  Corps  and  such  other  Government  property  as  he  may  deem 
necessary  for  the  military  training  of  such  citizens  while  in  attendance 
at  such  camps.  The  Quartermaster’s  Department,  United  States 
Marine  Corps,  is  authorized  to  sell  such  articles  of  uniform  clothing 
as  may  be  prescribed  at  cost  price  to  the  volunteer  citizens  who  are 
designated  to  participate  in  these  instructions:  Provided , That  these 
citizens  shall  be  required  to  furnish  at  their  own  expense  transpor- 
tation and  subsistence  to  and  from  these  camps,  and  subsistence 
while  undergoing  training  therein.  The  sum  of  $31,000  is  hereby 
appropriated  to  carry  into  effect  the  foregoing  provisions. 

Transportation  and  recruiting,  Marine  Corps:  For  transpor- 
tation of  troops,  and  of  applicants  for  enlistment  between  recruiting 
stations  and  recruit  depots  or  posts,  including  ferriage  and  transfers 
en  route,  or  cash  in  lieu  thereof;  toilet  kits  for  issue  to  recruits  upon 
their  first  enlistment  and  the  expense  of  the  recruiting  service, 
$549,630.65:  Provided , That  authority  is  hereby  granted  to  employ 
the  services  of  advertising  agencies  in  advertising  for  recruits  under 
such  terms  and  conditions  as  are  most  advantageous  to  the  Govern- 
ment. 

Repairs  of  barracks,  Marine  Corps:  Repairs  and  improvements 
to  barracks,  quarters,  and  other  public  buildings  at  posts  and  stations; 
for  the  renting,  leasing,  improvement,  and  erection  of  buildings  in 
the  District  of  Columbia,  and  at  such  other  places  as  the  public 
exigencies  require;  and  for  per  diem  to  enlisted  men  employed  under 
the  direction  of  the  Quartermaster’s  Department  on  the  repair  of 
barracks,  quarters,  and  other  public  buildings  on  constant  labor  for 
periods  of  not  less  than  ten  days,  $220,000. 

Forage,  Marine  Corps:  For  forage  in  kind  and  stabling  for  public 
animals  of  the  Quartermaster’s  Department  and  the  authorized 
number  of  officers’  horses,  $80,306. 

Commutation  of  quarters,  Marine  Corps:  Commutation  of 
quarters  for  enlisted  men  on  recruiting  duty,  for  officers  and  enlisted 
men  serving  with  troops  where  there  are  no  public  quarters  belonging 
to  the  Government,  and  where  there  are  not  sufficient  quarters 
possessed  by  the  United  States  to  accommodate  them;  commutation 
of  quarters  for  enlisted  men  employed  as  clerks  and  messengers  in 
the  offices  of  the  commandant,  adjutant  and  inspector,  paymaster, 
and  quartermaster,  and  the  offices  of  the  assistant  adjutant  and 
inspectors,  assistant  paymasters,  assistant  quartermasters,  at  $21 
each  per  month,  and  for  enlisted  men  employed  as  messengers  in 
said  offices,  at  $10  each  per  month,  $111,928. 

Contingent,  Marine  Corps:  For  freight,  expressage,  tolls,  cartage, 
advertising,  washing  of  bed  sacks,  mattress  covers,  pillowcases, 
towels,  and  sheets,  funeral  expenses  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  and 
retired  enlisted  men  of  the  Marine  Corps,  including  the  transportation 
of  bodies  and  their  arms  and  wearing  apparel  from  the  place  of 
demise  to  the  homes  of  the  deceased  in  the  United  States;  stationery 
and  other  paper,  printing  and  binding;  telegraphing, rent  of  telephones; 
purchase,  repair,  and  exchange  of  typewriters;  apprehension  of 
stragglers  and  deserters-  per  diem  of  enlisted  men  employed  on 
constant  labor  for  periods  of  not  less  than  ten  days;  employment  of 
civilian  labor;  purchase,  repair,  and  installation  and  maintenance  of 
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f;a s,  electric,  sewer,  and  water  pipes  and  fixtures;  office  and  barracks 
urniture,  camp  Mid  garrison  equipage  and  implements;  mess  utensils 
for  enlisted  men;  packing  boxes,  wrapping  paper,  oilcloth,  crash, 
rope,  twine,  quarantine  fees,  camphor  and  carbolized  paper,  car- 
penters’ tools,  tools  for  police  purposes,  safes;  purchase,  hire,  repair, 
and  maintenance  of  such  harness'  wagons,  motor  wagons,  armored 
automobiles,  carts,  drays,  motor-propelled  and  horse-drawn 
passenger-carrying  vehicles,  to  be  used  only  for  official  purposes, 
and  otner  vehicles  as  are  required  for  the  transportation  of  troops 
and  supplies  and  for  official  military  and  garrison  purposes;  purchase 
of  public  horses  and  mules;  services  of  veterinary  surgeons,  and 
medicines  for  public  animals,  and  the  authorized  number  of  officers’ 
horses;  purchase  of  mounts  and  horse  equipment  for  all  officers 
below  the  grade  of  major  required  to  be  mounted;  shoeing  for  public 
animals  and  the  authorized  number  of  officers’  horses;  purchase  and 
repair  of  hose,  fire  extinguishers,  hand  grenades,  carts,  wheelbarrows, 
and  lawn  mowers;  purchase,  installation,  and  repair  of  cooking  ahd 
heating  stoves  and  furnaces;  purchase  of  towels,  soap,  combs,  and 
brushes  for  offices;  postage  stamps  for  foreign  and  registered  postage; 
books,  newspapers,  ana  periodicals;  improving  parade  grounds; 
repair  of  pumps  and  wharves,  water;  straw  for  bedding,  mattresses; 
mattress  covers,  pillows,  sheets;  furniture  for  Government  quarters 
and  repair  of  same;  packing  and  crating  officers’  allowance  of  baggage 
on  change  of  station;  deodorizers,  lubricants,  disinfectants;  ana  for 
all  emergencies  and  extraordinary  expenses  arising  at  home  and 
abroad,  but  impossible  to  anticipate  .or  classify,  $846,385. 

In  all,  for  the  maintenance  of  Quartermaster’s  Department, 
Marine  Corps,  $6,389,513.71;  and  the  money  herein  specifically 
appropriated  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Quartermaster’s  Department, 
Marine  Corps,  shall  be  disbursed  and  accounted  for  in  accordance 
with  existing  law  as  maintenance,  Quartermaster’s  Department, 
Marine  Corps,  and  for  that  purpose  shall  constitute  one  fund. 

For  the  authorized  expenses  of  the  Marine  Corps  Reserve,  $25,000. 
Total  Marine  Corps,  exclusive  of  public  works,  $12,088,380.01. 

INCREASE  OF  THE  NAVY. 

For  the  purpose  of  further  increasing  the  Naval  Establishment  of 
the  United  States,  the  President  of  the  United  States  is  hereby 
authorized  to  undertake  prior  to  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
nineteen,  the  construction  of  the  vessels  enumerated  below: 

Ten  first-class  battleships,  carrying  as  heavy  armor  and  as  powerful 
armanent  as  any  vessels  of  their  class,  to  have  the  highest  practicable 
speed  and  greatest  desirable  radius  of  action;  four  of  these  at  a cost, 
exclusive  of  armor  and  armament,  not  to  exceed  $11,500,000  each, 
to  be  begun  as  soon  as  practicable. 

Six  battle  cruisers,  carrying  suitable  armor  and  as  powerful 
armament  as  any  vessels  of  their  class,  to  have  the  highest  practicable 
speed  and  greatest  desirable  radius  of  action;  four  of  these  to  cost, 
exclusive  or  armor  and  armament,  not  to  exceed  $16,500,000  each, 
to  be  begun  as  soon  practicable. 

Ten  scout  cruisers,  carrying  suitable  protection  and  armament 
suited  to  their  size  and  type,  to  have  the  highest  practicable  speed 
and  greatest  desirable  ramus  of  action;  four  to  cost,  exclusive  of 
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armor  and  armament,  not  to  exceed  $5,000,000  each,  to  be  begun 
as  soon  as  practicable. 

Fifty  torpedo-boat  destroyers,  to  have  the  highest  practicable 
speed  and  greatest  desirable  radius  of  action ; twenty  to  cost,  exclusive 
of  armor  and  armament,  not  to  exceed  $1,200,000  each,  to  be  begun 
as  soon  as  practicable:  Provided , That  not  less  than  four  of  these 
shall  be  built  on  the  Pacific  coast:  Provided  further,  That  the  cost  of 
construction  on  the  Pacific  coast  does  not  exceed  the  cost  of  con- 
struction on  the  Atlantic  coast,  plus  the  cost  of  transportation  from 
the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific. 

Nine  fleet  submarines. 

Fifty-eight  coast  submarines,  of  which  number  three  to  have  a 
surface  displacement  of  about  eight  hundred  tons  each,  to  cost, 
exclusive  of  armor,  and  armament,  not  to  exceed  $1,200,000  each, 
and  twenty-seven,  which  shall  be  the  best  and  most  desirable  and 
useful  type  of  submarine  which  can  be  procured  at  a cost,  exclusive 
of  armor  and  armament,  not  to  exceed  $700,000  each,  shall  be  begun 
as  soon  as  practicable;  and  the  sum  of  $8,217,000  is  hereby  appro- 
priated for  the  construction  of  said  submarines,  to  be  available  until 
expended.  Not  less  than  twelve  of  the  submarines  herein  authorized 
to  do  begun  as  soon  as  practicable  shall  be  built  on  the  Pacific  coast: 
Provided , That  the  cost  of  construction  on  the  Pacific  coast  does  not 
exceed  the  cost  of  construction  on  the  Atlantic  coast,  plus  the  cost 
transportation  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific. 

One  submarine,  equipped  with  the  Neff  system  of  submarine 
propulsion,  exclusive  of  armor  and  armament,  $250,000:  Provided , 
That  the  owners  of  the  Neff  system  of  submarine  propulsion  will 
construct,  in  accordance  with  drawings,  plans,  and  specifications 
provided  by  them,  one  coast-defense  submarine  of  about  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  tons  displacement  when  submerged,  carrying  armor 
and  armament  similar  and  equal  to  that  of  the  “C”  class  of  sub- 
marines, with  fittings,  equipment,  machinery,  devices,  appliances, 
and  appurtenances  of  every  kind  with  latest  improvements,  complete 
in  all  respects,  and  suitable  for  naval*  purposes:  Provided  further , 
That  the  money  appropriated  for  this  purpose  shall  not  be  paid  to 
the  builders  of  said  Doat  until  the  same  has  been  completed,  passed 
satisfactory  service  tests,  and  been  accepted  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy;  but  upon  such  completion,  tests,  and  acceptance  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Navy  the  sum  appropriated  shall  be  paid. 

Three  fuel  ships,  one  at  a cost  not  to  exceed  $1,500,000,  to  be  begun  as 
soon  as  practicable. 

One  repair  ship. 

One  transport. 

One  hospital  ship,  at  a cost  not  to  exceed  $2,350,000,  to  be  begun 
as  soon  as  practicable. 

Two  destroyer  tenders. 

One  fleet  submarine  tender. 

Two  ammunition  ships,  one  at  a cost,  exclusive  of  armor  and  arma- 
ment, not  to  exceed  $2,350,000,  to  be  begun  as  soon  as  practicable. 

Two  gunboats,  one  at  a cost,  exclusive  of  armor  and  armament, 
not  to  exceed  $860,000,  to  be  begun  as  soon  as  practicable:  Pro- 
vided, That  the  sixty-six  vessels  directed  herein  to  be  begun  as  soon 
as  practicable  shall  be  contracted  for  or  shall  be  begun  in  navy  yards 
witnin  six  months  from  the  date  of  the  approval  of  this  Act. 
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The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  build  any  of  the  vessels  herein 
authorized  in  such  navy  yards  as  he  may  designate  should  it  reason- 
ably appear  that  the  persons,  firms,  or  corporations,  or  the  agents 
thereof,  bidding  for  the  construction  of  any  of  said  vessels  nave 
entered  into  any  combination,  agreement,  or  understanding  the 
effect,  object,  or  purpose  of  which  is  to  deprive  the  Government  of 
fair,  open,  and  unrestricted  competition  in  letting  contracts  for  the 
construction  of  any  of  said  vessels  : Provided,  That  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized  to  build  any  of  the  vessels  herein 
authorized  in  such  navy  yards  as  he  may  designate. 

Construction  and  machinery:  On  account  of  hulls  and  outfits  of 
vessels  and  machinery  of  vessels  heretofore  and  herein  authorized,  to 
be  available  until  expended,  $59,000,194. 

Increase  op  the  Navy,  torpedo  boats:  On  account  of  sub- 
marine torpedo  boats  heretofore  authorized,  to  be  available  until 
expended,  $5,282,593. 

Increase  op  the  Navy,  armor  and  armament:  Toward  the  armor 
and  armament  for  vessels  heretofore  and  herein  authorized,  to  be 
available  until  expended,  $47,110,000. 

Increase  of  the  Navy,  ammunition:  Toward  ammunition  for 
the  vessels  herein  authorized,  to  be  available  until  expended, 
$19,485,500. 

Total  increase  of  the  Navy  heretofore  and  herein  authorized, 
$139,345,287. 

To  provide  for  the  speedy  construction  of  the  vessels  herein  author- 
ized and  for  the  additional  cost  incident  thereto,  including  the 
employment  of  more  than  one  shift  of  labor  per  day,  overtime  work, 
and  the  speedy  delivery  of  material,  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  in  his 
discretion  is  hereby  authorized  to  increase  the  total  cost  of  each  of 
said  vessels,  including  armor  and  armament,  not  to  exceed  twenty 
per  centum  thereof  if  any  of  said  vessels  be  constructed  in  Govern- 
ment navy  yards;  and  if  any  of  said  vessels  or  the  armor  or  arma- 
ment for  same  be  constructed  by  private  contract,  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy  in  his  discretion  is  hereby  authorized  to  prescribe  in  the 
contracts  for  same  provisions  for  the  payment  of  premiums  over  and 
above  the  contract  price,  not  to  exceed  twenty  per  centum  thereof, 
for  the  most  expeditious  delivery  of  same,  and  further  provisions  for 
penalties  for  delays  and  failure  to  complete  within  the  contract  time: 
Provided,  That  if,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  the 
most  rapid  and  economical  construction  of  the  battle  cruisers  author- 
ized herein  can  be  obtained  thereby,  he  may  contract  for  the  con- 
struction of  any  or  all  of  them  upon  the  basis  of  actual  cost,  plus  a 
reasonable  profit  to  be  determined  by  him.  That  each  and  every 
employee  of  the  navy  yards,  gun  factories,  naval  stations,  and  arse- 
nals of  the  United  States  Government  is  hereby  granted  thirty  days1 
leave  of  absence  each  year,  without  forfeiture  of  pay  during  such 
leave:  Provided  further,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  to  allow  pro  rata  leave 
only  to  those  serving  twelve  consecutive  months  or  more:  And 
provided  further,  That  in  all  cases  the  heads  of  divisions  shall 
have  discretion  as  to  the  time  when  the  leave  can  best  be  allowed: 
And  provided  further,  That  not  more  than  thirty  days’  leave  with  pay 
shall  be  allowed  any  such  employee  in  one  year:  Provided  further, 
That  this  provision  shall  not  be  construed  to  deprive  employees  of  any 
sick  leave  or  legal  holidays  to  which  they  may  now  be  entitled  under 
existing  law. 
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The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  authorized  to  improve  and  equip  the 
navy  yards  at  Puget  Sound,  Philadelphia,  Norfolk,  New  York,  Boston, 
Portsmouth,  Charleston,  and  New  Orleans  for  the  construction  oi 
such  ships  herein  or  as  may  be  hereafter  authorized  as  may  be  assigned 
to  such  yards  for  construction,  and  the  sum  of  $6,000,000,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  for  this  purpose: 
Provided,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  authorized  to  equip  the 
navy  yards  at  Norfolk,  Philadelphia,  Boston,  and  Puget  Sound  for 
the  construction  of  capital  ships. 

The  Secretary  of  War  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  are  authorized 
and  directed  to  report  to  Congress  at  the  earliest  practicable  date : 

First.  Specific  plans  for  improvement  of  the  harbors  and  canals 
and  connecting  channels  which,  in  their  judgment,  will  best  provide 
adequate  facilities  for  operations  of  the  fleet  for  defense  of  the  harbors 
on  tne  Atlantic,  Gulf,  and  Pacific  coasts  of  the  United  States. 

Second.  The  feasible  extensions  requisite  to  make  existing  approved 
projects  for  improvement  of  the  aforementioned  harbors,  canals,  and 
channels  available  for  the  purposes  stated  in  the  foregoing  paragraph. 

Third.  The  cost  of  each  sucn  several  improvements  calculated  upon 
the  basis  of  completion  thereof  under  contract  within  five  years. 

It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  policy  of  the  United  States  to  adjust 
and  settle  its  international  disputes  through  mediation  or  arbitration, 
to  the  end  that  war  may  be  honorably  avoided.  It  looks  with  appre- 
hension and  disfavor  upon  a general  increase  of  armament  throughout 
the  world,  but  it  realizes  that  no  single  nation  can  disarm,  and  that 
without  a common  agreement  upon  the  subject  every  considerable 
power  must  maintain  a relative  standing  in  military  strength. 

In  view  of  the  premises,,  the  President  is  authorized  and  requested 
to  invite,  at  an  appropriate  time,  not  later  than  the  close  of  the  war 
in  Europe,  all  the,  great  Governments  of  the  world  to  send  representa- 
tives to  a conference  which  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  formu- 
lating a plan  for  a court  of  arbitration  or  other  tribunal,  to  which 
disputed  questions  between  nations  shall  be  referred  for  adjudication 
and  peaceful  settlement,  and  to  consider  the  question  of  disarmament 
and  submit  their  recommendation  to  their  repective  Governments 
for  approval.  The  President  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  nine 
citizens  of  the  United  States,  who,  in  his  judgment,  shall  De  qualified 
for  the  mission  by  eminence  in  the  law  and  by  devotion  to  the  cause 
of  peace,  to  be  representatives  of  the  United  States  in  such  a confer- 
ence. The  President  shall  fix  the  compensation  of  said  representa- 
tives, and  such  secretaries  and  other  employees  as  may  be  needed. 
Two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, is  hereby  appropriated  and  set  aside  and  placed  at  tne  disposal 
of  the  President  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph. 

If  at  any  time  before  the  construction  authorized  by  this  Act  shall 
have  been  contracted  for  there  shall  have  been  established,  with  the 
cooperation  of  the  United  States  of  America,  an  international  tribunal 
or  tribunals  competent  to  secure  peaceful  determinations  of  all  inter- 
national disputes,  and  which  shall  render  unnecessary  the  mainte- 
nance of  competitive  armaments,  then  and  in  that  case  such  naval 
expenditures  as  may  be  inconsistent  with  the  engagements  made  in 
the  establishment  of  such  tribunal  or  tribunals  may  be  suspended, 
when  so  ordered  by  the  President  of  the  United  States. 
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Of  each  of  the  sums  appropriated  by  this  Act,  except  such  amounts 
as  may  be  required  to  meet  obligations  authorized  in  previous  Acts 
and  for  which  contracts  have  been  made,  no  part  shall  be  used  to 
procure  through  purchase  or  contract  any  vessels,  armament,  arti- 
cles, or  materials,  which  the  navy  yards,  gun  factories,  or  other 
industrial  plants  operated  by  the  Navy  Department  are  equipped 
to  supply,  unless  such  Government  plants  are  operated  approxi- 
mately at  their  full  capacity  for  not  less  than  one  regular  shift  each 
working  day,  except  when  contract  costs  are  less  than  costs  in  said 
Government  plants,  and  except  when  said  Government  plants  are 
unable  to  complete  the  work  within  the  time  required,  and  except  in 
cases  of  emergency:  Provided,  That  no  part  of  the  appropriations 
made  in  this  Act  shall  be  available  for  the  salary  or  pay  oi  any  officer, 
manager,  superintendent,  foreman,  or  other  person  having  charge 
of  the  work  of  any  employee  of  the  United  States  Government  whue 
making  or  causing  to  be  made  with  a stop  watch  or  other  time- 
measuring device  a time  study  of  any  job  of  any  such  employee 
between  the  starting  and  completion  thereof,  or  of  the  movements  of 
any  such  employee  while  engaged  upon  such  work;  nor  shall  any 
part  of  the  appropriations  made  in  this  Act  be  available  to  pay  any 
premium  or  bonus  or  cash  reward  to  any  employee  in  addition  to  his 
regular  wages,  except  for  suggestions  resulting  in  improvements  or 
economy  in  the  operation  of  any  Government  plant. 

That  no  part  of  any  sum  herein  appropriated  shall  be  expended 
for  the  purchase  of  structural  steel,  ship  plates,  armor,  armament,  or 
machinery  from  any  persons,  firms,  or  corporations  who  are  parties 
to  any  existing  combination  or  conspiracy  to  monopolize  the  inter- 
state or  foreign  commerce  or  trade  of  the  United'States,  or  the  com- 
merce or  trade  between  the  States  and  any  Territory  or  the  District 
of  Columbia,  in  any  of  the  articles  aforesaid,  and  no  purchase  of 
structural  steel,  ship  plates,  or  machinery  shall  be  made  at  a price 
in  excess  of  a reasonable  profit  above  the  actual  cost  of  manufacture. 
But  this  limitation  shall  in  no  case  apply  to  any  existing  contract. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  directed  to  submit  to  the  Con- 
gress during  its  next  regular  session  a report  on  the  largest  battleship 
which  can  he  undertaken  in  the  United  States  in  the  present  state  of 
the  shipbuilding  and  engineering  sciences  and  arts,  giving  due  con- 
sideration to  the  present  and  prospective  depths  and  other  limiting 
dimensions  of  the  docks  and  harbors  of  the  United  States  and  its 
possessions  and  of  the  locks  of  the  Panama  Canal,  and  he  shall  further 
report  the  principal  characteristics  of  such  a vessel,  giving  the  dis- 
placement, cost,  number  and  size  of  guns,  thickness  of  armor,  speed 
and  cruising  radius,  and  he  shall  further  report  on  the  desirability 
of  building  one  or  more  such  vessels. 

That  no  part  of  any  sum  herein  appropriated  under  ft  Increase  of 
the  Navy”  shall  be  used  for  the  payment  of  any  clerical,  drafting, 
inspection,  or  messenger  service,  or  for  the  pay  of  any  of  the  other 
classified  force  under  the  various  bureaus  of  the  Navy  Department, 
Washington,  District  of  Columbia. 

That  no  part  of  any  sum  appropriated  by  this  Act  shall  be  used 
for  any  expense  of  the  Navy  Department  at  Washington,  District  of 
Columbia,  unless  specific  authority  is  given  by  law  for  such  expendi- 
ture.

An  Act  Making  appropriations  for  the  naval  service  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled , That  the  following  sums  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  appropriated,  to  De  paid  out  of  any  money  in 
the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  naval  service  of 
the  Government  for  the  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred 
and  eighteen,  and  for  other  purposes: 

?AY,  MISCELLANEOUS. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  send  to  Congress  at  the  beginning 
of  its  next  regular  session  a complete  schedule  or  list  showing  the 
amount  of  money  of  all  pay  and  foir  all  allowances  for  eachgrade  of 
officers  in  the  Navy,  including  retired  officers,  and  for  all  officers  in- 
cluded in  this  Act  and  for  all  enlisted  men  so  included. 

For  commissions  and  interests;  transportation  of  funds;  exchange; 
mileage  to  officers  while  traveling  under  orders  in  the  United  States, 
and  for  actual  personal  expenses  of  officers  while  traveling  abroad 
under  orders,  and  for  traveling  expenses  of  civilian  employees,  and  for 
actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses  of  midshipmen  while  proceed- 
ing from  their  homes  to  the  Naval  Academy  for  examination  and 
appointment  as  midshipmen ; for  actual  traveling  expenses  of  female 
nurses;  actual  expenses  of  officers  while  on  shore  patrol  duty;  mileage 
to  officers  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  traveling  under  orders  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy;  hire  of  launches  or  other  small  boats  in  Asiatic 
waters;  for  rent  of  buildings  and  offices  not  in  navy  yards,  including 
the  rental  of  offices  in  the  District  of  Columbia;  expenses  of  courts- 
martial,  prisoners  and  prisons,  and  courts  of  inquiry,  boards  of 
inspection,  examining  boards,  with  clerks’  and  witnesses’  fees,  and 
traveling  expenses  and  costs;  expenses  of  naval  defense  districts; 
stationery  and  recording ; religious  books;  newspapers  and  periodicals 
for  the  naval  service;  all  advertising  for  the  Navy  Department  and 
its  bureaus  (except  advertising  for  recruits  for  the  Bureau  of  Naviga- 
tion); copying;  ferriage;  tolls;  costs  of  suits;  commissions,  warrants, 
diplomas,  ana  discharges:  relief  of  vessels  in  distress;  recovery  of 
valuables  from  shipwrecks;  quarantine  expenses;  reports;  pro- 
fessional investigation;  cost  of  special  instruction  at  home  and 
abroad,  including  maintenance  of  students  and  attaches;  information 
from  abroad  and  at  home,  not  exceeding  $100,000,  and  the  collection 
and  classification  thereof  • all  charges  pertaining  to  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment and  its  bureaus  for  ice  for  the  cooling  of  drinking  water  oil  shore 
(except  at  naval  hospitals),  telephone  rentals  and  tolls,  telegrams,' 
cablegrams,  and  postage,  foreign  and  domestic,  and  post-office  box 
rentals;  and  other  necessary  and  incidental  expenses:  Provided,  That 
the  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  the  appropriation,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  for  clerical,  inspection,  and  messenger 
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service  in  navy  yards,  naval  stations,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen,  shall  not  exceed  $215,000, 
and  for  necessary  expenses  for  the  interned  persons  and  prisoners  of 
war  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Navy  Department,  including  funeral 
expenses  for  such  interned  persons  or  prisoners  of  war  as  may  die 
while  under  such  jurisdiction;  in  all,  $1,134,000:  Provided,  That  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  authorized  to  lease  for  a period  not  to  ex- 
ceed three  years  storage  facilities  in  the  vicinity  of  the  navy  yard, 
Norfolk,  at  an  annual  rental  of  not  exceeding  $14,000,  to  be  paid  out 
of  the  appropriation  “Pay,  miscellaneous.” 

Contingent,  Navy:  For  all  emergencies  and  extraordinary  ex- 
penses, exclusive  of  personal  services  in  the  Navy  Department,  or 
any  of  its  subordinate  bureaus  or  offices  at  Washington,  District  of 
Columbia,  arising  at  home  or  abroad,  but  impossible  to  be  anticipated 
or  classified,  to  be  expended  on  the  approval  and  authority  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and  for  such  purposes  as  he  may  deem  proper, 
$46,000. 

For  actual  expenses  incurred  by  and  in  conhection  with  the  civilian 
Naval  Consulting  Board,  $25,000. 

Investigation  of  fuel  oil:  For  an  investigation  of  fuel  oil  and 
gasoline  adapted  to  naval  requirements,  including  the  question  of 
supply  and  storage  and  the  availability  economically  ana  otherwise 
of  such  supply  as  may  be  afforded  by  the  naval  reserves  on  the  public 
domain,  and  for  such  other  expenses  for  transportation  and  hire*of 
vehicles  in  connection  with  naval  petroleum  reserves  as  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy  may  deem  appropriate;  for  the  purchase  of  necessary 
instruments  and  appliances;  for  the  extension  of  the  naval  fuel-oil 
testing  plant  at  the}  navy  yard,  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  and  the 
temporary  employment  of  civilian  experts  and  assistants,  $60,000. 

Aviation:  For  aviation,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  for  procuring,  producing,  constructing,  oper- 
ating, preserving,  storing,  and  handling  aircraft,’  including  rigid 
dirigibles,  and  appurtenances,  maintenance  of  air  craft  stations  and 
experimental  work  in  development  of  aviation  for  naval  purposes, 
$5,133,000:  Provided , That  the  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  this  appropria- 
tion under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  for  drafting, 
clerical,  inspection,  and  messenger  service  for  aircraft  stations  shall 
not  exceed  $75,000. 

To  enable  the  Secretary  of  War  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to 
secure  by  purchase,  condemnation,  donation,  or  otherwise,  such  basic 
patent  or  patents  as  they  may  consider  necessary  to  the  manufacture 
and  development  of  aircraft  in  the  United  States  and  its  dependen- 
cies, for  governmental  and  civil  purposes,  under  such  regulations  as 
the  Secretary  of  War  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  prescribe, 
$1,000,000. 

Provided,  That  such  arrangements  may  be  made  in  relation  to  the 
purchase  of  any  basic  patent  connected  with  the  manufacture  and 
development  of  aircraft  m the  United  States  as  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Secretary  of  War  and  the  Secretary  pf  the  Navy  will  be  of  the  greatest 
advantage  to  the  Government  and  to  the  development  of  the  indus- 
try. 

Provided,  further,  That  in  the  event  ther§  shall  be  pending  in  court 
litigation  involving  the  validity  of  said  patent  or  patents,  bond,  with 
good  and  approved  security  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  indemnify  the 
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United  States,  shall  be  required,  payable  to  the  United  States,  con- 
ditioned to  repay  to  the  United  States  the  amount  paid  for  said 
patent  or . patents  in  the  event  said  patent  or  patents  are  finally 
adjudged  invalid. 

National  Advisory  Committee  for  Aeronautics:  For  scientific 
research,  technical  investigations,  and  special  reports  in  the  field  of 
aeronautics,  including  the  necessary  laboratory  and  technical  assist- 
ants; traveling  expenses  of  members  and  employees;  rent  (office  in 
the  District  of  Columbia  not  to  exceed  $1,500);  office  supplies,  print- 
ing, and.  other  miscellaneous  expenses;  clerks;  draftsmen;  personal 
services  in  the  field  and  in  the  District  of  Columbia;  Provided , That 
the  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  this  appropriation  for  clerical,  drafting, 
watchmen,  and  messenger  service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen,  shall  not  exceed  $12,000; 
in  all,  $107,000. 

The  balances  under  the  several  items  of  the  appropriation  “ National 
Advisory  Cpmmittee  for  Aeronautics,  ”■  carried  in  the  Act  making 
appropriations  for  the  naval  service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  approved  August  twenty- 
ninth,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  are  hereby  consolidated  into  a 
single  fund  and  may  be  expended  by  the  committee  for  its  purposes  as 
stated  in  the  paragraph  of  Public  Act  Numbered  Two  hundred  and 
seventy-one,  Sixty-third  Congress,  approved  March  third,  nineteen 
hundred  and  fifteen,  establishing  the  committee. 

State  marine  schools:  To  reimburse  the  State  of  New  York; 
$25,000,  and  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  $25,000,  for  expenses  incurred 
in  the  maintenance  and  support  of  marine  schools  in  those  States  in 
accordance  with  section  two  of  the  Act  entitled  “An  Act  for  the 
establishment  of  marine  schools,  and  for  other  purposes/'  approved 
March  fourth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven;  in  all,  $50,000. 

Care  of  lepers,  islands  of  Guam  and  Culion:  Naval  station, 
island  of  Guam:  Maintenance  and  care  of  lepers,  special  patients,  ana 
for  other  purposes,  including  cost  of  transfer  of  lepers  from  Guam  to 
the  island  oi  Culion,  in  the  Philippines,  and  their  maintenance, 
$20,000. 

BUREAU  OF  navigation* 

Transportation:  For  travel  allowance  of  enlisted  men  discharged  on 
account  of  expiration  of  enlistment;  transportation  of  enlisted  men 
and  apprentice  seamen  and  applicants  for  enlistment  at  home  and 
abroad,  with  subsistence  and  transfers  en  route,  or  cash  in  lieu  thereof ; 
transportation  to  their  homes,  if  residents  of  the  United  States*  of 
enlisted  men  and  apprentice  seamen  discharged  on  medical  survey, 
with  subsistence  ana  transfers  en  route,  or.  cash  in  lieu  thereof; 
transportation  of  sick  or  insane  enlisted  men  and  apprentice  seamen 
to  hospitals,  with  subsistence  and  transfers  en  route,  or  cash  in  lien 
thereof;  transportation  of  enrolled  men  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force 
to  and  from  duty,  with  subsistence  and  transfers  en  route,  or  cash  in 
lieu  thereof;  apprehension  and  delivery  of  deserters  and  stragglers, 
and  for  railway  guides  and  other  expenses  incident  to  transportation,. 
$1,060,524.  ■ 

Recruiting:  Expenses  of  recruiting  for  the  naval  service;  rent  of 
rendezvous  and  expenses  of  maintaining  the  same;  purchase,  rental; 
maintenance,  operation,  exchange,  and  repair  of  motor-propelled 
4832° — S.  Doc,  428, 66-3 32 
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passenger-carrying  vehicles  for  official  use;  advertising  for  and  obtain- 
ing men  and  apprentice  seamen;  actual  and  necessary  expenses  in  lieu 
of  mileage  to  officers  on  duty  with  traveling  recruiting  parties, 
5419,228.84. 

So  much  of  the  Act  entitled  “ An  Act  making  appropriations  for  the 
Naval  Service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  seventeen,”  and  approved  August  twenty-ninth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  sixteen,  which  reads  as  follows,  is  hereby  repealed : 

“ Provided , That  any  person  who  may  hereafter  enhst  in  the  Navy 
for  the  first  time  shall,  m time  of  peace,  if  he  so  elects,  receive  dis- 
charge therefrom  without  cost  to  himself  during  the  month  of  June 
or  December,  respectively,  following  the  completion  of  one  yearns 
service  at  sea.  An  honorable  discharge  may  be  granted  under  this 
provision;  but  when  so  granted  shall  not  entitle  the  holder,  in  case  of 
reenlistment,  to  the  benefits  of  an  honorable  discharge  granted  upon 
completion  of  an  enlistment:  And  provided  further,  That,  at  the  time, 
he  is  not  under  charges,  or  undergoing  punishment,  or  in  debt  to  the 
Government.” 

Provided , That  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to 
enlistments  under  the  operation  of  the  Act  hereby  repealed. 

The  Act  entitled  “An  Act  authorizing  certain  officers  of  the  Navy 
and  Marine  Corps  to  administer  oaths/*  approved  January  twenty- 
fifth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  as  amended  by  the  Act  of 
March  third,  nineteen  hundred  and  one,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
further  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

That  judges  advocate  of  naval  general  courts-martial  and  courts 
of  inquiry,  and  all  commanders  in  chief  of  naval  squadrons,  com- 
mandants of  navy  yards  and  stations,  officers  commanding  vessels  of 
the  Navy,  and  recruiting  officers  of  the  Navy,  and  the  adjutant  and 
inspector,  assistants  adjutant  and  inspector,  commanding  officers, 
recruiting  officers  of  the  Marine  Corps,  and  such  other  officers  of  the 
Regular  Navy  and  Marine  Corps,  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force,  of  the 
Marine  Corps  Reserve,  and  of  the  National  Naval  Volunteers  as  may 
be  hereafter  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  authorized  to  administer  oaths  for  the  purposes  of  the 
administration  of  naval  justice  and  for  other  purposes  of  naval 
administration. 

That  hereafter  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  authorize  the  senior 
officer  present,  or  other  commanding  officer,  on  a foreign  station  to 
order  boards  of  medical  examiners,  examining  boards,  and  retiring 
boards  for  the  examination  of  such  candidates  for  appointment,  pro- 
motion, and  retirement  in  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  as  may  be 
serving  in  such  officer’s  command  and  may  be  directed  to  appear 
before  any  such  board. 

Contingent:  Ferriage,  continuous-service  certificates,  discharges, 
good~oonauct  badges,  and  medals  for  then  and  boys;  purchase  oi 
gymnastic' apparatus;  transportation  of  effects  of  deceasea  officers  and

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Gunnery  and  engineering  exercises:  Prizes,  trophies,  and 
badges  for  excellence  in  gunnery,  target  practice,  engineering  exer- 
cises and  for  economy  in  coal  consumption,  to  be  awarded  under  such 
rules  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  formulate;  for  the  purposes 
of  printing,  recording,  classifying,  compiling,  and  publishing  the  rules 
ana  results;  for  the  establishment  ana  maintenance  of  shooting  gal- 
leries. target  houses,  targets  and  ranges;  for  hiring  established  ranges, 
and  for  transporting  the  civilian  assistants  and  equipment  to  and 
from  ranges,  $205,000. 

Outfits  on  first  enlistment:  Outfits  for  all  enlisted  men  and 
apprentice  seamen  of  the  Navy  on  first  enlistment,  at  not  to  exceed 
$60  each;  for  the  clothing  gratuity  of  officers  and  men  of  the  Naval 
Reserve  Force,  $50  each  for  officers  and  $30  each  for  men;  in  all, 
$2,385,920. 

Maintenance  of  naval  auxiliaries:  Pay,  transportation,  ship- 
ping and  subsistence  of  civilian  officers  and  crews  of  naval  auxiliaries, 
and  all  expenses  connected  with  naval  auxiliaries  employed  in  emer- 
gencies which  can  not  be  paid  from  other  appropriations,  $1,144,390.

maneuvers,  field  or  other  instruction,  or  encampment  of  any  part  of 
the  Regular  Navy  afloat,  on  shore,  or  in  the  Office  of  Naval  Militia 
Affairs;  for  prizes,  trophies,  and  badges  for  excellence  in  gunnery 
exercises  ana  target  practice  of  the  Naval  Militia;  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  for  issue  to  the  Naval  Militia  any  stores  and  supplies  or 

Jmblications  which  are  supplied  to  the  Navy  by  any  department; 
or  the  actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses,  together  with  a per 
diem  not  to  exceed  $10  to  be  established  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  of  the  Naval  Militia  Board  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy;  and  for  the  necessary  clerical  and  office  expenses  of  the  Office 
of  Naval  Militia  Affairs  in  the  Bureau  of  Navigation,  and  for  re- 
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tainer  pay  of  officers  and  enlisted  men,  and  traveling  and  other  neces- 
sary expenses  of  the  Naval  Militia  and  National  Naval  Volunteers, 
$1,527,617.70. 

For  the  completion  of  the  alteration,  installation  of  machinery,  and 
repair  of  the  United  States  ship  Topeka,  $85,500. 

That  so  much  of  the  Act  entitled  “An  Act  making  appropriations 
for  the  naval  service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  seventeen,  and  for  other  purposes,”  approved 
August  twenty-ninth,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  whicn  reads 
as  follows:

packing  boxes  and  materials;  and  all  other  contingent  expenses;

ments for  apprentice  seamen;  in  all,  $92,000. 

Naval  training  station,  Rhodj:  Island:  Maintenance  of  naval 
training  station,  Coasters  Harbor  Island,  Rhode  Island:  Labor  and 
material;  buildings  and  wharves;  dredging  channels;  extending  sea 
walls;  repairs  to  causeway  and  sea  wall;  general  care,  repairs,  and 
improvements  of  grounds,  buildings,  and  wharves;  wharfage,  fer- 
riage, and  street  car  fare;  purchase  and  maintenance  of  live  stock, 
ana  attendance  on  same ; wagons,  carts,  implements,  and  tools,  and 
repairs  to  same,  including  the  maintenance,  repair,  and  operation  of 
two  horse-drawn  passenger-carrying  vehicles  to  be  used  only  for 
official  purposes;  fire  engines  and  extinguishers;  gymnastic  imple- 
ments; models  and  other  articles  needed  in  instruction  of  apprentice 
seamen;  printing  outfit  and  materials,  and  maintenance  of  same;

The  President,  in  his  discretion,  is  authorized  to  reduce  the  course 
pf  instruction  at  the  Naval  Academy  from  four  to  three  years  for  a 

Period  of  two  years  from  the  date  of  tne  approval  of  this  Act,  and  may 
uring  said  two  years  graduate  classes  which  have  completed  a 
three-year  course. 

Hereafter  all  laws  relating  to  the  examination  of  officers  of  the 
Navy  for  promotion  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  the  regular  ad- 
vancement of  staff  officers  to  higher  ranks  on  the  active  fist,  the  same 
as  though  such  advancements  in  rank  were  promotions  to  higher 
grades:  Provided , That  nothing  in  this  paragraph  shall  be  construed 
as  in  any  way  affecting  the  original  appointment  of  officers  to  the 
Dental  Corps  as  provided  in  the  Act  approved  August  twenty-ninth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  making  appropriations  for  the  naval 
service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred 
and  seventeen,  and  for  other  purposes,  and  the  time  served  by  dental 
surgeons  as  acting  or  acting  assistant  dpntal  surgeons  shall  be  reck- 
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oned  in  computing  the  increased  service  pay  and  service  for  promo- 
tion of  such  as  are  commissioned  under  said  Act. 

Whoever  shall  forge,  counterfeit,  or  falsely  alter  any  certificate  of 
discharge  from  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States, 
or  shall  in  any  manner  aid  or  assist  in  forging,  counterfeiting,  or  falsely 
altering  any  such  certificate,  or  shall  use,  unlawfully  have  in  his 
possession,  exhibit,  or  cause  to  be  used  or  exhibited,  any  such  forged, 
counterfeited,  or  falsely  altered  certificate,  knowing  the  same  to  be 
forged,  counterfeited,  or  falsely  altered,  shall  be  fined^  not  more 
than  $1,000  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  one  year,  or  both,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  court. 

Provisions,  Navy:  For  provisions  and  commuted  rations  for  the 
seamen  and  marines,  which  commuted  rations  may  be  paid  to  caterers 
of  messes,  in  case  of  death  or  desertion,  upon  orders  of  the  com- 
manding officers,  commuted  rations  for  officers  on  sea  duty  (other 
than  commissioned  officers  of  the  fine,  Medical  and  Pay  Corps, 
chaplains,  chief  boatswains,  chief  gunners,  chief  carpenters,  chief 
machinists,  chief  pay  clerks,  and  chief  saihnakers)  and  midshipmen, 
and  commuted  rations  stopped  on  account  of  sick  in  hospital  and 
credited  at  the  rate  of  50  cents  per  ration  to  the  naval  hospital  fund; 
subsistence  of  officers  and  men  unavoidably  detained  or  absent  from 
vessels  to  which  attached  under  orders  (during  which  subsistence 
rations  to  be  stopped  on  board  ship  and  no  credit  for  commutation 
therefor  to  be  given);  subsistence  of  men  on  detached  duty;  sub- 
sistence of  members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  during  period  of 
active  service;  and  for  subsistence  of  female  nurses  and  Navy  a,nd 
Marine  Corps  general  courts-martial  prisoners  undergoing  imprison- 
ment with  sentences  of  dishonorable  discharge  from  the  service  at  the 
expiration  of  such  confinement:*  Provided , That  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  is  authorized  to  commute  rations  for  "such  general  courts- 
martial  prisoners  in  such  amounts  as  seem  to  him  proper,  which  may 
vary  in  accordance  with  the  location  of  the  naval  prison,  but  which 
shall  in  no  case  exceed  30  cents  per  diem  for  each  ration  so  commuted; 
and  for  the  purchase  of  United  States  Army  emergency  rations  as 
required;  in  all,  $10,144,943.40,  to  be  available  until  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nineteen. 

Clothing  and  small-stores  fund:  For  purchase  of  clo' thing  and 
small-stores  for  issue  to  the  naval  service,  to  be  added  to  the  “Clothing 
and  small-stores  fund,”  $1,500,000. 

Reserve  material,  Navy:  For  procuring  apparatus  and  materials 
(other  than  ordnance  materials  ana  medical  stores) . as  a war  reserve 
necessary  to  be  carried  in  the  supply  departments  for  the  purpose  of 
fitting  out  vessels  of  the  fleet  ana  merchant  auxiliaries  in  time  of  war 
or  when,  in  the  opinion  of  the  President,  a national  emergency  exists, 
to  be  immediately  available  and  to  continue  available  until  expended, 
$3,000,000:  Provided , That,  to  prevent  deterioration  such  materials 
shall  be  used  as  required  in  time  of  peace,  and  when  so  used  reim- 
bursement shall  be  made  to  this  appropriation  from  current  naval 
appropriations  in  order  that  additional  stocks  may  be  procured. 

Maintenance,  Bureau  of  Supplies  and  Accounts:  For  fuel;  the 
removal  and  transportation  of  ashes  and  garbage  from  ships  of  war; 
books,  blanks,  ana  stationery,  including  stationery  for  commanding 
and  navigating  officers  of  smps,  chaplams  on  shore  and  afloat,  and 
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for  the  use  of  courts-martial  on  board  ships;  purchase,  repair,  and 
exchange  of  typewriters  for  ships;  packing  boxes  and  materials; 
interior  fittings  for  general  storehouses,  pay  offices,  and  accounting 
offices  in  navy  yards;  expenses  of  disbursmg  officers;  coffee  mills  and 
repairs  thereto;  expenses  of  naval  clothing  factory  , and.  machinery 
for  the  same;  laboratory  equipment;  purcnase  of  articles  of  equi- 
page at  home  and  abroad  under  the  cognizance  of  the  Bureau  of 
Supplies  and  Accounts,  and  for  the  payment  of  labor  in  equipping 
vessels  therewith,  and  the  manufacture  of  such  articles  in  the  fceverm 
navy  yards;  musical  instruments  and  music;  mess  outfits;  soap  on 
board  naval  vessels;  athletic  outfits;  tolls,  ferriages,  ypemen’s  stores, 
safes,  and  other  incidental  expenses;  labor  in  general  storehouses, 
paymasters’  offices,  and  accounting  offices  in  navy  yards  and  naval 
stations,  including  naval  stations  maintained  in  island  possessions 
under  the  control  of  the  United  States,  and  expenses  in  handling 
stores  purchased  and  manufactured  under  “ General  account  of 
advances”;  and  reimbursement  to  appropriations  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  of  cost  of  inspection  of  meats  and  meat  food  products 
for  the  Navy  Department:  Provided , That  the  sum  to  be  paid  out 
of  this  appropriation,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  for  chemists  and  for  clerical,  inspection,  storeman,  store 
laborer,  and  messenger  service  in  the  supply  and  accounting  depart- 
ments of  the  navy  yards  and  naval  stations  and  disbursing  offices 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
eighteen,  shall  not  exceed  $1,650,000;  in  all,  $3,250,000. 

Freight,  Bureau  of  Supplies  and  Accounts;  All  freight  and 
express  charges  pertaining  to  the  Navy  Department  and  its  bureaus, 
except  the  transportation  of  coal  for  the  Bureau  of  Supplies  and 
Accounts,  $850,000. 

Fuel  and  transportation  : Coal  and  other  fuel  for  steamers’ 
and  ships’  use,  including  expenses  of  transportation,  storage,  and 
handling  the  same;  maintenance  and  general  operation  of  machinery 
of  naval  fuel  depots  and  fuel  plants;  water  for  all  purposes  on  board 
naval  vessels;  and  ice  for  the  cooling  of  water,  including  the  expense 
of  transportation  and  storage  of  both,  $6,500,000. 

Officers  of  the  Corps  of  Civil  Engineers  hereafter  appointed  shall, 
from  the  date  of  their  original  appointment,  take  rank  and  preced- 
ence with  Lieutenants  (junior  grade). 

That  the  President  of  the  United  States  is  authorized,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  to  appoint  Leonard  G.  Hoffman, 
secretary  to  the  late  Admiral  of  the  Navy,  an  assistant  paymaster 
ip  the  United  States  Navy,  as  an  additional  number  in  said  grade 
or  to  any  grade  to  which  he  may  hereafter  be  promoted:  Provided , 
That  the  services  of  the  said  Leonard  G.  Hoffman  as  secretary  to 
the  late  Admiral  of  the  Navy  shall,  for  purposes  pf  pay  be  credited, 
to  him  as  service  in  the  Navy. 

BUREAU  OF  CONSTRUCTION  AND  REPAIR. 

Construction  and  repair  of  vessels:  For  preservation  and 
completion  of  vessels  on  the  stocks  and  in  ordinary;  purchase  of 
materials  and  stores  of  all  kinds;  steam  steerers,  pneumatic  steerers, 
steam  capstans,  steam  windlasses,  and  all  other  auxiliaries;  labor  in 
navy  yard$  and  op  foreign  stations ; purchase  of  machinery  andtools 
for  use  in  shops;  carrying  on  work  of  experimental  model  tank  and 
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wind  tunnel;  designing  naval  vessels;  construction  and  repair  of  yard 
craft,  lighters,  and  barges;  wear,  tear,  and  repair  of  vessels  afloat; 
general  care,  increase,  and  protection  of  the  Navy  in  the  line  of  con- 
struction and  repair;  incidental  expenses  for  vessels  and  navy  yards, 
inspectors’  offices,  such  as  photographing,  books,  professional  maga- 
zines, plans,  stationery,  and  instruments  for  drafting  room,  and  lor 
pay  of  classified  forcQ  under  the  bureau;  for  hemp,  wire,  iron,  and 
other  materials  for  the  manufacture  of  cordage,  anchors,  cables,  gal- 
leys, and  chains;  specifications  for  purchase  thereof  shall  be  so  pre- 

?>ared  as  shall  give  fair  and  free  competition;  canvas  for  the  manu- 
acture  of  sails,  awnings,  hammocks,  and  other  work;  interior 
appliances  and  tools  for  manufacturing  purposes  in  navy  yards  and 
naval  stations ; and  for  the  purchase  oi  all  other  articles  of  equipage 
at  home  and  abroad ; and  for  the  payment  of  labor  in  equipping  vessels 
therewith  and  manufacture  of  such  articles  in  the  several  navy  yards; 
naval  signals  and  apparatus,  other  than  electric,  namely,  signals, 
lights,  lanterns,  rockets,  running  lights,  lanterns,  and  lamps  and  their 
appendages  for  general  use  on  board  ship  for  illuminating  purposes; 
and  oil  and  candles  used  in  connection  therewith ; bunting  and  other 
materials  for  making  and  repairing  flags  of  all  kinds ; for  all  permanent 

f alley  fittings  and  equipage;  rugs,  carpets,  curtains,  and  hangings  on 
oard  naval  vessels,  $12,850,000:  Provided , That  no  part  of  this  sum 
shall  be  applied  to  the  repair  of  any  wooden  ship  when  the  estimated 
cost  of  such  repairs,  to  be  appraised  by  a competent  board  of  naval 
officers,  shall  exceed  ten  per  centum  of  the  estimated  cost,  appraised 
in  like  manner,  of  a new  ship  of  the  same  size  and  like  material: 
Provided  further,  That  no  part  of  this  sum  shall  be  applied  to  the  repair 
of  any  other  ship  when  the  estimated  cost  of  such  repairs,  to  be 
appraised  by  a competent  board  of  naval  officers,  shall  exceed  twenty 
per  centum  of  the  estimated  cost,  appraised  in  like  manner,  of  a new 
ship  of  the  same  size  and  like  material:  Provided  further,  That  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  deprive  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  of  the 
authority  to  order  repairs  of  ships  damaged  m foreign  waters  or  on 
the  high  seas,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  bring  them  home:  Pro- 
vided further,  That  the  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  this  appropriation,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  for  clerical,  drafting, 
inspection,  watchmen  (ship  keepers),  and  messenger  service  in  navy 
yards,  naval  stations,  and  officers  of  superintending  naval  construc- 
tors for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
eighteen,  shall  not  exceed  $1,650,000. 

Improvement  of  construction  plants:  For  repairs  and  im- 
provements of  machinery  and  implements  at  construction  plants  at 
navy  yards  at  Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire,  $10,000;  Boston,  Massa- 
chusetts, $25,000;.  New  York,  New  York,  $35,000;  Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania,  $25,000;  Norfolk,  Virginia,  $35,000;  Charleston,  South 
Carolina,  $10,000;  Mare  Island,  California,  $35,000;  Puget  Sound, 
Washington,  $25,000;  in  all,  $200,000. 

Construction  of  Coast  Guard  cutters  : The  limit  of  cost  of  two 
steam  Coast  Guard  cutters  for  service  on  the  Pacific  coast  and  in 
Alaskan  waters,  authorized  by  the  Act  entitled  “An  Act  making  ap- 
propriations for  the  naval  service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  and  for  other  ‘purposes,” 
approved  August  twenty-ninth,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  to  be, 
and  hereby  is,  increased  from  $700,000  to  $900,000.

The  limit  of  cost  of  one  steam  Coast  Guard  cutter  for  service  as 
anchorage  patrol  boat  in  New  York  Harbor,  authorized  hy  the  Act 
entitled  “An  Act  making  appropriations  for  the  naval  service  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen 
and  for  other  purposes,”  approved  August  twenty-ninth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  sixteen,  to  be,  and  hereby  is,  increased  from  $125,000 
to  $185,000. 

That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  hereby  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  construct  and  equip  one  Coast  Guard  cutter  for  duty  on  the 
Atlantic  coast,  with  headquarters  at  Beaufort,  North  Carolina;  one 
Coast  Guard  cutter  for  service  on  the  Great  Laxes,  with  headquarters 
at  Detroit,  Michigan,  to  replace  the  old  cutter  Morrill;  and  one  Coast 
Guard  cutter  for  service  on  the  Pacific  Ocean,  with  headquarters  at 
Honolulu,  Hawaii,  to  replace  the  condemned  cutter  Thetis,  at  a limit 
of  cost  not  to  exceed,  tor  the  three  cutters,  a total  of  $1,350,000. 
On  account  of  Coast  Guard  cutters  herein  authorized,  to  be  available 
until  expended,  $675,000.

and  for  those  who  may  be  retired  during  the  fiscal  year,  $175,986.

Mileage:  For  mileage  to  officers  traveling  under  orders  without

Fuel,  Marine  Corps:  For  heat,  light,  and  commutation  thereof 
for  the  authorized  allowance  of  quarters  for  officers  and  enlisted  men, 
and  other  buildings  and  grounds  pertaining  to  the  Marine  Corps’ 
fuel,  electricity,  and  oil  for  cooking,  power,  and  other  purposes;  and 
sales  to  officers,  $260,000. 

Military  stores,  Marine  Corps:  Pay  of  chief  armorer,  at  $4  per 
diem;  one  mechanic,  at  $3  per  diem;  two  mechanics,  at  $2.50  each 
per  diem;  one  chief  electrician,  at  $4  per  diem,  and  one  assistant  elec- 
trician, at  $3.50  per  diem;  per  diem  of  enlisted  men  employed  on 
constant  labor  for  periods  of  not  less  than  ten  days;  purchase  of 
military  equipments,  such  as  rifles,  revolvers,  cartridge  boxes,  bayonet 
scabbards,  haversacks,  blanket  bags,  canteens,  rifle  slings,  swords, 
drums,  trumpets,  flags,  waistbelts,  waist  plates,  cartridge  belts,  spare 
parts  for  repairing  rifles,  machetes;  purchase  and  repair  of  tents,  field 
cots,  field  ovens,  and  stoves  for  tents;  purchase  ana  repair  of  instru- 
ments for  bands;  purchase  of  music  and  musical  accessories;  pur- 
chase and  marking  of  prizes  for  excellence  in  gunnery  and  rifle  prac- 
tice; good-conduct  badges;  medals  awarded  to  officers  and  enlisted 
men  by  the  Government  for  conspicuous,  gallant,  and  special  service; 
incidental  expenses  of  schools  of  application;  construction,  equip- 
ment, and  maintenance  of  school,  library,  and  amusement  rooms  and 
gymnasiums  for  enlisted  men,  and  the  purchase  and  repair  of  all  ar- 
ticles of  field  sports  for  enlisted  men;  purchase  and  repair  of  signal 
equipment  and  stores;  establishment  and  maintenance  of  targets  and 
ranges,  renting  ranges,  construction  of  buildings  for  temporary  shelter 
and  preservation  of  stores,  and  entrance  fees  in  competitions;  pro- 
curing, preserving,  and  handling  ammunition  and  other  necessary 
military  supplies;  in  all,  $852,000. 

Camps  of  instruction:  For  the  establishment  and  maintenance 
of  camps  of  instruction  as  authorized  in  the  naval  approprition  Act, 
approved  August  twenty-ninth,  nineteen  hundrea  and  sixteen1 
$31,000.

barracks,  quarters,  and  other  public  buildings  on  constant  labor  for 
periods  of  not  less  than  ten  days,  $220,000. 
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Forage,  Marine  Corps:  For  f of  age  in  kind  and  stabling  for  public 
animals  of  the  Quartermaster’s  Department  and  the  authorized  num- 
ber of  officers’  horses,  $68,000. 

Commutation  of  quarters,  Marine  Corps:  Commutation  of 
quarters  for  enlisted  men  on  recruiting  duty,  for  officers  and  enlisted 
men  serving  with  troops  where  there  are  no  public  quarters  belonging 
to  the  Government,  and  where  there  are  not  sufficient  quarters  pos- 
sessed by  the  United  States  to  accommodate  them;  commutation  of 
quarters  for  enlisted  men  employed  as  clerks  and  messengers  in  the 
offices  of  the  commandant,  adjutant  and  inspector,  paymaster,  and 
quartermaster,  and  the  offices  of  the  assistant  adjutant  and  inspectors, 
assistant  paymasters,  assistant  quartermasters,  at  $21  each  per 
month,  and  for  enlisted  men  employed  as  messengers  in  said  offices, 
at  $10  each  per  month,  $167,000. 

Contingent,  Marine  Corps:  For  freight,  expressage,  tolls,  cart- 
age, advertising,  washing  of  bed  sacks,  mattress  covers,  pillow- 
cases, towels,  and  sheets,  funeral  expenses  of  officers  and  enlisted  men 
and  retired  enlisted  men  of  the  Marine  Corps,  including  the  trans- 
portation of  bodies  and  their  arms  and  wearing  apparel  from  the 
place  of  demise  to  the  homes  of  the  deceased  in  the  United  States; 
stationery  and  other  paper,  printing  and  binding;  telegraphing,  rent 
of  telephones;  purchase,  repair,  and  exchange  ol  typewriters;  appre- 
hension of  stragglers  and  deserters;  per  diem  of  enlisted  men  employed 
on  constant  labor  for  periods  of  not  less  than  ten  days;  employment 
of  civilian  labor;  purchase,  repair,  and  installation  and  maintenance 
of  gas,  electric,  sewer,  and  water  pipes  and  fixtures;  office  and  bar- 
racks furniture,  camp  and  garrison  equipage  and  implements;  mess 
utensils  for  enlisted  men;  packing  boxes,  wrapping  paper,  oilcloth, 
crash,  rope,  twine,  quarantine  fees,  camphor  and  carbolized  paper, 
carpenters’  tools,  tools  for  police  purposes,  safes,  purchase,  hire, 
repair,  and  maintenance  of  such  harness,  wagons,  motor  wagons, 
armored  automobiles,  carts,  drays,  motor-propelled  and  horse-drawn 
passenger-carrying  vehicles,  to  be  used  only  for  official  purposes,  and 
other  vehicles  as  are  required  for  the  transportation  of  troops  and 
supplies  and  for  official  military  and  garrison  purposes;  purchase  of 
public  horses  and  mules;  services  of  veterinary  surgeons,  and  medi- 
cines for  public  animals,  and  the  authorized  number  of  officers’ 
horses;  purchase  of  mounts  and  horse  equipment  for  all  officers 
below  the  grade  of  major  required  to  be  mounted;  shoeing  for  public 
animals  and  the  authorized  number  of  officers’  horses;  purchase  and 
repair  of  hose,  fire  extinguishers,  hand  grenades,  carts,  wheelbarrows, 
and  lawn  mowers;  purchase,  installation,  and  repair  of  cooking  and 
heating  stoves  and  furnaces;  purchase  of  towels,  soap,  combs,  and 
brushes  for  offices;  postage  stamps  for  foreign  and  registered  postage; 
books,  newspapers,  ana  periodicals;  improving  parade  grounds; 
repair  of  pumps  and  wharves,  water;  straw  for  bedding,  mattresses; 
mattress  covers,  pillows,  sheets;  furniture  for  Government  quarters 
and  repair  of  same;  packing  and  crating  officers’  allowance  of  bag- 
gage on  change  of  station;  deodorizers,  lubricants,  disinfectants;  and 
for  all  emergencies  and  extraordinary  expenses  arising  at  home  and 
abroad,  but  impossible  to  anticipate  or  classify,  $846,385:  Provided , 
That  hereafter  no  part  of  the  pay  and  allowances  authorized  for 
enlisted  men  detailed  as  clerks  and  messengers  in  the  office  of  the 
Major  General  Commandant  and  the  several  staff  offices  shall  be 
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forfeited  when  granted  furlough  for  not  exceeding  thirty  days  in  each 
calendar  year.

INCREASE  OF  THE  NAVY. 

Of  the  vessels  authorized  in  the  “Act  making  appropriations  for 
the  naval  service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  seventeen,  and  for  other  purposes,”  approved  August 
twenty-ninth,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  the  construction  of  the 
following  vessels  shall  be  begun  as  soon  as  practicable  at  a cost  ex- 
clusive of  armor  and  armament  not  to  exceed  the  following  amounts: 
Three  battleships,  $15,500,000  each;  one  battle  cruiser,  $19,000,000; 
three  scout  cruisers,  $6,000,000.  each;  fifteen  destroyers,  $1,300,000 
each ; one  destroyer  tender,  $2,300,000 ; one  submarine  tender,  $1,900,- 
000 ; eighteen  coast  submarines  to  have  a surface  displacement  of  about 
eight  hundred  tons  each,  $1,300,000  each,  and  the  limits  of  cost  for  the 
four  battle  cruisers  and  for  three  scout  cruisers  authorized  and  appro- 
priated for  in  said  Act  but  not  yet  contracted  for,  are  increased  to  not 
to  exceed  $19,000,000  each  for  the  battle  cruisers  and  $6,000,090  each 
for  the  scout  cruisers,  exclusive  of  armor  and  armament,  and  the 
construction  of  said  vessels  shall  be  begun  as  soon  as  practicable. 

Construction  and  machinery:  On  account  of  hulls  and  outfits 
and  machinery  of  three  battleships,  one  battle  cruiser,  three  scout 
cruisers,  fifteen  destroyers,  one  submarine  tender,  one  destroyer 
tender,  and  other  vessels  heretofore  authorized,  to  be  available  until 
expended,  $93,123,000. 

Increase  of  the  Navy,  torpedo  boats:  On  account  of  sub- 
marine torpedo  boats  heretofore  authorized  $16,816,110,  and  on 
account  of  the  eighteen  additional  coast  submarine  torpedo  boats 
herein  appropriated  for  $6,115,170;  in  all,  submarine  torpedo  boats, 
$22,931,280,  to  be  available  until  expended. 

Increase  of  the  Navy,  armor  and  armament:  Toward  the  armor 
and  armament  for  vessels  heretofore  authorized  and  the  additional 
vessels  herein  appropriated  for,  to  be  available  until  expended, 
$44,180,000. 

Increase  of  the  Navy,  ammunition:  Toward  the  ammunition 
for  the  vessels  heretofore  authorized  and  for  the  additional  vessels 
herein  appropriated  for,  to  be  available  until  expended,  $14,528,043. 

Total  increase  of  the  Navy  heretofore  authorized  and  herein 
appropriated  for,  $174,762,323. 

That  in  case  of  national  emergency  the  President  is  authorized  to 
suspend  provisions  of  law  prohibiting  more  than  eight  hours  labor  in 
any  one  day  of  persons  engaged  upon  work  covered  by  contracts 
with  the  United  States:  Provided  further,  That  the  wages  of  persons 
employed  upon  such  contracts  shall  be  computed  on  a basic  day 
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rate  of  eight  hours  work,  with  overtime  rates  to  be  paid  for  at  not 
less  than  time  and  one-half  for  all  hours  work  in  excess  of  eight  hours. 

NAVAL  EMERGENCY  FUND. 

To  enable  the  President  to  secure  the  more  economical  and  expe- 
ditious delivery  of  materials,  equipment,  and  munitions  and  secure 
the  more  expeditious  construction  of  ships  authorized  and  for  the 
purchase  or  construction  of  such  additional  torpedo  boat  destroyers, 
submarine  chasers  and  such  other  naval  small  craft,  including  air- 
craft, guns  and  ammunition  for  all  of  said  vessels  and  aircraft  and 
for  each  and  every  purpose  connected  therewith,  as  the  President  may 
direct,  to  be  expended  at  the  direction  and  in  the  discretion  of  the 
President,  $115,000,000,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary, 
and  to  be  immediately  available. 

In  addition  to  the  eighteen  submarines  hereinbefore  appropriated 
for,  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
proceed  at  once  to  cause  to  be  constructed  twenty  coast  submarines 
to  have  a surface  displacement  of  about  eight  hundred  tons  each 
at  a cost  not  to  exceed  $1,300,000  each,  exclusive  of  armor  and  arma- 
ment, on  the  most  approved  lines  according  to  plans  and  specifica- 
tions to  be  provided  or  adopted  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy.  The 
same  may  be  let  by  contract  to  private  builders  or  constructed  by 
the  Government  in  navy  yards,  or  both,  as  may  be  directed  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy.  Said  twenty  submarines  shall  be  constructed 
on  the  Pacific  coast:  Provided , That  the  cost  of  construction  on  the 
Pacific  coast  does  not  exceed  the  cost  of  construction  on  the  Atlantic 
coast  plus  the  cost  of  transportation  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific. 
Eighteen  million  dollars  is  nereby  appropriated  toward  the  construc- 
tion of  said  submarines. 

(a)  That  the  word  “person”  as  used  in  paragraphs  (b),  (c),  next 
hereafter  shall  include  any  individual,  trustee,  firm,  association,  com- 
pany, or  corporation.  The  word  “ship”  shall  include  any  boat, 
vessel,  submarine,  or  any  form  of  aircraft,  and  the  parts  thereof. 
The  words  “war  material”  shall  include  arms,  armament,  ammuni- 
tion, stores,  supplies,  and  equipment  for  ships  and  airplanes,  and 
everything  required  for  or  in  connection  with  the  production  thereof. 
The  word  “factory”  shall  include  any  factory,  workshop,  engine 
works,  building  used  for  manufacture,  assembling,  construction,  or 
any  process,  and  any  shipyard  or  dockyard.  The  words  “United 
States”  shall  include  the  Canal  Zone  and  all  territory  and  waters, 
continental  and  insular,  subject  to  the  jurisduction  of  the  United 
States. 

(b)  That  in  time  of  war,  or  of  national  emergency  arising  prior 
to  March  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen,  to  be  determined  by 
the  President  by  proclamation,  the  President  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered,  in  addition  to  all  other  existing  provisions  of  law: 

First.  Within  the  limits  of  the  amounts  appropriated  therefor, 
to  place  an  order  with  any  person  for  such  ships  or  war  material  as 
the  necessities  of  the  Government,  to  be  determined  by  the  President, 
may  require  and  which  are  of  the  nature,  kind,  and  quantity  usually 
produced  or  capable  of  being  produced  by  such  person.  Compliance 
with  all  such  orders  shall  be  obligatory  on  any  person  to  whom  such 
order  is  given,  and  such  order  shall  take  precedence  over  all  other 
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orders  and  contracts  theretofore  placed  with  such  person.  H any 

Eerson  owning,  leasing,  or  operating  any  factory  equipped  for  the 
uilding  or  production  of  ships  or  war  material  for  the  Navy  shall 
refuse  or  fail  to  give  to  the  United  States  such  preference  in  tne  exe- 
cution of  such  an  order,  or  shall  refuse  to  build,  supply,  furnish,  or 
manufacture  the  kind,  quantity,  or  quality  of  ships  or  war  material 
so  ordered  at  such  reasonable  price  as  shall  be  determined  by  the 
President,  the  President  may  take  immediate  possession  of  any  fac- 
tory of  such  person,  or  of  any  part  thereof  without  taking  possession 
of  the  entire  factory,  and  may  use  the  same  at  such  times  and  in 
such  manner  as  he  may  consider  necessary  or  expedient. 

Second.  Within  the  limit  of  the  amounts  appropriated  therefor, 
to  modify  or  cancel  any  existing  contract  for  the  building,  production, 
or  purchase  of  ships  or  war  material;  and  if  any  contractor  shall  refuse 
or  fail  to  comply  with  the  contract  as  so  modified  the  President  may 
take  immediate  possession  of  any  factoiy  of  such  contractor,  or  any 
part  thereof  without  taking  possession  ox  the  entire  factory,  and  may 
use  the  same  Rt  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as  he  may  consider 
necessary  or  expedient. 

Third.  To  require  the  owner  or  occupier  of  any  factory  in  which 
ships  or  war  material  are  built  or  produced  to  place  at  the  disposal 
of  the  United  States  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  output  of  such 
factory,  and,  within  the  limit  of  the  amounts  appropriated  therefor, 
to  dehver  such  output  or  parts  thereof  in  such  quantities  and  at  such 
times  as  may  be  specified  in  the  order  at  such  reasonable  price  as 
shall  be  determined  by  the  President. 

Fourth.  To  requisition  and  take  over  for  use  or  operation  by  the 
Government  any  factory,  or  any  part  thereof  without  taking  posses- 
sion of  the.  entire  factory,  whether  the  United  States  has  or  has  not 
any  Contract  or  agreement  with  the  owner  or  occupier  of  such  factory. 

That  all  authority  granted  to  the  President  in  this  paragraph,  to  be 
exercised  in  time  of  national  emergency,  shall  cease  on  March  first, 
nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen. 

(d)  That  whenever  the  United  States  shall  cancel  or  modify  any 
contract,  make  use  of,  assume,  occupy,  requisition,  or  take  over  any 
factory  or  part  thereof,  or  any  ships  or  war  material,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  paragraph  (b),  it  shall  make  just  compensation 
therefor,  to  be  determined  by  the  President,  and  if  the  amount 
thereof  so  determined  by  the  President  is  unsatisfactory  to  the  person 
entitled  to  receive  the  same,  such  person  shall  be  paid  fifty  per  centum 
of  the  amount  so  determined  by  the  President  and  shall  he  entitled 
to  sue  the  United  States  to  recover  such  further  sum  as  added  to 
said  fifty  per  centum  shall  make  up  such  amount  as  will  be  just 
compensation  therefor,  in  the  manner  provided  for  by  section  twenty- 
four,  paragraph  twenty,  and  section  one  hundred  and  forty-five  of 
the  Judicial  Code. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  build  any  of  the  vessels  herein 
appropriated  for  in  such  navy  yards  as  he  may  designate  should  it 
reasonably  appear  that  the  persons,  firms,  or  corporations,  or  the 
agents  thereoi,  bidding  for  the  construction  of  any  oi  said  vessels  have 
entered  into  any  combination,  agreement,  or  understanding,  the 
effect,  object,  or  purpose  of  which  is  to  deprive  the  Government  of 
fair,  open,  and  unrestricted  competition  in  letting  contracts  for  the 
construction  of  any  of  said  vessels:  Provided , That  the  Secretary  of 
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the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized  to  build  any  of  the  vessels  herein 
authorized  in  such  navy  yards  as  he  may  designate. 

In  the  event  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  unable  to  secure  from  the 
private  shipbuilders  contracts  for  the  expeditious  construction  of  the 
ships  heretofore  authorized  at  a fair  and  reasonable  price,  the  sum 
of  $12,000,000,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby 
appropriated  to  enable  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  equip  the  navy 
yards  with  suitable  and  necessary  machinery,  implements,  building 
ways,  and  equipment  for  the  construction  of  such  of  said  vessels  as 
may  be  assigned  to  navy  yards  for  construction. 

If,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  the  most  rapid 
and  economical  construction  of  the  battle  cruiser  herein  appropriated 
for  can  be  obtained  thereby,  he  may  contract  for  the  construction 
of  said  battle  cruiser  upon  the  basis  of  actual  cost,  plus  a reasonable 
profit  to  be  determined  by  him. 

That  section  forty-four  of  the  Act  entitled  “An  Act  to  codify, 
revise,  and  amend  the  penal  laws  of  the  United  States,”  approved 
March  fourth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

“Sec.  44.  Whoever  shall  willfully  trespass  upon,  injure,  or  destroy 
any  of  the  works  or  property  or  material  of  any  submarine  mine  or 
torpedo  or  fortification  or  harbor-defense  system  owned  or  con- 
structed or  in  process  of  construction  by  the  United  States^  or  shall 
willfully  interfere  with  the  operation  or  use  of  any  such  submarine 
mine,  torpedo,  fortification,  or  harbor-defense  system,  or  shall  know- 
ingly, willfully,  or  wantonly  violate  any  duly  authorized  and  pro- 
mulgated order  or  regulation  of  the  President  governing  persons  or 
vessels  within  the  limits  of  defensive  sea  areas,  which  defensive  sea 
areas  are  hereby  authorized  to  be  established  by  order  of  the  Presi- 
dent from  time  to  time  as  may  be  necessary  in  his  discretion  for  pur- 
poses of  national  defense,  shall  be  punished  on  conviction  thereof  in 
a district  or  circuit  court  of  appeals  of  the  United  States  for  the 
district  or  circuit  in  which  the  offense  is  committed,  or  into  which 
the  offender  is  first  brought,  by  a fine  of  not  more  than  $5,000,  or 
by  imprisonment  for  a term  not  exceeding  five  years,  or  by  both,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  court.” 

Of  each  of  the  sums  appropriated  by  this  Act,  except  such  amounts 
as  may  be  required  to  meet  obligations  authorized  in  previous  Acts 
and  for  which  contracts  have  been  made,  no  part  shall  be  used  to  pro- 
cure through  purchase  or  contract  any  vessels,  armament,  articles, 
or  materials  which  the  navy  yards,  gun  factories,  or  other  industrial 
plants  operated  by  the  Navy  Department  are  equipped  to  supply, 
unless  such  Government  plants  are  operated  approximately  at  their 
full  capacity  for  not  less  than  one  regular  shift  each  working  day,  ex- 
cept when  contract  costs  are  less  than  costs  in  said  Government  plants, 
and  except  when  said  Government  plants  are  unable  to  complete  the 
work  within  the  time  required,  and  except  in  cases  of  emergency: 
Provided,  That  no  part  of  the  appropriations  made  in  this  Act  shall 
be  available  for  the  salary  or  pay  of  any  officer,  manager,  superin- 
tendent, foreman,  or  other  person  having  charge  of  the  work  of  any 
employee  of  the  United  States  Government  while  making  or  causing 
to  be  made  with  a stop  watch  or  other  time-measuring  device  a time 
study  of  any  job  of  any  such  employee  between  the  starting  and  com- 
pletion thereof,  or  of  the  movements  of  any  such  employee  while  en- 
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gaged  upon  such  work;  nor  shall  any  part  of  the  appropriations  made 
m this  Act  be  available  to  pay  any  premium  or  bonus  or  cash  reward 
to  any  employee  in  addition  to  his  regular  wages,  except  for  sugges- 
tions resulting  in  improvements  or  economy  in  the  operation *of  any 
Government  plant. 

That  no  part  of  any  sum  herein  appropriated  shall  be  expended  for 
the  purchase  of  structural  steel,  ship  plates,  armor,  armament,  or 
machinery  from  any  persons,  firms,  or  corporations  who  are  parties 
to  any  existing  combination  or  conspiracy  to  monopolize  the  inter- 
state or  foreign  commerce  or  trade  oi  the  United  States,  or  the  com- 
merce or  trade  between  the  States  and  any  Territory  or  the  District 
of  Columbia,  in  any  of  the  articles  aforesaid,  and  no  purchase  of 
structural  steel,  ship  plates,  or  machinery  shall  be  made  at  a price 
in  excess  of  a reasonable  profit  above  the  actual  cost  of  manufacture. 
But  this  limitation  shall  m no  case  apply  to  any  existing  contract. 

That  no  part  of  any  sum  herein  appropriated  under  “ Increase  of 
the  Navy”  shall  be  used  for  the  payment  of  any  clerical,  drafting, 
inspection,  or  messenger  service,  or  for  the  pay  of  any  of  the  other 
classified  force  under  the  various  bureaus  of  the  Navy  Department, 
Washington,  District  of  Columbia. 

That  no  part  of  any  sum  appropriated  by  this  Act  shall  be  used  for 
any  expense  of  the  Navy  Department  at  Washington,  District  of 
Columbia,  unless  specific  authority  is  given  by  law  for  such  expendi- 
ture. 

That  during  the  fiscal  year  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen  all 
civilian  employees  in  the  Naval  Establishment,  including  on  the  lump- 
sum rolls  only  those  persons  who  are  carried  thereon  at  the  close  of 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen, 
shall  receive  increased  compensation  at  the  rate  of  ten  per  centum  per 
annum  to  such  employees  who  receive  salaries  or  wages  in  such  es- 
tablishment at  the  rate  per  annum  of  less  than  $1,200,  and  increased 
compensation  at  the  rate  of  five  per  centum  per  annum  to  such  em- 
ployees who  receive  salaries  or  wages  in  such  establishment  at  a rate 
of  not  more  than  $1,800  per  annum:  And  provided,  That  so  much  as 
may  be  necessary  for  such  purpose  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any 
moneys  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated:  Provided  f urther, 
That  in  computing  said  ten  per  centum  and  five  per  centum  increases 
of  salaries,  the  specific  increases  of  salaries  made  in  this  Act  shall  be 
included  as  a part  of  such  increase. 

All  appropriations  contained  in  this  Act  are  hereby  made  immedi- 
ately available,  but  no  appropriation  in  this  Act  shall  be  used  for 
payment  of  deficiencies.

Street,  the  entire  property  being  bounded  on  the  north 
and  west  by  Hampton  Roads  and  Willoughby  Bay,  on 
the  east  by  Boush  Creek,  and  on  the  south  by  Ninety* 
ninth  and  Algonquin  Streets. 

That  if  said  lands  and  appurtenances  and  improvements 
thereof  shall  be  taken  over  as  aforesaid,  the  United  States 
shall  make  just  compensation  therefor,  to  be  determined 
by  the  President,  and  if  the  amount  thereof,  so  deter- 
mined by  the  President,  is  unsatisfactory  to  the  person 
entitled  to  receive  the  same  such  person  shall  be  paid 
seventy-five  per  centum  of  the  amount  so  determined 
by  the  President  and  shall  be  entitled  to  sue  the  United 
States  to  recover  such  further  sum,  as  added  to  said 
seventy-five  per  centum  will  make  up  such  amount  as 
will  be  just  compensation  therefor,  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided for  by  section  twenty-four,  paragraph  twenty,  and 
section  one  hundred  and  forty-five  of  the  Judicial  Code. 

Upon  the  taking  over  of  said  property  by  the  President 
as  aforesaid,  the  title  to  all  property  so  taken  over  shall 
immediately  vest  in  the  United  States. 

For  the  payment  of  compensation  for  said  property  so 
taken  over,  $1,200,000,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary;  and  toward  the  equipment  of  the  same  as  a 
naval  operating  base,  including  piers,  store  houses,  oil- 
fuel  storage,  training  station  ana  recreation  grounds  for 
the  fleet  and  other  purposes,  $1,600,000,  in  all,  $2,800,000: 
Provided,  That  the  appropriation  herein  shall  be  available 
only  for  the  acquisition  of  the  entire  property  bounded 
on  the  north  ana  west  by  Hampton  Roads  and  Willough- 
by Bay,  on  the  east  by  Boush  Oreek,  and  on  the  south  by 
Ninety-ninth  and  Algonquin  Streets,  together  with  all 
easements,  rights- of  way,  riparian  and  other  rights  appur- 
tenant thereto,  and  all  the  rights  and  properties  of  rail- 
way, electric  light,  power,  telephone,  telegraph,  cable, 
water,  and  sewer  companies:  Provided  further,  That  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  authorized  to  expend  public 
money  in  the  development  of  said  tract  of  land  without 
reference  to  the  requirements  of  section  three  hundred 
and  fifty-five  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Hospital  construction:  For  temporary  hospital  con- 
struction, $1,000,000;  and  for  the  establishment  of  naval 
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medical  supply  depots  at  Brooklyn,  New  York,  and  Mare 
Island,  California,  by  purchase  or  construction,  $350,000; 
in  all,  $1,350,000. 

Naval  magazine,  Saint  Juliens  Creek,  Virginia:  The 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  authorized  to  expend  public 
money  in  the  development  of  the  tract  of  land  to  be 
added  to  the  naval  reservation  at  the  naval  ammunition 
depot,  Saint  Juliens  Creek,  Virginia,  without  reference  to 
the  requirements  of  section  three  hundred  and  fifty-five 
of  the  Revised  Statutes,  and  the  provision  in  the  naval

Puget  Sound,  Washington,  Navy  Yard:  The  Secretary 
of  the  Navy  is  authorized  to  acquire  by  gift,  purchase,  or 
condemnation,  easements  over  private  land  where  neces- 
sary for  the  installation  of  a telephone,  power  and  distant 
control  line  for  the  radio  station  at  Keyport,  Washington, 
between  said  station  and  the  navy  yard,  Puget  Sound, 
Washington,  $3,500,  which  sum  is  hereby  appropriated.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled , • 

That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized  to 
expend  the  sum  of  $1,000,000,  or  any  part  thereof , in  his 
discretion,  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  facilities  for 
the  proof  and  test  of  ordnance  material,  including  neces- 
sary buildings,  construction,  equipment,  railroad,  and 
water  facilities,  land  and  damages  and  losses  to  persons, 
firms,  and  corporations  resulting  from  the  procurement 
of  the  land  for  this  purpose,  and  also  all  necessary  ex- 
penses incident  to  the  procurement  of  said  land:  Pro- 
vided, That  if  such  lands  and  appurtenances  and  improve- 
ments attached  thereto,  can  not  be  procured  by  purchase 
within  one  month  after  the  passage  of  this  Act  the 
President  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  take 
over  for  the  Unitea  States  the  Immediate  possession  and 
title  of  such  lands  ana  improvements,  including  all  ease- 
ments, rights  of  way,  riparian,  and  other  rights  appurte- 
nant thereto,  of  any  land  selected  by  him  to  be  used  for 
the  carrying  out  of  the  purposes  of  this  Act.  That  if  said 
land  and  appurtenances  and  improvements  shall  be 
taken  over  as  aforesaid,  the  United  States  shall  make  just 
compensation  therefor,  to  be  determined  by  the  President, 
and  if  the  amount  thereof  so  determined  by  the  President 
is  unsatisfactory  to  the  person  entitled  to  receive  the 
same,  such  person  shall  be  paid  seventy-five  per  centum 
of  the  amount  so  determined  by  the  President  .and  shall  » 
be  entitled  to  sue  the  United  States  to  recover  such  further 
sum,  as,  added  to  the  said  seventy-five  per  centum,  will 
make  up  such  amount  as  will  oe  iust  compensation 
therefor,  in  the  manner  provided  for  by  section  twenty- 
four,  paragraph  twenty,  and  section  one  hundred  and 
forty-five  of  the  Judicial  Code.  Upon  the  taking  oyer 
of  said  property  by  the  President  as  aforesaid,  the  title 
to  all  such  property  so  taken  over  shall  immediately  vest 
in  the  United  States.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Act  there 
is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury 
of  the  United  States  not  otherwise  appropriated  the  sum 
of  $1,000,000,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessaiy: 

Provided , That  no  railroad  shall  be  built  in  the  District 
of  Columbia  under  this  Act,  until  Congress  has  approved 
the  j)oint  from  which  such  road  may  start  and  also  the 
route  to  be  followed  in  the  District  of  Columbia.

An  Act  Making  appropriations  for  the  naval  service  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  J une  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nineteen,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  following  sums  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  appropriated,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in 
the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  naval  service  of  the 
Government  for  the  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred 
and  nineteen,  and  for  other  purposes: 

GENERAL  EXPENSES. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  send  to  Congress  at  the  beginning 
of  its  next  regular  session  a complete  schedule  or  list  showmg  the 
amount  of  money  of  all  pay  and  for  all  allowances  for  each  grade  of 
officers  in  the  Navy,  including  retired  officers,  and  for  all  officers 
included  in  this  Act  and  for  all  enlisted  men  so  included. 

PAY,  MISCELLANEOUS.

For  commissions  and  interest;  transportation  of  funds;  exchange; 
mileage  to  officers  while  traveling  under  orders  in  the  United  States, 
and  for  actual  personal  expenses  of  officers  while  traveling  abroad 
under  orders,  and  for  traveling  expenses  of  civilian  employees,  and 
for  actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses  of  midshipmen  while 
proceeding  from  their  homes  to  the  Naval  Academy  for  examination

warrants,  diplomas,  and  discharges;  relief  of  vessels  in  distress; 
recovery  of  valuables  from  shipwrecks;  quarantine  expenses;  reports* 
professional  investigation;  cost  of  special  instruction  at  home  and 
abroad,  including  maintenance  of  students  and  attaches;  information 
from  abroad  and  at  home,  and  the  collection  and  classification 
thereof;  all  charges  pertaining  to  the  Navy  Department  and  its 
bureaus  for  ice  for  the  cooling  of  drinking  water  on  shore  (except  at 
naval  hospitals),  telephone  rentals  and  tolls,  telegrams,  cablegrams, 
and  postage,  foreign  and  domestic,  and  post-office  box  rentals;  and 
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other  necessary  and  incidental  expenses:  Provided , That  the  sum  to 
be  paid  out  of  this  appropriation,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy,  for  clerical,  inspection,  and  messenger  service  in  navy 
yards,  naval  stations,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  nineteen,  shall  not  exceed  $500,000,  and  for  neces- 
sary expenses  for  the  interned  persons  and  prisoners  of  war  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Navy  Department,  including  funeral  expenses  for 
such  interned  persons  or  prisoners  of  war  as  may  die  while  under  such 
jurisdiction;  in  all,  44,350,000:  Provided , That  hereafter  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy  is  authorized  to  consider,  ascertain,  adjust,  deter- 
mine, and  pay  the  amounts  due  on  all  claims  for  damages  to  and  loss 
of  private  property  of  inhabitants  of  any  European  country  not  an 
enemy  or  ally  of  an  enemy  when  the  amount  of  the  claim  does  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  $1,000,  occasioned  and  caused  by  men  in  the  naval 
service  during  the  period  of  the  present  war,  all  payments  in  settle- 
ment of  such  claims  to  be  made  out  of  “Pay,  Miscellaneous.” 

The  Act  entitled  “An  Act  to  provide  additional  protection  for  the 
owners  of  patents  of  the  United  States,  and  for  other  purposes/ 7 
approved  June  twenty-fifth,  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  sl\all  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  amended  to  read  as  follows,  namely: 

“That  whenever  an  invention  described  in  and  covered  by  a patent 
, of  the  United  States  shall  hereafter  be  used  or  manufactured  by  or  for 
the  United  States  without  license  of  the  owner  thereof  or  lawful  right 
to  use  or  manufacture  the  same,  such  owner’s  remedy  shall  be  by  suit 
against  the  United  States  in  the  Court  of  Claims  for  the  recovery  of 
his  reasonable  and  entire  compensation  for  such  use  and  manufacture: 
Provided , however , That  said  Court  of  Claims  shall  not  entertain  a suit 
or  award  compensation  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  where  the 
claim  for  compensation  is  based  on  the  use  or  manufacture  by  or  for 
the  United  States  of  any  article  heretofore  owned,  leased,  used  by,  or 
in  the  possession  of  the  United  States:  Provided  further,  That  in  any 
such  suit  the  United  States  may  avail  itself  of  any  and  all  defenses, 
general  or  special,  that  might  be  pleaded  by  a defendant  in  an  action 
for  infringement,  as  set  forth  in  Title  Sixty  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  or 
# otherwise:  And  provided  further , That  the  benefits  of  this  Act  shall  not 
inure  to  any  patentee  who,  when  he  makes  such  claim,  is  in  the  em- 
ployment or  service  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  or  the 
assignee  of  any  such  patentee;  nor  shall  this  Act  apply  to  any  device 
discovered  or  invented  by  such  employee  during  tne  time  of  his 
employment  or  service.” 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  authorized  in  leasing  water-front 
property  from  any  State  or  municipality  where  the  State  law  or 
charter  of  the  municipality  requires  that  the  improvements  placed 
upon  leased  lands  shall  at  the  termination  of  the  lease  become  the 
property  of  the  State  or  municipality,  to  provide,  as  a part  or  all  oi 
the  consideration  therefor,  that  improvements  placed  thereon  by  the 
United  States  shall  become  the  property  of  the  lessor  upon,  the  expi- 
ration of  the  lease  or  any  renewal  thereof. 

That  hereafter  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  authorized  to  cause 
vessels  under  his  control  adapted  to  the  purpose,  to  afford  salvage 
service  to  public  or  private  vessels  in  distress:  Provided , That  when 
such  salvage  service  is  rendered  by  a vessel  specially  equipped  for  the 
purpose  or  by  a tug,  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  determine  and 
collect  reasonable  compensation  therefor. 
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Contingent,  Navy:  For  all  emergencies  and  extraordinary  ex- 
penses, exclusiye  of  personal  services  in  the  Navy  Department,  or  any 
of  its  subordinate  oureaus  or  offices  at  Washington,  District  of 
Columbia,  arising  at  home  or  abroad,  but  impossible  to  be  anticipated 
or  classified,  to  be  expended  on  the  approval  and  authority  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and  for  such  purposes  as  he  may  deem  proper, 
$150,000:  Provided,  That  this  appropriation  shall  be  available  for 
special  allowances  for  maintenance  to  officers  of  the  Navy  serving 
under  unusual  conditions  outside  the  United  States  and  its  insular 


possessions. 

Temporary  government  for  West  Indian  Islands  : For  expenses 
incident  to  the  occupation  of  the  Virgin  Islands  and  to  the  execution 
of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  providing  a temporary  government  for 
the  West  Indian  Islands  acquired  by  the  United  States  from  Den- 
mark, and  for  other  purposes,  approved  March  third,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  seventeen,  to  be  appliea  under  the  direction  of  the  President,

sary instruments  and  appliances ; for  the  extension  of  the  naval  fuel- 
oil  testing  plant  at  the  navy  yard,  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  and 
the  temporary  employment  of  civilian  experts  and  assistants,  $60,000. 

Aviation:  For  aviation,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  for  procuring,  producing,  constructing,  opera t- 
ingj  preserving,  storing,  and  handling  aircraft,  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  aircraft  stations,  including  the  acquisition  of  land  by 

Surchase,  donation,  or  condemnation;  and  for  experimental  work  in 
evelopment  of  aviation  for  naval  purposes,  $220,383,119:  Provided , 
That  tne  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  this  appropriation  under  the  direction 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  for  drafting,  clerical,  inspection,  and 
messenger  service  for  aircraft  stations  shall  not  exceed  $300,000: 
Provide  further,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized 
to  consider,  ascertain,  adjust,  determine,  and  pay  out  ot  this  appro- 
priation the  amounts  due  on  claims  for  damages  which  have  occurred 
or  may  occur  to  private  property  growing  out  of  the  operations  of 
naval  aircraft.  ^ 


State  marine  schools:  To  reimburse  the  State  of  New  York, 
$25,000,  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  $25,000,  and  the  State  of  Wash- 
ington. $25;000,  for  expenses  incurred  in  the  maintenance  and  sup- 
port oi  marine  schools  in  those  States  in  accordance  with  section  two 
of  the  Act  entitled  “An  Act  for  the  establishment  of  marine  schools, 
and  for  other  purposes/'  approved  March  fourth,  nineteen  hundred 
and  eleven;  in  all,  $75,000. 

Care  of  lepers,  Island  of  Guam:  Naval  station,  island  of  Guam: 
Maintenance  and  care  of  lepers,  special  patients,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses, including  cost  of  transfer  of  lepera  from  Guam  to  the  island  of 
Culion,  in  the  Philippines,  and  their  maintenance,  $20,000. 
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BUREAU  OF  NAVIGATION. 

Transportation:  For  travel  allowance  of  enlisted  men  discharged  on 
account  of  expiration  of  enlistment;  transportation  of  enlisted  men 
and  apprentice  seamen  and  applicants  for  enlistment  at,  home  and 
abroad,  with  subsistence  and  transfers  en  route,  or  cash  in  lieu  thereof ; 
transportation  to  their  homes,  if  residents  of  the  United  States,  of 
enlisted  men  and  apprentice  seamen  discharged  oh  medical  survey, 
with  subsistence  ana  transfers  en  route,  or  cash  in  lieu  thereof;  trans- 
portation of  sick  or  insane  enlisted  men  and  apprentice  seamen  to 
hospitals,  with  subsistence  and  transfers  en  route,  or  cash  in  lieu 
thereof;  transportation  of  enlisted  men  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force 
to  and  from  duty,  with  subsistence  and  transfers  en  route,  or  cash  in 
lieu  thereof;  transportation  of  civilian  officers  and  crews  of  naval 
auxiliaries;  apprehension  and  delivery  of  deserters  and  stragglers,  and 
for  railway  guides  and  other  expenses  incident  to  transportation; 
expenses  ol  recruiting  for  the  naval  service;  rent  of  rendezvous  and 
expenses  of  maintaining  the  same;  purchase,  rental,  maintenance, 
operation,  exchange,  and  repair  of  motor-propelled  passenger-carrying 
vehicles  for  officialuse ; advertising  for  and  obtaining  men  and  appren- 
tice seamen;  actual  and  necessary  expenses  in  lieu  of  mileage  to 
officers  on  duty  with  traveling  recruiting  parties,  $12,000,000. 

Recreation  for  enlisted  men:  For  the  recreation,  amusement,  com- 
fort, and  contentment  of  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy  afloat  and  under 
training  ashore,  to  be  expended  in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy,  under  such  regulations  as  he  may  prescribe:  Provided , That 
no  person  shall  be  employed  hereunder  at  a rate  of  compensation 
exceeding  $1,800  per  annum,  $150,000. 

Contingent:  Ferriage,  continuous-service  certificates,  discharges, 
good-conduct  badges,  and  medals  for  men  and  boys,  including  civilian 
employees  who  render  conspicuous  service  bv  putting  their  life  in 
jeopardy  to  save  life  or  property;  purchase  oi  gymnastic  apparatus; 
transportation  of  effects  of  deceased  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the 
Navy,  and  of  officers  and  enrolled  men  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force 
who  die  while  on  duty;  books  for  training  apprentice  seamen  and 
landsmen;  maintenance  of  gunnery  and  other  training  classes;  pack- 
ing boxes  and  materials;  books  and  models;  stationery;  and  other 
contingent  expenses  and  emergencies  'arising  under  cognizance  of  the 
Bureau  of  Navigation,  unforeseen  and  impossible  to  classify,  $20,000. 

Gunnery  and  engineering  exercises:  Prizes,  trophies,  and 
badges  for  excellence  in  gunnery,  target  practice,  engineering  exer- 
cises, and  for  economy  in  cqpl  consumption,  to  be  awarded  under 
such  rules  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Nayy  may  formulate;  for  the  pur- 
poses of  printing,  recording,  classifying,  compiling,  and  publishing 
the  rules  and  results;  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of 
shooting  galleries,  target  houses,  targets  and  ranges ; for  hiring  estab- 
lished ranges,  and  for  transporting  the  civilian  assistants  ana  equip- 
ment to  and  from  ranges,  $425,000. 

OuTFrrs  on  first  enlistment:  Outfits  for  all  enlisted  men  and 
apprentice  seamen  of  the  Navy  on  first  enlistment,  at  not  to  exceed 
$100  each;  for  the  clothing  gratuity  of  officers  and  other  members  of 
the  Naval  Reserve  Force,  not  to  exceed  $150  each  for  officers;  for 
civilian  clothing  not  to  exceed  $15  per  man  to  men  given  discharges 
for  bad  conduct,  undesirability,  or  inaptitude;  in  all,  $9,975,000. 
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Instruments  and  supplies:  Supplies  for  seamen’s  quarters;  and  for 
the  purchase  of  all  other  articles  of  equipage  at  home  and  abroad: 
and  for  frhe  payment  of  labor  in  equipping  vessels  therewith  and 
manufacture  of  such  articles  in  the  several  navy  yards;  all  pilotage 
and  towage  of  ships  of  war;  canal  tolls,  wharfage,  dock  and  port 
charges,  and  other  necessary  incidental  expenses  of  a similar  nature; 
services  and  materials  in  repairing,  correcting,  adjusting,  and  testing 
compasses  on  shore  and  on  board  ship;  nautical  and  astronomical 
instruments  and  repairs  to  same;  libraries  for  ships  of  war,  pro- 
fessional books,  schoolbooks,  and  papers;  maintenance  of  gunnery 
and  other  training  classes;  compasses,  compass  fittings,  including 
binnacles,  tripods,  and  other  appendages  of  ship’s  compasses;  logs 
and  other  appliances  for  measuring  the  ship’s  way,  ana  leads  and 
other  appliances  for  sounding;  photographs,  photographic  instru- 
ments and  materials,  printing  outfit  and  materials;  and  for  the 
necessary  civilian  electricians  for  gyrocompass  testing  and  inspection, 
$3,469,800. 

Ocean  and  lake  surveys:  Hydrographic  surveys,  including  the 
pay  of  the  necessary  hydrographic  surveyors,  cartographic  drafts- 
men and  recorders,  and  for  the  purchase  and  printing  of  nautical 
books,  charts,  and  sailing  directions,  $155,000 -.Provided,  That  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  authorized  to  detail  such  naval  officers  as 
may  be  necessary  to  the  Hydrographic  Office. 

That  upon  the  approval  of  this  Act  all  laws  heretofore  enacted  by 
the  Congress  relating  to  the  Naval  Militia  and  the  National  Naval 
Volunteers  be,  and  the  same  hereby  are,  repealed ; and  the  President 
is  authorized  to  transfer  as  a class  all  members  of  the  National  Naval 
Volunteers  to  the  class  “the  Naval  Reserve,”  “the  Naval  Reserve 
Flying  Coips,”  or  “the  Marine  Corps  Reserve”  of  the  Naval  Reserve 
Force  or  the  Marine  Corps  Reserve,  for  general  service,  in  the  con- 
finned  rank,  grade,  or  rating  they  now  hold  in  the  National  Naval 
Volunteers,  regardless  of  their  being  members  of  a State  military 
force,  and  without  examination  and  the  necessity  of  executing  or 
filing  a new  oath  and  acceptance  of  office ; that  until  such  transfer  is 
effected  members  of  the  National  Naval  Volunteers  shall  retain  their 
present  status  and  be  entitled  to  receive  the  same  pay,  allowances, 

H'  lities,  and  other  benefits  as  heretofore  provided  by  law,  and 
continue  subject  to  the  laws  prescribed  for  the  government  of 
the  Navy;  that  all  members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  shall  be 
eligible  for  reenrollment  in  the  rank,  grade,  or  rating  held  on  the 
termination  of  their  last  enrollment;  that  no  enrollments  or  promo- 
tions shall  be  made  in  any  rank  or  grade  above  that  of  lieutenant 
commander,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided. 

That  all  laws  heretofore  enacted  by  Congress  relating  to  the 
Medical  Reserve  Corps  and  Dental  Reserve  Corps  be,  and  the  same 
hereby  are,  repealed : Provided , That  members  of  the  Medical  Reserve 
Corps  and  Dental  Reserve  Corps  may  be  enrolled  in  the  Naval  Reserve 
Force  in  their  present  grades  and  ranks. 

That  the  Act  approved  August  twenty-ninth,  nineteen  hundred 
and  sixteen,  entitled  “An  Act  making  appropriations  for  the  naval 
service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred 
and  seventeen,  and  for  other  purposes”  (Statutes  at  Large,  volume 
thirty-nine,  chapter  four  hundred  and  seventeen,  pages  five  hundred 
and  seventy-three  and  five  hundred  and  seventy-four),  be,  and  the

same  is  hereby,  amended  by  striking  out  all  of  said  Act  following 
the  caption  “ N aval  Dental  Corps”  on  page  five  hundred  and  seventy- 
three,  but  preceding  the  caption  ‘-‘Dental  Reserve  Corps”,  on  page 
five  hundred  and  seventy-four,  and  by  substituting  therefor  the 
following: 

“ That  the  President  of  the  United  States  is  hereby  authorized  to 
appoint  and  commission,  by  and  with  the  advice  ana  consent  of  the 
Senate,  dental  officers  in  the  Navy  at  the  rate  of  one  for  each  thousand 
of  the  total  authorized  number  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the 
Navy  and  Marine  Corps,  in  the  grades  of  assistant  dental  surgeon, 
passed  assistant  dental  surgeon  and  dental  surgeon,  who  shall  con- 
stitute the  Naval  Dental  Corps,  and  shall  be  a part  of  the  Medical 
Department  of  the  Navy.  Original  appointments  to  the  Naval 
Dental  Corps  shall  be  made  in  the  grade  of  assistant  dental  surgeon 
with  the  rank  of  lieutenant  (junior  grade),  and  all  dental  officers  now 
in  the  Dental  Corps  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
Congress  approved  August  twenty-second,  nineteen  hundred  and 
twelve  (Statutes  at  Large,  volume  thirty-seven,  page  three  hundred 
and  forty-five),  or  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Congress  ap- 
proved August  twenty-ninth,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen  (Statutes 
at  Large,  volume  thirty-nine,  page  five  hundred  and  seventy- three), 
or  who  may  hereafter  be  appomted,  shall  take  rank  and  precedence 
with  officers  of  the  Naval  Medical  Corps  of  the  same  rank  according 
to  the  dates  of  their  respective  commissions  or  original  appointments, 
and  all  such  dental  officers  shall  be  eligible  for  advancement  in  grade 
and  rank  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  conditions  as 
officers  of  the  Naval  Medical  Corps  with  or  next  after  whom  they  take 
precedence,  and  shall  receive  the  same  pay  and  allowances  as  officers 
of  corresponding  rank  and  length  of  service  in  the  Naval  Medical 
Corps  up  to  ana  including  the  rank  of  lieutenant  commander:  Pro- 
vided, That  dental  surgeons  shall  be  eligible  for  advancement  in  pay 
and  allowances,  but  not  in  rank,  to  and  including  the  pay  and  allow- 
ances of  commander  and  captain,  subject  to  such  exammations  as  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  prescribe,  except  that  the  number  of 
dental  surgeons  with  the  pay  and  allowances  of  captain  shall  not 
exceed  four  and  one-half  per  centum  and  the  number  of  dental 
surgeons  with  the  pay  and  allowances  of  commander  shall  not  exceed 
eight  per  centum  of  the  total  authorized  number  of  dental  officers: 
Provided  further,  That  dental  surgeons  shall  be  eligible  for  advance- 
ment to  the  pay  and  allowances  of  commander  and  captain  when  their 
total  active  service  as  dental  officers  in  the  Navy  is  sUch  that  if 
rendered  as  officers  of  the  Naval  Medical  Corps,  it  would  place  them 
in  the  list  of  medical  officers  with  the  pay  and  allowances  of  com- 
mander or  captain,  as  the  case  may  be:  And  provided  further,  That 
dental  officers  who  shall  have  gained  or  lost  numbers  on  the  Navy 
list  shall  be  considered  to  have  gained  or  lost  service  accordingly; 
and  the  time  served  by  dental  officers  on  active  duty  as  aeting  assistant 
dental  surgeons  and  assistant  dental  surgeons  under  provisions  of  law 
existing  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  Act  shall  be  reckoned  in  com- 
puting the  increased  service  pay  and  service  for  precedence  and  pro- 
motion of  dental  officers  herein  authorized  or  heretofore  appointed. 

‘‘All  appointees  authorized  by  this  Act  shall  be  citizens  of  the 
United  States  between  twetny-one  and  thirty-two  years  of  age,  and 
shall  be  graduates  of  standard  medical  or  dental  colleges  and  trained 
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in  th©  several  branches  of  dentistry,  and  shall:  before  appointment, 
have  successfully  passed  mental,  moral,  physical,  and  professional 
examinations  before  medical  and  professional  examining  boards  ap- 

{ pointed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and  have  been  recommended 
or  appointment  by  such  boards : Provided , That  hereafter  no  person 
shall  be  appointed  as  assistant  dental  surgeon  in  the  Navy  who  is  not 
a graduate  of  a standard  medical  or  dental  college. 

“ Officers  of  the  Naval  Dental  Corps  shall  become  eligible  for  retire- 
ment in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  conmtions  as  now 
prescribed  by  law  for  officers  of  the  Naval  Medical  Corps,  except  that 
section  fourteen  hundred  and  forty-five  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
the  United  States  shall  not  be  applicable  to  dental  officers,  and  they 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  rank  aoove  lieutenant  commander  on  the 
retired  list,  or  to  retired  pay  above  that  of  captain. 

“All  dental  officers  now  serving  under  probationary  appointments 
shall  become  immediately  eligible  for  permanent  appointment  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  subject  to  tne  examinations  prescribed  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  for  original  appointment  as  dental  officers, 
and  may  be  appointed  assistant  dental  surgeon  with  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  (junior  grade)  to  rank  from  the  date  of  their  probationary 
appointments:  Provided , That  the  senior  dental  officer  now  at  the 
United  States  Naval  Academy  shall  not  be  displaced  by  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  and  he  shall  hereafter  have  the  grade  of  dental  surgeon 
and  the  rank,  pay,  and  allowances  of  lieutenant  commander,  and  he 
shall  not  be  eligible  for  retirement  before  he  has  reached  the  age  of 
seventy  years,  except  for  physical  disability  incurred  in  the  line  of 
duty:  Provided  further,  That  no  dental  officer  in  the  Navy  who  on 
original  appointment  as  dental  officer  was  over  forty  years  of  age 
shall  be  eligible  for  retirement  before  he  has  reached  the  age  of  seventy 
years,  except  for  physical  disability  incurred  in  line  of  duty. 

“ All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  relating  to  the  Dental  Corps  of  the  Navy  are  hereby  repealed: 
Provided , That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  legis- 
late out  of  the  service  any  officer  now  in  the  Medical  Department  of 
the  Navy  or  to  reduce  the  rank;  pay,  or  allowances  now  authorized 
by  law  for  any  officer  of  the  Navy. ” 

That  the  provisions  of  the  Act  entitled  “An  Act  making  appro- 
priations for  the  naval  service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  and  for  other  purposes/'  approved 
August  twenty-ninth,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  are  hereby 
amended  as  follows: 

Strike  out  that  part  of  the  fourth  paragraph  under  the  subcaption 
“Fleet  Naval  Reserve”  which  reads  as  follows:  “Men  enrolled  in  the 
Fleet  Naval  Reserve  with  less  than  eight  years'  naval  service  shall 
be  paid  at  the  rate  of  $50  per  annum,  those  with  eight  or  more  years' 
ana  less  than  twelve  years’  naval  service  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of 
$72  per  annum;  and  those  with  twelve  or  more  years'  naval  service 
shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  $100  per  annum,  such  pay  to  be  considered 
as  retainer  pay  for  the  obligation  on  the  part  of  such  members  to 
serve  in  the  Navy  in  time  of  war  or  national  emergency,”  and  sub- 
stitute therefor  tne  following: 

“The  retainer  pay  of  the  enrolled  men  of  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve 
shall  be  the  same  as  for  the  enrolled  men  of  the  Naval  Reserve  and 
shall  be  computed  in  like  manner:  Provided , That  nothing  herein 
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shall  operate  to  reduce  the  retainer  pay  allowed  by  existing  law  to 
enlisted  men  who,  after  sixteen  years’  or.  more  naval  service,  are 
transferred  to  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve,  nor  to  deny  to  such  enlisted 
men  their  privilege  of  retirement  upon  completing  thirty  years’  naval 
service  as  now  provided  by  law.” 

Strike  out  the  first  paragraph  under  the  subcaption  “ Naval 
Reserve,”  and  substitute  the  following: 

“ Members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  who  have  enrolled  for 
general  service  and  are  citizens  of  the  United  States  are  eligible  for 
membership  in  the  Naval  Reserve.  No  person  shall  be  enrolled,  in 
or  transferred  to  this  class  unless  he  establishes  satisfactory  evidence 
as  to  his  qualifications  for  duty  on  board  combatant  ships  of  the 
Navy.” 

That  the  age  limits  for  the  several  ranks,  grades,  and  ratings  on 
first  enrollment  in  the  Naval  Reserve  shall  be  as  prescribed  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

That  the  minimum  active  service  required  for  maintaining  the 
efficiency  of  a member  of  the  Naval  Reserve  shall  be  two  months 
during  each  term  of  enrollment  and  an  attendance  at  not  less  than 
thirty-six  drills  during  each  year,  or  other  equivalent  duty.  The 
active  service  may  be  in  one  period  or  in  periods  of  not  less  than 
fifteen  days  each. 

That  the  annual  retainer  pay  of  members  of  the  Naval  Reserve 
Force,  except  officers  in  the  Naval  Auxiliary  Reserve  and  transferred 
members  of  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve,  after  confirmation  in  rank, 
grade,  or  rating,  shall  be  the  equivalent  of  two  months’  base  pay  of 
the  corresponding  rank,  grade,  or  rating  in  the  Navy,  but  the  highest 
base  pay  upon  which  the  retainer  pav  of  officers  of  the  Naval  Reserve 
Force  shall  be  computed  shall  not  be  greater  than  the  base  pay  of 
a lieutenant  commander.  Service  in  the  Navy,  Marine  Corps, 
National  Naval  Volunteers,  and  Naval  Militia  shall  be  counted  as 
continuous  service  in  the  Naval  Reserve  Force,  both  for  the  purpose 
of  retirement  and  of  computing  retainer  pay:  Provided , That  no 
member  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  shall  be  eligible  for  retirement 
other  than  for  physical  disability  incurred  ifi  line  of  duty:  Provided 
further , That  no  retainer  pay  of  any  member  of  the  Naval  Reserve 
Force  except  those  enlisted  men  transferred  to  the  Fleet  Naval 
Reserve  after  sixteen  or  twenty  or  more  years’  naval  service  shall 
be  in  excess  of  the  amount  authorized  to  members  having  had  six- 
teen years’  continuous  service  therein. 

That  in  time  of  peace  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  authorized,  in 
his  discretion,  to  order  any  member  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force, 
with  his  consent,  who  has  been  confirmed  in  his  rank,  grade,  or  rating, 
to  perform  any  duty  afloat  for  any  period  of  time  for  which  his 
services  may  be  required:  Provided , That  such  members  may  be 
relieved  from  duty  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  at  any  time  and 
shall  upon  their  own  application  be  released  from  said  duty  within 
four  months  from  the  date  of  their  application  therefor. 

That  the  uniform  gratuity  for  the  members,  other  than  officers, 
of  each  class  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  shall  be  the  same  as  that 
prescribed  for  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy,  but  in  time  of  peace  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  prescribe  the  portion  of  the  clothing 

fratuity  to  be  issued  to  such  members,  other  than  officers,  of  the 
faval  Reserve  Force. 
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That  in  time  of  peace  no  member  of  any  class  of  the  Naval  Reserve 
Force  shall  be  entitled  to  retainer  pay  when  assigned  to  active  duty 
f orpurposes  other  than  training. 

Tnat  no  part  of  the  clothing  gratuity  credited  to  members  of  the 
Naval  Reserve  Force  shall  be  deducted  from  their  accounts  where  said 
members  accept  or  have  accepted  temporary  appointments  in  the 
Navy  in  time  of  war  or  other  national  emergency. 

That  members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  shall  upon  reaching  the 
age  of  sixty-four  years  be  disenroUed  except  that  in  time  of  war  or 
other  national  emergency  such  members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force, 
if  in  active  service,  may  be  continued  therein  during  such  period  as 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  determine,  but  not  longer  than  six 
months  after  said  war  or  other  national  emergency  shall  cease  to 
exist. 

That  no  officer  of  any  class  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  shall  in  time 
of  peace  be  promoted  above  the  grade  of  lieutenant  commander,  but 
in  time  of  war  or  other  national  emergency  officers  of  the  Naval 
Reserve  Force  of  and  above  the  rank  of  lieutenant  commander  in 
active  service  shall  be  eligible  for  selection  for  promotion  to  the  next 
higher  grade  or  rank  by  the  same  board  of  officers  that  selects  officers 
of  the  United  States  Navy  for  promotion  to  such  higher  ranks  and 
grades,  under  the  same  rules  ana  regulations  as  apply  to  the  selection 
for  promotion  of  officers  of  the  United  States  Navy.  The  promotion 
of  officers  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  below  the  rank  of  lieutenant 
commander  shall  at  all  times  be  in  accordance  with  such  regulations 
as  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  prescribe. 

That  when  on  active  duty  officers  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  shall 
take  precedence  among  themselves  and  with  other  officers  of  the  naval 
service  in  their  respective  grades  or  ranks  according  to  the  dates  of 
their  commissions  or  provisional  assignment  of  rank  in  the  Naval 
Reserve  Force:  Provided , That  all  officers  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force 
of  and  above  the  rank  of  lieutenant  commander  shall  rank  with  but 
after  officers  of  the  same  rank  or  grade  in  the  United  States  Navy, 
except  that  in  time  of  war  or  other  national  emergency  such  officers 
of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  shall  have  a date  oi  precedence  with 
officers  of  the  United  States  Navy  as  of  the  date  of  general  mobiliza- 
tion, to  be  established  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy:  Provided  further, 
That  during  the  present  emergency  the  date  of  precedence  of  all  officers 
of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  snail  he  as  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy* 

No  officer  of  the  Naval  Coast  Defense  Reserve  or  officer  of  the 
Naval  Reserve  Flying  Corps  shall  exercise  command  except  within 
his  particular  department  or  service  for  the  due  performance  of  his 
respective  duties. 

Members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  when  employed  in  active 
service,  ashore  or  afloat,  under  the  Navy  Department  shall  receive 
the  same  pay  and  allowances  as  received  by  the  officers  and  enZisted 
men  of  the  Regular  Navy  of  the  same  rank,  grades,  or  ratings  and 
of  the  same  length  of  service,  which  shall  include  service  m the 
Navy,  Marine  Corps,  Naval  Reserve  Force,  Naval  Militia,  National 
Naval  Volunteers,  or  Marine  Corps  Reserve. 

That  the  unexpended  and  unobligated  portion  of  all  moneys 
heretofore  appropriated,  and  the  appropriation  authorized  by  sec- 
tion ten  of  rublic  Numbered  Fifty-seven,  Sixty-third  Congress, 
4832°— S.  Doc.  428,  66-3 35 
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approved  February  sixteenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  for 
the  training  and  equipment  of  the  Naval  Militia  and  the  National 
Naval  Volunteers,  for  the  clerical  force  and  the  office  expenses  of 
the  Division  of  Naval  Militia  Affairs,  and  the  property  loaned  by 
the  Navy  Department  for  the  arming  and  equipping  of  the  Naval 
Militia  shall  oe,  and  hereby  are,  made  available  for  training  and 
equipping  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  and  for  the  purchase,  rental,  and 
maintenance  of  suitable  armories  therefor,  including  the  acquisition 
of  the  necessary  land  upon  which  such  armories  may  be  located. 

That  the  clerical  force  and  office  expenses  provided  for  the  Divi- 
sion of  Naval  Militia  Affairs  shall’ be  transferred  to  the  Bureau  of 
Navigation. 

Enrolled  members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  when  in  active 
service  shall  be  subject  to  the  laws,  regulations,  and  orders  for  the 
government  of  the  Regular  Navy,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
may,  in  his  discretion,  permit  the  members  of  the  Naval  Reserve 
Force  to  wear  the  uniform  of  their  respective  ranks,  grades,  or 
ratings  while  not  in  active  service,  and  such  members  shall,  for  any 
act  committed  by  them  while  wearing  the  uniform  of  their  respective 
ranks,  grades,  or  ratings,  be  subject  to  the  laws,  regulations,  and 
orders  for  the  government  of  the  Regular  Navy. 

Naval  training  station,  California:  Maintenance  of  naval 
training  station,  Yerba  Buena  Island,  Calif omia:  Labor  and  material; 
buildings  and  wharves;  general  care,  repairs,  and  improvements  of 

Sounds,  buildings,  and  wharves;  wharfage,  ferriage,  and  street  car 
re;  purchase  and  maintenance  of  live  stock,  and  attendance  on 
same;  wagons,  carts,  implements,  and  tools,  and  repairs  to  same, 
including  the  maintenance,  repair,  and  operation  of  one  horse-drawn 
passenger-carrying  vehicle  to  be  used  only  for  official  purposes;  fire 
engines  and  extinguishers;  gymnastic  implements,  models,  and  other 
articles  needed  in  instruction  of  apprentice  seamen;  printing  outfit 
and  materials,  and  maintenance  ox  same;  heating  and  lighting; 
stationery,  books,  schoolbooks,  and  periodicals;  fresh  water,  and 
washing;  packing  boxes  and  materials;  and  all  other  contingent 
expenses;  maintenance  of  dispensary  building;  lectures  and  suitable 
entertainments  for  apprentice  seamen;  in  all,  $225,000. 

Naval  training  station,  Rhode  Island:  Maintenance  of  naval 
training  station,  Coasters  Harbor  Island,  Rhode  Island:  Labor  and 
material;  buildings  and  wharves;  dredging  channels;  extending  sea 
walls;  repairs  to  causeway  and  sea  wall;  general  care,  repairs,  and 
improvements  of  grounds,  buildings,  and  wharves;  wharfage,  fer- 
riage, and  street  car  fare;  purchase  and  maintenance  of  live  stock, 
ana  attendance  on  same;  wagons,  carts,  implements,  and  tools,  and 
repairs  to  same,  including  the  maintenance,  repair,  and  operation  of 
two  horse-drawn  passenger-carrying  vehicles  to  be  used  only  for 
official  purposes;  fire  engines  and  extinguishers;  gymnastic  imple- 
ments; models  and  other  articles  needed  in  instruction  of  apprentice 
seamen;  printing  outfit  and  materials,  and  maintenance  of  same; 
heating  and  lighting;  stationery,  books,  schoolbooks,  and  periodicals; 
fresh  water,  and  washing;  packing  boxes  and  materials;  and  all  other 
contingent  expenses;  lectures  ana  suitable  entertainments  for  appren- 
tice seamen;  m all,  $350,000:  Provided , That  the  sum  to  be  paid  out 
of  this  appropriation  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
for  clerical,  drafting,  inspection,  and  messenger  service  for  the  fiscal 
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year  ending  June  thirtieth  nineteen  hundred  and  nineteen,  shall  not 
exceed  $15,701.60. 

Naval  training  station,  Great  Lakes;  Maintenance. of  naval 
training  station:  Labor  and  material;  general  care,  repairs,  and 
improvements  of  grounds,  buildings,  and  piers;  street  ear  fare;  pur- 
chase and  maintenance  of  live  stocK,  and  attendance  on  same:  motor- 
propelled  vehicles,  wagons,  carts,  implements,  and  tools,  ana  repairs 
to  same,  including  the  maintenance,  repair,  and  operation  of  one 
motor-propelled  passenger-carrying  vehicle,  and  one  horse-drawn 
passenger-carrying  vehicle  to  be  used  only  for  official  purposes;  fire 
apparatus  and  extinguishers;  gymnastic  implements;  models  and 
otner  articles  needed  in  instruction  of  apprentice  seamen.’  printing 
outfit  and  material,  and  maintenace  of  same;  heating  and  lighting, 
and  repairs  to  power-plant  equipment,  distributing  mains,  tunnel, 
and  conduits;  stationery,  books,  schoolbooks,  and  periodicals;  wash- 
ing; packing  boxes  and  materials;  lectures  and  suitable  entertain- 
ments for  apprentice  seamen;  and  all  other  contingent  expenses: 
Provided , That  the  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  this  appropriation  under  the 
direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  for  clerical,  drafting,  inspec- 
tion, and  messenger  service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  nineteen,  shall  not  exceed  $6,000;  in  all,  naval 
training  station,  Great  Lakos,  $725,000. 

Naval  training  station,  Saint  Helena:  Maintenance  of  naval 
training  stations  at  Saint  Helena  and  at  naval  operating  base,  Vir- 
ginia, labor  and  material,  general  care,  repairs,  and  improvements; 
schoolbooks;  and  all  other  incidental  expenses,  $310,000. 

Organizing  the  Naval  Reserve  Force:  For  expenses  of  organ- 
izing, administering,  and  recruiting  the  Naval  Reserve  Force,  includ- 
ing clerical  and  messenger  hire,  office  rent,  furniture,  stationery,  and 
postage,  printing,  advertising,  and  other  necessary  expenses,  $200,000. 

Schools  or  camps  of  instruction,  Naval  Reserve  Force:  For 
assembling,  training,  and  instructing  recruits  and  reserves  of  all 
classes,  including  the  crews  of  section  patrols,  submarines  and  sub- 
marine chasers,  and  beach  patrols,  and  for  all  purposes  connected 
therewith,  $2,655,360. 

Naval  War  College,  Rhode  Island:  For  maintenance  of  the 
Naval  War  College  on  Coasters  Harbor  Island,  including  the  mainte- 
nance, repair,  and  operation  of  one  horse-drawn  passenger-carrying 
vehicle  to  be  used  only  for  official  purposes;  and  care  of  grounds  for 
same,  $35,250;  services  of  a professor  of  international  law,  $2,000; 
services  of  civilian  lecturers,  rendered  at  the  War  College,  $300;  care 
and  preservation  of  the  library,  including  the  purchase,  binding,  and 
repair  of  books  of  reference  and  periodicals,  $1,300:  Provided , That 
the  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  this  appropriation  under  the  direction  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  for  clerical,  inspection,  drafting,  and 
messenger  service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  nineteen,  shall  not  exceed  $22,500;  in  all,  Naval  War 
College,  Rhode  Island,  $38,850. 

Naval  Home,  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  pay  of  employees: 
One  secretary,  $1,800;  one  foreman  mechanic,  $1,800;  one  superin- 
tendent of  grounds,  at  $900;  one  steward,  at  $900;  one  store  laborer, 
at  $540;  one  matron  and  office  assistant,  at  $600;  one  beneficiaries’ 
attendant,  at  $360;  one  chief  cook,  at  $540;  one  assistant  cook,  at 
$420;  one  assistant  cook,  at  $360;  one  chief  laundress,  at  $300;  five 
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laundresses,  at  $240  each;  one  chief  scrubber,  at  $300;  three  scrub- 
bers, at  $240  each;  one  head  waitress,  at  $360;  eight  waitresses,  at 
$240  each;  one  kitchen,  attendant,  at  $420;  nine  laborers,  at  $420 
each;  one  stable  keeper  and  driver,  at  $540;  one  master  at  arms,  at 
$720;  two  house  corporals,  at  $480  each;  one  barber,  at  $480;  one 
carpenter,  at  $960;  one  painter,  at  $960;  one  painter,  at  $840;  one 
engineer,  $960;  four  laborers,  at  $600  each;  two  laborers,  at  $660 
each;  one  laborer,  at  $420;  total  for  employees,  $27,840. 

Maintenance:  Water  rent,  heating,  and  lighting;  cerhetery,  burial 
expenses  and  headstones;  general  care  and  improvements  of  grounds, 
buildings,  walls,  and  fences;  repairs  to  power-plant  equipment,  imple- 
ments, tools,  and  furniture,  ana  purchase  of  the  same;  music  in  chapel 
and  entertainments  for  beneficiaries;  stationery,  books,  and  periodi- 
cals; transportation  of  indigent  and  destitute  beneficiaries  to  the 
Naval  Home,  and  of  sick  and  insane  beneficiaries,  their  attendants 
and  necessaty  subsistence  for  both,  to  and  from  other  Government 
hospitals;  employment  of  such  beneficiaries  in  and  about  the  Naval 
Home  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  governor;  support  oi  beneficiaries,  and  all 
other  contingent  expenses,  including  tne  maintenance,  repair,  and 
operation  of  three  horse-drawn  passenger-carrying  vehicles,  to  be 
used  only  for  official  purposes,  $87,805;  in  all,  For  Naval  Home, 
$115;645,  which  sum  shall  De  paid  out  of  the  income  from  the  naval 
pension  fund. 

That  the  authorized  enlisted  strength  of  the  active  list  of  the  Navy 
is  hereby  increased  from  eighty-seven  thousand  to  one  hundred  and 
thirty-one  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty-five. 

That  the  Act  approved  May  twenty-second,  nineteen  hundred  and 
seventeen  (Statutes  at  Large,  volume  forty,  page  eighty-five),  enti- 
tled “ An  Act  to  temporarily  increase  the  commissioned  and  warrant 
and  enlisted  strength  of  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps,  and  for  other 
purposes,”  be,  ana  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by  striking  out  all 
of  the  first  and  second  sections  of  said  Act,  after  the  enacting  clause, 
and  by  substituting  therefor  the  following: 

“That  the  authorized  enlisted  strength  of  the  active  list  of  the 
Navy  is  hereby  temporarily  increased  from  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
one  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty-five  to  one  hundred  and 
eighty-one  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty-five;  the  authorized 
number  of  apprentice  seamen  is  hereby  temporarily  increased  from 
six  thousand  to  twenty-four  thousand;  and  the  authorized  number 
of  enlisted  men  of  the  Flying  Corps  is  hereby  temporarily  increased 
from  three  hundred  and  fifty  to  ten  thousand:  Provided , That  the 
phrase  ‘authorized  enlisted  strength/  as  applied  to  the  personnel  of 
the  Navy,  shall  mean  the  total  number  of  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy 
authorized  by  law,  exclusive  of  the  Hospital  Corps/apprentice  sea- 
men, those  sentenced  by  court-martial  to  discharge,  those  detailed 
for  duty  with  Naval  Militia,  those  furloughed  without  pay,  enlisted 
men  of  the  Flying  Corps,  and  those  under  instruction  in  trade  schools : 
Provided  further , That  the  number  of  enlisted  men  for  instruction  in 
trade  schools  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  fourteen  thousand,  which 
number  is  hereby  temporarily  authorized:  Provided  further.  That  the 
President  is  authorized,  at  any  time  during  the  period  of  the  present 
war,  when  in  his  judgment  it  becomes  necessary,  temporarily  to 
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increase  the  authorized  enlisted  strength  of  the  Navy,  as  provided 
for  herein,  by  the  addition  of  fifty  thousand  men.” 

“Sec.  2.  That  the  authorized  enlisted  strength  of  the  active  list 
of  the  Marine  Corps  is  hereby  temporarily  increased  from  seventeen 
thousand  four  hundred  to  seventy-five  thousand  five  hundred,  this 
authorized  strength  being  distributed  in  the  various  grades  of  the 
enlisted  force  in  the  same  proportion  as  those  authorized  at  the  date 
of  the  approval  of  this  Act:  Provided , That  not  more  than  twenty- 
five  per  centum  of  the  authorized  number  of  privates  in  the  Marine 
Corps  shall  have  the  rank  of  private,  first  class,  which  rank  is  hereby 
established  in  the  Marine  Corps.” 

The  rank  and  title  of  Major  General  is  hereby  created  in  the  Marine 
Corps,  and  the  President  is  authorized  to  nominate,  and,  bv  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  to  appoint  one  Major 
General,  who  shall  at  all  times  be  junior  in  rank  to  the  Major  General 
Commandant,  and  also  one  temporary  Major  General  in  the  Marine 
Corps,  who  shall  at  all  times  be  junior  to  the  permanent  Major 
General. 

That  the  said  Act  of  May*  twenty-second,  nineteen  hundred  and 
seventeen,  Statutes  at  Large,  volume  forty,  page  eighty-five,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  “lieu- 
tenant” in  lines  five  and  fourteen  of  section  four  thereof,  and  sub- 
stituting therefor  the  words  “lieutenant  commander”  and  adding 
at  the  end  of  section  four  the  following  proviso:  Provided  further, 
That  based  on  the  temporary  increase  of  enlisted  men  of  the  Marine 
Corps  herein  authorized,  the  President,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate,  is  authorized,  in  his  discretion,  temporarily 
to  appoint  not  exceeding  six  brigadier  generals,  twenty-two  colonels, 
and  twenty-two  lieutenant  colonels  in  the  Marine  Corps  in  addition 
to  the  number  permanently  allowed  by  law  in  those  grades;  said 
temporary  appointments  shall  continue  in  force  only  until  otherwise  # 
directed  by  tne  President  or  until  Congress  shall  amend  or  repeal 
the  same  and  not  later  than  six  months  after  the  termination  of 
the  present  war;  by  striking  out  the  words  “commissioned  warrant 
officers,  warrant  officers,  ana”  in  lines  fourteen  and  fifteen  of  section 
five  thereof;  and  by  inserting  after  the  semicolon  in  fine  thirty-one 
of  section  five,  the  following:  “ Provided  farther , That  temporary 
appointments  as  chief  warrant  officers  may  be  made  by  the  Presi- 
dent, with  the  consent  of  the  Senate,”  so  that  said  sections,  as 
amended,  will  read  as  follows: 

“Sec.  4.  Additional  commissioned  officers  in  the  Navy  and  Marine 
Corps,  based  upon  the  temporary  increases  herein  authorized  in  the 
number  of  enlisted  men,  shall  be  temporarily  appointed  by  the 
President,  in  hi3  discretion,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate,  not  above  the  grades  and  ranks  of  lieutenant  commander 
in  the  line  and  staff  of  the  Navy  and  major  in  the  Marine  Corps, 
the  distribution  in  said  grades  and  ranks  to  be  made  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  August  twenty-ninth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  sixteen:  Provided , That  all  temporary  original  appoint- 
ments shall  be  made  in  the  lowest  commissioned  grades  of  the  line 
and  staff  of  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps,  exclusive  of  commissioned 
warrant  officers,  and  that  there  shall  be  no  permanent  or  temporary 
appointments  in  or  permanent  or  temporary  promotions  to  any 
grade  or  rank  above  that  of  lieutenant  commander  in  the  Navy 
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or  major  in  the  Marine  Corps  by  reason  of  the  temporary  appointment 
of  officers  authorized  by  this  Act  in  excess  of  the  total  number  of 
officers  authorized  by  existing  law  or  on  account  of  the  increase  of 
enlisted  men  herein  authorized:  Provided  further,  That,  during  the 
period  of  the  present  war,  the  deficiency  existing  prior  to  the  passage 
of  this  Act  in  the  total  number  of  commissioned  officers  of  the  Navy 
and  Marine  Corps  authorized  by  the  Act  of  August  twenty-ninth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  may  also  be  supplied  by  temporary 
appointments  in  the  lowest  grades  and  by  temporary  promotions 
to  all  other  grades  until  a sufficient  number  of  officers  shall  be  avail- 
able for  regular  appointment  or  promotion  in  accordance  with  existing 
law  : Provided  further,  That  nothing  herein  shall  be  held  or  construed 
to  limit  or  abridge  the  use  or  service  of  the  officers  of  the  Navy  and 
Marine  Corps  on  the  retired  list  or  of  the  officers  of  the  Naval  Militia 
and  National  Naval  Volunteers,  Naval  Reserve  Force,  and  Marine 
Corps  Reserve,  as  provided  and  authorized  under  existing  law: 
Provided  further,  That  temporary  chaplains  and  temporary  acting 
chaplains  in  the  Navy  may  bewappointea  for  service  during  the  period 
of  the  war  in  the  proportion  of  the  personnel  of  the  Navy  as  now 
prescribed  by  existing  law:  Provided  further,  That,  based  on  the 
temporary  increase  of  enlisted  men  of  the  Marine  Corps  herein 
authorized,  the  President,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate,  is  authorized,  in  his  discretion,  temporarily  to  appoint 
not  exceeding  six  brigadier  generals,  twenty-two  colonels,  and  twenty- 
two  lieutenant  colonels  in  the  Marine  Corps  in  addition  to  the  num- 
ber permanently  allowed  by  law  in  those  grades;  said  temporary 
appointments  shall  continue  in  force  only  until  otherwise  directed 
by  the  President  or  until  Congress  shall  amend  or  repeal  the  same 
and  not  later  than  six  months  after  the  termination  of  the  present 
war. 

“Sec.  5.  That  the  additional  temporary  officers  authorized  in  the 
various  grades  and  ranks  of  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  in  accord- 
ance with  the  next  preceding  section  may  be  temporarily  appointed 
to  serve  in  the  grades  or  ranks  to  which  appointed  or  promoted  by 
the  temporary  advancement  of  officers  holdmg  permanent  and  pro- 
bationary commissions,  by  temporary  appointment  of  commissioned 
warrant  officers,  warrant  officers,  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy,  and 
warrant  officers,  noncommissioned  officers,  and  clerks  to  assistant 
paymasters  of  the  Marine  Corps,  commissioned  and  warrant  officers 
of  the  United  States  Coast  Guard,  citizens  of  the  United  States  who 
have  had  previous  naval  or  military  service  or  training,  and  other 
citizens  of  the  United  States  specially  qualified:  Provided,  That  such 
chief  warrant  officers  as  are  given  the  temporary  appointments  pro- 
vided herein  who  were  chief  warrant  officers  in  the  permanent  Navy 
on  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  ana  we're  not  given 
such  temporary  appointments  as  of  that  date  because  of  age  restric- 
tion or  ill  health,  shall  take  rank  and  precedence  with  the  other  chief 
warrant  officers  temporarily  appointed  as  of  July  first,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  seventeen,  and  according  to  their  seniority  as  chief  warrant 
officers  in  the  permanent  service:  Provided  further,  That  in  making 
appointments  authorized  herein  the  maximum  age  limit  shall  be  fifty 
years  for  enlisted  men  to  ensign,  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy  to  warrant 
rank,  noncommissioned  officers  of  the  Marine  Corps  to  commissioned 
rank,  members  of  the  Marine  Corps  branch  of  the  Naval  Militia  and 
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National  Naval  Volunteers,  Marine  Corps  Reserve,  and  civilians 
specially  qualified  to  commissioned  rank,  and  temporary  chaplains 
and  temporary  acting  chaplains:  Provided  farther,  That  graduates  of 
the  Naval  Academy  and  warrant  officers  duly  commissioned  in  the 
Navy  or  Marine  Corps  in  accordance  with  existing  law  shall  not,  by 
virtue  of  this  Act,  be  required  to  receive  temporary  appointments; 
and  the  class  of  midshipmen  graduated  from  tne  Naval  Academy  on 
March  twenty-ninth,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  and  the  classes 
to  be  graduated  hereafter,  may  be  commissioned  effective  from  date 
of  graduation:  Provided  further , That  temporary  appointments  as 
warrant  officers  of  the  Navy  may  be  made  by  tne  Secretary  of  the 
Navy:  Provided  farther,  That  temporary  appointments  as  chief  war- 
rant officers  may  be  made  by  the  President  with  the  consent  of  the 
Senate:  Provided  farther.  That  the  temporary  appointment  for  the 
war  of  seventy-six  additional  marine  gunners,  ana  seventy-six  addi- 
tional quartermaster  clerks,  is  authorized:  Provided  farther,  That 
lieutenants  (junior  grade)  and  ensigns  may  be  considered  eligible  for 
temporary  promotions  to  the  grades  of  lieutenant  and  lieutenant 
(jumor  grade),  respectively,  without  regard  to  length  of  service  in 
grade.,, 

That  hereafter  the  Chief  of  Naval  Operations  shall  receive  the 
allowances  which  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  or  in 
pursuance  of  law  for  the  grade  of  general  in  the  Army,  and  the 
officers  of  the  Navy  holding  the  rank  and  title  of  Admiral  and  Vice 
Admiral  in  the  Navy  while  holding  such  rank  and  title  shall  receive 
the  allowances  of  a General  and  Lieutenant  General  of  the  Army, 
respectively.  And  hereafter  chiefs  of  bureaus  of  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment, including  the  Judge  Advocate  General  of  the  Navy,  shall, 
while  so  serving,  have  corresponding  rank  and  shall  receive  the 
same  pay  and  allowances  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed 
by  or  m pursuance  of  law  for  chiefs  of  bureaus  of  the  War  Department 
and  the  Judge  Advocate  General  of  the  Army. 

That  nothing  contained  in  the  preceding  amendments  of  the  Act 
of  May  twenty-second,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  shall  be 
construed  to  reduce  the  pay  or  allowances  now  authorized  by  law  for 
any  commissioned,  warrant,  or  appointed  officer  or  any  enlisted 
man  of  the  active  or  retired  lists  of  the  Navy. 

That  the  paragraph  in  the  naval  appropriation  Act  of  August 
twenty-ninth,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen  (Thirty-ninth  Statutes 
at  Large,  five  hundred  and  eighty),  relative  to  the  loss  of  pay  by 
officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  who  are 
absent  from  duty  on  account  of  sickness  or  disease  resulting  from 
their  own  misconduct,  and  the  making  good,  by  enlisted  men,  of 
time  so  lost,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by  inserting  after 
the  words  “on  account  of,V  in  the  second  line,  the  word  “injury,” 
followed  by  a comma,  and  by  inserting  after  the  words  “on  account 
of,”  in  the  ninth  line,  the  word  “injury,”  followed  by  a comma. 

That  hereafter,  during  the  existence  of  war  or  of  a national  emer- 
gency declared  by  the  President  to  exist,  any  commissioned  or 
warrant  officer  of  the  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  or  Coast  Guard  of  the 
United  States  on  the  retired  list  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy,  be  ordered  to  active  dutv  at  sea  or  on  shore;  and  any 
retired  officer  performing  such  active  duty  in  time  of  war  or  national 
emergency,  declared  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  entitled  to  promotion  on 
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the  retired  list  to  the  grade  or  rank,  not  above  that  of  lieutenant 
commander  in  the  Navy  or  major  in  the  Marine  Corps  or  captian  in 
the  Coast  Guard,  and  shall  thereafter  receive  the  pay  and  allowances 
thereof,  which  his  total  active  service  as  an  officer  both  prior  and 
subsequent  to  retirement,  in  the  manner  rendered  by  him,  would 
have  enabled  him  to  attain  in  due  course  of  promotion  had  such, 
service  been  rendered  continuously  on  the  active  list  during  the 
period  of  time  last  past. 

That  during  the  existence  of  war  or  of  a national  emergency, 
declared  as  aforesaid,  any  commissioned  or  warrant  officer  of  the 
Navy,  Marine  Corps  or  Coast  Guard  of  the  United  States  on  the 
retired  list,  while  on  active  duty,  may  be  temporarily  advanced  to 
and  commissioned  in  such  higher  grade  or  rank  on  the  retired  list, 
not  above  that  of  lieutenant  commander  in  the  Navy  or  major  in  the 
Marine  Corps  or  captain  in  the  Coast  Guard,  as  the  President  may 
determine,  and  any  officer  so  advanced  shall,  while  on  active  duty, 
be  entitled  to  the  same  pay  and  allowances  as  officers  of  like  grade  or 
rank  on  the  active  list:  Provided , That  any  such  commissioned  or 
warrant  officer  who  has  been  so  temporarily  advanced  in  grade  or 
rank  shall,  upon  his  relief  from  active  duty,  or  in  any  case  not  later 
than  six  months  after  the  termination  of  the  war  or  of  the  national 
emergency,  declared  as  aforesaid,  revert  to  the  grade  or  rank  on  the 
retired  list  and  to  the  pay  and  allowance  status  which  he  would  have 
held  had  he  not  been  so  temporarily  advanced:  Provided  further, 
That  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  operate  to  reduce  the  pay  and  allow- 
ances now  allowed  by  law  to  retired  officers. 

That  the  naval  appropriation  Act  of  August  twenty-ninth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  sixteen  (Thirty-ninth  Statutes  at  Large,  page  five 
hundred  and  seventy-nine),  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by 
the  insertion  of  a new  proviso  immediately  after  the  clause  that  “On 
and  after  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty,  no  captain, 
commander,  or  lieutenant  commander  shall  be  promoted  unless  he 
has  had  not  less  than  two  years’  actual  sea  service  on  sea-going  ships 
in  the  grade  in  which  serving,  or  who  is  more  than  fifty-six,  fifty,  or 
forty-five  years  of  age,  respectively,”  the  proviso  reading  as  follows: 
“Provided,  That  in  exceptional  cases  where  officers  are  specifically 
designated  during  war  or  national  emergency  declared  by  the  Presi- 
dent by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  as  performing,  or  as  having  per- 
formed, such  highly  important  duties  on  shore  that  their  services 
can  not  be  or  could  not  have  been  spared  from  such  assignment 
without  serious  prejudice  to  the  successful  prosecution  of  the  war, 
the  qualification  of  sea  service  in  the  cases  of  those  officers  so  spe- 
cifically designated  shall  not  apply  while  the  United  States  is  at  war, 
or  during  a national  emergency  declared  by  the  President,  or  within 
two  and  one-half  years  subsequent  to  the  ending  of  such  war  or 
national  emeigency.” 

The  provisions  of  existing  laws  with  reference  to  promotion  by 
selection  in  the  line  of  the  Navy  are  hereby  extended  to  include  and 
authorize  advancement  to  the  ranks  of  commander,  captain,  and  rear 
admiral  in  the  Staff  Corps  of  the  Navy  under  the  same  conditions  in 
all  respects  except  as  may  be  necessary  to  adapt  the  said  provisions  to 
such  Staff  Corps:  Provided,  That  boards  of  selection  shall  in  each  case 
be  composed,  when  practicable,  of  not  less  than  five  members  of  the 
corps  concerned  and  promotions  shall  be  made  on  the  basis  of  fitness 
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alone  by  selection  from  among  the  officers  of  the  rank  next  below: 
Provided  further,  That  the  requirements  for  sea  service  in  grade, 
length  of  service  in  grade  and  maximum  age  in  grade  for  promotion 
shall  not  apply. 

That  hereafter  the  allowances  of  officers,  enlisted  men,  and  student 
flyers  of  the  naval  service  shall  in  no  case  be  increased  by  reason  of 
theperformance  of  aviation  duty. 

That  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  May  twenty-seventh,  nineteen 
hundred  ana  eight  (Thirty-fifth  Statutes,  pages  four  hundred  and 
seventeen  and  four  hundred  and  eighteen),  as  amended  by  the  Act 
of  August  twenty-fourth,  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve  (Thirty- 
seventh  Statutes,  page  five  hundred  and  sixty),  and  as  amended  by 
the  Act  of  March  fourth,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen  (Thirty- 
ninth  Statutes,  page  eleven  hundred  and  eighty-eight),  are  hereby 
extended  to  authorize  the  designation  of  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy 
or  Marine  Corps  as  Navy  mail  clerks  and  assistant  Navy  mail  clerks 
for  duty  at  stations  and  shore  establishments  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Navy  Department  where  the  services  of  such  mail  clerks  and 
assistant  mail  clerks  are  necessary. 

That  hereafter  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  determine  where 
and  when  there  are  no  public  quarters  available  for  persons  in  the 
Navy  and  Marine  Corps,  or  serving  therewith,  within  the  meaning 
of  any  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  relating  to  the  assignment  of  quarters 
or  commutation  therefor. 

That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized,  in  his  dis- 
cretion and  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  he  may  prescribe, 
to  pay  oash  rewards  to  civilian  employees  of  the  Navy  Department 
or  the  Naval  Establishment  or  other  persons  in  civil  life  when  due 
to  a suggestion  or  series  of  suggestions  by  them  there  results  an 
improvement  or  economy  in  manufacturing  process  or  plant  or  naval 
material:  Provided , That  such  sums  as  may  be  awarded  to  employ- 
ees or  other  persons  in  civil  life  in  accordance  with  this  Act  shall  be 
paid  them  out  of  current  naval  appropriations  in  addition  to  their 
usual  compensation:  Provided  further,  That  no  employee  or  other 
person  in  civil  life  shall  be  paid  a reward  under  this  Act  until  he  has 
properly  executed  an  agreement  to  the  effect  that  the  use  by  the 
United  States  of  the  suggestion  or  series  of  suggestions  made  by  him 
shall  not  form  the  basis  of  a further  claim  of  any  nature  from  the 
United  States  by  him,  his  heirs,  or  assigns. 

That  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  author- 
ized to  consider  appeals  from  settlements  of  the  Auditor  for  the  Navy 
Department  under  date  of  April  twenty-fifth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
sixteen,  in  which  settlements  certain  disallowances  were  made  in 
the  accounts  of  Paymaster  Alvin  Hovev-King,  United  States  Navy, 
and  in  which  cases  the  time  within  which  appeal  may  lawfully  be 
made  to  the  comptroller  has  expired. 

That  any  enlisted  man  of  the  Navy  or  Marine  Corps  upon  the 
retired  list  who  has  been  ordered  into  active  service  since  April  sixth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  or  who  may  hereafter  be  ordered 
into  active  service,  shall  be  eligible  for  promotion  and  he  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  pay  and  benefits  of  continuous  service  of  such  rank 
and  for  such  length  of  time  as  he  is  or  has  been  employed  in  active 
service,  and  when  relieved  of  active  service  shall  retain  upon  the 
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retired  list  the  rank  and  service  held  by  him  at  the  time  of  such  relief, 
with  the  pay  and  allowances  of  such  rank  on  the  retired  list;  and  the 
accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury  are  hereby  directed  to  allow  in 
the  accounts  of  any  enlisted  man  of  the  Navy  or  Marine  Co^ps  who 
resigned  from  the  retired  list  in  order  to  reenlist  for  appointment  in  a 
higher  grade,  the  same  continuous  service  pay  and  the  benefits  of 
such  rank  to  which  he  may  have  been  appointed  upon  reenlistment, 
as  if  his  service  had  been  continuous,  ana  any  difference  in  pay  from 
the  date  of  reenlistment  shall  be  credited  to  his  account. 

The  Lighthouse  Depot  at  Saint  Joseph,  Michigan,  described  as  fol- 
lows, is  hereby  transferred  to  and  placed  under  me  control  and  juris- 
diction of  the  Navv  Department  for  use  for  naval  purposes,  namely: 

Beginning  at  a four-by-four  pine  post,  marked  “U.  S.  L.  H.  E.*” 
at  the  northwest  angle  of  the  United  States  Life  Saving  Station 
situated  in  section  twenty-three,  township  four  south,  range  nine- 
teen west,  in  the  county  of  Berrien  and  State  of  Michigan;  thence 
south  fifty-four  degrees  and  thirty  minutes  east  one  hundred  and 
ninety-three  feet  to  a four-by-four  pine  post,  marked  “U.  S.  L.  H.  E.,” 
at  shore  line;  thence  north  seventy-four  degrees  and  eleven  minutes 
east  three  hundred  feet  to  a four-by-four  pine  post,  marked  “U.  S. 
L.  H.  E.,”  following  the  line  of  ther  shore ; thence  north  fifteen  degrees 
and  forty-nine  minutes  west  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  to  a four-by- 
four  pine  post,  marked  “U.  S.  L.  H.  E.” ; thence  north  eighty-seven 
degrees  and  eleven  minutes  west  three  hundred  and  thirteen  feet  to  a 
four-by-four  pine  post,  marked  “U.  S.  L.  H.  E.” ; thence  south  thirty- 
five  degrees  and  thirty  minutes  west  one  hundred  and  fifty-nine  feet 
to  the  place  of  beginning,  containing  approximately  one  and  seven 
hundred  and  twenty-four  one-thousandths  acres,  more  or  less, 
together  with  all  buildings  and  improvements  thereon;  which  prop- 
erty is  shown  on  drawing  number  seventeen  thousand  three  hundred 
and  twenty-one,  bearing  the  legend,  “ Office  of  the  Lighthouse 
Inspector,  Twelfth  District,  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin.  Lighthouse 
Depot,  Saint  Joseph,  Michigan.  General  Plan  of  Depot.  Scale  as 
noted.  Approved  July  thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen. 
N.  M.  Works,  Superintendent.  Lewis  M.  Stoddard,  Inspector,”  on 
file  in  the  Navy  Department. 

(a)  That  the  word  “ person”  as  used  in  paragraph  (b),  (c),  next 
hereafter  shall  include  anv  individual,  trustee,  firm,  association,  com- 
pany, or  corporation.  The  word  “ship”  shall  include  any  boat, 
vessel,  submarine,  or  any  form  of  aircraft,  and  the  parts  thereof. 
The  words  1 1 war  material”  shall  include  arms,  armament,  ammuni- 
tion, stores,  supplies,  and  equipment  for  ships  and  airplanes,  and 
everything  required  for  or  in  connection  with  the  production  thereof. 
The  word  “factory”  shall  include  any  factory,  workshop,  engine 
works,  building  used  for  manufacture,  assembling,  construction,  or 
any  process,  and  any  shipyard  or  dockyard.  The  words  “United 
States”  shall  include  the  Canal  Zone  and  all  territory  and  waters, 
continental  and  insu’ar,  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United 
States. 

(b)  The  President  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  within  the 
limits  of  the  amounts  appropriated  therefor: 

First.  To  place  an  order  with  any  person  for  such  ships  or  war 
material  as  the  necessities  of  the  Government,  to  be  determined  by 
the  President,  may  require  and  which  are  of  the  nature,  kind,  and 
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quantity  usually  produced  or  capable  of  being  produced  by  such 
person.  Compbance  with  all  such  orders  shall  be  obligatory  bn  any 

Serson  to  whom  such  order  is  given,  and  such  order  shall  take  prece- 
ence  over  all  other  orders  and  contracts  theretofore  placed  with 
such  person.  If  any  person  owning,  leasing,  or  operating  any  factory 
equipped  for  the  building  or  production  of  ships  or  war  material 
for  the  Navy  shall  refuse  or  fail  to  give  to  the  United  States  such 
preference  in  the  execution  of  such  an  order,  or  shall  refuse  to  build, 
supply,  furnish,  or  manufacture  the  kind,  quantity,  or  quality  of  ships 
of  war  materials  so  ordered  at  such  reasonable  price  as  shall  be  de- 
termined by  the  President,  the  President  may  take  immediate  posses- 
sion of  any  factory  of  such  person,  or  of  any  part  thereof  without  tak- 
ing possession  of  the  entire  factory,  and  may  use  the  same  at  such 
times  and  in  such  manner  as  he  may  consider  necessary  or  expedient. 

Second.  Within  the  limit  of  the  amounts  appropriated  therefor, 
to  modify  or  cancel  any  existing  contract  for  the  building,  production, 
or  purchase  of  ships  or  war  material;  and  if  any  contractor  shall 
refuse  or  fail  to  comply  with  the  contract  as  so^  modified,  the  Presi- 
dent may  take  immediate  possession  of  any  factory  of  such-contractor, 
or  any  part  thereof ' without  taking  possession  of  the  entire  factory, 
and  may  use  the  same  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as  he  may 
consider  necessary  or  expedient. 

Third.  To  require  the  owner  or  occupier  of  any  factory  in  which 
ships  or  war  material  are  built  or  produced  to  place  at  the  disposal 
of  the  United  States  the  whole  or  any  part  oi  the  output  of  such 
factory,  and  within  the  limit  of  the  amounts  appropriated  therefor, 
to  deliver  such  output  or  parts  thereof  in  such  quantities  and  at 
such  times  as  may  be  specified  in  the  order  at  such  reasonable  price 
as  shall  be  determined  by  the  President. 

Fourth.  To  requisition  and  take  over  for  use  or  operation  by  the 
Government  any  factory,  or  any  part  thereof,  without  taking  posses- 
sion of  the  entire  factory,  whether  the  United  States  has  or  has  not 
any  contract  with  the  owner  or  occupier  of  such  factory. 

That  all  authority  granted  to  the  President  herein  or  by  him  dele- 
gated shall  cease  six  months  after  a final  treaty  of  peace  shall  be  pro- 
claimed between  this  Government  and  the  German  Empire. 

(d)  That  whenever  the  United  States  shall  cancel  or  modify  any 
contract,  make  use  of,  assume,  occupy,  requisition,  or  take  over  any 
factory  or  part  thereof,  or  any  ships  or  war  material,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  paragraph  (b),  it  shall  make  iust  compensation 
therefor,  to  be  determined  by  the  President,  and  if  the  amount  thereof 
so  determined  by  the  President  is  unsatisfactory  to  the  person 
entitled  to  receive  the  same,  such  person  shall  be  paid  seventy-five 

Eer  centum  of  the  amount  so  determined  by  the  President  and  shall 
e entitled  to  sue  the  United  States  to  recover  such  further  sum  as 
added  to  said  seventy-five  per  centum  shall  make  up  such  amount 
as  will  be  just  compensation  therefor,  in  the  manner  provided  for  by 
section  twenty-four,  paragraph  twenty,  and  section  one  hundred  ana 
forty-five  of  the  Judicial  Code. 

That  the  Act  approved  October  sixth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
seventeen,  to  provide  for  the  acquisition  of  an  air  station  site  for 
the  United  States  Navy  at  Cape  May,  New  Jersey,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  amended  by  adding  the  following  at  the" end  thereof: 
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“And  provided  further , That  in  the  event  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  is  unable  satisfactorily  to  consummate  the  negotiations  for  the 
purchase  thereof  under  the  provisions  of  said  Act  approved  October 
sixth,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  the  President  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  take  over  for  and  in  behalf  of  the 
United  States  the  immediate  possession  of  and  title  to  such  land, 
including  all  easements,  rights  of  way,  riparian  and  other  rights 
appurtenant  or  appertaining  thereto  deemed  by  him  to  be  necessary 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  to  make  compensation  therefor  under 
the  terms  and  provisions  of  the  legislation  contained  in  this  Act; 
and  the  appropriation  of  $150,000  appropriated  in  said  Act,  approved 
October  sixth,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  made  available  for  the  payment  of 
compensation  for  said  property  so  taken  over  by  the  President.” 

BUREAU  OF  ORDNANCE. 

Ordnance  and  ordnance  stores:  For  procuring,  producing,  pre- 
serving, and  handling  ordnance  material;  for  the  armament  of 
ships;  for  fuel,  material,  and  labor  to  be  used  in’ the  general  work  of 
the  Ordnance  Department;  for  furniture  at  naval  ammunition 
depots,  torpedo  stations,  and  proving  grounds ; for  necessary  improve- 
ments at  and  maintenance  of  proving  grounds,  powder  factory,  tor- 
pedo stations,  gun  factory,  ammunition  depots,  and  armor  and  pro- 
jectile plant,  and  for  target  practice;  for  the  maintenance,  repair,  or 
operation  of  horse-drawn  and  motor-propelled  passenger-carrying 
vehicles,  to  be  used  only  for  official  purposes  at  naval  ammunition 
depots,  naval  proving  grounds,  and  naval  torpedo  stations,  and  for 
pay  of  chemists,  clerical,  drafting,  inspection,  and  messenger  service 
m navy  yards,  naval  stations,  and  naval  ammunition  depots:  Pro- 
vided, That  the  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  this  appropriation  under  the 
direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  for  chemists,  clerical,  drafting, 
inspection,  watchmen,  and  messenger  service  in  navy  yards,  naval 
stations,  and  naval  ammunition  depots  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nineteen,  shall  not  exceed 
$2,950,000;  in  all,  $30,522,279:  Provided  further , That  ordnance 
materials  procured  under  the  various  Ordnance  appropriations  shall 
hereafter  oe  available  for  issue,  to  meet  the  general  needs  of  the 
naval  service,  under  the  appropriation  from  which  procured. 

Purchase  and  manufacture  of  smokeless  powder,  $2,400,000. 

New  batteries  for  ships  of  the  Navy:  For  batteries  and  outfits 
for  naval  vessels,  auxiliaries,  patrols,  aircraft,  naval  stations,  and 
merchantmen,  $85,014,110.50:  Provided , That  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  is  authorized  to  enter  into  contracts  or  otherwise  to  incur 
obligations  for  the  purposes  above  mentioned  not  to  exceed 
$20,000,000  in  addition  to  the  appropriations  herein  and  heretofore 
made:  Provided  further , That  $41,259,523.50  of  this  amount  shall  be 
available  to  meet  obligations  authorized  under  this  heading  in  the 
Act  of  October  sixth,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  and  the 
Act  of  March  twenty-eighth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen. 

Ammunition  for  vessels:  For  procuring,  producing,  preserving, 
and  handling  ammunition  for  vessels,  $73,289,530:  Provided , That 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  authorized  to  enter  into  contracts  or 
otherwise  to  incur  obligations  for  the  purposes  above  mentioned 
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not  to  exceed  $11,000,000  in  addition  to  the  appropriations  herein 
and  heretofore  made:  Provided  further , That  $23,210,120  of  this 
amount  shall  be  available  to  meet  obligations  authorized  under  this 
heading  in  the  Act  of  October  sixth,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen, 
and  the  Act  of  March  twenty-eighth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen. 

Torpedoes  and  appliances:  For  the  purchase  and  manufacture  of 
torpedoes  and  appliances,  to  be  available  until  June  thirtieth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  twenty-one,  $10,000,000. 

Reserve  ordnance  supplies:  For  reserve  and  miscellaneous 
ordnance  supplies,  $63,000,000:  Provided , That  $30,500,000  of  this 
amount  shall  he  available  to  meet  obligations  authorized  under  this 
heading  in  the  Act  of  October  sixth,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen, 
and  the  Act  of  March  twenty-eighth,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen. 

Torpedo  station,  Newport,  Khode  Island:  For  labor  and 
material;  general  care  of  and  repairs  to  grounds,  buildings,  and 
wharves;  boats,  instruction,  instruments,  tools,  experiments,  and 
general  torpedo  outfits,  $200,000. 

For  new  and  improved  machinery  and  tools  for  torpedo  factory, 

$200,000. 

Experiments,  Bureau  of  Ordnance:  For  experimental  work  in 
the  development  of  armor-piercing  and  torpedo  shell  and  other 
projectiles,  fuses,  powders,  and  high  explosives,  in  connection  with 
problems  of  the  attack  of  armor  with  direct  and  inclined  fire  at 
various  ranges,  including  the  purchase  of  armor,  powder,  projectiles, 
and  fuses  for  the  above  purposes  and  of  all  necessary  material  and 
labor  in  connection  therewith;  and  for  other  experimental  work 
under  the  cognizance  of  the  Bureau  of  Ordnance  in  connection  with 
the  development  of  ordnancetmaterial  for  the  Navy,  $385,000. 

Contingent,  Bureau  of  Ordnance:  For  miscellaneous  items,  * 
namely,  cartage,  expenses  of  light  and  water  at  ammunition  depots 
and  stations,  tolls,  ferriage,  technical  books,  and  incidental  expenses 
attending  inspection  of  ordnance  material,  $50,000. 

Navy  mine  depot:  For  the  erection  and  equipment  of  a depot 
for  the  storage  of  high  explosives  and  the  loading  of  mines,  on  a 
site  to  be  selected  ana  acquired  by  the  President,  $3,000,000. 

Navy  nitrate  plant:  For  the  erection,  equipment,  and  operation 
of  a plant  for  the  fixation  of  atmospheric  nitrogen,  production  of

auxiliaries,  and  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Naval  Militia  and 
National  Naval  Volunteers  and  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  when  on 
active  service  with  the  Navy,  who  die  or  are  killed  in  action  ashore 
or  afloat,  and  also  to  enable  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  in  his  dis- 
cretion, to  cause  to  be  transported  to  their  homes  the  remains  of 
civilian  employees  who  die  outside  of  the  continental  limits  of  the 
United  States,  $350,000:  Provided , That  the  sum  herein  appropriated 
shall  be  available  for  payment  for  transportation  of  the  remains  of 
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officers  and  men  who  have  died  while  on  duty  at  any  time  since 
April  twenty-first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  and  shall  be 
available  until  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty. 

Care  of  hospital  patients:  For  the  care,  maintenance,  and 
treatment  of  patients  in  naval  and  in  other  than  naval  hospitals,  for 
the  rental  and  purchase  of  land,  at  Key  West,  Florida,  and  at  the 
Naval  Training  Station,  Great  Lakes,  $4,000,000. 

United  States  Naval  Hospital,  Fort  Lyons,  Colorado:  For 
the  purchase  of  about  four  hundred  and  twenty  acres  of  land  for  the 
enlargement  and  development  of  the  Naval  Hospital,  Fort  Lyons, 
Colorado,  $19,600. 

BUREAU  OF  SUPPLIES  AND  ACCOUNTS. 

Pay  of  the  Navy:  Pay  and  allowances  prescribed  by  law  of  of- 
ficers on  sea  duty  and  other  duty,  and  officers  on  waiting  orders, 
$33,234,498;  officers  on  the  retired  list,  $3,374,391;  commutation  of 
quarters  for  officers,  including  boatswains,  gunners,  carpenters,  sail- 
makers,  machinists,  pharmacists,  pay  clerks,  and  mates,  naval  con- 
structors, and  assistant  naval  constructors,  $2,821,248,  and  also 
members  of  Nurse  Corps  (female),  $44,200;  for  hire  of  quarters  for 
officers  serving  with  troops  where  there  are  no  public  quarters  be- 
longing to  the  Government,  and  where  there  are  not  sufficient  quar- 
ters possessed  by  the  United  States  to  accommodate  them,  or  com- 
mutation of  quarters  not  to  exceed  the  amount  which  an  officer 
would  receive  were  he  not  serving  with  troops  and  hire  of  quarters 
for  officers  and  enlisted  men  on  sea  duty  at  such  times  as  they  may 
be  deprived  of  their  quarters  on  board  ship  due  to  repairs  or  other 
conditions  which  may  render  them  uninhabitable,  $25,000;  pay  of 
enlisted  men  on  the  retired  list,  $540,255;  extra  pay  to  men  reenlist- 
ing under  honorable  discharge,  $1,400,000;  interest  on  deposit  by 
men,  $15,000;  pay  of  petty  officers,  seamen,  landsmen,  and  ap- 

Srentice  seamen,  including  men  in  the  engineers’  force  and  men 
etailed  for  duty  with  the  Fish  Commission,  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
one  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty-five  men,  plus  ten  thousand 
men  for  aviation  service,  plus  fourteen  thousand  men  in  trade  schools ; 
and  pay  of  enlisted  men  of  the  Hospital  Corps,  and  for  the  pay  of  en- 
listed men  detailed  for  duty  with  the  Naval  Militia,  $121,630,172; 
pay  of  enlisted  men  undergoing  sentence  of  court-martial,  $540,000, 
and  as  many  machinists  as  the  President  may  from  time  to  time 
deem  necessary  to  appoint;  and  twenty-four  thousand  apprentice 
seamen  under  training  at  training  stations  and  on  board  training 
ships,  at  the  pay  prescribed  by  law,  $8,019,600;  pay  of  the  Nurse 
Corps,  $670,800;  rent  of  quarters  for  members  of  the  Nurse  Corps, 
$55,800;  retainer  pay  and  active-service  pay  of  members  of  the  Naval 
Reserve  Force,  $55,001,982;  in  all,  $227,372,946;  and  the  money  herein 
specifically  appropriated  for  “Pay  of  the  Navy”  shall  be  disbursed  and 
accounted  for  m accordance  with  existing  law  as  “Pay  of  the  Navy,” 
and  for  that  purpose  shall  constitute  one  fund:  Provided,  That 
during  the  war,  in  such  cases  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy,  this  appropriation  shall  be  available  for  the  hire  of 
quarters  for  officers  attached  to  submarines  when  they  are  required 
to  be  on  shore  and  Government  quarters  are  not  available. 
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Provisions,  Navy:  For  provisions  and  commuted  rations  for  the 
seamen  and  marines,  which  commuted  rations  may  be  paid  to  caterers 
of  messes,  in  case  of  death  or  desertion,  upon  orders  of  the  commanding 
officers,  commuted  rations  for  officers  on  sea  duty  (other  than  com- 
missioned officers  of  the  line,  Medical  and  Pay  Corps,  chaplains,  chief 
boatswains,  chief  gunners,  chief  carpenters,  chiei  machinists,  chief 
pay  clerks,  and  chief  sailmakers)  and  midshipmen,  and  commuted 
rations  stopped  on  account  of  sick  in  hospital  and  credited  at  the  rate 
of  50  cents  per  ration  to  the  naval  hospital  fund ; subsistence  of  officers 
and  men  unavoidably  detained  or  absent  from  vessels  to  which 
attached  under  orders  (during  which  subsistence  rations  to  be  stopped 
on  board  ship  and  no  credit  for  commutation  therefor  to  be  given) ; 
subsistence  of  men  on  detached  duty;  subsistence  of  officers  and  men 
of  the  Coast  Guard  and  Lighthouse  Services  while  cooperating  with 
the  Navy  in  so  far  as  the  regular  appropriations  for  these  services*  are

emergency  rations  as  required;  in  all,  $75,520,216,  to  be  available 
until  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  twenty. 

Clothing  and  small  stores  fund:  For  purchase  of  clothing 
and  small  stores  for  issue  to  the  naval  service,  to  be  added  to  the 
“ Clothing  and  small  stores  fund/’  $27,000,000. 

Maintenance,  Bureau  of  Supplies  and  Accounts:  For  fuel; 
the  removal  and  transportation  of  ashes  and  garbage,  from  ships  of 
war;  books,  blanks,  and  stationery j including  stationery  for  com- 
manding and  navigating  officers  of  snips  chaplains  on  shore  and  afloat, 
and  for  the  use  of  courts-martial  on  board  snips;  purchase,  repair,  and 
exchange  of  typewriters  for  ships;  packing  boxes  and  materials;  inte- 
rior fittings  for  general  storehouses,  pay  offices,  and  accounting  offices 
in  navy  yards;  expenses  of  disbursing  officers;  coffee  mills  and  repair 
thereto*  expenses  of  naval  clothing  factory  and  machinery  for  the 
same;  laboratory  equipment;  purchase  of  articles  of  equipage  at 
home  and  abroad  under  the  cognizance  of  the  Bureau  of  Supplies  and 
Accounts,  and  for  the  payment  of  labor  in  equipping  vessels  there- 
with, and  the  manufacture  of  such  articles  in  tne  several  navy  yards j 
musical  instruments  and  music;  mess  outfits;  soap  on  board  naval 
vessels;  athletic  outfits;  tolls,  ferriages,  yeomen’s  stores,  safes,  and 
other  incidental  expenses;  labor  in  general  storehouses,  paymasters' 
offices,  and  accounting  offices  in  navy  yards  and  naval  stations, 
including  naval  stations  maintained  in  island  possessions  under  the 
control  of  the  United  States,  and  expenses  in  handling  stores  pur- 
chased and  manufactured  under  “Genera!  account  of  advances”; 
and  reimbursement  to  appropriations  of  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture of  cost  of  inspection  of  meats  and  meat  food  products  for  the 
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Navy  Department:  Provided , That  the  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  this 
appropriation,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  for 
chemists  and  for  clerical,  inspection,  storemen,  store  laborer,  and 
messenger  service  in  the  supply  and  accounting  departments  of  the 
navy  yards  and  naval  stations  and  disbursing  offices  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nineteen,  shall  not 
exceed  $4,000,000;  in  all,  $17,836,625. 

Freight,  Bureau  of  Supplies  and  Accounts:  All  freight  and 
express  charges  pertaining  to  the  Navy  Department  and  its  bureaus, 
except  the  transportation  of  coal  for  the  Bureau  of  Supplies  and 
Accounts,  $4,000,000. 

Fuel  and  Transportation:  Coal  and  other  fuel  for  steamers’  and 
ships1  use,  including  expenses  of  transportation,  storage,  and  handling 
the  same;  maintenance  and  general  operation  of  machinery  of  naval 
fuel*  depots  and  fuel  plants;  water  for  all  purposes  on  board  naval 
vessels;  and  ice  for  the  cooling  of  water,  including  the  expense  of 
transportation  and  storage  of  both,  $49,400,000,  $1,000,000  of 
which,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  may  in  his  discretion, 
be  used  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  in  mining  coal,  or  contracting 
for  the  same  in  Alaska,  the  transportation  of  the  same,  and  the  con- 
struction of  coal  bunkers  and  the  necessary  docks  for  use  in  supply- 
ing ships  therewith;  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  select  from  the  public  coal  lands  in  Alaska  such  areas  as  may 
be  necessary  for  use  by  him  for  the  purposes  stated  herein:  Provided , 
That  when,  in  the  opinion  of  the  President,  the  prices  asked  for  the 
charter  of  vessels  for  the  transportation  of  fuel  are  excessive,  he  is 
authorized  to  purchase  vessels  suitable  for  the  purpose,  and,  if  money 
is  not  otherwise  available,  to  pay  for  them  from  the  appropriation 
‘‘Fuel  and  transportation.” 

bureau  of  construction  and  repair. 

Construction  and  repair  of  vessels:  For  preservation  and 
completion  of  vessels  on  the  stocks  and  in  ordinary  ; purchase  of 
materials  and  stores  of  all  kinds;  steam  steer ers,  pneumatic  steerers, 
steam  capstans,  steam  windlasses,  and  all  other  auxiliaries;  labor 
in  navy  yards  and  on  foreign  stations;  purchase  of  machinery  and 
tools  for  use  in  shops;  carrying  on  work  of  experimental  model  tank 
and  wind  tunnel;  designing  naval  vessels;  construction  and  repair 
of  yard  craft,  lighters,  and  barges;  wear,  tear,  and  repair  of  vessels 
afloat;  general  care,  increase,  and  protection  of  the  Navy  in  the  line 
of  construction  and  repair;  repair  and  maintenance  of  vessels  of  the 
Coast  Guard  and  Ugnthouse  Services;  submarine  chasers,  patrol 
boats;  incidental  expenses  for  vessels  and  navy  yards,  inspectors’ 
offices,  such  as  photographing,  books;  professional  magazines,  plans, 
stationery,  and  instruments  for  drafting  room,  and  for  pay  oi  classi- 
fied force  under  the  bureau;  for  hemp,  wire,  iron,  and  otner  materials 
for  the  manufacture  of  cordage,  anchors,  cables,  galleys,  and  chains; 
specifications  for  purchase  thereof  shall  be  so  prepared  as  shall  give 
fair  and  free  competition;  canvas  for  the  manufacture  of  sails,  awn- 
ings, hammocks,  and  other  work;  interior  appliances  and  tools  for 
manufacturing  purposes  in  navy  yards  and  naval  stations;  and  for 
the  purchase  oi  all  other  articles  of  equipage  at  home  and  abroad; 
and  for  the  payment  of  labor  in  equipping  vessels  therewith  and 
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manufacture  of  such  articles  in  the  several  navy  yards;  naval  signals 
and  apparatus,  other  than  electric,  namely ? signals,  lights,  lanterns, 
running  lights,  lanterns,  and  lamps  and  their  appendages  for  general 
use  on  board  ship  for  illuminating  purposes;  and  oil  ana  candles  used 
in  connection  therewith;  bunting  ana  other  materials  for  making 
and  repairing  flags  of  all  kinds;  for  all  permanent  galley  fittings  ana 
equipage;  rugs,  carpets,  curtains,  ana  hangings  on  board  naval 
vessels,  $60,000,000:  Provided , That  the  limitations  imposed  by 
existing  law  relative  to  repairs  to  vessels  of  the  Navy  shall  not  apply 
to  the  expenditure  of  funds  made  available  in  this  Act:  Provided 
further , That  the  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  this  appropriation,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  for  clerical,  drafting,  inspec- 
tion, watchmen  {ship  keepers),  and  messenger  service  in  navy  yards, 
naval  stations,  and  offices  of  superintending  naval  constructors  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nineteen, 
shall  not  exceed  $3,000,000. 

Construction  plants  at  navy  yakds:  For  repairs  and  improve- 
ments of  machinery  and  implements  at  construction  plants  at  navy 
yards  at  Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire,  $10,000;  Boston,  Massa- 
chusetts, $25,000;  N§w  York,  New  York,  $35,000;  Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania,  $25,000;  Norfolk.  Virginia,  $35,000;  Charleston,  South 
Carolina,  $10,000;  Mare  Island,  California,  $35,000;  Puget  Sound, 
Washington,  $25,000;  in  all,  $200,000.

Engineering:  For  repairs,  preservation,  and*  renewal  of  machin- 
ery. auxiliary  machinery,  and  boilers  of  naval  vessels,  yard  craft, 
ana  ships’  boats,  distilling  and  refrigerating  apparatus;  repairs, 
preservation,  and  renewals  of  electric  interior  and  exterior  signal 
communications  and  all  electrical  appliances  of  whatsoever  nature  on 
board  naval  vessels,  except  range  finders,  battle  order  and  range 
transmitters  and  indicators,  ana  motors  and  their  controlling  ap- 
paratus used  to  operate  machinery  belonging  to  other  bureaus; 
searchlights  and  fire-control  equipments  for  antiaircraft  defense  at 
shore  stations;  maintenance  and  operation  of  coast  signal  service, 
including  expenses  of  office  of  Director  of  Naval  Communications  ana 
the  purchase  of  land  as  necessary  for  sites  for  radio  shore  stations; 
equipage,  supplies,  and  materials  under  the  cognizance  of  the  bureau 
required  for  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  naval  vessels,  yard 
craft,  and  ships’  boats;  purchase,  installation,  repair,  and  preserva- 
tion erf  machinery,  tools,  and  appliances  in  navy  yards  and  stations, 
pay  of  classified  force  under  the  bureau;  incidental  expenses  for  navy 
vessels,  naval  yards,  and  stations,  inspectors’  offices,  the  engineering 
experiment  station,  such  as  photographing,  technical  books  and  peri- 
odicals, stationery,  and  instruments;  instruments  and  apparatus, 
supplies,  and  technical  books  and  periodicals  necessary  to  carry  on 
experimental  and  research  work  m radiotelegraphy  at  the  naval 
radio  laboratory:  Provided , That  the  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  this 
appropriation,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  for 
clerical,  drafting,  inspection,  and  messenger  service  in  navy  yards, 
naval  stations,  and  offices  of  United  States  inspectors  of  machinery 
and  engineering  material  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  nineteen,  shall  not  exceed  $3,035,000:  Pro- 
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vided  further,  That  the  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  this  appropriation  for 
the  purchase  of  land  for  sites  for  radio  shore  stations  shall  not  exceed 
$10,000;  in  all,  engineering,  $50,000,000. 

For  original  investigation  and  extended  experimentation’ 
of  naval  appliances:  Testing  implements  and  apparatus;  purchase 
and  installation  of  such  machines  and  auxiliaries  considered  appli- 
cable for  test  and  use  in  the  naval  service,  and  for  maintenance  and 
equipment  of  buildings  and  grounds.  $160,000. 

The  foregoing  appropriations  for  tne  Naval  Establishment  shall  be 
available  for  similar  expenses  of  the  Coast  Guard  and  Lighthouse 


Services  while  cooperating  with  the  Navy  in  so  far  as  the  regular 
appropriations  for  these  services  are  insufficient  therefor;  and,  when 
expenditures  are  thus  made,  naval  appropriations  need  not  be  reim- 
bursed from  the  appropriations  of  the  Coast  Guard  and  Lighthouse 
Services. 

So  much  of  the  naval  appropriations  for  the  fiscal  years  nineteen 
hundred  and  eighteen  and  nineteen  hundred  and  nineteen  as  is 
necessary  may  be  transferred  on  the  books  of  the  Treasury  to  the 
credit  oi  the  regular  appropriations  of  the  Coast  Guard  and  Light- 
house Services. 

That  the  President  of  the  United  States  be,  and  he  is  hereby, 
authorized  during  the  period  of  the  present  war  to  promote  tem- 

Eorarily,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  commissioned 
ne  officers  and  engineer  officers  of  the  United  States  Coast  Guard 
below  the  rank  and  grades  of  captain  and  captain  of  engineers  to 
the  ranks  and  grades  of  the  Coast  Guard  not  above  captain  and 
captain  of  engineers,  respectively,  without  regard  to  number  or 
length  of  service  in  rank  or  grade:  Provided , That  such  temporary 
promotions  may  be  to  such  rank  and  grade  in  the  Coast  Guard  not 
above  captain  or  captain  of  engineers  as  correspond  to  the  rank 
and  grade  that  may  be  attained  m accordance  with  law,  either  per- 
manently or  temporarily,  by  line  officers  of  the  regular  Navy  of  the 
same  length  of  total  service : Provided  further , That  constructors  of 
the  Coast  Guard  now  authorized  by  law  who  shall  have  had  as 
much  total  service  in  the  Coast  Guard  as  the  officer  of  the  Construc- 
tion Corps  of  the  Navy  at  the  foot  of  the  permanent  or  temporary 
list  of  those  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant  commanders  may  be  tem- 
porarily promoted  to  the  rank  of  captain  of  the  Coast  Guard:  And 

Provided  further , That  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  service  in  the 
oast  Guard  to  be  counted  must  have  been  continuous:  And  pro - 
vided  further . That  nothing  contained  in  this  paragraph  shall  operate 
to  disturb  the  relative  position  of  officers  in  the  Coast  Guard  with 
reference  to  precedence  or  promotion,  but  all  such  officers  other- 
wise qualified  shall  be  advanced  in  rank  with  or  ahead  of  officers  in 
the  Coast  Guard  who  were  their  juniors  on  the  date  of  this  Act. 

That  the  President  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  during  the 
period  of  the  present  war  to  promote  temporarily,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Senate,  the  captain  commandant  of  the  Coast 
Guard  to  the  rank  of  commodore  in  the  Navy  and  brigadier  general 
in  the  Army,  and  the  engineer  in  chief  of  the  Coast  Guard  to  the 
rank  of  captain  in  the  Navy  and  colonel  in  the  Army,  officers  of  the 
Coast  Guard  holding  permanent  commissions  above  the  rank  and 
grade  of  first  lieutenant  and  first  lieutenant  of  engineers  as  follows: 
Not  to  exceed  two-fifths  of  the  captains  authorized  by  law,  and  not 
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to  exceed  one-third  of  the  captains  of  engineers  authorized  by  law, 
to  have  the  rank  of  senior  captain  in  the  Coast  Guard;  and  not  to 
exceed  one-third  the  senior  captains  authorized  by  law,  to  hare 
the  rank  of  captain  in  the  Navy  and  colonel  in  the  Army:  Provided , 
That  the  senior  captains,  captains,  and  captains  of  engineers  to  be 
temporarily  promoted  as  herein  provided,  shall  be  selected  as  pro- 
vided by  law  for  promotion  by  selection  in  the  Navy. 

That  during  the  period  of  the  present  war,  the  senior  district 
superintendent,  the  three  district  superintendents  next  in  order  of 
seniority,  the  four  district  superintendents  next  below  these  three  in 
order  oi  seniority,  and  the  junior  five  district  superintendents  shall 
have  the  rank,  pay,  and  allowances  of  captain,  first  lieutenant,  and 
second  lieutenant,  and  third  lieutenant  in  the  Coast  Guard,  respec- 
tively. 

That  the  permanent  and  probationary  commissions  of  officers  of 
the  Coast  Guard  shall  not  be  vacated  by  reason  of  the  temporary 
promotions  and  advancements  authorized,  by  this  Act,  nor  shall  said 
officers  be  prejudiced  in  their  relative  lineal  rank  in  regard  to  their 
promotion  as  provided  for  in  existing  law:  Provided , That  no  officer 
who  shall  receive  a temporary  promotion  or  advancement  under  this 
Act  shall  be  entitled  to  pay  or  allowances  except  under  such  promo- 
tion or  advancement:  Provided  further } That  upon  the  termination 
of  the  temporary  promotions  and  advancements  authorized  by  this 
Act,  the  officers  so  promoted  and  advanced  shall  revert  to  the  rank 
and  grade  from  which  temporarily  promoted  or  advanced,  unless 
such  officers  in  the  meantime,  in  accordance  with  law,  become  entitled 
to  promotion  to  a higher  erade  or  rank  in  the  permanent  Coast 
Guard,  in  which  case  they  snail  revert  to  said  higher  grade  or  rank, 
and  shall,  after  passing  the  prescribed  examinations,  be  commis- 
sioned accordingly. 

That  all  temporary  promotions  and  advancements  authorized  by 
this  Act  shall  continue  in  force  only  until  otherwise  directed  by  the 
President,  and  not  later  than  six  months  after  the  termination  of  the 
present  war. 

That  any  officer  of  the  Coast  Guard  temporarily  promoted  or 
advanced  in  grade  or  rank  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  who  shall  be  retired  from  active  service  under  his  permanent 
commission  while  holding  such  temporary  grade  or  rank,  except  for 
physical  disability  incurred  in  line  of  duty,  shall  be  placed  on  the 
retired  list  with  the  grade  or  rank  to  which  his  position  in  the  perma- 
nent Coast  Guard  at  the  date  of  his  retirement  would  entitle  him. 

That  officers  of  the  United  States  Coast  Guard  on  sea  duty  or  on 
shore  duty  beyond  the  continental  limits  of  the  United  States  during 
the  period  of  the  present  war  shall  receive  the  same  increase  of  pay 
and  allowances  in  all  respects  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  provided 
by  law  for  officers  of  the  Navy  of  corresponding  rank. 

That  nothing  contained  in  this  Act  relating  to  the  Coast  Guard 
shall  operate  to  reduce  the  rank,  pay,  or  allowances  that  would  have 
been  received  by  any  person  in  the  Coast  Guard  except  for  the 
passage  of  this  Act. 

NAVAL  ACADEMY.

equipage^  and  implements;  mess  utensils  for  enlisted  men;  packing 
boxes,  wrapping  paper,  oilcoth,  crash,  rope,  twine,  quarantine  fees, 
camphor  ana  carbolized  paper,  carpenters’  tools,  tools  for  police  pur- 
poses, safes,  purchase,  hire,  repair,  and  maintenance  of  sucn  harness, 
wagons,  motor  wagons,  armored  automobiles,  carts,  drays,  motor-pro- 
pelled and  horse-drawn  passenger-carrying  vehicles,  to  be  used  only  for 
official  purposes,  and  otner  vehicles  as  are  required  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  troops  and  supplies  and  for  official  military  and  garrison  pur- 
poses; purchase  of  public  horses  and  mules;  services  of  veterinary 
surgeons,  and  medicines  for  public  animals,  and  the  authorized  num- 
ber of  officers’  horses;  purchase  of  mounts  and  horse  equipment  for 
all  officers  below  the  grade  of  major  required  to  be  mounted;  shoeing 
for  public  animals  and  the  authorized  number  of  officers’  horses;  pur-, 
chase  and  repair  of  hose,  fire  extinguishers,  hand  grenades,  carts, 
wheelbarrows,  and  lawn  mowers;  purchase,  installation,  and  repair 
of  cooking  and  heating  stoves  and  furnaces;  purchase  of  towels,  soap, 
combs,  and  brushes  for  offices;  postage  stamps  for  foreign  and  reg- 
istered postage;  books,  newspapers,  ana  periodicals;  improving  parade 
grounds;  repair  of  pumps  and  wharves,  water;  straw  for  bedding,

The  President  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  within  the

Code:  Provided  further,  That  upon  the  taking  over  of  said  property 
by  the  President  as  aforesaid  the  title  to  all  property  so  taken  over 
shall  immediately  vest  in  the  United  States.

which  has  not  heretofore  specifically  been  directed  to  be  begun  shall 
be  begun  as  soon  as  practicable,  but  not  later  than  June  thirtieth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  nineteen. 

Increase  of  the  Navy,  torpedo-boat  destroyers:  On  account 
of  torpedo-boat  destroyers  heretofore  authorized,  to  be  available 
until  expended,  $125,000,000. 

Increase  of  the  Navy,  torpedo  boats:  On  account  of  submarine  - 
torpedo  boats  heretofore  authorized,  to  be  available  until  expended, 
$32,397,000:  Provided , That  the  limit  of  cost  of  the  coast  submarines 
authorized  by  the  Act  making  appropriations  for  the  naval  service 
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for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven- 
teen, approved  August  twenty-ninth,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen, 
is  hereby  increased  by  the  sum  of  $25,000  each. 

Increase  of  the  Navy,  armor  and  armament:  Toward  the  armor 
and  armament  for  vessels  hetetofore  authorized,  to  be  available  until 
expended,  $20,000,000.

ployee in  addition  to  his  regular  wages,  except  for  suggestions  re- 
sulting in  improvements  or  economy  in  the  operation  of  any  Govern- 
ment plant. 

That  no  part  of  any  sum  appropriated  by  this  Act  shall  be  used  for 
any  expense  ot  the  Navy  Department  at  Washington,  District  of 
Columbia,  unless  specific  authority  is  given  by  law  for  such  ex- 
penditure. 

All  unexpended  balances  of  appropriations  made  for  the  Naval 
Establishment  for  the  fiscal  year  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen  in 
the  naval  appropriation  Act  and  the  several  Acts  making  deficiency 
appropriations  are  hereby  continued  and  made  available  for  the  fiscal 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  nineteen.  The  balances  existing,  after 
all  payments  made  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  Act  have  been  charged, 
shall  be  transferred  to  and  merged  with  the  corresponding  appro- 
priations contained  in  this  Act:  Provided , That  prior  to  the  transfer 
there  may  be  charged  against  these  balances  the  expenditures  prior 
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to  July  first*  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen,  on  account  of  the 
accrued  pay  ot  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy  and  Marine 
Corps,  accrued  pay  ot  civilian  employees,  and  supplies  issued  from 
the  Naval  Supply  Account. 

All  appropriations  contained  in  this  Act  are  hereby  made  imme- 
diately available,  but  no  appropriation  in  this  Act  shall  be  used  for 
payment  of  deficiencies.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled , That 
the  President  of  the  United  States  be,  and  he  is  hereby, 
authorized  to  present,  in  the  name  of  Congress,  a medal  of 
honor  to  any  person  who,  while  in  the  naval  service  of  the 
United  States,  shall^  in  action  involving  actual  conflict 
with  the  enemy,  distinguish  himself  conspicuously  by  gal- 
lantry and  intrepidity  at  the  risk  of  bis  life  above  and 
beyond  the  call  of  duty  and  without  detriment  to  the 
mission  of  his  command  or  the  command  to  which 
attached. 

That  the  President  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  further 
authorized  to  present,  but  not  in  the  name  of  Congress,  a 
distinguished-service  medal  of  appropriate  design  and  a 
ribbon,  together  with  a rosette  or  other  device  to  be  worn 
in  lieu  thereof,  to  any  person  who,  while  in  the  naval 
service  of  the  United  States,  since  the  sixth  day  of  April, 
nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  has  distinguished,  or 
who  hereafter  shall  distinguish,  himself  by  exceptionally 
meritorious  service  to  the  Government  in  a duty  of  great 
responsibility. 

Sec.  3.  Tnat  the  President  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  further 
authorized  to  present,  but  not  in  the  name  of  Congress,  a 
Navy  cross  of  appropriate  design  and  a ribbon,  together 
with  a rosette  or  other  device  to  be  worn  in  lieu  thereof, 
to  any  person  who,  while  in  the  naval  service  of  the  United 
States,  since  the  sixth  day  of  April,  nineteen  hundred  and 
seventeen,  has  distinguished,  or  who  shall  hereafter  dis- 
tinguish, himself  by  extraordinary  heroism  or  distin- 
guished service  in  the  line  of  his  profession,  such  heroism 
or  service  not  being  sufficient  to  justify  the  award  of  a 
medal  of  honor  or  a distinguished-service  medal.

or  other  suitable  emblem  or  insignia,  in  lieu  of  a medal  oi 
honor,  distinguished-service  medal,  or  Navy  cross,  as 
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hereinafter  provided  for,  shall  entitle  him  to  further 
additional  pay  at  the  rate  of  $2  per  month  from  the  date 
of  the  distinguished  act  or  service  for  which  the  bar  is 
awarded,  and  such  additional  pay  shall  continue  through- 
out his  active  service,  whether  such  service  shall  or  shall 
not  be  continuous. 

Sec.  5.  That  no  more  than  one  medal  of  honor  or  one 
distinguished-service  medal  or  one  Navy  cross  shall  be 
issued  to  any  one  person:  but  for  each  succeeding  deed  or 
service  sufficient  to  justify  the  award  of  a medal  of  honor 
or  a distinguished-service  medal  or  Navy  cross,  respec- 
tively, the  President  may  award  a suitable  bar,  or  other 
suitable  emblem  or  insignia,  to  be  worn  with  the  decora- 
tion and  the  corresponding  rosette  or  other  device.

may  be  necessary  to  replace  any  medals,  crosses,  bars, 
emblems,  or  insignia  as  are  herein  or  may  heretofore  have 
been  provided  for:  Provided , That  such  replacement  shall 
be  made  only  in  those  cases  where  the  medal  of  honor, 
distinguished-service  medal,  or  Navy  cross,  or  bar,  em- 
blem, or  insignia  presented  under  the  provisions  of  this 
or  any  other  Act  shall  have  been  lost,  destroyed,  or 
rendered  unfit  for  use  without  fault  or  neglect  on  the 
part  of  the  person  to  whom  it  was  awarded,  and  shall  be 
made  without  charge  therefor.

mending official  recognition  thereof  shall  have  been  made 
by  his  naval  superior  through  official  channels  at  the 
time  of  the  act  or  service  or  within  three  years  thereafter. 

Sec.  8.  That  in  case  an  individual  who  shall  distinguish 
himself  dies  before  the  making  of  the  award  to  which  he 
may  be  entitled  the  award  may  nevertheless  be  made  and 
the  medal  or  cross  or  the  bar  or  other  emblem  or  insignia 
presented  within  five  years  from  the  date  of  the  act  or 
service  justifying  the  award  thereof  to  such  representative

years  Wore  said  cases  shall  have  been  considered  as 
authorized  by  this  proviso,  but  all  consideration  or  any 
action  ujpon  any  of  said  cases  shall  be  based  exclusively 
upon  official  records  now  on  file  in  the  Navy  Department.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled , 
That  any  person  who  served  in  the  United  States  Army, 
Navy,  or  Marine  Corps  in  the  present  war  may,  upon 
honorable  discharge  and  return  to  civil  life,  permanently 
retain  one  complete  suit  of  outer  uniform  clothing,  in- 
cluding the  overcoat,  and  such  articles  of  personal  ap- 
parel and  equipment  as  may  be  authorized,  respectively, 
by  the  Secretary  of  War  or  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 
and  may  wear  such  uniform  clothing  after  such  discharge : 
Provided , That  the  uniform  above  referred  to  shall  in- 
clude some  distinctive  mark  or  insignia,  to  be  prescribed 
respectively,  by  the  Secretary  of  War  or  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy,  such  mark  or  insignia  to  be  issued,  respec- 
tively, by  the  War  Department  or  Navy  Department  to 
all  enlisted  personnel  so  discharged.  The  word  “Navy” 
shall  include  the  officers  and  enlisted  personnel  of  the 
Coast  Guard  who  have  served  with  the  Navy  during  the 
present  war. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  apply  to 
all  persons  who  served  in  the  United  States  Army,  Navy, 
or  Marine  Corps  during  the  present  war  honorably  dis- 
charged since  April  sixth,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven- 
teen. And  in  cases  where  such  clothing  and  uniforms 
have  been  restored  to  the  Government  on  their  discharge 
the  same  or  similar  clothing  and  uniform  in  kind  and 
value  as  near  as  may  be  shall  be  returned  arid  given  to 
such  soldiers,  sailors,  and  marines. 

Sec.  3.  That  section  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  of 
the  Act  entitled  “An  Act  for  making  further  and  more 
effectual  provision  for  the  national  deiense,  and  for  other 
purposes,”  approved  June  third,  nineteen  hundred  and 
sixteen,  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

“Sec.  126.  That  an  enlisted  man  honorably  discharged 
from  the  Army,  Navy,  or  Marine  Corps  since  November 
eleventh,  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen,  or  who  may 
hereafter  be  honorably  discharged,  shall  receive  five  cents 
per  mile  from  the  place  of  his  discharge  to  his  actual  bona

at  his  option:  Provided,  That  for  sea  travel  on  discharge, 
transportation  and  subsistence  only  shall  be  furnished  to 
enlisted  men:  Provided,  That  naval  reservists  duly  en- 
rolled who  have  been  honorably  released  from  active 
service  since  November  eleventh,  nineteen  hundred  and 
eighteen,  or  who  may  hereafter  be  honorably  released 
from  active  service,  shall  be  entitled  likewise  to  receive 
mileage  as  aforesaid.”

any  period  of  involuntary  captivity  by  the  enemy  of  the 
United  States;  and  their  right  to  such  full  pay  and  allow- 
ances shall  not  be  abridged  or  lost  by  reason  of  absence 
from  duty  when  that  absence  is  caused  by  involuntary 
captivity  by  the  enemy  of  the  United  States.  Any  cap- 
tivity by  the  enemy  shall  be  construed  to  be  involuntary 
until  the  contrary  shall  be  affirmatively  established. 

All  rights  and  privileges  hereunder  shall  be  in  force 
from  April  sixth,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  to  the 
end  of  the  existing  war.

AN  ACT  Making  appropriations  for  the  naval  service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 

30,  1920,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  appropriatioJHice 
of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled , 

That  the  following  sums  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  ap- 
propriated to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  naval  service  of  the 
Government  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1920,  and  for 
other  purposes: 

GENERAL  EXPENSES. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  send  to  Congress  at  the  pa^^dlean0w! 
beginning  of  its  next  regular  session  a complete  schedule  ances  to  be  sent 
or  list  showing  the  amount  of  money  of  all  pay  and  for  all t0  Congress 
allowances  for  each  grade  of  officers  in  the  Navy,  includ- 
ing retired  officers,  and  for  all  officers  included  in  this  Act 
and  for  all  enlisted  men  so  included. 

PAY,  MISCELLANEOUS. 

For  commissions  and  interest;  transportation  of  funds ; na^<{*nsesdesig’ 
exchange;  mileage  to  officers  while  traveling  under 
orders  in  the  United  States,  and  for  actual  personal  ex-  Mileage- 
peruses  of  officers  while  traveling  abroad  under  orders, 
and  for  traveling  expenses  of  civilian  employees,  and  for 
mileage^  at  5 cents  per  mile , to  midshipmen  entering  the 
Nerval  Academy  subsequent  to  June  1,  1919 , while  pro- 
ceeding from  their  homes  to  the  Naved  Academy  for  ex- 
amination and  appointment  as  midshipmen;  for  actual 
traveling  expenses  of  female  nurses;  actual  expenses  of  Expenses- 
officers  while  on  shore  patrol  duty;  mileage  to  officers  of 
the  Naval  Reserve  Force  traveling  under  orders  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy;  hire  of  launches  or  other  small 
boats  in  Asiatic  waters;  for  rent  of  buildings  and  offices 
not  in  navy  yards,  including  the  rental  of  offices  in  the 
District  of  Columbia;  expenses  of  courts-martial,  prison- 
ers and  prisons,  and  eourts  of  inquiry,  boards  of  inspec- 
tion, examining  boards,  with  clerks,  and  witnesses’  fees, 
and  traveling  expenses  and  costs;  expenses  of  naval  de- 
fense districts;  stationery  and  recording;  religious  books; 
newspapers  and  periodicals  for  the  naval  service;  all 
advertising  for  the  Navy  Department  and  its  bureaus 
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(except  advertising  for  recruits  for  the  Bureau  of  Navi- 
gation); copying;  ferriage;  tolls;  costs  of  suits;  commis- 
sions, warrants,  diplomas,  and  discharges;  relief  of  vessels 
in  distress;  recovery  of  valuables  from  shipwrecks; 
quarantine  expenses;  reports;  professional  investigation; 
cost  of  special  instruction  at  home  and  abroad,  including 
maintenance  of  students  and  attaches:  Provided , That  this 
appropriation  and  the  appropriation  “Pay,  Marine  Corps” 
shall  be  available  for  special  allowances  j or  maintenance  to 
officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps 
from°abroiUet £ serving  under  unusual  conditions;  information  from 
’ abroad  and  at  home,  and  the  collection  and  classification 
thereof;  all  charges  pertaining  to  the  Navy  Department 
and  its  bureaus  for  ice  for  the  cooling  of  drinking  water 
on  shore  (except  at  naval  hospitals),  telephone  rentals 
and  tolls,  telegrams,  cablegrams,  and  postage,  foreign  and 
domestic,  and  post-office  box  rentals;  and  other  necessary 
and  incidental  expenses:  Provided  further,  That  the  sum 
to  be  paid  out  of  this  appropriation,  under  the  direction 
clerical, etc.  0f  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  for  clerical,  inspection,  and 
messenger  service  in  navy  yards,  naval  stations,  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1920,  shall  not  exceed  $1+50,000, 
and  for  necessary  expenses  for  the  interned  persons  and 
prisoners  of  war  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Navy  De- 
Bon^an^prison"  Partment>  including  funeral  expenses  for  such  interned 
ers  of  war.  persons  or  prisoners  of  war  as  may  die  while  under  such 

jurisdiction;  in  all,  $5,100,000;  Provided,  That  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy  is  authorized  to  consider,  ascertain,  adjust, 
agesaimsfordam  determine,  and  pay  the  amounts  due  in  all  claims  for  dam- 
ages (other  than  such  as  are  occasioned  by  vessels  of  the 
Navy),  to  and  loss  of  privately  owned  property,  occurring 
subsequent  to  April  6,  1917 , where  the  amount  of  the  claim 
does  not  exceed  $500,  for  which  damage  or  loss  men  in  the 
naval  service  or  Marine  Corps  are  found  to  be  responsible, 
all  payments  in  settlement  of  said  claims  to  be  made  out  of 
the  appropriation  “Pay,  miscellaneous” : Provided  further, 
That  all  claims  adjusted  under  this  authority  during  any 
fiscal  year  shall  be  reported  in  detail  to  the  Congress  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

ficersbursin8  °f  The  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury  shall  relieve  any 
disbursing  officer  of  the  Navy  charged  with  responsibility  on 
account  of  loss  or  deficiency  while  in  the  line  of  his  duty,  of 
Government  funds,  vouchers,  records,  or  papers,  in  his 
charge,  where  such  loss  or  deficiency  occurred  without  fault 
or  negligence  on  the  part  of  said  officer:  Provided,  That  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  have  determined  that  the  officer 
was  in  the  line  of  his  duty,  and  the  loss  or  deficiency  occurred 
without  fault  or  negligence  on  his  part:  Provided  further, 
That  the  determination  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  of  the 
aforesaid  questions  shall  be  conclusive  upon  the  accounting 
officers  of  the  Treasury:  Provided  further , That  all  cases  of 
relief  granted  under  this  authority  during  any  fiscal  year 
shall  be  reported  in  detail  to  the  Congress  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy. 
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The  interchange  without  compensation  therefor , of  mili-  AJmy-Navyn8e# 
tary  stores , supplies , and  equipment  of  every  character,  in- 
cluding real  estate  owned  by  the  Government , is  hereby  au- 
thorized between  the  Army  and  the  Navy  upon  the  request  of 
the  head  of  one  service  and  with  the  approval  of  the  head  of 
the  other  service.

That  no  part  of  this  appropriation  shall  be  expended  for 
maintenance  of  more  than  six  heavier-than-air  stations  on 
the  coasts  of  continental  United  States:  Provided  further , 
That  no  part  of  this  appropriation  shall  be  used  for  the 
construction  of  a factory  for  the  manufacture  of  aeroplanes: 
airc°r?ft.report  on  Provided  further , That  the  Secreatry  of  War,  the  Postmaster 
General,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  submit  to  Con- 
gress on  the  first  day  of  the  next  regular  session  a joint  report 


lay  of  the  next  regular  session  a joint  report 
of  aircraft  under  their  respective  jurisdiction  on  November  1 , 
1919,  showing  the  number , type,  and  cost  of  aU  aircraf  t

AN  ACT  Making  appropriations  for  the  naval  service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1921,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives

the  operation  of  any  Government  plant;  and  that  no  part 
of  the  moneys  appropriated  in  eacn  or  any  section  of  this 
Act  shall  be  used  or  expended  for  the  purchase  or  acquire- 
ment of  any  article  or  articles  that,  at  the  time  of  the 
proposed  acquirement,  can  be  manufactured  or  produced 
in  each  or  any  of  the  Government  navy  yards  of  the  United 
States,  when  time  and  facilities  permit,  for  a sum  less 
than  it  can  be  purchased  or  acquired  otherwise.

AN  ACT  To  reorganize  and  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  personnel  of  the  Navy  and 
Marine  Corps  of  the  United  States. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled , 

That  the  officers  constituting  the  Engineer  Corps  of  the  trfSIiSrfed01?© 
Navy  be,  and  are  hereby,  transferred  to  the  line  of  the  une. 

Navy,  and  shall  be  commissioned  accordingly. 

1 [Officers  for  engineering  duty  only.  Officers  of 
the  line  of  the  Navy  not  below  the  grade  of  lieutenant 
may,  upon  application,  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Navy,  be  assigned  to  engineering  duty  only, 
and  that  when  so  assigned  and  until  they  reach  the  grade 
of  commander,  they  shall  perform  duty  as  prescribed  in 
section  four  of  the  Personnel  Act  approved  March  third, 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  and  thereafter  shore 
duty  only  as  now  prescribed  for  officers  transferred  to  the

Eosed  of  eighteen  rear  admirals,  seventy  captains,  one 
undred  and  twelve  commanders,  one  hundred  and  sev- 
enty lieutenant  commanders,  three  hundred  lieutenants, 
and  not  more  than  a total  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  lieu- 
tenants (junior  grade)  and  ensigns:  Provided , That 
each  rear  admiral  embraced  in  the  nine  lower  numbers 
of  that  grade  shall  receive  the  same  pay  and  allowance 
as  are  now  allowed  a brigadier  general  in  the  Army. 
Officers,  after  performing  three  years’  service  in  the  grade 
of  ensign,  shall,  after  passing  the  examinations  now  re- 
quired by  law,  be  eligible  to  promotion  to  the  grade  of 
lieutenant  (junior  grade) : Provided,  That  when  the 
office  of  chief  of  bureau  is  filled  by  an  officer  below  the 
rank  of  rear  admiral,  said  officer  shall,  while  holding 
said  office,  have  the  rank  of  rear  admiral  and  receive  the 
same  pay  and  allowance  as  are  now  allowed  a brigadier 
general  in  the  Army:  And  provided  further,  That  nothing 
contained  in  this  section  snail  be  construed  to  prevent 
the  retirement  of  officers  who  now  have  the  rank  or  rela- 
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tive  rank  of  commodore  with  the  rank  and  pay  of  that  Cominodore- 

f ade:  And  'provided  further , That  all  sections  of  the 
evised  Statutes  which,  in  defining  the  rank  of  officers  or 
positions  in  the  Navy,  contain  the  words  “the  relative 
rank  of  ” are  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  “ the  rank  of,” 
but  officers  whose  rank  is  so  defined  shall  not  be  entitled, 
in  virtue  of  their  rank  to  command  in  the  line  or  in  other 
staff  corps.  Neither  shall  this  act  be  construed  as  chang- 
ing the  titles  of  officers  in  the  staff  corps  of  the  Navy. 

No  appointments  shall  be  made  of  civil  engineers  in  the  civil  engineers. 
Navy  on  the  active  list  under  section  fourteen  hundred 
and  thirteen  of  the  Revised  Statutes  in  excess  of  the 
present  number,  twenty-one. 

[Admiral  of  the  Navy. — The  President  is  hereby 
authorized  to  appoint;  by  selection  and  promotion,  an 
Admiral  of  the  Navy,  who  shall  not  be  placed  upon  the 
retired  list  except  upon  his  own  application;  and  when- 
ever such  office  shall  be  vacated  by  death  or  otherwise 
the  office  shall  cease  to  exist. — Act  March  3,  1899.] 

[Grades  of  Admiral  and  Vice  Admiral  reestab- 
lished.— That  the  President  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  further 
authorized  to  designate  six  officers  of  the  Navy  for  the 
command  of  fleets  or  subdivisions  thereof  and,  after  being 
so  designated  from  the  date  of  assuming  such  command 
until  relinquishing  thereof,  not  more  than  three  of  such 
officers  shall  each  have  the  rank  and  pay  of  an  admiral, 
and  the  others  shall  each  have  the  rank  and  pay  of  a 
vice  admiral;  and  the  grades  of  admiral  and  vice  admiral 
are  hereby  authorized  and  continued  for  the  puipose  of 
this  Act:  Provided , That  in  time  of  war  the  selections 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  made  from 
the  grades  of  rear  admiral  or  captain  on  the  active  list 
of  the  Navy:  Provided  further , That  the  pay  of  an  admiral 
shall  be  SI 0,000  and  the  pay  of  a vice  admiral  $9,000  per 
annum:  Provided  further,  That  in  time  of  peace  officers 
for  the  command  of  fleets  and  subdivisions  thereof,  as 
herein  authorized,  shall  be  designated  from  among  the 
rear  admirals  on  the  active  list  of  the  Navy:  Provided 
further , That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  create  any 
vacancy  in  any  grade  in  the  Navy  or  increase  the  total 
number  of  officers  authorized  by  law:  Provided  further, 

That  when  an  officer  with  the  rank  of  admiral  or  vice 
admiral  is  detached  from  the  command  of  a fleet  or  sub- 
division thereof,  as  herein  authorized,  he  shall  return  to 
his  regular  rank  in  the  list  of  officers  of  the  Navy  and 
shall  thereafter  receive  only  the  pay  and  allowances  of 
such  rank:  And  provided  further.  That  nothing  in  this 
Act  shall  be  held  or  construed  as  amending  or  repealing 
the  provisions  of  sections  fourteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
four,  fourteen  hundred  and  sixty-three,  and  fourteen 
hundred  and  sixty-four  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the 
United  States. 

That  the  provision  in  the  Act  approved  March  third, 
nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen,  for  the  designation  of  com- 
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manders  in  chief  of  certain  fleets  with  the  rank  of  admiral 
and  for  the  designation  of  officers  second  in  command  of 
such  fleets  with  the  rank  of  vice  admiral  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby,  repealed. — Act  May  22,  1917.] 

[Rank  of  Admiral  for  Chief  of  Naval  Operations. — 
Hereafter  the  Chief  of  Naval  Operations,  while  so  serv- 
ing as  such  Chief  of  Naval  Operations,  shall  have  the 
rank  and  title  of  admiral,  to  take  rank  next  after  The 
Admiral  of  the  Navy,  and  shall,  while  so  serving  as  Chief 
of  Naval  Operations,  receive  the  pay  of  $10,000  per 
annum  and  no  allowances. — Act  August  29,  1916.] 

[That  hereafter  the  Chief  of  Naval  Operations  shall 
receive  the  allowances  which  are  now  or  may  hereafter 
be  prescribed  by  or  in  pursuance  of  law  for  the  grade  of 
general  in  the  Army,  and  the  officers  of  the  Navy  holding 
the  rank  and  title  of  Admiral  and  Vice  Admiral  in  the 
Navy  while  holding  such  rank  and  title  shall  receive  the 
allowances  of  a General  and  Lieutenant  General  of  the 
Army,  respectively. — Act  July  1,  1918.] 

[Increase  in  number  of  line  officers. — The  trades 
of  the  active  list  of  the  Navy  hereinafter  designated  shall 
be  so  increased  that  there  shall  be  thirty  additional  lieu- 
tenant commanders,  in  all  two  hundred;  fifty  additional 
lieutenants,  in  all  three  hundred  and  fifty;  such  total 
numbers  of  lieutenants  (junior  grade)  and  ensigns  as 
may  qualify  for  said  grades  under  existing  law  and  the 
provisions  of  this  Act:  * * * 

[The  increase  in  the  grades  of  lieutenant  commander 
and  lieutenant  provided  for  in  this  act  shall  be  filled  by 
promotion  each  year  of  not  exceeding  twenty-five  per 
centum  of  the  total  number  of  the  increase  in  each  of 
said  grades. — Act  March  3,  1903.] 

[Same. — Hereafter  the  total  number  of  commissioned 
officers  of  the  active  list  of  the  line  of  the  Navy,  exclu- 
sive of  commissioned  warrant  officers,  shall  be  four  per 
centum  of  the  total  authorized  enlisted  strength  of  the 
active  list,  exclusive  of  the  Hospital  Corps,  prisoners 
undergoing  sentence  of  discharge,  enlisted  men  detailed 
for  duty  with  the  Naval  Militia,  and  the  Flying  Corps: 
Provided , That  the  total  number  of  commissioned  line 
officers  on  the  active  list  at  any  one  time,  exclusive  of 
commissioned  warrant  officers,  shall  be  distributed  in  the 
proportion  of  one  of  the  grade  of  rear  admiral  to  four 
m the  grade  of  captain,  to  seven  in  the  grade  of  com- 
mander, to  fourteen  in  the  grade  of  lieutenant  com- 
mander, to  thirty-two  and  one-half  in  the  grade  of  lieu- 
tenant, to  forty-one  and  one-half  in  the  graues  of  lieuten- 
ant (junior  grade)  and  ensign,  inclusive:  Provided  fur- 
ther, That  lieutenants  (junior  grade)  shall  have  had  not 
less  than  three  years’  service  in  that  grade  before  being 
eligible  for  promotion  to  the  grade  of  lieutenant.  * * * 

[Provided  further,  That  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
captains  herein  authorized  shall  be  made  at  the  rate  of 
not  more  than  ten  captains  in  any  one  year. — Act  August 
29,  1916.] 
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[Rules  foe  computing  number  of  line  officers. — 
That  to  determine  the  authorized  number  of  officers  in 
the  various  grades  and  ranks  of  the  line  and  of  the  staff 
corps  as  herein  provided,  computations  shall  be  made  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  semiannually,  as  of  July  first 
and  January  first  of  each  year,  and  the  resulting  numbers 
in  the  various  grades  and  ranks,  as  so  computed,  shall  be 
held  and  considered  for  all  purposes  as  the  authorized 
number  of  officers  in  such  various  grades  and  ranks  and 
shall  not  be  varied  between  such  dates.  * * * 

[When  there  is  an  odd  number  of  officers  in  the  grade 
or  rank  of  rear  admiral  in  the  line  or  in  each  corps,  the 
lower  division  thereof  shall  include  the  excess  in  number 
except  where  there  is  but  one. 

[Whenever  a final  fraction  occurs  in  computing  the 
authorized  number  of  any  corps,  grade  or  rank  in  the 
naval  service,  the  nearest  whole  number  shall  be  regarded 
as  the  authorized  number:  Provided , That  at  least  one 
officer  shall  be  allowed  in  each  grade  or  rank. 

[For  the  purpose  of  determining  the  authorized  num- 
ber of  officers  in  any  grade  or  rank  of  the  line  or  of  the 
staff  corps,  there  shall  be  excluded  from  consideration 
those  officers  carried  by  law  as  additional  numbers,  in- 
cluding staff  officers  heretofore  permanently  commis- 
sioned with  the  rank  of  rear  admiral. — Act  August  29, 
1916.] 

[Promotion  of  line  officers  by  selection. — Here- 
after all  promotions  to  the  grades  of  commander,  captain, 
and  rear  admiral  of  the  line  of  the  Navy,  including  the 
promotion  of  those  captains,  commanders,  and  lieutenant 
commanders  who  are,  or  may  be,  carried  on  the  Navy 
list  as  additional  to  the  numbers  of  such  grades,  shall  be 
by  selection  only  from  the  next  lower  respective  grade 
upon  the  recommendation  of  a board  of  naval  officers  as 
herein  provided. 

[The  board  shall  consist  of  nine  rear  admirals  on  the 
active  list  of  the  line  of  the  Navy  not  restricted  by  law 
to  the  performance  of  shore  duty  only,  and  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  and  convened  dur- 
ing the  month  of  December  of  each  year  and  as  soon 
after  the  first  day  of  the  month  as  practicable. 

[Each  member  of  said  board  shall  swear,  or  affirm, 
that  he  will,  without  prejudice  or  partiality,  and  having 
in  view  solely  the  special  fitness  of  officers  and  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  naval  service,  perform  the  duties  imposed 
upon  him  as  herein  provided. 

[The  board  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  with  the  number  of  vacancies  in  the  grades  of  rear 
admiral,  captain,  and  commander  to  be  filled  during  the 
following  calendar  year,  including  the  vacancies  existing 
at  the  time  of  the  convening  of  the  board  and  those  that 
will  occur  by  operation  of  law  from  the  date  of  convening 
until  the  end  of  the  next  calendar  year,  and  with  the 
names  of  all  officers  who  are  eligible  for  consideration 
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for  selection  as  herein  authorized,  together  with  the  rec- 
ord of  each  officer:  Provided,  That  any  officer  eligible  for 
consideration  for  selection  shall  have  the  right  to  for- 
ward through  official  channels  at  any  time  not  later  than 
ten  days  after  the  convening  of  said  board  a written  com- 
munication inviting  attention  to  any  matter  of  record 
in  the  Navy  Department  concerning  himself  which  he 
deems  important  in  the  consideration  of  his  case:  Pro- 
vided, That  such  communications  shall  not  contain  any 
reflection  upon  the  character,  conduct,  or  motives  of  or 
criticism  of  any  officer:  Provided  further,  That  no  cap- 
tains, commanders,  or  lieutenant  commanders  who  shall 
have  had  less  than  four  years’  service  in  the  grade  in 
which  he  is  serving  on  November  the  thirtieth  of  the 
year  of  the  convening  of  the  board  shall  be  eligible  for 
consideration  by  the  board:  Provided  further,  That  the 
recommendation  of  the  board  in  the  case  of  officers  of 
the  former  Engineer  Corps  who  are  restricted  by  law  to 
the  performance  of  shore  duty  only  and  in  that  of  officers 
who  may  hereafter  be  assigned  to  engineering  duty  only 
shall  be  based  upon  their  comparative  fitness  for  the 
duties  prescribed  for  them  by  law.  Upon  promotion  they 
shall  be  carried  as  additional  numbers  in  grade. 

[The  board  shall  recommend  for  promotion  a number 
of  officers  in  each  grade  equal  to  the  number  of  vacancies 
to  be  filled  in  the  next  higher  grade  during  the  following 
calendar  year:  Provided,  That  no  officer  shall  be  recom- 
mended for  promotion  unless  he  shall  have  received  the 
recommendation  of  not  less  than  six  members  of  said 
board. 

[The  report  of  the  board  shall  be  in  writing  signed  by 
all  of  the  members  and  shall  certify  that  the  board  has 
carefully  considered  the  case  of  every  officer  eligible  for 
consideration  under  the  provisions  of  this  law,  and  that 
in  the  opinion  of  at  least  six  of  the  members,  the  officers 
therein  recommended  are  the  best  fitted  of  all  those  under 
consideration  to  assume  the  duties  of  the  next  higher 
grade,  except  that  the  recommendation  of  the  board  in 
the  case  of  officers  of  the  former  Engineer  Corps  who  are 
restricted  by  law  to  the  performance  of  shore  duty  only, 
and  in  that  of  officers  who  may  hereafter  be  assigned  to 
engineering  duty  only,  shall  be  based  upon  their  compara- 
tive fitness  for  the  duties  prescribed  for  them  by  law. 

[The  report  of  the  board  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
President  for  approval  or  disapproval.  In  case  any 
officer  or  officers  recommended  by  the  board  are  not  ac- 
ceptable to  the  President,  the  board  shall  be  informed  of 
the  name  of  such  officer  or  officers,  and  shall  recommend 
a number  of  officers  equal  to  the  number  of  those  found 
not  acceptable  to  the  President  and  if  necessary  shall  be 
reconvened  for  this  purpose.  When  the  report  of  the 
board  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  President,  the 
officers  recommended  therein  shall  be  deemed  eligible 
for  selection,  and  if  promoted  shall  take  rank  with  one 
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another  in  accordance  with  their  seniority  in  the  grade 
from  which  promoted : Provided , That  any  officers  so 
selected  shall  prior  to  promotion  be  subject  in  all  respects 
to  the  examinations  prescribed  by  law  for  officers  pro- 
moted by  seniority,  and  in  case  of  failure  to  pass  the 
required  professional  examination  such  officer  shall  there- 
after be  ineligible  for  selection  and  promotion.  And 
should  any  such  officer  fail  to  pass  the  required  physical 
examination  he  shall  not  be  considered,  in  the  event  of 
retirement,  entitled  to  the  rank  of  the  next  higher  grade. 

[On  and  after  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
twenty,  no  captain,  commander,  or  lieutenant  commander 
shall  be  promoted  unless  he  has  had  not  less  than  two 
years’  actual  sea  service  on  sea-going  ships  in  the  grade 
m which  serving  or  who  is  more  than  fifty-six,  fifty,  or 
forty-five  years  of  age,  respectively:  Provided , That  in 
exceptional  cases  where  officers  are  specifically  desig- 
nated during  the  war  or  national  emergency  declared  by 
the  President  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  as  perform- 
ing, or  as  having  performed,  such  highly  important 
duties  on  shore  that  their  services  can  not  be  or  could 
not  have  been  spared  from  such  assignment  without 
serious  prejudice  to  the  successful  prosecution  or  the 
war,  the  qualification  of  sea  service  in  the  cases  of  those 
officers  so  specifically  designated  shall  not  apply  while 
the  United  States  is  at  war,  or  during  a national  emer- 
gency declared  by  the  President,  or  within  two  and  one- 
half  years  subsequent  to  the  ending  of  such  war  or 
national  emergency:  Provided , That  the  qualification 
of  sea  service  snail  not  apply  to  officers  restricted  to  the 
performance  of  engineering  duty  only. — Acts  August 

29,  1916,  July  1,  1918.] 

[The  provision  of  existing  law  which  requires  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Navy  to  make  computations  semiannually 
as  of  July  1 and  January  1 of  each  year  and  to  convene 
the  boards  to  select  officers  of  the  line  and  of  the  staff 
corps  for  promotion  is  hereby  amended  so  that  said  com- 
putations shall  be  made  and  said  boards  shall  be  convened 
at  least  once  each  year  and  at  such  times  as  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy  may  direct,  and  the  boards  shall  recommend 
for  promotion  such  number  of  officers  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  fill  vacancies  then  existing  and  which  may  occur 
during  the  next  period  of  time. — Act  July  11,  1919.] 

[That  officers  of  the  permanent  Navy  who  have  served 
satisfactorily  during  the  war  with  the  German  Govern- 
ment in  a temporary  grade  or  rank  shall  be  eligible  under 
the  provision  of  existing  law  for  selection  for  promotion 
and  for  promotion  to  the  same  permanent  grade  or  rank 
until  July  1,  1920,  without  regard  to  statutory  require- 
ments other  than  professional  and  physical  examinations: 
Provided , That  the  age  and  grade  requirement  prescribed 
by  the  Act  approved  August  29,  1916,  in  the  rank  of  com- 
mander is  hereby  extended  from  June  30,  1920,  to  June 

30,  1921.— Act  July  11,  1919.] 
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[Promotion  of  staff  officers  by  selection. — The 
provisions  of  existing  laws  with  reference  to  promotion 
by  selection  in  the  line  of  the  Navy  are  hereby  extended 
to  include  and  authorize  advancement  to  the  ranks  of 
commander,  captain,  and  rear  admiral  in  the  Staff  Corps 
of  the  Navy  under  the  same  conditions  in  all  respects  ex- 
cept as  may  be  necessary  to  adapt  the  said  provisions  to 
such  Staff  Corps:  Provided , That  boards  of  selection  shall 
in  each  case  be  composed,  when  practicable,  of  not  less 
than  five  members  of  the  corps  concerned  and  promo- 
tions shall  be  made  on  the  basis  of  fitness  alone  by  selec- 
tion from  among  the  officers  of  the  rank  next  below: 
Provided  further , That  the  requirements  for  sea  service  in 
grade,  length  of  service  in  grade,  and  maximum  age  in 
grade  for  promotion  shall  not  apply. — Act  July  1,  1918.] 
[Number  and  rank  of  staff  officers. — The  total 
authorized  number  of  commissioned  officers  of  the  ac- 
tive list  of  the  following  staff  corps,  exclusive  of  com- 
missioned warrant  officers,  shall  be  based  on  percentages 
of  the  total  number  of  commissioned  officers  of  the  active 


list  of  the  line  of  the  Navy,  as  follows: 

[Pay  Corps,  twelve  per  centum;  Construction  Corps, 
five  per  centum;  Corps  of  Civil  Engineers,  two  percen- 
tum;  and  that  the  total  authorized  number  of  commis- 
sioned officers  of  the  Medical  Corps  shall  be  sixty-five 
one  hundredths  of  one  per  centum  of  the  total  author- 
ized number  of  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy 
and  Marine  Corps,  including  midshipmen,  Hospital  Corps, 
prisoners  undergoing  sentence  of  discharge,  enlisted  men 
detailed  for  duty  with  the  Naval  Militia,  and  the  Flying 
Corps.  * * * 

[The  total  number  of  commissioned  officers  of  the 


active  list  of  the  following  mentioned  staff  corps  at  any 
one  time,  exclusive  of  commissioned  warrant  officers, 
shall  be  distributed  in  the  various  grades  of  the  respective 
corps  as  follows : 

[Medical  Corps:  One-half  medical  directors  with  the 
rank  of  rear  admiral  to  four  medical  directors  with  the 


rank  of  captain,  to  eight  medical  inspectors  with  rank 
of  commander,  to  eighty-seven  and  one-half  in  the  grades 
below  medical  inspector:  Provided , That  hereafter  ap- 
pointees to  the  grade  of  assistant  surgeon  shall  be  be- 
tween the  ages  of  twenty-one  and  thirty-two  at  the  time 
of  appointment. 

[ray  Corps:  One-half  pay  directors  with  the  rank  of 
rear  admiral  to  four  pay  directors  with  the  rank  of  cap- 
tain, to  eight  pay  inspectors  with  the  rank  of  commander, 
to  eighty-seven  and  one-half  in  the  grades  below  pay 
inspector. 

[Construction  Corps:  One-half  naval  constructors  with 
the  rank  of  rear  admiral  to  eight  and  one-half  naval  con- 
structors with  the  rank  of  captain,  to  fourteen  naval  con- 
structors with  the  rank  of  commander,  to  seven ty-seven 
naval  constructors  and  assistant  naval  constructors  with 
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rank  below  commander:  Provided , That  vacancies  in  the 
Construction  Corps  shall  be  filled  in  the  manner  now 
prescribed  by  law,  at  such  annual  rate  as  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy  may  prescribe:  Provided  further,  That  here- 
after ensigns  of  not  less  than  one  year’s  service  as  such 
shall  be  eligible  for  transfer  to  the  Construction  Corps. 

[Corps  of  Civil  Engineers:  One-half  civil  engineers 
with  tne  rank  of  rear  admiral  to  five  and  one-half  civil 
engineers  with  the  rank  of  captain,  to  fourteen  civil  engi- 
neers with  the  rank  of  commander,  to  eighty  civil  en- 
gineers and  assistant  civil  engineers  with  the  rank  below 
commander. 

[Hereafter  no  further  appointments  shall  be  made  to 
the  Corps  of  Professors  of  Mathematics,  and  that  corps 
shall  cease  to  exist  upon  the  death,  resignation,  or  dis- 
missal of  the  officers  now  carried  in  that  corps  on  the 
active  and  retired  list  of  the  Navy.  * * * Provided , 
That  officers  shall  take  rank  in  each  staff  corps  accord- 
ing to  the  dates  of  commission  in  the  several  grades, 
excepting  in  cases  where  they  have  gained  or  lost  num- 
bers. * * * 

[Hereafter  the  authorized  number  of  surgeons  in  the 
United  States  Navy  be,  and  it  is  herebv,  increased  by 
one;  and  that  hereaf  ter  the  Secretary  of  the  N avy  be,  and 
he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  detail  one  or  more  officers  of 
the  Medical  Corps  of  the  United  States  Navy  for  duty 
with  the  Military  Relief  Division  of  the  American  Na- 
tional Red  Cross. — Act  August  29,  1916.] 

[That  nothing  contained  in  the  Act  of  August  twenty- 
ninth,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  shall  operate  to 
disturb  the  relative  position  of  officers  in  the  Medical 
Corps  with  reference  to  precedence  or  promotion,  but  all 
such  officers  otherwise  qualified  shall  be  advanced  in 
rank  with  or  ahead  of  officers  in  said  corps  who  were 
their  juniors  on  the  date  of  said  Act. — Act  May  22,  1917.] 

[Corps  of  chaplains. — The  grade  of  acting  chaplain 
in  the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized  and  created,  and  here- 
after original  appointments  shall  be  made  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy,  not  to  exceed  the  number  hereinafter 
provided,  in  the  grade  of  acting  chaplains  in  the  Navy 
after  such  examination  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy,  and  while  so  serving  acting  chaplains 
shall  have  the  rank,  pay,  and  allowances  of  lieutenant, 
junior  grade,  in  the  Navy.  After  three  years’  sea  service 
on  board  ship  each  acting  chaplain  before  receiving  a 
commission  in  the  Navy  shall  establish  to  the  satisfaction 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  by  examination  by  a board  of 
chaplains  and  medical  officers  of  the  Navy  hisphysical, 
mental,  moral,  and  professional  fitness  to  perform  the 
duties  of  chaplain  in  the  Navy,  and  if  found  so  qualified, 
shall  be  commissioned  a chaplain  in  the  Navy  with  the 
rank  of  lieutenant,  junior  grade.  If  any  acting  chaplain 
shall  fail  on  the  examinations  herein  prescribed  he  shall 
be  honorably  discharged  from  the  naval  service,  and  the 
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appointment  of  any  acting  chaplain  may  be  revoked  at 
any  time  in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

[Hereafter  the  total  number  of  chaplains  and  acting 
chaplains  in  the  Navy  shall  be  one  to  each  twelve  hundred 
and  fifty  of  the  total  personnel  of  the  Navy  and  Marine 
Corps  as  fixed  by  law,  including  midshipmen,  apprentice 
seamen,  and  naval  prisoners,  and  of  the  total  number  of 
chaplains  and  acting  chaplains  herein  authorized  ten  per 
centum  thereof  shall  have  the  rank  of  captain  in  the 
Navy,  twenty  per  centum  the  rank  of  commander,  twenty 
per  centum  the  rank  of  lieutenant  commander,  and  the 
remainder  to  have  the  rank  of  lieutenants  and  lieutenants, 
junior  grade. 

[Naval  chaplains  hereafter  commissioned  from  acting 
chaplains  shall  have  the  rank,  pay,  and  allowances  of 
lieutenants,  junior  grade,  in  tne  Navy  until  they  shall 
have  completed  four  years’  service  in  that  grade,  when, 
subject  to  examination  as  above  prescribed,  they  shall 
have  the  rank,  pay,  and  allowances  of  lieutenant  in  the 
Navy,  and  chaplain  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant  shall 
have  at  least  four  years’  service  in  that  grade  before  pro- 
motion to  the  grade  of  lieutenant  commander,  after  which 
service,  chaplains  shall  be  promoted  as  vacancies  occur 
to  the  grades  of  lieutenant  commander,  commander,  and 
captain:  Provided , That  not  more  than  seven  acting  chap- 
lains shall  be  commissioned  chaplains  in  any  one  year: 
And  provided  further , That  no  provision  of  this  section 
shall  operate  to  reduce  the  rank,  pay,  or  allowances  that 
would  nave  been  received  by  any  person  in  the  Navy 
except  for  the  passage  of  this  section,  and  that  all  laws 
or  parts  of  laws  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this 
section  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed. — Act  June 
30,  1916.] 

[Naval  Dental  Corps. — That  the  Act  approved 
August  twenty-ninth,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen, 
entitled  “An  Act  making  appropriations  for  the  naval 
service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  seventeen,  and  for  other  purposes”  (Stat- 
utes at  Large,  volume  thirty-nine,  chapter  four  hundred 
and  seventeen,  pages  five  hundred  and  seventy- three  and 
five  hundred  and  seventy-four),  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  amended  by  striking  out  all  of  said  Act  following 
the  caption  t ‘Naval  Dental  Corps”  on  page  five  hundred 
and  seventy-three,  but  preceding  the  caption  “Dental 
Reserve  Corps,”  on  page  five  hundred  and  seventy-four, 
and  by  substituting  therefor  the  following: 

[“That  the  President  of  the  United  States  is  hereby 
authorized  to  appoint  and  commission,  bv  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  dental  officers  in  the 
Navy  at  the  rate  of  one  for  each  thousand  of  the  total 
authorized  number  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the 
Navy  and  Marine  Corps,  in  the  grades  of  assistant  dental 
surgeon,  passed  assistant  dental  surgeon,  and  dental  sur- 
geon, who  shall  constitute  the  NavS  Dental  Corps,  and 
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shall  be  a part  of  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Navy. 
Original  appointments  to  the  Naval  Dental  Corps  shall 
be  made  in  the  grade  of  assistant  dental  surgeon  with  the 
rank  of  lieutenant  (junior  grade),  and  all  dental  officers 
now  in  the  Dental  Corps  appointed  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  August  twenty-second, 
nineteen  hundred  and  twelve  (Statutes  at  Large,  volume 
thirty-seven,  page  three  hundred  and  forty-five),  or  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  August 
twenty-ninth,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen  (Satutes  at 
Large,  volume  thirty-nine,  page  five  hundred  and  seventy- 
three),  or  who  may  hereafter  be  appointed,  shall  take 
rank  and  precedence  with  officers  of  the  Naval  Medical 
Corps  of  tne  same  rank  according  to  the  dates  of  their 
respective  commissions  or  original  appointments,  and  all 
such  dental  officers  shall  be# eligible  for  advancement  in 
grade  and  rank  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same 
conditions  as  officers  of  the  Naval  Medical  Corps  with  or 
next  after  whom  they  take  precedence,  and  shall  receive 
the  same  pay  and  allowances  as  officers  of  corresponding 
rank  and  length  of  service  in  the  Naval  Medical  Corps  up 
to  and  including  the  rank  of  lieutenant  commander:  Pro- 
vided, That  dental  surgeons  shall  be  eligible  for  advance- 
ment in  pay  and  allowances,  but  not  in  rank,  to  and 
including  the  pay  and  allowances  of  commander  and  cap- 
tain, subject  to  such  examinations  as  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  may  prescribe,  except  that  the  number  of  dental 
surgeons  with  the  pay  and  allowances  of  captain  shall  not 
exceed  four  and  one-half  per  centum  and  the  number  of 
dental  surgeons  with  the  pay  and  allowances  of  commander 
shall  not  exceed  eight  per  centum  of  the  total  authorized 
number  of  dental  officers:  Provided  further,  That  dental 
surgeons  shall  be  eligible  for  advancement  to  the  pay  and 
allowances  of  commander  and  captain  when  their  total 
active  service  as  dental  officers  in  the  Nan  is  such  that 
if  rendered  as  officers  of  the  Naval  Medical  Corps,  it  would 
place  them  in  the  list  of  medical  officers  with  the  pay  and 
allowances  of  commander  or  captain,  as  the  case  may  be: 
And  provided  further,  That  dental  officers  who  shall  have 
gained  or  lost  numbers  on  the  Navy  list  shall  be  consid- 
ered to  have  gained  or  lost  sendee  accordingly;  and  the 
time  served  by  dental  officers  on  active  duty  as  acting 
assistant  dental  surgeons  and  assistant  dental  surgeons 
under  provisions  of  law  existing  prior  to  the  passage  of 
this  Act  shall  be  reckoned  in  computing  the  increased 
service  pay  and  service  for  precedence  and  promotion  of 
dental  officers  herein  authorized  or  heretofore  appointed. 

[“  All  appointees  authorized  by  this  Act  shall  be  citizens 
of  the  United  States  between  twenty-one  and  thirty-two 
years  of  age,  and  shall  be  graduates  of  standard  medical 
or  dental  colleges  and  trained  in  the  several  branches  of 
dentistry,  and  shall,  before  appointment,  have  success- 
fully passed  mental,  moral,  physical,  and  professional 
examinations  before  medical  and  professional  examining 
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boards  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and  have 
been  recommended  for  appointment  by  such  boards:  Pro - 
vided,  That  hereafter  no  person  shall  be  appointed  as 
assistant  dental  surgeon  in  the  Navy  who  is  not  a graduate 
of  a standard  medical  or  dental  coilege. 

[“  Officers  of  the  Naval  Dental  Corps  shall  become 
eligible  for  retirement  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the 
same  conditions  as  now  prescribed  by  law  for  officers  of 
the  Naval  Medical  Corps,  except  that  section  fourteen 
hundred  and  forty-five  of  the  Kevised  Statutes  of  the 
United  States  shall  not  be  applicable  to  dental  officers, 
and  they  shall  not  be  entitled  to  rank  above  lieutenant 
commander  on  the  retired  list,  or  to  retired  pay  above 
that  of  captain. 

[“All  dental  officers  now  serving  under  probationary 
appointments  shall  become  immediately  eligible  for  per- 
manent appointment  undei*  the  provisions  of  this  Act, 
subject  to  the  examinations  prescribed  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy  for  original  appointment  as  dental  officers, 
and  may  be  appointed  assistant  dental  surgeon  with  the 
rank  of  lieutenant  (junior  grade)  to  rank  from  the  date 
of  their  probationary  appointments:  Provided,  That  the 
senior  dental  officer  now  at  the  United  States  Naval 
Academy  shall  not  be  displaced  by  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  and  he  shall  hereafter  have  the  grade  of  dental  sur- 
geon and  the  rank,  pay,  and  allowances  of  lieutenant 
commander,  and  he  shall  not  be  eligible  for  retirement 
before  he  has  reached  the  age  of  seventy  years,  except 
for  physical  disability  incurred  in  the  line  of  duty:  Pro- 
vided further,  That  no  dental  officer  in  the  Navy  who  on 
original  appointment  as  dental  officer  was  over  forty  years 
of  age  shall  be  eligible  for  retirement  before  he  has  reached 
the  age  of  seventy  years,  except  for  physical  disability 
incurred  in  line  of  duty. 

[“All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Act  relating  to  the  Dental  Corps  of  the Navy 
are  hereby  repealed:  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  be  construed  to  legislate  out  of  the  service 
any  officer  now  in  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Navy 
or  to  reduce  the  rank,  pay,  or  allowances  now  authorized 
by  law  for  any  officer  of  the  Navy.” — Act  July  1, 1918.] 

[Naval  Flying  Corps. — The  Naval  Flying  Corps  shall 
be  composed  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  officers  and  three 
hundred  and  fifty  enlisted  men,  detailed,  appointed,  com- 
missioned, enlisted,  and  distributed  in  the  various  grades, 
ranks,  and  ratings  of  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  as  here- 
after provided.  The  said  number  of  officers,  student 
flyers,  and  enlisted  men  shall  be  in  addition  to  the  total 
number  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  which  is  now  or  may 
hereafter  be  provided  by  law  for  the  other  branches  of 
the  naval  service. 

[The  number  of  officers  detailed  to  duty  in  aircraft  in- 
volving actual  flying  in  any  one  year  shall  be  in  accord- 
ance with  the  requirements  of  the  Air  Service  as  deter- 
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mined  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy:  Provided , That  the 
officers  so  detailed  from  the  line  of  the  Navy  and  from 
the  Marine  Corps  shall  not  exceed  the  total  number  herein 
prescribed  for  the  Naval  Flying  Corps:  Provided  fur- 
ther, That  the  proportion  of  line  officers  of  the  Navy  and 
of  the  Marine  Corps  thus  detailed  shall  be  the  same  as 
the  proportion  established  for  the  regular  services:  And 
provided  further,  That  the  student  flyers  hereinafter  pro- 
vided for  shall  be  in  addition  to  the  officers  and  enlisted 
men  comprising  the  Naval  Flying  Corps. 

[The  officers  detailed  and  the  enlisted  men  of  the  Naval 
Flying  Corps  shall  receive  the  same  pay  and  allowances 
that  are  now  provided  by  law  for  officers  and  enlisted 
men  of  the  same  grade  or  rank  and  rating  in  the  Navy 
and  Marine  Corps  detailed  to  duty  with  aircraft  involv- 
ing actual  flying. 

[The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized  to 
appoint  annually  in  the  line  oi  the  Navy  and  the  Marine 
Corps  for  a period  of  two  years  following  the  passage  of 
this  Act,  in  order  of  merit  as  determined  by  such  com- 
petitive examinations  as  he  may  prescribe,  fifteen  acting 
ensigns  or  acting  second  lieutenants  for  the  performance 
of  aeronautic  duties  only.  Persons  so  appointed  must 
be  citizens  of  the  Unitea  States,  and  maybe  appointed 
from  warrant  officers  or  enlisted  men  of  the  naval  service 
or  from  civil  life,  and  must,  at  the  time  of  appointmept, 
be  not  less  than  eighteen  or  more  than  twenty-four  years 
of  age:  Provided,  That  no  person  shall  be  so  appointed 
until  h£  has  been  found  physically  qualified  by  a board 
of  medical  officers  of  the  Navy  for  the  performance  of 
the  duties  required:  Provided  further,  That  the  number 
of  such  appointments  to  the  line  of  the  Navy  and  of  the 
Marine  Corps  shall  be  in  the  proportion  decided  for  the 
regular  services.  Such  appointments  shall  be  for  a pro- 
bationary period  of  three  years  and  may  be  revoked  at 
any  time  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

[Such  acting  ensigns  and  acting  second  lieutenants 
shall  be  detailed  to  duty  in  the  Naval  Flying  Corps  in 
aircraft  involving  actual  flying. 

[Such  acting  ensigns  of  the  Navy  and  acting  second 
lieutenants  of  the  Marine  Corps  shall,  upon  completion 
of  the  probationary  period  of  three  years,  be  appointed 
acting  lieutenants  of  the  junior  grade,  or  acting  first 
lieutenants,  respectively,  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
for  the  performance  of  aeronautic  duties  only  after  satis- 
factorily passing  such  examinations  as  he  may  prescribe, 
and  after  having  been  recommended  for  promotion  by 
the  examining  board  and  found  physically  qualified  by 
a board  of  medical  officers  of  the  Navy.  Such  appoint- 
ments shall  be  for  a probationary  period  of  four  years 
and  may  be  revoked  at  any  time  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy. 

[Such  acting  lieutenants  (junior  grade)  and  acting 
first  lieutenants  may  elect  to  qualify  for  aeronautic  duty 
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only  or  to  qualify  for  all  the  duties  of  officers  of  the 
same  grade  in  the  Navy  and  in  the  Marine  Corps,  respec- 
tively. Those  officers  who  elect  to  qualify  for  aeronautic 
duty  only  shall  be  detailed  to  duty  in  the  Naval  Flying 
Corps  involving  actually  flying  in  aircraft.  Those  officers 
who  elect  to  qualify  for  the  regular  duties  of  their  grade 
shall  be  detailed  to  duty  in  the  regular  service  for  at 
least  two  years  to  allow  them  to  prepare  for  such  qualifi- 
cation. 

[Such  acting  lieutenants  (junior  grade)  and  acting 
first  lieutenants  who  have  elected  to  qualify  for  aero- 
nautic duty  only  shall,  upon  completion  of  the  proba- 
tionary period  of  four  years,  be  commissioned  in  the 
grade  of  lieutenant  of  the  line  of  the  Navy  or  captain  of 
the  Marine  Corps  for  aeronautic  duties  only,  after  satis- 
factorily passing  such  competitive  examination  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  determine 
their  moral,  physical,  and  professional  qualifications  for 
such  commissions  and  the  order  of  rank  in  which  they 
shall  be  commissioned.  Such  lieutenants  for  aeronautic 
duty  only  shall  be  borne  on  the  list  as  extra  numbers, 
taking  rank  with  and  next  after  officers  of  the  same  date 
of  commission. 

[Such  acting  lieutenants  (junior  grade)  and  acting 
first  lieutenants  who  have  elected  to  qualify  for  the  regu- 
lar duties  of  the  line  of  the  Navy  and  of  the  Marine 
Corps,  respectively,  shall,  upon  completion  of  the  proba- 
tionary period  of  four  years,  two  years  of  which  shall 
have  been  on  such  regular  duties,  be  commissioned  in 
the  grade  of  the  line  of  the  Navy  or  Marine  Corps  accord- 
ing to  his  length  of  service,  alter  passing  satisfactorily 
such  competitive  examinations  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  determine  their  moral,  phys- 
ical, and  professional  qualifications  for  such  commissions 
and  to  determine  the  order  of  rank  in  which  they  shall 
be  commissioned.  Such  officers  of  the  line  of  the  Navy 
and  Marine  Corps  will  be  borne  upon  the  lists  of  their 
respective  corps  as  extra  numbers,  taking  rank  with  and 
next  after  officers  of  the  regular  services  of  the  same  date 
of  commissions. 

[Acting  lieutenants  (junior  grade)  of  the  line  of  the 
Navy  for  aeronautic  duties  only  and  acting  first  lieuten- 
ants of  the  Marine  Corps  for  aeronautic  duty  only  who 
have  completed  the  probationary  period  of  four  years 
may,  upon  examination  for  commissions  to  the  next 
higher  grade,  if  recommended  by  the  board  of  examina- 
tion, be  transferred  to  the  Naval  Reserve  Flying  Corps 
and  commissioned  in  the  same  grade  or  the  next  higher 
grade  as  may  be  recommended  m accordance  with  their 
qualifications  as  determined  by  the  examination:  Pro- 
vided, That  at  any  time  during  such  probationary  period 
any  such  officer  can,  upon  his  own  request,  if  his  record 
warrants  it,  be  transferred  to  the  Naval  Reserve  Flying 
Corps  and  commissioned  in  the  acting  grade  he  then

holds.  Any  officer  of  the  Naval  Flying  Corps  holding 
an  appointment  of  student  flyer  or  acting  ensign,  second 
lieutenant,  lieutenant  (junior  grade),  or  first  lieutenant, 
who,  upon  examination  for  promotion,  is  found  not  quali- 
fied shall,  if  not  recommended  by  the  examining  board 
for  transfer  to  the  Naval  Reserve  Flying  Corps,  be  hon- 
orably discharged  from  the  naval  service. 

[Officers  commissioned  for  aeronautic  duty  only  shall 
be  eligible  for  advancement  to  the  higher  grades,  not 
above  captain  in  the  Navy  or  colonel  in  the  Marine  Corps, 
in  the  same  manner  as  other  officers  whose  employment 
is  not  so  restricted,  except  that  they  shall  be  eligible  to 
promotion  without  restriction  as  to  sea  duty,  and  their 
professional  examinations  shall  be  restricted  to  the  duty 
to  which  personally  assigned:  Provided , That  any  such 
officer  must  serve  at  least  three  years  in  any  grade  before 
being  eligible  to  promotion  to  the  next  higher  grade. 

[Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  pre- 
vent the  detail  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  other 
branches  of  the  Navy  as  student  aviators  or  student  air- 
men in  such  numbers  as  the  needs  of  the  service  may 
require. 

[Such  officers  and  enlisted  men,  while  detailed  as  stu- 
dent aviators  and  student  airmen  involving  actually 
flying  in  aircraft,  shall  receive  the  same  pay  and  allow- 
ances that  are  now  provided  by  law  for  officers  and  en- 
listed men  of  the  same  grade  or  rank  and  rating  in  the 
Navy  detailed  for  duty  with  aircraft. 

[Tne  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized  to 
appoint  annually  for  a period  of  four  years,  from  enlisted 
men  of  the  naval  service,  or  from  citizens  of  the  United 
States  in  civil  life,  not  to  exceed  thirty  student  flyers  for 
instruction  and  training  in  aeronautics  who  shall  receive 
the  same  pay  and  allowances  as  midshipmen  at  the  United 
States  Naval  Academy:  Provided , That  persons  so  ap- 
pointed must,  at  the  time  of  appointment,  be  not  less  than 
seventeen  or  more  than  twenty-one  years  of  age:  Provided 
further , That  no  person  shall  be  appointed  a student  flyer 
until  he  shall  have  qualified  therefor  by  such  examination 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

[The  appointment  of  student  flyers  shall  continue  in 
force  for  two  years,  unless  sooner  revoked  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Navy,  in  his  discretion,  and  at  the  end  of 
such  period  student  flyers  shall  be  examined  for  qualifi- 
cation as  qualified  aviators:  Provided , That  if  such  stu- 
dent flyers  are  not  qualified,  their  appointment  will  be 
revoked,  or,  if  recommended  by  the  examining  board, 
they  shall  be  transferred  to  the  Naval  Reserve  Flying 
Corps  and  commissioned  as  ensigns  therein. 

[Student  flyers  shall,  after  receiving  a certificate  of 
qualification  as  an  aviator  for  actual  flying  in  aircraft, 
rank  with  midshipmen,  and  shall  receive  the  same  pay 
and  allowances  as  midshipmen,  plus  fifty  per  centum 
thereof : Provided,  That  student  flyers  who  have  qualified 
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as  aviators  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  shall  be  com- 
missioned acting  ensigns  for  aeronautic  duties  only,  after 
three  years’  service:  Provided  further , That  they  shall 
have  been  examined  by  a board  of  officers  of  the  Naval 
Flying  Corps  to  determine  by  a competitive  examination 
prescribed  oy  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  their  moral, 
physical,  and  professional  fitness  and  the  order  of  rank, 
m which  they  shall  be  commissioned:  And  provided  fur- 
ther, That  any  student  flyer  qualified  as  an  aviator  may 
at  any  time,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  if  his  record  warrants  it,  at  his  own  request,  be 
transferred  to  the  Naval  Reserve  Flying  Corps  and  be 
commissioned  as  ensign  therein:  And  provided  further , 
That  student  flyers  not  considered  qualified  for  commis- 
sions as  acting  ensigns  for  aeronautic  duties  only  may, 
upon  recommendation  of  the  examining  board,  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  Naval  Reserve  Flying  Corps  and  be  com- 
missioned as  ensigns  therein. 

[The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized  to 
establish  aeronautic  schools  for  the  instruction  and  train- 
ing of  student  flyers  and  prescribe  the  course  of  instruc- 
tion and  qualifications  for  certificate  of  graduation  as  a 
qualified  aviator. 

[Nothing  in  this  or  any  other  Act  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  prevent  the  temporary  detail  of  officers  and  enlisted 
> men  of  any  branch  of  the  Navy  for  duty  with  aircraft. 

[In  the  event  of  the  death  of  an  officer  or  enlisted  man, 
or  student  flyer  of  the  Naval  Flying  Corps  from  wounds 
or  disease,  the  result  of  an  aviation  accident,  not  the  re- 
sult of  his  own  misconduct,  received  while  engaged  in 
actual  flying  in  or  in  handling  aircraft,  the  gratuity  to  be 
paid  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  approved  August 
twenty-second,  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve,  entitled 
i ‘An  Act  making  appropriations  for  the  naval  service 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  thirteen,  and  for  other  purposes,”  shall  be  an 
amount  equal  to  one  year’s  pay  at  the  rate  received  by 
such  officer  or  enlisted  man  or  student  flyer  at  the  time  of 
the  accident  resulting  in  his  death.  In  all  cases  where  an 
officer  or  enlisted  man  or  student  flyer  of  the  Navy  or 
Marine  Corps  dies,  or  where  a student  flyer  or  an  enlisted 
man  of  the  Navy  or  Marine  Corps  is  disabled  by  reason 
of  any  injury  received  or  disease  contracted  in  line  of 
duty,  the  result  of  an  aviation  accident,  received  while 
employed  in  actual  flying  in  or  in  handling  aircraft,  the 
amount  of  pension  allowed  shall  be  double  that  au- 
thorized to  be  paid  should  death  or  the  disability  have 
occurred  by  reason  of  an  injury  received  or  disease 
contracted  in  line  of  duty  not  the  result  of  an  aviation 
accident. 

[Student  flyers  and  the  acting  ensigns  and  acting 
lieutenants  (junior  grade)  and  acting  second  and  first 
lieutenants  for  aeronautic  duties  only  provided  for 
herein  shall  be  subject  to  the  laws  and  regulations  and 
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orders  for  the  government  of  the  Navy,  but  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  retirement  or  retired  pay. 

[The  enlisted  personnel  of  the  Naval  Flying  Corps 
shall  be  distributed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  m 
the  various  ratings  as  now  obtain  in  the  Navy  in  so  far 
as  such  ratings  are  applicable  to  duties  connected  with 
aircraft. 

[Within  the  first  two  years  after  the  approval  of  this 
Act  enlisted  men  may  be  transferred  from  other  branches 
of  the  Naval  Service  to  the  Naval  Flying  Corps,  under 
regulations  established  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
governing  such  transfer  and  the  qualifications  for  this 
corps:  Provided , That  the  number  so  transferred  shall 
not  exceed  one-half  the  total  number  of  enlisted  men 
allowed  by  this  Act. 

[The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  establish  regulations 
governing  the  term  of  enlistment,  the  qualifications,  and 
advancement  of  the  enlisted  men  of  the  Flying  Corps. 

[Any  enlisted  man  who  passes  satisfactorily  the  pre- 
scribed examination  and  is  recommended  by  a board  of 
officers  may  be  appointed  a student  flyer  as  herein  pro- 
vided.— Act  August  29,  1916.] 

[Hospital  Corps. — Hereafter  the  authorized  strength 
of  the  Hospital  Corps  of  the  Navy  shall  equal  three  and 
one-half  per  centum  of  the  authorized  enlisted  strength 
of  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps,  and  shall  be  in  addition 
thereto,  and  as  soon  as  the  necessary  transfers  or  appoint- 
ments may  be  effected  the  Hospital  Corps  of  the  United 
States  Navy  shall  consist  of  the  following  grades  and 
ratings:  Chief  pharmacists,  pharmacists,  and  enlisted 
men  classified  as  chief  pharmacists’  mates ; pharmacists’ 
mates,  first  class ; pharmacists’  mates,  second  class ; phar- 
macists’ mates,  third  class;  hospital  apprentices,  first 
class;  and  hospital  apprentices,  second  class;  such  classi- 
fications in  enlisted  ratings  to  correspond,  respectively,  to 
the  enlisted  ratings,  seamen  branch,  of  chief  petty  offi- 
cers ; petty  officers,  first  class ; petty  officers,  second  class ; 
petty  officers,  third  class ; seamen,  first  class;  and  seamen, 
second  class:  Provided , That  enlisted  men  of  other  rat- 
ings in  the  Navy  and  in  the  Marine  Corps  shall  be  eligible 
for  transfer  to  the  Hospital  Corps,  and  men  of  that  corps 
to  other  ratings  in  the  Navy  and  the  Marine  Corps. 

[The  President  may  hereafter,  from  time  to  time,  ap- 

J)oint  as  many  pharmacists  as  may  be  deemed  necessary, 
rom  the  rating  of  chief  pharmacist’s  mate,  subject  to 
such  moral,  physical,  and  professional  examinations  and 
requirements  as  to  length  of  service  as  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy  may  prescribe:  Provided , That  the  pharma- 
cists now  in  the  Hospital  Corps  of  the  United  States  Navy 
or  hereafter  appointed  therein  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  shall  have  the  same  rank,  pay,  and 
allowances  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  allowed  other 
warrant  officers. 
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[Pharmacists  shall,  after  six  years  from  the  date  of 
warrant,  be  commissioned  chief  pharmacists  after  passing 
satisfactorily  such  examinations  as  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  may  prescribe,  and  shall,  when  so  commissioned, 
have  the  same  rank,  pay,  and  allowances  as  now  or  may 
hereafter  be  allowed  other  commissioned  warrant  officers : 
Provided , That  the  pharmacists  at  present  in  the  service 
who  have  served  or  may  hereafter  serve  six  or  more  years 
in  that  grade  shall  be  eligible  for  promotion  to  the  grade 
of  chief  pharmacist  upon  satisfactorily  passing  the  exami- 
nations provided  for  m this  Act. 

[The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  empowered  to 
limit  and  fix  the  numbers  in  the  various  ratings. 

[Section  three  of  an  Act  entitled,  “An  Act  to  organize 
a Hospital  Corps  of  the  Navy  of  the  United  States;  to 
define  its  duties  and  regulate  its  pay,”  approved  June 
seventeenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  repealed,  and  the  pay,  allowances, 
and  emoluments  of  the  enlisted  men  of  the  Hospital 
Corps  shall  be  the  same  as  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be, 
allowed  for  respective  corresponding  ratings,  except  the 
rating  of  turret  captain  of  the  first  class  m the  seaman 
branch  of  the  Navy:  Provided , That  the  pay  of  the 
rating  of  the  chief  pharmacist's  mate  shall  be  the  same 
as  that  now  allowed  for  the  existing  rating  of  hospital 
steward. 

[Hospital  and  ambulance  service  with  such  commands 
and  at  such  places  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy  shall  be  performed  by  members  of  said  corps, 
and  the  corps  shall  be  a constituent  part  of  the  Medical 
Department  of  the  Navy;  and  the  enlisted  men  thereof 
shall  be  a part  of  the  enlisted  force  provided  by  law  for 
the  Navy. 

[Officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Medical  Department 
of  the  Navy,  serving  with  a body  of  marines  detached  for 
service  with  the  Army  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  section  sixteen  hundred  and  twenty-one  of  the  Revised 
Statutes,  shall,  while  so  serving,  be  subject  to  the  rules 
and  articles  of  war  prescribed  for  the  government  of  the 
Army  in  the  same  manner  as  the  officers  and  men  of  the 
Marine  Corps  while  so  serving. — Act  August  29,  1916.] 

[Medical  Reserve  Corps. — That  a Medical  Reserve 
Corps,  to  be  a constituent  part  of  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment of  the  Navy,  is  hereby  established  under  the  same 
provisions,  in  all  respects  (except  as  may  be  necessary 
to  adapt  the  said  provisions  to  the  Navy)  as  those  pro- 
viding a Medical  Reserve  Corps  for  the  Army  and  as  set 
forth  in  the  act  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  Medical 
Department  of  the  United  States  Army  approved  April 
twenty-third,  nineteen  hundred  and  eignt. — :Act  August 
22,  1912.] 

[Dental  Reserve  Corps. — That  a Navy  Dental  Re- 
serve Corps  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  organized  and  op- 
erated under  the  provisions  of  the  act  approved  August 
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twenty-second,  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve,  providing 
for  the  organization  and  operation  of  a Navy  Medical 
Reserve  Corps,  and  differing  therefrom  in  no  respect 
other  than  that  the  qualification  requirements  of  the  ap- 
pointees shall  be  dental  surgeons  and  graduates  of  repu- 
table schools  of  medicine  or  dentistry  instead  of  “ repu- 
table schools  of  medicine/’  and  so  many  of  said  appointees 
may  be  ordered  to  temporary  active  service  as  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy  may  deem  necessary  to  the  health  and 
efficiency  of  the  personnel  of  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps, 
provided  the  whole  number  of  both  Naval  Dental  Corps 
and  Naval  Dental  Reserve  Corps  officers  in  active  service 
shall  not  exceed  in  time  of  peace  one  to  one  thousand  of 
the  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy  and  Marine 
Corps:  Provided , That  all  officers  now  in  the  Navy  Den- 
tal Reserve  Corps  shall  be  recommissioned  in  the  Navy 
Dental  Reserve  Corps  provided  in  this  act,  in  the  order 
of  their  original  appointment  in  said  corps,  and  here- 
after when  ordered  to  active  duty  officers  of  the  Medical 
Reserve  Corps  and  officers  of  the  Dental  Reserve  Corps 
shall  receive  promotion  in  rank  in  the  respective  Reserve 
Corps  under  the  same  relative  conditions  and  provisions 
of  active  service  as  is  provided  in  this  Act  for  the  Naval 
Dental  Corps. — Act  August  29,  1916.] 

[Rules  for  computing  number  of  staff  officers. — 
That  to  determine  the  authorized  number  of  officers  in 
the  various  grades  and  ranks  of  the  line  and  of  the  staff 
corps  as  herein  provided,  computations  shall  be  made  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  semiannually,  as  of  July  first 
and  January  first  of  each  year,  and  the  resulting  num- 
bers in  the  various  grades  and  ranks,  as  so  computed, 
shall  be  held  and  considered  for  all  purposes  as  the  au- 
thorized number  of  officers  in  such  various  grades  and 
ranks  and  shall  not  be  varied  between  such  dates.  * * * 
[When  there  is  an  odd  number  of  officers  in  the  grade 
or  rank  of  rear  admiral  in  the  line  or  in  each  corps,  the 
lower  division  thereof  shall  include  the  excess  in  number, 
except  where  there  is  but  one. 

[Whenever  a final  fraction  occurs  in  computing  the 
authorized  number  of  any  corps,  grade  or  rank  in  the 
naval  service,  the  nearest  whole  number  shall  be  regarded 
as  the  authorized  number:  Provided , That  at  least  one 
officer  shall  be  allowed  in  each  grade  or  rank. 

[For  the  purpose  of  determining  the  authorized  num- 
ber of  officers  m any  grade  or  rank:  of  the  line  or  of  the 
staff  corps,  there  shall  be  excluded  from  consideration 
those  officers  carried  by  law  as  additional  numbers,  in- 
cluding staff  officers  heretofore  permanently  commis- 
sioned with  the  rank  of  rear  admiral,  and  nothing  con- 
tained herein  shall  be  held  to  reduce  below  that  here- 
tofore authorized  by  law  the  number  of  officers  in  any 
grade  or  rank  in  the  staff  corps. — Act  August  29,  1916.] 
[Advancement  in  rank  of  staff  officers. — Officers 
of  the  lower  grades  of  the  Medical  Corps,  Pay  Corps,  Con- 
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struction  Corps,  and  Corps  of  Civil  Engineers  shall  be 
advanced  in  rank  up  to  and  including  the  rank  of  lieu- 
tenant commander  with  the  officers  of  the  line  with  whom 
or  next  after  whom  they  take  precedence  under  existing 
law:  Provided , That  all  assistant  surgeons  shall  from 
date  of  their  original  appointment  take  rank  and  prece- 
dence with  lieutenants  (junior  grade). — Act  August  29, 
1916.] 

[Hereafter  all  laws  relating  to  the  examination  of 
officers  of  the  Navy  for  promotion  shall  be  construed  to 
apply  to  the  regular  advancement  of  staff  officers  to 
higher  ranks  on  the  active  list,  the  same  as  though 
such  advancements  in  rank  were  promotions  to  higher 

grades:  Provided , That  nothing  in  this  paragraph  shall 
e construed  as  in  any  way  affecting  the  original  appoint- 
ment of  officers  to  the  Dental  Corps  as  provided  in  the 
Act  approved  August  twenty-ninth,  nineteen  hundred 
and  sixteen,  making  appropriations  for  the  naval  service 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred 
and  seventeen,  and  for  other  purposes,  and  the  time 
served  by  dental  surgeons  as  acting  or  acting  assistant 
dental  surgeons  shall  be  reckoned  in  computing  the 
increased  service  pay  and  service  for  promotion  oi  such 
as  are  commissioned  under  said  Act. — Act  March  4, 
1917.] 

[That  hereafter  all  laws  relating  to  the  examination  of 
officers  of  the  Navy  for  promotion  shall  be  construed  to 
apply  to  the  regular  advancement  of  staff  officers  to 
higher  ranks  on  the  active  list  the  same  as  though  such 
advancements  in  rank  were  promotions  to  higher  grades : 
Provided , That  examinations  for  such  staff  officers  shall 
not  be  required  except  for  such  regular  advancements 
in  rank:  Provided  further , That  the  President  be,  and 
he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  direct  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  to  take  such  action  on  the  records  of  proceedings 
of  naval  examining  boards  and  boards  of  naval  surgeons 
for  the  promotion  of  officers  of  the  N avy  as  is  now  required 
by  law  to  be  taken  by  the  President. — Act  May  22,  1917.] 
[Retirement  of  line  and  staff  officers. — When  an 
officer  of  the  Navy  has  been  thirty  years  in  the  service, 
he  may,  upon  his  own  application,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  President,  be  retired  from  active  service  and  placed 
upon  the  retired  list  with  three-fourths  of  the  highest 
pay  of  his  grade. — Act  May  13,  1908.] 

[Same. — That  captains,  commanders,  and  lieutenant 
commanders  who  become  ineligible  for  promotion  on  ac- 
count of  age  shall  be  retired  on  a percentage  of  pay  equal 
to  two  and  one-half  per  centum  of  their  shore-duty  pay 
for  each  year  of  service:  Provided  further , That  the  total 
retired  pay  shall  not  exceed  seventy-five  per  centum  of  the 
shore-duty  pay  they  were  entitled  to  receive  while  on  the 
active  list. 

[Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  hereafter  the  age 
of  retirement  of  all  officers  oi  the  Navy  shall  be  sixty- 
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four  years  instead  of  sixty-two  years  as  now  prescribed 
by  law. — Act  August  29,  1916.] 

[Same — Retirement  with  increased  rank. — Here- 
after, if  any  officer  of  the  United  States  Navy  shall  fail 
in  his  physical  examination  for  promotion  and  be  found 
incapacitated  for  service  by  reason  of  physical  disability 
contracted  in  the  line  of  auty,  he  shall  be  retired  witn 
the  rank  to  which  his  seniority  entitled  him  to  be 
promoted. — Act  March  4,  1911.] 

[Same — Retirement  of  officer  selected  for  pro- 
motion.— That  any  officer  so  selected  shall  prior  to  pro- 
motion be  subject  m all  respects  to  the  examinations  pre- 
scribed by  law  for  officers  promoted  by  seniority,  and  in 
case  of  failure  to  pass  the  required  professional  examina- 
tion such  officer  shall  thereafter  be  ineligible  for  selection 
and  promotion.  And  should  any  such  officer  fail  to  pass 
the  required  physical  examination  he  shall  not  be  con- 
sidered, in  the  event  of  retirement,  entitled  to  the  rank 
of  the  next  higher  grade. — Act  August  29,  1916.] 

[Same — Active  duty. — Hereafter  any  naval  officer  on 
the  retired  list  may,  with  his  consent,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  be  ordered  to  such  duty  as  he 
may  be  able  to  perform  at  sea  or  on  shore,  and  while  so 
employed  in  time  of  peace  shall  receive  the  pay  and  allow- 
ances of  an  officer  of  the  active  list  of  the  same  rank: 
Provided , That  no  such  retired  officer  so  employed  on 
active  duty  shall  receive  in  time  of  peace,  any  greater  pay 
and  allowances  than  the  pay  and  allowances  which  are 
now  or  may  hereafter  be  provided  by  law  for  a lieutenant 
senior  grade  on  the  active  list  of  like  length  of  service: 
And  provided  further , That  any  such  officer  whose  re- 
tired pay  exceeds  the  highest  pay  and  allowances  of  the 
grade  of  lieutenant  senior  grade,  shall,  while  so  employed 
in  time  of  peace,  receive  his  retired  pay  only,  in  lieu  of 
all  other  pay  and  allowances. — Act  August  22,  1912.] 
[Same. — No  officer  who,  after  having  commanded  a 
fleet  in  active  commission,  has  been  retired  for  age  and 
whom,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  the 
public  interests  make  it  necessary  to  retain  for  a time 
after  said  retirement  and  who  is  performing  active  duty 
as  chairman  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  General 
Board,  shall,  for  the  period  so  retained,  suffer  any  re- 
duction in  the  emoluments  he  was  receiving  at  the  time 
of  his  retirement:  Provided , That  hereafter  any  retired 
officer  of  the  naval  service  who  shall  be  detailed  on  active 
duty  shall,  while  so  serving,  receive  the  active  duty  pay 
and  allowances  of  the  grade,  not  above  that  of  lieutenant 
commander  in  the  Navy  or  of  major  in  the  Marine  Corps, 
that  he  would  have  attained  in  due  course  of  promotion 
if  he  had  remained  on  the  active  list  for  a period  beyond 
the  date  of  his  retirement  equal  to  the  total  amount  of 
time  during  which  he  has  been  detailed  on  active  duty 
since  his  retirement:  Provided , That  nothing  herein  shall 
be  construed  to  reduce  the  pay  of  any  retired  officer  on 
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active  duty  whose  retired  pay  exceeds  the  active  duty 
pay  and  allowances  for  the  grade  of  lieutenant  com- 
mander.— Act  August  29,  1916.] 

[Restoration  to  active  list  of  retired  officers. — 
See  note  to  section  9.] 

[Pay  and  allowances  of  rear  admirals. — Hereafter 
pay  and  allowances  of  officers  in  the  upper  half  of  the 
grade  or  rank  of  rear  admiral,  including  the  staff  corps 
and  including  staff  officers  heretofore  permanently  com- 
missioned with  the  rank  of  rear  admiral,  shall  be  that  now 
allowed  by  law  for  the  first  nine  rear  admirals,  and  the 
pay  and  allowances  of  officers  in  the  lower  half  of  the 
grade  or  rank  of  rear  admiral,  including  the  staff  corps, 
shall  be  that  now  allowed  by  law  for  the  second  nine  rear 
admirals. — Act  August  29,  1916.] 

[Promotion  of  lieutenants  (junior  grade). — That 
lieutenants  (junior  grade)  shall  have  had  hot  less  than 
three  years’  service  in  that  grade  before  being  eligible  for 
promotion  to  the  grade  of  lieutenant. — Act  August  29, 
1916.] 

[Pay  and  retirement  of  chiefs  of  bureaus. — That 
the  pay  and  allowances  of  chiefs  of  bureaus  in  the  Navy 
Department  shall  be  the  highest  pay  of  the  grade  to 
which  they  belong,  and  not  below  that  of  rear  admiral  of 
the  lower  nine,  * * * That  any  officer  of  the  Navy 
who  is  now  serving  or  shall  hereafter  serve  as  chief  of  a 
bureau  in  the  Navy  Department,  and  shall  subsequently 
be  retired,  shall  be  retired  with  the  rank,  pay,  and 
allowances  authorized  by  law  for  the  retirement  of  such 
bureau  chief. — Act  May  13,  1908.] 

[Same. — The  pay  and  allowances  of  chiefs  of  bureaus  of 
the  Navy  Department  shall  be  the  highest  shore-duty 
pay  and  allowances  of  the  rear  admiral  of  the  lower  nine; 
and  all  officers  of  the  Navv  who  are  now  serving  or  shall 
hereafter  serve  as  chief  oi  bureau  in  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment and  are  eligible  for  retirement  after  thirty  years’ 
service,  shall  have,  while  on  the  active  list,  the  rank, 
title,  and  emoluments  of  a chief  of  bureau,  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  already  provided  by  statute  law  for  such  offi- 
cers upon  retirement  by  reason  of  age  or  length  of  service, 
and  such  officers,  after  thirty  years’  service,  shall  be 
entitled  to  and  shall  receive  new  commissions  in  accord- 
ance with  the  rank  and  title  hereby  conferred. — Act 
June  24,  1910.] 

[Same. — That  the  portion  of  the  act  entitled  “An  act 
making  appropriations  for  the  naval  service  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven, 
and  for  other  purposes,”  approved  June  twenty-fourth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  which  reads  as  follows: 

[“The  pay  and  allowances  of  chiefs  of  bureaus  of  the 
Navy  Department  shall  be  the  highest  shore-duty  pay 
and  allowances  of  the  rear  admiral  of  the  lower  nine, 
and  all  officers  of  the  Navy  who  are  now  serving  or  who 
shall  hereafter  serve  as  chief  of  bureau  in  the  Navy  De-

partment,  and  are  eligible  for  retirement  after  thirty 
years’  service,  shall  have,  while  on  the  active  list,  the 
rank,  title,  and  emoluments  of  a chief  of  bureau,  in  the 
same  manner  as  is  already  provided  by  statute  law  for 
such  officers  upon  retirement  by  reason  of  age  or  length 
of  service,  ana  such  officers,  after  thirty  years’  service, 
shall  be  entitled  to  and  shall  receive  new  commissions  in 
accordance  with  the  rank  and  title  hereby  conferred,” 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed:  Provided , That  no 
officer  who  has  received  his  commission  under  the  pro- 
visions of  said  act  shall  be  deprived  of  said  commission 
or  the  rank,  title,  and  emoluments  thereof  by  virtue  of 
this  repeal.”

[Same. — And  hereafter  chiefs  of  bureaus  of  the  Navy 
Department,  including  the  Judge  Advocate  General  of 
the  Navy,  shall,  while  so  serving,  have  corresponding 
rank  and  shall  receive  the  same  pav  and  allowances  as 
are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  or  in  pursu- 
ance of  law  for  chiefs  of  bureaus  of  the  War  Department 
and  the  Judge  Advocate  General  of  the  Army. — Act  July 

I,  1918.] 

[Same. — Any  officer  with  the  permanent  rank  of  rear 
admiral  who  has  heretofore  served  a full  term  and  is  now 
serving  as  chief  of  any  bureau  of  the  Navy  Department 
shall  be  credited  with  service  for  all  purposes  as  provided 
by  section  1486  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  and  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  operate  to  increase  the  rank  or  pay 
of  any  such  officer  as  now  authorized  by  law. — Act  July 

II,  1^19.] 

[Line  officers  detailed  under  staff  officers. — 
That  line  officers  may  be  detailed  for  duty  under  staff 
officers  in  the  manufacturing  and  repair  departments  of 
the  navy  yards  and  naval  stations,  and  all  laws  or  parts 
of  laws  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. — Act 
June  24,  1910.] 

[Precedence,  Naval  Reserve  officers. — That  when 
on  active  duty  officers  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  shall 
take  precedence  among  themselves  and  with  other  offi- 
cers of  the  naval  service  in  their  respective  grades  or 
ranks  according  to  the  dates  of  their  commissions  or  pro- 
visional assignment  of  rank  in  the  Naval  Reserve  Force: 
Provided , That  all  officers  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  of 
and  above  the  rank  of  lieutenant  commander  shall  rank 
with  but  after  officers  of  the  same  rank  or  grade  in  the 
United  States  Navy,  except  that  in  time  of  war  or  other 
national  emergency  such  officers  of  the  Naval  Reserve 
Force  shall  have  a date  of  precedence  with  officers  of  the 
United  States  Navy  as  of  the  date  of  general  mobilization, 
to  be  established  by  the  Secretary  ol  the  Navy. — Act  of 
July  1,  1918.] 

[Civil  Engineer  Corps. — That  the  appointment  of 
six  additional  civil  engineers  is  hereby  authorized,  three 
to  be  appointed  during  the  present  calendar  year,  and 
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the  other  three  in  the  calendar  year  nineteen  hundred  and 
three. — Act  July  1,  1902.] 

[Same. — The  grades  of  the  active  list  of  the  Navy 
hereinafter  designated  shall  be  so  increased  that  there 
shall  be  * * * one  additional  civil  engineer,  in  all 
twenty-eight;  and  twelve  assistant  civil  engineers,  of 
whom  six  shall  have  the  rank  of  lieutenant  (junior  grade) 
and  six  the  rank  of  ensign:  Provided , That  assistant  civil 
engineers,  during  the  first  five  years  after  date  of  appoint- 
ment, shall  receive,  per  annum,  when  on  duty,  one  thou- 
sand five  hundred  dollars,  when  on  leave  or  waiting  or- 
ders, one  thousand  dollars;  during  the  second  five  years 
after  such  date,  when  on  duty,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred dollars,  when  on  leave  or  waiting  orders,  one  thou- 
sand two  hundred  dollars;  and  after  ten  years  from 
such  date,  when  on  duty,  two  thousand  one  hundred 
dollars,  and  when  on  leave  or  waiting  orders,  one  thou- 
sand four  hundred  dollars:  And  proved  further,  That 
promotions  in  the  corps  of  civil  engineers  shall  be  after 
such  examination  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may 
prescribe. — Act  March  3,  1903.] 

[Same. — That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act 
the  allowances  of  civil  engineers  and  professors  of  mathe- 
matics in  the  Navy  shall  be  the  same  as  are  or  may  be 
provided  bv  or  in  pursuance  of  law  for  naval  construc- 
tors, and  the  allowances  of  assistant  civil  engineers  the 
same  as  for  assistant  naval  constructors. — Act  June  29, 
1906.] 

[Same. — The  total  authorized  number  of  commissioned 
officers  of  the  active  list  of  the  following  staff  corps,  ex- 
clusive of  commissioned  warrant  officers,  shall  be  based 
on  percentages  of  the  total  number  of  commissioned  offi- 
cers of  the  active  list  of  the  line  of  the  Navy  as  follows: 

* * * Corps  of  Civil  Engineers,  two  per  centum ; 

* * * The  total  number  of  commissioned  officers  of 
the  active  list  of  the  following  mentioned  staff  corps  at 
any  one  time,  exclusive  of  commissioned  warrant  officers, 
shall  be  distributed  in  the  various  grades  of  the  respec- 
tive corps  as  follows:  * * * 

[Corps  of  Civil  Engineers:  One-half  civil  engineers 
with  the  rank  of  rear  admiral  to  five  and  one-half  civil 
engineers  with  the  rank  of  captain,  to  fourteen  civil  engi- 
neers with  the  rank  of  commander,  to  eighty  civil  engi- 
neers and  assistant  civil  engineers  with  the  rank  below 
commander. — Act  August  29,  1916.] 

[Officers  of  the  Corps  of  Civil  Engineers,  hereafter 
appointed  shall,  from  the  date  of  their  original  appoint- 
ment, take  rank  and  precedence  with  lieutenants  (junior 
grade). — Act  March  4,  1917.] 

[Chief  of  Bureau  of  Yards  and  Docks. — That  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Yards  and  Docks  shall  be  selected 
from  the  members  of  the  Corps  of  Civil  Engineers  of  the 
Navy  having  not  less  than  seven  years’  active  service. — 
Act  June  29,  1906.] 
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[Assistant  to  Chief  of  Bureau  of  Yards  and 
Docks. — Hereafter  an  officer  of  the  Corps  of  Civil  Engi- 
neers may  be  detailed  as  assistant  to  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Yards  and  Docks  and  an  officer  of  the  Corps 
of  Naval  Constructors  as  assistant  to  the  Chief  of  Bureau 
of  Construction  and  Repair;  and,  in  case  of  death,  resig- 
nation, absence,  or  sickness  of  the  chief  of  bureau,  shall, 
unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  President,  as  provided 
by  section  one  hundred  and  seventy-nine  of  the  Revised 
Statutes,  perform  the  duties  of  such  chief  until  his  suc- 
cessor is  appointed  or  such  absence  or  sickness  shall  cease; 
and  hereafter  an  officer  of  the  line  of  the  Navy  or  Marine 
Corps. — Act  August  29,  1916.] 

Sec.  8.  That  officers  of  the  line  in  the  grades  of  cap- 
tain, commander,  and  lieutenant-commander  may,  by 
official  application  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  have 
their  names  placed  on  a list  which  shall  be  known  as  the 
list  of  “ Applicants  for  voluntaiy  retirement/7  and  when 
at  the  end  of  any  fiscal  year  the  average  vacancies  for 
the  fiscal  years  subsequent  to  the  passage  of  this  act  above 
the  grade  of  commander  have  been  less  than  thirteen, 
above  the  grade  of  lieutenant-commander  less  than 
twenty,  above  the  grade  .of  lieutenant  less  than  twenty- 
nine,  and  above  the  grade  of  lieutenant  (junior  grade) 
less  than  forty,  the  President  may,  in  the  order  of  the 
rank  of  the  applicants,  place  a sufficient  number  on  the 
retired  list  with  the  rank  and  three-fourths  the  sea  pay 
of  the  next  higher  grade,  as  now  existing,  including  the 
grade  of  commodore,  to  cause  the  aforesaid  vacancies 
for  the  fiscal  year  then  being  considered. 

[No  INCREASED  RANK  OR  PAY  ON  RETIREMENT. — That 
hereafter  any  officer  retired  under  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tions eight  and  nine  of  the  act  approved  March  third, 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  an  act  to  reorganize 
and  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  personnel  of  the  Navy 
and  Marine  Corps  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  retired 
with  the  rank  and  three-fourths  the  sea  pay  of  the  grade 
from  which  he  is  retired. — Act  August  22,  1912.] 

Sec.  9.  That  should  it  be  found  at  the  end  of  any  fiscal 

{rear  that  the  retirements  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
aw  now  in  force,  the  voluntary  retirements  provided  for 
in  this  act,  and  casualties  are  not  sufficient  to  cause  the 
average  vacancies  enumerated  in  section  eight  of  this 
act,  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall,  on  or  about  the  first 
day  of  June,  convene  a board  of  five  rear-admirals,  and 
shall  place  at  its  disposal  the  service  and  medical  records 
on  file  in  the  Navy  Department  of  all  the  officers  in  the 
grades  of  captain,  commander,  lieutenant-commander, 
and  lieutenant.  The  board  shall  then  select,  as  soon  as 

Eracticable  after  the  first  day  of  July,  a sufficient  num- 
er  of  officers  from  the  before-mentioned  grades,  as  con- 
stituted on  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  of  that  year,  to 
cause  the  average  vacancies  enumerated  in  section  eight 
of  this  act.  Each  member  of  said  board  shall  swear,  or 
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affirm,  that  he  will,  without  prejudice  or  partiality,  and 
having  in  view  solely  the  special  fitness  of  officers  and 
the  efficiency  of  the  naval  service,  perform  the  duties 
imposed  upon  him  by  this  act.  Its  finding,  which  shall 
be  in  writing,  signed  by  all  the  members,  not  less  than 
four  governing,  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  President, 
who  shall  thereupon,  by  order,  make  the  transfer  of  such 
officers  to  the  retired  list  as  are  selected  by  the  board : 
Provided , That  not  more  than  five  captains,  four  com- 
manders, four  lieutenant-commanders,  and  two  lieuten- 
ants are  so  retired  in  any  one  year.  The  promotions  to 
fill  the  vacancies  thus  created  shall  date  from  the  thirtieth 
day  of  June  of  the  current  year:  And  'provided  further, 
That  any  officer  retired  under  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  retired  with  the  rank  and  three-fourths  the 
sea  pay  of  the  next  higher  grade,  including  the  grade  of 
commodore,  which  is  retained  on  the  retired  list  for  this 
purpose. 

[Section  9,  personnel  act,  repealed. — Section  nine 
of  the  naval  personnel  act  of  March  third,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-nine,  entitled  “ An  act  to  reorganize  and 
increase  the  efficiency  of  the  personnel  of  the  Navy  and 
Marine  Corps  of  the  United  States,”  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  repealed. — Act  March  3,  1915.] 

[Restoration  to  active  list  of  retired  officers. — 
That  the  President  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized, 
within  two  years  of  the  date  of  the  approval  of  this  act, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  to 
transfer  to  the  active  list  of  the  Navy  or  Marine  Corps 
any  officer  who  may  have  been  transferred  from  the  active 
to  the  retired  list  of  the  Navy  under  the  provisions  of 
section  nine  of  said  personnel  act:  Provided , That  such 
officer  shall  be  transferred  to  the  place  on  the  active  list 
which  he  would  have  held  if  he  had  not  been  retired  and 
shall  be  carried  as  an  additional  number  in  the  grade  to 
which  he  may  be  transferred  or  at  any  time  thereafter 
promoted:  Provided  further,  That  such  officer  shall  stand 
a satisfactory  physical  and  professional  examination  as 
now  prescribed  by  law:  And  provided  further , That  any 
officer  transferred  to  the  active  list  shall  not  by  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act  be  entitled  to  back  pay  or  allowances  of 
any  kind. — Act  March  3,  1915.] 

[Same. — That  the  President  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  au- 
thorized to  appoint  the  following-named  officers  now  on 
the  retired  list  of  the  United  States  Navy  to  the  grade 
and  rank  on  the  active  list  of  the  United  States  Navy,  as 
hereinafter  provided : 

[Commodore  Ten  Eyck  De  Witt  Veeder,  retired,  to 
be  a rear  admiral  on  the  active  list,  to  take  rank  next 
after  Rear  Admiral  Austin  M.  Knight,  United  States 
Navy;  Captain  Templin  Morris  Potts,  retired,  to  be 
a rear  admiral  on  the  active  list,  to  take  rank  next 
after  Rear  Admiral  William  B.  Caperton,  United  States 
Navy;  Captain  John  Henry  Gibbons,  retired,  to  be  a 
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captain  on  the  active  list,  to  take  rank  next  after  Cap- 
tain Frank  M.  Bennett,  United  States  Navy;  Captain 
Frank  Kinsey  Hill,  retired,  to  be  a captain  on  the  active 
list,  to  take  rank  next  after  Captain  Clarence  S.  Wil- 
liams, United  States  Navy;  Captain  Armistead  Rust, 
retired,  to  be  a captain  on  the  active  list,  to  take  ranlc 
next  after  Captain  Robert  L.  Russell,  United  States 
Navy;  Captain  John  Gardner  Quinby,  retired,  to  be  a 
rear  admiral  on  the  active  list,  to  take  rank  next  after 
Rear  Admiral  Thomas  S.  Rodgers,  United  States  Navy; 
Captain  John  Morris  Ellicott,  retired,  to  be  a captain  on 
the  active  list,  to  take  rank  next  after  Captain  Robert  B. 
Hiffgins,  United  States  Navy;  Captain  Frank  W. 
Kellogg,  retired,  to  be  a captain  on  the  active  list,  to 
take  rank  next  after  Captain  Thomas  Snowden,  United 
States  Navy;  Commander  Allen  M.  Cook,  retired,  to  be  a 
commander  on  the  active  list  and  to  take  rank  next  after 
Commander  John  R.  Brady,  United  States  Navy;  Com- 
mander Emmet  R.  Pollock,  retired,  to  be  a commander 
on  the  active  list,  to  take  rank  next  after  Commander 
Andre  Morton  Procter,  United  States  Navy;  Captain

[The  President  is  hereby  authorized,  within  two  years 
after  the  approval  of  this  Act,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Senate,  to  transfer  to  the  active  list 
of  the  Marine  Corps  or  Navy  Pay  Corps  any  officer  under 
fifty  years  of  age  who  may  have  been  transferred  from

Sec.  10.  That  of  the  naval  constructors  five  shall  have 
the  rank  of  captain,  five  of  commander,  and  all  others 
that  of  lieutenant  commander  or  lieutenant.  Assistant 
naval  constructors  shall  have  the  rank  of  lieutenant  or 
lieutenant  (junior  grade).  Assistant  naval  constructors 
shall  be  promoted  to  the  grade  of  naval  constructor  after 
not  less  than  eight  or  more  than  fourteen  years’  service  as 
assistant  naval  constructor:  Provided , That  the  whole 
number  of  naval  constructors  and  assistant  naval  con- 
structors on  the  active  list  shall  not  exceed  forty  in  all. 

[Increase  in  Construction  Corps. — That,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  number  of  naval  constructors  and  assistant 
naval  constructors  now  authorized,  the  appointment  of 
six  assistant  naval  constructors  is  hereby  authorized,  two 
to  be  appointed  during  the  present  calendar  year  and  the 
remaining  four  in  the  calendar  year  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  three. — Act  July  1,  1902.] 

[Same. — The  grades  of  the  active  list  of  the  Navy 
hereinafter  designated  shall  be  so  increased  that  there 
shall  be  * * * twenty-nine  additional  naval  con- 

structors and  assistant  naval  constructors,  in  all  seventy- 
five. — Act  March  3,  1903.] 

[Same. — Officers  of  the  line  of  the  Navy  who  have  had 
not  less  than  three  years’  service  in  the  grade  of  ensign 
and  have  taken  or  are  taking  satisfactorily  a post-grad- 
uate course  in  naval  architecture  under  orders  from  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  be  eligible  for  transfer  to  the 
grade  of  assistant  naval  constructor:  Provided.  That 
there  shall  not  be  more  than  five  such  transfers  in  any 
one  calendar  year  and  that  the  total  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  naval  constructors  and  assistant  naval  construc- 
tors by  reason  of  such  transfers  shall  not  exceed  twenty- 
four.

[Same. — The  total  authorized  number  of  commis- 
sioned officers  of  the  active  list  of  the  following  staff  corps, 
exclusive  of  commissioned  warrant  officers,  shall  be  based 
on  percentages  of  the  total  number  of  commissioned 
officers  of  the  active  list  of  the  line  of  the  Navy  as  fol- 
lows: * * * Construction  Corps,  five  per  centum; 
* * *.  The  total  number  of  commissioned  officers  of 

the  active  list  of  the  following  mentioned  staff  corps  at 
any  one  time,  exclusive  of  commissioned  warrant  officers, 
shall  be  distributed  in  the  various  grades  of  the  respective 
corps  as  follows:  * * * 

[Construction  Corps:  One-half  naval  constructors  with 
the  rank  of  rear  admiral  to  eight  and  one-half  naval 
constructors  with  the  rank  of  captain,  to  fourteen  naval 
constructors  with  the  rank  of  commander,  to  seventy- 
seven  naval  constructors  and  assistant  naval  constructors 
with  rank  below  commander:  Provided , That  vacancies  in 
the  Construction  Corps  shall  be  filled  in  the  manner  now 
prescribed  by  law,  at  such  annual  rate  as  the  Secretary 
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of  the  Nayy  may  prescribe:  Provided  further.  That  here- 
after ensigns  of  not  less  than  one  year’s  service  as  such 
shall  be  eligible  for  transfer  to  the  Construction  Corps. — 
Act  August  29,  1916.] 

[Duties  of  Construction  Corps. — That  officers  who 
now  perform  engineering  duty  on  shore  only  and  officers 
of  the  Construction  Corps  shall  be  eligible  for  any  shore 
duty  compatible  with  their  rank  and  grade  to  which  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  assign  them. — Act  June  30, 
1914.] 

Sec.  11.  That  any  officer  of  the  Navy,  with  a creditable 
record,  who  served  during  the  Civil  War,  shall,  when 
retired,  be  retired  with  the  rank  and  three-fourths  the 
seapay  of  the  next  higher  grade. 

[Retirement  of  marine  officers. — That  officers  of 
the  Marine  Corps  with  creditable  records  who  served 
during  the  civil  war  shall,  when  retired,  be  retired  in  like 
manner  and  under  the  same  conditions  as  provided  for 
officers  of  the  Navy  who  served  during  the  civil  war. — 
Act  April  27,  1904.] 

[Same. — That  any  officer  of  the  Marine  Corps  below 
the  grade  of  brigadier  general  who  served  with  credit  as 
an  officer  or  as  an  enlisted  man  in  the  regular  or  volun- 
teer forces  during  the  civil  war  prior  to  April  ninth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five,  otherwise  than  as  a 
cadet,  and  whose  name  is  borne  on  the  official  register  of 
the  Marine  Corps,  and  who  has  heretofore  been,  or  may 
hereafter  be,  retired  on  account  of  wounds  or  disability 
incident  to  the  service,  or  on  account  of  age  or  after  forty 
years’  service,  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  President,  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  be  placed 
on  the  retired  list  of  the  Marine  Corps  with  the  rank  and 
retired  pay  of  one  grade  above  that  actually  held  by  him 
at  the  time  of  retirement:  Provided , That  this  act  shall 
not  apply  to  any  officer  who  received  an  advance  of  grade 
since  the  date  of  his  retirement  or  who  has  been  restored 
to  the  Marine  Corps  and  placed  on  the  retired  list  by 
virtue  of  the  provisions  oi  a special  act  of  Congress. — 
Act  June  29,  1906.] 

[Retirement  of  officers  below  rear  admiral. — That 
any  officer  of  the  Navy  not  above  the  grade  of  captain 
who  served  wdth  credit  as  an  officer  or  as  an  enlisted  man 
in  the  regular  or  volunteer  forces  during  the  Civil  War 
prior  to  April  ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five, 
otherwise  than  as  a cadet,  and  whose  name  is  borne  on 
the  official  register  of  the  Navy,  and  who  has  heretofore 
been,  or  may  hereafter  be,  retired  on  account  of  wounds 
or  disability  incident  to  the  service  or  on  account  of  age 
or  after  forty  years’  service,  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
President,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate,  be  placed  on  the  retired  list  of  the  Navy  with  the 
rank  and  retired  pay  of  one  grade  above  that  actually 
held  by  him  at  the  time  of  retirement:  Provided , That 
this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  officer  who  received  an 
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advance  of  grade  at  or  since  the  date  of  his  retirement 
or  who  has  been  restored  to  the  Navy  and  placed  on  the 
retired  list  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  a special  act  of 
Congress. — Act  June  29,  1906.] 

[Section  11,  Personnel  Act,  revived. — The  provi- 
sions of  the  act  approved  June  twenty-ninth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  six,  entitled  “An  act  making  appropriations 
for  the  naval  service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thir- 
tieth, nineteen  hundred  and  seven,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses,” providing  for  the  retirement  in  the  next  higher 
grade  of  officers  of  the  Navy  who  served  during  the  Civil 
War,  shall  not  operate  to  deprive  any  officer  of  the  Navy 
who  has  been,  or  may  be,  retired,  since  the  passage  of  that 
act,  of  the  right  to  increased  rank  and  pay  to  which,  but 
for  the  passage  of  said  act,  he  would  have  been  entitled. — 
Act  March  3,  1909.] 

[Commissions  to  retired  officers  with  advanced 
rank. — That  commissioned  officers  of  the  Army,  Navy, 
and  Marine  Corps  on  the  retired  list  whose  rank  has 
been  or  shall  hereafter  be  advanced  by  operation  of  or 
in  accordance  with  law  shall  be  entitled  to  and  shall 
receive  commissions  in  accordance  with  such  advanced 
rank. — Act  March  4,  1911.] 

[Advancement  on  active  list  for  war  service. — 
That  the  advancement  in  rank  of  officers  of  the  Navy  and 
Marine  Corps,  whensoever  made,  for  service  rendered 
during  the  war  with  Spain,  pursuant,  respectively,  to 
the  provisions  of  sections  fifteen  hundred  and  six  and 
sixteen  hundred  and  five  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  shall 
not  interfere  with  the  regular  promotion  of  officers  other- 
wise entitled  to  promotion,  but  officers  so  advanced,  by 
reason  of  war  service,  shall,  after  they  are  promoted  to 
higher  grades,  be  carried  thereafter  as  addition  to  the 
numbers  of  each  grade  to  which  they  may  at  any  time 
be  promoted ; and  each  such  officer  shall  hereafter  be  pro- 
moted in  due  course,  contemporaneously  with  and  to  take 
rank  next  after  the  officer  immediately  above  him;  and 
all  advancements  made  by  reason  of  war  service  shall  be 
appropriately  so  designated  upon  the  official  Navy  list: 
Provided , however , That  no  promotion  shall  be  made  to 
fill  a vacancy  occasioned  by  the  promotion,  retirement, 
death,  resignation,  or  dismissal  of  any  officer  who,  at  the 
time  of  such  promotion,  retirement,  death,  resignation,  or 
dismissal,  is  an  additional  member  of  his  grade  under  the 
foregoing  provisions. — Act  March  3,  1901.] 

Sec.  12.  That  boatswains,  gunners,  carpenters,  and  sail- 
makers  shall  after  ten  yearn  from  date  of  warrant  be 
commissioned  chief  boatswains,  chief  gunners,  chief  car- 
penters, and  chief  sailmakers,  to  rank  with,  but  after,  en- 
sign: Provided , That  the  chief  boatswains,  chief  gun- 
ners, chief  carpenters,  and  chief  sailmakers  shall  on  pro- 
motion have  the  same  pay  and  allowances  as  are  now 
allowed  a second  lieutenant  in  the  Marine  Corps:  Pro- 
vided, That  the  pay  of  boatswains,  gunners,  carpenters, 
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and  sailmakers  shall  be  the  same  as  that  now  allowed 
by  law:  Provided  further,  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall 
give  additional  rights  to  quarters  on  board  ship  or  to 
command,  and  that  immediately  after  the  passage  of 
this  act  boatswains,  gunners,  carpenters,  and  sailmakers, 
who  have  served  in  the  Navy  as  such  for  fifteen  years, 
shall  be  commissioned  in  accordance  with  the  provisions

[Commissioned  after  six  years  from  date  of  war- 
rant.— And  boatswains,  gunners, carpenters,  and  sailmak- 
ers shall  be  eligible  for  appointment  as  chief  boatswains, 
chief  gunners,  chief  carpenters,  and  chief  sailmakers  after 
six  years  from  date  of  warrant. — Act  April  27,  1904.] 
[Appointments  as  chief  machinists. — The  title  of 
warrant  machinist  is  hereby  changed  to  machinist;  and 
all  machinists  shall,  after  six  years  from  date  of  warrant, 
be  commissioned  chief  machinists,  to  rank  with,  but  after, 
ensign,  and  shall,  on  promotion,  have  the  same  pay  and 
allowances  as  are  allowed  chief  boatswains,  chief  gun- 
ners, chief  carpenters,  and  chief  sailmakers,  and  no  ma- 
chinist shall  be  promoted  until  he  shall  have  passed  such 
examination  before  a board  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
may  prescribe,  and  no  warrant  officer,  heretofore  or  here- 
after promoted  six  years  from  date  of  warrant,  shall 
suffer  a reduction  in  pay  which,  but  for  such  promotion, 
would  have  been  received  by  him. — Act  Marcn  3,  1909.] 
[Appointments  as  chief  pharmacists. — That  pharma- 
cists shall,  after  six  years  from  date  of  warrant,  oe  com- 
missioned chief  pharmacists  after  passing  satisfactorily 
such  examination  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  pre- 
scribe, and  shall,  on  promotion,  have  the  rank,  pay,  and 
allowances  of  chief  boatswains. — Act  August  22,  1912.] 
[Same. — Pharmacists  shall,  after  six  years  from  the 
date  of  warrant,  be  commissioned  chief  pharmacists  after 
passing  satisfactorily  such  examinations  as  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy  may  prescribe,  and  shall,  when  so  commis- 
sioned, have  the  same  rank,  pay,  and  allowances  as  now 
or  may  hereafter  be  allowed  other  commissioned  warrant 
officers:  Provided , That  the  pharmacists  at  present  in  the 
service  who  have  served  or  may  hereafter  serve  six  or 
more  years  in  that  grade  shall  be  eligible  for  promotion 
to  the  grade  of  chief  pharmacist  upon  satisfactorily 
passing  the  examinations  provided  for  in  this  act. — Act 
August  29,  1916.] 

[Appointments  as  pay  clerks  and  chief  pay 
clerks. — The  title  of  paymaster’s  clerk  in  the  United 
States  Navy  is  herebv  changed  to  pay  clerk,  and  here- 
after all  pay  clerks  shall  be  warranted  from  acting  pay 
clerks,  who  shall  be  appointed  from  enlisted  men  in  the 
Navy  holding  acting  or  permanent  appointments  as  chief 
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petty  officers  who  have  served  at  least  three  years  as 
enlisted  men,  at  least  two  years  of  which  service  must 
have  been  on  board  a cruising  vessel  of  the  Navy.  All 
appointments  as  acting  pay  clerks  shall  be  made  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and  all  such  appointees,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  qualifications  above  set  forth,  must  be  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States.  All  acting  appointments 
herein  provided  for  shall  be  made  permanent  under 
regulations  established  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy: 
Provided , That  paymasters’  clerks  now  in  the  Navy 
whose  total  service  as  such  is  less  than  one  year  and  who 
are  citizens  of  the  United  States  may,  upon  the  passage 
of  this  act,  be  given  appointments  as  acting  pay  clerks 
without  previous  service  as  enlisted  men : Provided  further , 
That  paymasters’  clerks  now  in  the  service  and  former 
paymasters’  clerks  whose  appointments  have  been  re- 
voked within  six  months  next  preceding  the  passage  of 
this  act  who  have  had  not  less  than  one  year’s  actual 
service  as  such,  and  who  are  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
may,  upon  the  passage  of  this  act,  be  warranted  as  pay 
clerks  without  previous  service  as  enlisted  men  or  as  acb- 
ing  pay  clerks:  And  provided  further,  That  pay  clerks  and 
acting  pay  clerks  shall  have  the  same  pay,  allowances, 
and  other  benefits  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  allowed 
other  warrant  officers  and  acting  warrant  officers,  re- 
spectively. 

[That  all  pay  clerks  shall,  after  six  years’  service  as 
such,  be  commissioned  chief  pay  clerks  and  shall  on  pro- 
motion have  the  rank,  pay,  and  allowances  of  chief  boat- 
swain: Provided , That  in  computing  the  six  years’  service 
herein  provided  for  credit  shall  be  given  for  all  service 
in  the  Navy  as  pay  clerks,  acting  pay  clerks,  and  pay- 
master’s clerk:  Provided  further,  That  paymasters’  clerks 
now  in  the  Navy  and  former  paymasters’  clerks  whose 
appointments  have  been  revoked  within  six  months  next 
preceding  the  passage  of  this  act  who  have  had  not  less 
than  six  years’  actual  service  as  such,  and  who  are  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States,  may,  upon  the  passage  of  this 
act,  be  commissioned  as  chief  pay  clerks  without  previous 
service  as  enlisted  men,  acting  pay  clerks,  or  pay  clerks. 

[That  the  total  number  of  chief  pay  clerks,  pay  clerks, 
and  acting  pay  clerks  allowed  by  this  act  shall  not  exceed 
one  for  each  two  hundred  and  fifty  enlisted  men  in  the 
United  States  Navy  now  or  hereafter  allowed  by  law,  and 
such  chief  pay  clerks,  pay  clerks,  and  acting  pay  clerks 
shall  be  assigned  to  duty  with  pay  officers  under  such 
rules  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  prescribe:  Pro- 
vided, That  no  person  shall  be  appointed  a chief  pay 
clerk,  pay  clerk,  or  acting  pay  clerk  under  any  provisions 
contained  in  this  act  until  ids  physical,  mental,  moral,

visions of  this  act,  be,  and  tne  same  are  hereby,  repealed. — 
Act  March  3,  1915.] 

[Pay  of  commissioned  warrant  officers  with 
creditable  records. — Hereafter  chief  boatswains,  chief 
gunners,  chief  machinists,  chief  carpenters,  chief  sail 
makers,  chief  pharmacists,  and  chief  pay  clerks,  on 
the  active  list  with  creditable  records,  shall,  after  six 
years  from  date  of  commission,  receive  the  pay  and 
allowances  that  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  allowed  a 
lieutenant  (junior  grade),  United  States  Navy:  Provided , 
That  chief  boatswains,  chief  gunners,  chief  machinists, 
chief  carpenters,  chief  sail  makers,  chief  pharmacists, 
and  chief  pav  clerks,  on  the  active  list  with  creditable 
records,  shall,  after  twelve  years  from  date  of  commis- 
sion, receive  the  pav  and  allowances  that  are  now  or 
may  hereafter  be  allowed  a lieutenant,  United  States 
Navy.

[Increased  pay  for  warrant  officers. — The  pay  of 
all  warrant  officers  and  mates  is  hereby  increased  twenty- 
fiv^e  per  centum.

[Hereafter  the  pay  of  warrant  officers  while  on  shore 
duty  during  the  fourth  three  years’  service  shall  be  $1,750 
per  annum. — Act  March  4,  1917.] 

[Allowances  to  warrant  officers. — Warrant  offi- 
cers shall  receive  the  same  allowances  of  heat  and  light  as 
are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  allowed  an  ensign,  United 
States  Navy. — Act  August  29,  1916.] 
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[Leave  allowed  warrant  officers. — Warrant  offi- 
cers shall  be  allowed  such  leave  of  absence,  with  full  pa y, 
as  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  allowed  other  officers  of 
the  United  States  Navy. — Act  August  29,  1916.] 

[Ensigns  appointed  from  warrant  officers. — 
Whenever,  in  view  of  the  vacancies  in  the  grade  of  ensign 
on  July  thirtieth  of  any  year  unfilled  by  graduates  of  the 
Naval  Academy,  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  so  rec- 
ommend, the  President  may  appoint  to  that  grade,  as 
of  July  thirtieth,  from  among  the  boatswains,  gunners,  or 
warrant  machinists  not  exceeding  six  in  any  one  calendar 
year.  No  person  shall  be  so  appointed  who  is  over  thirty- 
five  years  of  age;  who  has  served  less  than  six  years  as  a 
warrant  officers;  who  is  not  recommended  by  a command- 
ing officer  under  whom  he  has  served;  nor  until  he  shall 
have  passed  such  competitive  examination  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  Navy  Department.

[Same.— That  subject  to  the  restrictions  imposed  by 
existing  law,  boatswains,  gunners,  and  warrant  machin- 
ists shSl  be  eligible  for  appointment  to  the  grade  of  en- 
sign after  four  years’  service  as  warrant  officers. — Act 
April  27,  1904.] 

[Ensigns  appointed  from  chief  warrant  officers. — 
That  chief  boatswains,  chief  gunners,  and  chief  machin- 
ists shall  be  eligible  for  appointment  to  the  grade  of 
ensign  under  the  restrictions  imposed  by  law  upon  the 
appointment  of  boatswains,  gunners,  and  warrant  ma^ 
chinists  to  that  grade. — Act  March  3,  1909.]

from  civil  life  shall,  on  the  date  of  appointment,  be  cred- 
ited for  computing  their  pay,  with  five  years’  service.

continue  to  receive  pay  according  to  existing  law:  And 
provided  further , That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  operate 
to  increase  or  reduce  the  pay  of  any  officer  now  on  the 
retired  list  of  the  Navy. 

[Pay  of  officers  on  the  active  list. — Hereafter  all 
commissioned  officers  of  the  active  list  of  the  Navy  shall 
receive  the  same  pay  and  allowances  according  to  rank 
and  length  of  service,  and  the  annual  pay  of  each  grade 
shall  be  as  follows:  For  admiral,  thirteen  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars;  rear  admiral,  first  nine,  eight  thousand 
dollars;  rear  admiral,  second  nine,  or  commodore,  six 
thousand  dollars;  captain,  four  thousand  dollars;  com- 
mander, three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars;  lieutenant 
commander,  three  thousand  dollars;  lieutenant,  two 
thousand  four  hundred  dollars;  lieutenant,  junior  grade, 
two  thousand  dollars;  ensign,  one  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred dollars.  There  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  to  each 
commissioned  officer  below  the  rank  of  rear  admiral  ten 
per  centum  of  his  current  yearly  pay  for  each  term  of 
five  years  service  in  the  Army,  Navy,  and  Marine  Corps. 
The  total  amount  of  such  increase  for  length  of  service 
shall  in  no  case  exceed  forty  per  centum  on  the  yearly 
pay  of  the  grade  as  provided  by  law:  Provided,  That

— Hereafter  the  Chief  of  Naval  Operations, 
while  so  serving  as  such  Chief  of  Naval  Operations,  shall 
have  the  rank  and  title  of  admiral,  to  take  rank  next 
after  the  Admiral  of  the  Navy,  and  shall,  while  so  serv- 
ing as  Chief  of  Naval  Operations,  receive  the  pay  of 
$10,000  per  annum  and  no  allowances.  * * * 
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[Hereafter  pay  and  allowances  of  officers  in  the  upper 
half  of  the  grade  or  rank  of  rear  admiral,  including  the 
staff  corps  and  including  staff  officers  heretofore  perma- 
nently commissioned  with  the  rank  of  rear  admiral,  shall

the  second  nine  rear  admirals.

— That  hereafter  immediately  upon 
official  notification  of  the  death  from  wounds  or  disease 
contracted  in  line  of  duty  of  any  officer  or  enlisted  man 
on  the  active  list  of  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  the 
Paymaster  General  of  the  Navy  shall  cause  to  be  paid  to 
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the  widow  of  such  officer  or  enlisted  man,  or  any  person 
previously  designated  by  him,  an  amount  equal  to  six 
months’  pay  at  the  rate  received  by  such  officer  or  enlisted 
man  at  the  date  of  his  death,  less  seventy-five  dollars  in 
the  case  of  an  officer  and  thirty-five  dollars  in  the  case 
of  an  enlisted  man,  to  defray  expenses  of  interment, 
and  the  residue,  if  any,  of  the  amount  reserved  shall  be 
paid  subsequently  to  the  designated  person.  The  Sec- 
retary of  the  Navy  shall  establish  regulations  requiring 
each  officer  and  enlisted  man  to  designate  the  proper 
person  to  whom  this  amount  shall  be  paid  in  case  of 
death,  and  said  amount  shall  be  paid  to  that  person  from 
funds  appropriated  for  the  pay  of  the  Navy  and  Marine 
Corps.

[Same. — That  the  act  approved  May  thirteenth,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  eight,  making  appropriations  for  the 
naval  service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  and  for  other  purposes,  in  so 
far  as  it  relates  to  the  payment  of  six  months’  pay  to  the 
widow  of  an  officer  or  enlisted  man  and  so  forth,  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows:

and  thirty-five  dollars  in  the  case  of  an  enlisted  man, 
to  defray  expenses  of  interment,  and  the  residue,  if  any, 
of  the  amount  reserved  shall  be  paid  subsequently  to  the 
designated  person.” — Act  August  22,  1912.] 

[Same. — Provided,  That  no  deduction  shall  hereafter 
be  made  from  the  six  months’  gratuity  pay  allowed  under 
the  naval  act  of  August  twenty-second,  nineteen  hundred 
and  twelve,  on  account  of  expenses  for  preparation  and 
transportation  of  the  remains.

n&val  service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  and  for  other  purposes,” 
shall  be  an  amount  equal  to  one  year’s  pay  at  the  rate 
received  by  such  officer  or  enlisted  man  at  the  time  of 
the  accident  resulting  in  his  death.  In  all  cases  where 
an  officer  or  enlisted  man  of  the  Navy  or  Marine  Corps 
dies,  or  where  an  enlisted  man  of  the  Navy  or  Marine 
Corps  is  disabled  by  reason  of  any  injury  received  or  dis- 
ease contracted  in  line  of  duty,  the  result  of  an  aviation 
accident,  received  while  employed  in  actual  flying  in  or  in 
handling  aircraft,  the  amount  of  pension  allowed  shall 
be  double  that  authorized  to  be  paid  should  death  or 
the  disability  have  occurred  by  reason  of  any  injury  re- 
ceived or  disease  contracted  in  line  of  duty,  not  the 
result  of  an  aviation  accident. — Act  March  3,  1915.] 

[Same. — In  the  event  of  the  death  of  an  officer  or  en- 
listed man  or  student  flyer  of  the  Naval  Flying  Corps 
from  wounds  or  disease,  the  result  of  an  aviation  accident, 
not  the  result  of  his  own  misconduct,  received,  while  en- 
gaged in  actual  flying  in  or  in  handling  aircraft,  the 
gratuity  to  be  paid  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  ap- 
proved August  twenty-second,  nineteen  hundred  and

Navy  may  prescribe,  and  no  warrant  officer,  heretofore 
or  hereafter  promoted  six  years  from  date  of  warrant, 
shall  suffer  a reduction  in  pay  which,  but  for  such  pro- 
motion, would  have  been  received  by  him:  Provided, 
That  chief  boatswains,  chief  gunners,  and  chief  machin- 
ists shall  be  eligible  for  appointment  to  the  grade  of 
ensign  under  the  restrictions  imposed  by  law  upon  the 
appointment  of  boatswains,  gunners,  and  warrant  ma- 
chinists to  that  grade. — Act  March  3,  1909.] 

Sec.  15.  That  the  pay  of  warrant  machinists  shall  be 
the  same  as  that  of  warrant  officers,  and  they  shall  be 
retired  under  the  provisions  of  existing  law  for  warrant 
officers.  Warrant  machinists  shall  receive  at  first  an 
acting  appointment,  which  may  be  made  permanent 
under  regulations  established  by  the  Navy  Department 
or  other  warrant  officers.  They  shall  take  rank  with 
other  warrant  officers  according  to  date  of  appointment 
and  shall  wear  such  uniform  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Navy  Department. 

Sec.  16.  That  hereafter  the  term  of  enlistment  of  all 


enlisted  men  of  the  Navy  shall  be  four  years:  Provided , 
That  section  fifteen  hundred  and  seventy-three,  Revised 
Statutes,  be  amended  to  read:  “If  any  enlisted  man  or 


apprentice,  being  honorably  discharged,  shall  reenlist  for 
four  years  within  four  months  thereafter,  he  shall,  on 
presenting  his  honorable  discharge  or  on  accounting  in  a 
satisfactory  manner  for  its  loss,  be  entitled  to  pay  auring 
the  said  four  months  equal  to  that  to  which  he  would  have 
been  entitled  if  he  had  been  employed  in  actual  service; 
and  that  any  man  who  has  received  an  honorable  dis- 
charge from  his  last  term  of  enlistment,  or  who  has  re- 
ceived a recommendation  for  reenlistment  upon  the  ex- 
piration of  his  last  term  of  service  of  not  less  than  three 
years,  who  reenlists  for  a term  of  four  years  within  four 
months  from  the  date  of  his  discharge,  shall  receive  an 
increase  of  one  dollar  and  thirty-six  cents  per  month  to 
the  pay  prescribed  for  the  rating  in  which  ne  serves  for 
each  consecutive  reenlistment.  ” 


[Term  of  enlistment  extended. — That  the  term  of 
enlistment  of  all  enlisted  men  of  the  United  States  Navy 
other  than  those  who  are  enlisted  during  minority  shall 
be  four  years. 

[That  the  term  of  enlistment  of  any  enlisted  man  in  the 
Navy  may,  by  his  voluntary  written  agreement,  under 
such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy  with  the  approval  of  the  President,  be  extended 
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for  a period  of  either  one,  two,  three,  or  four  full  years 
from  the  date  of  expiration  of  the  then  existing  four-year 
term  of  enlistment,  and  subsequent  to  said  date  such 
enlisted  men  as  extend  the  term  of  enlistment  as  author- 
ized in  this  section  shall  be  entitled  to  and  shall  receive 
the  same  pay  and  allowances  in  all  respects  as  though 
regularly  discharged  and  reenlisted  immediately  upon 
expiration  of  their  term  of  enlistment,  and  such  exten- 
sion shall  not  operate  to  deprive  them  upon  discharge  at 
the  termination  thereof  of  any  right;  privilege,  or  benefit 
to  which  they  would  be  entitled  at  the  expiration  of  a 
four-year  term  of  enlistment. — Act  August  22,  1912.] 

[That  enlistments  in  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps,  during 
such  time  as  the  United  States  may  be  at  war,  shall  be . 
for  four  years  or  for  such  shorter  period  or  periods  as  the 
President  may  prescribe,  or  for  the  period  of  the  present 
war. — Act  May  22,  1917.] 

[Terms  of  enlistment,  two,  three,  or  four  years. — 
Until  June  30,  1920,  enlistments  in  the  Navy  may  be  for 
terms  of  two,  three,  or  four  years,  and  all  laws  now 
applicable  to  four-year  enlistments  shall  apply,  under 
such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy,  to  enlistments  for  a shorter  period  with 
proportionate  benefits  upon  discharge  and  reenlistment. — 
Act  July  11,  1919.] 

[Enlistments,  duration  of  the  war,  change  to, 
discharge  and  reenlistment. — Any  enlisted  man  of 
the  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  or  Coast  Guard,  who,  since 
February  3,  1917,  and  before  November  11,  1918,  enlisted 
for  the  period  of  four  years  shall  upon  his  application 
made  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  on  or  before  Septem- 
ber 1,  1919,  be  held  and  construed  to  have  enlisted  for 
the  duration  of  the  war  and  shall  when  discharged  be 
granted  an  honorable  discharge,  and  upon  the  taking 
effect  of  this  Act  shall  be  notified  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy  of  his  right  to  file  such  application:  Provided, 
That  said  enlisted  man  is  otherwise  entitled  to  an  honor- 
able discharge:  Provided  further,  That  the  return  home 
of  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces  shall  not  be  there- 
by delayed:  Provided  further,  That  any  enlisted  man  who 
takes  advantage  of  tne  provisions  of  this  paragraph  to 
secure  a discharge  from  the  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  or 
Coast  Guard,  and  thereafter  reenlists  within  four  months 
in  the  Navy  or  in  the  Marine  Corps,  under  conditions  as 
now  prescribed  by  law,  for  a period  of  four  years,  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  the  benefits  of  the  gratuity  pay 
provided  by  existing  law  for  reenlistments. 

Enlisted  men  of  the  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  and  Coast 
Guard,  who  enlisted  for  the  period  of  the  war  or  enlisted 
for  a period  of  four  years  between  February  3,  1917,  and 
November  11, 1918,  and  have  their  status  changed  to  that 
of  men  who  enlisted  for  the  period  of  the  war  if  otherwise 
entitled  to  an  honorable  discharge,  may,  under  such 
regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  prescribe, 
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extend  their  enlistments  for  a period  of  one,  two,  three, 
or  four  full  years,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  and  receive 
the  same  rights,  privileges,  pay,  and  allowances  in  all 
respects  as  now  provided  by  law  for  men  who  extend 
enlistment  on  completion  of  terms  of  enlistment,  except  as 
to  gratuity  pay:  Provided , That  as,  to  gratuity  pay, 
such  enlisted  men  who  extend  their  enlistment  as  before 
provided  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  an  allowance  of  one 
month's  pay  for  extending  their  enlistment  for  one  year, 
two  months'  pay  for  extending  their  enlistment  for  two 

?ears,  three  months'  pay  for  extending  their  enlistment 
or  three  years,  and  m the  Navy  four  months'  pay  for 
extending  their  enlistment  for  four  years. — Act  July  11, 
1919.] 

[Discharge  prior  to  expiration  of  enlistment. — 
That  under  such  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
may  prescribe,  witn  the  approval  of  the  President  any 
enlisted  man  may  be  discharged  at  any  time  within  three 
months  before  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  enlistment  or 
extended  enlistment  without  prejudice  to  any  right, 
privilege,  or  benefit  that  he  would  have  received,  except 
pay  and  allowances  for  the  unexpired  period  not  served, 
or  to  which  he  would  thereafter  become  entitled,  had  he 
served  his  full  term  of  enlistment  or  extended  enlistment: 
Provided , That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  held  to  reduce 
or  increase  the  pay  ana  allowances  of  enlisted  men  of  the 
Navy  now  authorized  pursuant  to  law. — Act  August  22, 
1912.] 

[Furlough  of  enlisted  men. — The  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  is  hereby  authorized  to  grant  furlough  without  pay 
to  enlisted  men  for  a period  coveringthe  unexpired  por- 
tion of  their  enlistment:  Provided,  That  such  furlough 
be  granted  under  the  same  conditions  and  in  lieu  of  dis- 
charge by  purchase  or  by  special  order  of  the  department. 
Enlisted  men  so  furloughed  shall  be  subject  to  recall  in 
time  of  war  or  national  emergency  to  complete  the  unex- 
pired portion  of  their  enlistment,  and  shall  be  in  addi- 
tion to  the  authorized  number  of  enlisted  men  of  the 
Navy. — Act  August  29,  1916.] 

[Transfer  to  Fleet  Naval  Reserve. — In  addition  to 
the  enrollments  in  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve  above  pro- 
vided, the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  authorized  to  transfer 
to  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve  at  any  time  within  his  discre- 
tion any  enlisted  man  of  the  naval  service  with  twenty  or 
more  years'  naval  service,  and  any  enlisted  man,  at  the 
expiration  of  a term  of  enlistment  who  may  be  then 
entitled  to  an  honorable  discharge,  after  sixteen  years' 
naval  service:  Provided , That  such  transfers  shall  only 
be  made  upon  voluntary  application  and  in  the  rating  in 
which  then  serving,  and  the  men  so  transferred  shall  be 
continued  in  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve  until  discharged 
by  competent  authority. — Act  August  29,  1916.] 
Transfers  to  Regular  Navy  and  Marine  Corps. — 
Enrolled  men  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  and  of  the 
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Maxine  Corps  Reserve,  other  than  commissioned  and 
warrant  officers,  who  have  performed  active  duty  during 
the  war,  may,  upon  their  own  application,  be  transferred 
to  the  Regular  Navy  and  Marine  Corps,  respectively,  to 
serve  the  unexpired  term  of  their  enrollment  in  such 
rating  or  rank  as  they  may  be  found  qualified  under 
such  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  pre- 
scribe: Provided , That  men  so  transferred  shall  have  at 
least  one  year  to  serve  in  the  regular  Navy  or  the  Marine 
Corps  before  the  expiration  of  their  current  enlistment: 
Provided  further , That  such  transfers  may  not  be  made 
in  excess  of  the  authorized  enlisted  strength  of  the  Navy 
or  Marine  Corps:  Provided  further,  That  enrolled  men  so 
transferred  shall  be  entitled  to  and  receive  the  same  pay, 
rights,  privileges,  and  allowances  in  all  respects  as  now 
provided  by  existing  law  for  men  regularly  discharged 
and  reenlisted  immediately  upon  expiration  of  their  full 
four-year  enlistment  in  the  Regular  Navy  or  Marine 
Corps. — Act  July  11,  1919.] 

[Appointment  as  midshipmen. — Hereafter  in  addition 
to  the  appointment  of  midshipmen  to  the  United  States 
Naval  Academy,  as  now  prescribed  by  law,  the  President 
is  hereby  allowed  fifteen  appointments  annually  instead 
of  ten  as  now  prescribed  t>y  law,  and  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy  is  allowed  twenty-five  appointments  annually, 
instead  of  fifteen  as  now  prescribed  bv  law,  the  latter  to 
be  appointed  from  the  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy  who  are 
citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  not  more  than  twenty 
years  of  age  on  the  date  of  entrance  to  the  Naval  Acad- 
emy, and  who  shall  have  served  not  less  than  one  year 
as  enlisted  men  on  the  date  of  entrance:  Provided , That 
such  appointments  shall  be  made  in  the  order  of  merit 
from  candidates  who  have  in  competition  with  each  other 

Eassed  the  mental  examination  now  or  hereafter  required 
y law  for  entrance  to  the  Naval  Academy,  ana  who 
passed  the  physical  examinations  required  before  en- 
trance under  existing  laws. — Act  August  29,  1916.] 
Hereafter,  in  addition  to  the  appointment  of  midship- 
men to  the  United  States  Naval  Academy^  as  now 
prescribed  by  law,  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  allowed 
one  hundrea  appointments  annually,  instead,  of  twenty- 
five  as  now  prescribed  by  law,  to  be  appointed  from  the 
enlisted  men  of  the  Navy  who  are  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  and  not  more  than  twenty  years  of  age  on  the  date 
of  entrance  to  the  Naval  Academy,  and  who  shall  have 
served  not  less  than  oneyear  as  enlisted  men  on  the  date 
of  entrance  : Provided , That  such  appointments  shall  be 
made  in  the  order  of  merit  from  canaidates  who  have,  in 
competition  with  each  other,  passed  the  mental  examina- 
tion now  or  hereafter  required  by  law  for  entrance  to  the 
Naval  Academy,  and  who  passed  the  physical  examina- 
tion before  entrance  under  existing  laws.

[The  class  of  midshipmen  graduated  from  the  Naval

[Course  of  instruction,  Naval  Academy.— That  the 
President  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized,  until  August 
first,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-one,  to  reduce,  in  his 
discretion,  the  course  of  instruction  at  the  United  States 
Naval  Academy  from  four  to  three  years  and  to  graduate 
classes  which  have  completed  such  reduced  courses  of 
instruction.

[To  MAKE  GOOD  TIME  LOST  ON  ACCOUNT  OF  MISCON- 
DUCT.— Hereafter  no  officer  or  enlisted  man  in  the  Navy 
or  Marine  Corps  in  active  service  who  shall  be  absent  from 
duty  on  account  of  injury,  sickness,  or  disease,  resulting 
from  his  own  intemperate  use  of  drugs  or  alcoholic  liquors, 
or  other  misconduct,  shall  receive  pay  for  the  period  of 
such  absence,  the  time  so  absent  ana  the  cause  thereof  to 
be  ascertained  under  such  procedure  and  regulations  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy:  Pro- 
vided',  That  an  enlistment  shall  not  be  regarded  as 
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complete  until  the  enlisted  man  shall  have  made  good  any 
time  in  excess  of  one  day  lost  on  account  of  injury, 
sickness,  or  disease  resulting  from  his  own  intemperate 
use  of  drags  or  alcoholic  liquors,  or  other  misconduct. — 
Acts  August  29,  1916,  and  July  1,  1918.] 

[Absence  without  leave,  penalty. — That  the  Presi- 
dent is  hereby  authorized  to  drop  from  the  rolls  of  the 
Navy  or  Marme  Corps  any  officer  thereof  who  is  absent 
from  duty  without  leave  for  a period  of  three  months  or 
more,  or  who,  having  been  found  guilty  by  the  civil  au- 
thorities of  any  offense,  is  finally  sentenced  to  confine- 
ment in  a State  or  Federal  penitentiary:  Provided , That 
no  officer  so  dropped  shall  be  eligible  for  reappointment. 

Act  April  2,  1918.] 

[Section  1573  R.  S.  further  amended. — That  section 
fifteen  hundred  and  seventy-three  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
of  the  United  States  as  amended  by  section  sixteen 
of  an  act  entitled  “An  act  to  reorganize  and  increase 
the  efficiency  of  the  personnel  of  the  Navy  and  Marine

for  an  aggregate  of  four  years  shall,  after  the  expira- 
tion of  the  preceding  four-year  term  of  enlistment  upon 
which  the  extension  is  made  and  if  otherwise  entitled 
to  an  honorable  discharge,  be  paid  the  gratuity  above 
provided:  And  provided,  That  any  man  who  has  re- 
ceived an  honorable  discharge  from  his  last  term  of 
enlistment,  or  who  has  received  a recommendation  for 
reenlistment  upon  the  expiration  of  his  last  term  of  en- 
listment, who  reenlists  for  a term  of  four  years  within 
four  months  from  the  date  of  his  discharge,  shall  receive 
an  increase  of  one  dollar  and  thirty-six  cents  per  month 
to  the  pay  prescribed  for  the  rating  in  which  he  serves 
for  each  successive  reenlistment:  And  provided  further, 
That  an  extension  of  the  period  of  enlistment  as  herein- 
before authorized,  aggregating  four  years,  shall  be  held 
and  considered  as  equivSent  to  continuous  service  with 
respect  to  all  rights,  privileges,  and  benefits  granted  for 
such  service  pursuant  to  law. — Act  August  22,  1912.] 

[Enlisted  strength,  Navy. — That  the  authorized 
enlisted  strength  of  the  active  list  of  the  Navy  is  hereby 
increased  from  eighty-seven  thousand  to  one  hundred 
and  thirty-one  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty-five. — 
Act  July  1,  1918.] 
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[That  the  phrase  “ authorized  enlisted  strength,”  as 
applied  to  the  personnel  of  the  Navy,  shall  mean  the 
. total  number  of  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy  authorized  by 
law,  exclusive  of  the  Hospital  Corps,  apprentice  seamen, 
those  sentenced  by  court-martial  to  discharge,  those

1,  1919,  to  December  31,  1919,  to  191,000  men,  and  from

men  of  the  Navy  now  on  the  retired  list  shall  be  based

E laced  on  the  retired  list  hereby  created,  with  the  rank 
eld  by  him  at  the  date  of  retirement;  and  he  shall  there- 
after receive  seventy-five  per  centum  of  the  pay  and 
allowances  of  the  rank  or  rating  upon  which  he  was  re- 
tired: Provided , That  if  said  enlisted  man  or  appointed 
petty  officer  had  active  service  in  the  Navy  or  in  the 
Army  or  Marine  Corps,  either  as  volunteer  or  regular, 
during  the  Civil  or  Spanish-American  War,  such  war  serv- 
ice shall  be  computed  as  double  time  in  computing  the 
thirty  years  necessary  to  entitle  him  to  be  retired:  And 
'provided  further , That  applicants  for  retirement  under 
this  section  shall,  unless  physically  disqualified  for  serv- 
ice, be  at  least  fifty  years  of  age. 

[Retirement  of  Enlisted  Men. — That  in  computing 
the  necessary  thirty  years’  time  for  the  retirement  of 
petty  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy,  all  service  in 
the  Army,  Navy,  or  Marine  Corps  shall  be  credited. — 
Act  June  22,  1906.] 

[Same. — That  when  an  enlisted  man  shall  have  served 
thirty  years  either  in  the  Army,  Navy,  or  Marine  Corps, 
or  in  all,  he  shall,  upon  making  application  to  the  Presi- 
dent, be  placed  upon  the  retired  list,  with  seventy-five  per 
centum  of  the  pay  and  allowances  he  may  then  be  in 
receipt  of,  and  that  said  allowances  shall  be  as  follows: 
Nine  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  month  in  lieu  of  rations 
and  clothing  and  six  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents  per 
month  in  lieu  of  quarters,  fuel,  and  light:  Provided , That 
in  computing  the  necessary  thirty  years’  time  all  service 
in  the  Army,  Navy,  and  Marine  Corns  shall  be  credited. 

[Sec.  2.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts,  so  far  as  they 
conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  are  hereby  re- 
pealed.— Act  March  2,  1907.] 

[Same. — The  period  of  time  during  which  members  of 
the  naval  reserve  were  actively  employed  with  the  Navy 
while  enlisted  in  the  naval  reserve  shall,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  retirement,  be  counted  as  active  service  in  the 
Navy  in  the  case  of  those  who  reenlist  in  the  Navy  after 
service  in  the  Naval  Reserve. — Act  March  3,  1915.] 
[Same. — That  enrolled  members  who  shall  have  com- 
pleted twenty  years  of  service  in  the  Naval  Reserve  Force, 
and  who  shall  have  performed  the  minimum  amount  of

their  own  application,  be  retired  with  the  rank  or  rating 
held  by  them  at  the  time,  and  shall  receive  in  lieu  oi 
a ny  pay,  a cash  gratuity  equal  to  the  total  amount  of 
their  retainer  pay  during  the  last  term  of  their  enroll- 
ment. * * * 

[Men  transferred  to  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve  shall  be 
governed  by  the  laws  and  regulations  for  the  government 
of  the  Navy  and  shall  not  be  discharged  from  the  Naval 
Reserve  Force  without  their  consent,  except  by  sentence 
of  a court-martial.  They  may,  upon  their  own  request, 
upon  completing  thirty  years'  service,  including  naval 
and  fleet  naval  reserve  service,  be  placed  on  the  retired 
list  of  the  Navy  with  the  pay  they  were  then  receiving 
pliis  the  allowances  to  which  enlisted  men  of  the  same 
rating  are  entitled  on  retirement  after  thirty  years'  naval 
service.  They  shall  be  required  to  keep  on  hand  such 

Eart  of  the  uniform-clothing  outfit  as  may  be  prescribed 
y the  Secretary  of  the  Navy. — Act  August  29,  1916.] 
[Same — Active  duty. — The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is 
authorized  in  time  of  war,  or  when,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
President,  war  is  threatened,  to  call  any  enlisted  man  on 
the  retired  list  into  active  service  for  such  duty  as  he 
may  be  able  to  perform.  While  so  employed  such  en- 
listed men  shall  receive  the  same  pay  and  allowances  they 
were  receiving  when  placed  on  the  retired  list:  Provided , 
That  enlisted  men  on  the  retired  list  shall  not  be  eligible 
for  enlistment  in  or  transfer  to  the  naval  reserve. — Act 
March  3,  1915.] 

[Same. — The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  authorized  in 
time  of  war  or  when  a national  emergency  exists  to  call 
any  enlisted  man  on  the  retired  list  into  active  service 
for  such  duty  as  he  may  be  able  to  perform.  While  so 
employed  such  enlisted  men  shall  receive  the  same  pay 
ana  allowances  they  were  receiving  when  placed  on  the 
retired  list. — Act  August  29,  1916.] 

[Same. — That  any  enlisted  man  of  the  Navy  or  Marine 
Corps  upon  the  retired  list  who  has  been  ordered  into 
active  service  since  April  sixth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
seventeen,  or  who  may  hereafter  be  ordered  into  active 
service,  shall  be  eligible  for  promotion  and  he  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  pay  and  benefits  of  continuous  service  of 
such  rank  and  for  such  length  of  time  as  he  is  or  has  been 
employed  in  active  service,  and  when  relieved  of  active 
service  shall  retain  upon  the  retired  list  the  rank  and 
service  held  by  him  at  the  time  of  such  relief,  with  the 
pay  and  allowances  of  such  rank  on  the  retired  list ; and 
the  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury  are  hereby  directed 
to  allow  in  the  accounts  of  any  enlisted  man  of  the  Navy 
or  Marine  Corps  who  resigned  from  the  retired  list  in 
order  to  reenlist  for  appointment  in  a higher  grade,  the 
same  continuous-service  pay  and  the  benefits  of  such  rank 
to  which  he  may  have  been  appointed  upon  reenlistment,

[That  so  much  of  the  Act  of  July  1,  1918  (Public  Num- 
bered 182),  as  authorizes  the  promotion  of  retired  enlisted 
men  of  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  ordered  to  active  duty 
shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  make  illegal  promotions  of 
such  men  as  have  heretofore  been  made  to  warrant  grades 
or  as  to  deprive  them  of  any  of  the  pay,  allowances,  or 
other  benefits  accruing  under  such  promotion.

[Male  members  and  nurses,  Naval  Reserve  Force, 
active  service. — Act  July  11,  1919. — See  note  to  sec- 
tion 16,  Enlisted  Strength,  Navy.] 

[Any  enlisted  man  of  the  Navy  or  Marine  Corps  who 
has  been  or  may  be  discharged  to  enable  him  to  accept 
appointment  as  a commissioned  or  warrant  officer  in  the 
Naval  Reserve  Force  or  Marine  Corps  Reserve,  and  who 
reenlists  in  the  Navy  or  Marine  Corps  after  the  termina- 
tion of  his  reserve  service,  shall  be  entitled,  in  computing 
service  for  retirement,  to  credit  for  all  active  reserve 
service;  and  if  he  reenlists  in  the  Navy  or  Marine  Corps 
within  four  or  three  months,  respectively,  from  the  date 
of  the  termination  of  his  service  as  an  officer  of  the  Re- 
serve he  shall  be  restored  to  the  grade  or  rank  held  by 
him  before  being  discharged  to  accept  such  commission 
or  warrant,  and  his  service  in  the  Regular  Navy  or  Marine 
Corps,  including  his  active  service  in  the  Naval  Reserve 
Force  or  Marine  Corps  Reserve,  shall  be  regarded  as  con- 
tinuous for  purposes  of  continuous-service  pay:  Provided , 
That  any  warrant  officer  in  the  Navy  or  Marine  Corps  and 
any  pay  clerk  in  the  Marine  Corps  who  has  accepted  or 
who  may  hereafter  accept  appointment  as  a commis- 
sioned officer  in  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  or  Marine  Corps 
Reserve  shall  be  entitled,  upon  the  termination  of  his 
appointment  as  a commissioned  officer  in  the  Reserve,  to 
revert  to  his  former  status  as  a warrant  officer  in  the 
Navy  or  Marine  Corps,  or  as  a pay  clerk  in  the  Marine 
Corps,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  count  all  active  reserve 
service  for  purposes  of  longevity  pay  and  retirement: 
Provided,  That  no  part  or  parts  oi  any  existing  laws  shall 
be  construed  as  having  discharged  from  the  Naval  Militia 
of  any  State,  Territory,  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  those

such  membership  in  the  Naval  Militia  shall  not  interfere 
with  the  discharge  of  duties  by  such  members  thereof 
who  are  in  the  Naval  Reserve  Force. — Act  July  11,  1919.] 

Sec.  18.  That  from  and  after  the  date  of  the  approval 
of  this  act  the  active  list  of  the  line  officers  of  the  United 
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States  Marine  Corps  shall  consist  of  one  brigadier  gen- 
eral commandant,  five  colonels,  five  lieutenant  colonels, 
ten  majors,  sixty  captains,  sixty  first  lieutenants,  and 
sixty  second  lieutenants:  Provided , That  vacancies  in  all 
grades  in  the  line  created  by  this  section  shall  be  filled 
as  far  as  possible  by  promotion  by  seniority  from  the 
line  officers  on  the  active  list  of  said  corps:  And  provided 
further,  That  the  commissions  of  officers  now  in  the 
Marine  Corps  shall  not  be  vacated  by  this  act:  And  pro- 
vided further,  That  vacancies  in  the  grade  of  brigadier 
general  shall  be  filled  by  selection  from  officers  on  the 
active  list  of  the  Marine  Corps  not  below  the  grade  of 
field  officer. 

[Increase  in  number  of  line  officers. — That  from 
and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  in  order  to  further 
increase  the  efficiency  of  the  Marine  Corps,  the  following 
additional  officers,  * * * to  those  now  provided  by 
law  for  said  corps,  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed, 
namely:  One  colonel,  one  lieutenant  colonel,  five  majors, 
twelve  captains,  twenty-five  first  lieutenants,  twelve  sec- 
ond lieutenants. — Act  March  3,  1903.] 

-[Same. — That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
and  in  order  to  further  increase  the  efficiency  of  the 
United  States  Marine  Corps,  the  following  additional 
officers,  * * * to  those  now  provided  by  law  for  said 
corps  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  namely:  One 
major  general  commandant,  in  lieu  of  the  present  briga- 
dier general  commandant;  one  colonel;  one  lieutenant 
colonel;  two  majors;  eighteen  captains;  seven  first  lieu- 
tenants; fourteen  second  lieutenants. — Act  May  13, 1908.] 

[Same. — The  rank  and  title  of  major  general  is  hereby 
created  in  the  Marine  Corps,  and  the  President  is  author- 
ized to  nominate,  and,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Senate,  to  appoint  one  major  general,  who 
shall  at  all  times  be  junior  in  rank  to  the  major  general 
commandant,  and  also  one  temporary  major  general  in 
the  Marine  Corps,  who  shall  at  all  times  be  junior  to  the 
permanent  major  general.

[Appointment  of  commandant  for  four  years. — That

list  not  below  the  grade  of  field  officer,  who  shall  hold 
office  as  such  commandant  for  a term  of  four  years,  unless 
sooner  relieved,  and  who,  while  so  serving,  shall  have  the 
rank,  pay,  and  allowances  of  a major  general  in  the 
Army;  and  any  officer  appointed  under  the  provisions  of

and  retired  pay  of  a major  general;  if  retired  for  any 
other  reason,  he  shall  be  placed  on  the  retired  list  of  offi- 
cers of  the  grade  to  which  he  belonged  at  the  time  of  his 
retirement:  Provided , That  an  officer  serving  as  com- 
mandant shall  be  carried  as  an  additional  number  in  his 
grade  while  so  serving,  and  after  his  return  to  duty  in  his 
grade  until  said  grade  is  reduced  to  the  number  author- 
ized by  law:  Provided  further,  That  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  operate  to  increase  or  reduce  the  total  num- 
ber of  officers  in  the  Marine  Corps  now  provided  by 
law. — Act  December  19,  1913.] 

[Number  and  rank  op  marine  officers. — Hereafter 
the  total  number  of  commissioned  officers  of  the  active 
list  of  the  line  and  staff  of  the  Marine  Corps,  exclusive 
of  officers  borne  on  the  Navy  list  as  additional  numbers, 
shall  be  four  per  centum  of  the  total  authorized  enlisted 
strength  of  the  active  list  of  the  Marine  Corps,  exclusive 
of  the  Marine  Band,  and  of  men  under  sentence  of  dis- 
charge by  court-martial,  distributed  in  the  proportion  of 
one  officer  with  rank  senior  to  colonel  to  lour  with  the 
rank  of  colonel,  to  five  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant  colonel, 
to  fourteen  with  the  rank  of  major,  to  thirty-seven  with 
the  rank  of  captain,  to  thirty-one  with  the  rank  of  first 
lieutenant,  to  thirty-one  with  the  rank  of  second  lieu- 
tenant: * * * Provided  further , That  in  determin- 

ing the  officers  with  rank  senior  to  colonel  there  shall  be 
included  the  officer  serving  as  major  general  comman- 
dant: And  provided  further,  That  appointments  hereafter 
made  to  the  position  of  major  general  commandant  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  approved  December  nineteenth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  entitled  “ An  Act  to  make 
the  tenure  of  office  of  the  major  general  commandant  of

officers  shall  be  counted  as  being  of  the  rank  of  colonel: 
And  provided  further , That  officers  holding  permanent 
appointments  in  the  staff  departments  shall  not  be  eli- 
gible for  appointment  to  the  grade  of  brigadier  general  of 
the  line  as  hereinbefore  provided. — Act  August  29,  1916.] 
[Marine  warrant  officers. — That  the  warrant  grades 
of  marine  gunner  and  quartermaster  clerk  are  hereby 
established,  and  the  appointment  as  herein  prescribed 
to  twenty  marine  gunners  and  twenty  quartermaster 
clerks  is  hereby  authorized.  Officers  in  those  grades 
shall  have  the  rank  and  receive  the  pay,  allowances,  and 
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privileges  of  retirement  of  warrant  officers  in  the  Navy. 
They  shall  be  appointed  from  the  noncommissioned 
officers  of  the  Marine  Corps  and  clerks  to  quartermasters 
now  serving  as  such  and  who  have  performed  field  serv- 
ice.— Act  August  29,  1916.] 

[That  the  appointment  of  thirty  marine  gunners,  thirty 
quartermaster's  clerks,  and  nine  clerks  to  assistant  pay- 
masters, additional  to  the  number  now  prescribed  by 
law  * * * is  hereby  authorized,  such  appointments 
to  be  made  in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law. — Act 
May  22,  1917.] 

[That  marine  gunners  and  quartermaster  clerks  of  the 
Marine  Corps  assigned  to  foreign  shore  service  shall 
hereafter  be  entitled  to  the  samq  increased  compensa- 
tion and  under  the  same  conditions  as  is  now  or  hereafter 
allowed  by  law  to  commissioned  officers  of  the  Marine 
Corps. — Act  March  4,  1917.] 

[The  title  of  clerks  for  assistant  paymasters  is  hereby 
changed  to  pay  clerk,  who  shall  hereafter  receive  the  same 

?>ay,  allowances,  and  other  benefits  now  provided  by  law 
or  clerks  for  assistant  paymasters;  and  the  total  number 
of  pay  clerks  shall  not  exceed  ten  for  duty  in  the  office  of 
the  paymaster,  Marine  Corps,  fifteen  for  duty  in  the  pay- 
master's department  at  large,  and  one  for  each  assistant 
paymaster : Provided , That  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  construed  to  reduce  the  pay,  allowances,  or  other  bene- 
fits granted  by  existing  law  to  any  clerk  for  assistant 
paymaster  now  in  service. — Act  July  1,  1918.] 

[Transfer  of  retired  officers  to  active  list. — The 
President  is  hereby  authorized,  within  two  years  after 
the  approval  of  this  Act,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Senate,  to  transfer  to  the  active  list  of  the 
Marine  Corps  or  Navy  Pay  Corps  any  officer  under  fifty 
years  of  age  who  may  have  been  transferred  from  the 
active  list  to  the  retired  list  of  the  Marine  Corps  or  Navy- 
Pay  Corps  by  the  action  of  any  retiring  board  for  physi- 
cal disability  incurred  in  the  line  of  duty:  Provided , That 
such  officer  shall  be  transferred  to  the  place  on  the  active 
list  which  he  would  have  had  if  he  had  not  been  retired, 
and  shall  be  carried  as  an  additional  number  in  the  grade 
to  which  he  may  be  transferred  or  at  any  time  thereafter 
promoted:  Provided  further , That  such  officer  shall  es- 
tablish to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
his  mental,  moral,  professional,  and  physical  qualifica- 
tions to  perform  the  duties  on  the  active  list  of  tne  grade 
to  which  he  is  transferred. — Act  August  29.  1916.] 
Retirement  for  Civil  War  service. — Tnat  officers 
of  the  Marine  Corps  with  creditable  records  who  served 
during  the  Civil  War  shall,  when  retired,  be  retired  in 
like  manner  and  under  the  same  conditions  as  provided 
for  officers  of  the  Navy  who  served  during  the  Civil  War. — 
Act  April  27,  1904.] 

[Same. — That  any  officer  of  the  Marine  Corps  below 
the  grade  of  brigadier  general  who  served  with  credit 
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as  an  officer  or  as  an  enlisted  man  in  the  regular  or  vol- 
unteer forces  during  the  Civil  War  prior  to  April  ninth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five,  otherwise  than  as  a 
cadet,  and  whose  name  is  borne  on  the  official  register  of 
the  Marine  Corps,  and  who  has  heretofore  been,  or  may 
hereafter  be,  retired  on  account  of  wounds  or  disability 
incident  to  the  service,  or  on  account  of  age  or  after  forty 
years’  service,  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  President,  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  be  placed 
on  the  retired  list  of  the  Marine  Corps  with  the  rank  and 
retired  pay  of  one  grade  above  that  actually  held  by  him, 
at  the  time  of  retirement:  Provided , That  this  act  shall 
not  apply  to  any  officer  who  received  an  advance  of  grade 
since  the  date  of  his  retirement  or  who  has  been  restored 
to  the  Marine  Corps  and  placed  on  the  retired  list  by 
virtue  of  the  provisions  oi  a special  act  of  Congress. — 
Act  June  29,  1906.] 

Sec.  19.  That  the  vacancies  existing  in  said  corps  after 
the  promotions  and  appointments  herein  provided  for 
shall  be  filled  by  the  President  from  time  to  time,  when- 
ever the  actual  needs  of  the  naval  service  require  it,  first, 
from  the  graduates  of  the  Naval  Academy  in  the  manner 
now  provided  by  law;  or,  second,  from  those  who  are 
serving  or  who  have  served  as  second.lieutenants  in  the 
Marine  Corps  during  the  war  with  Spain;  or,  third, 
from  meritorious  noncommissioned  officers  of  the  Marine 
Corps;  or,  fourth,  from  civil  life:  Provided , That  after 
said  vacancies  are  once  filled  there  shall  be  no  further 
appointments  from  civil  life. 

[Filling  of  vacancies. — That  the  vacancies  now  ex- 
isting in  the  line  and  the  staff  departments  of  the  Marine 
Corps  and  those  created  by  this  act  below  the  grade  of 
brigadier  general  shall  be  filled,  respectively,  first  by  pro- 
motion by  seniority  and  then  by  selection  and  appoint- 
ment as  now  provided  by  law  excepting  that  vacancies 
in  the  grade  of  second  lieutenant  shall  be  filled  first,  as 
far  as  practicable,  from  graduates  of  the  Naval  Academy 
each  year  on  completing  the  prescribed  course  at  the 
Naval  Academy,  exclusive  of  the  probationary  tour  of 
sea  service  before  final  graduation,  then  from  meritorious 
noncommissioned  officers  and  from  civil  life  between  the 
ages  of  twenty-one  and  twenty-seven  years. — Act  March 
3,  1903.] 

[Same. — That  the  vacancies  now  existing  in  the  line 
and  staff  departments  of  the  United  States  Marine  Corps 
and  those  created  by  this  act  shall  be  filled  in  the  manner 
provided  by  law. — Act  May  13,  1908.] 

[Same. — That  brigadier  generals  shall  be  appointed 
from  officers  of  the  Marine  Corps  senior  in  rank  to  lieu- 
tenant colonel:  Provided  further,  That  the  promotion  to 
the  grade  of  brigadier  general  of  any  officer  now  or  here- 
after carried  as  an  additional  number  in  the  grade  or 
with  the  rank  of  colonel  shall  be  held  to  fill  a vacancy  in 
the  grade  of  brigadier  general:  * * * 
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[That  for  the  purpose  of  advancement  in  rank  to  and 
including  the  grade  of  colonel,  all  commissioned  officers 
of  the  line  ana  staff  of  the  Marine  Corps  shall  be  placed 
on  a common  list  in  the  order  of  seniority  each  would 
hold  had  he  remained  continuously  in  the  line.  All  ad- 
vancements in  rank  to  captain,  major,  lieutenant  colonel, 
and  colonel  shall,  subject  to  the  usual  examinations,  be 
made  from  officers  with  the  next  junior  respective  rank, 
whether  of  the  line  or  staff,  in  the  order  in  which  their 
names  appear  on  said  list. 

[Appointees  to  the  grade  of  second  lieutenant,  if  ap- 
pointed from  civil  life,  shall  be  between  the  ages  of 
twenty  and  twenty-five  years,  and  before  receiving  a com- 
mission in  the  Marine  Corps,  each  appointee  shall  estab- 
lish to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  his 
mental,  physical,  moral,  and  professional  qualifications 
for  such  commission:  Provided , That  the  President  of  the 
United  States  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  to  appoint  as  second 
lieutenants  on  the  active  list  in  the  United  States  Marine 
Corps,  to  take  rank  at  the  foot  of  the  list  of  second  lieu- 
tenants as  it  stands  at  the  date  of  reinstatement,  former 
officers  of  the  Marine  Corps  who  resigned  from  the  naval 
service  in  good  standing:  Provided , That  they  shall  es- 
tablish their  normal,  physical,  mental,  and  professional 
qualifications  to  perform  the  duties  of  that  grade  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy:  Provided  fur- 
ther, That  the  Secretaiy  of  the  Navy,  in  his  discretion, 
may  waive  the  age  limit  in  favor  of  the  aforesaid  former 
officers  of  the  Marine  Corps:  Provided  further,  That  the 
prior  service  of  such  officers  and  the  service  after  rein- 
statement shall  be  not  less  than  thirty  years  before  the 
age  of  retirement.  That  appointments  from  noncommis- 
sioned officers  of  the  Marine  Corps  and  from  civil  life 
shall  be  for  a probationary  period  of  two  years  and  may 
be  revoked  at  any  time  during  that  period  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy:  Provided  further,  That  the  rank  of 
such  officers  of  the  same  date  of  appointment  among 
themselves  at  the  end  of  said  probationary  period  shall, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  be  deter- 
mined by  the  report  of  a board  of  Marine  officers  who 
shall  conduct  a competitive  professional  examination 
under  such  rules  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy  and  the  rank  of  such  officers  so  determined  shall 
be  as  of  date  of  original  appointment  with  reference  to 
other  appointments  to  the  Marine  Corps:  Provided  fur- 
ther, That  no  midshipman  at  the  United  States  Naval 
Academy  or  cadet  at  the  United  States  Military  Academy 
who  fails  to  graduate  therefrom  shall  be  eligible  for  ap- 
pointment as  a commissioned  officer  in  the  Marine  Corps 
until  after  the  graduation  of  the  class  of  which  he  was  a 
member. — Act  August  29,  1916.] 

Sec.  20.  That  no  person  except  such  officers  or  former 
graduates  of  the  Naval  Academy  as  have  served  in  the 
4832°— S.  Doc.  428,  66-3 48 
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war  with  Spain,  as  hereinbefore  provided  for,  shall  be 
appointed  a commissioned  officer  in  the  Marine  Corps 
who  is  under  twenty  or  over  thirty  years  of  age;,  and 
that  no  person  shall  be  appointed  a commissioned  officer 
in  said  corps  until  he  shah  nave  passed  such  examination 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  except  graduates  of  the  Naval  Academy,  as  above 
provided.  That  the  officers  of  the  Marine  Corps  above 
the  grade  of  captain,  except  brigadier  general,  shah, 
before  being  promoted,  be  subjected  to  such  physical. 


mental,  and  moral  examination  as  is  now,  or  may  here- 
after be,  prescribed  by  law  for  other  officers  of  the  Marine 
Corps. 

[Appointments  as  second  lieutenants. — Act  August 
29,  1916;  see  note  to  section  19.] 

[Promotion  of  marine  officer  physically  inca- 
pacitated for  duties  at  sea* — The  provisions  of  sections 
fourteen  hundred  and  ninety-three  and  fourteen  hundred 
and  ninety-four  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United 
States  shall  apply  to  the  Marine  Corps. — Act  August  29, 
1916.} 

[Professional  failure  of  officer  examined  for 
promotion. — In  lieu  of  suspension  from  promotion  of  any 
officer  of  the  Marine  Corps  who  hereafter  fails  to  pass  a 
satisfactory  professional  examination  for  promotion,  or 
who  is  now  under  suspension  from  promotion  by  reason 
of  such  failure,  such  officer  shall  suffer  loss  of  numbers, 
upon  approval  of  the  recommendation  of  the  examining 
board,  in  the  respective  ranks,  as  follows:  Lieutenant 
colonel,  one;  major,  two;  captain,  three;  first  lieutenant, 
five;  second  lieutenant,  eight:  Provided,  That  any  such 
officer  shall  be  reexamined  as  soon  as  may  be  expedient 
after  the  expiration  of  six  months  if  he  in  the  meantime 
again  becomes  due  for  promotion,  and  if  he  does  not  in 
the  meantime  again  become  due  for  promotion  he  shall 
be  reexamined  at  such  time  anterior  to  again  becoming 
due  for  promotion  as  may  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
service:  Provided  further,  That  if  any  such  officer  fails 
to  pass  a satisfactory  professional  reexamination  he  shall 
be  honorably  discharged  with  on©  year's  pay  from  the 
Marine  Corps. — Act  August  29, 1916  J 

Sec.  21.  That  upon  the  passage  of  this  act  not  more 


than  forty-five  of  the  captains,  forty-five  first  lieutenants 
and  forty-five  second  lieutenants  herein  provided  for 
shall  be  appointed;  fifteen  captains,  fifteen  first  lieuten- 
ants and  fifteen  second  lieutenants  to  be  appointed  sub- 
sequently to  January  first,  nineteen  hundrea. 

Sec.  22.  That  the  staff  of  the  Marine  Corps  shall  con- 
sist of  one  adjutant  and  inspector,  one  quartermaster  and 
one  paymaster,  each  with  the  rank  of  colonel  ; one  assist- 
ant adjutant  and  inspector,  two  assistant  quartermasters 
and  one  assistant  paymaster,  each  with  the  rank  of

on  the  active  list  of  the  Marine  Corps  not  below  the 
grade  of  captain,  and  who  shall  have  seen  not  less  than 
ten  years’  service  in  the  Marine  Corps.  That  the  vacan- 
cies created  by  this  act  in  the  quartermaster’s  department 
of  said  corps  shall  be  filled,  first  by  promotion  according 
to  seniority  of  the  officers  in  this  department,  and  then 
by  selection  from  the  line  officers  on  the  active  list  of 
said  corps  not  below  the  grade  of  first  lieutenant:  Pro- 
t tided,  That  all  vacancies  hereafter  occurring  in  the  staff 
of  the  Marine  Corps  shall  be  filled  first  by  promotion 
according  to  seniority  of  the  officers  in  their  respective 
departments,  and  then  by  selection  from  officers  of  the 
line  on  the  active  list,  as  hereinbefore  provided  for. 

[Staff  of  the  Marine  Corps. — That  from  and  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  and  in  order  to  further  increase 
the  efficiency  of  the  Marine  Corps,  the  following  addi- 
tional officers,  * * * to  those  now  provided  by  law 

for  said  corps,  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed, 
namely:  * * * one  assistant  adjutant  and  inspector 

with  the  rank  of  lieutenant  colonel,  two  assistant  adju- 
tants and  inspectors  with  the  rank  of  major,  one  assist- 
ant quartermaster,  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant  colonel, 
five  assistant  quartermasters  with  the  rank  of  captain, 
one  assistant  paymaster  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant 
colonel,  one  assistant  paymaster  with  the  rank  of  cap-

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[Same. — That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
and  in  order  to  further  increase  the  efficiency  of  the 
United  States  Marine  Corps,  the  following  additional 
officers,  * * * those  now  provided  by  law  for  said 
corps  are  hereby  authorized  ana  directed,  namely:  * * * 
one  assistant  adjutant  and  inspector,  with  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  colonel;  one  assistant  quartermaster,  with  the

[Same. — That  the  officers  serving  in  the  senior  grade  of 
the  Adjutant  and  Inspector’s,  Quartermaster’s,  and  Pay- 
master’s Departments  shall,  while  serving  therein,  have 
the  rank,  pay,  and  allowances  of  a brigadier  general: 
And  provided  further , That  for  the  purpose  of  determin- 
ing the  number  of  officers  in  the  various  ranks  as  herein 
provided  such  staff  officers  shall  be  counted  as  being  of 
the  rank  of  colonel:  And  provided  further , That  officers 
holding  permanent  appointments  in  the  staff  departments 
shall  not  be  eligible  for  appointment  to  the  grade  of 
brigadier  general  of  the  line  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

[The  total  commissioned  personnel  of  the  active  list  of 
the  staff  departments,  whether  serving  therein  under  per-

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[That  prior  to  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
eighteen,  an  officer  holding  a permanent  appointment  in 
any  staff  department  may,  upon  his  own  application,  with

That  the  band  of  the  United  States  Marine 
Corps  shall  consist  of  one  leader,  with  the  pay  and  allow- 
ances of  a first  lieutenant  ; one  second  leader,  whose  pav 
shall  be  seventy-five  dollars  per  month,  and  who  shall 
have  the  allowances  of  a sergeant  major;  thirty  first-class 
musicians,  whose  pay  shall  be  sixty  dollars  per  month; 
and  thirty  second-class  musicians,  whose  pay  shall  be  fifty 
dollars  per  month  and  the  allowances  of  a sergeant  ; such 
musicians  of  the  band  to  have  no  increased  pay  for  length 
of  service. 

[Marine  Band. — That  the  band  of  the  United  States 
Marine  Corps  shall  consist  of  one  leader,  whose  pay  and 
allowances  shall  be  those  of  a captain  in  the  Marine 
Corps;  one  second  leader,  whose  pay  shall  be  $150  per 
month  and  who  shall  have  the  allowances  of  a sergeant 
major;  ten  principal  musicians,  whose  pay  shall  be  $125 
per  month;  twenty-five  first-class  musicians,  whose  pay 
shall  be  $100  per  month;  twenty  second-class  musicians, 
whose  pay  shall  be  $85  per  month;  and  ten  third-class 
musicians,  whose  pay  shall  be  $70  per  month;  such  musi- 
cians of  the  band  to  have  the  allowances  of  a sergeant  and 
to  have  no  increase  in  the  rates  of  pay  on  account  of 
length  of  service:  Provided,  That  a member  of  the  said 
band  shall  not,  as  an  individual,  furnish  music,  or  accept 
an  engagement  to  furnish  music,  when  such  furnishing  of 
music  places  him  in  competition  with  any  civilian  musi- 
cian or  musicians,  and  shall  not  accept  or  receive  remu- 
neration for  furnishing  music  except  under  special  cir- 
cumstances when  authorized  by  the  President. — Act  Au- 
gust 29,  1916.] 

Sec.  25.  That  the  oath  of  allegiance  now  provided  for 
the  officers  and  men  of  the  Army  and  Marine  Corps  shall 
be  administered  hereafter  to  the  officers  and  men  of  the 
Navy. 

Sec.  26.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts,  so  far  as  they 
conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  are  hereby 
repealed.

Table  16. — HISTORY  OF  APPROPRIATIONS  FOR  SUBMARINES  AND  SUB- 
SURFACE BOATS. 

Act  of  March  3,  1803,  authorized  the  building  of  one  submarine  torpedo  boat.  This  was  the  original 
Plunger , which  was  contracted  for  with  the  John  P.  Holland  Torpedo  Boat  Co.,  March  13, 1893.  This  boat 
was  never  finished  and  the  contract  was  canceled  April,  1900,  the  amount  previously  paid  toward  her 
construction  being  credited  on  new  contract  of  November  19, 1900.  This  contract  was  a result  of  acts  of 
June  10, 1896,  and  March  3, 1899,  and  was  for  a new  Plunger  ( A-l),  payment  being  made  out  of  this  appro- 
priation of 1*3-1200,000. 

Act  of  June  10,  1896,  provided  for  construction  of  two  Holland  submarine  boats  at  $175,000  each.  This 
act  provided  that  no  action  toward  purchase  of  these  boats  should  be  taken  until  boat  purchased  under 
act  of 1893  should  be  tested. 

Act  of  March  3, 1899,  modified  act  of  June  10,  1896,  amending  it  to  permit  purchase  of  two  submarines 
of  Holland  type  similar  to  the  Holland.  One  of  these  was  the  Holland,  purchased  from  the  Holland 
Torpedo  Boat  Co. . for  $150,000.  The  other  was  the  new  Plunger  ( A-l ) , referred  to  under  act  of  1892. 

Act  of  June  7,  1900,  provided  for  construction  of  five  submarine  torpedo  boats  of  Holland  type,  and 
the  department  on  August  25, 1900  (referring  to  acts  of  1896, 1899,  and  1900)*  contracted  with  the  Holland 
Torpedo  Boat  Co.  for  Adder  (A-2),  Grampus  (A-3),  Moccasin  (A-4),  Pike  (A^5),  Propoise  (A-6),  and 
Shark  (A-7),  at  $170,000  each.  All  the  above  except  the  Plunger  were  paid  for  out  of  appropriations 
“ Increase  of  the  Navy . construction  and  machinery.” 

Act  of  March3,  1903,  authorized  the  Secretary  ofthe  Navy,  in  his  discretion,  to  contract  for  or  purchase 
subsurface  or  submarine  torpedo  boats,  not  exceeding  $500,000,  and  provided  for  certain  tests. 

Act  of  April  27,  1904 , authorized  the  Secretary  o fthe  N avy  to  contract  for  or  purchase  subsurface  or  sub- 
marine torpedo  boats , after  they  have  been  fully  tested  to  his  satisfaction  and  found  to  fulfill  all  reasonable 
requirements  for  submarine  warfare.  Eight  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  is  appropriated  for  this 
purpose,  to  make  up  which  the  sum  of  $500,000  (or  such  part  thereof  as  may  remain  unexpended)  is  reap- 
propriated in  thisact.  Under  this  act  contract  was  made  with  the  Electric  Boat  Co.,  of  New  York,  forfour 
submarine  torpedo  boats,  building  at  the  Fore  River  Ship  Building  Co.,  Quincy,  Mass.,  named  as  follows: 
Octopus  ( C-l),  Viper  (B-l),  Cuttlefish  ( B-2),  Tarantula  (B-S). 

Act  of  June  29.  1906,  authorized  the  Secretary  o fthe  Navy  to  contract  for  or  purchase  subsurface  or  sub- 
marine toipedo  boatsto  an  amount  not  exceeding  $1.000, 000.  of  which  sum  $500,000  is  appropriated. 

Act  of  March  2,  1907, limit  ofcost  o fact  of  June  29,  1906,  increased  to  $3,000,000,  of  which  sum  $500,000 
(additional  to  the  $500,000  o fact  o f June  29, 1906 ) , is  appropriated.  Test  period  is  extended  until  May  29, 
1907.  No  part  of  this  appropriation  to  be  expended  for  any  boat  that  does  not  in  such  test  prove  to  be 
equal,  in  the  judgment  ofthe  Secretary  ofthe  Navy,  to  the  best  boat  now  owned  by  the  United  States 
or  under  contract  therefor.  Underthis  act  and  act  of  June  29, 1906,  contract  was  made  with  the  Electric 
Boat  Co.  forfour  submarine  boats  ofthe  Octopus  type  at  $285,000  each,  and  for  three  others  ofthe  same 
type,  though  of  greater  displacement,  at  $360,000  each.  A conditional  contract  was  made  with  the  Lake 
Torpedo  Co.  for  one  (Seal,  now  G-l). 

Act  of  May  13,  1908.  proviaed  for  eight  submarine  torpedo  boats  in  an  amount  not  exceeding  $3,500,000 
In  the  aggregate;  $3,000,000  is  appropriated  toward  said  purpose  and  for  the  completion  of  those  hereto- 
fore authorized.  Under  this  act  contract  was  made  with  the  Electric  Boat  Co.  for  six  submarine  boats,  with 
the  American  Laurent i Co.  for  one,  and  with  the  Lake  Torpedo  Boat  Co.  for  one. 

Act  of  March  3,  1909.  provided  for  four  submarine  torpedo  boats  in  an  amount  not  exceeding  $2,000,000 
in  the  aggregate;  $3,000,000  is  appropriated  toward  said  purpose,  and  for  the  completion  of  those  hereto- 
fore authorized.  Under  this  act  contract  was  made  with  the  Electric  Boat  Co.  for  three  and  with  the 
Lake  Toipedo  Boat  Co.  for  one. 

Act  of  June  24, 1910,  provided  for  four  submarine  torpedo  boats  in  an  amount  not  exceeding  $2,000,000 
in  the  aggregate,  and  $800,000  is  appropriated  toward  said  purpose.  On  account  of  submarine  toipedo 
boats  heretofore  aithorized,  $859,971  is  appropriated.  Under  this  act  contract  was  made  with  the  Elec- 
tric Boat  Co.  for  four  submarine  boats. 

• Act  of  March  4, 1911,  provided  for  four  submarine  torpedo  boats  in  an  amount  “not  exceeding  in  the 
aggregate  $2,000,000,  ana  the  sum  of  $800,000  is  hereby  appropriated  for  said  purpose:  Provided , That  no 
part  of  this  appropriation  shall  be  expended  for  the  construction  of  any  boat  by  any  person,  firm,  or 
corporation  which  nas  not  at  the  time  of  the  commencement  and  construction  of  said  vessel  established 
an  eight-hour  work  day  for  all  employees,  laborers,  and  mechanics  engaged,  or  to  be  engaged,  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  vessels  named  herein.”  Under  this  act  contract  was  xnaae  with  the  Electric  Boat  Co. 
lor  four  submarine  boats. 
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Act  of  August  22, 1912,  provided  for  eight  submarine  torpedo  boats  in  an  amount;  not  exceeding  $4,480,000 
in  the  aggregate,  and  $1,60&000  is  appropriated  toward  said  purpose.  Under  this  act  contract  was  nude 
with  theElectric  Boat  Co.  for  five  submarine  boats  and  with  the  Lake  Torpedo  Boat  Co.  for  three  boats. 

Act  of  March  4, 1913,  provided  for  four  submarine  torpedo  boats  in  an  amount  not  exceeding  $2,478,930 
in  the  aggregate,  and  $1,294,912  appropriated  toward  said  purpose.  One  of  the  vessels  provided  for  by 
this  act,  No.  48  (L-8).  was  authorized  by  the  department  to  be  built  at  the  navy  yard,  Portsmouth,  N.  H., 
in  accordance  with  tne  designs  obtained  from  the  Lake  Torpedo  Boat  Co.  at  a compensation  to  the  com- 
pany of  $52,700.  Contracts  were  made  with  the  Electric  Boat  Co.  for  the  construction  of  the  other  three 
boats,  No.  49  (L-9)  at  $535,000,  No.  50  (L-10)  at  $535,000,  and  No.  51  (L-ll)  at  $523,000. 

Act  of  June  30,  1914,  provided  for  eight  or  more  submarines  in  an  amount  not  exceeding  $4,400,000  in 
the  aggregate,  and  $1,825,000  appropriated  toward  said  purpose.  The  appropriation  of  $300,000  made  in 
the  navafact  approved  March  4,  1913,  for  testing  and  wrecking  pontoon  for  submarines,  to  be  available 
until  expended,  is  made  available  until  expended  for  the  construction  of  said  eight  or  more  submarines. 

Contracts  were  made  with  the  Electric  Boat  Co.  for  four  of  these  boats—  No.  52,  the  Schley , now  T-l 
(seagoing  type),  at  $1,350,000,  Nos . 68, 54 , and  55  (N-l,  N-2,  and  N-3)  at  $450,000  each;  No.  52  to  be  bull* 
by  the  Fore  River  Shipbuilding  Corporation,  Quincy,  Mass.,  as  subcontractor,  mid  the  other  three  by 
the  Seattle  Construction  A Dry  Dock  Co.,  Seattle,  Wash.,  as  subcontractor. 

Contracts  were  made  with  the  Lake  Torpedo  Boat  Co.  for  the  other  four  boats,  Nos.  66,  57,  68,  and  59 
(N-4,  N-5,  N-6,  and  N-7),  at  $427,000  each.  All  four  of  these  vessels  were  built  at  Bridgeport,  Conn.,  by 
the  Lake  company  itseli 

Act  of  Marcn3, 1915,  provided  for  two  submarines  of  seagoing  type  and  25  knots  speed  at  not  exceeding 
$1,500,000  each,  and  16  submarines  at  not  exceeding  $650,000  each,  and  appropriated  the  sum  of  $4,090,000 
toward  said  purposes. 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  act  contracts  were  made  with  the  Electric  Boat  Co.  for  the  two  seagoing 
submarines.  These  vessels  are  submarines  Nos.  60  and  61  and  are  named  T-2  and  T-3  respectively  ana 
are  essentially  duplicates  of  No.  62  (T-l,  ex-ScMey  and  AA-1).  Contracts  tor  the  16 submarines  authorized 
under  this  act  were  awarded  as  follows: 

No.  62  (O-l),  navy  yard,  Portsmouth,  N.  H. 

No.  6S  (0-2)  navy  yard,  Puget  Sound,  Wash. 

These  vessels  built  from  Electric  Boat  Co.’s  plans  for  0-3  to  0-10. 

Nos.  64  to  71  (0-3  to  O-IO inclusive),  Electric  Boat  Co.,  Qirfncy,  Mass. 

Nos.  72  to  74  (O-ll  to  0-13  inclusive),  Lake  Torpedo  Boat  Co..  Bridgeport,  Conn. 

Nos.  75  to  77  (0-14  to  0-16  inclusive),  California  Ship  Building  Co.,  San  Pedro,  Calif.  To  be  dupli- 
cates of  O-ll  to  0-13. 

Act  of  August  29, 1916,  provides  tor— 

“Nine  fleet  submarines; 

“Fifty-eight  coast  submarines,  of  which  number, 3, to  have  a surface  displacement  of  about  800  tons 
each,  to  cost,  exclusive  of  armor  and  armament,  not  to  exceed  $1,200,000  each,  and  27,  which  shall  be  the 
best  and  most  desirable  and  useful  type  of  submarine  which  can  be  procured  at  a cost,  exclusive  of  armor 
and  armament,  not  to  exceed  $700,000  each,  shall  be  begun  as  soon  as  practicable;  and  the  sum  of  $8,217,080 
is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  construction  of  said  submarines,  to  be  available  until  expended.  Not  less 
than  12  of  the  submarines  herein  authorised,  to  be  begun  as  soon  as  practicable,  shall  be  built  on  the  Pacific 
coast:  Provided,  That  the  cost  of  construction  on  the  Pacific  coast  does  not  exceed  the  cost  of  construction 
on  the  Atlantic  coast  plus  the  cost  transportation  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific. 

I “One  submarine,  equipped  with  the  Neff  system  of  submarine  propulsion,  exclusive  of  armor  and 
armament,  $250,000:  Provided,  That  the  owners  of  the  Neff  system  of  submarine  propulsion  will  construct, 
in  accordance  with  drawings,  plans,  and  specifications  provided  by  them,  one  coast-defense  submarine 
of  about  150  tons  displacement  when  submerged,  carrying  armor  and  armament  similar  and  equal  to 
that  of  the  *C*  class  of  submarines,  with  fittings,  equipment,  machinery,  devices,  appliances,  and  ap- 
purtenances of  every  kind  with  latest  improvements,  complete  in  all  respects,  and  suitable  for  naval 
purposes:  Provided  further,  That  the  money  appropriated  for  this  purpose  shall  not  be  paid  to  the  builders 
of  said  boat  until  the  same  has  been  completed,  passed  satisfactory  service  tests,  and  been  accepted  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy ; but  upon  such  completion,  tests,  and  acceptance  by  the  Secretary  ol  the  Navy, 
the  sum  appropriated  shall  be  paid.  * * * 

The  act  of  August  29, 1916,  also  authorized  a premium  of  20  per  cent  on  the  cost  of  all  vessels  appropriated 
tor  in  that  act,  under  certain  conditions. 

I Contracts  for  the  27  submarines  authorized  by  this  act  have  been  placed  as  follows: 

Nos.  78  to  97  (R-l  to  R-20,  inclusive),  Electric  Boat  Co.  R-l  toR-14  were  built  at  Bethlehem  Ship- 
building Co.,  Quincy,  Mass.;  R-l 5 to  R-20  were  built  at  Bethlehem  Shipbuilding  Co.,  Union  Plant,  San 
Francisco,  Calif. 

Nos.  98  to  104  (R-21  to  R-27,  inclusive).  Lake  Torpedo  Boat  Ca,  Bridgeport,  Conn. 

Contracts  for  the  three  submarines  of  800  tons  were  made  as  follows: 

No.  106  ( S— 1 ),  Electric  Boot  Co.,  building  at  Bethlehem  Shipbuilding  Ca,  Quincy,  Mass. 

No.  106  (8-2),  Lake  Torpedo  Boat  Co.,  Bridgeport,  Conn. 

No.  107  (S-3),  navy  yard,  Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  on  department’s  plans  and  specifications. 

Act  of  March  4, 1917,  provides  that  “ Of  the  vessels  authorized  in  the  ‘Act  making  appropriations  for 
the  naval  service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  and  for  other 
purposes,’  approved  August  29,  1916,  the  construction  of  * * * eighteen  coast  submarines,  to  have 
a surface  displacement  of  about  800  tons  each,  $1,300,000  each  * * * shall  be  begun  as  soon  as  prac- 
ticable.” 

Ten  boats.  Nos.  109  to  118  (S-4  to  8-13,  inclusive),  nvay  yard,  Portsmouth,  N.  H,  Duplicates  of  S-3. 

Four  boats.  Nos . 119  to  122  (S-14  to  8-17,  inclusive),  Lake  Torpedo  Boot  Co.,  Bridgeport,  Conn.  Dupli- 
cates of  8-3  except  as  to  engines. 

Four  boats,  Nos.  123  to  126  (S-18  to  8-21,  inclusive),  Electric  Boat  Co.,  building  at  Bethlehem  Ship- 
building Co.,  Quincy,  Mass.  Duplicates  of  S-L 

Act  of  March  4, 1917,  provides  for  20  further  coast  submarines  as  follows: 

“In  addition  to  the  eighteen  submarines  hereinbefore  appropriated  for,  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  Is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  proceed  at  once  to  cause  to  be  constructed  twenty  coast  submarines 
to  have  a surface  displacement  of  about  eight  hundred  tons  each  at  a cost  not  to  exceed  $1,300,000  each 
exclusive  of  armor  and  armament,  on  the  most  approved  lines  according  to  plans  and  specifications  to  be 
provided  or  adopted  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy.  The  same  may  be  let  by  contract  to  private  builders 
or  constructed  by  the  Government  in  navy  yards,  or  both,  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy.  Said  twenty  submarines  shall  be  constructed  on  the  Pacific  coast:  Provided,  That  the  cost  of 
construction  on  the  Pacific  coast  does  not  exceed  the  cost  of  construction  cm  the  Atlantic  coast  plus  the 
cost  of  transportation  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific.  Eighteen  million  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated 
toward  the  construction  of  said  submarines.” 

Contracts  for  the  20  additional  submarines  authorized  by  the  act  of  March  4, 1917,  were  made  as  follows: 

Eight  boats.  Nos.  127  to  731(3-22  to  8-29,  inclusive),  Electric  Boat  Co.,  building  at  Bethlehem  Ship- 
building Co.,  Quincy,  Mass.  Duplicates  of  S-l. 
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Twelve  boats,  Nos.  136  to  Vfi  (S-30  to  S-41,  inclusive).  Electric  Boat  Co.,  building  at  Bethlehem  Ship- 
building Co.,  Union  Plant.  San  Francisco,  Calif.  Duplicates  of  S-l. 

The  department,  under  the  authority  contined  in  the  naval  act,  approved  March  4, 1917,  under  the  title 
Naval  Emergency  Fund,  contracted  with  the  Electric  Boat  Co.,  for  submarines  Nos.  147  to  152,  H-4  to 
H-9,  inclusive.  These  vessels  were  purchased  complete  in  their  knocked-down  condition,  as  prepared 
for  shipment  to  the  Russian  Government,  and  erected  and  put  into  service  at  the  navy  yard,  Puget 
Sound,  Wash. 

The  deficiency  act  of  June  15,  1917,  raised  the  limit  of  cost  $10,000  each  on  46  submarines  then  under 
construction. 

In  the  act  of  August  29,  1916,  covering  the  three-year  program,  there  were  58  coast  submarines  author- 
ized and  9 fleet  submarines.  This  act  authorized  the  beginning  of  the  construction,  during  the  fiscal 
year  1917,  of  30  coast  submarines.  The  act  of  March  4, 1917,  provided  for  beginning  construction,  during 
the  fiscal  year  1918,  of  18  coast  submarines,  making  a total  of  48  of  the  58  coast  submarines,  and  leaving 
10  coast  submarines  and  9 fleet  submarines,  which  were  specifically  authorized  in  the  act  of  July  1, 1918, 
to  be  begun  by  June  30, 1919.  under  the  provision  reading  as  follows: 

“Of  the  vessels  authorized  to  be  constructed  prior  to  July  1, 1919,  in  the  ‘Act  making  appropriations 
for  the  naval  service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1917,  and  for  other  purposes,  ’ approved  August  29, 
1916,  the  construction  of  which  has  not  heretofore  specifically  been  directed  to  be  begun,  shall  be  begun 
as  soon  as  practicable,  but  not  later  than  June  30, 1919.” 

Contracts  for  the  10  coast  submarines  remaining  of  the  58  authorized  by  the  act  of  August  29, 1916,  were 
made  as  follows: 

Six  boats,  Nos.  15S  to  158  (S-42  to  S-47),  Electric  Boat  Co.,  building  at  Bethlehem  Shipbuilding  Co., 
Quincy,  Mass. 

Four  boats,  Nos.  169  to  162  (S-48  to  S-51),  Lake  Torpedo  Boat  Co.,  Bridgeport,  Conn.  Modified  S-3 
design. 

Of  the  9 fleet  submarines,  the  department  has  ordered  Nos.  16S  to  166  ( V-l  to  VS),  inclusive,  to  be 
built  at  the  navy  yard,  Portsmouth.  N.H.  The  contracts  or  orders  for  the  remaining  6 fleet  submarines 
authorized  by  this  act  have  not  yet  been  placed.  No  progress  appears  to  have  been  made  by  the  owners 
of  the  Neff  system  under  the  conditions  provided  by  the  act  of  August  29, 1916. 

The  act  of  July  1, 1918,  provides  $25,000  increase  m limit  of  cost  of  .coast  submarines  authorized  in  the 
act  of  August  29, 1916. 

The  last  clause  of  the  provision  quoted  above,  “but  not  later  than  June  30,  1919,”  was  repealed  in  the 
act  of  July  11,  1919.  which  furthermore  increased  limits  of  cost  of  certain  vessels  authorized  in  and  after 
the  act  of  August  29, 1916,  as  follows: 

Submarines  (R)  numbered  21,  22, 2S , 24,  26,  26,  and  27.  from  $700,000  to  $875,000. 

Submarines  (S)  numbered  1, 2,  and  5,  from  $1,200,000  to  $1,500,000. 

Submarines  (S)  from  No.  4 to  No.  41,  both  inclusive,  from  $1,300,000  to  $1,750,000. 

The  naval  act,  approved  June  4, 1920,  further  increased  the  limits  of  cost  for  the  following  vessels: 

Submarine  (S)  numbered  1,  from  $1,500,000  to  $1,750,000. 

Submarines  (R)  numbered  21, 22,  23,  24,  25, 26,  and  27,  from  $875,000  to  $975,000.

Bitu- 
minous coal  is  purchased  on  a guaranteed  analysis,  but  anthracite  coal  is  not. 

Bituminous  coal  for  use  on  board  ship  must  be  furnished  from  mines  occupying  a 
position  on  the  Navy  acceptable  list  and  must  be  of  the  best  quality  run  of  mine 
with  at  least  40  per  cent  lump,  suitable  and  acceptable  for  the  uses  of  the  naval  service. 
Each  delivery  must  conform  to  the  following  analysis:

The 
clearance  through  the  strainers  shall  be  at  least  twice  the  area  of  the  suction  pipe 
and  the  strainers  shall  be  duplicate. 

( b ) The  unit  of  quantity  to  be  the  barrel  of  42  gallons  of  231  cubic  inches  at  a standard 
temperature  of  60°  F.  For  every  decrease  or  increase  of  temperature  of  10°  F.  (or 
proportion  thereof)  from  the  standard,  0.4  of  1 per  cent  (or  prorated  percentage)  shall 
be  added  or  deducted  from  the  measured  or  gauged  quantity  for  correction.

vacancy  in  any  grade  in  the  Navy  or  increase  the  total  number  of  officers  authorized 
by  law:  Provided  further , That  when  an  officer  with  the  rank  of  admiral  or  vice  admi-

Christopher  Columbus  was  here  on  his  fourth  voyage,  in  1502.  It  was  in  1513 
that  Balboa  crossed  the  Isthmus  and  discovered  the  Pacific  Ocean,  and  it  was  one 
of  Balboa’s  companions  who  first  broached  the  idea  of  cutting  a canal.  Reports  and 
projects  surveys,  and  concessions  followed  through  the  centuries,  but  the  first  actual 
work  on  the  canal  was  started  by  the  French  on  January  20,  1882.  American  occu- 
pation of  the  Canal  Zone  began  on  May  4,  1904,  and  the  first  ocean  steamer  passed 
through  the  canal  on  August  3,  1914.  On  August  15,  1914,  the  canal  was  informally 
opened  to  commerce. 

On  April  1,  1914,  the  oiganization  for  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  canal 
and  the  government  of  the  Canal  Zone  was  established  by  the  President  in  conformity 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Panama  Canal  act  of  August  24,  1912. 

The  canal  was  built  at  the  narrowest  part  but  one  of  the  Isthmus,  and  the  saddle 
through  which  it  crosses  the  continental  divide  was  originally  about  400  feet  above 
sea  level.  Hie  Isthmus  lies  here  on  a northeast  to  southwest  axis  and  the  canal, 
crossing  almost  at  right  angles  to  the  axis,  runs  from  northwest  to  southeast.  The 
Atlantic  entrance  is  west  of  the  Pacific. 

The  canal  extends  at  sea  level  from  its  starting  point  in  Limon  Bay  to  Gatun,  5.77 
nautical  miles.  At  Gatun  the  sea-level  section  ends  in  a flight  of  three  pairs  of  locks, 
forming  the  steps  to  Gatun  Lake,  with  its  normal  elevation  85  feet  above  the  sea. 

Gatun  Lake  was  formed  by  damming  the  Chapes  Valley,  and  excess  water,  wasted 
through  the  spillway,  finds  its  way  to  Bea  through  the  old  course  of  the  lower  Ch agree. 

The  canal  proceeds  up  the  valley  of  the  Chagres  20.55  miles  to  Gamboa,  and  in 
this  section  relatively  little  excavation  was  required.  At  Gamboa  begins  the  real 
drive  through  the  divide,  the  famous  Culebra  Cut.  It  is  6.97  nautical  miles  (about 
8 statute  miles)  long,  300  feet  wide  at  bottom  and  extends  to  Pedro  Miguel  Lock 
and  Dam,  on  the  Pacific  slope  of  the  divide.  Here  one  lock  lowers  the  ship  to  Mira- 
flores  Lake,  a small  body  about  a mile  long,  with  its  surface  55  feet  above  the  sea.  At 
the  south  end  of  this  lake  are  Miraflores  Locks,  which,  in  two  steps,  lower  the  ship 
to  the  Pacific.  A sea-level  channel  7 miles  long  carries  past  Balboa  and  out  into  the 
Pacific. 

The  Panama  Railroad  extends  between  Colon  and  Panama  on  the  eastern  side  of 
the  canal.  A branch  line  extends  from  Pedro  Miguel  to  Las  Cascades,  crossing  the 
canal  on  a swinging  pontoon  bridge  at  Paraiso.  The  railroad  formerly  followed  the 
course  of  the  Chagres  from  Gatun  to  Gamboa,  and  was  for  the  most  part  on  the  west 
side  of  the  route  of  the  canal.  With  the  building  of  the  canal,  which  involved  the 
formation  of  Gatun  Lake  and  flooding  the  lower  Chagres  Valley,  and  made  it  desira- 
ble to  have  the  main  line  on  only  the  eastern  side  of  the  channel,  it  was  necessary 
to  relocate  the  railroad  throughout  practically  its  whole  length.  The  railroad  was 
first  built  by  an  American  company  m the  years  1850  to  1855.

THE  LOCK8. 

There  arc  six  double  locks  in  the  canal,  three  pairs  in  flight  at  Gatun,  with  a com- 
bined lift  of  85  feet;  one  pair  at  Pedro  Miguel,,  with  a lift  of  30 J feet;  and  two  pairs  at 
Mirafiores,  with  a combined  lift  of  54f  feet  at  mean  tide.  The  dimensions  of  all  are  the 
same — a usable  length  of  1,000  feet  and  a usable  width  of  110  feet.  Each  lock  is  a 
chamber,  with  walls  and  floor  of  concrete  and  water-tight  gates  at  each  end. 

OTHER  INFORMATION. 

No  vessel  is  permitted  to  enter  or  pass  through  the  locks  under  its  own  power. 
Electricity  is  used  to  tow  all  vessels  into  and  through  the  locks  and  to  operate  all  gates 
and  valves,  power  being  generated  by  water  turbines  from  the  head  created  by  Gatun 
Lake. 

The  entire  length  of  the  canal  from  deep  water  in  the  Atlantic  to  deep  water  in  the 
Pacific  is  about  50  miles.  Its  length  on  land  is  about  41£  miles. 
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In  passing  through  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  a vessel  enters  a channel  with  a 
bottom  width  of  500  feet  in  Limon  Bay,  follows  this  for  about  7 miles  to  Gatun,  where 
it  enters  a series  of  three  locks  in  flight  and  is  lifted  85  feet  to  the  level  of  Gatun  Lake. 
It  can  sail  at  full  ocean  speed  through  this  lake,  in  a channel  varying  from  1,000  to 
500  feet  in  width,  for  a distance  of  about  24  miles,  to  Bas  Obispo,  where  it  enters 
the  Gaillard  Cut.  It  then  sails  through  the  cut,  a distance  of  about  9 miles,  in  a 
channel  with  a bottom  width  of  300  feet,  to  Pedro  Miguel.  There  it  enters  a lock 
and  is  lowered  30  J feet  to  a small  lake  at  an  elevation  of  54§  feet  above  sea  level,  and 
sails  through  this  for  about  1£  miles  to  Miraflores.  There  it  enters  two  locks  in  series 
and  is  lowered  to  sea  level,  passing  out  into  the  Pacific  through  a channel  about  8J 
miles  in  length,  with  a bottom  width  of  500  feet.  The  depth  of  the  approach  channel 
in  the  Atlantic  side,  where  the  tidal  oscillation  does  not  exceed  1$  feet,  is  41  feet  at 
mean  tide;  and  on  the  Pacific  side,  where  the  maximum  oscillation  is  23  feet,  the 
depth  is  45  feet  at  mean  tide.

(For  old  Navy  rates  of  pay,  see  sec.  1556,  Revised  Statutes.) 

1.  Chiej  of  Naval  Operations  “while  serving  as  such  shall  receive  the  pay  of  $10,000 
per  annum”  (act  August  29,  1916)  and  “shall  receive  the  allowances  which  are  now 
or  hereafter  may  be  prescribed  by  or  in  pursuance  of  law  for  the  grade  of  general  in 
the  Army”  (act  July  1,  1918). 

2.  Pay , chiej s oj  bureaus , Judge  Advocate  General , and  assistants  to  chiefs  oj  bureaus . — 
“Hereafter  chiefs  of  bureaus  of  the  Navy  Department,  including  the  Judge  Advocate 
General  of  the  Navy,  shall,  while  so  serving,  * * * receive  the  same  pay  and 
allowances  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  or  in  pursuance  of  law  for 
chiefs  of  bureaus  of  the  War  Department  and  the  Judge  Advocate  General  of  the 
Army.”  (Act  July  1,  1918.) 

“Hereafter  the  chief  of  any  existing  staff  corps,  department,  or  bureau  [War  De- 
partment] * * * shall  have  the  rank,  pay,  and  allowances  of  a major  general.” 
(Act  October  6,  1917.) 

3.  Aids  to  rear  admirals. — “Aids  to  rear  admirals  embraced  in  the  nine  lower  num- 
bers [lower  half]  of  that  grade  shall  each  receive  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  addi- 
tional per  annum;  and  aids  to  all  other  rear  admirals  two  hundred  dollars  additional 
per  annum  each.”  (Act  May  13,  1908.) 

4.  Chaplains. — “Hereafter  all  commissioned  officers  of  the  active  list  of  the  Navy 
shall  receive  the  same  pay  and  allowances  according  to  rank  and  length  of  service.” 
(Act  August  29,  1916.)  “Rank  and  length  of  service  of  all  chaplains  of  the  Navy  may 
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readily  be  ascertained  by  inspection  of  the  official  Navy  Register.”  (G.  O.  No. 
246—1913.) 

5.  Naval  Dental  Corps. — (Authorized  by  acts  of  August  22,  1912;  March  4,  1913; 
July  1,  1918.)  The  Naval  Dental  Corps  is  a part  of  the  Medical  Department  of  the 
Navy.  Officers  in  the  Naval  Dental  Corps  take  rank  and  precedence  in  the  same 
manner  and  under  the  same  conditions  with,  but  next  after,  officers  in  the  Naval 
Medical  Corps  and  receive  corresponding  pay  and  allowances  up  to  and  including 
the  rank  of  lieutenant  commander.  “ * * * Dental  surgeons  shall  be  eligible  for 
advancement  to  the  pay  and  allowances  [but  not  rank]  of  commander  and  captain 
when  their  total  active  service  as  dental  officers  in  the  Navy  is  such  that  if  rendered 
as  officers  of  the  Naval  Medical  Corps  it  would  place  them  m the  list  of  medical  offi- 
cers with  the  pay  and  allowances  of  commander  or  captain,  as  the  case  may  be.” 
(Act  July  1,  1918.)  Dental  officers  retired  “shall  not  be  entitled  to  rank  above  lieu- 
tenant commander  on  the  retired  list  or  to  retired  pay  above  that  of  captain.”  (Act 
July  1,  1918.)  The  number  of  “dental  surgeons  with  the  pay  and  allowances  of 
captain  shall  not  exceed  four  and  one-half  per  centum  and  the  number  of  dental  sur- 
geons with  the  pay  and  allowances  of  commander  shall  not  exceed  eight  per  centum 
of  the  total  authorized  number  of  dental  officers.”  (Act  July  1,  1918.) 

“*  * * and  the  time  served  by  dental  officers  on  active  duty  as  acting  assistant 
dental  surgeons  and  assistant  dental  surgeons  under  provisions  of  law  existing  prior 
to  the  passage  of  this  act  shall  be  reckoned  in  computing  the  increased  service  pay 
and  service  for  precedence  and  promotion  of  dental  officers  herein  authorized  or 
heretofore  appointed . ” ( Act  July  1 , 1918. ) 

Dental  Reserve  Corps:  “That  all  laws  heretofore  enacted  by  Congress  relating 
to  the  Medical  Reserve  Corps  and  Dental  Reserve  Corps  be,  and  the  same  hereby 
are,  repealed:  Provided , That  members  of  the  Medical  Reserve  Corps  and  Dental 
Reserve  Corps  may  be  enrolled  in  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  in  their  present  grades 
and  rank.”  (Act  July  1,  1918.) 

6.  Midshipmen. — “The  pay  of  midshipmen  shall  hereafter  be  seven  hundred  and 
eighty  dollars  per  annum.”  (Act  July  11,  1919.) 

Midshipmen  are  entitled  to  one  ration,  or  to  commutation  therefor,  at  all  times. 
(N.  R.  1823-1-1920.) 

“*  * * and  the  class  of  midshipmen  graduated  from  the  Nava!  Academy 
* * * and  the  classes  to  be  graduated  hereafter,  may  be  commissioned  effective 
from  date  of  graduation.”  (Act  July  1,  1918.) 

Mileage — Midshipmen:  “*  * * and  for  mileage  at  5 cents  per  mile  to  midship- 
men entering  the  Naval  Academy  subsequent  to  June  1,  1919,  while  proceeding 
from  their  homes  to  the  Naval  Academy  for  examination  and  appointment  as  mid- 
shipmen.” (Act  July  11,  1919.) 

7.  Pay , longevity. — “There  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  to  each  commissioned  officer 
below  the  rank  of  rear  admiral  ten  per  centum  of  his  current  yearly  pay  for  each 
term  of  five  years’  sendee  in  the  Army,  Navy,  and  Marine  Corps.  The  total  amount 
of  such  increase  for  length  of  service  shall  in  no  case  exceed  forty  per  centum  on  the 
yearly  pay  of  the  grades  as  provided  by  law:  Provided,  That  lie  annual  pay  of 
captain  snail  not  exceed  five  thousand  dollars  per  annum;  of  commander  four 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum;  and  of  lieutenant  commander  four  thousand 
dollars  per  annum.”  (Act  May  13,  1908.) 

(a)  All  officers  appointed  to  the  active  list  of  the  Navy  from  civil  life  on  or  prior 
to  March  3,  1913,  receive,  for  purposes  of  pay,  a credit  of  five  years*  constructive 
service;  those  appointed  since  March  3,  1913,  do  not  receive  this  credit. 

( b ) In  computing  the  pay  of  ensigns,  those  appointed  to  the  Naval  Academy  on 
or  prior  to  March  3,  1913,  receive  credit  for  service  at  the  Naval  Academy;  tnose 
appointed  since  March  3,  1913,  do  not  receive  this  credit. 

(c)  In  computing  longevity  pay,  active  duty  in  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  is  counted. 
(Comp.  Dec.,  October  16,  1917.)* 

(d)  “That  for  the  purposes  of  computing  longevity  pay  and  retirement  privileges 
of  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy,  all  creditable  service  in  the  Coast  Guard 
and  former  Revenue  Cutter  Service  shall  be  counted.”  (Act — Navy — June  4,  1920.) 

8.  Pay , increase  for  sea  and  foreign  duty. — “All  officers  on  sea  duty  and  all  officers 
on  shore  duty  beyond  the  continental  limits  of  the  United  States  shall  while  so 
serving  receive  ten  per  centum  additional  of  their  salaries  and  increase  as  above 
provided,  and  such  increase  shall  commence  from  the  date  of  reporting  for  duty 
on  board  ship  or  the  date  of  sailing  from  the  United  States  for  shore  duty  beyond 
the  seas  or  to  join  a ship  in  foreign  waters.”  (Act  May  13,  1908.) ^ 

9.  Pay,  aviation  duty . — “Hereafter  officers  of  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  appointed 
student  naval  aviators,  while  lawfully  detailed  for  duty  involving  actual  flying  in 
air  craft,  including  balloons,  dirigibles,  and  airplanes,  shall  receive  the  pay  and 
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allowances  of  their  rank  and  service  plus  thirty-five  per  centum  increase  thereof; 
and  those  officers  who  have  heretofore  qualified,  or  may  hereafter  qualify,  as  naval 
aviators,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  have  been  or  may  be  prescribed  bv  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  shall,  while  lawfully  detailed  for  duty  involving  actual  flying 
in  air  craft,  receive  the  pay  and  allowances  of  their  rank  and  service  plus  fifty  per 
centum  increase  thereof.  Hereafter  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy  or  Marine  Corps,  while 
detailed  for  duty  involving  actual  flying  in  aircraft,  shall  receive  the  pay  and  the 
permanent  additions  thereto,  including  allowances,  of  their  rating  and  service  or 
rank  and  service,  as  the  case  may  be,  plus  fifty  per  centum  increase  thereof:  Provided , 
* * * nor  shall  any  officer  in  the  Navy  senior  in  rank  to  commander  not  any 
officer  in  the  Marine  Corps  senior  in  rank  to  major  receive  any  increase  in  pay  or  allow- 
ances by  reason  of  such  detail  or  duty.”  (Act  May  3,  1915.) 

“That  hereafter  the  allowances  of  officers,  enlisted  men,  and  student  flyers  of  the 
naval  service  shall  in  no  case  be  increased  by  reason  of  the  performance  of  aviation 
duty.”  (Act  July  1,  1918.) 

(c)  Student  flyers  for  instruction  and  training  in  aeronautics  shall  receive  the 

same  pay  and  allowances  as  a midshipman  at  the  Naval  Academy.  (Act  August  29, 
1916.)  . 

(d)  Student  flyers  shall,  after  receiving  certificate  of  Qualification  as  an  aviator 
for  actual  flying  in  aircraft,  rank  with  midshipmen  and  shall  receive  the  same  pay 
and  allowances  as  midshipmen  plus  50  per  centum  thereof.  (Act  August  29,  1916.) 

10.  Leave  pay . — All  commissioned  officers  receive  while  on  leave  the  full  pay  of 
their  grade  as  established  by  the  act  of  May  13,  1908,  for  leave  authorized  by  statute; 
and  for  leave  in  excess  of  "‘statutory  leave,”  one-half  such  full  pay,  or  in  the  case 
of  officers  commissioned  prior  to  May  13,  1908,  the  rate  of  leave  pay  in  effect  prior 
to  that  date,  if  greater.  (Op.  Atty.  Gen.,  April  5,  1909;  Comp.  Dec.,  April  16,  1909, 
May  26,  1909;  act  May  13,  1908.) 

“The  leave  year  is  reckoned  from  July  1 to  the  following  June  30,  both  inclusive.” 
(A.  E.  1913,  par.  1276.) 

11.  Pay,  sick. — All  commissioned  officers  of  the  Navy  other  than  those  whose  pay 
is  fixed  by  section  1556,  Revised  Statutes,  suffer  no  change  in  pay  on  account  of 
absence  due  to  sickness  or  wounds  or  when  lawfully  absent  from  duty,  with  the 
exception  of  the  10  per  cent  increase  of  pay  for  sea  duty.  (N.  R.  4411-1913.) 

12.  Pay  on  furlough. — Officers  on  furlough  shall  receive  only  one-half  of  the  pay  to 
which  they  would  have  been  entitled  if  on  leave  of  absence.  (Sec.  1557,  R.  S.)  (N. 
R.  4413-1913.) 

13.  Pay , absent  without  leave. — “When  absent  without  leave  all  officers  forfeit  pay 
and  allowances  during  such  absence,  unless  the  absence  is  excused  as  unavoidable/’ 
(N.  R.  4411-1913.) 

14.  Payt  traveling. — “Officers  proceeding  to  and  from  their  stations  under  orders 
are  entitled  to  pay  as  on  duty,  provided  there  is  no  unnecessary  delay  on  their  part.” 
(N.  R.  4407-2-1913.) 

15.  Pay , suspended  from  duty. — “An  officer  suspended  from  duty  by  sentence  of 
court-martial  shall  receive  the  pay  to  which  he  would  be  entitled  if  waiting  orders, 
unless  otherwise  provided  in  the  sentence.”  (N.  R.  4410-3-1913.) 

16.  Pay,  when  advanced  in  grade  or  rank. — “That  all  officers  of  the  Navy  who,  since 
the  3d  day  of  March,  1899,  have  been  advanced  or  may  hereafter  be  advanced  in 
grade  or  rank  pursuant  to  law  shall  be  allowed  the  pay  and  allowances  of  the  higher 
grade. or  rank  from  the  dates  stated  in  their  commissions.”  (Naval  appropriation 
act  approved  March  4,  1913.) 

17.  Hospital  fund. — Twenty  cents  a month  is  deducted  from  the  pay  of  each  person 
of  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps,  active  and  retired,  to  be  applied  to  the  naval  hospital 
fund.  (Sec.  4808,  R.  S.) 

PAY  OF  RETIRED  OFFICERS. 

1.  Rates  of  pay. — Officers  on  the  retired  list  receive  (according  to  the  way  in  which 
they  are  retired)  either  three-fourths  or  one-half  of  the  pay  of  the  grade  or  rank  which 
they  held  at  the  time  of  their  retirement,  or  one-half  the  leave  pay  of  such  rank  or  grade, 
which  is  “furlough  pay.  ” (Sec.  1588,  R.  S. ; see  Comp.  Dec.  August  13,  1908;  October 
16,  1908 ; see  par.  1,  supra. ) 

2.  Ten  per  cent  additional  not  allowed. — “ In  computing  the  pay  of  retired  officers  of 
the  Navy,  the  10  per  cent  additional  pay  allowed  for  sea  service  or  shore  duty  beyond 
seas  shall  not  be  included.  ” (General  deficiency  act,  May  30,  1908;  see  Comp.  Dec., 
June  26,  1908.) 

3.  Civil  War  service. — “Any  officer  of  the  Navy  with  a creditable  record  who  served 
during  the  Civil  War  shall,  when  retired,  be  retired  with  the  rank  and  three-fourths  of 
the  sea  pay  of  the  next  higher  grade.  ” ( Act  March  3,  1899,  sec.  11.) 
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4.  Retirement  after  SO  years1  service. — “ When  an  officer  of  the  Navy  has  been  thirty 
years  in  the  service  he  may,  upon  his  own  application,  in  the  discretion  of  the  President, 
be  retired  from  active  service  and  placed  upon  the  retired  list  with  three-fourths  of  the 
highest  pay  of  his  grade.  ” (Act  May  13,  1908.) 

5.  Rates,  base. — “The  pay  of  all  commissioned,  warrant,  and  appointed  officers  and 
enlisted  men  of  the  Navy  now  on  the  retired  list  shall  be  based  on  the  pay,  as  herein 
provided  for,  of  commissioned,  warrant,  and  appointed  officers  and  enlisted  men  of 
corresponding  rank  and  service  on  the  active  list.  ” (Act  May  13,  1908.)  • 

6.  Active  duty.—11  Provided,  That  hereafter  any  retired  officer  of  the  naval  service 
who  shall  be  detailed  on  active  duty  shall,  while  so  serving,  receive  the  active  duty  pay 
and  allowances  of  the  grade,  not  above  that  of  lieutenant  commander  in  the  Navy  or 
major  in  the  Marine  Corps,  that  he  would  have  attained  in  due  course  of  promotion  if 
he  had  remained  on  the  active  list  for  a period  beyond  the  date  of  his  retirement  equal 
to  the  total  amount  of  time  during  which  he  has  been  detailed  on  active  duty  since  his 
retirement:  Provided , That  nothing  herein  shall  be  con  trued  to  reduce  the  the  pay  of 
any  retired  officer  on  active  duty  whose  retired  pay  exceeds  the  active  duty  pay  and 
allowances  for  the  grade  of  lieutenant  commander.  ” (Act  August  29,  1916. ) 

“That  hereafter,  during  the  existence  of  war  or  of  a national  emergency  declared 
by  the  President  to  exist,  any  commissioned  or  warrant  officer  of  the  Navy,  Marine 
Corps,  or  Coast  Guard  of  the  United  States  on  the  retired  list  may,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  be  ordered  to  active  duty  at  sea  or  on  shore;  and  any  retired 
officer  performing  such  active  duty  in  time  of  war  or  national  emergency,  declared  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  entitled  to  promotion  on  the  retired  list  to  the  grade  or  rank,  not 
above  that  of  lieutenant  commander  in  the  Navy  or  major  in  the  Marine  Corps  or 
captain  in  the  Coast  Guard  and  shall  thereafter  receive  the  pay  and  allowances  thereof 
which  his  total  active  service  as  an  officer  both  prior  and  subsequent  to  retirement,  in 
the  manner  rendered  by  him,  would  have  enabled  him  to  attain  in  due  course  of 
promotion  had  such  service  been  rendered  continuously  on  the  active  list  during  the 
period  of  time  last  past.  ” (Act  July  1,  1918.) 

“That  during  the  existence  of  war  or  of  a national  emergency,  declared  as  aforesaid, 
any  commissioned  or  warrant  officer  of  the  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  or  Coast  Guard  of  the 
United  States  on  the  retired  list,  while  on  active  duty,  may  be  temporarily  advanced 
to  and  commissioned  in  such  higher  grade  or  rank  on  the  retired  list,  not  above  that  of 
lieutenant  commander  in  the  Navy  or  major  in  the  Marine  Corps,  or  captain  in  the 
Coast  Guard,  as  the  President  may  determine,  and  any  officer  so  advanced  shall,  while 
on  active  duty,  be  entitled  to  the  same  pay  and  allowances  as  officers  of  like  grade  or 
rank  on  the  active  list:  Provided , That  any  such  commissioned  or  warrant  officer  who 
has  been  so  temporarily  advanced  in  grade  or  rank  shall,  upon  his  relief  from  active 
duty,  or-in  any  case  not  later  than  six  months  after  the  termination  of  the  war  or  of 
the  national  emergency,  declared  as  aforesaid,  revert  to  the  grade  or  rank  on  the  retired 
list  and  to  the  pay  and  allowance  status  which  he  would  have  held  had  he  not  been  so 
temporarily  advanced.  ” (Act  July  1,  1918.)

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1.  Pay. — “ Provided y That  any  warrant  officer  in  the  Navy  or  Marine  Corps  and  any 
pay  clerk  in  the  Marine  Corps  who  has  accepted  or  who  may  hereafter  accept  appoint- 
ment as  a commissioned  officer  in  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  or  Marine  Corps  Reserve 
shall  be  entitled,  upon  the  termination  of  his  appointment  as  a commissioned  officer 
in  the  reserve,  to  revert  to  his  former  status  as  a warrant  officer  in  the  Navy  or  Marine 
Corps,  or  as  a pay  clerk  in  the  Marine  Corps,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  count  all  active 
reserve  service  for  purposes  of  longevity  pay  and  retirement.’  ’ (Act  July  11, 1919.) 

2.  Leave. — “Warrant  officers  shall  be  allowed  such  leave  of  absence,  with  full 
pay,  as  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  allowed  other  officers  of  the  United  States  Navy.’  ’ 
(Act  August  29,  1916.) 

3.  Heat  and  light. — “Warrant  officers  shall  receive  the  same  allowance  of  heat 
and  light  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  allowed  an  ensign.’  ’ (Act  August  29,  1916.) 

4.  Pay  clerics  and  chief  pay  clerics. — Pay  clerks  and  acting  pay  clerks  shall  have  the 
same  pay,  allowances,  and  other  benefits  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  allowed 
other  warrant  officers  and  acting  warrant  officers,  respectively.  * * * All  pay 
clerks  shall,  after  six  years’  service  as  such,  be  commissioned  chief  pay  clerks,  and 
shall,  on  promotion,  have  the  rank,  pay,  and  allowances  of  chief  boatswain.  (Act 
of  March  3,  1915.) 

5.  Warrant  officers . sea  and  foreign  shore  duty. — “ Warrant  officers  of  the  Navy  on 
shore  duty  beyond  tne  continental  limits  of  the  United  States  shall,  while  so  serving 
and  from  the  time  of  departure  from  and  until  the  time  of  return  to  said  limits  under 
orders  to  or  from  such  foreign-shore  duty,  receive  the  same  pay  as  is  now  or  may  be 
authorized  by  law  for  warrant  officers  on  sea  duty:  Provided , That  this  paragraph  shall 
be  effective  from  April  6,  1917.’  ’ (Act  July  11,  1919.) 

6.  RationSy  officers. — All  officers  of  the  Navy,  except  commissioned  officers  of  the 
line,  Medical  and  Supply  Corps,  chaplains,  and  commissioned  warrant  officers,  are 
entitled  to  a ration  or  commutation  therefor  at  the  rate  of  not  to  exceed  68  cents  per 
day  while  attached  to  and  doing  duty  aboard  a seagoing  vessel  of  the  Navy.  Mid- 
shipment are  entitled  to  the  ration  or  commutation  therefor  at  all  times.  (See  Comp. 
Dec.,  July  13,  1908:  April  23,  1909.)  The  commuted  ration  for  midshipmen  is 
$1.08  per  diem.  (Act  June  4,  1920.) 

ALLOWANCES,  OFFICERS:  QUARTERS,  HEAT,  AND  LIGHT.  (SHORE  DUTY — OLD  LAW.) 

1.  Commutation  of  quarters. — “Hereafter  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  determine 
where  and  when  there  are  no  public  quarters  available  for  persons  in  the  Navy  and 
Marine  Corps,  or  serving  therewith,  within  the  meaning  of  any  acts  or  parts  of  acts 
relating  to  the  assignment  of  quarters  or  commutation  therefor.’  ’ (Act  July  1,  1918.) 

(a)  “All  officers,  including  mates  but  excepting  midshipmen,  on  duty  at  a station 
where  there  are  no  public  quarters  for  their  accommodation,  or  where  the  public 
quarters  are  inadequate,  or  where  quarters  have  not  been  hired  for  their  use,  or  any 
such  officers  on  special  duty  or  on  detached  service  on  shore,  are  entitled  to  commu- 
tation for  quarters  at  established  rates.’  ’ ($12  per  room  per  month.)  (N.  R.  1820-1, 
1920.) 

(h)  “An  officer  on  duty  at  a station  where  he  is  properly  in  receipt  of  commuta- 
tion of  quarters  is  entitled  to  the  allowance  during  ordinary  leave  on  full  pay,  and 
during  sick  leave.  If  he  is  relieved  from  duty  at  the  station  and  then  granted  leave, 
his  commutation  ceases.”  (N.  R.  1820-6,  1920.)  (For  number  of  rooms  to  which  an 
officer  is  entitled,  see  N.  R.  1821,  1920.) 

( e ) “An  officer  on  sick  leave,  not  detached  from  his  station,  is  entitled  to  public 
quarters  at  his  station  during  the  period  of  sick  leave,  not  exceeding  six  months, 
provided  he  or  his  family  occupy  them.”  (N.  R.  1819  (6),  1920.) 

2.  Allowancey  heat  and  light. — Hereafter  heat  and  lignt  actually  necessay  for  the 
authorized  allowance  of  quarters  for  officers  and  enlisted  men  shall  be  furnished  at 
the  expense  of  the  Unitea  States  under  such  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  War  may 
prescribe.  (Army  appropriation  act  approved  March  2,  1907;  N.  R.  1822,  1920.) 

(a)  Allowances  for  heat  and  light  to  officers  occupying  public  quarters  and  quarters 
other  than  public  will  be  as  provided  by  General  Orders  No.  115  of  August  18,  1914; 
No.  131  of  January  20,  1915;  No.  136  of  February  25,  1915;  No.  152  of  July  1,  1915; 
No.  208  of  April  22,  1916;  No.  430  of  October  1,  1918.  (G.  O.  Series  1913.) 

( b ) Where  an  officer  occupies  quarters  other  than  public  he  isyyt  entitled  to  greater 
heat  and  light  allowances  than  those  prescribed  for  the  nurllffcr  of  rooms  actually 
occupied  by  him,  regardless  of  the  number  which  he  is  entitled  to  occupy.  (Comp. 
Dec.,  July  31,  1913;  August  15,  1913;  September  21,  1917.) 

If  an  officer’s  quarters  at  his  permanent  station  are  actually  occupied  during  his 
absence  on  leave  by  his  family  or  persons  dependent  upon  him  for  support  (and 
evidence  of  such  fact  accompanies  the  voucher),  payment  of  the  heat  and  light  allow- 
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ance  for  such  quarters  during  such  period  is  authorized;  but  if  said  quarters  are  not 
so  occupied,  the  officer  is  entitled  to  no  heat  or  light  allowances  for  the  period  of  his 
absence  on  leave.  (Comp.  Dec.,  August  15,  1913.) 

(c)  Where  quarters  occupied  by  an  officer  consist  of  a greater  number  of  rooms 
than  his  rank  entitles  him  to,  payment  for  heat  and  light  is  authorized,  provided 
the  amounts  consumed  do  not  exceed  the  respective  maximum  amounts  allowed 
for  the  number  of  rooms  to  which  the  rank  of  said  officer  entitles  him.  (Comp.  Dec., 
Septemer  6,  1913.) 

(d)  In  computing  the  number  of  rooms  for  which  an  officer  is  entitled  to  heat  and 
light  allowances,  only  rooms  actually  and  exclusively  occupied  by  him  as  quarters 
can  be  counted,  and  bathroom,  storerooms,  halls,  etc.,  and  rooms  used  in  common 
with  other  guests  or  tenants  can  not  be  included.  (Comp.  Dec.,  September  6,  1913.) 

3.  Commutation  of  quarters,  heat , and  light  for  dependents  of  officers  on  sea  duty  during 
present  emergency  ( act  of  April  16 , 1918). — See  pp.  318-319,  Manual  for  Supply  Officers 
Afloat  and  bureau  Memoranda  No.  215.)  Rights  and  benefits  of  above  act  to  be 
continued  until  June  30,  1922.  (Act  May  18,  1920.) 

4.  Transportation  of  dependents. — Transportation  in  kind  for  wives  and  dependent 
children  of  officers,  chief  petty  officers,  and  petty  officers,  first  class,  when  ordered  to 
make  a permanent  change  of  station  is  authorized  by  the  act  of  May  18,  1920.  (See 
also  act  1818,  N.  R.,  1920;  S.  & A.  circular  letters  Nos.  76  and  138-1920.)

GENERAL  PROVISIONS. 

1.  Increases  provided  by  acts  of  May  13 , 1908,  and  May  22 , 1917 . — “The  pay  of  all 
active  and  retired  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  increased  10  per  centum.  (Act 
May  13,  1908.) 

“Sec.  15.  That  commencing  June  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  and 
continuing  until  not  later  than  six  months  after  the  termination  of  the  present  war, 
all  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy  of  the  United  States  in  active  service  whose  base  pay 
does  not  exceed  $21  per  month  shall  receive  an  increase  of  $15  per  month;  those 
whose  base  pay  is  over  $21  and  does  not  exceed  $24  per  month,  an  increase  of  $12 
per  month ; those  whose  base  pay  is  over  $24  and  less  than  $45  per  month,  an  increase 
of  $8  per  month;  and  those  whose  base  pay  is  $45  or  more  per  month,  an  increase 
of  $6  per  month:  Provided , That  the  increases  of  pay  herein  authorized  shall  not 
enter  into  the  computation  of  continuous-service  pay.”  (Act  May  22,  1917.  See 
Note  above.) 

(a)  The  additional  base  pay  for  enlisted  men  authorized  by  act  May  22,  1917,  for 
the  duration  of  the  war,  applies  to  the  base  pay  of  the  rate  stripped  of  any  additions 
by  percentage  or  otherwise.  (Comp.  Dec.,  May  26,  1917.)  (See  ( e ) under  par.  32.) 

“The  rates  of  pay  prescribed  in  section  15  of  an  act  entitled  ‘An  act  to  temporarily 
inc  rease  the  commissioned  and  warrant  and  enlisted  strength  of  the  Navy  and  Marine 
Corps,  and  for  other  purposes/  approved  May  22,  1917,  are  hereby  made  the  perma- 
nent rates  of  pay  of  tne  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy  during  their  present  current  enlist- 
ment and  for  those  who  enlist  or  reenlist  prior  to  July  1,  1920,  for  the  term  of  such 
enlistment  or  reenlistment. ” (Act.  July  11,  1919.  See  Note  above.) 
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2.  Increase  of  10  per  cent , act  May  13,  1908 , computation  of. — “The  10  per  cent  in- 
crease of  pay  provided  for  enlistee!  men  of  the  Navy  by  the  act  of  May  13,  1908,  is 
computed  on  the  base  pay  plus  permanent  additions,  such  as  extra  pay  for  continuous 
service,  good-conduct  medals,  etc.,  transient  additions,  which  require  a special 
detail,  such  as  gun  pointers,  messmen,  etc.,  do  not  enter  into  the  computation  for 
this  increase.”  fComp.  Dec.,  May  27,  1908.  See  Note  above.) 

3.  Pay , not  reduced  by  act  May  13,  1908 . — “Nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  so 
as  to  reduce  the  pay  or  allowances  now  authorized  by  law  for  any  commissioned, 
warrant,  or  appointed  officer  or  any  enlisted  man  of  the  active  or  retired  lists  of  the 
Navy,  and  all  laws  inconsistent  with  this  provision  are  hereby  repealed.”  (Act  May 
13,  1908.  See  Note  above.) 

4.  Hospital  Corps. — “The  pay,  allowances,  and  emoluments  of  the  enlisted  men 
of  the  Hospital  Corps  shall  be  the  same  as  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be,  allowed  for 
respective  corresponding  ratings  * * * in  the  seamen  branch  of  the  Navy.” 
(Act  August  29,  1916.) 

6.  Hospital  fund. — Twenty  cents  per  month  is  deducted  from  the  pay  of  each 
enlisted  man  of  the  Navy,  to  be  applied  to  the  fund  for  naval  hospitals.  (Sec.  4808, 
R.  S.)  The  hospital  fund  for  transferred  members  of  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve  is 
deducted  from  their  retainer  pay  by  the  Navy  allotment  officer  in  Washington  even 
when  such  members  are  on  active  duty.  (S.  and  A.  Memo.  197,  p.  4297.) 

6.  Retired  pay. — “The  pay  of  all  * * * enlisted  men  of  tne  Navy  now  on  the 
retired  list  shall  be  based  on  the  pay,  as  herein  provided  for,  of  * * * enlisted 
men  of  corresponding  rank  and  service  on  the  active  list;  and  all  pay  herein  pro- 
vided shall  remain  in  force  until  changed  by  act  of  Congress.”  (Act  May  13,  1908.) 

7.  Retired  men  recalled  to  active  duty , pay,  advancement,  etc. — “The  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  is  authorized,  in  time  of  war,  or  when,  in  the  opinion  of  the  President,  war 
is  threatened,  to  call  any  enlisted  man  on  the  retired  Kst  into  active  service  for  such 
duty  as  he  may  be  able  to  perform.  While  so  employed  such  enlisted  men  shall 
receive  the  same  pay  and  allowances  they  were  receiving  when  placed  on  the  retired 
list.”  (Act.  March  3,  1915.) 

“That  any  enlisted  man  of  the  Navy  or  Marine  Corps  upon  the  retired  list  who 
has  been  ordered  into  active  service  since  April  sixth,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven- 
teen, or  who  may  hereafter  be  ordered  into  active  service,  shall  be  eligible  for  pro- 
motion and  he  shall  be  entitled  to  the  pay  and  benefits  of  continuous  service  of  such 
rank  and  for  such  length  of  time  as  he  is  or  has  been  employed  in  active  service, 
and  when  relieved  of  active  service  shall  retain  upon  the  retired  list  the  rank  and 
service  held  by  him  at  the  time  of  such  relief,  with  the  pay  and  allowances  of  such 
rank  on  the  retired  list.”  (Act  July  1,  1918.) 

8.  Absence,  due  to  own  misconduct,  etc. — “Hereafter  no  officer  or  enlisted  man  in 
the  Navy  or  Marine  Corps  in  active  service  who  shall  be  absent  from  duty  on  account 
of  injupr,  sickness,  or  disease  resulting  from  his  own  intemperate  use  of  drugs  or 
alcoholic  liquors,  or  other  misconduct,  shall  receive  pay  for  the  period  of  such  absence, 
the  time  so  absent  and  the  cause  thereof  to  be  ascertaind  under  such  procedure  and 
regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy:  Provided , That  an 
enlistment  shall  not  be  regarded  as  complete  until  the  enlisted  man  shall  have  made 
good  any  time  in  excess  of  one  day  lost  on  account  of  injury,  sickness,  or  disease 
resulting  from  his  own  intemperate  use  of  drugs  or  alcoholic  liquors,  or  other  mis- 
conduct.” (Act  August  29,  1916,  as  amended  by  act  of  July  1,  1918.)  No  deduc- 
tion of  pay  will  be  made  on  account  of  absence  due  to  an  injury  incurred  prior  to 
July  1,  1918.  (See  G.  O.  451-1913.) 

9.  Rations. — “All  enlisted  men  in  the  Navy  attached  to  any  United  States  vessel 
or  station  and  doing  duty  thereon  shall  be  allowed  a ration  or  commutation  thereof.” 
(N.  R.  1823-4,  1920.)  “Rations  of  enlisted  men  shall  be  commuted  only  upon  the 
written  order  of  the  commanding  officer.”  (N.  R.  1823-7,  1920.)  “The  ration  is 
not  paid  and  shall  not  be  commuted  in  advance.”  (Art.  4460,  N.  R.  1913.)  Sec- 
tions 1580  and  1581  of  the  Revised  Statutes  enumerate  the  components  of  the  Navy 
ration.  In  the  case  of  general  court-martial  prisoners  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is 
authorized  to  commute  their  rations,  not  to  exceed  30  cents  each,  depending  on  the 
locality  of  the  prison.  (Act  March  4,  1917.)  (For  “Subsistence,  temporary  duty 
ashore,”  see  par.  20  under  “Transient  additions  to  pay.”) 

“Provisions.  Navy:  For  provisions  and  commuted  rations  for  the  seamen  and 
marines,  whicn  commuted  rations  may  be  paid  to  caterers  of  messes,  in  case  of  death 
or  desertion,  upon  orders  of  the  commanding  officers,  commuted  rations  for  officers 
on  sea  duty  (otner  than  commissioned  officers  of  the  line,  Medical  and  Supply  Corps, 
chaplains,  chief  boatswains,  chief  gunners,  chief  carpenters,  chief  machinists,  chief 
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pay  clerks,  and  chief  sailmakers),  68  cents  per  diem,  and  midshipmen  at  $1.08  per 
mem  * * (Act  June  4,  1920.) 

10.  Transportation  of  dependents. — See  paragraph  4,  page  342,  allowances,  officers. 

PERMANENT  ADDITIONS  TO  PAY. 

11.  Cont inuous-service  pay. — Any  man  who  has  received  an  honorable  discharge 
from  his  last  term  of  enlistment,  or  who  has  received  a recommendation  for  reenlist- 
ment upon  the  expiration  of  his  last  term  of  enlistment,  who  reenlists  for  a term  o£ 
four  years  within  four  months  from  the  date  of  his  discharge,  shall  receive  an  increase 
of  $1.36  per  month  to  the  pay  prescribed  for  the  rating  in  which  he  serves  for  each 
successive  reemistment,  and  an  extension  of  the  period  of  enlistment,  aggregating 
four  years,  shall  be  held  and  considered  as  equivalent  to  continuous  service  with 
respect  to  all  rights,  privileges,  and  benefits  granted  for  such  service  pursuant  to  law. 
(Art.  4427-(23),  N.  R.,  1913.)  (See  also  par.  32  under  “Transient  additions.”) 

“That  any  enlisted  man  or  apprentice  seaman  who  shall  reenlist  in  the  Navy 
within  one  year  from  the  date  of  his  discharge  therefrom  shall,  upon  such  reenlist- 
ment, be  entitled  to  and  shall  receive  the  same  benefits  as  are  now  authorized  by 
law  for  reenlistment  within  four  months  from  date  of  last  discharge  from  the  service 
Provided,  That  this  section  shall  become  inoperative  six  months  after  the  date  of  the 
approval  of  this  act.”  (Act  approved  May  18, 1920.) 

“That  hereafter  enlistments  in  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  may  be  for  terms  of 
two,  three,  or  four  years,  and  all  laws  now  applicable  to  four-year  enlistments  shall 
apply,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 
to  enlistments  for  a snorter  period  with  proportionate  benefits  upon  discharge  ana 
reenlistment:  Provided , That  hereafter  the  ^Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  authorized,  in 
his  discretion,  to  establish  such  grades  and  ratings  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper 
administration  of  the  enlisted  personnel  of  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps.”  (Act, 
Navy,  approved  June  4,  1920.) 

“Any  former  member  of  class  one  of  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve,  established 
by  act  of  March  3,  1915,  * * * who  shall  have  reenlisted  in  the  Navy  prior  to 
May  1,  1917,  shall  be  held  and  considered  to  have  reenlisted  within  four  months  from 
the  date  of  discharge  from  the  Navy  for  the  puipose  of  continuous-service  pay.” 
(Act  March  4,  1917.) 

“Any  enlisted  man  of  the  Navy  or  Marine  Corps  who  has  been  or  may  be  discharged 
to  enable  him  to  accept  appointment  as  a commissioned  or  warrant  officer  in  the 
Naval  Reserve  Force  or  Marine  Corps  Reserve,  and  who  reenlists  in  the  Navy  or 
Marine  Corps  after  the  termination  of  his  reserve  service,  shall  be  entitled,  in  com- 
puting service  for  retirement,  to  credit  for  all  active  reserve  service;  and  if  he  reenlists 
in  the  Navy  or  Marine  Corps  within  four  or  three  months,  respectively,  from  the  date 
of  the  termination  of  his  service  as  an  officer  of  the  reserve  he  shall  be  restored  to  the 
grade  or  rank  held  by  him  before  being  discharged  to  accept  such  commission  or  war- 
rant, and  his  service  in  the  regular  Navy  or  Marine  Corps,  including  his  active  service 
in  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  or  Marine  Corps  Reserve,  shall  be  regarded  as  continu- 
ous for  purposes  of  continuous-service  pay.”  (Act  July  11,  1919.) 

12.  Reenlistments  subsequent  to  November  27 , 1906 — Pay  under  G.  0.  84- — “To  pro- 
vide adequate  compensation  for  trained  men,  the  regular  pay  for  each  rating  in  the 
Navy  shall  be  increased  $5  per  month  during  the  second  period  of  service,  and  a fur- 
ther sum  of  $3  per  month  during  each  and  every  subsequent  period  of  service;  but 
only  enlisted  men  who  are  citizens  of  the  United  States^  and  whose  second  and  sub- 
sequent periods  of  service  each  follow  next  after  service  in  the  Navy  that  was  termi- 
nated by  reason  of  expiration  of  enlistment,  shall  receive  the  benefits  of  the  increased 
pay  named  herein.  In  the  cases  of  men  who  are  or' were  finally  discharged  from  the 
Navy  by  reason  of  expiration  of  enlistment,  the  first  enlistment  on  or  after  November 
27,  1906,  shall  be  considered  the  second  period  of  service  which  shall  carry  with  it 
the  increased  pay  provided  by  this  paragraph:  except  that  men  discharged  on  recom- 
mendations of  boards  of  medical  survey  shall,  if  they  reenter  the  service,  be  given 
credit  for  any  previous  periods  of  service  in  the  Navy  which  were  terminated  by 
reason  of  expiration  of  enlistment.”  (Executive  order,  November  27,  1906.)  (Gen- 
eral Order  No.  34,  November  28,  1906;  N.  R.  4427  (25),  1913.) 

(a)  The  risk  of  making  payments  to  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy  under  “General 
Order  No.  34  ” rests  solely  upon  the  officer  making  them.  It  is  incumbent  upon  an 
officer  (of  the  Supply  Corps)  to  satisfy  himself  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  the  evidence 
of  citizenship  presented,  and  it  is  his  right  to  refuse  to  make  such  payment  unless, 
in  his  judgment,  such  evidence  is  legally  sufficient.  (Comp.  Dec.,  December  10, 
1912.) 
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13.  Chief  petty  officers,  permanent  appointment.— l<  All  chief  petty  officers  of  the 
Navy,  including  chief  water  tenders,  who  shall  receive  permanent  appointments  after 
qualifying  therefor,  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  $70  a month.”  (N.  R.  4427  (18),  1913.) 

Note. — Rate  of  pay  increased  to  $126  per  month,  effective  until  June  30,  1922. 
(Act  May  18,  1920.) 

14.  Seamen  gunners ’ certificates,  etc . — “Men  who  have  successfully  completed  a pre- 
scribed course  of  instruction  for  seamen  gunners  or  petty  officers  may  be  given,  by 
the  Bureau  of  Navigation,  a certificate  to  that  effect,  which  shall  entitle  them  to 
receive  $2  per  month  in  addition  to  the  pay  of  the  rating  in  which  they  are  serving; 
such  certificates  to  continue  in  force  only  during  the  enlistments  in  which  the  men 
were  respectively  graduated,  unless  renewed  by  reenlistment  for  four  years  within 
four  months  from  the  date  of  honorable  discharge.  Men  holding  certificates  as  sea- 
men gunners  are  entitled  to  the  pay  prescribed  for  said  rating  and  are  entitled  to 
reenlist  at  any  time  as  such  at  the  base  rate  of  $26  per  month;  but  if  given  any  other 
rating  than  that  of  seaman  gunner  the  holder  of  a seaman  gunner’s  certificate  shall  not 
receive  additional  pay  therefor  unless  in  continuous  service.”  (Executive  order  of 
September  4,  1902.) 

15.  Certificate  of  qualification. — “Stewards  and  cooks  in  the  messmen  branch  who 
are  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  who  hold  or  may  receive  certificates  of  qualifi- 
cation as  stewards  or  cooks  shall  receive  $5  per  month  additional  to  the  pay  of  their 
rating  while  holding  such  certificate,  such  additional  pay  to  be  of  a permanent  char- 
acter as  regular  pay.”  (Executive  order,  January  28,  1908;  promulgated  by  Navy 
Department  in  G.  O.  62,  February  7,  1908.) 

16.  Good-conduct  medals. — “Each  enlisted  man  of  the  Navy  [except  mates]  and 
Marine  Corps  shall  receive  75  cents  per  month,  in  addition  to  the  pay  of  his  rating, 
for  each  good -conduct  medal,  pin,  or  bar  which  he  may  heretofore  have  been,  or 
shall  hereafter  be,  awarded.  The  date  of  the  award  of  a good -conduct  medal,  pin, 
or  bar  shall  be  the  date  of  the  holder’s  discharge  by  reason  of  the  expiration  of  the 
enlistment  for  which  the  medal,  pin,  or  bar  is  given,  or  the  date  of  the  expiration  of 
the  original  enlistment  in  the  event  the  enlistment  is  extended,  the  allowance  of  75 
cents  per  month  being  reckoned  from  said  date  of  award.”  (Executive  order  of  Sep- 
tember 4,  1902,  promulgated  by  Navy  Department  in  G.  O.  108,  September  11,  1902.) 
(See  also  N.  R.  1710,  1920.) 

17.  Medal  of  honor,  distinguished  service  medal,  Navy  cross. — “That  each  enlisted  or 
enrolled  person  of  the  naval  service  to  whom  is  awarded  a medal  of  honor,  distin- 
guished-service medal,  or  Navy  cross  shall,  for  each  such  award,  be  entitled  to  addi- 
tional pay  at  the  rate  of  $2  per  month  from  the  date  of  the  distinguished  act  or  service 
on  which  the  award  is  based,  and  each  bar,  or  other  suitable  emblem  or  insignia,  in 
lieu  of  a medal  of  honor,  distinguished -service  medal,  or  Navy  cross,  as  hereinafter 
provided  for,  shall  entitle  him  to  further  additional  pay  at  the  rate  of  $2  per  month 
from  the  date  of  the  distinguished  act  or  service  for  wnich  the  bar  is  awarded,  and 
such  additional  pay  shall  continue  throughout  his  active  service,  whether  such 
service  shall  or  shall  not  be  continuous.”  (Act  February  4,  1919,  40  Stat.  1056.) 

TRANSIENT  ADDITIONS  TO  PAY. 

18.  Seamen  in  charge  of  hold. — “Seamen  in  charge  of  holds  shall  receive  $5  per 
month  in  addition  to  their  pay.”  (Art.  4427  (12),  N.  R.  1913.) 

19.  Coxswains  of  steam  launches,  etc. — “ Coxswains  detailed  as  coxswains  of  boats 
propelled  by  machinery,  or  as  coxswains  to  commanders  in  chief,  shall  receive  $5 
per  month  in  addition  to  their  pay.”  (Art  4427  (10),  N.  R.  1913.) 

20.  Petty  officers,  allowance  in  .lieu  of  quarters  and  rations . — “Petty  officers  of  the 
Navy  performing  duty  which  deprives  them  of  quarters  and  their  rations  or  commu- 
tation thereof  shall  receive  $9  per  month  in  addition  to  the  pay  of  their  rating.” 
(Art.  4427  (6),  N.  R.  1913.) 

21.  Subsistence,  temporary  duty  ashore. — “Subsistence  furnished  to  enlisted  men 
attached  to  ships  of  the  Navy,  when  unavoidably  detained  on  shore,  under  orders, 
or  absent  by  authority  for  one  day  or  more  from  the  ship  to  which  attached,  shall 
be  charged  to  appropriation  ‘ Provisions,  Navy.’  During  the  time  of  such  subsistence 
their  rations  shall  be  stopped  on  board  ship,  and  no  credit  for  commutation  therefor 
shall  be  given.”  (Art.  4427  (7),  N.  R.  1913.) 

When  such  authorized  absence  is  for  less  than  one  day,  and  ration  is  not  checked 
on  pay  roll,  cost  of  subsistence  shall  be  paid  on  public  bill,  under  appropriation 
“Pay,  miscellaneous.”  (Art.  4427  (7),  N.  R.  1913.  See  Comp.  Dec.,  December  9, 
19°7.) 

For  subsistence  allowance  to  enlisted  and  enrolled  personnel  of  the  naval  service 
on  duty  at  shore  stations  or  on  detached  duty  from  vessels  or  shore  stations,  for  whom 
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neither  quarters  nor  messing  facilities  are  available  and  who  are  not  lodged  or  sub- 
sisted to  any  extent  at  Government  expense,  see  article  9300  et  seq.,  “ Instructions 
governing  the  handling  of  enlisted  personnel — Bureau  of  Navigation.” 

22.  Divers , service  as. — “Enlisted  men  of  the  Navy,  not  under  instruction  or  diving 
for  practice,  shall,  when  employed  in  submarine  diving,  receive  extra  compensation 
therefor,  to  be  charged  to  the  bureau  for  which  the  service  is  performed,  at  tne  rate  of 
$1.20  per  hour  for  the  actual  time  so  employed  under  water.”  (Art.  4427  (33),  N.  R. 
1913. 

23.  Duty  in  fireroom . — Every  seaman,  landsman,  or  marine  who  performs  the  duty 
of  a fireman  on  board  any  vessel  of' war  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  m addition  to  the 
pay  of  his  rating  extra  compensation  at  the  rate  of  33  cents  per  day  for  the  time  he  is 
employed  as  “ fireman.”  (Sec.  R.  S.  1570  as  amended  by  act  March  29,  1918.) 

24.  Gun  captains . — “Enlisted  men  of  the  Navy  regularly  detailed  by  the  command- 
ing officer  of  a vessel  as  gun  captains,  at  guns  of  3-inch  caliber  and  above,  shall  receive, 
in  addition  to  the  pay  of  their  respective  rating,  $5  per  month,  which,  in  the  case  of 
men  holding  certificates  of  graduation  from  the  gun-captain  class,  petty  officers’ 
school,  shall  include  the  $2  per  month  to  which  such  certificates  entitle  them.”  (Bu. 
Nav.  Manual  D-4530.) 

25.  Gun  pointers. — “Enlisted  men  of  the  Navy,  after  having  qualified  as  gun  point- 
ers, according  to  the  standards  of  markmanship  and  rules  that  may  be  prescribed 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  who  are  regularly  detailed  as  gun 
pointers  by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  vessel,  shall  receive  monthly,  in  addition 
to  the  pay  of  their  respective  ratings,  extra  pay  as  follows:  Heavy  gun  pointers  (for 
guns  of  8-inch  caliber  or  larger),  first  class,  $10;  second  class,  $6.  Intermediate  gun 
pointers  (for  guns  from  4-inch  to  7-inch,  inclusive),  first  class,  $8;  second  class,  $4. 
Secondary  gun  pointers  (for  guns  from  1-pounder  to  3-inch,  inclusive),  first  class,  $4; 
second  class,  $2.”  (Art.  4427  (19),  N.  R.  1913.) 

(a)  Extra  pay  shall  be  allowed  a gun  pointer  during  such  time  only  as  he  remains 
qualified,  and  only  while  he  is  regularly  detailed  as  a gun  pointer  at  a gun  of  the 
class  at  which  he  qualified.”  (Art.  4427  (19),  N.  R.  1913,  ana  General  Order  No.  57, 
December  9, 1907.) 

26.  Jacks-of-the-dust , lamplighters , etc. — Seamen  second  class  detailed  as  Jacks-of- 
the-dust,  or  as  lamplighters,  shall  receive  $5  per  month  in  addition  to  their  pay. 
(Art.  4427  (13),  N.  R.  1913.) 

27.  Navy  mail  clerks. — “Enlisted  men  detailed  as  Navy  mail  clerks  receive,  in 
addition  to  the  pay  of  their  rating,  the  following  monthly  compensation: 

“On  board  vessels  and  with  expeditionary  forces  serving  ashore,  having  a comple- 
ment of  650  or  more  officers  and  men,  $30. 

“Onboard  receiving  ships,  and  tenders  on  active  duty  with  submarine  divi- 
sions, $25. 

“On  board  vessels  and  with  expeditionary  forces  serving  ashore  having  comple- 
ments of  more  than  249  and  less  than  650,  $25. 

“On  board  vessels  and  with  expeditionary  forces  serving  ashore  having  comple- 
ments of  more  than  124  and  less  than  250,  $20. 

“On  board  vessels  having  complements  of  more  than  34  and  less  than  125  (except 
station  tugs  and  barges).  $10.”  (Art.  4427  (31b),  N.  R.  1913.) 

The  designation  of  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  as  Navy  mail  clerks 
and  assistant  Navy  mail  clerks  for  duty  at  stations  and  shore  establishments  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Navy  Department  is  authorized  where  the  services  of  mail  clerks 
are  necessary.  (Act  July  1,  1918.) 

(h)  Assistant  Navy  mail  clerks. — “Enlisted  men  designated  as  assistant  Navy  mail 
clerks  shall  receive  $15  per  month  in  addition  to  the  pay  of  their  rating.”  (Art.  4427 
(31c),  N.  R.  1913.) 

(i)  The  appointment  of  an  assistant  mail  clerk  for  duty  on  a flagship  is  not  revoked 
by  reason  of  the  temporary  transfer  of  the  flag  to  another  vessel. 

28.  Messmen. — “Enlisted  men  detailed  as  messmen  shall,  while  so  acting,  except 
when  assigned  as  reliefs  during  the  temporary  absence  of  the  regular  messmen,  receive 
extra  compensation  at  the  rate  of  $5  per  month.”  (Art.  4427  (14),  N.  R.  1913.) 

29.  Signalmen. — “Enlisted  men  regularly  detailed  as  signalmen  shall  receive  the 
following  extra  compensation  in  addition  to  the  monthly  pay  of  their  rating:  Signal- 
men, first  class,  $3;  signalmen,  second  class,  $2;  signalmen,  third  class,  $1.”  (Art. 
4427  (17),  N.  R.  1913.) 

30.  Service  on  submarines. — “All  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy  shall  receive  $5  per 
month  in  addition  to  their  pay  while  serving  on  board  of  submarine  vessels  of  the 
Navy.  * Besides  the  $5  per  month  extra  pay  allowed  them  for  submarine  service, 
enlisted  men  serving  with  submarine  torpedo  boats,  and  having  been  reported  by 
their  commanding  officers  to  the  Navy  Department  as  qualified  for  submarine  torpedo 
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boat  work,  shall  receive  $1  additional  pay  for  each  day  during  any  part  of  which  they 
shall  have  been  submerged  in  a submarine  boat  while  under  way;  but  such  further 
additional  pa jr  shall  not  exceed  $15  in  any  one  calendar  month.  To  be  eligible  for 
recommendation  by  their  commanding  officers  as  ‘qualified  for  submarine  torpedo 
boat  work,2  in  order  to  receive  the  benefits  of  this  paragraph,  men  must  fulfill  the 
requirement  prescribed  by  the  Bureau  of  Navigation.”  (Art.  4427  (11),  N.  R.  1913.) 

31.  Ship’ 8 tailor  and  tailor's  helper. — “Any  enlisted  man  of  the  Navy  detailed  to 
perform  the  duties  of  ship’s  tailor  on  board  of  a vessel  having  a complement  of  600 
men  or  more,  exclusive  of  marines,  shall  receive  $20  per  month  in  addition  to  the 
monthly  pay  of  his  rating;  on  a vessel  having  a complement  of  from  300  to  600  men, 
exclusive  of  marines,  $15  per  month  in  addition  to  the  monthly  pay  of  his  rating; 
on  a vessel  having  a complement  of  less  than  300  men  and  not  less  than  100  men, 
exclusive  of  marines,  $10  per  month  in  addition  to  the  monthly  pay  of  his  rating. 
Any  enlisted  man  of  the  Navy  detailed  as  tailor’s  helper  on  board  jof  a vessel  having 
a complement  of  600  men  or  more,  exclusive  of  marines,  shall  receive  $10  per  month 
in  addition  to  the  monthly  pay  of  his  rating;  but  the  total  pay  of  an  enlisted  man 
detailed  to  perform  the  duties  of  ship’s  tailor  shall  not  exceed  $50  per  month,  and  of 
tailor’s  helper  shall  not  exceed  $40  per  month.”  (Art.  4427  (21),  N.  R.  1913.) 

32.  Detained  after  expiration  of  enlistment. — “Enlisted  men  afloat  detained  beyond 
their  regular  term  of  enlistment  until  the  return  to  the  United  States  of  the  vessel 
to  which  they  belong,  under  the  provisions  of  section  1422  of  the  Revised  Statutes, 
shall  receive  for  the  time  during  which  they  are  so  detained  an  addition  of  one-fourth 
of  their  former  pay,  computed  on  the  total  pay  which  they  are  entitled  to  receive; 
but  if  an  enlisted  man  be  retained  in  the  service  after  the  expiration  of  his  enlistment 
at  his  own  request,  he  is  not  entitled  to  the  one-fourth  additional  pay.  In  order  to 
sustain  a charge  for  such  additional  payment  the  supply  officer  must  produce,  upon 
the  settlement  of  his  account,  a certificate  from  the  commanding  officer  that  the 
persons  to  whom  such  additional  compensation  has  been  allowed  did  reenlist  as 
aforesaid  or  were  detained  by  such  commanding  officer  under  the  provisions  of  the 
said  section.”  (Art.  4427  (15),  N.  R.  1913.) 

33.  Honorable  discharge  gratuity. — “That  the  term  of  enlistment  of  all  enlisted  men 
of  the  United  States  Navy  other  than  those  who  are  enlisted  during  minority  shall  be 
four  years.  (See  under  par.  11  for  law  authorizing  short-term  enlistment.) 

“That  the  term  of  enlistment  of  any  enlisted  man  in  the  Navy  may,  by  his  volun- 
tary written  agreement,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy  with  the  approval  of  the  President,  be  extended  for  a period  of  either 
one,  two,  three,  or  four  full  years  from  the  date  of  expiration  of  the  then  existing 
four-year  term  of  enlistment,  and  subsequent  to  said  date  such  enlisted  men  as  extend 
the  term  of  enlistment  as  authorized  m this  section  Bhall  be  entitled  to  and  shall 
receive  the  same  pay  and  allowances  in  all  respects  as  though  regularly  discharged 
and  reenlisted  immediately  upon  expiration  of  their  term  of  enlistment,  and  such 
extension  shall  not  operate  to  deprive  them  upon  discharge  at  the  termination  thereof 
of  any  right,  privilege,  or  benefit  to  which  they  would  be  entitled  at  the  expiration 
of  a four-year  term  of  enlistment. 

“That  section  1573  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States  as  amended  by 
section  16  of  an  act  entitled  ‘An  act  to  reorganize  and  increase  the  efficiency  of  the 
personnel  of  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  of  the  United  States,’  approved  March  3, 
1899,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  to  read  as  follows:  ‘ If  any  enlisted  man  or 
apprentice,  being  honorably  discharged,  shall  reenlist  for  four  years  within  four 
months  thereafter,  he  shall,  on  presenting  his  honorable  discharge  or  on  accounting 
in  a satisfactory  manner  for  its  loss,  be  entitled  to  a gratuity  of  four  months’  pay 
equal  in  amount  to  that  which  he  would  have  received  if  he  had  been  employed  in 
the  actual  service:  Provided , That  any  enlisted  man  in  the  Navy  whose  term  of 
enlistment  has  been  extended  for  an  aggregate  of  four  years  shall,  after  the  expiration 
of  the  preceding  four-year  term  of  enlistment  upon  which  the  extension  is  made  and 
if  otherwise  entitled  to  an  honorable  discharge,  be  paid  the  gratuity  above  provided: 
And  provided , That  any  man  who  has  received  an  honorable  discharge  from  his  last 
term  of  enlistment,  or  who  has  received  a recommendation  for  reenlistment  upon 
the  expiration  of  his  last  term  of  enlistment,  who  reenlists  for  a term  of  four  years 
within  four  months  from  the  date  of  his  discharge,  shall  receive  an  increase  of  $1.36 
per  month  to  the  pay  prescribed  for  the  rating  in  which  he  serves  for  each  successive 
reenlistment:  Ana  provided , That  an  extension  of  the  period  of  enlistment  as  herein- 
before authorized,  aggregating  four  years,  shall  be  held  and  considered  as  equivalent 
to  continuous  service  with  respect  to  all  rights,  privileges,  and  benefits  granted  for 
such  service  pursuant  to  law.’’’  (Act  August  22,  1912.) 

“ Provided,  That  men  who  have  enrolled  in  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve  within  four 
months  of  the  date  of  their  discharge  from  the  regular  naval  service  shall,  upon  reen-

listment  in  the  regular  naval  service  within  lour  months  of  the  date  of  discharge  from 
the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve,  be  entitled  to  the  same  gratuity  and  additional  pay  as  if 
they  had  reenlisted  in  the  regular  naval  service  within  four  months  of  discharge 
therefrom.”  (Act  August  29,  1916.) 

“Any  enlisted  man  of  the  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  or  Coast  Guard  who  since  February 
3,  1917,  and  before  November  11,  1918,  enlisted  for  the  period  of  four  years  shall 
upon  his  application  made  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  on  or  before  September  1, 
1919,  be  held  and  construed  to  have  enlisted  for  the  duration  of  the  war  and  shall 
when  discharged  be  granted  an  honorable  discharge.  * * * Provided,  That  said 
enlisted  man  is  otherwise  entitled  to  an  honorable  discharge:  * * * Provided 
further.  That  any  enlisted  man  who  takes  advantage  of  the  -provisions  of  this  para- 
graph to  secure  a discharge  from  the  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  or  Coast  Guard,  and  there- 
after reenlists  within  four  months  in  the  Navy  or  in  the  Marine  Corps,  under  condi- 
tions as  now  prescribed  by  law,  for  a period  of  four  years,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
the  benefits  of  the  gratuity  pay  provided  by  existing  law  for  reenlistments.”  (Act 
July  11,  1919.)  (For  law  authorizing  reenlistments  within  one  year  from  date  of 
discharge,  see  par.  14.) 

“Enlisted  men  of  the  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  and  Coast  Guard  who  enlisted  for  the 
period  of  the  war  or  enlisted  for  a period  of  four  years  between  February  3,  1917,  and 
November  11,  1918,  and  have  their  status  changed  to  that  of  men  who  enlisted  for 
the  period  of  the  war  if  otherwise  entitled  to  an  honorable  discharge,  may,  under 
such  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  prescribe,  extend  their  enlist- 
ments for  a period  of  one,  two.  three,  or  four  full  years,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  and 
receive  the  same  rights,  privileges,  pay,  and  allowances  in  all  respects  as  now  pro- 
vided by  law  for  men  who  extend  enlistment  on  completion  of  terms  of  enlistment, 
except  as  to  gratuity  pay:  Provided,  That  as  to  gratuity  pay,  such  enlisted  men  who 
extend  their  enlistment  as  before  provided  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  an  allowance 
of  one  month’s  pay  for  extending  their  enlistment  for  one  year,  two  months’  pay  for 
extending  their  enlistment  for  two  years,  three  months’  pay  for  extending  their 
enlistment  for  three  years,  and  in  the  Navy  four  months’  pay  for  extending  their 
enlistment  for  four  years.”  (Act  July  11,  1919.) 

“That  hereafter  no  enlisted  man  in  the  Navy  shall  be  paid  on  reenlistment  an 
honorable  discharge  gratuity,  or  any  proportionate  part  thereof,  in  excess  of  any 
amount  equal  to  one  month’s  pay  for  each  year  of  service  in  the  last  expiring  enlist- 
ment of  such  enlisted  man.”  (Act  July  12,  1921.) 

“That  hereafter  any  enlistment  fear  minority  in  the  Navy  or  Marine  Corps  may 
be  extended  as  is  provided  by  law  for  extending  of  an  enlistment  for  a term  of  four 
years,  under  similar  conditions  and  with  like  rights,  privileges,  benefits,  and  obliga- 
tions.” (Act  April  25,  1917.) 

(Note. — For  other  comptroller’s  decisions  relating  to  honorable-discharge  gratuity 
see  under  Continuous-Service  Certificate,  General  Order  No.  34,  Mileage,  Reservists, 
Travel  Allowance,  etc.) 

34.  Clothing  bounty. — “During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1921,  the  clothing 
and  small  stores  fund  shall  be  charged  with  the  value  of  all  issues  of  clothing  ana 
small  stores  made  to  enlisted  men  and  apprentice  seamen  required  as  outfits  on  first 
enlistment,  not  to  exceed  $100  each,  and  for  civilian  clothing  not  to  exceed  $15  per 
man  for  men  given  discharges  for  bad  conduct,  undesirability,  or  inaptitude,  and 
the  uniform  gratuity  paid  to  officers  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force.”  (Act,  Navy, 
June  4,  1920.) 

35.  Clothing — Bad  conduct. — “Any  person  discharged  from  the  Navy  with  a bad- 
conduct  discharge,  as  undesirable,  or  for  inaptitude,  shall  be  required  to  dispose  of 
his  outer  naval  uniforms  and  shall  be  furnished  with  a suit  of  civilian  clothes.  The 
suit  of  civilian  clothes  should  be  procured  by  the  discharged  person  at  his  own  expense 
if  possible,  or  be  supplied  at  no  expense  to  the  Government  whenever  practicable. 
If  necessary  the  suit  shall  be  furnished  at  the  expense  of  the  Government  at  a codt 
not  exceeding  $15  in  each  case.”  (Art.  1686  (3)  N.  R.  1920.) 

36.  Marine  disaster  clothing. — The  act  of  October  6,  1917,  provides  for  reimbursing 
officers  and  men  for  articles  of  uniform  lost  in  a marine  disaster.  Reimbursement 
in  kind  is  made,  where  possible;  in  cash,  under  certain  circumstances  and  conditions. 
Claims  for  reimbursement  should  be  prepared — officers,  on  S.  and  A.  form  377;  men, 
on  S.  and  A.  forms  378  and  378a,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  supply  officers. 
The  blanks  give  full  instructions  for  preparation,  forwarding,  etc. 

37.  Credits , prizes. — Gunnery  (see  N.  I.,  4886,  1913);  small  arm  (see  “The  Landing 
Force  Manual”). 

38.  Credits , gratuity  for  heroism. — (See  N.  R.  1709-5-1920.) 
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39.  Trowel  allowance — 

“That  an  enlisted  man  honorably  discharged  from  the  Army,  Navy,  or  Marine 
Corps,  since  November  11,  1918,  or  who  may  hereafter  be  honorably  discharged  shall 
receive  5 cents  per  mile  from  the  place  of  ms  discharge  to  his  actual  bona  fide  home 
or  residence  or  original  muster  into  the  service,  at  his  option:  Provided , That  for  sea 
travel  on  discharge,  transportation  and  subsistence  only  shall  be  furnished  to  enlisted 
men:  Provided , That  naval  reservists  duly  enrolled  who  have  been  honorably  released 
from  active  service  since  November  11,  1918,  or  who  may  hereafter  be  honorably 
released  from  active  service  shall  be  entitled  likewise  to  receive  mileage  as  afore- 
said . ’ ’ (Act  February  28,  1919 . ) 

“Discharged  prisoners  * * * will  be  furnished  transportation  requests  as  here- 
tofore. All  men  given  other  than  a dishonorable,  bad  conduct,  or  undesirable  dis- 
charge are  to  be  considered  as  honorably  discharged  * * *.  All  reservists  released 
from  active  duty  considered  as  honorably  released.  Place  of  muster  into  service  is 
place  of  enlistment  or  enrollment  * * *.  Actual  bona  fide  home  or  residence  is 
to  be  considered  as  home  address  indicated  on  papers.  Should  man  claim  different 
actual  home  or  residence,  pay  to  home  as  indicated  on  papers  * * *.  Should 
discharged  man  designate  point  of  lesser  distance  [than  to  home  shown  on  papers] 
have  Mm  sign  written  statement  to  the  effect  that  matter  fully  explained  to 
him  * * *”  and  forward  for  file  with  records.  (All  Nav.  85,  March  13,  1919. 
See  also  p.  4816,  Bu.  Memo.  217.) 

“All  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy  and  Coast  Guard  who  have  served  in  the  war  with 
the  German  Government  and  who  may  hereafter  be  discharged  or  who  have  been 
discharged  from  the  service  since  November  11,  1918,  and  before  the  expiration  of 
their  full  enlistment  shall  receive,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy  may  prescribe,  an  honorable  discharge  and  shall  receive  5 cents  per  mile 
from  the  place  of  his  discharge  to  his  actual  bona  fide  home  or  residence,  or  original 
muster  into  the  service,  at  his  option:  Provided , That  for  sea  travel  on  discharge, 
transportation  and  subsistence  only  shall  be  furnished  to  enlisted  men:  Provided , 
That  the  records  of  such  men  warrant  such  honorable  discharge.”  (Act  July  11, 
1919.) 

“That  in  case  any  enlisted  man  or  enrolled  man  who,  since  the  11th  day  of  Novem- 
ber, 1918,  has  been  or  hereafter  shall  be  discharged  from  any  branch  or  class  of  the 
naval  service  for  the  purpose  or  reenlisting  in  the  Navy  or  Marine  Corps  or  heretofore 
has  extended  or  hereafter  shall  extend  his  enlistment  therein,  he  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  payment  of  the  $60  bonus  provided  in  section  1406  of  the  act  entitled  * * *, 
approved  February  24,  1919,  and  to  travel  pay  as  authorized  in  section  3 of  the 
act  * * * approved  February  28,  1919:  Provided , That  only  one  bonus  shall  be 
paid  to  the  same  person.”  (Sec.  6,  Act,  Navy,  approved  June  4,  1920.) 

40.  Bonus  of  $60. — “That  all  persons  serving  in  the  military  or  naval  forces  of  the 
United  States  during  the  present  war  who  have,  since  April  6,  1917,  resigned  or  been 
discharged  under  honorable  conditions  (or,  in  the  case  of  reservists,  been  placed  on 
inactive  duty)  or  who  at  any  time  hereafter  (but  not  later  than  the  termination 
of  the  current  enlistment  or  term  of  service)  in  the  case  of  the  enlisted  personnel  and 
fema’e  nurses,  or  within  one  year  after  the  termination  of  the  present  war  in  the  case 
of  officers,  may  resign  or  be  discharged  under  honorable  conditions  (or,  in  the  case 
of  reservists,  be  placed  on  inactive  duty),  shall  be  paid,  in  addition  to  all  other 
amounts  due  them  in  pursuance  of  law,  $60  each. 

“This  amount  shall  not  be  paid  (1)  to  any  person  who  though  appointed  or  in- 
ducted into  the  military  or  naval  forces  on  or  prior  to  November  11,  1918,  had  not 
reported  for  duty  at  his  station  on  or  prior  to  such  date;  or  (2)  to  any  person  who 
has  already  received  one  month’s  pay  under  the  provisions  of  section  9 of  the  act 
entitled  ‘An  act  to  authorize  the  President  to  increase  temporarily  the  military 
establishment  of  the  United  States, ? approved  May  18,  1917;  or  (3)  to  any  person 
who  is  entitled  to  retired  pay;  or  (4)  to  the  heirs  or  legal  representatives  of  any  person 
entitled  to  any  payment  under  this  section  who  has  died  or  may  die  before  receiving 
such  payment.  In  the  case  of  any  person  who  subsequent  to  separation  from  the 
service  as  above  specified  has  been  appointed  or  inducted  into  the  military  or  naval 
forces  of  the  United  States  and  has  been  or  is  again  separated  from  the  service  as  above 
specified,  only  one  payment  of  $60  shall  be  made. 

“The  above  amount,  in  the  case  of  separation  from  the  service  on  or  prior  to  the 
passage  of  this  act,  shall  be  paid  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
and  in  the  case  of  separation  from  the  service  after  the  passage  of  this  act  shall  be 
paid  at  the  time  of  such  separation. 

“The  amounts  herein  provided  for  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  appropriations  for  ‘pay 
of  the  Army’  and  ‘pay  of  the  Navy,’  respectively,  by  such  disbursing  officers  as  may 
be  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  War  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 
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“The  Secretary  of  War  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  respectively,  shall  make  all 
regulations  necessary  for  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this  section.”  (Act 
February  24. 1919;  Bu.  Memo.  216;  see  also  Act  June  4, 1920,  under  Travel  Allowance, 
par.  41.) 

“The  beneficiaries  of  this  act  are:  Officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  regular  Navy, 
all  reservists,  male  and  female,  officers  and  men  of  the  Marine  Corps,  and  all  persons 
in  the  service  of  the  Coast  Guard,  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey,  and  Lighthouse  Service 
who  have  performed  active  duty  with  the  Navy  during  the  present  war.  No  person 
who  is  entitled  to  retired  pay  on  return  to  inactive  duty  shall  receive  this  gratuity. 
The  act  of  18  May,  1917,  referred  to,  affects  only  certain  persons  discharged  from  the 
Army  at  the  discretion  of  the  President.”  (Bu.  Memo.  216,  p.  4794.) 

41.  Chief  petty  officers  detailed  as  instructors  of  apprentice  seamen. — “Chief  petty 
officers  detailed  as  instructors  of  apprentice  seamen  at  naval  stations  who  qualify 
as  instructors  by  examination  shall  receive  hereafter,  in  addition  to  their  pay,  the 
sum  of  $10 per  month  while  so  detailed,  such  pay  to  be  considered  extra  pay  for  special 
duty.  Chief  petty  officers  must  be  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  serving  under 
continuous  service  in  order  to  be  eligible  for  examination  for  detail  as  instructors  of 
apprentice  seamen  at  naval  stations.  They  must  also  qualify  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  prescribed  by  the  Bureau  of  Navigation.”  (General  Order  No.  34, 
November  28,  1906;  Art.  4427  (26),  N.  R.  1913.) 

42.  Apprentice  chief  petty  officers. — ’Apprentice  seamen  detailed  as  apprentice  chief 
petty  officers,  apprentice  petty  officers,  first,  second,  or  third  class,  in  connection 
with  the  instruction  of  apprentice  seamen  at  naval  stations,  shall  receive  hereafter, 
in  addition  to  their  pay,  the  sum  of  $2.50,  $2,  $1.50,  and  $1  each  per  month,  respec- 
tively, while  so  detailed;  such  pay  to  be  considered  extra  pay  for  special  duty.  The 
complement  of  apprentice  seamen  authorized  at  each  naval  station  as  apprentice 
petty  officers  shall  be  four  (one  of  each  rating)  for  each  75  apprentice  seamen  under 
training  at  the  station.”  (General  Order  No.  34,  November  28,  1906;  Art.  4427  (27), 
N.  R.,  1913.) 

Pay  and  allowances , insular  force. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  authorized  to  enlist  in  the  insular  force,  United  States 
Navy,  not  to  exceed  500  Filipinos  in  the  following  ratings  and  at  the  following  rates 
of  pay  (Art.  4429,  N.  R.  1913):

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Noth. — The  act  of  May  18,  1920,  provided  for  a 20  per  coat  increase  in  the  pay  of 
all  nurses  during  the  period  January  1,  1920,  to  June  30,  1922.  The  20  per  cent  is 
applicable  to  the  additional  pay  allowed  to  chief  nurses,  but  not  to  the  $10  allowed 
all  nurses  when  serving  beyond  the  continental  limits  of  the  United  States.  (See 
Comp.  Dec.,  May  27,  1920.) 

1.  “The  Nurse  Corps  (female)  of  the  United  States  Navy  is  hereby  established  and 
shall  consist  of  one  superintendent,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 
who  shall  be  a graduate  of  a hospital  training  school  having  a course  of  instruction  of 
not  less  than  two  years,  whose  term  of  office  may  be  terminated  at  his  discretion, 
and  of  as  many  chief  nurses,  nurses,  and  reserve  nurses  as  may  be  needed : Provided, 
That  all  nurses  in  the  Nurse  Corps  shall  be  appointed  or  removed  by  the  Surgeon 
General  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and  that  they  shall  be  gradu- 
ates of  hospital  training  schools  having  a course  of  instruction  not  lees  than  two  yean. 
The  appointment  of  superintendent,  chief  nurses,  nurses,  and  reserve  nurses  shall  be 
subject  to  an  examination  as  to  their  professional,  moral,  mental,  and  physical  fitness, 
and  that  they  shall  be  eligible  for  duty  at  naval  hospitals  and  on  board  of  hospital 
and  ambulance  ships  and  lor  such  special  duty  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  by  the 
Surgeon  General  of  the  Navy.  Reserve  nurses  may  be  assigned  to  active  duty  when 
die  necessities  of  the  service  demand,  and  when  on  such  duty  shall  receive  the  pay 
and  allowances  of  nurses:  Provided , That  they  shall  receive  no  compensation  except 
when  on  active  duty.  The  superintendent,  chief  nurses,  and  nurses  shall  respectively 
receive  the  same  pay,  allowances,  emoluments,  and  privileges  as  are  now  or  may  here- 
after be  provided  by  or  in  pursuance  of  law  for  the  Nurse  Corps  (female)  of  the  Army.” 
(Act  May  13,  1908.  See  also  Art.  1649,  N.  R.  1920.) 

“That  members  of  said  Nurse  Corps  [Army]  shall  receive  transportation  and  neces- 
sary expenses  when  traveling  under  orders,  and  such  allowances  of  quarters  and  sub- 
sistence and  during  illness  such  medical  care  as  may  be  prescribed  in  regulations  by 
the  Secretary  of  War;  and  at  places  where  no  public  quarters  are  available,  commu- 
tation in  lieu  thereof,  and  of  heat  and  light  therefor  at  such  rates  and  upon  such  con- 
ditions as  are  now  or  shall  hereafter  be  provided  by  law.”  (Army  act  July  9,  1918.) 

2.  Accounts. — “Upon  original  entry  into  the  sendee  of  a member  of  the  Nurse 
Corps  (female),  the  officer  taking  up  the  account  will  require  a copy  of  the  nurses’ 
appointment,  or,  if  in  reserve,  a certificate  of  her  enrollment,  as  the  case  may  be, 
snowing  thereon  over  the  proper  signature  the  date  on  which  oath  was  accomplished, 
and  in  addition  a duplicate  copy  of  her  orders  to  duty.  Upon  transfer,  copies  of  her 
accounts  and  duplicate  copies  of  her  orders  will  be  furnished  as  vouchers  to  sub- 
stantiate the  pay  roll.”  (S.  and  A.  Memo.  195,  p.  4237.) 

“Pay  accounts  of  nurses  will  be  carried  as  are  the  pay  accounts  of  officers.  * * * 
Nurses  are  in  no  sense  enlisted,  being  appointed  from  civil  life  as  the  result  of  the 
need  of  certain  professional  qualifications  which  they  possess.  They  will  be  given 
the  consideration  shown  officers  in  all  cases  affecting  pay  and  allowances.”  (Bu. 
Memo.  209,  p.  4592.) 

(a)  Pay  of  nurses  will  be  counted  from  date  oath  is  taken  (if  not  prior  to  dateof 
appointment),  when  followed  by  entrance  on  active  duty.  (Comp.  Dfec.,  November 
17,  1913.) 

3.  Longevity . — Members  of  the  Nurse  Corps  (female)  of  the  Navy  are  entitled  to 
credit,  from  and  after  approval  of  the  act  of  March  23,  1910,  to  prior  service  in  the 
Nurse  Corps  (female)  of  the  Army.  (Comp.  Dec.,  July  22,  1910.) 

In  calculating  longevity  pay  to  nurses,  credit  for  previous  service  in  the  Nurse 
Corps  of  the  Army  or  the  Navy  will  be  allowed.  (Comp.  Dec.,  June  22,  1910.) 

4.  Pay , assigned  as  chief  nurse. — “A  chief  nurse  is  appointed  to  a position  which  she 
continues  to  hold  and  which  carries  pay  until  relief  from  duty  is  accomplished  by 
removal  by  the  Surgeon  General  with  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  War.”  (Op. 
Judge  Advocate  General  of  the  Army,  January  31,  1919.) 

(a)  A nurse  assigned  as  acting  chief  nurse,  receives  the  pay  of  chief  nurse  while 
acting.  (Comp.  Dec.,  January  12,  1911.) 

5.  Allowances  of  superintendent. — The  superintendent  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same 
allowances,  when  on  duty,  as  other  members  of  the  Nurse  Corps.  (Art.  4428  (8) 
N.  R.  1913.) 

6.  Commutation  of  rations  and  subsistence  allowances . — “Members  of  the  Army 
Nurse  Corps  when  on  detached  service  and  when  rations  in  kind  are  not  issued  to 
them,  commutation  of  rations  will  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  $2.50  per  day.”  (Par.  1223-e 
(6),  Army  Regulations  as  changed  by  C.  A.  R.  108.) 

“Female  nurses  at  expiration  of  * * * leave,  will  be  paid  commutation  of 
rations  at  the  money  value  of  one  ration  per  diem,  provided  that  on  or  before  the 
last  day  of  * * * leave  they  shall  have  reported  at  their  proper  station  or  have 
been  discharged.”  (Par.  1223-a  (1),  Army  Regulations  as  changea  by  C.  A.  R.  107.) 
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“Cost  of  meals  and  lodgings,  including  tips,  not  to  exceed  $5  a day  for  the  first  30 
days  of  temporary  duty  at  places  designated  in  the  orders  for  the  performance  of 
temporary  duty,  and  at  a flat  per  diem  allowance  of  $1.50  a day  after  tne  first  30  days 
of  temporary  duty  at  any  one  place.”  (Par.  733,  Army  Regulations  1913  as  amended 
by  C.  A.  R.  78,  aated  August  19,  1918.)  (At  hospitals  where  no  mess  is  established, 
etc.,  see  Comp.  Dec.,  Apnl  28,  1919.) 

(а)  When  on  duty  at  a hospital  where  no  accommodations  are  available,  the  ex- 
pense of  board  and  lodging  procured  for  members  of  the  Nurse  Corps  detailed  for 
duty  is  a proper  charge  against  the  United  States.  (S.  and  A.  Memo.  199;  Comp. 
Dec.,  September  11.  1917.) 

(б)  When  on  duty  on  a hospital  ship  nurses  who  are  required  to  maintain  a sepa- 
rate mess  are  entitled  to  have  their  rations  commuted  at  the  actual  cost  of  the  ration 
plus  the  various  percentages  of  such  cost.  The  “actual  cost  of  ration”  being  the 
actual  cost  to  the  Government.  (Comp.  Dec.,  November  18,  1920.') 

7.  Commutation  of  quarters,  heat , and  light, — “When  on  detached  service  or  as- 

Xed  to  special  duty  in  places  where  there  are  no  public  quarters  available,  the 
vance  of  quarters  for  each  member  of  the  Nurse  Corps  is  fixed  at  two  rooms  [at  $12 
I>er  month  each]  on  which  basis  commutation  of  quarters  will  be  paid.  Commuta- 
tion of  heat  and  light  will  be  paid  for  the  number  of  rooms  actually  occupied  not 
exceeding  two.”  (Art.  1045  Army  Regulations,  1913;  see  also  Comp.  Dec.,  Novem- 
ber 24,  1917.) 

Commutation  of  quarters  (and  heat  and  light)  “will  be  credited  on  the  pay  roll 
upon  the  certificate  of  the  senior  officer  at  the  hospital  or  station  where  members  of 
said  Nurse  Corps  may  be  serving  that  application  for,  and  no  assignment  of  quarters 
has  been  made,  and  that  Government  quarters  are  not  available.”  (Act  June  24, 
1910.)  (Art.  4513  (10),  N.  R.  1913.) 

8.  Hospital  fund. — Nurses  shall  be  checked  20  cents  a month  for  the  hospital  fund. 
(Art.  4428  (5),  N.  R.  1913.) 

9.  Foreign  service  pay. — All  nurses  are  entitled  to  $10  a month  extra  pay  when 
serving  beyond  the  continental  limits  of  the  United  States  (except  Porto  Rico  and 
Hawaii)  (Army  act  July  9,  1918);  said  additional  pay  to  commence  on  date  of  sailing 
from  the  United  States  under  orders  for  foreign  duty.  (Comp.  Dec.,  April  12,  1911.) 

10.  Leave. — Nurses  “shall  be  entitled  to  cumulative  leave  of  absence  with  pay  at 
the  rate  30  days  for  each  calendar  year  of  service  in  said  corps,  not  exceeding,  how- 
ever, 120  days  at  one  time,  and  in  addition  thereto  sick  leave  not  exceeding  30  days 
in  any  one  calendar  year  in  cases  of  illness  or  injury  incurred  in  the  line  of  duty.” 
(Army  act,  July  9,  1918.) 

11.  Travel  allowances. — (See  par.  1,  second  paragraph  thereof;  for  schedule  of  travel 
allowances,  see  Art.  123,  N.  I.  1913.) 

(a)  As  members  of  the  Nurse  Corps  (female)  of  the  Navy  are  entitled  to  the  same 
traveling  allowances  as  the  members  of  the  Nurse  Corps  (female)  of  the  Army,  the 
Army  Regulations  (prescribing  classes  of  expenses  ana  maximum  amounts  allowed 
therefor  for  Army  nurses  when  traveling  under  orders)  must  be  held  to  apply  to  the 
members  of  the  Nurse  Corps  (female)  of  the  Navy  when  traveling  under  orders. 
(Comp.  Dec.,  July  9,  1913.) 

(b)  Navy  nurses  are  entitled  to  receive  the  travel  allowances  provided  for  nurses 
of  the  Army;  also  such  additional  allowance  for  transportation  of  themselves  and 
baggage  in  cases  where  this  service  is  performed  by  the  Government  for  Army  nurses. 
(Comp.  Dec.,  March  28,  1914.) 

12.  Reserve  nurses. — “Reserve  nurses,  when  upon  active  duty,  will  receive  the 
same  pay  as  nurses  who  have  served  in  the  corps  for  periods  corresponding  to  the  full 
period  of  their  active  service.”  (Army  act,  July  9,  1918.) 

13.  Death  gratuity. — The  provisions  of  the  act  of  December  17,  1919,  authorizing 

Eayment  of  death  gratuity  of  six  months’  pay  are  not  applicable  to  nurses.  (Comp. 
>ec.,  September  22,  1920.) 

Pay  and  Allowances  of  Naval  Reserve  Force. 

(Acts  of  August  29, 1916;  July  1,  2918.) 

L.  The  Naval  Reserve  Force  is  divided  into  six  classes,  designated  as  follows: 

Class  1.  The  Fleet  Naval  Reserve. 

Class  2.  The  Naval  Reserve. 

Class  3.  The  Naval  Auxiliary  Reserve. 

Class  4.  The  Naval  Coast  Defense  Reserve. 

Class  5.  The  Naval  Reserve  Flying  Corps. 

Class  6.  The  Volunteer  Naval  Reserve. 
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2.  Regulations , promotions,  transfers,  reenroUments. — “ Enrolled  members  of  the 

Naval  Reserve  Force  when  in  active  service  shall  be  subject  to  the  fore,  regulations, 
and  orders  for  the  government  of  the  regular  Navy  * * (Act  July  1,  1918.) 

In  time  of  peace  no  officer  of  any  class  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  shall  be  promoted 
above  the  grade  of  lieutenant  commander,  “but  in  time  of  war  or  other  national 
emergency  officers  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  of  and  above  the  grade  of  lieutenant 
commander  in* active  service  shall  be  eligible  for  selection  for  promotion  to  the  next 
higher  grade  or  rank.  ’ ’ (Act  July  1,  1918.) 

“That  in  time  of  peace  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  authorized,  in  his  discretion, 
to  order  any  member  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force,  with  his  consent,  who  has  been 
confirmed  in  his  rank,  grade,  or  rating,  to  perform  any  duty  afloat  for  any  period  of 
time  for  which  his  services  may  be  required : Provided,  That  such  members  may  be 
relieved  from  duty  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  at  any  time  and  shall,  upon  their 
own  application,  be  released  from  said  duty  within  four  months  from  the  date  of 
their  application  therefor.  ’ 5 (Act  July  1,  1918.) 

“That  all  members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  shall  be  eligible  for  reenrollment 
in  the  rank,  grade,  or  rating  held  on  the  termination  of  their  last  enrollment.”  (Act 
July  1,  1918.) 

“Enrolled  men  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  and  of  the  Marine  Corps  Reserve, 
other  than  commissioned  and  warrant  officers,  who  have  performed  active  duty  dur- 
ing the  war,  may,  upon  their  own  application,  be  transferred  to  the  regular  Navy 
and  Marine  Corps,  respectively,  to  serve  the  unexpired  term  of  their  enrollment  in 
such  rating  or  rank  as  they  may  be  found  qualified  under  such  regulations  as  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Navy  may  prescribe:  Provided,  That  men  so  transferred  shall  have  at 
least  one  year  to  serve  in  the  regular  Navy  or  Marine  Corps  before  the  expiration  of 
their  current  enlistment:  * * * Provided  further,  That  enrolled  men  so  trans- 
ferred shall  be  entitled  to  and  receive  the  same  pay.  rights,  privileges,  and  allowances 
in  all  respects  as  now  provided  by  existing  law  for  men  regularly  discharged  and 
reenlisted  immediately  upon  expiration  of  their  full  four-year  enlistment  in  the 
regular  Navy  or  Marine  Corps.”  (Act  July  11,  1919.) 

3.  Retainer  pay — Prior  to  confirmation. — “The  retainer  pay  of  all  members  of  the 
Naval  Reserve  Force  except  the  Volunteer  Naval  Reserve  while  enrolled  in  a provi- 
sional rank  or  rating,  and  until  such  time  as  they  shall  have  been  confirmed  in  such 
rank  or  rating,  shall  be  $12  per  annum.  ’ 5 (Act  August  29,  1916. ) 

This  pay  is  paid  to  members  by  the  Government  in  return  for  their  obligation  to 
serve  in  the  Navy  in  time  of  war  or  national  emergency.  This  pay  “shall  be  in  addi- 
tion to  any  pay  to  which  a member  may  be  entitled  by  reason  of  active  service” 
(Act  August  29,  1916),  except  “that  in  time  of  peace  no  member  of  any  clasB  of  the 
Naval  Reserve  Force  shall  be  entitled  to  retainer  pay  when  assigned  to  active  duty 
for  purposes  other  than  training. ’ ’ (Act  July  1,  1918.) 

“ Provided , That  retainer  pay  provided  by  existing  law  shall  not  be  paid  to  any 
member  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  who  fails  to  train  as  provided  by  law  during 
the  year  for  which  he  fails  to  train.  ” (Act,  Navy,  approved  June  4, 1920.) 

4.  Retainer  pay — After  confirmation. — After  confirmation  in  rank,  grade,  or  rating 
the  annual  retainer  pay  of  members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force,  except  officers  in  the 
Naval  Auxiliary  Reserve  and  transferred  members  of  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve, 
“shall  be  the  equivalent  of  two  months’  base  pay  of  the  corresponding  rank,  grade, 
or  rating  in  the  Navy,  but  tho  highest  base  pay  upon  which  the  retainer  pay  of 
officers  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  shall  be  computed  shall  not  b©  greater  than  the 
base  pay  of  a lieutenant  commander.  Service  in  the  Navy,  Marine  Corpe?  National 
Naval  Volunteers,  and  Naval  Militia  shall  be  counted  as  continuous  service  in  the 


Naval  Reserve  Force  both  for  the  purposes  of  retirement  and  of  computing  retainer 
pay.  * * * Provided  * * * That  no  retainer  pay  of  any  member  of  the 
Naval  Reserve  Force  except  those  enlisted  men  transferred  to  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve 
after  16  or  20  or  more  years’  naval  service  shall  be  in  excess  of  the  amount  authorized 
to  members  having  had  16  years’  continuous  service  therein.”  (Act  July  1,  1918.) 

5.  Retainer  pay — Checkages  and  credits . — “ No  checkage  will  be  made  against  retainer 
pay  until  it  is  known  that  other  efforts  to  secure  adjustment  have  been  unsuccessful. 
* * * No  credits  will  be  made  to  retainer  pay.”  (S.  and  A.  Memo.  219,  p.  4864.) 

“*  * * But  any  member  [of  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve — except  transferred 
enlisted  men]  who  has  failed  to  perform  three  months’  active  service  with  the  Navy 
in  any  term  of  enrollment  shall,  on  the  next  reenrollment,  receive  retainer  pay  at 
the  rate  of  $12  per  annum  until  such  time  as  he  shall  have  completed  three  months’ 
active  service.  (Act  August  29,  1916.)  (See  par.  17  “Penalties.”) 

6.  Retainer  pay , reenroUment.—11  Service  in  the  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  National 
Naval  Volunteers,  and  Naval  Militia  shall  be  counted  as  continuous  service  in  the 
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Naval  Reserve  Force  both  for  the  purpose  of  retirement  and  of  computing  retainer 
pay.”  (Act  July  1,  1918:  Comp.  Dec.,  October  14,  1918.) 

Members  who  reenroll  for  four  years  within  four  months  after  discharge  from  a pre- 
vious enrollment  and  who  have  performed  during  such  previous  enrollment  the  mini- 
mum  amount  of  active  service  “shall  for  each  such  enrollment  receive  an  increase 
of  25  per  cent  of  their  base  retainer  pay.  ’ ’ (Act  August  29, 1916. ) Such  total  increases, 
however,  are  limited  to  100  per  cent.  (Comp.  Dec.,  January  15,  1919.) 

7.  Pay  and  allowances — Active  service. — Members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  when 
employed  in  active  service  ashore  or  afloat,  under  the  Navy  Department,  shall  receive 
the  same  pay  and  allowances  as  received  by  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the 
regular  Navy  of  the  same  rank,  grades,  or  ratings  and  of  the  same  length  of  service, 
which  shall  include  service  in  the  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  Naval  Reserve  Force,  Naval 
Militia,  National  Naval  Volunteers,  or  Marine  Corps  Reserve.”  (Act  July  1,  1918.) 

8.  Minimum  active  service. — The  minimum  active  service  required  for  maintaining 
the  efficiency  of  members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  is  as  follows: 

The  Fleet  Naval  Reserve:  Three  months’  active  service  with  the  Navy  in  any 
term  of  enrollment,  which  may  be  taken  in  one  or  mare  periods  at  the  election  of 
the  member.  (Act  August  29,  1916.) 

“ * * * That  hereafter  the  minimum  amount  of  active  service  required  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  efficiency  of  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve  shall  be  the  same  as  for 
the  Naval  Reserve.”  (Act  Navy  (sec.  9),  approved  June  4,  1920.) 

The  Naval  Reserve:  Two  months  during  each  term  of  enrollment  and  an  attendance 
at  not  less  than  36  drills  during  each  year  or  other  equivalent  duty.  The  active  service 
may  be  in  one  period  or  in  periods  of  not  less  than  15  days  each.  (Act  July  1, 1918.) 

The  Naval  Auxiliary  Reserve:  As  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 
(Act  August  29,  1916.) 

The  Naval  Coast  Defense  Reserve:  Same  as  for  the  Naval  Reserve. 

The  Volunteer  Naval  Reserve:  No  period  specified. 

The  Naval  Reserve  Flying  Corps:  Same  as  for  the  Naval  Reserve. 

9.  Clothing, — Members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  shall,  upon  first  reporting  for 
active  service  for  training  during  each  enrollment,  be  credited  with  a uniform  gratuity 
or  to  a “gratuitous  issue  of  uniform  ” as  follows: 

In  time  of  peace,  officers,  $50.  (Act  August  29,  1916.) 

In  time  of  peace,  members  other  than. officers,  such  gratuitous  issue  of  uniforms  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  Secretary  of  the  Navy.  (Act  July  1,  1918.) 

In  time  of  war  or  national  emergency,  officers,  $150.  (Act  August  29,  1916.) 

In  time  of  war  or  national  emergency,  members  other  than  officers  enrolling  on 
or  subsequent  to  July  1,  1918,  the  same  gratuitous  issue  of  uniform  as  that  prescribed 
for  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy. 

In  time  of  war  or  national  emergency  and  during  a current  enrollment  where  a 
member  has  previously  been  credited  the  peace-time  gratuity,  such  member  would 
be  entitled  to  the  war-time  gratuity  less  previous  peace-time  credits.  If  a member 
severs  his  connection  with  the  service  without  compulsion  on  the  part  of  the  Govern- 
ment before  the  term  of  enrollment  has  expired,  “the  amount  so  credited  shall  be 
deducted  from  any  money  that  may  become  due  him.”  (Act  August  29,  1916.) 

“That  no  part  of  the  clothing  gratuity  credited  to  members  of  the  Naval  Reserve 
Force  shall  be  deducted  from  their  accounts  where  said  members  accept  or  have 
accepted  temporary  appointments  in  the  Navy  in  time  of  war  or  other  national 
emergency.”  (Act  July  1,  1918.) 

10.  Subsistence. — See  paragraph  20,  under  “Transient  additions  to  pay.” 

11.  Retirement. — “That  no  member  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  (except  trans- 
ferred enlisted  members  of  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve)  shall  be  eligible  for  retirement 
other  than  for  physical  disability  incurred  in  the  line  of  duty.”  (Act  July  1,  1918,) 

12.  Disenrollment  at  age  64. — “That  members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  shall, 
upon  reaching  the  age  of  64  years,  be  disenrolled,  except  that  in  time  of  war  or  other 
national  emergency  such  members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force,  if  in  active  service, 
may  be  continued  therein  during  such  period  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may 
determine,  but  not  longer  than  six  months  after  said  war  or  other  national  emergency 
shall  cease  to  exist.”  (Act  July  1,  1918.) 

CLASS  1. — FLEET  NAVAL  RESERVE. 

13.  Membership. — 

(a)  “All  former  officers  of  the  United  States  naval  service,  including  midshipmen 
who  have  left  the  service  under  honorable  conditions. 

(b)  “ Citizens  of  the  United  States  who  have  been  or  may  be  entitled  to  be  honorably 
discharged  from  the  naval  service  after  not  less  than  one  four-year  term  of  enlistment 
or  after  a term  of  enlistment  during  minority  and  who  shall  have  enrolled  in  the 
Naval  Reserve  Force,  shall  be  eligible  for  membership  in  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve.” 
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(c)  By  transfer  from  the  naval  service,  upon  voluntary  application  and  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  enlisted  men  at  the  expiration  of  an  enlist- 
ment completing  16  years’  naval  service,  who  may  then  be  entitled  to  an  honorable 
discharge. 

(d)  And  by  transfer  from  the  naval  service  upon  voluntary  application  therefor, 
and  in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  enlisted  men  “with  20  or  more 
years  naval  service . ” 

Service  in  the  Civil  or  Spanish- American  Wars  can  not  be  counted  as  double  time 
in  computing  service  of  enlisted  men  for  transfer  to  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve.  (Comp. 
Dec.,  May  14,  1918.) 

14.  Pay  allowances , etc.,  of — 

“ Former  officers”  (as  named  in  par.  13  (a)  supra):  Pay,  retainer,  prior  to  con- 
firmation, see  paragraph  3;  after  confirmation,  see  paragraph  4;  pay,  active  service, 
see  paragraph  7 ; clothing,  see  paragraph  9. 

“Citizens”  (as  named  in  par.  13  (6)  supra):  Pay  and  allowances,  same  references 
as  “Former  officers,”  preceding. 

“Sixteen-year  service  men”  (as  named  in  par.  13  (c)  supra):  Pay,  retainer,  one- 
third  of  “the  base  pay  they  were  receiving  at  the  close  of  their  last  naval  service 
plus  all  permanent  additions  thereto,”  increased  by  10  per  cent  if  “credited  with 
extraordinary  heroism  in  the  line  of  duty.” 

Pay,  active  service,  see  paragraph  7;  clothing,  see  paragraph  9;  retirement,  see  “20- 
year  service  men,”  below. 

“Twenty-year  service  men”  (as  named  in  par.  13  ( d ) supra):  Pay,  retainer,  one- 
half  of  the  “ base  pay  they  were  receiving  at  the  close  of  their  last  naval  service  plus 
all  permanent  additions  thereto,”  increased  by  10  per  cent  if  “credited  with  extraor- 
dinary heroism  in  the  line  of  duty”  or  whose  average  marks  in  conduct  for  20  years 
or  more  shall  not  be  less  than  95  per  centum  of  the  maximum.  (Act  August  29,  1916.) 

Pay,  active  service,  see  paragraph  7;  clothing,  see  paragraph  9. 

(a)  The  increase  of  pay  provided  by  the  act  May  22,  1917,  and  as  made  permanent 
within  certain  bounds  by  the  act  July  11,  1919,  is  to  be  included  as  base  pay  in  cal- 
culating the  retainer  pay  of  transferred  members  of  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve.  (Comp. 
Dec.,  September  30,  1919.)  (This  decision  shows  detailed  method  of  computing 
such  retainer  pay.) 

“ Provided  farther,  That  the  retainer  pay  of  those  members  of  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve 
who,  pursuant  to  call,  shall  return  to  active  duty  within  one  month  after  the  approval 
of  this  act  and  shall  continue  on  active  duty  until  the  Navy  shall  have  been  re- 
cruited up  to  its  permanent  authorized  strength  * * * but  not  beyond  June  30, 
1922,  shall  be  computed  upon  the  base  pay  they  are  receiving  when  retransferred  to 
inactive  duty,  plus  the  additions  or  increases  prescribed  in  the  naval  appropriation 
act  approved  August  29,  1916,  for  members  of  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve.  (Act 
May  18,  1920.) 

Retirement:  Upon  completing  30  years’  service  (16  and  20  years’  Fleet  Reserve 
men)  members  may,  upon  their  own  request,  “be  placed  on  the  retired  list  of  the 
Navy  with  the  pay  they  were  then  receiving  plus  the  allowances  to  which  enlisted 
men  of  the  same  rating  are  entitled  on  retirement  after  30  years’  naval  service.” 
(Act  August  29,  1916.) 

In  computing  30  years’  service,  service  in  the  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  National  Naval 
Volunteers,  Naval  Militia  (act  July  1,  1918),  and  Fleet  Naval  Reserve  (act  August 
29,  1916)  shall  be  counted. 

15.  Hospital  fund. — The  hospital  fund  of  transferred  members  of  the  Fleet  Naval 
Reserve  is  deducted  from  their  retainer  pay.  (S.  and  A.  Memo.  197,  p.  4297.) 

16.  Travel  allowance. — “No  member  shall  be  entitled  to  travel  allowance  unless  the 
period  of  such  active  service  is  for  not  less  than  one  month  or  unless  specifically  pro- 
vided for  by  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy.” 
(Act  Aug.  29,  1916.) 

17.  Penalties. — “Any  pay  which  may  be  due  any  member  of  the  Fleet  Naval 
Reserve  shall  be  forfeited  when  so  ordered  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  upon  the 
failure,  under  such  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 
of  such  man  to  report  for  inspection.’  (Act  Aug.  29,  1916.) 

“That  hereafter  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may,  in  his  discretion,  withhold  any 
part  or  all  of  the  retainer  pay  which  may  be  due  a member  of  the  Naval  Reserve 
Force  where  such  member  fails  to  perform  such  duty  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force:  Provided , Tnat  any  money  so  with- 
held shall  be  credited  to  the  appropriation  for  organizing  and  administering  the 
Naval  Reserve  Force  to  be  used  for  any  purpose  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may 
consider  proper  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  * * *.  ’

18.  Pay , retainer. — Before  confirmation,  $12  per  annum;  after  confirmation  in  rank 
or  rating,  “two  months’  base  pay  of  any  corresponding  rank  or  rating  in  the  Navy,” 
but  not  nigher  (for  officer)  than  the  base  pay  of  a lieutenant  commander. 

CLASS  3. — NAVAL  AUXILIARY  RESERVE. 

19.  Pay , retainer. — before  confirmation,  $12  per  annum;  “after  confirmation  in  rank 
or  rating  * * * for  officers:  One  month’s  base  pay  of  the  corresponding  rank  in 
the  Navy  but  not  above  that  of  base  pay  of  a lieutenant  commander;  and  for  men: 
Two  months’  base  pay  of  the  corresponding  rating  in  the  Navy.” 

Pay , active  duty. — While  on  active  duty  a member  will  receive  the  full  pay  of  his 
rank  or  rating. 

CLASS  4. — NAVAL  COAST  DEFENSE  RESERVE. 

20.  Pay , retainer. — Before  confirmation,  $12  per  annum ; after  confirmation  in  rank 
or  rating,  “two  months’  base  pay  of  the  corresponding  rank  or  rating  in  the  Navy.” 

CLASS  5. — NAVAL  RESERVE  FLYING  CORPS. 

21.  Pay,  retainer. — Before  confirmation,  $12  per  annum;  after  conrfimation  in  rank 
or  rating,  “two  months’  base  pay  of  the  corresponding  rank  or  rating  in  the  Navy.” 

CLA88  6. — VOLUNTEER  NAVAL  RESERVE. 

22.  Members  of  this  class  are  eligible  for  membership  in  any  one  of  the  other  classes 
of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  and  obligate  themselves  to  serve  in  the  Navy  in  any  one 
of  said  classes  without  retainer  pay  and  uniform  gratuity  in  time  of  peace. 

(a)  In  time  of  war  officers  of  Volunteer  Naval  Reserve  on  active  duty  are  entitled 
to  uniform  gratuity  of  $150  for  a full  term  enrollment.  (Comp.  Dec.,  August  7,  1917.) 

NAVAL  MILITIA  AND  NATIONAL  NAVAL  VOLUNTEERS. 

“That  upon  the  approval  of  this  act  all  laws  heretofore  enacted  by  the  Congress 
relating  to  the  Naval  Militia  and  the  National  Naval  Volunteers  be,  and  the  same 
hereby  are,  repealed;  and  the  President  is  authorized  to  transfer  as  a class  all  mem- 
bers of  the  National  Naval  Volunteers  to  the  class  ‘the  Naval  Reserve,’  ‘the  Naval 
Reserve  Flying  Corps,’  or  ‘the  Marine  Corps  Reserve’  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  or 
the  Marine  Corps  Reserve,  for  general  service,  in  the  confirmed  rank,  grade,  or  rating 
they  now  hold  in  the  National  Naval  Volunteers.”  (Act  July  1,  1918.)  The  trans- 
fer authorized  by  the  act  preceding  was  effected  July  1,  1918.  (See  G.  O.  400-1913.) 

Provided  further , That  until  June  30,  1922,  of  the  Organized  Militia  as  provided  by 
law,  such  part  as  may  be  duly  prescribed  in  any  State,  Territory,  or  the  District  of 
Columbia  shall  constitute  a Naval  Militia;  and  until  June  30, 1922,  such  of  the  Naval 
Militia  as  now  is  in  existence,  and  as  now  organized  and  prescribed  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy  under  authority  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  February  16,  1914,  shall 
be  a part  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  authorized  to 
maintain  and  provide  for  said  Naval  Militia  as  provided  in  said  act.”  (Naval  appro- 
priation act,  June  4,  1920.)

— “The  officers  of  the  Marine  Qorps  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  the  same  pay  and  allowance,  * * * as  are  or  may  be  provided  by  or 
in  pursuance  of  law  for  officers  * * * of  like  grades  in  the  Infantry  of  the  Army.” 
(Sec.  1612,  R.  S.) 

3.  Pay,  longevity . — (a)  “There  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  to  each  commissioned 
officer  below  the  rank  of  brigadier  general,  including  chaplains  and  others  having 
assimilated  rank  and  pay,  ten  per  centum  of  their  current  yearly  pay  for  each  term 
of  five  years’  service.  (Sec.  1262,  R.  S.) 

( b ) “The  total  amount  of  such  increase  for  length  of  service  shall  in  no  case  exceed 
forty  per  centum  on  the  yearly  pay  of  the  grade  as  provided  by  law.”  (Sec.  1263, 

(c)  “In  no  case  shall  the  pay  of  a colonel  exceed  five  thousand  dollars  a year,  the 
pay  of  a lieutenant  colonel  exceed  four  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  a year,  or  the 

Eay  of  a major  exceed  four  thousand  dollars  a year.”  (Sec.  1267,  R.  S.,  as  amended 
y the  act  of  May  11,  1908.) 

(d)  Longevity  pay  of  officers  is  computed  from  date  of  acceptance  of  appointment: 
Provided , That  hereafter  longevity  pay  for  officers  in  the  Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps, 
Coast  Guard,  Public  Health  Service,  and  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  shall  be  based 
on  the  total  of  all  service  in  any  or  all  of  said  services.  (Act  of  May  18,  1920;  41 
Stat.  601.) 

3.  Pay , on  leave. — (a)  “Officers  when  absent  on  account  of  sickness  (except  as 
provided  in  par.  4 below)  or  wounds  or  lawfully  absent  from  duty  and  waiting 
orders,  shall  receive  full  pay;  when  absent  with  leave,  for  other  causes,  full  pay 
during  such  absence  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  thirty  days  in  one  year,  and 
half  pay  during  such  absence  exceeding  thirty  days  in  one  year.  When  absent  with- 
out leave,  they  shall  forfeit  all  pay  during  such  absence,  unless  the  absence  is  excused 
as  unavoidable.”  (Sec.  1205,  K.  S.) 

(6)  “In  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  leave  of  absence  without  deduction 
of  pay  and  allowances  may  be  extended  to  four  months  if  taken  only  once  in  four 
years.”  (Act  July  29,  1876;  19  Stat.  102.) 

4.  Pay  while  absent , sick. — No  officer  or  enlisted  man  absent  from  duty  on  account 
of  sickness,  disease,  or  injury  resulting  from  his  own  intemperate  use  of  drugs,  alco- 
holic liquors,  or  other  misconduct  shall  received  pay  for  such  period  of  absence.  (Acts 
April  27,  1914;  August  29,  1916;  and  July  1,  1918.) 

5.  Pay , additional,  for  foreign  service. — (a)  “ Provided , That,  hereafter  the  pay  proper 
of  all  officers  serving  beyond  the  limits  of  the  States  comprising  the  Union  and  the 
Territories  of  the  United  States  contiguous  thereto  shall  be  increased  ten  per  centum 
over  and  above  the  rates  of  pay  proper  as  fixed  by  law  for  time  of  peace,  and  the 
time  of  such  service  shall  be  counted  from  the  date  of  departure  from  said  States  to 
the  date  of  return  thereto.”  (Both  dates  inclusive;  see  13  Comp.  632.)  (Act  March 
2,  1901;  31  Stat.  903.)  (See  also  act  of  March  3,  1901;  31  Stat.  1108;  and  Army  act  of 
June  30,  1902.) 

(b)  By  the  act  of  June  12,  1906  (34  Stat.  247),  officers  serving  in  Porto  Rico  and 
Hawaii  are  excepted  from  the  provisions  of  the  above  act  (13  Comp.  33).  This  does 
not  include  the  Marine  Corps;  see  note  below,  case  of  Vulte  v.  United  States. 

(c)  “Increase  of  pay  for  service  beyond  the  limits  of  the  States  comprising  the 
Union  and  the  Territories  of  the  United  States  contiguous  thereto  shall  be  as  now 
provided  by  law.”  (Act  May  11,  1908.)  The  provisions  of  this  act  are  construed  to 
continue  the  limitation  imposed  by  the  act  of  June  12,  1906,  above,  as  to  Porto  Rico 
and  Hawaii.  (Comp.  Dec.,  June  2,  1908.) 

An  officer  or  enlisted  man  of  the  Marine  Corps  serving  in  Porto  Rico  since  the  act 
of  March  2,  1901  (31  Stat.,  903)  is  respectively  entitled  to  10  and  20  per  cent  increase 
of  pay  for  such  service,  as  well  as  during  the  outward  and  return  voyages.  (Court  of 
Claims  of  the  United  States  No.  30481  (decided  April  1,  1912),  Nelson  P.  Vulte  v. 
United  States.)  Under  this  decision  officers  and  men  of  the  Marine  Corps  continued 
to  be  entitled  to  10  and  20  per  cent  increase  while  serving  in  Canal  Zone,  Panama, 
Hawaii,  or  Porto  Rico  until  the  act  of  August  24,  1912,  quoted  in  (f)  below. 

(d)  The  10  per  cent  increase  for  foreign  service  is  computed  on  base  pay  and  per- 
manent additions  only.  (Sup.  Ct.,  March  13, 1905;  Mills  Dec.  and  Compts.  Dec..  May 
19  and  June  4,  1915:  21  Compt.  811  and  848,  respy.) 
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(Under  the  above,  foreign-service  pay  of  officers  should  be  computed  on  base  and 
„ longevity  pay  only.) 

(e)  Officers  and  men  of  a marine  battalion  on  shore  duty,  who  are  not  specifically 
detached  from  this  duty  but  are  embarked  on  a transport  for  passage  for  special  tem- 
porary expeditionary  duty  beyond  seas,  are  while  in  such  status,  entitled  to  foreign 
service  pay.  (See  also  Comp.  Dec.,  November  7, 1911;  p.  1912,  Bu.  Memo.  No.  129.) 
(Comp.  Dec.,  March  22,  1912.) 

(f)  1 * Provided , That  hereafter  the  laws  allowing  increase  of  pay  to  officers  and  enlisted 
men  for  foreign  service  shall  not  apply  to  service  in  the  Canal  Zone,  Panama,  or  Hawaii 
or  Porto  Rico.  (Act  of  August  24,  1912,  37  Stat.  576.) 

(g)  When  officers  and  men  are  assigned  to  shore  duty  abroad  they  become  entitled 
to  the  additional  pay  when  they  start  upon  that  duty.  When  the  orders  to  shore 
duty  abroad  are  given  before  departure  from  the  United  States  the  pay  begins  upon 
departure,  but  when  given  abroad  the  pay  begins  upon  landing,  The  officers  are 
entitled  to  traveling  expenses  (mess  bill)  from  the  time  of  departure  to  time  of  arrival 
at  objective  point.  (Comp.  Dec.,  June  5,  1914;  Bu.  Memo.  160,  p.  3253.) 

( h ) “Provided further,  That  marine  gunners  and  quartermaster  clerks  of  the  Marine 
Corps  assigned  on  foreign  shore  service  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  increased  com- 
pensation and  under  the  same  conditions  as  is  now  or  hereafter  allowed  by  law  to 
commissioned  officers  of  the  Marine  Corps.”  (Act  March  4,  1917,  39  Stat.  1188.) 

(t)  Sea  pay. — Provided , That  the  increased  compensation  as  now  fixed  by  law  for 
the  Marine  Corps  for  foreign  shore  service  shall  hereafter  be  paid  to  the  officers  and 
enlisted  men  of  that  corps  while  on  sea  duty,  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the 
same  conditions  as  is  provided  by  the  act  approved  May  13,  1908,  for  officers  of  the 
Navy.  (Act  March  3,  1915.)  Officers  or  men  are  not  entitled  to  sea  pay  under  this 
act  while  in  confinement  awaiting  or  undergoing  trials  (Compts.  Dec.,  August  24, 1915; 
Bu.  Memo.  174,  p.  3766),  nor  while  on  leave  or  furlough  (see  Comp.  Dec.,  June  8, 
1915,  Memo.  172,  p.  3703).  Entitled  to  sea  pay  for  duty  performed  at  sea  under 
orders  though  not  formally  or  technically  attached  to  the  vessel  as  part  of  her  com- 
plement (see  22  Comp.  271). 

6.  Pay  for  providing  mounts. — (a)  “In  case  any  officer  below  the  grade  of  major, 
required  to  be  mounted,  provides  himself  with  suitable  mounts  at  his  own  expense, 
he  shall  receive  an  addition  to  his  pay  of  $150  per  annum  if  he  provides  one  mount, 
and  $200  per  annum  if  he  provides  two  mounts.”  (Act  May  11,  1908.) 

(b)  Officers  required  by  regulations  or  orders  from  proper  authority  to  be  mounted 
may  obtain  the  additional  pay  for  providing  such  mounts  in  the  following  manner: 
By  filing  with  the  first  voucher  (N.  M.'  C.  426)  on  which  credit  is  claimed  duplicate 
copies  of  their  orders  requiring  them  to  be  mounted,  together  with  proper  certificates 
from  their  commanding  officer  that  the  mount,  or  mounts,  are  in  all  respects  suitable 
for  the  military  service  and  conform  to  the  standards  for  mounts  prescribed  by  proper 
authority  (citing  authority).  Subsequent  vouchers  need  only  refer  to  the  original 
authority  and  the  first  voucher  with  which  such  authority  is  filed. 

(c)  An  officer  of  the  Marine  Corps  required  to  be  mounted,  and  who  provides  him- 
self with  a suitable  mount  at  his  own  expense,  is,  while  temporarily  detached  from 
the  station  where  his  mount  is  kept,  entitled  to  mounted  pay  so  long  as  his  mount 
is  actually  and  exclusively  owned  and  kept  for  his  use  in  the  military  service.  (Comp. 
Dec.,  April  19,  1912.) 

7.  Pay  aviation  duty.— fa)  Hereafter  officers  of  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  ap- 
pointed student  naval  aviators,  while  lawfully  detailed  for  duty  involving  actual  fly- 
ing in  aircraft,  including  balloons,  dirigibles,  and  aeroplanes,  shall  receive  the  pay 
and  allowances  of  their  rank  and  service  plus  35  per  cent  increase  thereof,  and 
those  officers  who  have  heretofore  qualified,  or  may  hereafter  qualify,  as  naval  avi- 
ators, under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  have  been  or  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  shall,  while  lawfully  detailed  for  duty  involving  actual  flying 
in  aircraft,  receive  the  pay  and  allowances  of  their  rank  and  service  plus  50  per  cent 
increase  thereof:  * * * Hereafter  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy  or  Marine  Corps, 
while  detailed  for  duty  involving  actual  flying  in  aircraft,  shall  receive  the  pay,  and 
the  permanent  additions  thereto,  including  allowances,  of  their  rating  and  service, 
or  rank  and  service,  as  the  case  may  be,  plus  50  per  cent  increase  thereof.  (Act  of 
March  3,  1915.) 

(b)  The  act  approved  August  29,  1916,  provides  that  the  officers  detailed  and  the 
enlisted  men  of  the  Naval  Flying  Corps  shall  receive  the  same  pay  and  allowances 
that  are  now  provided  by  law  for  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  same  grade  or  rank 
and  rating  in  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  detailed  to  duty  with  aircraft  involving 
actual  flying. 

(c)  The  act  approved  August  29,  1916,  provides  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so 
construed  as  to  prevent  the  detail  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  other  branches  of  the 
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Navy  as  student  aviators  or  student  airmen  in  such  numbers  as  the  needs  of  the  service 
may  require.  Such  officers  and  enlisted  men,  while  detailed  as  student  aviators  and 
student  airmen  involving  actual  flying  in  aircraft,  shall  receive  the  same  pay  and 
allowances  that  are  now  provided  by  law  for  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  same  grade 
or  rank  and  rating  in  the  Navy  detailed  for  duty  with  aircraft. 

(d)  This  increase  applies  to  base  and  longevity  pay  only.  Not  computed  on  sea 
or  foreign  service  pay.  (See  22  Comp.,  p.  11.)  Entitled  to  increase  while  on  leave. 
(See  Comp.  Dec.,  Bu.  Memo.,  162,  p.  3333.) 

(e)  That  hereafter  the  allowances  of  officers,  enlisted  men,  and  student  flyers  of  the 
naval  service  shall  in  no  case  be  increased  by  reason  of  the  performance  of  aviation 
duty.  (Act  of  July  1,  1918.) 

8.  Pay , retired  officers. — (a)  “Officers  retired  from  active  service  shall  receive  75  per 
cent  of  the  pay  of  the  rank  upon  which  they  are  retired.”  (R.  S.  1274.) 

(6)  “The  commissioned  officers  of  the  Marine  Corps  shall  be  retired  in  like  cases, 
in  the  same  manner,  and  with  the  same  realtive  conditions  in  all  respects  as  are  pro- 
vided for  officers  of  the  Army  * * *.”  (R.  S.  1622.) 

(c)  Officers  below  the  grade  of  lieutenant  colonel  assigned  to  active  duty  are  entitled, 
while  so  assigned,  to  receive  the  full  pay  and  allowances  of  their  respective  grades, 
but  retired  officers  above  the  grade  of  major,  assigned  to  active  duty,  receive  only 
the  full  retired  pay  of  their  grade,  except  that  a colonel  or  lieutenant  colonel,  assigned 
to  active  duty,  shall  receive  the  same  pay.  and  allowances  as  a retired  major  would 
receive  under  a similar  assignment.  (Act  of  June  12,  1906.) 

The  act  approved  August  29,  1916,  provides  that  hereafter  any  retired  officer  of  the 
naval  service  who  shall  be  detailed  on  active  duty  shall,  while  so  serving,  receive  the 
active-duty  pay  and  allowances  of  the  grade,  not  above  that  of  lieutenant  commander 
in  the  Navy  or  of  major  in  the  Marine  Corps,  that  he  would  have  attained  in  due  course 
of  promotion  if  he  had  remained  on  the  active  list  for  a period  beyond  the  date  of  his 
retirement  equal  to  the  total  amount  of  time  during  which  he  has  been  detailed  on 
active  duty  since  his  retirement:  Provided , That  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed 
to  reduce  the  pay  of  any  retired  officer  on  active  duty  whose  retired  pay  exceeds  the 
active-duty  pay  and  allowances  for  the  grade  of  lieutenant  commander. 

(d)  li  Provided,  That  assignments  which  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  made  of 
retired  officers  of  the  Army  to  active  duty  as  acting  quartermasters  shall  be  regarded 
as  assignments  to  staff  duties  not  involving  service  with  troops  within  the  meaning 
of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  April  23,  1904.” 

(e)  “ Provided,  further,  That  hereafter  any  retired  officer  of  the  Army  who  has  been 
detailed  to  active  duty,  and  who  has,  since  his  retirement,  served  on  active  detail, 
shall  be  entitled  to  increases  of  longevity  pay  to  be  computed  as  provided  by  existing 
statute  for  the  computation  of  longevity  pay  for  the  time  of  his  service  before  retire- 
ment and  on  active  detail  since  his  retirement.”  (Act  May  12,  1917,  40  Stat.  48.) 
(See  23  Comp.,  715.) 

(/)  That  hereafter,  during  the  existence  of  war  or  of  a national  emergency  declared 
by  the  President  to  exist,  any  commissioned  or  warrant  officer  of  the  Navy,  Marine 
Corps,  or  Coast  Guard  of  the  United  States  on  the  retired  list  may,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  be  ordered  to  active  duty  at  sea  or  on  shore;  and  any 
retired  officer  performing  such  active  duty  in  time  of  war  or  national  emergency,  de- 
clared as  aforesaid,  shall  be  entitled  to  promotion  on  the  retired  list  to  the  grade  or  rank 
not  above  that  of  a lieutenant  commander  in  the  Navy  or  major  in  the  Marine  Corps 
or  captain  in  the  Coast  Guard,  and  shall  thereafter  receive  the  pay  and  allowances 
thereof,  which  his  total  active  service  as  an  officer  both  prior  and  subsequent  to  re- 
tirement, in  the  manner  rendered  by  him,  would  have  enabled  him  to  attain  in  due 
course  of  promotion  had  such  service  been  rendered  continuously  on  the  active  list 
during  the  period  of  time  last  past.  (Act  July  1,  1918.) 

(g)  That  during  the  existence  of  war  or  of  a national  emergency,  declared  as  aforesaid 
any  commissioned  or  warrant  officer  of  the  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  or  Coast  Guard  of  the 
United  States  on  the  retired  list,  while  on  active  duty,  may  be  temporarily  advanced 
to  and  commissioned  in  such  higher  grade  or  rank  on  the  retired  list,  not  above  that 
of  lieutenant  commander  in  the  Navy  or  major  in  the  Marine  Corps,  or  captain  in  the 
Coast  Guard,  as  the  President  may  determine,  and  any  officer  so  advanced  shall,  while 
on  active  duty,  be  entitled  to  the  same  pay  and  allowances  as  officers  of  like  grade  or 
on  the  active  list:  Provided,  That  any  such  commissioned  or  warrant  officer  who  ha a 
been  so  temporarily  advanced  in  grade  or  rank  shall,  upon  his  relief  from  active  duty, 
or  in  any  case  not  later  than  six  months  after  the  termination  of  the  war  or  of  the  na- 
tional emergency,  declared  as  aforesaid,  revert  to  the  grade  or  rank  on  the  retired  list 
and  to  the  pay  and  allowance  status  which  he  would  have  held  had  he  not  been  so 
temporarily  advanced : Provided  further,  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  operate  to  reduce 
the  pay  and  allowances  now  allowed  by  law  to  retired  officers.  (Act  July  1,  1918.) 
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9.  Hospital  fund. — (a)  Twenty  cents  per  month  is  deducted  from  the  pay  of  each 
person  of  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps,  active  and  retired,  to  be  applied  to  the  naval 
hospital  fund.  (R.  S.  1614.) 

(6)  Officers,  active  or  retired,  admitted  to  naval,  Army,  marine,  or  other  hospitals, 
where  the  expenses  are  paid  by  the  United  States,  are  checked  the  value  of  one  Navy 
ration  (68  cents)  per  day  to  be  credited  to  the  naval-hospital  fund.  (R.  S.  4812  and 
ArtB.  R.  4521  ana  R.  4522,  Navy  Reg.,  1913.)  (Act  October  6,  1917;  Bu.  Memo.  200,

ALLOWANCES — OFFICERS  MARINE  CORPS. 

10.  Mileage  and  traveling  expenses — without  troops. — (a)  Officers  of  all  grades, 
whether  active  or  retired,  are  allowed  mileage  at  the  rate  of  8 cents  per  mile  for  travel 
under  competent  orders  on  duty  without  troops  in  the  United  States,  and  to  actual 
and  necessary  expenses  for  such  travel  abroad,  or  for  repeated  travel  in  the  United 
States.  (See  act  of  June  10,  1896  (29  Stat.,  376),  act  of  Aug.  5,  1882  (22  Stat.,  286), 
and  8 Comp.  Dec.,  123,  as  to  mileage  and  travel  abroad,  and  act  July  1,  1902,  and  Art. 
4495  (5)  and  (6),  Navy  Reg.,  1913,  as  to  repeated  travel.) 

(h)  Travel  with  troops. — For  travel  on  duty  with  troops,  transportation  only  is 
allowed  officers  for  all  travel  in  the  United  States,  the  home  waters  thereof,  ana  for 
travel  in  the  Philippine  Archipelago,  the  Hawaiian  Archipelago,  and  between  the 
United  States  and  Alaska;  but  for  all  other  sea  travel  (except  when  regularly  attached 
to  vessels  of  the  Navy  for  duty)  on  duty  with  troops  actual  expenses  only,  not  including 
any  shore  expenses  at  port  of  embarkation  or  debarkation.  (Army  act  June  12,  1906; 
Comp.  Dec.,  Nov.  9,  1906— case  of  Maj.  Myers.) 

11.  Commutation  of  quarters.— (a)  “Where  there  are  public  quarters  belonging  to 
the  United  States,  officers  may  be  furnished  with  quarters  in  kind,  in  such  public 
quarters,  and  not  elsewhere,  by  the  Quartermasters  Department,  assigning  to  the 
officers  of  each  grade,  respectively,  such  number  of  rooms  as  is  stated  in  the  following 
table:

PAY  IN  GENERAL. 

1.  Pay  assimilated  with  Army. — (a)  * * * “The  enlisted  men  of  the  Marine 
Corps  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  same  pay  and  bounty  for  reenlisting  as  are  or 
may  be  provided  by  or  in  pursuance  of  law  for  * * * enlisted  men  of  like  grades 
in  the  Infantry  of  the  Army.”  (R.  S.  1612.) 

(6)  “No  officer  or  enlisted  man  absent  from  duty  on  account  of  sickness,  disease,  or 
injury  resulting  from  his  own  intemperate  use  of  drugs,  alcoholic  liquors,  or  other 
misconduct  shall  receive  pay  for  such  period  of  absence.”  (Acts  of  April  27,  1914, 
August  29,  1916,  and  July  1,  1918.) 

(c)  Sergeant  majors  and  quartermaster  sergeants  are  entitled  to  the  pay  of  regimental 
sergeant  majors  and  regimental  quartermaster  sergeants.  United  States  Army,  respec- 
tively. (6  Comp.  Dec.  599.) 

(< d ) That  the  pay  of  drum  major  shall  be  the  same  as  that  now  established,  or  that 
may  be  hereafter  established,  for  first  sergeants  in  the  Marine  Corps  of  the  same  length 
of  service.  (Naval  appropriation  act,  approved  July  26,  1894.)

(e)  The  pay  of  members  of  the  United  States  Marine  Band  is  fixed  by  the  act  of 
August  29,  1916.  By  this  act  the  leader  of  the  band  is  given  the  pay  and  allowances 
of  a captain,  the  second  leader  is  given  the  allowances  of  a sergeant  major,  and  the 
musicians  the  allowances  of  a sergeant. 

(f)  Bounty  for  reenlistment . — Enlisted  men  of  the  * * * Marine  Corps  * * * 
who  enlisted  for  the  period  of  the  war  or  enlisted  for  a period  of  four  years  between 
February  3,  1917,  ana  November  11,  1918,  and  have  their  status  changed  to  that  of 
men  who  enlisted  for  the  period  of  the  war,  if  otherwise  entitled  to  an  honorable 
discharge,  may  under  such  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  prescribe, 
extend  their  enlistments  for  a period  of  one,  two,  three,  or  four  full  years,  and  shall 
be  entitled  to  and  receive  the  same  rights,  privileges,  pay,  and  allowances  in  all 
respects  as  now  provided  by  law  for  men  who  extend  enlistment  on  completion  of 
terms  of  enlistment,  except  as  to  gratuity  pay:  Provided , That,  as  to  gratuity  pay, 
such  enlisted  men  who  extend  their  enlistment  as  before  provided  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  an  allowance  of  one  month’s  pay  for  extending  their  enlistment  one  year, 
two  month’s  pay  for  extending  their  enlistment  for  two  years,  three  months’  pay  for 
extending  their  enlistment  for  three  years,  and  in  the  Navy  four  months’  pay  for 
extending  their  enlistment  for  four  years.  (Act  of  July  11,  1919;  41  Stat.  139-140.) 

(g)  Travel  fay . — That  an  enlisted  man  honorably  discharged  from  the  Army, 
Navy,  or  Marine  Corps  since  November  11,  1918,  or  who  may  hereafter  be  honorably 
discharged  shall  receive  5 cents  per  mile  from  the  place  of  his  discharge  to  his  actual 
bona  fide  home  or  residence,  or  original  muster  into  the  service,  at  his  option:  Pro- 
vided, That,  for  sea  travel  on  discharge,  transportation  and  subsistence  only  shall  be 
furnished  to  enlisted  men:  Provided , That  naval  reservists  duly  enrolled  who  have 
been  honorably  released  from  active  per  vice  since  November  11,  1918,  or  who  may 
hereafter  be  honorably  released  from  active  service,  shall  be  entitled  likewise  to 
receive  mileage  as  aforesaid.”  (Act  of  February  28,  1919;  39  Stat.  217;  40  Stat.  1203.) 

(i)  Hospital  fund. — Twenty  cents  per  month  will  continue  to  be  deducted  from  the 
above  rates,  as  usual,  for  the  naval  hospital  fund. 


LONGEVITY  PAY — ENLISTED  MEN. 


2.  (a)  Existing  laws  providing  for  continuous  service  pay  are  repealed  to  take 
effect  July  1,  1920,  ana  thereafter  enlisted  men  shall  receive  an  increase  of  10  per 
centum  of  their  base  pay  for  each  five  years  of  service  in  the  Army,  or  service  which 
by  existing  lawB  is  held  to  be  the  equivalent  of  Army  service,  such  service  not  to 
exceed  40  per  centum.  (Army  reorganization  act  of  June  4,  1920,  41  Stat.  761.) 

( b ) Section  4 of  the  Army  reorganization  act  of  June  4,  1920  (41  Stat.  761),  repeals 
from  July  1,  1920,  all  preceding  legislation  providing  for  continuous  service  pay  in 
the  Army  and  Marine  Corps,  except  so  far  as  the  saving  clause  in  said  section  may 
prevent  the  reduction  of  the  pay  of  enlisted  men,  continuous-service  pay  being 
“pay  ” within  the  terms  as  used  m the  saving  clause.  (27  Comp.  31.) 

(c)  In  computing  the  longevity  pay  of  any  enlisted  man  now  in  the  Marine  Corps, 
under  the  act  of  June  4,  1920  (41  Stat.  -761),  repealing  all  laws  providing  for  contin- 
uous service  pay  and  substituting  in  lieu  thereof  longevity  pay,  all  prior  service  on 
the  active  list  m the  Army,  Navy,  and  Marine  Corps,  whether  in  consecutive  or 
dissevered  periods,  shall  be  countea.  (27  Comp.,  August  17,  1920.) 


FOREIGN-SERVICE  PAY. 

3.  (a)  “The  pay  proper  of  all  enlisted  men  serving  beyond  the  limits  of  the  States 
comprising  the  Union  and  the  Territories  of  the  United  States  contiguous  thereto  shall 
be  increased  20  per  cent  over  and  above  the  rates  of  pay  proper  as  fixed  by  law  for 
time  of  peace,  and  the  time  of  such  service  shall  be  counted  from  the  date  of  departure 
from  the  said  States  to  the  date  of  return  thereto  ” (both  dates  inclusive).  (Act  March 
2,  1901,  31  Stat.  903.  See  also  act  of  March  3,  1901,  31  Stat.  1108,  and  Army  act  of 
June  30,  1902.) 

“That  increase  of  pay  for  service  beyond  the  limits  of  the  States  comprising  the 
Union  and  the  Territories  of  the  United  States  contiguous  thereto  shall  be  as  now  pro- 
vided by  law.  ” (Act  May  11,  1908.)  The  effect  of  this  provision  is  to  continue  the 
limitation  imposed  by  the  act  of  June  12,  1906,  as  to  pay  for  service  in  Porto  Rico  and 
Hawaii.  (Comp.  Dec.,  June  2,  1908.)  “ Provided , That  hereafter  the  laws  allowing 
increase  of  pay  to  officers  and  enlisted  men  for  foreign  service  shall  not  apply  to  service 
in  the  Canal  Zone,  Panama,  or  Hawaii,  or  Porto  Rico.”  (Act  August  24,  1912,  37 
8tat.  576.) 

(b)  “The  term  ‘pay  proper  ’ means  compensation  which  may  properly  be  designated 
as  ‘pay’  as  distinguished  from  allowances.”  (Sup.  Ct.,  March  13,  1905.)  But  by  the 
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comptroller’s  decision  of  May  19,  1915  (21  Comp.,  p.  811)  foreign-service  pay  is  com- 
puted on  base  pay,  pay  for  continuous  service,  and  pay  for  good-conduct  medals  only. 

(c)  Enlisted  men  transferred  from  ships  to  foreign  shore  stations  for  the  purpose  of 
transfer  to  the  United  States  or  for  treatment  in  hospital,  if  subsequently  returned  to 
ship,  are  not  entitled  to  20  per  cent  increase  pay  during  the  time  ashore  or  while  en 
route  to  the  United  States. 

(d)  Sea  pay:  Provided , That  the  increased  compensation  as  now  fixed  by  law  for 
the  Marine  Corps  for  foreign  shore  service  shall  hereafter  be  paid  to  the  officers  and 
enlisted  men  of  that  corps  while  on  sea  duty,  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same 
conditions  as  is  provided  by  the  act  approved  May  13,  1908,  for  officers  of  the  Navy. 
(Act  March  3,  1915.)  Officers  and  enlisted  men  are  not  entitled  to  sea  pay  under  thus 
act  while  in  confinement  awaiting  or  undergoing  trial  (Comp.  Dec.,  August  24,  1915, 
Bu.  Memo.  174,  p.  3766),  nor  while  on  leave  or  furlough.  (See  Comp.  Dec.,  June  8, 
1915,  Bu.  Memo.  172,  p.  3703.) 

Entitled  to  sea  pay  for  duty  performed  at  sea  under  orders,  though  not  formally  or 
technically  attached  to  the  vessel  as  part  of  her  complement.  (See  22  Comp.  271.) 

ADDITIONAL  PAY  FOR  SPECIAL  SERVICE. 

5.  (a)  Cooks, — Privates  regularly  detailed  as  cooks  shall  receive,  in  addition  to  the 
pay  otherwise  allowed  by  law2  the  following:  First-class  cooks,  $10  per  month;  second- 
class  cooks,  $8  per  month;  third-class  cooks,  $7  per  month;  and  fourth-class  cooks,  $5 
per  month.  (Act  March  2,  1907.) 

(6)  Gun  pointers , messmen , gun  captains , mail  clerks,  signalmen,  and  holders  of  good- 
conduct  medals^  pins,  or  bars . — All  enlisted  men  of  the  United  States  Marine  Corps 
regularly  detailed  as  gun  pointers,  Navy  mail  clerks,  gun  captains,  messmen,  or 
signalmen,  or  holding  good-conduct  medals,  pins,  or  bars,  shall  receive  the  samo 
extra  compensation,  in  addition  to  their  manthly  pay,  as  is  now  or  may  hereafter 
be  allowed  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy.  Enlisted  men  of  the  Marine  Corps  regularly 
detailed  as  messmen,  whether  for  duty  afloat  or  ashore,  may  be  paid  additional  com- 
pensation as  provided  for  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy.  (R.,  4427.) 

For  particulars  as  to  allowance  and  detail  of  mess  sergeants,  cooks,  and  messmen, 
see  Marine  Corps  Orders. 

u Provided,  That  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  May  27,  1908  (35  Stat.  417,  418),  as 
amended  by  the  act  of  August  24, 1912  (37  Stat.  560),  are  hereby  extended  to  authorize 
the  designation  of  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy  or  Marine  Corps  as  Navy  mail  clerks  and 
assistant  Navy  mail  clerks  with  expeditionary  forces  on  shore”  (act  March  4,  1917,  39 
Stat.  1188),  and  at  stations  and  snore  establishments.  (Acts  of  July  1,  1918,  and 
July  11,  1919.) 

(c)  Expert  riflemen,  sharpshooters,  and  marksmen. — “Enlisted  men  now  qualified  or 
hereafter  qualifying  as  expert  riflemen  shall  receive,  in  addition  to  their  pay,  $5  per 
month;  those  qualifying  as  sharpshooters,  $3  per  month,  and  those  qualifying  as 
marksmen,  $2  per  month.”  (Army  act,  May  11,  1908.) 

Distinguished-service  medal  or  cross. — That  each  enlisted  man  of  the  Army  to  whom 
there  has  been  or  shall  be  awarded  a medal  of  honor,  a distinguished-service  cross, 
or  distinguished-service  medal  shall,  for  each  such  award,  be  entitled  to  additional  pay 
at  the  rate  of  $2  per  month  from  the  date  of  the  distingusihed  act  or  service  on  which 
the  award  is  based,  and  each  bar,  or  other  suitable  device  in  lieu  of  a medal  of  honor, 
a distinguished-service  cross,  or  a distinguished-service  medal,  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided for,  shall  entitle  him  to  further  additional  pay  at  the  rate  of  $2  per  month,  from 
the  date  of  the  distinguished  act  or  service  for  which  the  bar  is  awarded,  and  said 
additional  pay  shall  continue  throughout  his  active  service,  whether  such  service 
shall  or  shall  not  be  continuous;  but  when  the  award  is  in  lieu  of  the  certificate  of 
merit,  as  provided  for  in  section  three  hereof,  the  additional  pay  shall  begin  with  the 
date  of  the  award.  (Act  July  9,  1918,  40  Stat.  871.) 

Sec.  4.  That  each  enlisted  or  enrolled  person  of  the  naval  service  to  whom  is 
awarded  a medal  of  honor,  distinguished-service  medal,  or  a Navy  cross,  shall,  for 
each  such  award , be  entitled  to  additional  pay  at  the  rate  of  $2  per  montn  from  the 
date  of  the  distinguished  act  or  service  on  which  the  award  is  based  and  each  bar, 
or  other  suitable  emblem  or  insignia,  in  lieu  of  a medal  of  honor,  distingusihed-service 
medal,  or  Navy  cross,  as  hereinafter  provided  for,  shall  entitle  him  to  further  addi- 
tional pay  at  the  rate  of  $2  per  month  from  the  date  of  the  distinguished  act  or  service 
for  which  the  bar  is  awarded,  and  such  additional  pay  shall  continue  throughout 
his  active  service,  whether  such  service  shall  or  shall  not  be  continuous. 

Sec.  5.  That  no  more  than  one  medal  of  honor  or  one  distinguished-service  medal 
or  one  Navy  cross  shall  be  issued  to  any  one  person;  but  for  each  succeeding  deed  or 
service  sufficient  to  justify  the  award  of  a medal  of  honor  or  a distinguished-service 
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medal  or  Navy  cross,  respectively,  the  President  may  award  a suitable  bar,  or  other 
suitable  emblem  or  insignia,  to  be  worn  with  the  decoration,  and  the  corresponding 
rosette  or  other  device.  (Act  of  February  4,  1919,  40  Stat.  1066.) 

(d)  Marine  Band  for  playing  at  White  House  and  public  grounds . — The  band  of  the 
United  States  Marine  Corps  shall  consist  of  1 leader,  whose  pay  and  allowances 
shall  be  those  of  a captain  in  the  Marine  Corps;  1 second  leader,  whose  pay  shall 
be  $150  per  month  ana  who  shall  have  the  allowances  of  a sergeant  major;  10  prin- 
cipal musicians,  whose  pay  shall  be  $125  per  month;  25  first-class  musicians,  whose 
pay  shall  be  $100  per  month;  20  second-class  musicians,  whose  pay  shall  be  $85  per 
month;  and  10  third-class  musicians,  whose  pay  shall  be  $70  per  month;  such  musi- 
cians of  the  band  to  have  the  allowances  of  a sergeant  and  to  have  no  increase  in  the 
rates  of  pay  on  account  of  length  of  service.  (Act  of  August  29,  1916,  39  Stat.  612.) 

Members  of  the  Marine  Band  are  allowed  $4  per  month  in  addition  to  the  rates  of 
pay  as  given  above  for  playing  at  the  White  House  and  public  grounds.  (Act  of 
August  18,  1856.) 

PAY  TABLE,  MARINE  CORPS  RESERVE  FORCE. 

I.  Retainer  pay — Enrolled  members  Fleet  Marine  Corps  Reserve — Class  1 (a)  and 
Class  1 (6): 

1.  Class  1 (a). — The  annual  retainer  pay  of  officers  is  two  months’  base  pay  of  the 
corresponding  rank  in  the  Marine  Corps,  plus  25  per  cent  of  the  base  pay  for  each 
enrollment  oi  four  years,  counting  all  service  in  Nvay,  Marine  Corps,  National  Naval 
Volunteers,  and  Naval  Militia,  and  for  each  subsequent  enrollment  within  three 
months,  provided  they  have  performed  the  required  active  service. 

2.  Class  1 (6). — The  annual  retainer  pay  of  enrolled  men  shall  be  two  months’  base 
pay  of  the  corresponding  rank  in  the  Marine  Corps  plus  25  per  cent  of  the  base  pay 
for  each  enrollment  of  four  years  and  for  each  subsequent  enrollment  withein  tnree 
months,  provided  they  have  performed  the  required  active  service. 

All  service  in  the  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  National  Naval  Volunteers,  and  Naval 
Militia  shall  be  counted  as  continuous  service  in  the  Naval  Reserve  Force.  (Act 
July  1,  1918.) 

Notes. — (a)  Enrollment  and  reenrollment  shall  be  for  four  years. 

( b)  Retainer  pay  is  in  addition  pay  for  active  service. 

(c)  Retainer  pay  is  payable  only  on  conditions  that  members  make  such  reports  as 
may  be  required  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

(dj  All  members  who  enroll  within  three  months  from  the  date  of  their  last  naval 
service  or  reenroll  for  four  years  within  three  months  from  the  date  of  the  termination 
of  their  last  enrollment  shall  receive  25  per  cent  increase  on  their  base  retainer  pay, 
provided  they  have  performed  the  required  active  service. 

(e)  The  minimum  active  service  shall  be  two  months  during  each  term  of  enroll- 
ment and  an  attendance  at  not  less  than  36  drills  each  year,  or  other  equivalent  duty. 
The  active  service  may  be  in  one  or  more  periods  of  not  less  than  15  days  each.  (Act 
of  July  l,  1918.) 

(f)  Retainer  pay  is  paid  annually  or  at  shorter  intervals,  as  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  may  direct. 

(g)  In  addition  to  retainer  pay  all  members  are,  while  in  active  service,  entitled  to 
the  same  pay,  allowances,  gratuities,  etc.,  as  officers  and  men  of  the  regular  service. 

(A)  AH  enrolled  members  are,  upon  first  reporting  for  active  service  for  training 
during  each  enrollment,  entitled  to  credit  with  a uniform  gratuity  of  $50  for  officers 
and  $30  for  men.  Upon  reporting  for  active  service  in  time  of  war  the  uniform 
gratuity  is  $150  for  officers  and  $60  for  men,  less  any  amounts  previously  credited 
during  current  enrollment.  Should  any  member  voluntarily  sever  his  connection 
with  the  service,  the  amount  of  this  gratuity  so  credited  shall  be  deducted  from  any 
pay  due  him.  Clothing  gratuity  for  men  is  credited  by  the  Quartermaster  Depart- 
ment (see  par.  921  er  seq.,  System  of  Accountability,  U.  S.  M.  0.).  Class  1 ( e ) and 
class  2 ( d)  do  not  receive  a uniform  gratuity.  Officers  of  the  Marine  Corps  Reserve 
on  first  reporting  for  active  duty  for  training,  or  in  time  of  war,  will  be  paid  the  proper 
uniform  gratuity  on  their  first  pay  voucher  rendered  after  so  reporting,  in  accordance 
with  paragraph  283  (14)  (6)  and  (c)  of  Marine  Corps  Orders  No.  13  (Series  1917).  In 
this  connection  see  comptroller’s  decision,  March  132  1917. 

(t)  Members  employed  in  other  branches  of  serf  vice,  except  military  service,  may 
receive  the  pay  ana  allowances  incident  thereto  in  addition  to  their  retainer  pay. 

(j)  Retainer  pay  is  $12  per  annum  for  all  reenrolled  members  who  on  any  previous 
enrollment  failed  to  perform  two  months’  active  service,  until  two  months’  active 
service  is  completed . 

(k)  No  member  shall  be  entitled  to  travel  allowance  (i.  e.,  Government  transporta- 
tion and  subsistence  in  the  case  of  a man  or  mileage  in  the  case  of  an  officer)  unless 
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the  period  of  such  active  service  (the  prescribed  two  months)  is  lor  not  less  than  one 
month,  or  unless  specifically  provided  for  by  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

(Z)  Enrolled  members  who  have  completed  20  years  in  the  reserve,  who  have  per- 
formed the  required  active  service,  shall,  upon  their  own  application,  be  retired,  and 
on  retirement  receive  a cash  gratuity  equal  to  the  total  retainer  pay  during  last  term 
of  enrollment. 

(m)  All  enrolled  members  may,  in  time  of  peace,  or  when  no  national  emergency 
exists,  be  discharged  upon  request  upon  reimbursing  the  Government  for  any  cloth- 
ing gratuity  that  may  have  been  furnished  them  during  their  current  enrollment. 

(n)  Men  enrolling  within  three  months  of  the  date  of  discharge  from  the  regular 
sendee  who  reenlist  in  the  regular  service  within  3 months  of  the  date  of  discharge 
from  the  Fleet  Reserve  are  entitled  to  gratuity  and  continuous-service  pay. 

(o)  Enrolled  members  are  not  subject  to  the  laws  and  regulations  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  Navy,  except  while  in  active  service.  While  engaged  in  actual  service 
for  training,  or  when  called  to  service  in  time  of  war  or  national  emergency,  their 
accounts  for  such  service  will  be  carried  in  the  same  manner  as  enlisted  men  of  the 
regular  service,  and  deduction  at  the  rate  of  20  cents  per  month  made  for  hospital 
fund  under  the  provisions  of  section  1614,  Revised  Statutes.  (Comp.  Dec.,  December 
27,  1916.) 

( p ) “The  retainer  pay  of  the  enrolled  men  of  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve  shall  be  the 
same  as  for  the  enrolled  men  of  the  Naval  Reserve  and  shall  be  computed  in  like 
manner:  Provided , That  nothing  herein  shall  operate  to  reduce  the  retainer  pay 
allowed  by  existing  law  to  enlisted  men  who,  after  sixteen  years’  or  more  naval  ser- 
vice, are  transferred  to  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve,  nor  to  deny  to  such  enlisted  men 
their  privilege  of  retirement  upon  completing  thirty  years’  naval  service,  as  now 
provided  by  law.”  (Act  July  1,  1918.) 

(q)  That  the  annual  retainer  pay  of  members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force,  except 
officers  in  the  Naval  Auxiliary  Reserve  and  transferred  members  of  the  Fleet  Naval 
Reserve,  after  confirmation  in  rank,  grade,  or  rating,  shall  be  the  equivalent  of  two 
months’  base  pay  of  the  corresponding  rank,  grade,  or  rating  in  the  Navy,  but  the 
highest  base  pay  upon  which  the  retainer  pay  of  officers  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force 
shall  be  computed  shall  not  be  greater  than  the  base  pay  of  a lieutenant  commander. 
Service  in  tne  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  National  Naval  Volunteers,  and  Naval  Militia 
shall  be  counted  as  continuous  service  in  the  Naval  Reserve  Force,  both  for  the 
purpose  of  retirement  and  of  computing  retainer  pay:  Provided , That  no  member  of 
the  Naval  Reserve  Force  shall  be  eligible  for  retirement  other  than  for  physical  dis- 
ability incurred  in  line  of  duty:  Provided  further , That  no  retainer  pay  of  any  member 
of  the  Naval  Reserve  force  except  those  enlisted  men  transferred  to  the  Fleet  Naval 
Reserve  after  sixteen  or  twenty  or  more  years’  naval  service  shall  be  in  excess  of  the 
amount  authorized  to  members  having  had  sixteen  years’  continuous  service  therein. 
(Act  July  1,  1918.) 

That  all  officers  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  and  temporary  officers  of  the  Navy 
who  have  heretofore  incurred  or  may  hereafter  incur  physical  disability  in  line  of 
duty  shall  be  eligible  for  retirement  under  the  same  conditions  as  now  provided  by 
law  for  officers  of  the  Regular  Navy  who  have  incurred  physical  disability  in  line  of 
duty.  (Act  of  June  4,  1920.) 

(r)  That  in  time  of  peace  tne  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  authorized,  in  his  discretion, 
to  order  any  member  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force,  with  his  consent,  who  has  been 
confirmed  in  his  rank,  grade,  or  rating,  to  perform  any  duty  afloat  for  any  period  of 
time  for  which  his  services  may  be  required.  (Act  July  1,  1918.) 

(s)  Members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  when  employed  in  active  service,  ashore 
or  afloat,  under  the  Navy  Department  shall  receive  the  same  pay  and  allowances  as 
received  by  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Regular  Navy  of  the  same  rank, 
grades,  or  ratings,  and  of  the  same  length  of  service,  which  shall  include  service  in 
the  Navy,  Manne  Corps,  Naval  Reserve  Force,  Naval  Militia,  National  Naval  Vol- 
unteers, or  Marine  Corps  Reserve.  (Act  July  1,  1918.) 

(t)  Provided , That  retainer  pay  provided  by  existing  law  shall  not  be  paid  to  any 
member  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  who  fails  to  train  as  provided  by  law  during 
the  year  for  which  he  fails  to  train.  (Act  of  June  4,  1920.) 

II.  Retainer  pay — Enlisted  men  voluntarily  transferred  to  the  Fleet  Marine  Corps 
Reserve — Class  1(c)  and  Class  1 (d) — 

1.  Class  1 (c). — Men  transferred  to  the  reserve  list  on  the  expiration  of  a term  of 
enlistment,  after  completing  16  years  of  honorable  naval  service,  shall  be  paid  a 
retainer  pay  at  the  rate  of  one-third  of  the  base  pay  they  were  receiving  at  the  close  of 
their  last  naval  service  plus  the  total  of  all  permanent  additions  thereto.  (See  act  of 
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August  29, 1916;  and  Comp.  Dec.,  of  September  22, 1916 — 23  Comp.,  p.  190;  26  Comp., 
483.) 

2.  Class  1 (d). — Men  transferred  to  the  reserve  list  after  completing  20  or  more  years 
of  naval  service  shall  be  paid  a retainer  at  the  rate  of  one-half  of  the  base  pay  they 
were  receiving  at  the  close  of  their  last  naval  service  plus  the  total  of  all  permanent 
additions  thereto.  (23  Comp.,  p.  190;  26  Comp.,  483.) 

Notes.— (a)  The  retainer  pay  of  class  1 (c)  and  class  1 ( d ) shall  be  increased  10  per 
cent  for  all  men  credited  with  extraordinary  heroism  in  the  line  of  duty,  or  in  the  case 
of  class  1 ( d ) the  retainer  pay  is  increased  10  per  cent  for  those  whose  average  marks 
in  conduct  for  20  years  or  more  shall  not  be  less  than  95  per  cent  of  the  maximum. 

( b ) The  pay  of  any  member  of  the  Fleet  Marine  Corps  Reserve  shall  be  forfeited 
when  so  ordered  by  tne  Secretary  of  the  Navy  upon  the  failure,  under  such  conditions 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  of  such  men  to  report  for  inspec- 
tion. 

(c)  Members  who  have  established  their  qualifications  by  examination  may  be  given 
warrants  as  marine  gunners,  auartermaster  clerks,  pay  clerks,  or  second  lieutenants. 
This  does  not  deprive  them  of  the  pay,  allowances,  or  gratuities  to  which  they  would 
otherwise  be  entitled. 

( d ) Members  of  this  class  may  be  retired  upon  their  own  request  after  completing 
30  years  of  service,  including  all  naval  and  Fleet  Marine  Corps  Reserve  service,  and 
when  so  retired  they  receive  the  same  pay  they  were  receiving  when  retired,  plus  the 
allowances  to  which  retired  enlisted  men  of  the  regular  Marine  Corps  are  entitled. 
(See  24  Comp.,  679.) 

(c)  Members  of  this  class  are  continued  in  the  reserve  until  discharged  or  retired, 
and  are  subject  to  the  laws  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  Navy. 

(/)  Members  of  class  1 (c)  and  class  1 ( d ) do  not  receive  uniform  gratuity. 

Tg)  Members  of  class  1 (c)  and  class  1 (a)  will  be  paid  monthly  by  check. 

(h)  Paragraphs  (6)  and  (c),  under  notes  regarding  enrolled  members,  class  1 (a)  and 
class  1 (6),  are  also  applicable  to  transferred  members  class  1 (c)  and  class  1 ( d)  of  the 
Marine  Corps  Reserv  e. 

(t)  Hospital  fund  at  the  rate  of  20  cents  per  month  will  be  deducted  from  the  re- 
tainer pay  of  transferred  members,  class  1 (c)  and  class  1 (d),  of  the  Fleet  Marine  Corps 
Reserve,  at  all  times.  (Comp.  Dec.,  December  27,  1916.) 

(j)  The  accounts  of  members  of  this  class  while  engaged  in  actual  service  for  train- 
ing, or  when  called  to  service  in  time  of  war  or  national  emergency,  will  be  carried  in 
the  same  manner  as  enlisted  men  of  the  regular  service,  but  deduction  at  the  rate  of 
20  cents  per  month  for  hospital  fund  will  not  be  made  from  active  duty  pay,  as  this 
is  to  be  deducted  from  the  retainer  pay  at  all  times.  (Comp.  Dec.,  December  27, 1910.) 

III.  Retainer  pay — Class  2,  Marine  Corps  Reserve  A — 

1.  Class  2 (a). — Officers;  provisional.  Annual  retainer  pay  of  $12. 

2.  Class  2 (b). — Officers;  confirmed.  Annual  retainer  pay  of  two  months’  base  pay 
of  the  corresponding  rank  in  the  Marine  Corps. 

3.  Class  2 ( c ). — Enlisted  men;  provisional.  Annual  retainer  pay  of  $12. 

4.  Class  2 (a). — Enlisted  men;  confirmed.  Annual  retainer  pay  of  two  months’ 
base  pay  of  the  corresponding  rank  in  the  Marine  Corps. 

IV.  Retainer  pay , class  4 — Marine  Corps  Reserve  B is  the  same  in  all  respects  as 
Class  2,  Marine  Corps  Reserve  A. 

V.  Retainer  pay , Marine  Corps  Reserve  Flying  Corps , class  5 (a),  (6),  and  (d),  is 
the  same  in  all  respects  as  class  2A;  and  class  5 is  the  same  as  class  1 (c)  and  (d),  re- 
spectively. Members  of  the  last  two  classes  do  not  receive  uniform  gratuity. 

Notes. — (a)  The  minimum  active  service  required  of  members  of  the  Marine 
Corps  Reserve  to  qualify  for  confirmation  in  their  rank  or  rating  shall  be  three  months. 

(6)  All  notes  in  the  pay  table  under  4 ‘Enrolled  Members  Fleet  Marine  Corps  Re- 
serve, class  1 (a)  and  class  1 (6)/’  except  note  (n),  are  applicable  to  members  of  the 
Marine  Corps  Reserve  A and  B,  and  the  Marine  Corps  Reserve  Flying  Corps,  class  2, 
4,  and  5,  respectively. 

VI.  Class  6. — The  Volunteer  Marine  Corps  Reserve  obligate  themselves  to  serve 
without  retainer  pay  and  uniform  gratuity  in  time  of  peace.  When  called  to  service 
in  time  of  war  or  emergency  they  will  become  entitled  to  uniform  gratuity  as  pro- 
vided for  the  class  in  which  serving  during  such  time.  When  on  active  duty  the  pay 
is  the  same  as  that  of  the  corresponding  rank  in  the  Marine  Corps. 

In  all  cases  active  service  pay  commences  on  day  of  reporting  and  ceases  on  date  of 
detachment,  both  dates  inclusive. 

The  above  notes  are  based  on  the  provisions  of  the  acts  of  August  29,  1916,  July 
1,  1918,  July  11,  1919,  and  June  4,  1920.  The  text  is  greatly  abbreviated,  and  in 
case  of  doubt  the  original  acts  should  be  consulted.
